MAY  END  THE  STRIKE 

Visit  of  Bishop  Fallows  to  Mitchell  Ex' 

pected  to  Bring  Results. 

Conference  With  Governor 
Stone  Was  Fruitless. 

The    Miners'    President 
Talks  of  the  Meeting. 


Pittsburg.  Sept.  13.— Ripht  Rev.  Samuel 
Fallows,  of  Chicago,  who  was  r»T<>rtetl 
to  have  left  that  city  to  meet  Pre-siilent. 
Mitchell,  of  the  mine  workers,  at  Pitts- 
burg, today  could  not  be  found  at  any  of 
the  hotels  aniJ  as  far  as  could  be  iuscer- 
tained  had  not  arrived  here  at  noon. 
Commenting  on  the  proposed  meeting 
the    Chronicle   Telegraph   says: 

An  important  conference  scheduled  to 
be  held  in  Pittsburg  before  the  close  of 
the  day  may  tend  to  a  speedy  termination 
of  the  coal  miners'  strike  in  the  anthra- 
cite region.  President  Mitchell.  of 
the  United  Mine  Workers,  and  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Fallows,  of  Chicago, 
bishop  of  the  diocese  of  the  West  and 
Northwest,  and  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Kpii-- 
copal  church,  have  arranged  to  meet  here 
today. 

"A  great  deal  of  secrecy  has  been  thrown 
around  the  proposed  conference  and  var- 
ious reports  are  in  circulation.  One  is  to 
the  effect  that  a  meeting  will  be  held 
•with  former  Senator  William  Flynn  and 
M.  K.  McMullin.  who  attended  the  early 
morning  conferenct-  at  Uovernor  Stone's 
residence    in    Harrisburg    the    other    day. 

"Bishop  Fallows  is  well  known  among 
miners  and  operators  and  he  is  given  tli  • 
credit  of  settling  a  serious  dispute  in  Il- 


linois several  years  ago.  The  frequent 
visits  of  President  Mitchell  to  Chicago 
during  the  progress  of  the  strike  it  is 
now  explained,  were  to  hold  consulta- 
tions with   Bishop  Fallows. 

"Coal  operators  in  the  Pittsburg  district 
are  greatly  interested  in  the  proposed 
meeting,  and  while  giving  no  particularly 
positive  grounds  for  their  opinion,  eay 
that  they  are  confident  the  strike  will  be 
settled  in  a  short  time." 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  15. — In  an  Inter- 
view over  the  long  distance  telephone 
with  the  News  today,  at  Wllkesbarre, 
John  Mitchell  .said: 

•'I  can't  perdlct  when  the  anthracite 
strike  will  be  settled.  If  anything  is 
being  done  toward  it  by  the  other  side 
I  don't  know  of  it." 

John  Mitchell,  president  of  the  Mine 
Workers,  who  is  at  the  strike  head- 
quarters in  Wilke.<»barre.  Pa.,  made  this 
Statement  today  in  a  long  distance  tele- 
phone interview  with  the  News. 

Nothing  towards  a  settlement  was 
accomplished  at  the  Harrisburg  confer- 
ence between  Governor  Stone  of  Penn- 
sylvania; President  Mitchell,  the  presi- 
dents of  three  anthracite  districts  and 
others  who  have  been  trying  to  end  the 
strike. 

"Nothing  of  importance  was  done  at 
the    conference,"    said    Mitchell,    when 


STRUGGLING  HUMANITY 


Five  Hundred  People  Found  Themselves  In  a  Heap 

Caused  By   the   Breaking   of   Steps 

at  St.  Paul  Synagogue. 


St.  Paul.  Sept.  15.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — \V'hile  1000  people  were  strug- 
gling to  get  into  the  new  Sons  of  Zion 
synagogue  to  witness  the  dedicatory 
exercises,  the  temporary  steps  leading 
to  the  entrance  suddeny  gave  way  and 
BOO  people  fell  in  a  heap.  Men  and 
women  screamed  and  fought  to  get  out 
of  the  mass,  and  it  was  only  Vjy  prompt 
•ffort  that  a  panic  was  averted. 

The  police  platoon,  which  led  the 
procession  to  the  church,  broke  ranks 
and  the  officers  rushed  into  the  crowd, 
preventing  frantic  men.  women  and 
children  from  crushing  one  another  in 
the  scramble  to  get  out.  When  quiet 
had  been  restored  it  was  faund  that 
except  for  a  few  who  were  bruised  and 


cut.  no  one  had  been  seriously  injured. 

Mrs.  Isaac  Goldstimme  was  badly 
bruised  about  the  body  and  face.  Delia 
Rosenblum.  a  lO-year-oId  girl,  was 
caught  in  the  crash  and  bruised  badly. 
Sam  Roisner,  a  9-year-old  l)oy,  had 
his  foot  crushed  between  the  breaking 
timbers.  Several  others  received  cuts 
and  bruises  and  other  minor  injuries. 

Senator  Moses  E.  Clapp,  Mayor  Rob- 
ert A.  Smith.  Congressman  F.  C.  Ste- 
vens and  several  prominent  rabbis  of 
the  church  had  just  stepped  oft  the 
steps  to  the  portal  when  the  crash 
came,  and  so  escaped  injury.  They  \\  ere 
among  the  first  to  help  those  who  had 
been  caught  in  the  falling  timbers  and 
helped  to  restore  order  in  the  fright- 
ened crowd. 


WORKMEN  ARE  CLUBBED 


Fifty    Italian    Strikers    Attack    Two    Miners   and 

Severely   Beat  Them   With  Clubs— One 

Striker  Was  Shot  In  the  Leg. 


"Wllkesbarre.  Pa.,  Sept.  1^.— Two  Ital- 
ians, named  John  Divlno  and  Antonio 
Dlzzi.  employed  at  the  Old  Forge  mine 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Coal  comiwny.  at 
Old  Forge.  Pa.,  were  held  up  r>y  fifty 
Italian    strikers    as    they    were    returning 

from  work  this  morning.  Both  men  were 
badly  clubbed  and  stoned.  Several  shot-s 
were  fired  and  a  striker  is  reported  to 
have  been  shot  In  the  leg.  Divlno'«  in- 
juries were  so  serious  that  he  had  to  be 
removed  to  the  Pittson.  Pa.,  hosuital. 
DiZZl  was  able  to  walk  to  his  boaruing 
noose.  .    . 

The  scene  of  the  disturbance  being  in 
I.ackawanna  county.  Sheriff  Jacobs,  of 
Luzerne  county,  did  not  send  any  dep- 
uties   to    the    scene. 

Sheriff  Jacobs  reports  all  quiet  In  4-«c 
■Wyoming  region  today.  Contrarv  to  re- 
ports circulateil  last  night,  the  coal  com- 
panies did  not  make  any  attempt  to  start 
anv   additional   collieries.     The    washeries 


that  were  in  operation  last  week  are 
turning  out  the  usual  amount  of  coal  --- 
day,    but   all    the   big   mines    are    Idle. 


Tamaqua,  Pa.,  Sept.  1.=;.— This  morning 
tne  Greenwood  colliery  at  the  western 
end  of  the  Panther  Creek  valley,  resumed 
operations.  It  is  impossible  to  learn 
exactly  how  many  men  are  at  work  as 
the  place  is  very  heavily  guarded  and 
the  operators,  the  Doddal  Brothers,  will 
give  out  no  definite  statement.  They  say. 
however,  that  they  cxpecf'to  wash  about 
3<J0  tons  of  coal  a  day. 

To'ay  the  Lehigh  Coal  &  Navigation 
Company  Ciaims  gains  in  the  Panther 
Creek  Valley.  An  official  of  this  com- 
pany said  that  it  was  expected  that  the 
daily  output  from  the  number  four  and 
nurriber  twelve  collieries  would  now  be 
Increased  from  1400  to  18.000  tons  a  diuy. 
The  leaders  of  the  mine  workers  ridicule 
the  claims  ot  the  company.  Ihey  say 
there  are  no  more  men  at  work  today 
than   there   were   last  week. 


SHOPMEN  ARE  ENJOINED 


Omaha.  Sept.  IV— Judge  McPherson,  In 
the  federal  court  today,  on  application  of 
the    I'nion      Pacific      railroad      company, 

granted  a  temporary  injunction,  restrain- 
ing the  striking  shopmen  of  thai  road 
from  placing  pickets  about  the  gates  and 
grounds  of  the  Union  Pacific  shops.  Th'.- 
hearing  is  set  for  September  ZV 

This  action  was  anticipated  by  thfl 
strilt*-"s.  since  the  r.tilroad  company  had 
Intimated  that  such  a  step  would  be 
taken  in  case  of  further  violence.  Chief 
of  Police  Donahue  yesterday  placed  a 
heavy  detail  of  police  about  the  entrance 
to  the  shops  and  today  the  city  officer.^ 
■were  reinforced  by  several  United  States 
mars'j^als. 


Five  of  the  nine  men  arrested  yesterday 
in  connection  with  the  killing  of  Earl 
Caldwell,  the  Union  Pacific  strike  break- 
er, have  been  held,  charged  with  Cald- 
well's murder,  and  the  other  four  are 
hel<l  as  witnesses.  Those  charged  wiin 
the  murder  are  Michael  SpeHman.  a  strik- 
ing boilermakers'  helper;  Chas.  Posplsit. 
a  striking  blackpmith;  John  Spellman. 
laborer;  Jack  McKennru  laborer,  and 
John  llerri^an,  blacksmiths'  belper, 

Represeniatives  of  the  strikers  have  en- 
gagetl  counter  and  say  they  will  vigorous- 
ly defend  members  of  their  unions.  '1  .tera 
were  no  new  developments  today  impli- 
cating any  others  than  those  already  un- 
der arrest.  The  men  will  have  a  hearing 
tomorrow. 


WERE  UNFAMILIAR  WITH  GAS 


~  Ann  Harbor.  Mich.,  Sept.  15.— Two 
young  men.  1.^  W.  Brusky  and  Joseph 
Kleraek,  of  Posen,  Mich.,  were  found 
dead  on  the  lloor  of  a  room  in  the 
JiJewmaii  house  this  morning.  The  men 
■aid    when    they    resri«»«»red    here    last 


night  that  they  were  not  accustomed 
to  using  gas  lights.  It  Is  supposed  they 
got  up  in  the  night  for  some  purpose 
and  turned  on  the  gas.  thinking  this 
would  produce  light.  The  men  had  evi- 
dently been  overcome  while  trying  to 
reach  the  door.  '  * 


asked  regarding  it.  "Nothing,  in  fact, 
was  contemplated.  We  simply  met  and 
discussed  the  causes  and  progress  of 
the  strike." 

"Did  Governor  Stone  represent  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan,  or  any  of  the  anthra- 
cite presidents?  ' 

"I  did  not  understand  that  he  was 
representing  any  one  besides  himself." 

"Is  a  settlement  any  nearer  because 
of  the  conference?" 

"No." 

"Did  Governor  Stone  propose  that 
the  miners  should  return  to  work  on  a 
promise  of  concessions  being  made 
afterward  by  the  operators?" 

"No  proposition  of  that  kind  was 
submitted.  There  is  no  foundation  for 
the  report  that  the  men  are  to  return 
to  work  on  a  promise  that  the  operat- 
ors will  make  concessions  and  arbitrate 
afterward." 

"Would  the  miners  return  to  work 
under  such  an  arrangement?" 

"They  would  not." 

Mitchell  declared  that  the  men  are 
confident  of  winning.  "There  have  been 
no  deserters  among  the  strikers,"  he 
said.  "They  feel  certain  of  their  abil- 
ity to  win." 

"Are  you  as  confident  as  ever  of  win- 
ning?" 

"I  am  certainly  very  hopeful  now 
that  the  strike  wiU  be  ended  In  our 
favor.  ' 

The  big  defense  fund  being  collect- 
ed at  the  national  headquarters  in  In- 
dianapolis, Mitchell  said,  is  proving 
suHicient  to  relieve  the  distress  in  the 
region.  About  2.'j,000  miners  have  left 
the  region  since  the  stilke  began,  leav- 
ing about  130,000.  he  explained,  to  be 
cared  for. 

'Are  the  troops  to  be  withdrawn 
from  the  region?" 

"Not  that  1  know  of.  All  the  infor- 
mation I  have  on  the  matter  Is  what  I 
get  from  the  papers.  There  Is  no  need 
of  the  troops,  however,  as  the  men  are 
orderly.  They  are  keeping  within  the 
law." 

•'A  little  Is  going  out,  but  no  new 
coal  is  being  mined." 

"Most  of  the  coal  now  being  .shipped 
was  mined  before  the  strike  began.  No 
mines  are  being  started  and  no  mem- 
bers of  the  organization  are  returning 
to  work."

Investigation    Into   Railroad

New  York,  Sept.  l.'i.— The  governn»eiit  in- 
vestigation of  the  acquirement  of  the 
stock  of  the  Great  Northern  and  North- 
ern Pacific  railroads  by  the  Northern  Se- 
curities company  technically  began  In  this 
city  today,  but  the  special  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  United  States  court  of 
Minnesota.  F.  G.  Ingersol.  will  hold  the 
first  hearing  here  tomorrow.  The  attor- 
neys for  the  defense  met  Mr.  Ingersol  and 
the  solicitor  general,  J.  T.  Richards,  'n 
conference  today  and  agreed  to  adjourn 
until  tomorrow.  The  solicitor  general  will 
conduct  the  case  for  the  United  States. 


BLOWN  OUT 
OF  THE  CAB

Boiler  Explosion  Causes 
Death  of  Engineer. 

->  —  ■ 

Two  Others  of  the  Train 
Crew  Seriously  Injured. 


New  York,  Sept.  15.— Judge  Lutz,  en- 
gineer. James  Dooley,  fireman  and  Wal- 
ter Weber,  conductor  were  blown  out  of 
the  cab  of  a  locomotive  which  exploded 
on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  just  west 
of  Jersey  City.  Lutz  whs  kllle<l  and  the 
others  were  seriously  scalded  and 
brulaed.  No  cause  for  the  explosion  has 
been  discovered.  The  boiler  had  been 
filled,  there  was  plenty  of  water  in  the 
t^jr^ler  and  thie  locomotive  had  l>een 
working    smoothly. 

The  engine  was  one  of  the  largest  on 
the  road  and  of  the  .  mogul  type.  It 
was  drawing  a  heavy  freight   thain  Into 


Jersey  City.  The  wreck  of  the  boiler 
indicates  that  the  crown  sheet  blew  out 
and  the  force  of  the  explosion  lifted 
the  boiler  upward  and  forward  off  the 
bed  plates  on  the  trucks  and  wltl  the 
cab  the  boiler  flew  Into  the  air.  About 
-150  feet  from  the  spot  where  the  explo- 
sion occurred  and  when  in  the  air,  the 
cab  split  in  two,  dropping  in  parts  to 
the  tracks  with  Lutz  In  one  part  and 
Dooley  and  Weber  in  the  other.  The 
boiler  blew  onward  and  upward  100  feet 
more  and  then  struck  the  side  of  a  cut. 
bounded  off  the  rock  and  fell  downward 
but  still  forward  to  the  tracks,  landing 
about    seventy-five    feet    beyond.

KILLED  SEVEN. 
New  York,  Sept.  15.— The  audience  at 
one  of  the  theaters  at  Malaga  has  been 
thrown  Into  an  uproar  by  a  gendarm  >. 
who  drew  his  revolver  and  fired  Indiscrim- 
inately, says  a  Madrid  dispatch  to  rbc 
American.  Seven  persons  were  killed  out- 
right and  nine  were  Injured.  The  ,;en- 
darme  was  shot  by  the  police  as  he  re- 
fused  to  surrender. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  15. — There  was 
a  lively  riot  last  night  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Presidio  reservation.  PoHcv^ 
Lieut.  Kelly,  with  patrolmen,  raided  the 
saloon  of  Press  Anderson  and  arrested 
thirty-three  soldiei-s  and  ten  civilians 
who  were  playing  percentage  poker. 
Anderson  had  been  running  his  place 
In  defiance  of  the  law.    While  the  police 


were  making  the   arrests  a .  crowd  of 

soldiers  gathered  and  assailed  them 
with  sticks,  stones  and  brick-bats.  The 
police  wielded  their  clubs  vigorously 
but  with  little  effect,  and  were  finally 
forced  to  fire  into  the  uniformed  mob. 
So  far  as  known,  however,  no  one  was 
hit.  It  was  necessary  to  call  three 
companies  of  soldiers  from  the  Presidio 
to  restore  order  and  make  the  ar- 
rests. 


METEORS  MAY  CAUSE  FIRES 


Denver.  Sept.  15.— The  ^ff^valence  of 
forest  fires  in  Cokirado.  which  are  de- 
vastating the  tofif'ts,  hsLS  roused  scien- 
tists to  the  theory  that  a  great  number 
of  meteors  have  fallen  in  the  Rocky 
mountains,  tearing  up  the  earth  to  a 
great  extent.  These  meteors  drop  in 
heavy  pine  forests,  explode  and,  start 
the  fires.  Local  scientists  are  making  a 
study  of  this  new  theory. 


Butte.  Mont..  Sept.  15> — A  special  to 
the  Miner  from  Basin,  Mont.,  says  that 
forest    fires    are    raging    in    the    moun- 


tains near  Barnlca.  and  only  a  heavy 
rain  will  save  an  $>iiorrnous  amount  of 
timber  and  cut  '*ood.  The  campers 
are  supposed  to  have  started  the  fires. 
North,  of  Anaconda  a  fire  is  ravaging 
the  timber  districts,  with  little  pios- 
pect  of  abatement.  Much  timber  al- 
ready has  been  destroyed.  In  the  tim- 
ber districts  of  Northern  Montana,  ac- 
cording to  advices  from  Kalispell,  some 
of  the  finest  forests  in  the  state  are  In 
danger.  Agent  Berndt  of  the  state  de- 
partment is  in  the  field  with  a  large 
force  of  men  fighting  the  fiames. 


PATIENT  POISONED  HERSELF 


St.  Paul.  Sept.  15.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Overcome  by  melancholy, 
Ml.ss  Mary  T.  Abrahams,  of  Minneapo- 
lis, a  patient  at  St.  Luke's  hospital,  in 
this  city,  has  died  of  carbolic  acid 
poisoning.    She  left  her  room  for  a  few 


minutes  about  7  o'clock,  and  when  she 
returned  collapsed.  Her  condition  in« 
dicated  carbolic  acid  poisoning,  but  the 
physicians  could  not  resuscitate  her.  A 
half-ounce  phial  which  had  contained 
carbolic  acid  was  found  in  her  pocket.

President  Holds  Reception 
On   His    Porch. 

Handshake  and  Lemonade 
Is  the  Program. 


Oyster  Bay,  Sept.  15.— Oyster  Bay  is 
en  fete  today.  Clouds  of  bunting  and 
flags  adorn  the  buildings  and  houses. 
Thousands  of  strangers  are  on  the 
streets,  and  every  few  moments  the 
loud  report  of  an  anvil  loaded  with 
powder  breaks  the  stillness.  The  occa- 
sion for  this  celebration  Is  the  reception 
which  President  Roosevelt  is  to  tender 
to  the  people  of  Nassau  county  this  aft- 
ernoon, from  3  to  6  o'clock,  at  his  home 
on  Sagamore  hill.  The  weather  is  de- 
lightful, and  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittees having  the  affair  in  hand  esti- 
mate that  18.000  persons  will  be  here. 
Special  trains  are  coming  from  Hemp- 
stead, Mineola,  Far  Rockaway  and 
Freeport.  in  addition  to  what  large 
number  of  yachts  are  expected  to  bring 


down  parties  from  New  York  and  vi- 
cinity. One  band  from  Brooklyn  and 
three  from  Long  Island  will  play  on 
the  lawn  during  the  reception.  The  ar- 
rangements have  all  been  completed 
for  handling  the  crowd  on  Sagamore 
hill.  The  president  will  receive  his 
neighbors  on  the  porch  of  his  house, 
and  as  they  shake  hands  with  him. 
they  will  pass  to  the  rear  of  the  house, 
where  each  will  be  tendered  a  glass  of 
lemonade.  The  glas.ses  will  be  re- 
tained by  the  visitors  as  souvenirs. 
Mrs.  Roosevelt  will  be  on  the  porch 
part  of  the  time,  and  wUl  assist  in  the 
reception.  It  has  been  decided  to  dis- 
pense with  introductions,  and  no  one 
will  be  allowed  to  stop  and  talk.  Once 
the  line  starts  It  will  be  kept  movlnc; 
against  trouble.  Sheriff  Johnson  of 
Nassau  county  has  sworn  in  300  special 
deputies,  and  In  addition  to  this  a  large 
number  of  secret  service  men  are  hei» 
who  will  be  stationed  about  the  porch. 


ODD  FELLOWS  ASSEMBLE 

Over  Thirty  Thousand  Already  at  Des  Moines  to 

Attend  the  Seventy- Eighth  Annual   Session 

of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 


Des  Moines,  Sept.  15.— With  special 
trains  arriving  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try and  the  attendance  having  already 
reached  thirty  thousand,  the  seventy- 
eighth  annual  session  of  the  sovereign 
grand  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  was  formal- 
ly welcomed  to  this  city  this  morning 
by  Governor  Cummins  and  Mayor  Bren- 
ton.  in  a  public  session  in  the  new  audi- 
torium. Addressee  were  made  by  M. 
Newman,  of  Des  Moines,  ^rand  master, 
of  Iowa;  J.  C.  MlUiman,  of  Woodbine, 
grand  patriarch;  Miss  Ida  Van  Horn, 
president  of  the  Iowa  Rebekah  assembly,  . 
and  MaJ.  Oen.  M.  A.  Raney,-  Lowa  de- 
partment commander  of  the'  Patriarchs 
Militant.  The  resiwnse  was  made  by 
Hon.  A.  Cable,  of  Covington,  Ohio,  grand 
sire. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  welcoming 
exercises  the  sovereign  grand  lodge  was 
formally  called  to  order.  The  report  of 
the   grand   sire   which    was   submitted   at 


noon  Indicated  that  there  were  127  grand 
lodges  established,  of  which  six  were  in 
lorelgn  countries.  The  total  number  of 
subordinate  lodges  is  12,792  and  subor- 
dinate encampments  2780.  The  entire 
membership  of  the  order  reaches  1,002-

After  an  Expenditure  of  Twenty-One  Millions  and 
Loss  of  Twenty-Four  Lives,  New  Sub- 
way Is  Three-Fifths  Done. 


New  York,  Sept.  15.— After  an  expendi- 
ture of  $21,000,000  and  the  sacrifice  of 
twenty-four  human  lives,  the  rapid  tran- 
sit subway  under  construction  In  this 
city,  is,  according  to  the  World,  exactly 
three-fifths  completed.  This  statement 
of  the  stage  of  progress  is  based  on  data 
compiled  in  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer 
Parsons. 

The  principal  means  of  reckoning  how 
much  has  been  accomplished  and  how 
much  remains  to  be  done  is  the  amount  of 
money  which  has  been  expended.  \Vh:^n 
the  workmen  wtre  last  paid  off  $21.000,(;<f>;. 
in  round  numbers  had  been  disbursed  or 
three-fifths  of  the  $35,000,000  for  which 
John  B.  McDonald  contracted  to  build  the 
tunnel.  The  estimate  based  on  these  fig- 
ures Is  borne  out  by  study  of  the  detailed 
reports  of  progress  on  the  various  sec- 
tions. 

There  have  been  only  two  notable  dl.^as- 
ters   to   call   attention   to   the   dangers   to

JUSTICE  HORACE  GRAY  DEAD 


L.ynn.  Mass.,  Sept.  15. — Justice  Horace 
Gray,  who  retired  from  the  United 
States  supreme  bench  last  sprtng,  died 
at  his  residence  in  Nahant  this  morning 
of  paralysis.  He  had  been  In  poor 
health  for  some  time.  Since  his  retire- 
ment he  had  been  staying  at  his  sum- 
mer home.  Judge  Gray  was  born  in 
Boston,  March  24,  1828,  and  was  gradu- 


ated from  Harvard  college  In  the  class 
of  184.^.  and  from  the  law  school  of  1849. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1851. 
He  was  a  reporter  of  the  supreme  Ju-" 
dicial  court  of  Massachusetts  from  1&54 
until  1861.  He  was  appointed  associate 
justice  of  that  court  in  1864  and  chief 
justice  in  1873.  President  Arthur  com- 
missioned him  as  associate  justice  of- 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  Stales. 
Dec.  19,  1881.

His  wealth  Is  estimated  at  from  $15,- 
000,000    to    $50,000,000.

An  attempt  to  get  hold  of  some  of 
the  Duluth  coal  busine.ss  has  resulted 
In  a  threat  from  the  Burlington  to  cut 
the  rate  on  soft  coal  from  the  Indiana 
and  Illinois  coal  fields  to  St.  Paul. 

This  action  is  caused  by  the  reduction 
made  by  the  Wisconsin  Central  in  the 
rate  on  soft  coal  shipments  from  Mani- 
towoc to  St.  PauL 

The  rate  mafle  by  the  Wisconsin 
Central  was  90  cents,  which  is  the  same 
as  the  rate  ovei  the  Northern  Pacific, 
Great  Northern  and  Omaha  from  Du- 
luth. and  the  reduction  was  made  to 
secure  some  of  the  business  of  the  lake 
ports.  This  led  to  a  falling  off  of  the 
trade  between  St.  Paul  and  Illinois 
points,  from  which  the  Burlington  suf- 
fered. 

If  the  Burlington  establishes  the  rate 
it  will  lead  to  an  Increase  In  the  ship- 
ment of  soft  coal  from  that  territory 
and  will  Infiuence  the  Great  Western 
and  other  roads  to  make  the  same  rate 
from  Lake  Michigan  points  in  order  to 
protect  themselves.

The  different  stories  that  are  arising 
pertaining  to  a  movement  on  the  part 
of  conductors  and  trainmen  In  the 
Western  country  for  a  raise  in  wages 
are  In  the  main  Inaccurate  and  mis- 
leading. They  probably  grew  out  of 
the  fact  that  an  association  of  the  gen- 
eral committees  of  the  Order  of  Kail- 
way  Conductors  and  the  Brotherhood 
of  Railway  Trainmen  for  this  territory 
was  formed  at  Kansas  City  in  June,  at 
whlcn  time  the  question  of  Increaset;  of 
pay  for  men  In  train  and  yard  service 
was  considered.  It  Is  the  general  belief 
among  men  In  these  capacities  that  on 
account  of  the  vastly  changed  condi- 
tions now  as  compared  with  those  in 
existence  at  the  time  the  present  wage 
standards  were  made,  they  are  entitled 
to  some  additional  compensation,  and 
they  are  now  considering  the  propriety 
of  a.sking  for  It.

Huron— Proi>t;rty  to  the  value  of  $10,000 
%as  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  town  of 
Wolsey,  thirteen  milfs  weat  of  here,  at 
the  unction  of  the  Milwaukee  and  the 
Korthwestern    roads.

of  the  Odd  Fellows,  Workmen  and  Wof)d- 
men.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is  unknown. 
It  started  in  an  old  skating  rink  owned 
by  --noweth    Bros.,    and    occupied    by 

John  Shay  and  E.  O.  Snyder  as  a  machin- 
ery warehouse.  The  loss  is  only  partially 
covered  by  insurance.  The  tire  is  supposed 
to   have   been  of  incendiary  origin. 

Sioux  Falls — While  crossing  a  bridge 
over  a  small  creek  Saturday  morning  a 
few  miles  northwest  of  Sioux  Kails,  a 
threahing  engine  ix-longing  to  Jack  Mey- 
ers broke  through,  burying  and  instantly 
killing  Abe  Devoe,  the  engineer.

dox  Jews  Is  Formally 

Dedicated. 


Impressive     Ceremonies 

Mark  Occupation  of 

the  Edifice. 


Mayor  Hugo,  Dr.  Long  and 

P.  J.  Neff  Address 

Congregation. 


With  the  chief  rabbi  at  the  head, 
carrying  a  scroll.  It  was  a  stately  pro- 
cession that  marched  into  the  new 
.synagogue,  the  Adas  Israel  and  Chevrl 
Kadesha  congregation  of  the  Orthodox 
Jews,  to  the  music  of  a  male  chorus, 
which  chanted  in  the  Hebrew  language. 

The  inarch  was  a  part  of  the  dedicat- 
ory exercises  held  yesterday  afternoon 
at  the  new  church,  erected  by  the  Adas 
Israel  and  Chevrl  Kadesha  congrega- 
tions, located  at  Third  avenue  east  and 
Third  street. 

Part  of  the  building  was  dedicated 
some  months  ago.  but  the  services  yes- 
terday were  even  more  impressive. 

The  building  is  a  handsome  one,  and 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  The 
congregation  has  about  300  members, 
and  they  have  looked  forward  to  the 
day  with  an  infinite  amount  of  plea- 
sure when  they  could  have  a  church  of 
their  own,  patterned  after  the  old  Jew- 
ish tabernacles,  and  furnished  true  to 
the  ancient  ways  of  the  land  where 
Christianity  first  gained  a  foothold. 

The  temple  itself  is  not  complete,  the 
ark  in  the  front  end  being  a  handsome 
piece  of  work.  Its  carving,  fantastic 
and  beautiful,  is  a  work  of  art. 

Certain  privileges  in  connection  with 
the  dedication  were  sold  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation,  and  a  goodly 
sum  was  realized  in  this  manner.  There 
are  three  scrolls  in  the  church,  and  the 
distinction  of  carrying  two  of  these 
went  to  the  highest  bidder.  After  the 
procession  had  entered  the  synagogue, 
the  scrolls  were  deposited  in  the  ark 
Rabbi  Eppstein  pronounced  the  invoca- 
tion and  the  next  ceremony  was  the 
lighting  of  the  perpetual  light,  which 
means  to  the  Hebrew  that  the  light  of 
the  sc-roHs  containing  the  books  of 
Mo.ses  is  still  burning. 

Mayor  Hugo  addressed  the  members 
of  the  congrefeaiion,  as  did  Rev.  S.  P. 
Long  and  P.  J.  Neff.  I.  Abrahamson. 
chairman  of  the  building  committee, 
also  made  a  few  remarks. 

The  Sabbath  school  of  Temple  Eman. 
uel  sang  a  number  of  hymns. 

With  the  dedication  of  the  synagogue 
the  dour  will  ever  be  open  that  the 
members  can  enter  when  in  search  of 
worship  or  solitary  prayer.

I'olitically  he  ha.s  always  been  a 
Democrat.  He  was  elected  county  at- 
lorrifey  of  St.  Louis  county  in  1884,  and 
he  is  the  only  Democrat  who  ever  filled 
that  orfice.  In  1888  he  was  the  candidate 
of  hl3  party  for  attorney  general  of 
this  state,  and  made  a  strong  run.  In 
185*2  he  was  nominated  by  his  party  as 
its  candidate  for  mayor  of  Duluth,  and 
after  one  of  the  hardest  political  fights 
that  was  ever  made  here,  was  elected 
by  over  600  majority— being  the  first 
Democrat  ever  elected  to  that  office  on 
a  contest  in  this  city.  In  1896  he  was 
one  of  the  Bryan  eectors  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic electoral  ticket  in  Minnesota, 
and  used  his  best  efforts  for  the  suc- 
cess of  his  party. 

Mr.  d'Autreniont  is  well  known 
throughout  this  district,  and  Became  a 
candidate  for  the  nomination  at  the 
earnest  solicitation  of  a  large  number 
of  leading  Democrats  and  friends  in 
this  city  and  district,  who  are  anxious 
for  party  success,  and  who  believe  him 
to  be  a  very  strong  candidate  to  oppose 
the  Republican  nominee  on  election 
day. 

Mr.  d'Autremont  has  not  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  politics  for  the  past 
few  years,  on  account  of  his  wide  bus- 
iness interests.  The  early  men  in  the 
labor  movement  will  perhaps  remember 
his  attitude  towards  organized  labor 
when  it  was  not  so  popular  as  it  is  to- 
day, and  when  it  required  some  cour- 
age for  a  man  to  interest  himself  in 
the  labor  movement.

He  has  .some  strictly  American 
views  on  arbitration,  and  shall  work 
in  congress  for  a  measure  that  will  be 
of  value  to  both  capital  and  labor  in 
the  aujustment  of  industrial  disputes. 

During  the  street  car  strike  of  1893 
the  labor  unions  had  so  much  confi- 
dence in  Mr.  d'Autremont  that  they 
selected  him  as  one  of  their  arbitra- 
tors in  the  settlement  of  that  dispute. 
The  settlement  was  highly  satisfactory 
to  all,  and  one  of  the  points  that  Mr. 
d'Autremont  insisted  upon  was  thai  no 
man  would  be  dlscl\arged  or  black- 
listed because  of  any  part  he  took  in 
the  strike.  He  succeeded  in  inducing 
the  street  car  /company  to  agree  to 
this.

McKinley  Services  Held 

In  Most  of  Duluth's 

Churches. 

McKlnley  memorial  services,  a  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  martyred  president, 
William  McKlnley,  were  held  in  the 
churches-  throughout  the  land  yesterday. 
The  .services  at  the  Duluth  churches 
were  well  attended,  special  music  hav- 
ing been  arranged  for  at  most  of  them. 
The  ex-presldent's  favorite  hymn,  "Lead 
Kindly  Light,"  was  sung  at  all  church- 
e.<. 

Tributes  were  paid  to  the  departed 
president  as  a  man  and  as  a  representa- 
tive American,  great  and  good,  loved  and 
honored  by  all  classes  of  citizens. 

Dr.  S.  P.  Long,  of  the  First  Methodist 
church,  spoke  of  McKlnley  a*i  a  ruler 
who  has  inlluenced  the  history  of  the 
world  during  the  past  few  years  more 
than  any  king,  prince  or  other  poten- 
tate. 

Dr.  T.  H.  Cleland's  text  was  "The  Im- 
perishable Worth  of  a  Good  Life."  He 
said  that  William  McKinley  has  left 
behind  him  not  only  a  recora  of  faithful 
service  to  his  country,  but  the  impress  of 
his   character  on   the   youth   of   the   land. 

Rev.  Alexander  Milne,  of  the  Pilgrim 
Congregational  church,  spoke  on  the  sub- 
ject, "Great  Men,"  and  referred  to  Will- 
iam McKinley  as  an  example  for  young 
men.  President  McKlnley,  he  said,  lived 
like   a   saint   and   died    like    a  martyr.

Washington,  Sept.  15. — (Special  to 
The  HeruM.) — The  phenomenal  activ- 
ity of  the  whole  country  is  illustrated 
by  some  figures,  just  prepared  by  the 
treasury  bureau  of  statistics,  showing 
the  commerce  on  the  great  lakes  dur- 
ing the  month  of  July  and  the  seven 
months  ending  with  July.  The  chain 
of  great  lakes,  which  stretches  from 
New  York  at  the  east,  to  Minnesotii 
at  the  west.  transi)orts  a  large  pro- 
portion ot  the  products  ot  a  doaen 
Slates,  in  which  are  included  the  prin- 
cipal agiicultural,  mining  ana  forestry 
fcections  of  the  country.  The  mea- 
iiurement  of  the  coa»merce  of  the 
lakes,  therefore,  is  an  important  ex- 
ponent of  the  busint^ss  activities  of  the 
country.  This  is  accomplished  by  tne 
figures  of  the  treasury  bureau  ot  sta- 
tistics which  show  that  the  total 
freight  receipts  at  144  receiving  ports 
on  the  lakes  were  25,TlS,»-6  net  tons 
In  the  tirat  seven  months  of  the  year, 
compared  with  li5.is^l,i5T  net  tons  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 

The  statistical  measurement  of  trade 
on  the  gieat  lakes  has  been  gieatly  de- 
veloped by  the  bureau  of  statistics 
■within  the  past  few  year.-'.  Under  the 
system  of  reporting  cargo  by  masters 
of  vessels,  which  it  established  In  the 
year  liMH),  an  average  of  from  7500  to 
fclHK*  supplementary  manifests  is  re- 
ceived at  the  bureau  each  month  dur- 
ing the  season.  These  manifests  are 
Immediately  tabulated  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  show  the  amount  of  business 
done  by  each  lake  port  throughout  tne 
month  and  year.  July  is  the  latest 
month  for  which  figures  have  been 
published  in  the  summary  of  internal 
commerce.  144  receiving  ports  and  217 
shipping   ports   being   represented. 

The  end  of  July  usually  marks  the 
turning  point  in  the  open  season  of 
lake  navigation.  This  year,  how- 
ever, an  earlier  opening  brought  out  a 
much  heavier  tonnage  movement  than 
last  season.  The  total  freight  re- 
ceipts for  the  first  seven  months  were 
25,71S,Wt;  net  tons,  as  against  lS,S91,:i5~ 
net  tons  to  the  corresponding  date  last 
season.  This  increase  is  at  the  rale 
of  30.6  per  cent  over  the  received  ton- 
nage last  season.  Shipments  thus  far 
this  season  have  amounted  to  26.876,006 
net  tons,  those  of  last  season  being 
19,653.334  net  tons.  The  most  con- 
spicuous gains  have  been  made  in  the 
shipment  of  ore  and  minerals,  not  in- 
cluding coal,  this  seasons  total 
amounting  to  13,377,912  gro.^s  tons, 
against  only  »,u83.a82  gross  tons  in  1901 
—a  gain  of  47.3  per  cent.  Coal  shin- 
ments  increased  from  3.670.871  net 
tons  last  season  to  4,652,323  net  tons 
this  season.  Slightly  less  than  half 
of  the  total  freight  tonnage  on  the 
lakes  consists  of  iron  ore. 

The  movement  of  registered  tonnage 
of  vessels  on  these  inland  waters  is 
rei)orted  for  the  first  time  this  year. 
In  these  reports  of  internal  commerce 
only  the  vessel  movement  betwen 
American  ports  is  included.  In  seven 
months  37,413  vessel*  arrived  with  a 
tonnage  of  35.CS7,876  tons  registry, 
and  37,798  vessels  cleared,  of  35,786,701 
tons  registry.  This  is  more  than 
twice  the  registered  tonnage  of  both 
foreign  and  American  vessels  engaged 
In  the  foreign  trade  of  the  country, 
for  the  same  period  of  time.  The  for- 
eign trade  engaged  2,174.954  tons  of 
sail,  and  14,094,967  tons  of  steamships 
of  all  nationalities  to  July  31.  1902. 
making  a  total  of  16.269.921  tons.  The 
combined  registered  tonnage  in  the 
foreign  trade  at  New  York,  Boston, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore.  New  Orlean-«, 
San  Francisi  i  and  Puget  Sound  for 
the  entire  year  1901  was  18.86S.808  tons 
•ntered,  and  18,4S7,246  tons  cleared,  or 
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somewhat  more  than  half  the  total 
tonnage  reported  for  the  great  lakes 
during   the  seven  months   of   1902. 

Further  analysis  of  this  enormous 
total  shows  that  fourteen  ports  each 
report  arrivals  and  clearances  of  1,- 
000,000  tons  and  over.  Five  ports — 
tTiicago.  Milwaukee,  Duluth,  Cleve- 
land and  Buffalo — each  show  clear- 
ances of  2,000,000  tons  and  over.  The 
combined  arrivals  at  these  five  ports 
was  11.421.099  tons,  and  the  clearances 
11,455,544   tons.

THE  CANNON. 

Rev.  H.  W.  Knowles  Pleads 

That  It  Be  Not 

Moved. 

Rev.  Harry  W.  Knowles  took  issue  with 
the  board  of  education  on  the  removal  of 
the  Spanish  cannon  from  the  high  school 
grounds,  in  a  prelude  to  his  regular  ser- 
mon last  evening.     He  said: 

'The  press  informs  us  cnat  the  famous 
relic  ot  the  famous  historic  light,  is  to 
be  removed  from  its  coQSpicuous  place  on 
tike  academic  campus.  Where,  has  not 
yet  been  determined.  The  reasons  as- 
signed for  this  ejection  are  that  it  mars 
the  landscape,  and  that  it  fosters  a  spirit 
of  war  in    the  breasts  of   the   youth. 

With  due  respect  to  the  judgment  of 
them  who  have  decided  on  this  removal 
without  an  expression  of  rtublic  opinion, 
we  venture  the  candid  opinion  that  nei- 
ther of  these  reasons  are  sufBclent  for 
the  change.  It  was  patriotic  impulse 
and  historic  reverence  tor  our  traditions 
which  plead  for  the  cannon  and  assigned 
it  to  the  resting  place  it  now  occupies. 
It  docs  not  mar  that  view  of  the  nigh 
school  all  delight  5ti  cAitemplate.  And 
its  silent  testimony  to  our  nation's  noble 
sacrifice  for  freedoiA  ami  righteousness 
Instead  of  marring'  the  moral  Jibre  with 
brute  lust,  must,  on  the  contrary,  supple- 
ment class  room  with  the  spirit  of  true 
heroism,  so  necessary  to  balance  the 
civic  character  in  a  commercial  age. 

"In  the  name  of-  the  martyred  McKin- 
ley,  whose  wise  tace  and  fearless  states- 
manship led  us  with  horiorj  on  the  try- 
ing hour  before  the 'world's  criticism;  in 
the  name  of  the  llht'rated  Cubans  whose 
freedom  from  four- icenturles  of  bondage 
by  American  devotion  to  human  rights 
that  cannon  commeAiuraties;  in  the  name 
of  our  historic  dead  whctte  blood  sancti- 
fied and  sanctifies  Cuban  soil,  and  adds 
luster  to  our  flagi  and  ;  history;  in  the 
name  of  unborn  Duluth  children  who 
shall  be  parentally  i  inspired  to  patriot- 
ism, and  in  the  name  q£  our  noble  suc- 
cessor to  the  White  diouse,  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  as  well  «s  to  »nd  for  all  who 
shall  read  the  thrilling  , story  of  1900-2- 
and-3,  I  plead  that  it  remain  in  its  pres- 
ent and  appropriate  resting  place.  Then, 
with  history  in  hand,  the  teachers  of  the 
future  can  enforce  the  historic  lesson  of 
high  courage  and  devoted  citizenship 
with  the  concrete  proof  on  the  campus. 

"That  cannon,  in  the  ll^ht  of  certified 
history',  has  a  prophetic  significance,  the 
value  of  which  to  our  children  we  cannot 
afford  to  lose.  We  paid  too  dear  a  price 
for  the  mentor.  Connect  the  cannon  and 
its  once  famous  place  on  the  deck  of 
the  noted  warship.  Maria  Theresa,  with 
the  Virginia  which  was  wrecked  in  the 
thirties  on  Santiago's  rocky  shore.  Re- 
call two  or  three  historic  facts.  That 
Spanish  authorities  shot  down  in  cold 
blood  on  the  beach  of  Santiago  the  cap- 
tain and  several  members  of  the  Vir- 
ginia's crew,  in  spite  of  the  protest  of 
the  American  consul.  Add  to  this  that, 
on  that  very  shore.  In  1S99  the  American 
sailor  dashed.  In  honorable  warfare,  to 
utter  destruction  the  sea  pride  of  Spain 
and  captured  her  noblest  admiral  with 
the  flower  of  her  na\-y.    That  atoned  for 


the  Virginia.  Now  add  another  incident. 
The  Theresa  sunk  by  American  gunners 
was  raised  by  American  skill,  and  was 
being  towed  to  Key  West  when  a  storm 
arose— the  only  one  during  that  war— and 
the  ship  had  to  be  cut  adrift.  Guided 
by  unseen  hands  she  drifted  onto  the 
rocks  of  Cat  island,  and  there  lies  the 
hulk  of  the  ship  from  which  we  took  the 
cannon  now  on  our  campus.  What  of 
this?  Connect  the  two  significant  facts 
of  history,  viz.,  that  a  bit  of  drift  wood 
and  a  flying  song  bird  turned  the  chip 
of  Columbus  south  when  he  was  turning 
north,  so  that  he  saw  Cat  island  first  and 
thus  landed  on  the  southern  part  of  this 
mighty   hemisphere  and  not  north! 

"The  Pilgrim  Fathers,  with  another 
civilization,  and  cjulte  a  different  quest, 
landed  on  the  bleak  New  England  shore. 
Four  hundred  years  after  Sijain  divided 
the  world  with  Portugal,  and  her  sailors 
claimed  Cuba  and  the  Philippines  in  the 
name  of  the  hermit  king  of  Spain,  the 
civilizations  of  North  and  South  met  at 
Santiago.  The  result  all  know;  and,  if 
wise,    can    understand. 

"That  cannon  stands  as  a  divine  wit- 
ness to  the  fact  that  righteousness  ex- 
alts, while  wickedness  is  the  shame  of 
any  people.  Is  there  no  God  In  the  sequel 
of  these  facts?  Do  we  not  need  In  this 
hour  of  perilous  prosperity  Such  wit- 
nesses to  the  folly  of  making  Mammon 
and  Baachus  and  Belial  our  divinities? 
Let  nie  cannon  remain  to  enforce  the 
lesson  that  only  the  people  who  fear 
God  and  work  righteousness  can  endure 
or  have  permanent  dominion.  Because 
that  cannon  stands  for  ideal  heroism  and 
American  honor  and  heroic  history,  I 
plead  for  it  to  remain  In  its  present 
resting  place  so  long  as  Duluth  has  a  ma- 
jority of  unprejudiced  patriotic  citizens, 
and  our  flag  flies  over  a  free  people."

camps,  comes  the 
^epo^t  that  apparently  the  Klondike  gold 
diggings  have  reached  the  maximum  of 
their  productiveness.  A  representative  of 
the  Canadian  government  who  recently 
went  to  Dawson,  the  principal  town  in  the 
Klondike  region,  to  look  over  the  situa- 
tion, has  made  a  report,  which  says  that, 
while  the  gold  production  there  in  1901 
was  about  124.000.000,  It  will  not,  acord- 
Ing  to  his  estimates,  exceed  $14,000,000  in 
1908.  No  new  discoveries  have  been  mado 
In  the  past  year,  although  the  mountain.^, 
valleys  and  beds  of  streams  for  hundreds 
of  miles  around  the  gold  fields  have  been 
prospected.  As  a  consequence  business  in 
Dawson  is  depressed  and  thousands  .;-« 
leaving  for  the  United  States.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  Konldike  Held  U  in 
Canada  and  the  scarcity  there  does  not 
affect  the  Alaskan  diggings  in  the  United 
States.  Prospecting  may  be  said  to  have 
hardly  begun  In  this  territory.  Nome  did 
not  turn  out  quite  so  well  as  was  ex- 
pected, but  it  has  not  yet  been  exhausted. 
The  placer  gold  Is  practically  all  that  has 
been  looked  for  in  either  the  Klondike  or 
at  Nome.  This  Is  the  gold  that  is  always 
found  first  In  new  fields.  It  Is  that  which 
Is  on  or  near  the  surface.  The  quartz  de- 
posits, which  are  usually  not  far  from  the 
placers,  are  dealt  with  later.  These  de- 
mand machinery  and  capital,  which  are 
commonly  beyond  the  resources  of  the 
discoverers  or  the  early  comers  in  g:>l(J 
fields.  It  is  the  opinion  of  experts  tha: 
Ala.-4ka  will  turn  out  to  be  richer  in  goij 
than  any  other  port  of  the  United  States 
Some  gold  has  been  mined  there  from  the 
early  days  of  that  region  as  United 
States  territory.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  prospect  that  country  except  at 
Nome  and  In  that  neighborhood.  There 
ia  not  much  danger  that  the  gold  produc- 
tion of  the  United  States  will  fall  o1rr  as 
a  whole.  Perhaps  the  work  of  the  casual 
gold  seeker  is  nearly  over,  but  quartz 
mining  in  Alaska  Is  near  at  hand  and  the 
results  bid  fair  to  be  enormous.

•was  once  the  municipal  "boss"  of  the 
City  of  Washington.  Not  many  years 
ago  the  newspapers  of  the  naUon  were 
filled  with  the  doings  of  -Boss"  ^lep- 
herd.  Probably  no  man  in  official  life, 
with  the  one  exception  of  "Boss"  Tweed 
■was  ever  the  victim  of  more  vicious  or 
persistent  abuse  than  was  he,  yet  he 
lived  to  see  the  day  when  the  people  of 
Washington  hailed  him  as  the  material 
savior  of  the  city.  When  he  visited  the 
national  capital  a  few  years  ago  he  was 
warmly  welcomed,  tendered  a  public  re- 
ception and  entertained  at  a  banquet  by 
the  leading  citizens.  Time  had  vindicated 
Mr.  Shepherd's  actions  and  Indorsed  his 
far-sighted  Judgment.  Mr.  Shepherd  was 
the  last  man  who  held  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor at  Washington.  Prior  to  his  en- 
trance into  public  affairs  in  Washington 
the  city  was  ruled  by  a  board  of  alder- 
men and  a  mayor.     During  his  term  Mr. 


Shepherd,  tn  spite  of  the  opposition.  In- 
augurated and  successfully  continued 
vast  Improvements  in  ail  parts  of  the 
city.  To  Mr.  Shepherd  Is  also  due  credit 
for  nipping  the  scheme  for  the  removal 
of  the  capital  to  some  Western  city.  He 
secured  the  friendship  of  President 
Grant  and  awakened  congress  to  an  in- 
terest in  local  affairs.  As  president  of 
the  lH)ard  of  public  works  be  set  to  work 
an  army  of  laborers  to  grade  and  pave 
the  streets  and  avenues;  to  cut  down  and 
remove  banks  and  obstructions;  to  re- 
construct the  sidewalks:  to  fill  in  the  old 
canal  which  had  long  been  considered  a 
nuisance:  to  set  out  thousands  of  treeii 
and  develop  the  parks,  stiuares  and  cir- 
cles; to  build  sewers  and  lay  water  pjpes 
and  generally  improve  l>oth  the  .sanitary 
conditioivs  and  the  appearance  of  ll»e  city. 
In  a  short  time  the  old,  slovenly  city 
disappeared.  Handsome  buildings,  resi- 
dences and  churches,  new  schi>olhouses, 
new  markets  and  hotels,  tyied  in  the 
squares  which  before  appeared  only  on 
paper.  At  least  $25,000,000  was  expended, 
with  the  result  that  Washington  became 
a  magnificent  capltaL  Mr.  Shepherd 
spent  practically  the  whole  of  his  private 
fortune  in  the  work,  and  succeeded  in 
winning  for  himself  the  almost  univer- 
sal enmity  of  the  Washlngtonians  of  that 
time,  who  were  greatly  opp<ised  to  having 
the  city  ao  generally  "chopped  up."  At 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  oftlce,  Mr. 
Shepherd  retained  almost  nothing  but 
his  name  as  a  gentleman  of  honor  who 
would  meet  his  every  debt.  He  went  to 
Mexico,  Interested  New  York  capitalists 
in  silver  mines  there  and  accumulated 
another  fortune. 

THE    PRIMARY    ELECTION. 

Interest  Is  centered  in  the  primary 
election  to  be  held  tomorrow,  and  the 
prospects  are  favorable  for  a  large 
vote  being  cast.  The  size  of  the  vote 
will  in  a  large  measure  indicate  the 
popularity  of  the  new  system  of  direct 
party  nominations  and  the  desire  of 
the  people  to  have  the  law  retained  on 
the  statute  books.  There  may  be  some 
people  who  do  ftot  understand  what  will 
be  required  of  them  at  the  primaries, 
and  for  their  benefit  the  following  in- 
formation is  published: 

1.  Every  duly  qualified  citizen  Is 
entitled  to  register  on  primary  election 
day,  and  must  register  before  voting. 
The  polls  will  be  open  from  6  a.  m.  tb 
9  p.  m„  but  all  should  register  as  early 
as  possible,  and  those  entitled  to  vote 
should  do  so  immediately  after  regis- 
tering and  before  leaving  the  polling 
place.  Remember  that  if  you  fail  to 
register  you  cannot  vote  at  either  the 
primary  or  the  general  elction. 

2.  You  must  register  in  the  precinct 
in  which  you  reside.  Therefore,  if  in 
doubt,  you  will  save  time  by  finding 
out  for  certain,  in  advance,  what  pre- 
cinct you  live  In. 

3.  Any  employer  attempting  to  de- 
prive an  employe  of  a  chance  to  regis- 
ter or  vote,  or  deducting  pay  for  lost 
time,  or  attempting  by  unfair  means 
to  unduly  influence  the  employe's  vote, 
or  in  any  manner  intimidating  him,  by 
threats  or  hints,  is  liable  to  penalty 
therefor. 

4.  When  your  turn  comes  you  will 
be  sworn  by  one  of  the  Judges  to  tell 
the  truth  as  to  your  right  to  register, 
etc.  You  will  then  answer  the  judge 
as  to  your  name,  residence,  nationality, 
length  of  residence  in  the  precinct, 
county,  state  and  United  States,  and, 
if  foreign-born,  whether  a  full  cit'zeu, 
and  when,  where  and  how  you  became 
such.  It  is  important  that  you  be  able 
to  answer  these  questions  promptly. 

5.  You  are  not  required  to  have  your 
citizen  papers  with  you,  but  it  may 
save  trouble  if  you  have,  since  many 
election  judges  think  it  necessary  and 
neglect  to  read  the  law  and  become 
posted.  , 

6.  Having  registered  Republican,  ask 
the  Judge  for  a  Republican  ballot;  \!  a 
Democrat,  ask  for  a  Democratic  ballot. 
Remember  you  cannot  vote  both,  and 
must  call  for  the  one  you  want. 

7.  Having  received  your  ballot,  re- 
tire to  an  empty  booth  and  mark  your 
choice  for  each  office  by  a  cross- mark 
in  the  small  square  at  the  right  of  his 
name,  and  be  sure  not  to  mark  more 
names  than  the  number  to  be  electic^d. 
The  ballot  tells  how  many  to  vote  for 
in  the  case  of  each  office. 

8.  If  you  spoil  a  ballot,  fold  It  up  and 
return  it  to  the  ballot  Judge  and  get 
another.  If  you  cannot  read  Engllsli, 
or  cannot  mark  your  ballot  without 
help,  tell  one  of  the  Judges  and  he  w'll 
help  you  out;  or  you  may  call  in  a 
friend  to  help  you — but  not  unless  you 
swear  you  need  his  help. 

9.  When  you  have  marked  a  cross 
after  the  name  of  each  candidate  you 
wish  to  vote  for.  fold  the  ballot,  with 
the  initials  of  the  Judges  outside,  and 
return  it  to  the  ballot  judge,  and  again 
give  your  name  and  address.  Wait 
until  he  puts  the  ballot  in  the  box, 
and  then  quietly  retire. 

Those  who  carefully  follow  these  in- 
structions will  find  no  difficulty  In  re- 
cording their  votes  for  the  men  of 
their  choice. 


INDUSTRIAL  BETTERMENT. 

Among  the  many  schemes  of  indus- 
trial betterment,  that  is,  efforts  by 
employers  to  improve  the  social  con- 
dition of  their  working  people,  the 
one  Inaugurated  by  the  chamber  of 
commerce  of  Cleveland  has  reached  a 
high  stage  of  development.  This  body 
has  what  is  called  an  industrial  com- 
mittee, with  a  paid  secretary,  whose 
duty  It  is  to  make  known  what  meth- 
ods have  successfully  been  followed  in 
industrial  betterment,  and  to  offer  his 
services  freely  to  any  employers  who 
may  desire  to  establish  relations  of  a 
high  grade  with  their  employes,  and 
to  improve  their  health,  comfort  and 
happiness. 

Professor  Richard  T.  Ely,  of  the  uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin,  tells  of  the  suc- 
cess of  this  organization  in  Harpers' 
Monthly.  One  establishment,  de- 
scribed by  Professor  Ely  aa  typical  or 
many  others  in  Cleveland  in  respect 
to  what  Is  being  done  for  the  benefit  of 
their  employes,  provides  ample  bath- 
ing facilities,  rest  rooms  for  the  girls, 
lunch  rooms  and  reading  rooms.  All 
forms  of  wholesale  recreation  are  en- 
couraged. There  Is  an  annual  ban- 
quet and  an  annual  outing.  A  mutual 
benefit  association  furnishes  assistance 
in  cases  of  sickness  and  death.      "The 


benefits  accruing  to  the  company  from 
this  policy,"  says  Professor  Ely,  "are 
in  part  oblivious.  In  part  are  revealed 
fully  only  by  reflection  and  experi- 
ence. It  is  manifestly  a  gain  to  have 
good  employes  permanently  retained, 
and  it  la  evident  that  such  fraquent 
changes  {is  formerly  occurred  must 
have  involved  less.  Worklngmen  can 
render  better  services  after  a  warm 
and  ample  luncheon  of  well-prepared 
food  than  after  a  cold  and  Insuflliiient 
luncheon  of  ill-cooked  food.  One  of  the 
chief  factors  in  all  production  Is  the 
human  animal,  and  the  value  of  his 
service  Is  Increasingly  psychical,  for 
his  mere  physical  strength  cmjnts  for 
relatively  less  and  less  in  this  age  of 
machine  power.  High-class  labor  is 
intellectual,  and  whatever  ministers  to 
the  health  of  mind  must  In  the  long 
run  render  labor  increasingly  valu- 
able." 

Although  these  Institutions  are  bene- 
ficial in  themselves,  sometimes  they  do 
not  work  well.  At  times  the  democi:atic 
spirit  of  the  workmen  rebels  againat 
paternalism  and  the  movements  clash, 
as  was  the  case  at  Pullman  any  Day- 
ton. There  seems  no  reason,  however, 
why,  with  a  little  care  and  giving  way 
on  both  sides,  disturbances  may  not  be 
avoided. 


THE  WAR   GAME. 

The  army  maneuvers  held  at  New 
London  by  the  American  troops  fall 
Into  significance  when  compared 
with  the  marshalling  of  foreign  boats 
of  war  which  Is  going  on  in  European 
countries.  The  autumn  maneuvers  of 
the  German  army  are  nearly  completed 
and  the  troops  of  Russia  and  France 
are  also  in  the  field.  The  combine-s 
armies  of  these  countries  in  the  field 
at  this  time  number  nearly  300,000,  and 
represent  the  largest  number  In  history. 
Some  conception  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  undertaking  may  be  gained  when 
it  is  known  that  Russia  and  Germany 
each  placed  in  the  field  a  force  of  over 
90.000  men  in  this  year,  each  full?, 
equipped  for  warfare.  The  operations 
are  arranged  so  as  to  caver  a  wide 
stretch  of  territory,  embracing  all  kinds 
of  natural  obstacles,  such  as  rivers, 
mountains  and  plains,  so  that  the  var- 
ious supply  departments  of  each  estab- 
lishment will  get  full  drill  and  prac- 
Uce. 

Much  of  the  politics  of  Europe  may 
be  learned  by  making  a  casual  study  of 
the  war  game  worked  out  by  the  dif- 
ferent armies.  Fanciful  designation? 
are  given  to  opposing  sides,  but  it  is 
easy  to  learn  that  one  army  represents 
the  natural  foe  of  the  country  whose 
troops  are  engaged.  Thus,  the  plans 
for  the  French  army  are  mapped  out 
along  the  line  of  a  campaign  against 
Germany,  and  the  latter  country  usual- 
ly returns  the  compliment  In  kind. 
This  year,  however,  the  kaiser's  forces 
are  supposed  to  be  engaged  in  defend- 
ing the  empire  against  an  army  of  50,- 
000  Russians,  which  has  come  over  the 
border.  The  czar's  troops  open  a  cam- 
paign against  a  foe  which  will  operate 
on  the  basis  that  would  naturally  be 
adopted  by  Germany.  The  Russian 
maneuvers  will  be  held  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Kursk,  and  In  round  num- 
bers 90.000  troops  will  be  engaged.  The 
army  of  Moscow  will  count  74%  bat- 
talions of  infantry.  39%  squadrons  of 
cavalry,  and  artillery  with  192  guns;  in 
all.  upward  of  40.000  men.  The  Army 
of  the  South,  which  will  be  under  thn 
direction  of  the  minister  of  war.  will 
consist  of  86  battalions.  46  squadrons, 
with  216  guns,  embracing  more  than 
48.000  men. 

The  maneuvers  are  extremely  valu- 
able to  these  countries,  as  well  as  to 
our  own.  Several  of  the  generals  of 
the  United  States  are  the  guests  of 
Emperor  William,  and  it  is  expected 
that  they  will  earn  something  from 
their  experiences.  It  is  fortunate  that 
the  United  States  does  not  need  such 
an  enormous  force  of  armed  men  In 
constant  service.  Our  geographical 
position  renders  It  unnecessary,  al- 
though  expansion  Is  changing  It  some- 
what. However,  If  the  time  should 
come  when  an  army  was  necessary  to 
repel  a  foreign  foe,  the  quickness  with 
which  a  gigantic  force  could  be  assem- 
bled would  astonish  the  people  of  the 
old  world. 

The  commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  claim  to  have  solved  the  coal 
problem  In  a  way  which  will  enable  them 
to  give  the  coal  barons  the  merry  ua! 
ha!  this  winter.  Experiments  have  been 
made  In  the  public  schools  of  burning 
coa.e  and  .soft  coal  In  alternate  layers 
as  a  substitute  for  anthracite  coal,  xuo 
trials  were  entirely  successful  and  —« 
commissioners  have  consequently  made 
arrangements  to  secure  1,000  tons  of  soft 
coal  and  1,000  tons  of  coke  with  which 
to  stock  the  public  schools.  It  is  believed 
that  the  successful  experiments  Just  con- 
cluded are  of  much  Importance,  and  that 
they  win  prove  of  value  to  househoj  era 
and  business  people  all  over  the  country. 
By  firing  the  furnaces  with  first  a  layer 
of  coke,  then  a  layer  of  bituminous  coal 
and  then  a  top  layer  of  coke,  a  fine  fire 
is  secured,  and  one  which  emits  but  a 
minimum  of  smoke.  If  this  plan  is  found 
to  work  well  on  further  trial,  it  will 
prove  a  godsend  to  those  who  have  been 
compelled   to   use  anthracite  coal. 

The  Boston  Transcript  notes  that  the 
wintry  blasts  from  Vermont  and  tfcK 
chilling  winds  from  Maine,  are  tempered 
to  the  shorn  lambs  of  the  prohibition 
fold  by  the  transitory  flash  of  the  news 
of  the  United  States  government  having, 
ordered  that  no  intoxicating  liquors  of 
any  kind  shall  t>e  sold  in  our  Samoan 
possessions, 

Capt.  Wm.  F.  Norton,  of  Kentucky,  who 
some  time  ago  drew  up  an  ordinance 
imposing  a  license  tax  on  ministers,  has 
erected  a  tall  granite  monument  to  the 
memory  of  the  great  Baptist  preacher, 
Dr.  John  A.  Broadus.

A  few  days  ago  a  visiting  bear 
trotted  Into  a  park  where  a  Sunday  scliool 
picnic  was  being  held.  The  Sunday  school 
escaped,  but  when  scouts  returned  to  in- 
vestigate it  was  found  Vnat  the  cake,  the 
jam  and  most  of  the  other  good  things 
had  appealed  to  the  bear's  taste.  Also  a 
bear  sat  upon  one  of  the  bunkers  at  the 
North  Land  golf  links  the  other  day  when 
two  of  Duluth'a  lady  golfers  started  out 
to  show  Col.  Bogey  tnat  he  wasn't  In- 
vincible. Old  bear  hunters  think  the  bear 
had  simply  permitted  his  curioaaity  to  in- 
terfere with  his  Judgment,  but  the  Duluth 
lady  golfers  refuse  to  accept  this  theory 
as  final,  and  most  of  them  are  reported  to 
be  badly  "off  their  game."  , 

The  city  of  Duluth  covers  an  area  of 
69%  square  miles,  which  Is  more  than  one  • 
third  of  the  area  of  Chicago.  In  the  mat- 
ter of  population,  however.  It  would  take 
about  thirty  Duluths  to  make  one  Chi- 
cago. It  is  not  difticult,  therefore,  to  un- 
derstand why  the  bears  refuse  to  regard 
Duluth  as  the  exclusive  haunt  of  the 
white  man.  Chicago  people  often  travel 
hundreds  of  miles  even  to  see  a  bear's 
tracks,  and  a  Chicago  man  Who  has 
Idlled  his  uear  is  almost  as  tiresome  aa 
the  man  who  has  Just  become  the  father 
of  his  first  boy. 

But  In  Duluth  It  is  different.  There  the 
man  who  hasn't  kilted  a  bear  is  looked 
upon  with  pity  and  regarded  as  one  who 
has  no  desire  to  help  make  the  place  at- 
tractive to  those  who  wish  to  abandon 
rural  pursuits  for  the  excitement  and 
pleasures  of  life  in  a  great  city. 

New  York  Times:  If  there  still  surrire 
any  of  those  Englishmen  who,  according 
to  legends  widely  current  not  n\any  years 
ago,  came  over  here  with  the  expecta- 
tion, if  the  Indian  tribes  happened  to  be 
for  the  moment  in  an  amiable  temper,  of 
himting  buffalo  in  the  outsldrts  of  this 
city,  they  will  recall  their  mistake  with 
less  humiliation— and  the  ridicule  to 
which  they  were  subjected  with  more  re- 
sentment—it they  chance  to  see  the  dis- 
patch from  Duluth  we  published  yester- 
day. It  was  to  the  effect  that  in  the  last 
sixty  days  fifteen  black  bears  have  been 
shot  within  the  municipal  limits  of  the 
enterprising  and  aml>itious  town  which, 
when  considerably  smaller  that  it  is  now, 
was  described  by  an  eloquent  admirer  as 
"the  Zenith  City  of  the  Unsalted  Seas." 
Whether  or  not  there  was  a  slight  ele- 
ment of  fanciful  exaggeration  in  the 
phrase  then,  Duluth  has  U>ng  since  ceased 
to  be  a  frontier  village  and  the  local  sta- 
tisticians— all  honorable  men,  and  not  all 
In  the  real  estate  business— now  claim  for 
it  a  population  of  more  than  53,000  proud 
patriots.  "The  count  Is  doubtless  as  nearly 
exact  as  could  be  made  in  a  place  where 
the  people  are  too  active  ever  to  stand 
still  for  more  than  a  minute  and  a  half 
at  a  time,  and  therefore  is  the  tale  about 
the  fifteen  bears  much  more  remarkable 
than  it  may  seem  to  stay-at-home  for- 
eigners, and  we  fear  that  its  veracity 
may  be  questioned  by  Americans  who  do 
not  know  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
many  Western  cities  have  Imitated  the 
example  of  Chicago  In  the  establishment 
of  their  corporate  boundaries.  For  our 
part,  we  do  not  at  all  question  the  truth 
of  this  statement  that  bear  hunting  has 
been  exceptionally  good  In  Duluth  this 
season,  and  our  sympathy  with  the  Du- 
luthlan  ladles  who  have  been  afraid  to 
venture  unattended  by  armed  escorts 
upon  the  golf  links  is  so  deep  and  sincere 
that  it  amounts  to  positive  suffering.

The  two  Republican  congressional 
campaign  managers  in  Saturday's  Her- 
ald gave  estimates  of  the  vote  in  the 
Kighih  district,  that  Included  6000  for 
Bt  Louis  county  on  the  Republican 
ticket.  That  estimate  is  probably  low. 
"I  want  to  change  my  estimate  on  St. 
Liouls  county's  vote,"  said  Guy  A. 
Eaton,  manager  of  the  Bede  campaign, 
this  morning.  "From  information  re- 
ceived since  I  gave  The  Herald  that 
•fltimate.  I  wish  to  increase  it  to  7000, 
maklnK  the  vote  in  the  district  at  lea.st 
12,000.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Repub- 
licans will  cast  7000  votes  at  the  pri- 
maries tomorrow  in  this  county. 

••While  I  purposely  made  my  estimate 
of  Mr.  Bedels  majority  conservative, 
later  reports  convince  me  that  I  made 
it  altogether  too  low.  I  cannot  see  how 
It  can  be  less  than  3000  in  the  dis- 
trict." 

A  leading  Republican  candidate,  who 
h2LS  had  much  e.xperlence  in  campaign- 
ing, and  who  ha3  lately  returned  from 
a  range  trip,  says  that  the  Republican 
vole  will  be  7000  In  the  county,  of 
■which  about  4500  will  be  in  Duluth  and 
2500  m  the  outside  districts.

He  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
persons  even  entertained  in  a  Duluth 
JaiL 

He  has  always  been  "broke"  finan- 
cially, and  yet  he  had  the  distinction  of 
witnessing  every  prize  fight  of  note 
free  since  the  early  fighting  days  of  old 
Jem  Mace. 

On  his  last  visit  to  Duluth  several 
years  ago  he  absorbed  too  much  of  the 
extract  of  trouble  and  was  sent  to  the 
county  Jail. 

He  appealed  several  times  to  a  prom- 
inent saloon  keeper  to  ball  him  out. 
but  the  saloon  man  concluded  it  would 
be  more  of  an  act  of  friendliness  to  let 
him  stay  in  jail  for  a  few  days. 

Connolly  decided  to  get  out,  and  his 
decision  usually  went.  He  persuaded 
some  person  to  call  up  the  saloon  man 
and  tell  him  "One-Eyed  Connolly  had 
Just  committed  suicide." 

It  worked  better  than  Connolly  had 
imagined.  The  liquor  man  was  all 
broken  up  when  he  thought  that  if  ne 
had  paid  his  unfortunate  friend's  fine 
he  would  still  be  living.  He  telephoned 
an  undertaking  establishment  and  sent 
a  cofl^n  and  dead  wagon  to  the  county 
jail  for  Connolly.  When  the  Joke  was 
explained  Connolly  was  bailed  out  and 
left  town  shortly  afterwards. 

Connolly  died  last  Friday  In  Chicago 
In  the  Bridewell  hospital. 

In  his  younger  days  he  had  the  repu- 
tation of  being  a  dangerous  man  in  the 
prize  ring,  but  his  greatest  notoriety 
was  gained  in  the  unique  methods  he 
employed  to  get  to  and  from  prominent 
fights. 

He  was  dead  broke  In  New  York  at 
the  time  of  the  Corbett-Fltzsimmons 
fight  in  Carson  City,  but  beat  his  way 
to  the  ringside.  On  the  way  out  to 
Nevada  he  was  pulled  off  the  speciiul 
train  three  times  because  he  did  not 
have  the  fare,  but  when  the  next  sta- 
tion  was      reached   he   would    bob   up 

again  and  take  his  place  In  the 
sleeper.  The  sports  finally  took  up  a 
collection  and  paid  his  way. 

He  was  known  throughout  England 
as  he  was  In  the  United  States.  Sev- 
eral times  he  beat  his  way  over  the 
Atlantic  and  back  again  Just  to  see  a 
prize  fight.

Hotel  In  London. 

London,  Sept.  15.— All  the  wealth  of 
John  W.  Gates  cannot  buy  a  room  at  a 
hotel.  The  hojel  is  Clarldge's,  the  resort 
of  American  millionaires,  of  the  English 
aristocracy  and  of  the  royalty  of  Europe 
and  the  Orient. 

Its  palatial  doors  are  closed  and  locked 
to  the  Chicago  plunger.  The  reason  al- 
leged by  the  management  of  the  ultra- 
fashionable  hostelry  is  a  certain  fondness 
of  Mr.  Gates  for  profanity,  expectoration 
and  loud  talk. 

Mr.  Gates  was  a  former  patron  of  the 
Brook  street  establishment.  He  had  one 
of  the  most  expensive  suites  in  1900,  when 
he  was  plunging  on  the  English  race 
courses.  When  he  returned  he  attempt- 
ed to  engage  the  same  suite,  but  his 
effort  was  met  by  a  prompt  but  firm  re- 
fusal on  the  part  of  the  management, 
which  was  a  polite  way  of  informing  him 
that  his  name  had  been  placed  upon  the 


men  of  wealth  by  Gates'  standard,  aa 
they  were  disposed  to  do.  Gates'  whole 
fortime  could  not  procure  him  a  night's 
lodging  at  this  hotel." 

Claridgo's  is  the  most  exclusive  hotel  in 
the  world.  No  persons  are  admitted  not 
personally  known  to  the  management  or 
recommenced  by  former  guests.  Its  prices 
are  prohibitive.  Its  register  never  lacks 
the  names  of  princes,  dukes,  rajahs  an 
representatives  of  the  richest  American 
families.  Mr.  Yerkes  has  lived  there  since 
he  came  to  London.  The  British  govern- 
ment entertained  the  crown  prince  of 
Japan  at  Claridges  during  the  coronation 
of  King  Edward,  the  royal  suite  costing 
65  guineas  ($;m)  a  day.  Mr.  Gates  left 
London  today  to  join  Mr.  Schwab  at 
Aix  les  Bains.

Not  a  lumber  sale  was  reported  In  the 
local  market  last  week.  There  have 
been  several  buyers  here  from  the  FJaj't, 
but  so  far  as  can  be  lea-ned  they  left 
without  purchasing  any  stock.  The 
situation  remains  about  the  same. 

The  Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co.'s  mill  has 
not  yet  resumed  sawing,  but  will  as 
soon  as  the  company  can  get  its  logs 
out  of  Nemadji  and  Iron  rivers.  Re- 
pair work  on  the  Scott-Graff  mill,  pre- 
paratory to  an  all-winter  run,  have  not 
yet  been  completed.  Other  miUs  are 
still  cutting  steadily,  and  well  up  to- 
ward their  capaci'ty. 

It  is  likely  that  the  Alger,  Smith  & 
Co.'s  mill  will  soon  be  sliui  down  for  a 
time  to  make  the  repairs  necessary  for 
the  slab  burner.  The  ni.Ul  has  been 
running  steadily  for  about  a  year.  None 
of  the  country  mills  have  closed 
down  for  the  season,  although  some  of 
them  are  nearing  the  end  of  their  log 
supply  for  this  year. 

jfreparations  for  new  mills  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  Northern  Minnesota 
white  pine  district  are  going  forward. 
The  Crookstnn  Lumber  company,  which 
is  this  season  taking  out  a  large 
amount  of  timber  along  the  line  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  company's  extension, 
for  a  new  mill  at  that  city.  The  plant, 
north  of  Bemidji,  is  clearing  the  ground 
for  a  new  mill  at  that  city.  The  plant 
is  to  cost  about  $3U0,000,  and  will  start 
up  next  spring. 

Lumber  shipments  averagepfrom  12,- 
000.000  to  13,000.000  feet  a  week,  from  the 
Duluth-Superior  harbor..  It  Is  estimat- 
ed that  the  entire  amount  moved  down 
the  lakes  to  Sept.  1  is  from  15,000,000  to 
20.1KH),000  feet  in  excess  of  the  amount 
moved  to  the  same  date  last  year. 

The  freight  boats  of  the  Northern 
Steamship  company,  and  the  New  York 
Central  Railway  company  are  now 
moving  an  immense  quantity  of  Pacific 
coast  shingles  Eastward  from  this 
point.  Last  month  the  Great  Northern 
road  alone  brought  4200  tons  of  Pacific 
coast  shingles  to  Duluth  for  shipment. 
Many  of  the  package  freighters  of 
other  lines  are  carrying  coast  shingles 
down  the  lake. 

Predictions  are  being  made  that  there 
will  not  be  much  of  a  cut  of  pulpwood 
on  the  north  shore  this  winter,  par- 
ticularly on  the  Canadian  side.  The 
Neplgon  Pulp  and  Paper  company  will 
not  have  its  mill  in  rt^adiness,  and  the 
government  has  taken  from  the  North 
Shore  Timber  company  the  concession 
under  which   It  was   permitted   to   ex-

The  Lake 
Superior  Timber  company,  which  was 
operating  in  the  same  district,  will  not 
get  out  much  pulp,  but  will  cut  a  large 
antount  of  piling  and  long  timber.  It 
win  employ  150  men. 

Wages  In  the  woods  will  be  light  at 
the  beginning  of  the  logging  season  this 
year,  but  whether  they  will  remain  so 
all  winter  will  depend  entirely  on  the 
demand.  They  are  starting  at  from  $35 
to  J49  per  month,  and  it  is  not  an  easy 
matter  to  supply  the  demand  at  those 
figures. 

The  largest  log  crop  that  will  be 
taken  out  of  Northern  Minnesota  this 
coming  season  will  probably  come  out 
of  the  district  north  and  east  of  the 
Upper  Mississippi  and  Red  Lake,  where 
loggers  have  been  flocking  in  the  past 
year,  and  which  Is  now  accessible  be- 
cause of  many  new  railway  lines.  Very 
little  of  the  log  output  of  the  districts 
mentioned,  however,  will  come  to  Du- 
luth, but  will  go  to  Bemidji  and  Min- 
neapolis. 

The  Wey^hauser  Interests  are  get- 
ting ready  to  do  a  heavy  logging  busi- 
ness this  winter  along  the  line  of  the 
Duluth  &  Northeastern  road,  running 
from  Island  Lake  to  the  north.  The 
contracting  firms  that  are  cutting  for 
the  lumber  comi)any  are  putting  in  a 
large  amount  of  additional  equipment. 

The  cook  &  Turrish  interests  will 
also  be  prominent  factors  in  the  win- 
ter's logging  movement  along  the  line 
of  the  Duluth.  Virginia  &  Rainy  River 
road.  William  O'Brien  will  be  one  of 
the  heaviest  operators.

Detective  Irvine  Once  a 

Member  of  a  Famous 

Crew. 


Four  Hamilton,  Ont.,  Men

Very  few  people  know  that  Donald 
Irvine,  city  detective,  pulled  an  oar  in 
what  is  said  to  be  the  fastest  four- 
oared  crew  that  ever  sat  in  a  boat. 

The  plain  clothes  man  is  not  author- 
ity for  this  statement,  but  a  Port 
Huron  gentleman  Is  responsible.  Irvine 
is  rather  modest,  although  he  takes 
considerable  delight,  when  once  started, 
in  telling  how  be  went  to  Boston,  Mon- 
treal and  other  places  and  took  the 
blue  ribbon  prizes. 

The  crew  was  made  up  of  four  Ham- 
ilton, Ont.,  men,  Jerry  and  Demiie 
Donohue,  Charlie  Furlong,  and  Donald 
Irvine.  For  seven  years,  In  the  early 
80's,  this  was  the  undisputed  champion- 
siiip  four-oared  crew  of  America.  Asked 
about  his  rowing  experience.  Detective 
Irvine  said; 

"I'll  never  forget  the  year  we  went 
to  Boston.  Some  Canadian  men  with 
plenty  of  money  sent  us  down  there, 
and  they  went  with  $12,000  in  their 
pockets,  which  they  expected  to  place 
on  the  race.  We  were  in  Boston  six 
weelts  before  the  race,  so  our  men  could 
get  acclimated.  Every  day  we  were 
out  on  the  Charles  river,  as  were  the 
other  crews,  getting  practice. 

"Tliere  is  a  street,  I  believe  they  call 
it  Charles  street,  that  runs  parallel  and 
close  to  the  river.  On  each  afternoon 
many  people  would  congregate  along 
the  iron  rail-is  and  watch  th:'.  crews 
et  work.  We  didn't  shew  what  we 
could  do.  We  jumped  into  the  boat  and 
the  boys  sjdashed  their  oars  in  the 
water  like  a'  couple  of  men  who  were 
Bitting  in  a  boat  for  the  first  time. 

"There  were  some  college  crews,  and 
the  Fairmounts,  of  Philadelphia,  were 
considered  the  best  of  any  entered.  The 
men  of  the  Fairmounts  were  big,  strap- 
ping, athletic  fellows,  and  we  knew 
they  could  row.  When  they  got  started 
In  the  water  they  moved  like  clock- 
work, and  I  am  ready  to  ccnfess  that 
it  was  the  prettiest  rowing  crew  I  ever 
saw.  We  didn't  let  ourselves  out,  and 
the  people,  as  well  as  the  papers,  made 
all  sorts  of  fun  of  us.  They  thought 
the  people  of  Canada  must  have  had 
plenty  of  money  to  send  a  crew  Ilk* 
that  to  Boston.  But  we  said  nothing 
and  sawed  wood.  We  would  row  up  the 
river  for  a  few  miles  out  of  sight  of  the 
people  before  we  would  go  our  best,  but 
we  knew  at  all  times  just  what  we 
were  capable  of. 

"In  the  meantime  our  backers  were 
getting  odds  of  2  to  1,  and  not  a  little 
of  the  $12,000  was  up.  However,  the 
American  sportsmen  grew  leary  at  the 
close,  and  before  the  race  our  men  were 
giving  odds  that  we  ^ould  win. 

"With  the  exception  of  a  slight 
breeze,  the  day  the  race  was  to  take 
place  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 
The  Fairmounts  got  the  first  place, 
close  to  the  stone  wall  and  out  of  the 
wind,  while  we  were  third.  The  starter 
said  the  signal  would  be:  'Are  you 
ready?    Go.' 

"Well,  we  were  ready.  Donohue  In 
the  bow  said  that  we  should  watch  the 
lips  of  the  starter,  and  the  minute  he 
got  primed  up  ready  to  talk,  we  were 
to  give  a  pull  and  clear  the  bunch. 
Each  man  had  his  eye  on  the  starter, 
and  just  as  the  words  left  his  mouth 
we  gave  a  short,  hard  pull  and  our  boat 
shot  ahead  twenty  feet.  The  rest  of  the 
crews  lost  a  second  or  two,  and  we 
forged  farther  afld  farther  ahead  keep- 
ing the  lead.  The  Fairmounts  were 
pressing  us  the  first  part  of  the  dis- 
tance, but  we  knew  they  wouldn't  last 
long.  Our  wind  was  good  and  the  race 
was  over  a  mile  and  a  half  course, 
straightaway. 

"We  had  a  fast  stroke.  55  to  the 
minute,  which  we  started  out  with. 
Greater  and  greater  grew  the  distance 
between  us  and  the  second  crew.  Sud- 
denly we  looked  to  one  side  and  saw  a 
crew  way  to  the  right  and  a  little 
ahead  of  us.  For  an  instant  we  thought 
It  was  one  of  the  crews  that  we  figured 
was  to  the  rear,  and  we  got  the  signal 
to  row.  And  we  did.  We  crossed  the 
line  with  a  65-8troke  far  ahead  of  all 
others. 

"The  boat  we  thought  was  ahead  of 
us  was  another  crew  practicing,  and 
which  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  race. 
The  moment  we  sprang  out  of  the  boat 
the  Fairmounts  were  in  and  a  loud  pro- 
test went  up  on  our  start.  They  re- 
fused to  allow  the  race,  but  when  we 
come  forward  and  said  we  were  willing 
to  race  them  again,  the  talking  ceased.

SAD  HAVOC 


Wrought  By  Forest  Fires 

on     the    Lewis 

River. 

Kalama.  Wash.,  Sept.  15. — Ne\v3  has 
reached  here  thai  the  forest  fires  on 
Lewis  river  have  wrought  sad  havoc. 
D.   L.   Walface,   wife  and   two  children 

weer  burned  to  death.  They  were 
camping  in  the  woods  when  caught  by 
the  tire.  Their  wagon  was  found  burned 
up.  the  charred  bodies  lying  near.  A 
l:i-year-olil  boy  of  Mrs.  Hanley's  also 
is  dead.  Airs.  John  Folly  and  baby,  and 
another,  name  unknown,  and  Mrs. 
James  Hughes,  are  dead.  Five  logging 
camps  are  burned  out  completely.  The 
following:  families  have  lost  everything: 

Eliza  Street.  O.  S.  Curtis,  L.  M.  rhild. 
Thomas  Matthews.  T.  Willierson,  H.  E. 
Dart!and.  Dr.  Ellis  and  others.  The 
worst  of  the  Are  is  on  Lewis  river, 
about  twelve  miles  above  Wormland. 
The  country  is  well  settled,  and  there 
are  doubtless  other  casualties  not  yet 
reported. 

Tiie  Are  has  spread  from  Lewis  river, 
north,  to  the  Kalama  river,  and  fifty 
sections  of  the  finest  timber  on  the 
coast  are  destroyed.  Oak  Point,  twenty 
miles  below  here,  on  the  Columbia 
river,  is  totally  de.stroyed.  There  are 
no  reports  of  lives  lost,  but  loss  to 
properly  is  estimated  at  about  <3t^0,000. 

A  great  fire  i.s  also  raging  in  tiie 
northern  part  of  the  country.  Every- 
thing combustible  in  its  path  is  con- 
sumed. Hiii's  camp  is  reported  de- 
stroyed; Muckley  Bros.,  No.  -  camp,  is 
also  burned  out;  Moreland's  camp  is 
badly  damaged. 

Seven  d^mkey  engines  were  ruined. 
Two  nien  from  Harrs  camp  are  report- 
ed missing.  In  Cowlet  county  five  peo- 
ple are  d»-ad  and  two  missins:,  with  only 
partial  reports  from  the  burned  dis- 
trict. A  courier  just  arrived  from 
Lewis  river  states  that  there  are  only 
two  houses  left  standing  on  the  river, 
from  Trait's  place  to  the  head  of  the 
river,  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  and 
that  not  less  than  fifteen  persons  have 
perished.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Sept.  Ij. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Henry  B.  Miller,  United 
States  consul  at  Nluchwang,  has  writ- 
ten to  the  state  department  a  very  in- 
teresting paper  on  the  cultivation  and 
harvesting  of  wheat  in  North  China. 
Manchuria,  Mongolia  and  that  part  of 
Siberia  bordering  on  the  Pacific  and 
which  he  says  are  destined  soon  to  be- 
come consumers  of  American  agricul- 
tural instruments.  The  production  of 
wheat  is  already  a  leading  industry  In 
vaiious  localities  and  the  greater  por- 
tion of  this  vast  country  is  susceptible 
of  cultivation.  The  production  of 
wheat  is  carried  on  without  the  use 
of  any  modern  machinery,  but  in  spite 
of  these  crude  methods  the  wheat 
usually  sells  at  about  one-half  the 
price  In  the  I'nlted  States,  and  the  na- 
tives would  increase  the  production 
by  millions  of  bushels  for  the  price  of 
20  cents  gold  per  bushel,  delivered  at 
the    mills. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  Con- 
sul Miller  thinks  this  territory  a  good 
field  for  marketing  agricultural  imple- 
ments. First,  the  country  is  not,  as 
a  rule,  thickly  populated:  this  is  espe- 
cially true  of  Mongolia,  Manchuria 
and  Siberia.  Laborers  are  Imported 
each  season  to  assist  in  planting  and 
harvesting  crops.  There  exists,  there- 
fore, more  of  a  disposition  to  save 
labor  than  is  generally  found  in  other 
parts  of  China.  Second,  all  of  this 
country  is  abundantly  supplied  with 
animal  power.  Ponies,  mules,  don- 
keys and  cattle  are  used  In  every  way 
to  relieve  the  burdens  of  man.  There 
are  few  parts  of  the  world  where  ani- 
mal power  is  more  generally  u.sed  than 
here.  Plows,  harrows,  rollers,  carts 
i  and  various  other  crude  machints,  lo- 
i  callv  made,  are  In  constant  use.  The 
hand  tools  and  the  methods  in  use 
in  other  parts  of  China  for  cultivating, 
harvesting  and  marketing  crops  are 
not  so  extensively  employed  here.  As 
the  people  are  so  well  trained  in  the 
us  of  this  animal  power  and  already 
use  many  crude  machines,  there  will 
not  be  serious  dlfllculty  in  introducing 
better  appliances.  Third,  the  country 
is  generally  cultivated  In  much  larger 
fields  than  In  the  middle  and  Southern 
China,  and  the  employment  of  Im- 
proved machinery  would  Involve  no 
change  in  the  nature  of  their  indus- 
try. Fourth,  the  opening  of  the  coun- 
try by  railroads  will  reduce  the  cost 
of  getting  products  to  markets  and  at 
the  .same  tlnie  Increase  the  supply. 

While  these  more  general  features 
are  conducive  to  the  introduction  of 
agricultural  machlnry.  It  must  not  be 
understood  that  there  are  no  diffi- 
culties. 

The  expansion  of  Hu.s8ia  and  the 
advent  of  Russians  In  Siberia.  Mon- 
golia and  Manchuria  will  have  a  ten- 
dency to  enlarge  the  use  of  machinery, 
but  for  an  immediate  market,  it  la 
necessary  to  overcome  the  natural  eon- 
servatlsm  of  the  Chinese.  About 
twenty  years  ago.  an  Englishman 
brought  two  plows  here.  He  tried  to 
sell  them,  and  could  not.  He  en- 
deavored to  give  them  away,  but  no 
one  would  take  them.  Then  he  made 
an  effort  to  get  someone  to  experiment 
with  them,  but  he  could  not  even  get 
a  man  to  hitch  a  team  to  one. 

A    more    recent    experiment    was    the 
Introduction  from  the  Ignited  States  of 
plows  of  the  type  used  In  HIndoostan. 
The  general  form  of  this  plow — with  a 
single    upright    handle,    similar    to    the  \ 
native    plow — It    was    thought        would  i 
make  It  acceptable,  but,  unfortunately,  ! 
It   had  a  long  beam  and   was  designed  \ 
to  be  attached  to  a  yoke  over  the  ani-  \ 
mal's  neck,  and  so  It  proved  a  failure. 

Above  all  considerations,  the  plow 
must  be  cheari — as  cheap  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  make  it,  and  so  cheap  that  It 
would  not  be  used  in  the  United  States. 
The  form  must  differ  very  little  from 
that  now  In  use  by  the  natives — short 
beam,  single  hanclle,  and  as  simple 
of  construction  as  possible.  The  value 
of  an  improved  plow  will,  the  consul 
thinks,  lie  in  deeper  plowing  with  the 
same  power.  This  would  have  to  re- 
ceive practical  demonstration  in  every 
hamlet,  and  care  should  be  taken  to 
avoid  some  superstition,  which  might 
be  dcme  by  giving  the  plow  a  favor- 
able   name. 

An  expert  should  be  sent  to  the  coun- 
try to  investigate  all  the  conditions 
and  the  plow  should  be  designed  to 
meet  them.  The  market,  if  secured 
and  cultivated,  will  receive  millions  of 
plows.  Oregon  fir  Is  suitable  for  the 
woodwork  of  the  plows,  and  If  the 
iron  part  can  be  produced  cheai>ly  up- 
on the  Pacific  coast  the  plow  could  no 
doubt    be   made    there    best. 

Kao-Uang.  or  tall  millet,  Is  exten- 
sively grown  throughout  this  country. 
It  Is  threshed  in  the  following  manner: 
The  heads  are  cut  off.  spread  on  the 
floor  and  threshed  by  means  of  a  stone 
roller,  to  which  an  ox  or  mule  is  har- 
nessed. The  separation  of  the  grains 
from  their  cases  Is  completed  in  about 
four  hours.  The  empty  heads  are 
then  removed,  either  to  be  burned  as 
firewood  or  to  be  made  Into  brooms, 
and  the  grain  Is  swept  up  and  passed 
through  a  winnowing  machine  or 
tossed  into  the  §lr,  where  the  wind 
catches  and  removes  the  dust.  The 
grain  is  now  ready  to  be  packed  into 
sacks  for  market,  but  it  has  still  to  be 
husked  before  it  can  be  u.sed  for 
human  food.  It  is  given  to  animals 
In  Its  unhusked  state.  To  remove  the 
husks,  the  grain  is  spread  on  a  cir- 
cular stone  platform  and  crushed  by 
a  revolving  stone  roller.  The  whole 
is  then  passed  through  a  winnowing 
machine. 

The  vast  area  of  splendid  soil  for 
grain  production,  the  reliability  of  ell- 
mat:  •  conditions  that  make  crop 
failures  and  famine  most  uncommon, 
the  nearness  of  the  country  to  the  Pa- 
cific ocean,  the  development  of  rail- 
ways, and  the  frugal,  industrious  hab- 
its of  the  people  all  promise  a  great 
Increase  In  wheat  and  grain  produc- 
tion, and  make  this  an  inviting  mar- 
ket for  agricultural  machinery. 
The  field  should  be  carefully  studied.

There  were  organised  during  the 
month  of  August  forty-two  national 
banks,  with  an  aggregate  capital  stcxk 
of  $1,430,000,  and  bonds  as  security  for 
circulation  of  $447,050.  Thirty-one  of  the 
banks,  authorized  by  the  act  of  March 
14,  1900.  have  individual  capital  of  less 
than  $50,000,  and  the  other  eleven,  au- 
thorized by  the  original  bank  act,  have 
individual  capital  of  $50,000  or  more, 
aggregating  $605,000. 

A  subdivision  of  the  organizations 
shows  that  two  of  the  banks,  with  ag- 
gregate capital  of  $50,000  of  ths  smaller 
class,  and  one  with  capital  of  $5C,900  of 
the  larger  class,  were  'conversions  of 
state  banks.  Seven  associations  were 
organized  to  suceed  state  or  private 
banks  placed  in  liijuidatlon,  five  with 
aggregate  capital  of  $126,000,  being  of 
the  smaller  class,  and  two  with  aggre- 
gate capital  of  $200.«00  of  the  larger 
cla.ss.  Primary  organizations,  nunvber- 
Ing  thirty-two,  with  aggregate  capital 
of  $1,105,000.  -were  effected,  their  classi- 
fication, according  to  capital,  being 
twenty-four,  with  total  capital  of  $650,- 
000  of  the  smaller  class  and  eight  with 
aggregate  capital  of  $455,000  01.  the 
larger  class. 

From  March  14,  1900,  to  Aug.  31,  1902, 
1141  banks,  with  aggregate  capital 
stock  of  $65,534,500,  were  organized.  Of 
that  numl)er  146  associations  ,wlth  ag- 
gregate capital  of  $10,585,000,  were  con- 
versions of  state  banks;  351,  with  ag- 
gregate capital  of  $20,330,000,  reorgani- 
zatfrmfl  of  state  and  private  banks,  and 
644,  with  aggregate  capital  of  $34,614,500, 
primary  organizations.  The  number  of 
active  banks  has  increased  from  5617  on 
March  14,  1900,  to  4615  on  Aug.  31,  1902; 
authorized  capital  stock  from  $616,303,- 
dio  to  $707,774,695;  bonds  on  deposit  as 
security  for  circulation  from  $244,611,570 
to  $322,941, 6i>0,  and  bond  sec^ured  circu- 
lation from  $216,374,795  to  $319,407,586. 
Circulation  secured  by  deposits  of 
lawful  money  on  account  of  insolvent 
and  liquidating  associations,  and  by 
those  reducing  cbeir  outstanding  issued 
has    increased    fr«Hn   $38,027,935    to    $41,- 

875,105.

According  to  a  recent  list  of  well 
borings  in  South  Dakota  over  400  feet 
deep,  published  In  No,  61  of  the  Water 
Supply  and  Irrigation  Papers  of  the 
I'nlted  States  Geological  Survey,  out 
of  about  350  borings,  65  are  over  1000 
feet  deep  and  two  reach  a  depth  of 
2500  feet,  or  nearly  half  a  mile.  The 
majority  of  these  wells  have  strong 
artesian  Hows,  with  sufficient  head  to 
raise  the  water  In.  ppea  pipes  from 
100  to  500  feet  above  the  .surface.  This 
great  pressure  is  used  to  furnish-  power 
for  a  variety  of  purposes.  At  Aber- 
deen the  sewage  is  purfiped  away  by 
'power  derived  from  an  artesian  well; 
and  elsewhere  in  the  state  electricity  1 
is  geii-ratoJ  for  lisht  and  i>ower  pur-  j 
poses.  The  power  from  the  weHs  can  • 
be  easily  controlled,  and  greatly  adds 
to  their  value;  its  use  does  not  inter- 
fere with  subsequent  use  of  the  water 
for  other  purposes.

The  division  of  mining  and  mineral 
resources  of  the  United  States  geolog- 
ical survey,  under  Dr.  D.  T.  Day,  has 
recently  issued  a  chart  showing  the 
quantity  and  \-alue  of  the  mineral 
productions  of  the  United  Sitates  for 
the  ten  years  ending  with  1901,  which 
will  be  widely  sought  because  of  its 
convenience  for  reference  purposes. 
Without  attempting  an  analysis  of  the 
statistics  presented,  it  is  noticeable 
that  the  value  of  the  total  output  of 
metallic  ores,  such  as  iron,  copper, 
gold,  silver,  etc.,  in  1901  was  $524,.sr3,- 
284.  against  $307,93a,lS9  in  1S32;  and 
that  the  value  ot  the  non-metallic  1 
products,  including  coal,  petroleum, 
natural  gas,  building  materials,  etc., 
was  $566,351,096  in: 'laoi;  •  against  $339,- 
954.842  In  1802. 

From  the  compact  arrangement  of 
the  metallic  and  non-metallic  resources 
on  a  single  sheet,  it  is  possible  to  fol- 
low the  yearly  change  in  the  produc- 
tion of  about  sixty  of  the  important 
mineral  products  of  the  country  dur- 
ing the  decade.  The  chart,  to  be  had 
on  application  to  the  director  of  the 
United  States  geological  survey.  Is 
issued  In  advance  of  the  report,  "Min- 
eral Resources  of  the  United  States, 
1901,"  which  will  be  rgady  for  distri- 
bution In  the  fall.

Washington.  Sept.  15.— The  aotioa  o.f 
the  Cuban  house  of  representatives  ih 
ministration  officials  at  WasUingtoA 
passing  the  loan  bill  convinces  the  ad- 
that  the  net  step  will  be  the  adoption 
of  the  new  tariff  bill  that  passed  the 
senate.  The  two  measures  are  so 
closely  related  and  the  conditions  such 
that  one  could  hardly  become  a  law 
without  the  other. 

A  month  or  more  ago  the  proposition 
was  raised  in  tlie  Cuban  congress  to 
authoriez  a  loan  of  $35,000,000  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  Cuban  army,  to 
encourage  agriculture  and  manufac- 
tures and  in  other  ways  develop  the 
Industries  of  the  island.  The  proposal 
caused  a  lot  of  gossip  as  to  whether  the 
United  States  would  sanction  the  loan, 
and  whether  the  resources  of  the  new 
republic  were  sufficient  to  enable  ths 
loun  to  be  floated. 

The  anxiety  of  the  Cubans,  regarding 
the  attitude  to  be  taken  by  our  govern- 
ment was  due  to  artcile  11  of  the  Piatt 
resolution,  fixing  the  conditions  under 
which  the  United  States  troops  were 
withdrawn  from  the  island.  That 
article  reads:  "That  said  government 
shall  not  assume  or  contract  any  public 
debt  to  pay  the  interest  upon  which, 
and  to  make  reasonable  sinking  fund 
provisions  for  the  ultimate  discharge  of 
which,  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the 
island  of  Cuba,  after  defraying  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  government,  shall 
ha  inadequate." 

A  few  days  after  the  loan  bill  was 
made  public.  President  Palma  an- 
nounced that  in  his  judgment  the  rev- 
enues of  the  new  republic  were  not 
large  enough  to  warrant  the  issuance 
of  $35,000,000  worth  of  obligations,  and 
It  was  thought  by* some  that  the  Idea 
of  a  big  loan  had  been  abandoned.  A 
little  later,  however,  the  senate  passed 
a  bill  to  establish  a  new  schedule  of 
tariff  rates.  The  proposed  law  greatly 
increased  the  duties  as  established 
under  American  occupation,  and  it  was 
seen  at  once  that  the  intention  was  to 
swell  the  income  from  the  customs. 
Now  the  Cuban  house  of  representa- 
tives passes  the  loan  bill,  and  it  at 
once  becomes  clear  to  officials  here  that 
the  next  stej)  will  be  the  adoption  by 
the  liouse  of  the  senate  tariff  bill.  With 
the  new  tariff  law  in  effect  the  customs 
receipts  will  be,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  new  bonds. 

Much  excitement  was  created  in  in- 
dustrial circles  in  this  country  by  the 
publication  of  the  rates  of  the  propo.sed 
new  Cuban  tariff  law.  Wholesale  in- 
creases in  the  existing  rates  were  or- 
dered all  along  the  line,  the  advances 
running  anywhere  from  10  to  333  per 
cent.  The  extra  duties  were  placed  on 
a  number  ot  articles  which  the  United 
States  send  to  Cuba  in  great  quan- 
tities every  year.  For  instance,  the 
duty  on  corn  was  advanced  333  per  cent 
and  the  tariff  on  wheat  flour  was  in- 
creased 100  per  cent.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  our  congress  had  but  recently 
adjourned  without  providing  for  trade 
reciprocity  with  Cuba,  the  conclusion 
was  jumped  at  here  that  the  new  law 
was  in  the  nature  of  retaliation.  Sta- 
tistics were  produced  to  show  that 
Americans  would  be  required  to  pay 
many  millions  of  dollars  in  increased 
duties  on  goods  going  into  Cuba.  Since 
that  time,  liowever,  the  matters  have 
been  more  carefully  Investigated,  and 
It  is  believed  that  if  the  senate  bill  be- 
comes a  law  without  change,  American 
exporters  will  not  suffer  materially  by 
the  new  rates.  Most  of  them  are  placed 
back  where  they  were  at  the  time  the 
Spanish  duties  were  in  effect.  An  offi- 
cial of  our  government  is  responsible 
for  the  statement  that  the  proposed 
Cuban  tariff  law  is  not  objectionable 
to  the  administration,  and  that  its 
adoption  would  not  be  looked  upon  as 
an  act  of  hostility.  This  opinion  has 
doubtless  been  conveyed  to  the  Cuban 
officials.  The  apparent  intention  of  the 
new  republic  to  make  a  large  bond 
issue  makes  it  equally  certain,  there- 
fore, that  a  new  tariff  law  will  soon  be 
in  force.  Minister  Squires  has  sent  to 
the  state  department  a  report  covering 
the  i rrovi.-?ions  of  the  tariff  bill  that 
passed  the  Cuban  senate  last  month. 
Among  the  increases  in  duty  proposed 
by  that  measure  are  the  following: 
Coal,  25  cents  per  1000  pounds;  soap,  150 
per  cent;  pine  lumber,  40  per  cent; 
canned  beef,  50  per  cent;  fresh  beef,  50 
per  cent;  fresh  mutton,  50  per  cent; 
fresh  pork,  100  per  cent;  salt  beef,  50 
per  cent;  salt  pork.  100  per  cent;  bacon, 
100  per  cent:  hams,  50  per  cent;  lard, 
cheese,  condensed  milk  and  wheat 
flour,  100  per  cent  each;  butter.  70  per 
cent;  codfish,  100  per  cent;  herring,  50 
per  cent;  rice,  100  per  cent;  eggs,  100 
cent;  peas  and  beans,  onions,  potatoes, 
olive  oil,  100  per  cent  each;  corn,  333  per 
cent;  boots  and  shoes,  10  to  17  per  cent; 
wines,  70  per  cent:  liquors,  70  per  cent; 
cider,  beer  in  bottles,  50  per  cent  each, 
ana  hats.  60  per  cent.

Elders  of  Various 

Cantons. 

St.  Petersburg.  Sept.  13.— The  czar  yes- 
terday summoned  reputations  of  the  el- 
ders of  the  cantons  and  villages  in  the 
governments  of  Kursk,  Poltava,  Khark- 
hoff.  Tchemlegoff.  Orel  and  Voronezh  to 
meet  him  at  the  house  of  the  governor 
of  Kursk.  When  the  elders  were  assem- 
bled the  czar  addressed  them  personally 
as   follows: 

•Last  spring  peasants  in  some  dis- 
tricts of  the  provinces  of  Poltava  and 
Kharkhoff  plundered  neighboring  estates. 
The  culprits  will  meet  the  punishment 
they  deserve.  The  authorities  will  not 
in  future  allow  such  disturbances  to  oc- 
cur. Of  that  I  am  sure.  I  desire  to 
lomind  you  of  the  words  of  my  late 
father  at  the  time  of  his  coronation 
spcke   to    the   cantonal   elders: 

"  'IJsten  to  your  local  nobility  and 
do  not  believe  sensational  nonsense.'  " 
"Remember,"  continued  the  czar,  "that 
a  man  gets  rich  not  by  seizing  property 
of  another,  but  by  honest  labor  and 
thrift  and  living  according  to  the  com- 
mandments of  Clod.  Repeat  all  I  have 
said  to  you  to  the  other  people  of  your 
villages  and  tell  them  further  that  1 
will  not  leave  their  real  needs  unheed- 
ed." 

The  czar  visited  the  town  of  Kursk  this 
morning,  and  met  with  an  enthusiastic 
reception.  After  the  customary  func- 
tion of  the  presentation  of  bread  and 
.salt  his  maesty  visited  the  Senameski 
monastery  and  the  community  of  the 
Red  Cross  and  Sisters  of  Mercy.  He 
sumsequently  attended  an  assembly  of 
nobles  where  a  statue  of  Alexander  III 
was  unveiled.

GEN  POE  DID  NOT  BLUNDER. 
Referring  to  an  article  in  a  Detroit 
paper  stating  that  in  the  building  of  ihe 
Poe  lock  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  in  1886-l^9n. 
someone  blundered,  and  Implying  that  the 
late  Gen.  O.  M.  Poe  was  wrong  in  his  cil- 
culatlons,  Maj.  W.  H.  Blxby,  Unii.?d 
States  engineer  In  charge  of  the  district, 
said  that  such  assertions  were  exceeding- 
ly unjust  toward  Gen.  Poe  as  well  is  to 
the  United  States  engineering  corps  in 
general.  "When  the  Poe  lock  was  de- 
signed and  Its  sills  constructed  It  had  a 
clear  height  of  22.33  feet  of  water  over  its 
lower  sllTs  at  the  average  water  level  of 
the  preceedlng  twenty  years,  said  Maj. 
Blxby  "This  height  was  1.33  feet  better 
than  was  required  by  the  act  of  con- 
gress which  provided  for  Its  construction. 
Even  at  the  exceptionally  low  water 
stages  of  this  year  there  was  not  an  hour 
during  August  when  there  was  less  tlian 
19.6  feet  on  the  Poe  lock  sills.  Gen.  Poe 
was  far  ahead  of  his  time  and  generation 
when  he  planned  and  urged  the  construc- 
tion of  this  lock  and  he  planned  with 
great  wisdom  and  care." 

ANOUST  LAKE  LEVET^. 
Maj.  W.  L.  Flsk.  United  States  corps  of 
engineers,  In  charge  of  the  lake  surv'y, 
has  sent  out  the  following:  The  gauge 
records  of  the  United  States  lake  survey 
show  the  following  mean  stages  of  water 
for  August,  above  the  mean  sea  level:

than  in  August 
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THE  STEVENS  WRECK. 
Capt.  Phelan  of  the  Western  dner 
Yonkers  has  reported  at  Buffalo  that  he 
had  located  the  wreck  of  the  burned 
steamer  W.  H.  Stevens,  besides  steaming 
f<»r  an  hour  through  wreckage,  consisting 
principally  of  partly  burned  barrels  from 
the  Stevens'  Hour  cargo.  The  wreck  lies 
thirty-five  mlle.s  southwest  by  west,  threJ- 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  Long  Point.  The 
steamer's  stern  apparently  Is  resting  on 
the  bottom,  while  100  feet  away  a  mast 
held  by  rigging  Is  fioattng.  The  wrick 
lies  In  but  lO  feet  of  water,  and  as  It  Is  on 
the  direct  course  between  Point  Pelee  and 
Buffalo  is  a  serious  menace  to  navigation. 
The  Lake  Carriers'  association  and  the 
Canadian  minister  of  marine  have  been 
re<iuested  to  have  the  wreck  marked  or 
removed.

macadam   instead   of   asphalt. 

It  has  also  been  learned  that  the 
street  railway  company  has  an  order 
of  heavy  sttel  rails  in  Chicago  all 
ready   for  shipment   lo  this  city.

NASH  CODE  ADOPTED. 
Columbus,  O.,  Sept.  1.5.— The  Nash  mu- 
nicipal code  was  adopted  as  a  basis  at 
the  afternoon  session  of  the  house.  A 
vote  on  home  rule  resulted  in  it«  defeat, 
12   to   9. 


Chicago,  Sept.  15.— A  movement  for  en- 
listing the  hosts  of  workingmen  through- 
out the  United  States  into  a  semi-politi- 
cal organization  has  been  launched  In 
this  city  Is,  says  the  Post.  In  a  form  said 
to  embrace  the  economical  and  political 
ideas  of  labor  leaders  and  covering  the 
whole  labor  situation  has  been  prepared 
and  will  be  presented  tlrst  for  approval 
next  week  before  the  Chicago  Federation 
of   Labor. 

The  platform  demands  the  abolition  of 
the  so-called  political  machine,  the  es- 
tablishment ot  government  primaries 
where  votes  may  be  cast  "for  nominees 
as  citizens  and  not  as  members  of  a 
machine,"  and  the  initiative  and  refer- 
endum. It  favors  the  right  of  recalling 
representatives  who  are  out  of  toucn 
with  voters.  Relief  from  the  trusts  is 
suggested  In  the  plan  tor  "the  passage  of 
an  amendment  to  the  practice  laws  of 
every  state  and  the  federal  government 
when  the  litigants  may  bring  up,  in  any 
suit  in  which  a  corporation  is  the  plain- 
tiff or  defendant,  the  question  of  its 
right  to  its  franchise,  whether  it  has 
usurped  power  not  given  It  under  statute 
and  whether  It  has  forfeited  its  powers." 

This  metaod,  it  is  urged,  would  be  pro- 
ductive of  more  good  tnan  the  institution 
of  suits  by  feOeral  district  attorneys. 
Vigilance  committees  in  every  state  and 
large  village  are  favored  to  see  that  the 
laws  are  impartially  administered.  The 
eight  hour  day,  sanitary  conditions,  living 
wages,  the  repeal  of  the  laws  limiting 
liabilities  in  personal  injury  suits,  the 
supplying  of  free  text  books  to  all  child- 
ren in  the  lower  grades  of  public  schools 
and  the  abolition  of  convict  labor  In  com- 
petition with  free  men  are  demanded. 
Limitation  on  the  injunction  powers  of 
judges  Is  askod  and  the  popular  election 
of  federal  judges  and  senators  is  sug- 
gested, in  all  civil  trials  majority  ver- 
dicts are  desired.  The  plan  favors  the 
government  instead  of  banks  in  issuing 
all  kinds  of  money  and  It  is  suggested 
that  private  individuals  be  drlved  from 
banking    business. 

Laws  are  demanded  restricting  the  issue 
of  capital  stock  bonds  and  securities  to 
any  greater  extent  than  the  actual  prop- 
erty owned  by  corporatlon.s.  Public  own- 
ership of  public  utilities  Is  desired,  and 
state  Insurance  and  provisions  for  old  age 
are  approved.  Child  labor  is  decried  and 
educational  aids  and  trade  unionism  to 
keep  up  wages  are  approved.  In  closing 
the   platform   read.s: 

"In  order  to  bring  about  a  state  of  har- 
mony Instead  of  constant  discord,  the 
workingman  must  look  for  relief  at  the 
ballot  box.  Here  where  the  will  of  the 
people  Is  supreme,  the  remedy  lies  at  hind 
and  must  bp  taken  advantage  of.  Work- 
ingmen must  undnriake  to  govern,  as  well 
as  toil,  and  in  that  way  they  will  get  j.is- 
tice."

— Senor  Concha, 
the  Colombian  minister,  received  a 
cablegram  today,  dated  Sept.  13,  and 
signed  by  President  Marroquin,  Secre- 
tary of  State  .laul  and  Secretary  of 
War  Fernandez,  which  stated  that  the 
5000  government  troops  under  comhiand 
of  Gen.  Perdomo  had  started  down  the. 
Magdalene  river  to  reincorce  the  gov'- 
ernment  troops  on  the  Isthmus.  The 
cablegram  also  stated  that  15,000  addi- 
tional government  troops  were  held  In 
leadiness  to  move  to  the  isthmus,  and 
that  the  interior  was  quiet. 

The  state  department  has  received  a 
cablegram  from  Minister  Hart  at  Bogo- 
ta, Colombia,  which  says  that  the  revo- 
lutionary general,  Carreazo,  who  has 
been  oi)eratlng  with  a  strong  force  on  the 
great  plains  east  of  Bogota  has  surren- 
dered. This  is  reganled  as  of  the  ut- 
most importance  to  tne  government  au- 
thorities who  consider  that  It  a-ssures  the 
paclHcation  of  the  whole  eastern  region. 
The  government  has  ajso  announced  the 
repulse  by  a  warship  of  a  revolutionary 
attack  some  days  ago  upon  the  Magda- 
lene  river.

GATES  OBJECTED 

To    Discharge    of    Receivers 
Without  Avail. 

Kansas  City,  Sept.  lo.— Judge  Amos  M. 
Thayer,  of  the  circuit  court,  today  grant- 
ed the  petition  of  the  stockholders  repre- 
senting Arthur  E.  Stilwell  to  discharge 
the  receivers  of  the  Guardian  Trust  com- 
pany, appointed  over  a  year  ago  at  the 
instigation  of  John  W.  Gates  and  his  fol- 
lowing. The  supporters  of  Mr.  aiilwell, 
who  at  the  time  the  company  was  thrown 
Into  receiver's  hands,  was  president  of 
company,  asserted  in  their  petition  to 
have  the  receivers  discharged  that  tne 
business  could  be  conducted  more  eco- 
nomically without  them.  The  Gates  con- 
tingent opposed  the  move  on  the  theory 
that  Stilwell  desired  to  merge  the  Guard- 
ian Trust  company  into  the  Mexican 
Truat  company.

Section  i — It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  in  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota to  sell,  barter,  furnish  or 
dispose  of,  in  any  manner,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  by  an 
agent,  employe  or  otherwise,  on 
Sabbath  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  or  any  general  or  special 
election  day,  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
fermented  or  malt  liquors,  and  all 
places  where  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  shall  be  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  any  law  or  ordin- 
ance shall  be  closed  during  all  hours 
of  every  Sabbath  day,  and  every 
general  or  special  election  day. 

Section  2 — Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
thirty  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of 
prosecution,  or,  in  default  of  pay- 
ment of  such  fine  and  costs,  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than 
thirty  days.

Judge  Refuses  to  Grant 
Charter  For  Christ- 
ian Scientists. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  15.— The  application 
for  a  charter  made  by  the  First  Church 
of  Christ,  ScientLst,  was  refused  today  by 
Judge  Arnold  In  the  common  pleas  court. 
In  his  opinion  Judge  Arnold  says: 

'The  charter  applied  for  in  this  case 
covers  a  double  purpose— a  church  and  a 
business.  We  have  power  to  grant  a 
charter  for  a  church,  but  we  have  no 
authority  to  grant  a  charter  for  a  cor- 
poration for  profit,  that  is  a  business 
corporation." 

Continuing,  the  court  quotes  from  the 
text  book  of  Mary  Baker  G.  Eddy,  in- 
structions to  Christian  Scientists  to  .sell 
and  circulate  the  publications  of  Mrs. 
Eddy,  failure  to  do  the  same  being  suf- 
ficient cause  for  expulsion  from  mem- 
bership in   the  church. 

'This  shows,"  says  the  court,  "that  the 
so-called  church  is  a  eorp.oratlon  for 
profit,  organized  to  enforce  the  sjxle  of 
Mrs.  Eddy's  book.s  by  Its  members, 
which  is  a  matter  of  business  and  not  of 
religion.  As  the  courts  have  no  power  to 
charter  such  a  corporation,  the  applica- 
tion   for    a    charter    Is    refu.sed.

Banker  Nicholas  Fish  of  New  York  Gets 
Into  Altercation  la  a  Saloon. 

Dies  as  the  ResuU  of  a 
Fractiired  Skull. 

Wine  and  Women  Cause 


Is  Suffering  From  an  Acute  Attack  of   Pneumonia 

and  His  Condition  Is  Regarded  as 

Extremely    Critical. 


"Los  .Angeles.  Sept.  16. — I'nited  States 
Senator  Thomas  R.  liurd  is  lying  dan- 
gfeiously  ill  at  the  Van  Xuis  hotei,  in 
this  city.  He  is  suffering  from  pneu- 
monia, complicated  with  strong  symp- 
toms of  typhoid  and  very  weak  htart 
action 

Senator  Bard  returned  from  Catalina 
Island  on  Friday  evening,  where  he  ha  I 
fpent  several  days  fishing  in  cmi- 
pany  with  Senator  Quarles  of  Wiscon- 
rin.  On  Thursday  Senator  Bard  got 
■wet  and  on  Friday  mc^-^ing  he  eom- 
plained  of  a  cold.  He  returned  to  ihi.-? 
city  Friday  evening  and  immediately 
went  to  bed  at  the  Van  Nuis  hotel. 
His  temperature  at  that  time  was  104 
and  tiiere  were  strong  symptoms  of 
pricumonia.  He  grew  worse  until  late 
last  night  a  consultation  of  physicians 
was  held,  and  Dr.  Taggart  announced 
that  the  senator  probably  would  not 
survive  the  night.  The  upper  part  of 
his  left  lung  is  congested,  there  is  also 
a  strong  symptom  of  toxaemic  poison- 


ing, caused,  it  was  stated,  by  the 
susi)en.-'ion  of  the  functions  of  the 
bowels    liver  and  kidneys. 

The  condition  of  United  States  Sena- 
tor Thomas  U.  Bard,  who  is  suffering 
from  an  acute  attack  of  pneumonia, 
with  typhoid  symptoms,  is  extremely 
critical.  At  an  early  hour  his  tempera- 
ture was  101,  and  his  pulse  145.  Oxygen 
was  administered  during  the  night.  H's 
physician.  Dr.  Taggart,  states  that  un- 
less the  pu'se  can  be  reduced  soon  the 
senator  cannot  possibly  live  more  than 
foi  ty-eight  hours.  ^  Senator  Bard  has 
been,  in  Los  Angele's  for  several  week.s. 
With  his  family  he  has  been  living  at 
a  hotel,  and  for  some  time  he  had  Sen- 
ator Quarles  of  Wisconsin  as  his  guest. 
A  meeting  of  the  senate  committee  on 
territories,  composed  of  Senators  Bard, 
Quarles,  Beveiidge  and  Fairl»anks,  is 
scheduled  to  be  held  in  this  city 
shortly.  Senators  Bard  and  Quarles 
have  been  here  In  readiness  for  this 
meeting  for  some  time.  Senator  Bev- 
eridge  is  in  San  Francisco,  and  Sena- 
tor Fairbanks  is  expected  here  soon.

Though  they  will  provoke  plain 
sptakint;,  they  cannot  be  carried  In  any 
of  the  legislatures.  Sir  \V.  J.  Lyne.  min- 
ister of  home  affairs  of  the  common- 
wealth, in  a  soeech.  admitted  that  the 
machinery  of  tne  federation  is  weighty, 
intricate  and  expensive.  He  urged  co-op- 
oration  to  make  the  commonwealth  a 
success. 

The  commonwealth  of  Australia,  con- 
sisting of  New  South  Wales.  Victoria, 
Queensland  South  Australia  and  West-  | 
em  .\ustralla  and  Ta.«mania,  is  only 
twenty-one  months  old.  It  having  been 
proclaimed  at  Sydney  on  Jan.  1,  1901.  The 
earl  of  Hop«-toun  was  the  Hrst  governor 
general  of  the  commonwealth.  He  re- 
cently retired,  and  It  was  said  at  the 
time  that  he  had  resigned  because  the 
federal  parliament  refused  to  Increase  his 
salary.  He  arrived  in  the  I'nited  States 
lately,  en  route  to  Kngland.  and  declared 
that  it  was  nonsens"  to  say  that  he  had 
resigned    for    this   reason.

Struck  Mrs.  Robinson. 

Middlesboro,  Ind..  Sept.  16.— Mrs.

Louisville,  Sept.  16.— Attorney  Gen- 
eral Pratt  today  filed  suit  for  an  in- 
junction to  preve»t  the  contest  be- 
tween Terry  McC;<?vern  and  "Young" 
Corbett,  scheduled  to  take  place  be- 
fore the  Southern  Athletic  club  in  this 
city  Sept.  22,  from  being  held.  The 
case  will  be  argued  betore  Judge 
Fields  of  the  common  pleas  division  of 
the  Jefferson  county  circuit  court  on 
Thursday  morning. 

In  his  charge  to  tJ/e  grand  jury  yes- 
terday. Judge  Barker,  of  the  criminal 
division  of  the  Jefferson  circuit  court, 
referred  to  the  McGovern-Corbett  con- 
test scheduled  to  take  place  in  this 
city  Sept.  22,  and  after  quoting  tha 
Kentucky  law  in^  the  matter  defining 
a  prize  fight  as  a  fight  for  a  priz^ 
whether  for  a  title,  bet,  wager  or 
stake,  he  said  the  law  did  not  prohibit 
"sparring  exhibitions,"  unless  the  win- 
ner takes  something  he  would  not 
have  secured  had  he  lost.  Continuing, 
the  Judge  said: 

"I  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  policy 
of  this  law.  We  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  question  as  to  whether  prize 
tights  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  given 
We  have  to  do  simply  with  the  en- 
forcement of  this  law,  just  as  we  find  it 
on  the  statute  book.  I  wish  to  say  that 
at  any  fifht  in  which  the  winner  gets 
that  which  he  would  not  have  got  if  he 
had  not  been  declared  the  victor, 
whether  large  or  small  in  amount.  Is  a 
prize  fight,  otherwise  not.  A  fight  for 
a  championship,  or  for  a  belt,  or  for 
money,  or  anythlri^  of  a  value,  in  my 
opinion,  is  a  prize  fight.  As  to  this 
particular  prize  fight,  of  fight,  or  what- 
ever it  Is  called,  I  understand  the  police 
aulborities  have  it  in  their  charge,  and 
that  the  mayor  has  said  there  should 
be  no  violation  of  the  law.  I  want  to 
say  to  you  that  I  have  every  confidence 
in  what  the  mayor  ssys,  and  I  believe 
that  he,  having  givcv  that  word,  will 
see  to  it  that  there  i>'>*11  be  no  violation 
of  the  law.  but  If  *that  be  not  so  (and 
I  have  no  question  as  to  Its  truth),  then 
it  is  your  duty,  or  should  you  decide  to, 
pass  It  up  to  the  next  grand  jury,  to 
take  the  matter  In  hand." 


New  York,  Sept.  16.— Nicholas  Fish, 
millionaire,  diplomat  and  descendant 
of  one  of  the  best  known  of  American 
families,  died  at  the  Roosevelt  hos- 
pital at  3:25  this  morning,  the  result 
of  an  injury  received  in  Ehrhart's 
saloon,  205  "West  Thirty-fourth  stieet. 
yesterday.  Whether  he  was  murdered 
or  fell,  the  police  have  not  yet  deter- 
mined. Conflicting  stories  such  as 
would  naturally  follow  an  event  in 
which  criminal  responsibility  must  be 
placed  are  told,  but  there  seems  to  be 
no  doubt  that  Mr.  Fish  had  a  quarrel 
with  a  private  detective  nam^d 
Thomas  J.  Sharkey,  who  joined  the 
banker  at  a  table  where  he  had  been 
several  hours  drinking  with  Mrs.  Libby 
J.  Phillips  and  Mrs.  Nellie  Casey. 


New  York,  Sept.  16. — A  man  giving 
the  name  of  Thomas  Sharkey  was  ar- 
rested early  today  charged  by  the 
police  with  assaulting  the  banker, 
Nicholas  Fish,  who  died  shortly  before 
3  o'clock  this  morning.  Mr.  Fish's  in- 
juries, which  were  at  first  supposed  to 
have  been  caused  by  a  fall,  developed 
ui.der    investigation    by    detectives    to 

have  been  the  result  of  a  most  brutal 
assault. 

The  banker  left  his  office,  in  the  Na- 
tional Park  building,  in  the  afternoon. 
He  rode  to  Thirty-fourth  stieet  and 
entered  a  German  restaurant,  near 
Eighth  avenue.  He  was  seated  at  a 
table,  whore  he  spent  about  two  hours. 
Three  women  occupied  seats  nearby. 
Suddenly  a  heavy  man  strode  into  the 
loom  and  was  seen  to  speak  to  Mr. 
Fish.  What  was  said  could  not  be 
heard,  but  the  banker  started  to  rise 
from  his  chair,  when  he  received  a 
terrific  blow  in  the  face.  He  sank  back 
and  again  attempted  to  rise.  His  as- 
sailant rained  blow  after  blow  upon  his 
head,  but  the  banker  managed  to  reach 
the  sidewalk,  where  he  was  again 
struck  down.  His  as.=ailant  ran  to 
Eighth  avenue,  where  he  boarded  a  car 
and  rode  away.  From  the  accurate  de- 
scription furnished  by  those  in  the 
restaurant,  the  police  set  to  work  at 
onc^,  and  about  the  time  Mr.  Fish  was 
breathing  his  last,  at  the  Roosevelt 
hospital,  the  arrest  of  the  man  known 
as  Sharke.v  was  made. 

Bunker  Fish,  who  was  53  years  old, 
was  the  descendant  of  one  of  the  old- 
dest  and  most  distinguished  of  Ameri- 
can families.  His  grandfather.  Col. 
Nicholas  Fish,  fought  with  distinction 
In  the  battles  of  Harlem  Heights,  Sara- 
toga and  Yorktown,  and  his  father, 
Hamilton  Fish,  was  the  first  secretary 
of  state  under  President  Grant. 

After  several  years  In  the  diplomatic 
service,  he  entered  the  banking  busi- 
ness In  this  city  In  1S87.  Of  his  broth- 
ers, Hamilton,  is  former  Republican 
speaker  of  the  New  York  assembly,  and

rounded,  that  we  can  face  every  even- 
tuality. Security  hardly  exLsts  any  more 
for  the  civilized  world.  At  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  century  after  the  defeat  of 
France  by  the  barbarism  of  old  Germany, 
we  saw  an  offensive  return  of  the  law  of 
brute  force.

He  had  not  yet  become  accustomed  to 
tH-ing  a  minister  and  feared  he  might 
be  carrieel  away  Into  expressing  his  opin- 
ion of  matters  which  exclusively  con- 
cerned the  foreign  minister.

New  York.  Sept.  16.— The  police  are 
still  seeking  for  the  exact  facts  which 
led  up  to  the  death  of  Nicholas  Fish, 
the  banker,  who  was  found  with  his 
skull  iiactured  in  front  of  a  saloon  in 
West  Thirty-fourth  stieet,  yesterday 
afternoon,  and  who  died  early  thu 
n^orning  in  Roosevelt  hospital. 

Mis.  Libbie  J.  Phillips,  38  years  old; 
Mrs.  Nellie  Casey,  ?0  years  old.  and 
Thomas  J.  Sharkey.  48  years  old,  a 
private  detective,  were  arrested  early 
today  in  connection  with  the  case. 

According  to  the  police,  Mr.  Fish  en 
teied  Ehrhart's  saloon,  25  W'est  Tnirtv- 
fourth  street,  yesterday  afternoon  with 
Mrs.  Phillips  and  Mrs.  Casey.  Tlie 
police  say  that  Mrs.  Phillips  knew  who 
Fi.sh  was,  but  that  neither  Mrs.  Casey 
nor  Sharkey,  who  subsequently  joined 
the  party,  was  aware  of  his  identity. 
Sharkey,  who  knew  the  women,  was 
not  reluctant  to  join  the  party,  when 
one  of  the  women  invited  him  to.  The 
police  say  that  Fish  did  most  of  the 
buying.  Fish  then  discovered  that  his 
money  was  exhausted,  and  he  an- 
nounced that  he  would  hav  eto  draw  a 
check.  Sharkey,  ignorant  of  Fish's 
Identity,  questioned  his  ability  to  make 
his  check  good.  Fish,  it  is  said,  took 
offense  at  this,  and  angry  words  en- 
sued. Then,  according  to  the  police, 
some  one  slapped  Fish's  face.  One  of 
the  women,  clinging  to  Fish's  arm, 
dragged  him  toward  the  door  of  the 
saioon  and  out  to  the  sidewalk.  The 
police  say  that  Sharkey  attempted  to 
follow  Fish,  but  was  for  a  moment  re- 
strained from  doing  so  by  the  other 
woman.  He  finally  went  out  of  the 
saloon,  and  he  and  Fish  encountered 
each  other  on  the  sidewalk.  Sharkey  s 
hat  had  been  knocked  off  and  he  was 
bareheaded.  There  was  a  scuffle,  by 
whom  commenced  it  is  not  known.  Fisli 
fell,  or  was  knocked  down,  his  head 
striking  a  flagstone.  Jufet  before  the 
souffle  on  the  walk  commenced,  Mrs. 
Casey,  becoming  alarmed,  hurriediv 
left  the  party.  After  Fish  fell,  it  is 
said  that  Sharkey  re-entered  the 
saloon  and  then  left  It,  and  went  into 
a  saloon  a  few  doors  awav,  and  a 
moment  later  left  that  place  and  board- 
ed a  street  car.  He  was  closely  fol- 
lowed by  Mr.s.  Phillips,  who  was  carry- 
ing his  hat,  and  who  also  boarded  the 


car.  Fish  was  lying  unconscious  on  thi 
sidewalk,  and  a  knot  ol  people  gath- 
ered about  him,  and  some  men  carried 
him  into  the  hallway  of  the  saloon  and 
tried  to  revive  him.  Being  unsuccess- 
ful, they  again  brought  him  to  the 
street,  thinking  he  might  revive  there. 
He  was  lying  on  the  street  when  a 
policeman  appeared.  The  officer  called 
an  ambulance  from  Roosevelt  hospital. 
Fish's  identity  was  not  learned  until 
the  hospital  was  reached,  and  his 
clothing  searched.  As  soon  as  it  was 
learned  who  he  was,  he  was  entered  as 
a  private  patient. 

Mrs.  Casey,  Mrs.  Phillips  and  Shar- 
key were  arraigned  today  in  police 
court  and  were  held  for  the  coroner.  A 
detective  said  to  the  sitting  magis- 
trate that  the  prisoners  were  arraigned 
as  suspcious  persons  in  connection  with 
the  death  of  Nicholas  Fish. 

Mrs.  Casey  denied  all  knowledge  of 
the  case.  Mr.s.  Phillips,  when  ques- 
tioned about  the  ca.se,  said:  "You'll 
find  out  later." 

Coroner  Jackson  held  Sharkey  In 
$10,000  bail  and  Mrs.  Phillips  and  Mr*. 
Casey  in  $500  bail  each  as  witnesses. 

Sharkey  made  the  folowing  state- 
ment preliminary  to  his  arraignment:

Then  we  both  got 
Ui;.  I  went  out  one  door  and  he  the 
other.  He  must  have  stumbled  down 
the  steps  and  fallen   in  going  out." 

Coroner  Jackson  made  an  examina- 
tion of  Mr.  Fish's  body,  and  after  It 
said  that  no  fracture  of  the  skull  had 
been  found.

The  pupil  of  Mr.  Fish's  right 
eye  was  dilated,  while  the  left  \\as 
contracted,  and  that,  the  coroner  said, 
was  a  symptom  of  paralysis  of  lae 
brain.

AWFUL  DESTRUCTION 

Many  Miles  of  Magnificent  Timberland  In  Colorado 

and  Wyoming  Are  In  Ashes  and   the 

Fires  Are  Still  Spreading. 


Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  Sept.  16.— Governor 
Richards  has  been  informed  by  tele- 
phone from  Grand  Encampment  that 
for-  many  miles  along  the  Wyoming- 
Colorado  line  north  of  Pearl,  Col.,  a 
furious  forest  fire  Is  raging,  devastat- 
ing everything  in  its  path.  Every  effort 
to  subdue  the  flames  has  been  exhaust- 
ed without  effect. 

Governor  Richards  immediately  com- 
municated with  Governor  Orman  of 
Colorado  and  arranged  for  both  to 
send  a  telegram  to  the  secretary  of  the 
interior  asking  for  aid. 

According  to  the  latest  reports,  there 
are  at  least  eighteen  serious  forest 
fires  burning  in  Wyomig,  to  say  noih- 
in.g  of  numerous  smaller  fires  in  South- 
ern Albany  county  th-at  are  destfoy- 
j  ing  gieat  swamps  of  fine  pine  timber 
in  the  Medicine  Bow  range  and  threat- 
ening mining  buildings.  Although  100 
miles  away  from  Cheyenne,  the  siiiDke 
from  these  fires  obscures  the  sky  here, 
and  the  odor  of  burning  wood  la  plain- 
ly noticeable. 

The  fires  in  Southern  Carbon  county 
are  burning  fiercely.  A  government, 
agent  with  a  large  force  of  men  is  on 
the  ground,  but  is  reported  to  be  mak- 
ing little  progres.s. 

Five  or  more  fires  are  burning  In 
Fremont  county  and  raoi-e  than  300 
square  miles  of  magnificent  timber- 
land  is  already  in  ashes. 

In  Central  Uintah  county  a  fire  is 
burning,    and    in    the    Jackson      Hole  | 


country  two  big  blazes  are  eating  the 
timber  In  the  game  country.  Further 
east  in  the  Shoshone  reservation  a  fire 
has  been  burning  for  a  week.  In  Na- 
trona county  a  good-sized  fire  h?s 
been  destroying  timber  for  the  ftasc 
ten  days. 

One  big  fire  threatens  the  timber  ot 
the  Big  Horn  mountains. 


Denver.  Sept.  IC— But  little  progress 
toward  checking  the  forest  fires  in  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  state  is  being 
made.  At  the  head  of  Chicago  creeic 
the  fire  Is  again  beyond  control.  A. 
vast  strip  of  territory  has  been  burned 
over,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  towns 
along  Clear  creek  will  experience  a 
shortage  of  water,  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  fire  has  destroyed  the  protection  to 
the   snow   beds. 

United  States  Forest  Supervisor 
Henry  Nichelson,  who  is  conducting 
the  fighting  agaist  the  fire  In  tho 
vicinity  of  Cas.«;els  at  the  head  of 
Platte  canyon,  called  upon  the  mining 
companies  in  that  vicinity  for  aid  In 
fighting  the  flames,  and  men  were 
dispatched  with  complete  eouipment 
to  his  aid.  The  fire  has  burned  for 
several  weeks  and  has  destroyed  much 
valuable  timber.  Several  summer  re- 
sorts are  in  danger. 

The  Estes  park  fires  are  burning 
slowly,  but  stubbornly  resist  all  elTorta 
to  auench  them. 

The  fires  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Eldora  have  destroyed  an  immente 
quantity  of  rich  timber.

The 
polls  will  be  open  until  9  o'clock  to- 
night, when  the  result  will  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  regular  election  judges, 
and  announced  to  the  proper  officials 
for  placing  on  the  officI:il  ballots.  Early 
reports  today  indicated  a  very  full 
registration  and  vote  at  the  t^rSmaries, 
the  greate.^t  Interest  having  been 
shown  by  citizens  generally  during  tho 


preliminary  personal  campaign  of  the 
would-be  candidates.  For  many  offices 
only  one  candidate  has  filed  a  petition 
for  nomination.  This  Is  particularly 
true  in  the  congressional  <flmpalgn. 
There  are  Democratic  contests  only  in 
the  Fifth  and  Eighth  congressional  dis- 
tricts, six  other  districts  having  but 
one  Democratic  candidate  announced, 
and  the  Seventh  district  having  a  Pop- 
ulist and  no  Democratic  candidate. 
Congressman  McCleary  and  Stevens 
have  no  opposition  in  the  Republican 
party,  but  Congressman  Tawney,  In  the 
First  district,  and  Fletcher,  In  tho 
Fifth,  have  been  compelled  to  fight  for 
a  renominatlon.  Con.gre8sman  Heat- 
wole's  .seat  is  being  sought  by  seven 
other  Republicans,  and  that  of  Con- 
gre.s.'tman  Eddy  Is  desired  by  three 
ethers,  those  two  representatives  hav- 
ing declined  again  to  run  for  office. 

Owing  to  the  late  hour  for  closing  the 
polls,  the  results  will  t>e  slow  In  comb- 
ing m.

Duluth    Dredge   {  Dock 

Company  Will  Have 

New  One. 


To  Be  Larger  Than  Na- 
poleon, Now  Largest 
In  World. 


It  Is   to   Be    Ready    By 
Opening  of  Na- 
vigation.

Des  Moines.  Sept.  16.— The  chief  features 
of  todays  session  of  the  sovereign  grand 
lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  now  being  held  in 
mis  city  were  the  selection  of  officers  at 
the  morning  session,  the  opening  of  the 
drill  contests  of  the  patriarch  militants 
at  the  fair  grounds;  the  work  of  cxplifl- 
cation  hv  the  various  degree  teams  in 
Our  Circle  hall  and  the  reunion  of  the 
past  grand  representatives  of  the  order. 
In  the  selection  of  the  ofllcers  of  the  order 
the  onlv  contest  was  that  over  deputy 
grand  sire,  who  by  custom  will  bt-come 
grand  sire  at  the  next  session  of  the 
ordir.  John  B.  Goodwin,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.. 
was  chosen  deputy  last  year.  This  year 
the  contestants  for  deputy  were:  VV.  S. 
Nye,  of  Minneapolis;  K.  S.  Conway,  of 
Chicago;  R.  E.  Wright,  of  Allerton.  Pa.; 
and  M.  A.  Bullard.  of  Helena,  Mont.  R. 
E.  Wright,  of  Allerton.  Pa.,  was  chosen 
on  the  second  ballot  after  a  very  heated 
contest 


To  meet  the  demands  of  Its  busi- 
ness the  Duluth  Dredge  and  Dock 
company  will  this  fall  and  winter  build 
another  immense  dipper  dredge  that 
will  be  of  even  larger  capacity  than 
the  Napoleon,  which  was  built  iu  the 
^rds  of  the  company  here  a  year  ago 
last  winter. 

The  new  dredge  will  cost  about  lli.'i.- 
000.  or  $25,000  more  than  the  Napoleon, 
of  which  it  will  be  practically  a  dup- 
licate, the  additional  cost  being  on  ac- 
count  of   the   higher   cost   of  material 

and  labor. 

The  new  dredge  will  be  built  of 
AVashington  fir  and  oak  timber,  the 
contracts  for  the  timber  requiring  their 
delivery  at  Duluth  within  the  next  six- 
ty days,  when  the  work  will  be  stanad 
The  dimensions  of  the  dredge  will  be 
131  feet  long,  41  feet  beam  and  14  feet 
deep.  The  machinery  will  be  manufac- 
tured by  the  IJucyrus  company,  of  Mil- 
waukee, which  put  in  the  machinery  of 
the  dredge  Napoleon.  The  piping  and 
boilers  will  be  constructed  in  this  city, 
although  the  contracts  have  not  yet 
been  let. 

The  carpenter  work  will  be  done  by 
Napoleon  Grignon,  who  bult  the  big 
dredge  Napoleon,  and  after  whom  it 
was  named.  Besides  the  new  dredge 
the  company  will  also  build  two  large 
scows  with  a  capacity  each  of  750 
cubic  yards,  or  150  cubic  yards'  greater 
capacity  than  any  of  the  other  scows 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes. 

The  dredge  and  scows  are  to  be  com- 
pleted before  the  opening  of  naviga- 
tion next  spring,  at  which  time  they 
will  go  into  commission  on  the  Duluth 
Dredge  and  Dock  company's  con- 
tracts. 

The  big  Washington  fir  spuds  or 
anchor  posts  of  the  Napoleon  will  be 
duplicated  in  the  new  dredge.  The  big 
stern  post  in  the  Napoleon  was  one  of 
the  largest  pieces  of  Washington  fir 
timber  that  was  ever  brought  to  this 
part  of  the  country,  and  at  the  tin.->  it 
arrived  here  it  attracted  a  grcd.-.  deal 
i  of  attention,  on  account  of  the  trouble

MORE  RIOTING 

By  Soldiers  at   the  Presidio 
Reservation. 

Pan  Francisco,  Sept.  16.— There  has 
been  more  rioting  at  the  easterly  out- 
skirts of  the  Presidio  re.servatlon.  A 
band  of  soldiers  gathered  opposite 
Anderson's  saloon  and  began  throwing 
srones  in  the  direction  of  Anderson's 
place,  anil  the  police  were  summoned. 
The  soldiers  then  assailed  the  police 
with  sticks  and  stone.s.  Some  .shots 
were  fired  by  the  soldiers,  who  then 
rushed  across  the  street  and  proceeded 
to  wreck  Andersons  place.  They  set 
fire  to  it.,  but  the  flames  were  extin- 
guished by  the  fire  department.  The 
soldiers  then  directed  their  attention  to 
the  saloon  of  Adolph  Rehfield  and  part- 
ly  demolished  it,  while  other  house.s  in 
the  iicinity  were  also  more  or  less  dam- 
aged. The  rioters  were  finally  queiled 
and  a  patrol  from  the  reservation 
forced  them  to  retreat  to  the  reserva- 
tion. So  far  as  can  be  learned  no  one 
was  seriously  hurt  and  oly  one  slight- 
ly injured,  a  policeman  being  struck 
with   a   beer  bottle.

Injunction     Proceedings 

May  Be  Begun   to 

Stop  Work. 


The  removal  of  the  old  cedar  block 
paving  from  East  Superior  street  be- 
gan this  morning. 

It  is  announced  by  the  sub-contract- 
ors that  all  the  old  paving  will  be  out 
in  a  couple  of  days. 

However,  it  would  not  surprise  the 
city  officers  if  the  sub-contractors  weic 
mistaken  in  this,  for  it  Is  generally 
known  that  injunction  proceedings  are 
contemplated  to  stop  the  work  and  de- 
lay the  repaving  until  next  spring. 

The  reason  for  this  injuncii-ju  is  said 
to  be  the  allegation  of  Mc.na;^er  War- 
ren, of  the  street  railway  company, 
that  the  work  cannot  be  r-n.-^hcd  £.hef.d 
at  this  time  without  causing  the  street 
railway  company  to  abandon  East  End 
and  Lakeside  traffic  over  the  eight 
blocks  to  be  improved. 

Mr.  Warren  says  that  if  given  ade- 
quate time  the  company  could  arrange 
for  transportation  around  the  improve- 
ment, but  if  matters  are  to  be  rushed 
the  asphalt  people  will  insist  on  having 
the  street  car  rails  out  of  the  way.  and 
there  will  be  nothing  to  do  but  abandon 
the  service. 

It  is  claimed  that  certain  East  End 
residents  have  already  prepared  to 
start  the  injunction  suit  if  there  is  any 
chance  of  interfering  with  traffic  ar- 
rangements.

Hearings  Begun  In  Case 
Against   Northern   Se- 
curities Company. 

New  New  York,  Sept.  16.— Hearings 
were  begun  here  today  on  the  action  of 
the  United  States  against  tne  Northern 
Securities  company.  Frederick  C.  Inger- 
.soll,  of  St.  Paul,  the  special  examiner  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minnesota  court,  where 
tiie  action  originated,  to  take  testimony, 
explained  that  the  hearings  were  to  be 
held  by  stipulation  of  parties  interested 
and  not  by  his  direction. 

The  attorneys  in  the  case,  including  So- 
licitor General  Richards,  then  held  a  con- 
ference, and  at  its  conclusion  the  follow- 
ing stlpulati^m  wh'cn  had  been  drawn 
was  read  by, Mr.  Richards: 

"It  has  been  stipulated  by  council  for 
the  United  States'and  counsel  for  all  the 
defendants  In  this  case  that  certain  testi- 
mony and  documentary  evidence  hereto- 
fore taken  shall  be  considered  as  taken  in 
the  present  cause.  I,  therefore,  request 
that  you  spread  upon  the  record  a  min- 
ute to  the  effect  that  all  parties  stipu- 
late and  agree  that  the  testimony  of  J. 
J.  Hill,  C.  S.  Mellcn,  J.  C.  Kennedy,  G. 
W.  Perkins,  W.  :P.  Clough,  Jacob  H. 
Schiff,  Charles  Steele  and  J.  P.  Morgan, 
taken  In  the^caseiof  Peter  Power  against 
the  Northeim  Pacific  Railway  company, 
and  also  the-:  testimony  of  E.  H.  Harri- 
man,  taken  before  the  interstate  com- 
merce comrrtissioB  at  Chicago,  III.,  on 
Jan.  25,  lW)a  In  regard  to  consolidations 
and  combinations  of  carriers  subject  to 
an  act  to  regulate  commerce,  including 
the  method  of  association  known  as  tne 
community  of  Interest  plan,  shall  be  con- 
sidered  as    tostimony    In    this    case." 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  examiner  an 
adiournment  was  taken  that  counsel 
might  agree  upon  the  particular  testi- 
mony to  be  received  and  get  the  testi- 
mony In  shape,  and  the  examiner  set 
Sept.  25  for  a  continuation  of  the  hear- 
ing.

Irrigation's  Success   De< 

pends    on    Constant 

Supply  of  Water. 


The  Available  Water  Re- 

sources     Must     Be 

Carefully  Studied.

Washington  Bureau. 

"Washington,  Sept.  16.— (Speci  il  to  The 
Herald.) — The  reclamation  of  arid  lands 
in  the  West,  under  the  recent  legisla- 
tion, one  of  the  most  important  mea- 
sures passed  by  the  last  congress,  in- 
volves an  amount  of  preparation,  be- 
fore actual  reclamation  can  be  under- 
taken, which  is  not  generally  under- 
stood. The  success  of  irrigation  de- 
pends on  the  constant  supply  of  water, 
and  it  is  therefore  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance that  the  available  w*.ter  re- 
sources which  are  to  be  drawn  upon 
should  be  carefully  studied.  For  ex- 
ample, one  of  the  essential  facts  to 
be  first  ascertained  i.s  tlie  amount  of 
flow  which  may  be  expected  at  various 
stages  of  the  streams.  This  factor  is 
of  the  greatest  importance,  for  it  ob- 
viously sets  a  positive  limit  to  the 
acreage  which  can  be  placed  under 
cultivation.  It  is  easy  to  understand 
how  closely  the  low-water  stages 
must  be  scrutinized,  for  the  reason  mat 
they  usually  occur  in  the  midst  of  the 
crop-growing  season,  when  an  abun- 
dant and  constant  supply  of  water  is 
most  needed. 

Another  important  fact  to  be  care- 
fuly  ascertained  is  the  possibility  of 
increasing  the  amount  at  low  stages 
by  impounding  the  spring  and  freshet 
waters,  or  portions  of  them,  in  greac 
storage  reservoirs,  and  the  location 
and  cost  of  such  reservoirs,  some  of 
which  may  •  be  among  the  largest 
structures  of  their  kind  in  the  coun- 
try. 

If  It  were  necessary  to  gather  this 
information  r.fresh  for  the  uses  of  the 
new  leclamation  law,  it  would  be 
some  time  before  it  would  be  possible 
to  commence  the  construction  of 
actual  irrigation  works,  for  it  is  not  a 
simple  matter  to  secure  the  necessary 
data  regarding  the  discharge  and 
regimen  of  the  streams  which  must 
furnish  the  supply.  It  requires  a 
series  of  observations  and  measure- 
ments, made  by  experienced  engineers, 
extending  over  months  and  years; 
and  examinations  of  watersheds,  to 
determine  the  location  of  storage 
reservoirs  and  the  estimation  of  their 
cost,  must  be  carefully  and  deliber- 
ately made.  Fortunately  much  of  this 
work  has  been  already  accomplished 
by  the  division  of  hydrography  of  the 
United  States  geological  survey. 
For  ten  years  or  more  this  organiza- 
tion •  has  been  engaged  in  a  compre- 
hensive study  of  the  country's  water 
resources,  with  special  reference  in  the 
Western  slates  to  the  use  of  the  water 
supply  for  irrigation  purposes,  and  as 
the  result  of  these  years  of  investiga- 
tion the  United  States  geological  sur- 
vey, into  who.se  hands  has  been  placed 
the  engineering  and  construction  work 
of  the  reclamation  law.  has  been  ab'.e 
to  immediately  commence  plans  for 
construction,  saving  years  of  time  and 
hastening  the  day  when  the  reclama- 
tion   of     now     useless     lands    will     he 

accomplished.

From  a  recent  bulletin  issi^ed  by  the 
United  States  geological  survey,  en- 
titled. "A  Gazetteer  of  Cuba,"  com- 
piled by  Henry  Gannett,  geograpiier, 
the  following  suggestive  facts  regard- 
ing the  island  are  taken: 

With  an  acreage  of  44.000  square 
miles  and  a  population  in  1899  of  1,57?.- 
797,  only  3  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the 
island  and  only  10  per  cent  of  the  area 
in  farms  was  under  cultivation.  The 
most  highly  cultivated  portions  of  the 
Island  were  in  Matanzas  and  Habana 
provinces,  which  lie  adjoining  in  its 
western  part,  while  in  Puerto  Piincpe. 
the  large  central  province,  cultivation 
was  comparatively  slight  and  the  land 
was  used  mostly  for  cattle  ranche.s. 
The  crops,  in  the  order  of  areas  culti- 
vated, were:  First,  sugar  care,  occupy- 
ing somewhat  less  than  half  of  the 
cultivated  area;  next,  sweet  potatoes, 
occupying  11  per  cent  of  the  area; 
tobacco,  9  per  cent,  and  bananas  a 
trifle  less  than  9  per  cent.  Tobacco 
and  .sugar  were  grown  in  all  the  iir.- 
vinces.  In  1S99  there  were  in  Cuba  207 
sugar  mills,  with  a  daily  production  of 
61,407    bags. 

Light  is  thrown  on  the  depopulating 
effect  of  war  in  Cuba  by  the  com- 
parison of  the  census  of  1899  with  that 
of  1877.  In  the  latter  year  it  was 
1,631,687,  or  59,000  more  than  twelve 
years  later,  in  1899.  Allowing  for  the

A  new  .'/party"  or  political  organiza- 
tion, known  as  "Vaughan's  justice 
party,"  lias  recently  arisen  in  th-^ 
political  Ilrmament  and  seems  to  be 
destined  to  create  somewhat  of  a  fu- 
rore. The  founder  of  this  unique 
party  is  Hon.  W.  R.  Vaughan,  a  pub- 
lisher in  this  city  and  formerly  a  po- 
litical factor  in  Iowa,  having  been 
mayor  of  Council  Bluffs  for  five  years 
and  holding  other  offices  of  trust.  The 
chief  aim  of  the  Vaughan  justice  party 
is  to  secure  the  passage  by  congre.iiS  of 
a  bill  to  pension  ex-slaves,  and  its 
members  are  pledged  to  vote  only  for 
such  candidates  for  congress  as  may 
in  turn  pledge  themselves  to  aid  in  the 
passage  of  such  legislation.  The  ex- 
slave  pension  bill  has  been  introduced 
in  both  branches  of  past  congresses, 
but  thus  far  has  been  lost  In  pigeon- 
holes in  committees  to  which  it  was 
referred.  The  proposed  measure  is 
framed  for  the  purpose  of  oljtaliiing 
congressional  aid  for  deserving  need.v 
and  decrepid  old  ex-slaves,  and  to 
place  the  burden  of  their  maintenance 
on  the  whole  people  of  the  United 
States,  instead  of  a  few  in  the  old 
slave  states.  It  is  contended  that  the 
entile  country  should  be  contributors 
to  maintain  or  pension  these  former 
slaves  who  have  now  reached  an  ajre 
where  they  are  no  longer  able  to  sup- 
port themselves,  and  are.  in  many  iu- 
stances,    objects    of    charity. 

'The  North  freed  the  slaves,"  says 
Judge  Vaughan,  "at  a  cost  of  millions 
of  dollars  to  their  former  owners,  who 
were  thus  not  only  deprived  of  their 
services,  but  compelled  to  provide  for 
the  indigent  and  infirm,  as  well  as  to 
educate  their  children.  The  justice 
party  is  daily  growing  in  its  member- 
ship, new  leagues  are  being  formed, 
and  the  colored  population  North  as 
well  as  South  are  coming  Into  its  ranks 
in  large  numbers.  As  the  fairne.ss  of 
its  claims  become  apparent,  honest 
white  men,  regardless  of  party,  are 
being  converted  to  its  doctrines.  The 
slogan  of  the  justice  party  might  be 
embodied  in  this  one  sentence:  "The 
North  freed  the  negro  on  high  grounds 
of   morality,    and    both    in    ju.stice    and 

honor  is  bound  to  aid  him.'  '"

Gold  Seekers   Now  Oper- 
ating  In  Canadian 
Field.

Bring  Optimistic  Reports 

of  the  Veins  and 

Essays. 


Blurgoon  Liake  gold  fields  are  the 
latest  niecca  of  gokl  seekers,  and  u 
number  of  Duluth  people  ait  intereste  1 
in  operations  liitre. 

A.  E.  Guerard.  of  Port  Arthur,  is  in 
the  city,  stopping  at  the  St.  Louis,  and 
ht  told  a  Herald  reporter  something  of 
the  new  country  this  morning. 

••Sturgeon  Lake."  he  said,  "is  reached 
over  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  a  canoe 
route  fiom  Port  Arthur.  First,  there 
Is  a  trip  of  153  miles  to  Ignace.  and 
th«n  comes  the  canoe  trip  cf  forty-five 
miles  north  to  the  gold  fields.  There 
are  trtmendously  rich  deposits  there, 
and  when  developments  now  in  prog- 
ress reach  the  proper  point  there  is  gv)- 
Ing  to  be  a  great  boom  there. 

•"There  are  now  three  interests  work- 
ing there,  though  the  country  was  dis- 
covered only  three  years  ago  by  an 
explorer  named  Peter  King.  J.  S. 
Steele,  of  Saginaw;  E.  A.  Shores,  of 
A:^hland,  and  a  man  named  Dawson,  of 
St.  Catherine'.*,  Ont..  are  the  head  men 
of  the  three  mines  that  are  being 
worked  there.  Steele's  proposition  is 
Ihe  bipgest,  and  he  is  said  to  have  $1.- 
000.000  m  ere  in  sight  now.  He  will  put 
In  a  ;;0-stamp  mill  this  winter.  The 
Canadian  government  is  going  to  cut  a 
road  from  Honheur.  sixteen  mtiles  east 
of  Ignace,  into  the  mining  section  this 
winter,    and   supplies   will   go    in    that 


way  after  that.  There  is  plenty  of  tim- 
ber, with  water  power  in  several 
places.  The  formation  of  the  country 
is  entirely  different  from  the  Seine 
rivet  country,  and  the  principal  rocks 
are  porphyry,  granite,  schists,  slate 
and  protegene. 

"The  veins  up  there  run  all  the  way 
from  60  feet  to  IrtW  feet.  Some  of  them 
are  true  fissure  veins,  and  others  are 
little  less  than  dykes  of  gold-bearing 
(luartz.  On  the  Steele  property  the 
Vein  is  from  two  to  six  chains  in  width. 
Some  of  the  shafts  are  down  to  eighty- 
five  feet,  and  the  quality  of  the  ore 
seems  to  improve  with  depth. 

"Dawson's  mine  Is  incorporated  un- 
der the  name  of  the  English  River 
Gold  Mining  company.  He  is  going  to 
have  a  10-stamp  mill  also.  Shores  now 
has  a  2-stamp  mill,  and  he  is  going 
to  put  in  a  10-stamp  mill  during  the 
winter,  so  that  next  spring  there  will 
be  forty  stamps  there.  Steele  is  also 
going  to  put  in  a  sawmill. 

"The  prospectors  are  now  out  in- 
teresting capital  in  the  country.  Steele 
IS  about  the  only  one  with  much  cap- 
ital, and  he  is  going  ahead  on  a  larger 
scale  than  anybody  else.  A.^says  of  the 
rock  there  i  un  all  the  way  from  a  few 
dollars  a  ton  to  thousands  of  dollars.  I 
have  one  assay  of  $3145.97  per  ton,  and 
one  lot  ran  $40,000.  On  one  vein,  68 
feet  wide,  the  assays  showed  an  avcr« 
age  of  I4S.31  per  ton.  while  another 
showed  $112  in  gold  and  61  cents  in 
silver. 

"There  is  no  comparLson  with  ihe 
Rainy  Lake  country.  The  veins  are 
wider,  more  continuous  and  richer.  I 
have  been  all  through  both  section^. 
Government  explorers  took  assays  of 
Steele's  property  last  summer,  and 
they  averaged  $25  per  ton.  A  mill  tost 
was  also  made,  and  that  showed  818 
free  milling,  with  about  $7  in  the  cnn- 
centrates." 

Mr.  Guerard  has  with  him  a  number 
of  specimens  that  show  large  (iuantitie.s 
of  free  gold,  visible  to  the  naked  eye 
In  chunks.  The  samples  are  very 
rich.

There  is  also 
n  de«'i)Iy  pathetic  undertone  which  some- 
times, through  Individual  tragedies,  coinej 
glaringly   to   the   surface.

The  home  of  A.  A.  Hallson,  on  Ver- 
r.'>n  street,  near  the  Ciermun  Lutheran 
ihurch  in  West  Duluth.  was  destroyed 
by  fire  about  7  o'clock  this  morning 
and  several  members  of  the  family 
had  very  narrow  escapes  from  beinjj 
burned  to  death.

Halison  is  a  hard-working  man,  apd 
everything  he  possessed  burned  with 
the  hou.ie,  even  the  clothes,  leaving  the 
family  in  destitute  circumstances.

With  the  assistance  of  all  employed  by 
the  I'anama  road  in  attending  exclusively 
to  their  official  duties,  the  company's  in- 
terests will  be  fully  protecteu.  The  com- 
V>«iny's  representatives  are  endeavoring 
t)  do  whatever  they  can  to  facilitate 
traffic. 

Natives  employed  by  the  Panama  road, 
the  canal  company  and  the  several 
steamship  lines  have  received  passes  to 
go  between  their  homes  and  the  offices 
during  business  hours.  Ice  is  now  being 
supplied  to  the  public,  which  since  Fri- 
day has  been  suffering  from  the  lack 
of  it.

Experiments  to  Be  Made 

By  a   Board   of 

Inquiry. 


From  The  Herald 

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Sept.  1&— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The -board  of  construction  of 
the  navy  department  has  under  con- 
sideration the  advisability  of  conduct- 
ing a  number  of  experiments  which  will 
be  of  considerable  importance  not  only 
to  the  navy  department  itself,  but  to 
the  electrical  world  at  large,  and  w^hich 
may  result  In  the  addition  of  consider- 
able information  to  the  general  knowl- 
edge of  storage  batteries.  The  matter 
Is  one  of  great  importance  to  the 
navy  because  it  closely  concerns  the 
development  of  the  submarine  type  of 
torpedo  boats.  Some  weeks  ago  a  board 
of  inquiry  investigated  an  accident 
whlcn  occurred  on  the  submarine  tor- 
pedo boat  Holland  and  reported  tnat 
the  preponderance  of  evidence  went  to 
show  the  explosion  was  due  to  the 
Ignition  of  hydrogen  gas  given  off  by 
the  storage  battery,  the  cells  of  which 
were  found  to  be  in  a  greatly  deterio- 
rated condition.  The  board  recom- 
mended to  the  board  on  construction 
that  a  series  of  experiments  t)e  con- 
ducted especiglly  with  reference  to  the 
composition  of  gases  given  off  by  .stor- 
age batteries,  the  conditions  under 
which  these  gases  are  given  off,  and 
to  their  explosive  or  non-explosive 
character.  The  report  also  suggested 
the  experiments  should  be  conducted 
with  cells  in  various  stages  of  deterio- 
ration. The  board  of  construction  is 
considering  the  advl.iabllity  of  having 
a  number  of  such  exjteriments  ma<ie, 
and  it  is  believed  It  will  decide  upon  ac 
inquiry  on  these  lines. 

In  discussing  this  question.  Comman- 
der Charles  J.  IJadger.  who  was  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  inquiry,  said: 
"The  literature  on  storage  batteries  Is 
very  limited  and  scarcely  anything  is 
known  of  the  effect  of  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  cells,  and  I  consider  such 
experiments  as  those  recommended  by 
the  board  of  Inquiry  will  result  In  the 
acquiring  of  information  of  great  value 
both  to  the  department  and  to  electri- 
cians. The  preponderance  of  testimony 
before  the  board  was  to  the  effect  th^.t 
the  explosion  was  due  to  gas  generated 
by  the  batteries,  and  what  we  want  to 
know  is  when  a  battery  begins  to  de- 
teriorate and  how   much  danger  there

An  analysis  of  this  market  for  over 
$150,000,000  worth  of. British  products 
shows  that  the  chief  ex')orts  to  Cape 
Colony  consist  of  cotton  piece  goods, 
iron  (wrought  and  unwrought),  coal, 
provisions  of  all  sorts,  and  manufac- 
tured articles,  especially  iipparel  and 
haberdashery.  To  Natal  the  e.xports 
are  similar  to  tho.«e  to  Cape  Colony, 
with  the  exception  of  coal,  of  which  a 
considerable  quantity  is  produced  in 
Natal  Itself.  To  Portuguefe  Africa 
the  shipments  included  cotton,  ma- 
chinery and  other  supplies  chietly  for 
the  Transvaal  and  Orange  River 
Colonies.  To  BritLsh  West  Africa,  cot- 
ton roods,  coal  and  iron  are  the  most 
Important  articles  exported.  To 
Egypt  the  exportatlons  included  cot- 
ton goods  to  the  value  of  $1,086,000; 
coal,  $8,325,000;  iron,  wrought  and  un- 
wrought, $1,630,000.  and  machinery,  in- 
cluding   steam    engines,    $1,935,000. 

The  trade  of  the  Transvaal  seems 
likely  to  prove  an  important  factor, 
especially  in  view  of  the  present  and 
prospective  enlai-gement  of  the  gold 
mining  (operations.  For  the  five 
months  ending  with  May  they  amount- 
ed to  $16,925,000,  against  $4,185,000  in 
the  corresponding  five  months  of  last 
year.  Among  the  more  important  ar- 
ticles exported  from  the  Ignited  King- 
dom to  the  Transvaal  in  the  five 
months  ending  with  May  are  metals 
and  manufactures,  including  agricul- 
tural implements,  $3,956,000;  apparel, 
haberdashery,  etc.,  $2,623,000;  provi- 
sions, inclusive  of  corn  and  dairy  pro- 
ducts, $2,365,000;  corn  and  grain,  in- 
cluding Hour,  meal  and  rice,  $944,000; 
leather  and  manufactures,  including 
saddlery,  boots  and  shoes,  $812,000; 
dairy  products,  $720,000;  drugs  and 
chemlcaKs,  $642,000;  beverages,  in- 
cluding ale,  spirits,  wines  and  mineral 
waters,  $618,000;  wood  and  manufac- 
tures. $574,000.  To  the  Orange  River 
Colony  the  exports  are  much  less,  the 
figures  for  the  first  quarter  of  1902 
being  $1,771,000,  against  $43,5,000  in  the 
corresponding  jtuarter  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Cotton  piece  good.^  alone  form  a  very 
Important  feature  of  British  exports 
to  Africa.  In  1897  they  amounted  to 
$23,763,000.  and  in  19pi  to  $30,381,000.  Of 
this  total  $11,300,000  went  to  Egypt, 
$6,053,000  to  cape  Colony  and  Natal, 
$4,672,000  to  British  West  Africa. 
$3,022,000  to  French  Africa  and  $2,876,-

is  from  its  deterioration.  It  Is  my  idea 
that  such  experiments  could  be  con- 
ducted at  the  New  York  navy  yard  by 
a  government  chemist  or  chemists,  who 
would  begin  with  a  perfectly  new  bat- 
tery and  then  by  replacing  the  good 
plates  with  others  which  had  been  worn 
from  time  to  time,  they  could  in  the 
tnd  havle  a  completery  worn-out  bat- 
tery. In  the  meanwhile  they  could 
watch  the  charging  of  the  battery,  the 
amount  of  gas  thrown  off  in  each 
stage  of  the  experimertt.  the  combii.s- 
tiblilty  of  the  gas  and  the  danger  of 
ignition  from  sparks  from  switciie-^, 
and  the  force  of  the  explosions  of  such 
gases. 

Some  of  the  officers  of  the  navy  be- 
lieve the  submarine  boat  of  the  future 
will  be  operated  entirely  by  storage 
battery  power.  If  this  is  to  be  the 
case,  the  matter  is  one  of  great  Im- 
portance to  the  navy  In  connection  with 
the  development  of  this  typo  of  fight- 
ing vessels,  for  it  is  very  necessary  for 
us  to  know  how  long  our  batteries  are 
to  last  and  their  comparative  value 
from  the  time  of  their  Installation  until 
they  become  worthless.  We  should 
also  know  the  liability  of  danger  trom 
them  and  the  best  means  of  guaraln^ 
against  it.  The  batteries  In  the  Holland 
were  installed  six  years  ago  and  had 
sul)Stantlally  no  repairs  during  the  past 
four  years,  so  that  they  were  in  very 
bad  shape.  Lieut.  Caldwell,  command- 
ing the  Holland,  attributed  the  deterio- 
ration of  the  batteries  to  wear  in  lonjj 
and  Irregular  service.  "The  conditions 
of  service  have  been  such,"  he  said, 
"that  the  battery«wao  used  very  Irregu- 
larly, frequently  charging  and  dis- 
charging twice  a  day  and  frequently 
going  for  weeks  without  discharging. 
As  these  batteries  are  probably  the 
most  expensive  part  of  the  equipment 
of  submarine  boats.  I  think  It  is  a 
matter  on  which  the  navy  department 
should  have  the  fullest  information  pos- 
sible."

The  Importance  of  Africa  as  a  field 
for  the  producers  and  manufacturers 
of  the  United  States  is  illustrated  by 
some  figures  Just  received  by  the 
treasury  bureau  of  statistics,  showing 
the  commerce  of  the  United  Kingdom 
with  Africa.  Considerable  pride  has 
been  felt  in  the  fact  that  the  exports 
from  the  United  States  to  Africa  hav? 
grown  to  $33,000,000  in  the  fiscal  year 
1902,  but  a  comparison  of  these  figures 
with  those  of  the  exports  from  tha 
United  Kingdom  to  that  continent 
shows  that  our  exports  to  Africa  still 
form  a  very  small  proportion  of  the 
Importations  of  the  dark  continent.

LONG  COAL  FAMINE 


Even  If  the  Strike  Ended   at 
Once. 

Chicago.  Sept.  16.— "Should  the  coal 
strike  in  the  anthracite  re'^'lon  be  settled 
tomorrow  there  would  be  a  scarcity  of 
hard  coal  in  the  West  for  the  remainder 
of  the  winter,"  said  Henry  E.  Weaver, 
of  the  Weaver  Coal  company,  last  night. 
"Should  the  strike  be  settled  this  week 
it  would  be  three  weeks  before  a  carload 
could  reach  Chicago.  The  actual  famine 
would  exist  for  month.s,  and  the  sup- 
ply would  be  limited  until  the  cold  weath- 
er gave  way." 

Such  Is  the  outlook  if  the  unexpected— 
the  settlement  of  the  strike— should  oc- 
cur. If  the  strike  is  not  settled  hard 
coal  will  soon  be  a  minimum  (juantity. 
Discussing   the   future,   Mr.    Weaver  said: 

"In  the  mapority  of  the  mines  the  en- 
gineers went  out  with  the  miners.  That 
means  that  the  mines  have  filled  with 
water  and  foul  air.  Uefore  the  mines  can 
be  operated  the  water  will  have  to  be 
pumped  out  and  the  foul  air  blasted  out. 
This  will  require  time.  Just  how  much 
is  not  known.  Prices  are  better  there 
than  they  are  In  the  West,  and  the 
freight   rates   lower. 

"After  the  East  Is  supplied  Chicago 
mav  be  taken  care  of.  The  people  In  the 
East  are  in  worse  straits  than  we  are."

TOO  WEAK 

War  Game  Proves   Coast 

l/efenses  Must  Be 

Strengthened. 
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Searchlights  Fail   to   Do 

the  Work  Expected 

of  Them. 


Lessons  In  Sham  Battle, 

According  to  Naval 

Experts. 


Washington.  Sept.  16.— The  recent 
•rmy  and  navy  maneuvers  near  New- 
port demonstrated,  according  to  naval 
exfieris,  that  that  forts  guarding  the 
entrance  to  Long  Island  sound  are  not 
formidable  enough  to  prevent  a  strong 
hostile  fleet  from  passing  them. 

The  forts  defending  Newport  must 
be  strengthened.  Fort  Wright,  on 
Fishers  island,  is  too  weak  to  defend 
the  entrance    to    the  sound. 

The  war  department  has  already  be- 
gun to  consider  the  miitter  of  im- 
proving the  erficiency  of  Fort  Wrighu 
Its  main  shortcomings  is  in  its  inabil- 
ity to  train  us  guns  on  vessels  moving 
along  the  south  siile  of  Fisher  s  island. 
In  m;iny  ways  the  war  game,  in  the 
the  opinion  of  army  and  navy  experts, 
was  woith  all  it  cost.  Some  theoiies 
were  overturned  and  other  theories 
kere  confirmed  by  the  practical  dem- 
onstration, and  in  addition  to  the  e.x- 
perlence  acquired,  the  war  game  had 
a  valuable  personal  aspect  in  that  it 
brought  into  closer  relations  and  est:ib- 
llshed  a  better  understanding  between 
the  men  who  fight  on  ehore  and  the 
men  who  fight  at  sea.  whose  harmoni- 
ous cc-operatlon  is  necessary  to  in- 
sure the  protection  of  our  coasts  from 
a    foreign   foe. 

It  taught  the  coast  artillerymen  that 
the  must  powerful  searchlights  ar^ 
not  so  elTectlve  as  they  were  believed 
to  be  in  detecting  a  hostile  naval 
foive.  It  showed  the  men  on  the 
ships  that  the  glare  of  the  searchlight 
ashore  was  not  blinding  and  that  it 
assi-sted  instead  of  retarded  the  busi- 
ness   of   aiming    the    guns. 

It  demonstrated  the  skill  and  daring 
of  naval  commanders  in  navigating 
their  ships  in  squudron  formati  »n 
through  dangerous  channels,  without 
lights,  sometimes  when  they  were  un- 
able to  see  ahead  or  astern,  to  star- 
board or  to  port  on  account  of  the 
heavy  pall  of  smoke  that  rose  from  the 
fire  of  the  batteries. 

It  showed  the  danger  of  depending 
on  the  range  finders  and  signal  .'sta- 
tions, upon  which  some  of  the  forts 
relied  for  information  as  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  atiackin.g  squadr>jn 
throughout    an    engagement. 

That  the  forts  defending  Newport 
and  the  eastern  entrance  of  Long 
Island  sound  are  so  situated  that  hos- 
tile ship.s,  lying  under  the  shelter  of 
the  land,  would  be  practically  immune 
from  their  fire  is  the  firm  conviction  of 
the  navy,  but  this  and  other  ques- 
tions must  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  arbitration. 

Certain  rules  have  been  laid  down  as 
a  foundation  for  its  decisions.  It  would 
not  assist  the  layman  in  determining 
the  result  to  explain  these  rules,  for 
they  can  be  applied  only  in  the  light  of 
the  vast  amount  of  informatioc 
turned  over  to  the  arbitrators  by  the 
umpires  and  observers  who  were  on 
every  fighting  ship  and  at  every  fort. 
To  say  that  the  life  of  a  battleship  at 
night  was  rated  at  1200  points  and  that 
the  biggest  gun  in  the  fleet  fired  at  a 
di.sappearing  gun  ashore  counted  190 
points  would  throw  little  light  on  the 
matter. 

It  took  a  certain  number  of  .shells 
from  a  shi:i  to  i)ut  out  a  searchlight, 
and  a  fort  gun  was  to  a  certain  de- 
gree more  effective  than  a  gun  of 
similar  caliber  on  a  ship.  The  arbi- 
trators have  to  take  into  account  all 
such  things,  but  they  have  a  hard  and 
Irksome  task  before  them. 

But  while  It  is  impossible  to  show 
how  each  action  resulted,  an  instance 
of  how  the  rules  of  the  game  were  ap- 
plied may  serve  to  disabuse  the  mind 
Of  the  layman  of  the  Idea  that  no  In- 
telligible   solution   in   obtainable. 

f'ne  of  the  gunboats  wa.s  doing  some 
night  scorning  within  the  radius  of  fire 
of  ."thore  forts.  Suddenly  the  umpire 
aboard  the  vessel  turned  to  the  com- 
cianding  officer  and  ."aid: 
"r*apta:n.  you're  aground?" 
Startled,  the  commander  faltered  out 
an  ir.'iulry,  for  the  vessel  was  still 
moving. 

'•Yes,  you're  aground  on  a  sunken 
barge  which  contains  a  mine,  and  by 
this  time  you're  blown  to  smithereens," 
the  umpire  answered.  And  it  was  so^ 
constructively. 

The  umpire  produced  a  chart  fur- 
nished by  the  army,  and  showed  that 
the  gimboat  had  crossed  a  place  where 
a  barge  had  been  sunk  and  a  mln^ 
placed — all  make-believe,  of  course,  and 
existing  only  on  the  chart,  but  the 
gunboat  was  out  of  It  for  that  night, 
and  it  crept  away  like  the  ghost  of  a 
■hip  that  it  was  supposed  to  be  to  re- 
join the  fleet. 

The  board  of  arbitration  will  have 
tnany  nuts  to  crack.  One  of  these  is 
■whether  the  vessels  in  the  day  attack 
on  the  Newport  forts  en  Friday  were 
really  sheltered  from  the  fire  of  the 
armj's  guns  and  were  so  situated  that 
they  could  drop  shells  into  the  foits. 
Involved  In  this  same  question  Is  an- 
other. How  badly  were  the  fortifica- 
tions injured  by  the  fleet's  fire;  and  If 
injured  at  all,  what  effect  did  this  're- 
duction of  their  efficiency  have  on  their 
ability  to  defend  themselves  when  the 
ships  steamed  past  them  that  night  at 
close  quarters? 

The  umpires  mu.st  also  decide 
■whether  the  troops  at  the  army  signal 
and  range  finding  station  at  Price's 
Keck,  Newport,  had  any  right  to  come 
to  life  and  attack  the  seamen  sent 
ashore  there.  The  Montgomery,  the 
Mayflower,  and  the  Scorpion  had  bom- 
berded  the  station  without  getting  any 
response. 

To  make  things  sure,  the  blue  Jackets 
■were  sent  ashore  under  arms.  Con- 
structively, the  people  in  the  station 
•were  all  dead  or  fleeing  as  fast  as  their 
legs  could  <'arry  them  away  from  the 
ships:  at  least  that  was  the  way  Com- 
mander Patch,  the  senior  officer  of  this 
expedition,  construed  It. 

Uut  when  the  blue  Jackets  got  ashore 
up  popped  an  army  officer  and  a  crowd 
of  soldiers,  who  had  been  In  the  signal 
station,  and  prnceetled  to  make  nrf- 
soners  of  the  naval  landing  paty.  Th^ 
blue  jackets  said  that  no  dead  men 
could  make  them  prtsoners.  The  sol- 
diers swore  that  not  one  of  them  was 
ro  much  .as  wounded.

Ing  protection  for  Canadian  industry 
against  the  inroads  uf  American  and 
other  protected  and  bounty-fed  products, 
his  party  was  shocked.  The  Liberal  newa- 
papers  gently  repudiate  Mr.  Tarte's  ut- 
terances. Much  latitude  has  always  been 
allowed  him.  as  he  ia  not  at  all  amenable 
to  party  discipline.  Still  the  situation 
lacks  little  of  being  Impossible,  in  the 
absence  of  the  premier  In  Kurope,  It  Is 
hard  to  say  what  will  happen  when  the 
absent  ministers  return.  If  Mr.  Tarte 
Were  an  ordinary  minister,  he  would 
have  to  go;  but  he  Is  Sir  Wilfrids  right- 
haad  man  and  an  unmeasured  power  in 
Quebec.  More  than  that,  tariff  revision 
is  on  the  tapis;  and  a  strong  wing  of  the 
Liberal  party  Itself  favors  raising  the 
schedules,  especially  with  a  view  of  keep- 
ing out  American  Imports.  They  arc  quite 
ready  for  reciprocity  with  the  I'nited 
States:  but.  failing  that,  demand  a  "re- 
ciprocity of  tiiriffs."  So  the  Tarte  propa- 
ganda may  succeed.  But  if  he  fails, 
then  he  may  go  out;  and  it  Is  not  likely 
that  he  will  relapse  into  silence.  A  cab- 
inet crisis  could  hardly  fall  to  follow  his 
retirement,  to  be  followed  in  turn  by 
some  exceedingly   lively   politics.

on  the  progress  of 
the  electrical  industries,  published  in  The 
Herald  a  few  days  ago.  Is  worth  preserv- 
ing for  future  reference.  The  bulletin 
contains  the  interesting  mrormation  that 
the  average  annual  expenditure  for  elec- 
trical apparatus  and  service  in  this  coun- 
try is  $7  per  capita,  or  as  much  as  Is  ex- 
pended for  bread.  This  apparatus  and 
service  consists  of  electric  cars,  the  tele- 
graph and  telephone,  electric  lights,  elec- 
tric power,  manufacture  of  metals  and 
chemicals  by  electricity,  medical  elec- 
trical appliances  such  as  the  X-ray,  etc. 
All  the  waterfalls  are  being  harnessed  to 
run  dynamos.  A  network  of  electric 
railways  Is  being  constructed  all  over  the 
country.  Hou.sea,  hotels  and  public  Insti- 
tutions obtain  light,  power,  warmth  and 
coolness  from  electricity.  There  is  a  tele- 
phone to  every  forty  people  In  the  coun- 
try as  a  whole,  and  one  to  every  twelve 
people  In  San  Francisco,  which  leads  the 
world  as  a  telephone  user.  This  may 
properly  be  called  an  electric  age.  but 
this  science  is  still  in  its  infancy.  What 
are  the  wonders  of  the  present  day  com- 
pared with  those  that  must  come  fifty 
years  h..'nce  at  the  present  rate  of  prog- 
ress? It  is  known  that  heat,  light  and 
electricity  arc  transmutable.  and  the  ob- 
taining of  all  electric  energy  direct  from 
the  sun's  heat  is  not  only  a  possibility 
but  a  probability  of  the  near  future. 
When  this  is  accomplished,  an  electric 
age  will  set  In  such  as  has  never  been 
pictured    by    any   scientific   dreamer. 


A  WISE  POLICY. 

That  President  Roosevelt  is  not  as 
tender-hearted  as  was  his  predecessor, 
the  late  William  McKinley.  is  demon- 
strated by  the  way  he  ha.s  exercised 
his  rights  in  executive  clemency  In 
connection  with  the  punishment  of  of- 
fenders against  the  United  States  laws. 
Mr.  Roosevelt  has  exercised  this  power 
with  a  sparing  hand.  In  the  year  that 
he  has  been  president  he  has  exercised 
clemency  in  only  103  cases,  and  al- 
though the  applications  for  mercy  re- 
ceived by  him  have  been  almost  twice 
as  many  as  those  sent  to  President 
McKinley  in  the  last  year  of  the  lat- 
ter's  occupancy  of  the  White  House, 
President  Roosevelt  granted  only  about 
half  as  many  as  did  his  predecessor  in 
twelve  months.  President  Roosevelt 
has  adopted  a  stern  policy  with  re- 
gard to  evildoers,  and  rejects  appli- 
cation after  application  pleading  for 
pardon.  He  is  especially  rough  oq  men 
who  have  been  convicted  of  serious 
offenses,  nearly  all  of  the  pardons  that 
he  has  granted  being  for  comparatively 
minor  crimes. 

The  president  exercised  his  right  to 
extend  executive  clemency  for  the  first 
time  on  Sept.  24,  1901,  when  he  par- 
doned a  soldier  who  had  been  convict- 
ed of  desertion  from  the  United  States 
army.  The  man  was  Wiiliam  li.  Boyle, 
who  had  been  sentenced  to  dishonor- 
able discharge  and  imprisonment  for 
eighteen  months.  The  latter  sentence 
was  commuted  to  one  year  and  he  iiad 
practically  served  it  out  when  the 
president  pardoned  him  in  order  to 
restore  his  civil  rights.  The  great  bulk 
of  pardons  ordered  by  the  president 
have  been  for  such  offenses  against  the 
federal  laws  as  perjury,  forgery  and 
larceny.  He  has  approved  the  appli- 
cation of  but  one  murderer,  and  that 
was  an  old  Indian  who  had  served 
twenty  years  of  the  life  sentence. 
With  Mr.  McKinley  this  was  different. 
His  kindly  and  forgiving  nature  was 
apparent  in  the^liberal  use  he  made  of 
executive  clemeney.  In  the  last  year 
of  his  occupancy  of  the  White  House 
he  exercised  this  privilege  in  226  cases, 
as  against  103  by  President  Roosevelt. 
Of  the  total  of  226.  absolute  pardons 
were  granted  in  107  cases.  33  of  these 
being  on  account  of  the  ill  health  of 
the  applicants.  Among  those  to  be 
pardoned  by  President  McKinley  in  his 
last  year  as  president  were  one  mon 
convicted  of  murder  and  three  convict- 
ed of  manslaughter.  Out  of  a  total  of 
343  applications  for  executive  clemency 
received  by  President  McKinley  in  a 
single  year  he  denied  only  117. 

It  is  well  to  be  forgiving  and  genor- 
ous.  but  after  the  courts  have  pa.ssed 
on  a  case,  there  should  be  some  ex- 
cellent reason  before  the  executive 
should  interfere.  The  policy  of  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  in  keeping  down  tne 
pardons  is  to  be  commended.

by  his  radical  advocacy  of  a  protective 
policy  that  would  rank  with  that  of  the 
United  States.  He  believes  that  this 
country  with  its  60  per  cent  tariff  fur- 
nishes the  greatest  example  of  commer- 
cial prosperity  the  world  has  ever  known 
and  Is  trying  hard  to  have  the  policy 
esp<~>used  in  his  country.  This  policy  has 
always  been  advocated  by  the  Conserva- 
tives and  the  stand  of  Mr.  Tarte  has 
eaused  a  split  in  the  ranjj^s  of  the  Lib- 
•rals.  Although  the  professed  policy  of 
the  Liberal  party  Is  to  reduce  the  tariff 
gradually  in  the  direction  of  free  trade, 
the  action  of  that  party  since  it  assumed 
power  in  1896  has  not  l)een  very  strong  in 
that  direction.  The  party  was  not  pre- 
pared, however,  for  the  advocacy  by  Mr. 
Tarte  of  a  policy  looking  towards  further 
protection  for  Canadian  industries.  The 
minister  of  public  works  is  the  most 
active  man  in  Canadian  public  life  today. 
He  Is  a  keen  observer,  and  Is  |renerally 
believed  to  be  one  of  the  best  gangers  of 
public  opinion  in  this  country.  When  he

THE  BLAINE-BOND  TREATY. 

Sir  Roi>ert  Bond,  the  premier  of  New- 
foundland, was  in  Washington  a  few 
days  ago  and  called  on  Acting  Secre- 
tary Adee.  As  far  as  can  be  learned 
the  visit  was  purely  social,  and  no 
mattei^  of  state  were  discussed.  Sir 
Robert  Bond  has  made  no  secrecy  of 
the  fact  that  he  desires  to  brin^  to  a 
successful  conclusion  the  Blaine- Bond 
treaty,  drawn  up  some  twelve  years 
ago  between  the  United  States  and 
Newfoundland,  and  at  the  proper  time 
will  present  the  matter  in  due  form. 
This  treaty  is  one  of  reciprocuy  simply, 
and  virtually  exchanges  bait  for  mar- 
kets. By  the  old  Bond-Blaine  conven- 
tion Newfoundland  was  to  cancel  the 
fees  and  restrictions  now  applying  to 
the  American  fishermen  who  desire  halt 
if  we  would  abrogate  the  import  duties 
on  Newfoundland  fish.  When  this  in- 
strument was  ready  for  ratification 
Canada  protested  on  the  ground  that 
she  had  been  a  party  to  it.  The  Salis- 
bury cabinet  of  1890  accordingly  agreed 
to  withhold  imperial  ratification  to  the 
draft  of  the  convention  in  order  that 
Canada  might  have  an  opportunity  to 
effect  a  :<imilar  arrangement  with  the 
United  States.  The  understanding  was 
that  If  she  failed  to  do  this  within  a 
reasonable  time  the  British  cabinet 
would  no  longer  withhold  assent  to  the 
Newfoundland  convention.  Twelve 
years  have  elapsed  and  nothing  has 
been  accomplished  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States. 

Sir  Robert  Bond  evidently  thinks  it 
now  time  to  cut  loose  from  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  of 
which  Newfoundland  is  not  a  part,  and 
see  what  can  be  done  for  his  impover- 
ished colony  by  dealing  with  the  United 
States.  The  contention  of  twelve  years 
ago  that  Newfoundland  fish  would  not, 
to  any  great  extent,  invade  our  mar- 
kets, suggests  at  once  the  question, 
Why,  then,  do  the  Newfoundlanders 
want  them?  It  would  be  better  to 
acknowledge  on  all  sides  that  there 
would  be  a  considerable  Importation  of 
fish,  especially  with  the  improvements 
in  cold  storage  facilities  made  in  recent 
years.  But  the  question  then  arises 
whether    the    American    i>eople  wouia 


like  a  little  cheaper  and  more  abundant 
supply  of  fish,  even  at  the  risk  of  di- 
verting or  otherwise  injuring  their  own 
fishing  Interests  more  than  these  would 
be  profited  'by  the  privilege  of  free  bait. 
It  Is  probable  also  the  American  manu- 
facturers might  gain  some  preferential 
advantages  in  getting  their  goods  Into 
Newfoundland.  How  would  the  Ameri- 
can people  feel  about  such  a  reciprocity 
scheme? 

li  is  safe  to  say  that  the  fishing 
interest  of  New  England,  centering 
about  Gloucester,  would  resist  such  a 
treaty,  tooth  and  nail.  They  are  gel- 
ting  along  very  well  now  and  would 
fear  that  Newfoundland  would  prove 
but  an  entering  wedge  to  other  Cana- 
dian fish,  if.  Indeed,  there  were  a 
practicable  administrative  method  of 
separating  that  part  taken  by  Nova 
St>otians  from  that  of  the  Newfound- 
landers. These  Gloucester  fishing  in- 
terests alone  are  not  powerful,  but 
they  have  in  every  emergency  in  the 
past  been  able  to  rally  enough  support 
to  control  the  situation.  It  seems  to  be 
the  policy  of  the  administration  not  to 
open  the  reciprocity  door  by  negotiat- 
ing and  treaties  of  that  nature,  and  it 
looks  as  though  the  Newfoundland 
premier  would  fare  poorly  for  the  pres- 
ent at  least. 


A  newspaper  at  Springfield,  O.,  wrote 
to  Tom  Johnson  asking  If  ho  was  a  can- 
didate for  governor  and  for  president, 
and  his  reply  was  as  follows:  "I  ajn  not 
a  candidate  for  anything  except  for  may- 
or next  spring.  It  la  my  belief  that  my 
field  of  usefulness  lies  very  close  to  the 
city  of  Cleveland."  This  should  put  at 
rest  the  reports  that  he  Is  aspiring  to  be 
the  next  Democratic  candidate  for  presi- 
dent. But  It  does  not  debar  him  from 
accepting  the  nomination,  if  tendered. 

A  trial  was  recently  made  in  Austria 
to  decide  in  how  short  a  time  living  trees 
could  be  converted  Into  newspapers.  At 
Elsenthal  at  7:35  In  the  morning  three 
trees  were  sawed  down;  at  9:34  the  wood, 
haVlng  been  stripped  of  bark,  cut  up  and 
converted  Into  pulp,  became  paper,  and 
passed  from  the  factory  to  the  press, 
whence  the  first  printed  and  folded  copy 
was  issued  at  10  o'clock.  So  that  In  145 
minutes  the  trees  had  become  newspap- 
ers.

Ned  Schofleld  and  I  were  classmates  in 
college,  members  of  the  same  fraternity 
and  studying  for  the  same  profewion,  me- 
chanical engineering. 

Schofield  was  slightly  built,  hunch- 
backed, shy,  poor  in  pocket,  but  unusual- 
ly well-equipped  mentally.

Schofleld  laughingly  said  that  he  con- 
sidered discretion  the  better  part  of  valor 
and  always  took  the  most  extraordinary 
precautions  against  accidents  becau.se  he 
knew  that  he  would  be  of  little  use  physi- 
cally and  did  not  feel  at  all  sure  that  he 
would  retain  enough  presence  of  mind  to 
be  mentally  helpful  in  an  emergency.

Schofleld  wa.s  dead  against  us.  rie 
claimed  for  Oriental  occultism  unrnea^- 
ured  power,  and  for  our  own  pet  phaoe, 
hypnotism,  a  rapid  growth  in  usefuln33S 
His  tales  of  experiments  he  had  seen 
passed  our  belief,  and  when  he  said  he 
meant  to  give  the  whole  subject  closer 
study    as   soon   as   time  and   opportunity 

should  serve,  we  were  '^^^*^''^/'^'^,„^.,fi!J 
an  otherwise  sane  and  sound  sclentltic 
man  gone  wrong  on  one  Ppmt.  I  am 
sure  there  was  not  a  man  in  that  party 
but  Schofleld  himself  being  put  to  sleep 
against  his  will  or  who  could  be  induced  to 
believe  that,  if  he  consented  to  go  to 
sleep,  anv  man  could  force  him  to  do 
things  while  asleep  that  he  could  not  or 
would  not  do  when  awake. 

The  discretion  was  thoroughly  good 
humored,  so  much  so  in  fact  that  we 
dared  Schofield  to  give  us  ocular  proof. 
Promising  to  show  us  some  interesting 
sights  next  evening.  Springer  the  most 
bumptious  man  in  the  crowd,  offered  him- 
self as  a  likelv  subject  and  was  accepted 
amid  the  plaudits  of  the  others 

The  mouth  of  the  tunnel  was  in  a  small 
public  park  or  square  not  far  from  the 
Business  center  of  the  city.

W'e  would  have  to  come 
back  here  in  any  event,  and  while  the 
seeing  will  not  be  nearly  so  good  as  it 
was,  still  it  will  be  a  heap  more  interest; 
ing  than  sitting  still  and  merely  waiting. 

Well,  we  did  just  that,  and  I  don't 
believe  any  of  us  so  much  as  guessed 
the  real  danger  we  were  in  or  the  amount 
of  time  we  spent  going  clear  to  the  un- 
finished part  of  the  tunnel  and  back  again 
—we  were  so  thoroughly  interested  in 
looking  at  the  amazing  difficulties  he 
had  encountered  and  aurmounted.  1 
think  Schofield  himself  haTl  forgotten  our 
plight  in  his  interest  in  the  subject,  en- 
hanced, doubtless  by  the  keen  sympathy 
of  his  limited  but  appreciated  audience.

THE  BEAR  FACTS. 


Bay  City  Tribune:  Duluth  is  a  splendid 
modern  city,  finely  built  and  firmly  es- 
tablished, growing  and  destined  to  grow 
until  It  becomes  one  of  the  greatest  cities 
In  America.  But  it  has  some  troubles 
peculiarly  its  own.  and  one  of  the  latest 
is  ap  epidemic  of  bears.  From  this, 
trouble  Is  "bruin,"  and  likely  to  continue. 

Wild  bears,  hairy,  hungry  and  alive, 
walk  in  from  the  surrounding  country  and 
promenade  the  boulevards.  Within  a  few 
months  fourteen  of  these  have  been  snot 
and  killed,  one  at  a  time,  within  the  city 
limits.  People  out  at  night  meeting  a 
shaggy  animal  on  the  sidewalk,  know 
not  at  first  whether  to  welcome  it  as  a 
Newfoundland  dog  or  dodge  It  as  a  bear. 
Growls  heard  at  night  may  be  a  neigh- 
boring husband  reproving  his  wife,  or 
a  wild  bear  on  the  doorstep.  Children 
need  no  zoological  gardens  wnen  t>ears 
caper  on  the  lawns  or  gamliol  in  tho 
school  playgrounds. 

So  far  the  bears  have  been  the  victims, 
and  not  the  people,  but  the  mysterious 
disappearance  of  a  few  children  may^at 
any  time  prove  the  tables  turned.  Bear 
meat  is  good,  and  the  meat  trust  stands 
a  poor  show  in  a  city  where  meat  walks 
out  of  the  woods  and  delivers  Itself  alive 
and  fresh  at  the  kitchen  door.  Furs  are 
al.so  useful  In  that  region,  and  bear  skins 
(not  bare  sktns)  make  warm  rugs  and 
robes. 

But  there  Is  one  danger.  When  winter 
sets  In  and  ladies  wear  furs,  how  Is  a 
man  after  dark  to  know  whether  the 
creature  he  meets  is  his  best  girl  or  a 
furry  visitor  from  the  forest?  And  if 
the  bear  hugs  him  the  illusion  would  be 
at  first  more  complete  though  later  rude- 
ly  dispelled.

Extension  of  the   Water 
and  Sewerage  Sys- 
tems Begun. 

Cass  Lake,  Minn..  6ept.  16.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  work  preliminary  to 
the  extension  of  the  sewer  system  of 
the  village  of  Citss  L.4ike  and  also  the  put- 
ting in  of  additional  water  mains  has 
been  commenced  under  the  supervision 
of  J.  Henry  Kit*,  a  civil  engineer  of  dt. 
Paul,  who  with  a  crew  of  men  is  making 
a  survey  of  the  proposed  route  ot  the 
new  sewer  and  taking  the  levels  of  the 
same.  .\t  a  meeting  of  the  village  coun- 
cil, that  body  voted  to  extend  tne  pres- 
ent Sewer,  which  is  a  very  small  aitair, 
irom  its  present  terminus  to  an  outlet 
in  a  small  stream  south  of  the  village.  A 
sewer  from  the  Kndion  hotel  to  the  rail- 
r'lad  tracks  was  constructed  two  years 
ago,  the  terminus  being  In  a  cess"  pool 
I  near  the  tracks.  This  cess  pool  had  be- 
come filled  to  overflowing  and  menaced 
;  the  health  of  the  citizens.  At  the  ses- 
j  sion  of  congress  of  190<)  an  act  was  passed 
i  authorizing  the  villa,<e  of  Cass  L^ke  lo 
construct  a  sewer  across  the  Indian  res- 
ervation from  the  south  side  of  the  town- 
site  to  the  creek  above  mentioned.  As 
soon  as  the  levels  are  secured  and  the 
route  definitely  determined,  the  work  of 
construction  will  be  at  once  commenced. 
This  outli't  will  undoubtedly  be  the  nuc- 
leus of  an  extensive  sewer  system  for 
the  entire  village,  which  will  l)e  con- 
structed later.  An  extensUm  of  the  water 
mains  of  the  village  is  also  contemplated, 
to  take  in  the  south  side  of  the  railroad 
track,  where  there  is  at  present  no 
water  service,  better  fire  protection  for 
that   vicinity    being   contemplated.

A.  P.  Martin,  an  American,  who  had  long 
tilled   the   position. 

The  United  States  steamer  Artl»usa  ar- 
rived at  Suez,  Monday,  on  her  way  home 
from  Manilla. 

Cabling  from  Vienna,  the  correspondent 
of  the  Daily  Chronicle  says  a  telegram 
has  been  received  from  Belgrade.  Servia, 
announcing  the  arrest  of  M.  Sarafoff, 
president  of  the  revolutionary  Macedonia 
committee,  who  has  been  in  hiding  for 
some  time   past.

Washington.  Sept.  16.— Cablegrams 
from  Havana  state  that  $31,000,000  of 
the  proi>osed  loan  of  $:{5,000,000  will  bo 
devoted  to  discharging  the  obliga- 
tions contracted  during  the  revolution 
and  paying  the  Cuban  army.  The 
officials  do  not  know  on  what  basis 
the  claims  of  the  members  of  the  Cu- 
ban army  will  be  paid,  but  five  or  six 
loans  of  the  size  of  the  one  now  con- 
templated   would    be    required    to    pay 

all    the    bills    presented    on    behalf    of 
the    followers    of    Gen.    Gomez.        The 
story    of    the    claims    of    that    much 
'  talked    about   organization,   the  Cuban 
army,     makes       Interesting       reading. 
Nearly  every  one  recalls  the  contempt 
with  which  most  pf  the  United  States 
regulars    looked    upon    the    ragged    in- 
surgents  who  were  at  Santiago  under 
the  Cuban  flag.  A  few  of  our  officers, 
however,    were    willing    to   admit    that 
the  insurgents  rendered  effective  work. 
All  agreed  that  it  was  simply  astonish- 
ing   the    way    the    "army"    multiplied 
after   the   suirender  of  the   Spaniards, 
and  it  was  almost  impossible  to  locate 
a  native  who  did  not  have  a  long  list 
of  dead  Spaniards  to  his  credit  at  the 
time    Robert    P.    Porter    arrived        in 
-Havana  with  $3,0u0,000     to      distribute 
among    the    members    of    the    Cuban 
army.       The  size  of  the  Cuban  army, 
as  reported  by  the  leading  officers,  was 
"rather  startling,"  to  quote  the  words 
of    Mr.    Porter   in    his    report    to       the 
president.       But  since  1898   that  army 
has   grown  .still  larger,   and   now   tha* 
there  is  a  prospect  of  paying  out  mil- 
lions   of   dollars    to   the   former    insur- 
gents, it  is  not  known  when  the  limit 
will    be    reached.       Mr.    Porter       was 
startled  when  he  was  told  by  promin- 
ent Cubans  that  over  45.000  men  were 
duly    enrolled    in    the    Insurgent    army 
and   that  more  than  $57,000,00  was  due 
them   in  unpaid   wages.      But  there  Is 
another  official  enrollment  of  the  Cu- 
ban   army    at    the    war       department, 
made  up  comparatively  recently,  which 
places  the  number  at  practically  70,000. 
The   list    of    this   army    looks    like       a 
censios   of    the    island.       Shortly    after 
the  (declaration  of  peace  in   the  island 
of  Cuba,   the   president   was   told       by 
Robert  P.  Porter,  who  was  sent  to  the 
island  to  make  a  special  report  of  con- 
ditions there,  that  the  most  important 
thing  to  do  to  bring  about  the  pacifica- 
tion of  the  inland  was  to  pay  some  of 
the    impoverished    soldiers    the    money 
that  was  due  to  them.      The  president 
accordingly    set    aside    $3,000,000    from 
the    national    defense    fund,    and    this 
was  sent  to  the  island  for  distribution 
among    the    insurgents.        When     Mr. 
Porter  arrived  with  the  money  he  was 
met  by  a  delegation  of  prominent  Cu- 
bans,   Including    Gen.    M.    Gomez    and 
Gen.   Sanguily,  with  a  statement   that 
the    number    of    unpaid    soldiers    was 
4,'..031,    and    that    $57,304,380    had       ac- 
crued to  them  in  the  way  of  pay.  The 
list  of  officers  and  men.  together  with 
the  pay   claimed   for  them,   is  as   fol- 
lows:

ended."  Gen.  Roff  guarantees  the 
accuracy  of  the  list  on  the  "honor- 
ability  of  each  of  those  chiefs"  who  as- 
sisted him  in  picking  up  the  names  of 
those  who  were  under  arms  at  the  end 
of  the  war.  It  Is  just  as  well  to  state 
that  officers  at  the  war  department 
laugh  at  this  roster  and  say  that  it  is 
all  rot.  One  officer  who  was  In  Cuba 
at  the  time  the  $3,000,0oo  ..--  being  dis- 
tributed tells  of  a  laborer  about  the 
streets  of  Havana  who  loudly  claimed 
three  years'  back  pay  was  due  him. 
The  man  profes.^ied  to  have  killed 
scores  of  Spandards,  yet  could  not  give 
the  name  of  his  company  officer  or  of 
tho.se  of  the  regiment  in  which  he 
claimed  to  have  served,  and  his  mind 
was  also  a  blank  regarding  battles.  It 
is  generally  thought  that  the  "roster" 
will  be  very  liberally  revised,  and  that 
the  blue  pencil  will  be  run  through 
about  half  of  the  pages.  At  the  time  it 
was  compiled  it  was  thought  that  the 
Ignited  States  would  pay  the  claims  of 
the  army,  but  now  that  the  money  is  to 
come  out  of  the  Cuban  treasury  a  dif- 
ferent tune  will  be  sung. 


PEARY  FOUND. 


Arctic    Explorer    at  La- 
brador on  His  Way 
Home. 

New^  York,  Sept.  16.— Herbert  L. 
Bridgman.  secretary  of  the  Peary 
Arctic  club,  received  a  dispatch  yes- 
terday from  Lieut.  R.  E.  Peary,  the 
Arctic  explorer,  dated  Chateau  Bay, 
Labrador.  Lieut.  Peary  says  in  the 
dispatch  that  he  is  on  his  way  home 
on  the  relief  ship  Windward,  and  that 
all  on  board  are  well. 

Beyond  that  contained  In  the  dis- 
patch received  today,  Mr.  Bridgman 
ha.s  no  information  as  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  explorer,  who  sailed  with 
his  expedition  to  the  north  pole,  July  4, 
ls98.  Mr.  Bridgman  left  Lieut.  Peary 
at  Cape  Sabina  on  the  29th  of  Augnst, 
1901.  The  relief  ship  Windward  left 
New  York  in  July  last  to  find  the 
Feary  expedition  and  has  evidently 
been  successful.

Mr.  Porter  informed  the  president 
that  the  claims  of  the  Cubans  were  im- 
possible, representing  that  the  rate  of 
pay  promised  to  both  officers  and  men 
was  higher  than  that  paid  in  the 
United  States  army.  However,  if  Com- 
missioner Porter  considered  the  claims 
of  the  Cuban  army  In  1898  to  be  "Im- 
possible," his  characterization  of  their 
claims  three  years  later  would  be 
much  stronger.  The  roster  of  the 
Cuban  army,  now  at  the  war  depart- 
ment, makes  a  fonnidable  looking  book, 
considerably  larger  than  one  of  Uncle 
Sam's  blue  books  of  federal  employes. 
The  book  Is  about  a  foot  and  a  half 
long,  and  thick  in  proportion.  Over 
1000  closely  printed  pages  are  covered 
with  names  of  persons  who  are  said  to 
have  been  duly  enrolled  in  the  Cuban 
army.  In  all  there  were  69,718  men, 
each  of  whom  claims  from  one  to  three 
years"  pay.  An  American  army  officer 
looked  at  this  roster  for  a  few  mo- 
ments, took  a  bit  of  paper  and  a  pencil 
and  did  some  figuring.  "On  the  basis 
that  every  third  man  is  an  officer,"  he 
said,  "that  Is  20,000  unpaid  offlcers.  The 
average  of  $3000  a  year  Is  a  fair  one. 
which  would  make  $60,000,000  as  the  pay 
roll  of  the  Cuban  arnjy  for  one  year. 
If  the  officers  are  to  gfet  pay  for  three 
years  back,  this  will,  make  $180,000,000 
that  1.=?  coming  to  them,  with  the  enlist- 
ed men  yet  to  be  accounted  for."

Lives  Were  Lost  In  Ex- 
plosion at  Big  Four 
Mine. 

North  Fork,  W.  Va.,  Sept.  16.— A  gas 
and  powder  explosion  occurred  in  the 
Bijg  Four  mine  of  the  Aigona  Coal  and 
Coke  company  here  yesterday  as  the 
result  of  which  James  Lester,  an  engi- 
neer; John  Reccki,  a  Hungarian  miner, 
and  /ifteen  negro  miners  are  known  to 
be  imprisoned  in  the  mine. 

The  last  one  of  the  seventeen  miners 
killed  by  the  explosion  was  brought  out 
of  the  mine  at  11  o'clock  last  night.  All 
day  the  mine  superintendent,  with  his 
force  of  men,  worked  to  reach  the  im- 
prisoned men.  At  10  o'clock  they 
reached  the  place  of  the  explosion,  and 
several  of  the  rescuers  were  overcome 
by  the  deadly  gas  and  brought  out  un- 
conscious. 

This  disaster,  coming  so  closely  after 
the  end  of  the  coal  strike  in  this  field, 
will  probably  cause  a  suspension  of 
mining  in  this  comm^unity,  as  the  men 
have  not  yet  lost  that  spirit  of  discon- 
tent of  which  the  strike  was  the  re- 
sult. 

The  explosion  is  said  to  have  been 
caused  by  an  accumulation  of  gas 
catching  fire  from  the  lamp  of  a  miner 
who  was  going  to  work,  and  this, 
in  turn,  fired  six  kegs  of  blasting  pow- 
der that  had  been  stored  back  in  the 
mine. 

The  explosion  knocked  down  all  of 
the  brattices  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
back  towards  the  mine  entrance,  thus 
cutting  out  all  of  the  air  from  the  men 
imprisoned  behind   the  debris. 

There  was  a  small  gas  explosion  in 
this  mine  Saturday  last,  and  Mine  Su- 
perintendent A.  I.  Stuart  says  he  had 
personally  cautioned  the  men  who 
worked  In  the  mine  not  to  attempt  to 
work  until  the  air  had  been  tested  by 
a  safety  lamp. 


STABBED  BY  WAITER. 

Sf.  Paul    Man~Is    Probably 
Fatally  Injured. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  16.— William  B.  Tra- 
vers  was  probably  fatally  stabbed 
last  night  by  William  Gibbs,  a  waiter 
in  a  local  cafe.  Travers  and  four 
companions  had  gone  into  the  cafe 
and  given  an  order  which  the  waiter 
did  not  attend  to  with  the  promptness 
which  they  thought  necessary.  The 
party  got  into  a  wrangle,  words  lead- 
ing to  blows  and  finally,  it  is  said, 
Gibbs  drew  a  knife  and  sailed  into 
the  crowd,  stabbing  Travers  fatally 
and  his  four  companions  less  seriously. 
Gibbs  is  under  arrest.

MEETING 


Important      Matters     to 
Come  Before  Com- 
mercial Club. 


Subjects    In   Which    All 

Citizens  Have  Wide 

Interest. 


Two  Important  Commit- 
tees Named  By  Pres- 
ident Patrick. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Commer- 
cial club,  of  Duluth,  will  be  held  in  the 
club  rooms  tomorrow  evening,  and  in 
view  of  the  many  important  matters 
that  will  be  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  club,  special  effort  is  being  made 
to  secure  a  large  representation.  Now 
that  the  summer  season  is  over,  it  is 
believed  that  many  of  the  business  men 
who  were  unable  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings will  take  fresh  interest  in  the 
progress  of  the  club.  The  past  summer 
has  been  a  very  active  season  for  the 
Duluth  Commercial  club,  and  there  is 
still  a  large  amount  of  work  mapped 
out  for  the  organization,  with  which 
tne  officers  of  the  cluV*  feel  that  the 
members  should  be  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  commit- 
tees have  been  investigating  various 
prepositions  that  have  been  suggested 
for  the  Indorsement  of  the  club,  many 
of  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
good  of  the  city  and  its  commercial  in- 
terests. Detailed  reports  that  cannot 
fail  to  interest.  In  view  of  the  tho- 
roughness of  the  investigations,  will  be 
presented  for  discussion,  and  to  be 
acted  on  by  the  club. 

Among  the  subjects  that  will  be  cov- 
ered by  committee  report  is  the  maii 
service  to  points  west  and  north  of 
Grand  Forks,  from  Duluth;  oetter 
Etreet  lighting  and  general  cleanliness 
of  the  city,  streets  and  alleys;  special 
rates  on  the  railroads  entering  Duluth 
during  the  St.  Louis  county  fair:  spe- 
cial arrangements  with  the  railroads 
by  which  passenger  traffic  irom  the 
western  part  of  the  state  to  the  Twin 
Cities  may  be  routed  at  certain  sea.sons 
of  the  year  by  way  of  Duluth;  the  pro- 
posed naval  training  station:  increased 
laclHtles  for  handling  the  Chicago  and 
Eastern  mall;  to  insure  quicker  deliv 
ery;  excursion  business  into  Duluth 
during  the  past  season,  and  that  con- 
templated the  coming  year,  also  the 
entertainment  of  visitors  from  outside 
points:  inducements  that  might  be  held 
Out  for  the  bringing  to  Duluth  of  vari- 
ous conventions:  ways  and  means  of 
advertising  the  city  and  for  bringing 
to  Duluth  of  manufacturing  concerns; 
numerous  ref|uests  from  other  commer- 
cial bodies  for  indorsement  of  memori- 
als that  are  to  be  presented  congress, 
and  many  other  matters  of  no  less  in- 
terest. 

The  time  Is  approaching  when  the 
Commercial  club  will  soon  move  into 
Its  new  quarters  in  the  Frerker  build- 
ing, adjoining  the  Spalding  hotel,  and 
there  are  several  matters  of  import- 
ance connected  with  the  change  that 
are  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
entire  membership. 

President  F.  A.  Patrick  has  an- 
nounced the  personnel  of  two  more 
Important  committees.  The  appoint- 
ments were  really  made  some  time  ago, 
and  the  committees  hnve  been  workitig 
quitely  on  reports  of  special  interest  to 
Duluth    people,    and    which   are    to    be 


presented  for  discussion  Wednesday 
evening. 

The  committee  to  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  large  manufacturing  con- 
cerns the  resources  of  this  locality,  to 
show  the  desirability  of  Duluth  as  a 
location  for  manufacturing  enterprises, 
ar.d  also  as  a  distributing  point,  is  com- 
prised of  .\!ex  McDougail.  chairman: 
J.  L.  Washburn.  Herbert  Warren,  J.  C. 
Hunter  and  A.  L.  Ordean. 

The  committee  on  advertising  Duluth 
is  comprised  of  George  H.  Crosby, 
chairman;  John  Panton,  S.  C.  Jackson, 
T.  A.  Merritt  and  W.  B.  Silvey. 

So  far  as  known  at  the  present  time, 
tliere  will  be  but  one  more  important 
excursion  to  Duluth  this  season,  and 
that  is  the  visit  of  the  superintendents 
of  railway  bridges  and  buildings,  which 
will  be  made  next  month.  This  excur- 
sion come  under  rather  different  cir- 
tunistanf-es  than  most  do.  from  the  fact 
that  the  railroad  men  pay  all  their  own 
expenses  from  the  time  they  leave 
Minneapolis  until  they  return.  They 
will  be  men  who  are  in  a  position  to 
give  Duluth  and  her  commercial  inter- 
ests wide  advertising,  from  the  fact 
that  they  will  repre.sent  railroads  from 
every  part  of  the  country,  and  with  the 
entertainment  that  wiM  be  given  them 
here  by  the  Commercial  club,  special 
erlort  will  be  made  to  bring  to  their  at- 
tention plenty  of  good  advertising 
matter  regarding  the  city.  One  of  the 
possibilities  of  the  visit  of  the  railroad 
men  may  be  a  banquet  during  their 
stay  here.  A  detailed  program  of  the 
ertertainment  that  will  be  afforded  will 
be  announced  later. 


A  SAD  CASE. 


Sadie     Caplow's    Unfor- 
tunate Condition— Rela- 
tives Give  No  Aid. 

A  sad  case  of  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
poor  authorities  last  night  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  board. 

The  girl  is  Sadie  Caplow,  aged  11 
years,  and  her  father  is  Moses  Caplow, 
who  runs  a  little  cleaning  and  dyeing 
establishment,  where  the  revenue  is 
not  greater  than  what  Is  needed  for  the 
bare  support  of  the  family. 

Application  had  been  made  to  send 
the  child  to  a  state  school  for  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  but  this  the  poor  board  re- 
fused to  do  when  it  was  learned  that 
she  had  relatives  who  are  fully  able  to 
care  for  her  and  provide  an  education. 
Sadie's  brother,  Henry,  conducts  a 
puwn  shop  on  the  Bowery.  The  fact 
that  relatives  have  not  offered  to  help 
the  child,  though  able  to  do  so,  prompt- 
ed the  refusal  of  assistance  by  the  poor 
board  last  evening. 

The  excuse  offered  by  the  girl's 
bi  other  for  not  assisting  her  is  that  his 
business  cannot  stand  the  smallest 
drain,  and  for  that  reason  he  can  do 
nothing  for  her.  Another  appeal  will 
be  made  to  the  relatives  of  the  child, 
with  the  hope  that  their  hearts  will 
soften  at  the  recital  of  the  little  one's 
pitiful  condition. 

Superintendent  Cook  of  the  poor 
farm  reported  that  some  of  the  regu- 
lar inmates,  who  spend  their  vacations 
away  from  the  farm,  are  noov  return- 
ing. The  board  told  the  men  that  were 
now  seeking  admittance  that  better 
things  .will  be  expected  from  them  in 
the  future,  and  that  they  are  not  to 
run  about  the  country  as  they  will  and 
then  return  when  they  please. 


Not  the  Globe  Agency. 

The  announcement  that  it  was  the 
Globe  Employment  company  which  in- 
stituted the  prosecution  of  Joseph 
Sheehy  for  running  an  employment 
agency  without  a  license  was  incorrect. 
The  warrant  was  sworn  out  by  Albert 
Boline,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Duluth  Employment  agency.

Large    Vote    Certain    to 
Come    Out— Repub- 
lican's Guess. 


This  is  the  day,  the  day  that  has 
been  long  waited  for  by  expectant  and 
hopeful  office  seekers,  the  day  of  the 
primary   election. 

All  of  the  candidates  have  been  wish- 
ing it  was  here,  and  yet  fearful  of  Its 
coming.  Some  of  them  have  been 
hesitating  between  a  wish  that  they 
had  a  little  more  time  to  get  a  few 
more  votes,  and  a  feeling  that,  per- 
haps, they  might  not  be  so  well  oft  a 
little  later  because  the  other  fellow 
might  use  the  extra  time  to  get  more 
votes,    too. 

Whether  they  wanted  It  to  come  or 
not,  it  Is  here,  and  today  the  votes  are 
falling.       To  paraphrase   Bill  Nye, 

"The  ballots  they  are  falling. 

They    are    falling   everywhere; 

They   are   falling  through    the   atmoa- 

phere. 
And  likewise  through  the  air." 

For  some  they  are  like  the  autumn 
leaves  that  are  falling  on  a  new-made 
grave.  For  others  they  are  falling  to 
build  up  laurel  wreaths  as  tiibutes  to 
their  political   prowess. 

The  interest  that  has  been  taken  In 
the  campaign  is  greatly  in  excess  of 
that  shown  in  any  previous  campaign 
In  this  county  before  the  nominations, 
which  is  due,  of  course,  largely  to  the 
primary  election  law.  It  has  not  been 
so  keen  as  it  has  been  In  many  elec- 
tions, of  course,  and  it  is  not  exi)ected 
that  more  than  60  or  70  per  cent  of  the 
vote  will  be  cast  at  the  primaries.  Still, 
there  have  been  features  of  the  can- 
vass that  have  resulted  in  bringing  out 
many  votes  that  would  not  otherwisa 
have  come. 

Chief  among  these  Is  the  contest  for 
the  Republican  nomination  for  sheriff, 
and  that  for  the  Democratic  nomin- 
ation for  congress.  The  unexpectedly 
vigorous  fight  made  for  this  latter 
honor  has  resulted  In  bringing  out  a 
large  Democratic  vote  where  the  lack 
of  a  contest  on  the  Democratic  ticket 
would  have  kept  most  of  the  voters 
out  of  the  prlmarle.s.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  fight  between  M.  L.  Fay  and 
Charles  d'Autremont  for  the  Demo- 
cratic nomination  for  congress,  the 
only  contest  on  the  Democratic  ticket 
would  have  been  that  between  Fred 
Kugler  and  Morris  Thomas  for*  the 
nomination  for  county  commissioner 
in  the  Second  district. 

The  contest  for  the  Republican  con- 
gressional nomination  has  been  Inter- 
esting, but  it  has  been  one-sided  from 
the  start,  and  the  issue  not  in  doubt, 
which  would  have  a  tendency  to  pre- 
vent its  drawing  many  voters  out  es- 
pecially because  of  It.  The  sheriff's 
contest,  on  the  other  hand,  will  result 
in  bringing  out  a  large  vote.  There 
are  ten  candidates,  including  two  from 
the  iron  ranges.  Heaiy  represents  the 
Mesaba  range  and  Archie  Phiilp  the 
Vermilion.  C.  M.  Burnett,  roadmaster 
of  the  Mlssabe  road,  if  better  acquaint- 
ed in  Proctorknott  and  along  the 
line  of  his  railroad  than  elsewhere.  The 
other  seven  candidates  are  from  Du- 
luth, and  they  cover  every  part  of  It. 
They  also  have  friends  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  county,  who  have  been 
working  for  them,  and  the  effect  of  all 
this  Is  that  the  county  has  been  tra- 
veled over  wherever  there  are  votes. 
In  the  interests  of  the  different  candi- 
dats   for   sheriff. 

Other  candidates  have  done  a  good 
deal  of  trotting  about  the  county,  too, 
so  altogether  there  should  be  a  fair 
vote  today. 

The  polls,  which  opened  at  6  o'cloc>c 
this  morning,  will  not  close  until  9 
o'clock  tonight.  It  Is  very  improbable 
that  there  will  be  any  returns  in  to 
amount  to  anything  before  midnight, 
as  it  is  going  to  be  (fuite  a  task  to 
count  the  vote  If  It  is  at  all  large. 

Very  little,  therefore,  will  be  known 
about  the  outcome  of  the  election  dui- 
Ing  tonight.  It  Is  quite  possible  that 
It  will  be  well  Into  tomorrow  before 
the  results  are  known,  and  if  any  con- 
test should  be  particularly  close  It 
may  be  that  the  returns  from  distant 
precincts  that  cannot  be  returned  un- 
til Thursday  will  be  needed  to  decide 
the  issue. 

The  Herald,  as  Its  custom  has  been 
in  the  past,  will  have  the  most  com- 
plete election  returns,  served  to  the 
public  as  speedily  as  they  may  be  se- 
cured. 

A  good  many  people  have  made 
guesses  on  the  results,  and  a  good 
deal  of  money  has  been  put  up  on  the 
result  of  the  fight  for  the  Republican 
nomination  for  sheriff,  mostly  with 
the  bookmakers.  A  well-Informed  Re- 
publican has  prepared  an  estimate  of 
the  result  of  the  Republican  primaries, 
which  Is  given  for  what  it  is  worth.  It 
is  probably  not  worth  more  than  any 
that  other  equally  well-informed  poli- 
ticians could  furnish.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows:

Railroad    Men    Deciding 

Question    oi   Asking 

Higher  Wages. 

Chiiago,  Sept.  16.— Lodges  of  rail- 
road trainmen  and  railroad  conductors 
west  of  a  line  drawn  from  Duluth, 
Minn.,  south  to  New  Orleans,  are  vot- 
ing on  a  iiroposition  to  ask  for  addi- 
tional compensation  for  their  services, 
E.  K.  Clark,  grand  chief  of  the  Order 
of  Kaihvay  Conductors,  and  Patrick  J. 
Morrissey,  grand  chief  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Hailroad  Trainmen,  stated 
>esterday  that  "owing  to  the  vastly 
changed  conditions  as  compared  with 
tho?e  in  existence  at  the  time  the  i)res- 
ent  wage  scales  were  made,  both  the 
•  •onduotors  and  trainmen  believe  they 
are  entitled  to  an  increase  in  wages." 

The  movement  was  begun  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  chairmen  of  the  general  ad- 
justment committees,  he'd  in  Kansas 
City  in  June,  the  decision  being  reached 
that  an  increase  of  from  10  to  20  per 
cent  .should  l)e  demanded.  The  c-hair- 
men  of  tho-se  committees  met  again  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  24,  where  the 
project  was  submitted  to  the  grand 
officers  of  both  bodies.  With  a  few 
alterations  and  corrections  to  cf)nform 
to  the  laws  of  both  organizations  it 
ref  tived  their  endorsement. 

Lodges  are  now  voting  and  sending 
the  returns  to  Kansas  City,  where  the 
joint  committees  will  hold  their  meet- 
ing Oct.  1.  Should  a  two-thirds  vote 
be  cast  in  favor  of  demanding  an  In- 
crease in  wages  on  any  one  or  more 
railroad  systems,  or  on  railroads  within 
the  prescribed  territory,  the  joint  com- 
mittees will  prepare  a  uniform  wage 
scale  for  all  parallel  lines,  through 
lines  and  Independent  systems  and 
feeders  to  these. 

"The  pres^ent  talk  of  a  widespread 
strike  is  unwarranted  sensationalism," 
declares  Grand  Chief  Clark,  of  the  con- 
ductors. "No  strike  will  occur,  at 
least  not  until  all  other  means  have 
been  entirely  exhausted,  and  then  only 
upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  organization  involved." 

Mr.  Morrissey  for  the  trainmen,  said: 

"If  anything  is  done  it  will  be  along 
orderly  lines  and  in  accordance  with 
the  long  established  policies  of  the 
bodies  affected."

X'he  iiaving  company  and  street'railway 
company  have  been  notilled  that  the  work 
must  be  done  by  Oct.  15  as  specirted  in  tho 
contract. 

'1  he  .street  railway  company  claims  that 
it  will  be  imiK>ssibIe  to  begin  the  work  of 
rebuilding  tracks  with  cement  toundati  jna 
betore   the   last  of   this  month. 

The  company  estimated  that  at  l^ast

City  Attorney  Mitchell  holds  that  such 
an  ordinance  couUl  be  enforced,  and  dur- 
ing the  coming  week  he  will  assist  the 
mnnber.s  of  the  ordinance  committee  In 
drafting  such  a  measure. 

This  is  the  outcome  of  a  resolution  In- 
troduced by  Alderman  Cullum  requesting 
the  company  to  put  double  truck  cars  on

PHILIPPINE  CIGARS 

No^  Subject  to  the  $3  Import 
Tax.-^ 

Washington,  Sept.  16.— Acting  on  an 
opinion  of  the  department  of  justice  that 
cigars  from  the  Philippine  Islands  are  not 
subject  to  the  Internal  revenue  tax  of  M 
a  thousand  when  imported  Into  tho 
Lnited  States,  the  treasury  department 
has  so  informed  collectors  of  customs 
and  will  refund  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  of  taxes  already  collected. 

Cigars  imported  front  foreign  countries 
pay  customs  duties  of  >4.50  a  i>ound  and 
i-^  per  cent  advalorem,  and  in  addition 
the  usual  internal  revenue  tax  of  «.3  a 
thousand.  Under  the  above  decision  tiio 
Manila  cigar  manufacturer  wlU  derive 
great  advantage  In  the  markets  of  the 
United  States  over  Cuban  and  other  for- 
eign competitors  for  he  will  not  onlv  be 
relieved  of  paying  the  IntemiJ  revenut, 
t.-ix,  but  will  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
23  per  cent  reduction  in  cu.stoms  dui.^s 
accorded   by   the  Philippine  tariff  act.

Has    Approved    Instruc- 
tions to  Examiners  of 
Chippewa  Lands. 

Washington,  Sept.  16.— Secretary 
Hitchcock  has  aj^roved  the  instruc- 
tions to  be  given  the  examiners  of 
Chippewa  land,  but  they  are  not  to  be 
made  public.  The  secretary  holds  that 
they  are  confidential  and  intended  only 
for  the  guidance  of  the  department  in 
making  examinations  and  in  aiding 
them  to  get  at  the  value  of  the  tim- 
ber found  in  various  sections  of  the 
ceded  reservation  from  which  timber 
is  to  be  cut,  and  which  are  to  be 
classed  as  agricultural  and  opened  to 
settlement  and  entry  under  the  home- 
stead law. 

Copies  of  ihese  instructions  will  be 
given  to  members  of  the  estimating 
corps  and  to  the  scalers  and  others 
employed  in  getting  out  the  timber 
that  is  to  be  sold  next  March,  and 
thereafter  as  It  is  to  be  put  on  the 
market.  William  I.  O'Neill,  of  Ash- 
land, Wis.,  who  has  been  appointed 
chief  of  the  examining  corps,  will  be 
allowed  to  select  his  own  subordin- 
ates. As  soon  as  his  appointment 
was  made  the  names  of  a  dozen  men 
recommended  for  the  positions  under 
him  were  forwarded  to  him  at  Ash- 
land, and  he  was  directed  to  select 
such  as  he  thought  were  qualiefld  for 
the  places.

it  plain  that  he  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  success  of  the  timber 
operations  in  Minnesota  under  the 
Morris  act,  and  in  doing  this  the  secre- 
tary believes  that  he  will  get  better 
service  than  several  years  ago  with 
divided  responsibility  between  depart- 
ment and  land  oflice  and  the  chief  of 
estimating  corps.  Nearly  all  of  the  men 
who  have  been  recomendefl  for  places 
on  the  examining  corps  are  practical 
lumbermen  who  are  capable  of  esti- 
mating the  amount  of  timber  of  a 
given  tract  and  its  probable  market 
value.  The  information  furnished  by 
them  will  be  used  in  determining 
whether  the  bids  offer  a  fair  price  for 
the  timber,  or  whether  the  lumber- 
men are  trying  to  get  valuable  tim- 
ber below  its  actual  value. 

In  connection  with  timber  operations 
on  reservations  Maj.  Scott,  agent  at 
Leech  Lake,  has  written  the  depart- 
ment asking  permission  to  use  the 
stumpage  fund  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  department  for  the  purcljase  of 
logging  outfits  for  dead  and  down  oper- 
ations on  the  lied  Lake  reservation. 
Only  money  due  members  of  this  tribe 
will  be  used,  and  it  will  be  repaid 
when  operations  are  concluded  and  the 
timber  sold  next  spring.  Maj.  Scott 
believes  that  he  will  be  able  to  sell  this 
dead  and  down  timber  at  a  consider- 
able profit.  The  average  expense  of 
getting  the  logs  out  will  be  $4  a  thou- 
sand, and  at  present  prices,  from  JIO 
to  $13  a  thousand  will  be  realized  for 
the  logs.  He  estimates  that  there  are 
5,000,000  feet  of  merchantable  timber 
which  can  be  classed  as  dead  and 
down,  and  at  an  average  profit  of  $5000, 
this  will  net  the  Uioians  $25,000,  be- 
sides giving  them   work   this   winter. 

Indian  Commissioner  Jones  has  rec- 
ommended that  authority  be  given 
Maj.  Scott  to  purchase  the  outfits  and 
it  is  probable  the  secretary  will  ap- 
prove the  recommendation.  Commis- 
sioner Jones  says  th.at  only  Red"  Lake 
stumpage  money  will  be  used  and  that 
what  is  due  other  tribes  In  Minne- 
sota will  be  paid  them  this  winter,  as 
soon  as  the  amount  due  each  is  ascer- 
tained. 


RACE  OF  GIANTS. 


Complete  Skeleton  of  Ancient 
Resident  Found. 

Forman,  N.  D.,  Sept.  16.— A  valuable 
archaeological  find  was  made  in  the 
Elysian  hills,  west  of  Forman,  the  past 
week,  by  some  workmen  in  cutting  down 
a  small    hill   on    the   public   highway. 

After  removing  about  four  feet  from- the 
surface  of  the  hill,  several  small  pieces 
of  .K)nes  were  thrown  out  by  the  shovel. 
On  closed  examination  the  hill  was  found 
to  be  an  ancient  mound  or  burial  place 
of  an  extinct  race  of  large  stature.  The 
bones  taken  out  would  Indicate  a  body 
of  seven  and  one-half  feet  in  height  when 
living. 

The  skeleton  was  in  a  horizontal  posi- 
tion. At  Its  feet  were  found  a  quantity 
of  small  shell  beads  or  wampum,  one  side 
of  which  had  been  perforated  by  rubbing 
the  shells  on  some  hard  substance  until 
worn  through. 

Near  the  shells  were  found  a  largo  cop- 
per instrument,  used  probably  for  a  ka.>.e 
or  spear.  It  was  eight  Inches  long  and 
three  Inches  wide,  and  weighed  about 
eight  and  one-third  ounces. 

It  was  easily  seen  that  the  Instrument 
was  pounded  out  of  copper  ore  and  of 
clever  workmanship.  Part  of  the  wooden 
handle  was  still  attached  to  the  copper 
knife  or  spear,  by  deer  thongs  or  like 
material.  The  shells  and  handle  of  the 
knife  were  preserved  from  decay  by  tae 
rust  of  verdigris  from  the  copper;  also 
many  of  the  bones  were  covered  with  the 
green   substance. 

The  burial  mound,  shells  and  all  relh^ 
found  Indicate  that  of  whatever  race  they 
belonged,  passed  away  many  ceturles  '•<'o. 

Ine  collection  was  secured  intact  by  a 
local  collector  of  this  city.

Sept.  16.— Naval  Construct- 
or Richmond  Pearson  Hobson,  who  ap- 
peared before  a  retiring  Jjoard  a  few 
months  ago,  and  failed  to  qualify  for  re- 
tirement, Wtd  be  assigned  to  duty. shortly 
by  the  navy  department.    He  has  been  on 


sick  leave  since  Juno  18  last.  After  being 
rejected  by  the  retiring  board  Mr.  Hobson 
applied  for  three  months  sick  leave  to 
allow  his  eyes,  which  had  been  much 
overtaxed  by  ihe  sun  glare  which  at- 
tended his  work  of  raising  the  sunken 
Spanish  vessels,  to  recuperate.

When  the  judges  of  election  got 
around  to  the  polling  places  thi-s 
morning  they  were  confronted  by 
placards  instructing  people  to  vole  for 
Judge  Edson  for  congress. 

During  the  morning  all  of  them 
were  pulled  down,  and  the  Edson  peo- 
ple were  somewhat  stirred  up  by  scch 
conduct  on  the  part  of  the  Bede  sym- 
pathizers. 

Clarence  B.  Miller.  Judge  Ed.^on'8 
campaign  manager,  said  during  the 
forenoon  that  it  would  not  be  healthy 
for  anybody  that  tore  down  any  ot  the 

placards. 

The  Bede  people  told  him  they  con- 
sidered that  they  had  a  right  to  tear 
them  down,  because  it  was  against  the 
law  to  put  them  there. 

Mr.  Miller  said  that  it  was  net 
against  the  law.  for  he  had  lookeu  it 
up  and  had  three  other  lawyers  lead 
it  over  to  see  if  there  was  anyiiiing 
in  the  statutes  prohibiting  such  adver- 
tising. They  all  concluded  that  ihe:e 
was  no  such  provision. 

Mr.  Miller  stated,  however,  that  it 
was  a  little  Impudent  to  put  the  piac- 
ards  on  the  polling  places,  and  thai  it 
was  done  by  the  bill-posting  compjny 
without  orders.  Just  the  same,  he  did 
not  propose  to  let  anybody  pull  tiie;n 
down,  as  they  were  not   unlawful. 

They  were  all  pulled  down,  however, 
and  the  city  authorities  say  that  the 
proceeding  clearly  comes  within  the 
prohibition  of  section  108  of  the  general 
election  law,  which  follows:  "It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  the  judges  of  election 
or  any  of  them,  or  any  person,  in  the 
polling  room  or  compartments  there- 
with connected,  or  within  twenty-five 
feet  of  the  entrance  to  the  polling 
room,  to  ask  or  persuade  or  to  endea- 
vor to  persuade  any  per.son  to  vote  f-r 
any  particular  candidate  or  to  suggest 
that  he  do  so."  Violation  of  this  pro- 
vision is  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $100  or  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  ninety  days. 

An  Inquiry  of  cMly  Attorney  Mitchell 
brought  his  opinion  that  the  placards 
came  within  this  prohibition.  Many 
of  the  placards  were  torn  down  by  tha 
election    Judges    themselves. 

Reports  from  election  booths  about 
the  city  this  afternoon  show  a  good 
Republican  vote  and  a  surprisingly 
small  Democratic  vote.  The  outlook 
was  that  the  Democratic  vote  would 
be  very  small  Indeed,  and  that  the  Re- 
publican vote  would  be  larger  thaa 
had  been  expected. 

This  condition  has  given  rise  to  a 
suspicion  that  a  good  many  Democrats 
were   voting   the    Republican   ticket. 

So  far  as  could  be  learned  there  had 
been  no  challenging  at  the  polls.  This 
meant  that  people  were  given  the  bal- 
lots they  asked  for  and  no  quest'.ona 
asked.  Neither  side  had  challengtrs  at 

the  polls,  at  least  generally.

Work    to    End 

Strike. 


Now  York,  Sept.  16.— A  conference  of 
the  leading  anthracite  coal  interests  was 
held  this  afternoon  at  the  Phlladalphla 
&  Reading  company's  offices.  Those  pres- 
ent included  President  Baer,  of  the  Read- 
ing road;  President  Truesdale,  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western; 
President  Fowler,  of  the  New  York,  On- 
tario &  Western;  President  Walters,  of 
the  Lehigh  Valley;  President  Ollphant, 
of  the  Dalawarc  &  Hudson;  Irving 
Slcarn.^,  of  Cox  Brivs.  &  Co.;  and  John 
.Markle.  of  G.  B.  Markle  &  Co.  llie  two 
la.st  named  represented  the  Independent 
operating  Interests  in  hard  coal  industry. 
The  precise  subjects  of  the  conference 
could  not  be  learned,  but  it  was  stated  in 
advance  of  the  meeting  that  no  conces- 
sloivs  would  be  granted  and  that  recent 
events  of  a  semi-political  character 
would    not    be   seriously   considered.

"So  far  as  recent  attempts  at  settlement 
are  concerned,  it  is  only  necessary  to  add 
that  every  effort,  from  Senator  Hama 
down,  has  been  futile.

ALL  NEGROES 


Were    Unseated    In    Re- 
publican Convention 
In  Alabama. 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  Sept.  16.— The  Re- 
publican state  convention  met  here  at 
noon  today  with  large  attendance 
present,  almost  every  county  being 
represented.  James  Bowson,  former 
vice  president  of  the  Tennessee  Co.il 
and  Iron  company,  acted  as  temporary 
chairman.  The  convention  is  composed 
exclusively  of  white  men,  being  the 
first  white  Ilepublican  state  conven- 
tion ever  held  in  Alabama. 

Before  the  convention  the  executive 
committee  un.-euted  all  the  negro  dele- 
gats.  A  number  of  prominent  mem- 
bers are  on  hand  to  protest  against 
this  action,  but  it  is  not  expected  their 
protests  will  he  heeded.  L'nited  States 
Senator  J.  C.  Pritchard,  of  North  Caro- 
lina, is  present  by  invitation,  and  will 
address  the  convention.  It  is  expected 
he  will  endorse  the  white  movement. 
Former  Senator  H.  L.  McKldeiry.  of 
Talladesa.  is  said  to  be  slated  for  the 
nomination  for  governor  and  it  is  stat- 
ed that  a  complete  state  ticket  •will  ba 
put  out. 


A  STRIKE 


At  White  House  Caused 
By  Rival  Labor  Or- 
ganizations. 

Washington,  Sept.  16.— Thirty  members 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Painters  and  Dec- 
orators affiliated  with  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  La»K)r,  employed  at  the  White 
House,  w^ich  is  in  course  of  reconstruc- 
tion, were  called  out  on  a  strike  today 
by  Daniel  I^ear,  the  Washington  repre- 
sentative of  the  brotherhood.

Washington,  Sept.  16.— Secretary  Moody 
today  received  the  following  cablegram 
from  Commander  McLean,  of  the  Cincin- 
nati,  who  arrived  at  Coloft  yesterday:

London,  Sept.  16.— In  a  telegram  to 
the  Associated  Press  in  reply  to  an 
inriulry  forwarded  Saturday,  King  Leo- 
pold of  Belgium  himself  disposes  of  all 
the  rjosltive  announcements  and  de- 
nials regarding  his  visit  to  the  United 
States.  Through  his  aide  de  camp, 
Lieut.  Binje.  he  sent  the  following 
me.s.sage   today: 

"To  the  Associated  Press,  London. 

"I'agneres  de  Luchon,  France: 

"The  king,  while  fully  appreciating 
the  interest  expressed  by  the  A.si.o- 
ciated  Press,  is  really  unable  to  say 
whether  It  will  be  possible  for  him  to 
undertake  any  travels  next  year." 

The  king  has  been  absent  from  Bag- 
neres  de  Luchon  on  excursions,  hence 
the  delay  in  his  reply. 
.  In  court  circles,  at  Brussels,  it  is 
j-aid  that  while  King  Leopold  has  lost 
none  of  his  old-time  desire  to  visit  the 
United  Slates,  he  considers  it  advisable 
to  keep  In  intimate  touch  with  all 
state  affairs.  If  he  visited  the  UnXd 
States  he  would  have  to  be  absent  from 
his  kingdom  for  .several  months  and  it 
would  consequently  be  ditlicult  to  un- 
dertake the  desired  tour,  while  at  pres- 
ent, the  condition  of  Queen  Henrietta 
is  an  additional  bar  to  the  formation 
of   definite    plans.

Two  hundred  and  Hfty  burglars  a  year 
are  captured  in  San  Francisco.  They 
comprise  the  mast  daring  division  of  an 
army  of  1500  persons  annually  arrested 
lu  tnia  city  for  the  allied  crimes  of  lar- 
ceny, burglary,  embezziL-ment,  robbt-ry, 
forgery,  lalse  pretenses  and  receiving 
stolen  goods,  bays  the  San  Francisco  Kx- 
aminer. 

The  burglar  is  the  skirmisher,  the  spy 
and  not  infrequently  the  sharpshooter 
among  the  thieves  who  constantly  con- 
duct a  campaign  of  ortme  In  a  communi- 
ty. His  work  is  personally  dangerous; 
it  requires  a  certain  amount  of  pnysical 
courage.  There  Is  bodily  risk  in  the  un- 
dertaking and  the  possibility  of  being 
sihol  while  operating  .upon  private  prenti- 
ises.  The  law  warrants  a  man  In  shoot- 
ing down  a  burglar.  There  is  always 
the  presumption  tnat  the  burglar  is  armed 
and  will  sftoot  first  U  surprised  at  his 
crime. 

With  a  desire  to  learn,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  householders,  what  places  are 
generally  considered  most  vulnerable  for 
luruiiit;  an  entrance  into  a  private  resi- 
dence I  consulted  the  city  detectives  the 
other  day, 

"No  two  burglars  operate  alike,"  was 
the  llrst  reply  1  received.  "It  ail  depends 
upon  the  class  of  burglar  and  the  prem- 
i&>s  he  has  to  enter."  resumed  one  of  the 
criminal  catchers.  "There  are  'day  work- 
ers' and  there  are  'night  workers."  Now, 
take  the  'second-story  worker."  He's  a 
'day  Worker'  generally,  who  sneaks  up 
an  outside  back  stairs  or  climbs  a  front 
or  a  side  porch  and  gets  into  the  second 
story  while  the  family  is  downstairs  at 
dinner.  He  may* he  strictly  a  porch 
climber,"  or  he  may  use  l)ack  stairs  when 
he  can  find  them  handy.  He  gets  the  lay 
of  the  land  and  knows  where  his  people 
are  before  he  ventures,  and  then  he  acts 
quickly,  sometimes  using  a  'jimmy"  .  to 
force  open  an  upstairs  window,  often 
tinding  a  window  unlocked  or  f)nen.  The 
'porch  climber'  is  usually  a  money  or  a 
jewelry  thief.  He  i^  not  after  cheap  or 
bulky  booty.  And  he  is  a  man  of  nerve, 
f«>r  he  never  knows  when  he  may  encoun- 
ter any  opposition  lu  any  Upper  liallway 
or  be  seen  by  a  policeman  wnile  making 
a  'get  away." 

"The  'house  sneak'  is  a  cheap  daylight 
burglar  and  a  cowand.  He  is  the  sort  of 
fellow  that  would  ran  at  the  least  sign 
of  trouble  or  the  slightect  noise,  lie  is 
lacking  in  courage.  Usui»lly  he  comes  dis- 
guijsed  as  a  peddler.  Heoiiay  walk  up  to 
a  front  door  with  a  couple  of  potatoes 
in  his  hand  and  riug  the  bell.  If  any 
one  responds  he  makes  the  bluff  of  sell- 
ing potatoes  like  his  sample.  If  no  one 
answers  his  ring  hu  trifs  once  or  twice 
more.  Then  he  goes  round  to  the  back 
of  the  house  and  knocks  there  several 
times.  Then,  when  lie  is  pretty  certain 
that  no  one  Is  at  home,  he  use.s  a  skele- 
ton key  or  a  jimniy  and  gets  into  the 
house.  His  favorite  rnetlioil  is  to  force  a 
back  window  opeii  by  thrusting  the 
jimmy  under  the  saSU  and  giving  a  sud-" 
den  pry  that  snai)s  the  lock  and  permits 
the  sash  to  glide  up.  Some  of  theise 
'house  sneaks"  really  have  a  peddler"a 
wagon  along,  and  carr.v  a  peddler's  li- 
cense. But  it  is  only  a  blind  to  their 
thievery.  These  "hoftse  leaks'  will  take 
anything  they  ran  'lay  "their  hands  on, 
from  ;  cents  to  $.5  in  value.  It  all  goes  to 
make  uj»  their  load.  This  vacation  sea- 
son when  many  householilers  are  out  in 
the  countrj'  is  the  favorite  time  for  the 
•hou.«!e  sneak"  to  operate.  He  watohe.^ 
Ids  chance  and  raids  an  untenanted 
home. 

"Besides  the  'fake  pc-ddler'  th«^re  nre 
other  'tjoiise  sneaks"  among  'da5*llght 
burglars."  There  is  the  fake  'gas  inspec- 
tor". He  is  a  fellow  that  put  on  a  ^  )ld 
front,  rings  the  bell,  enters  a  house,  t...ks 
glibly  and  In  a  business-like  way,  looks  at 
the  meter  and  must  see  some  of  the  con- 
nections here  and  there  or  any  fault/ 
tips  on  biimtrs.  If  he  is  accompanied  at 
first,  he  Is  often  finally  permitted  later  to 
go  on  alone  through  parts  of  the  house, 
'i'hat  is  his  opportunit.v.  and  he  grabs 
whatever  is  in  sight  worth  taking. 

'"Then  there's  the  'fake  electric  light  and 
teleplione  repairer.'  He  comes  to  a  house 
in  the  garb  of  a  regular  workman,  with 
a  belt  and  wire  pinchers  plainly  showing 
and  pr<»b;ibly  a  small  coll  of  wire  on  his 
arm.  He  wishes  to  ascend  to  the  roof  !o 
repair  a  telephone  wire,  or  he  has  to  re- 
pair an  interior  light  or  'phone  wire.  .\11 
he  wants  Is  the  chancp  to  pass  thro'jgh 
some  of  the  rooms.  He  takes  whatever  he 
can  get,  and  after  he  has  gone  somelhiag 
Is  mi.^sing.  Sometimes  these  'wlremeu" 
travel  In  pairs  and  put  up  a  real  wr»rk- 
manllke  appearance  and  make  a  prete'ise 
of  repairing  wires  and  examining  connec- 
tions. 

"The  'vacant  house  man'  is  a  low  order 
of  sneak  thief.  He  goes  to  a  corner  gro- 
cery and  asks  for  the  key  to  some  near- 
by house  that  Is  for  rent.  Hr  wishes  to 
look  at  the  premises.  He  pretends  to  be 
a  i>rospectlve  tenant.  The  key  is  handed 
over  to  him:  he  enters  the  vacant  house 
and  deftly  removes  valuable  gas  fixtures 
and  plumbing  devices  and  boldly  tak.is 
them  outside.  Sometimes  he  returns  the 
key:  sometimes  he  never  comes  back.  He 
may  have  a  wagon  into  which  ho  loads 
the  fixtures,  or  he  may  pack  them  away  ia 
a  sack,  or  come  and  get  them  later  from 
the  yard  where  he  has  left  them. 

"The  'paint-pot  man'  is  a  fake  painter 
who  goe.«<  to  a  store  and  asks  for  the  l<ey 
to  a  rentable  house.  He  explains,  naint 
bucket  In  hand,  that  he  has  been  sent  up 
by  so  and  so,  the  real  estate  agent-;, 
wh^e  names  are  on  the  to-let  sign,  to  do 
soniti-painting.  He  steals  all  the  saleable 
gas  fixtures  and  plumbing  ho  can  lay  his 
hands  on.  And  there  are  fake  plumbers 
who  have  been  sent  up  in  the  same  w.iy 
to  attend  to  some  work  in  the  house. 
They,  too,  walk  off  with  fixtures. 

"All  these  "da.v  workers'  are  sneaks 
Personally,  they  are  not  a  dangerous  c^asa 
to  encounter.  It  Is  a  rare  thing  for  one 
of  them  to  carry  a  pistol.  Tne  sneak  is 
always  a  coward.  It  takes  only  a  little 
noise  to  .scare  him  away.  He  Is  not  a 
discriminating  thi-f;  anything  is  g03d 
enough   for  his  bag. 

"The  'night  men'  are  the  brave  burglars 
and  the  daring  workers.  They  oper.ito 
mostly  in  the  winter  time.  They  are  the 
fellows  that  people  fear  and  have  causj 
to  dread.  The  night  burglar  Is  always 
armed  and  prepared  to  shix)t  at  an  in- 
rtaiit's  notice  if  cornered.  But  a  skillful 
and  experienced  burglsur.  one  ranklns 
high  in  his  chosen  line  of  crime,  will  never 
shoot  until  the  last  i)Oesible  chance  is 
gone.  The  burglar  th.^'i  snoots  at  the 
first  alarm  in  a  house. U  dubbed  a  '.""lob" 
or  termed  aa  "amat^MJr.'  ,He  is  a  disgrace 
to  the  craft.  A  first-clftss  'night  burglar" 
Is  only  after  money«  apd  money  is  to  be 
found  only  in  the  sleeping  rooms.  His 
work  is  risky,  but  he  is  nervy.  He  gets 
into  a  house  by  forjcing  a  lower  window 
with  a  jimmy  or  by  -using  a  nkeloton  key. 
He  pays  no  attention  to  an.vthlng  but 
money.  He.  uses  ciiloroform  and  is  an 
adept  m  applying  It  40  his  victims.  A  night 
burglar  might  kill  s^  sleeper  by  giving  a 
dose  of  chloroform,  but  the  good  night 
m.an  s^llps  Into  a  sleeping  room  sometimes 
to  make  sure  of  finding  the  money  with- 
out being  disturbed,,,  "rho  man  who  is  af- 
ter money  only  is  always  the  hardest  to 
capture.  There  Is  ifio  .clew  b.v  whic'n  to 
trace  him.  There  in  nothing  to  be  recov- 
ered at  the  pawnsnoi)s,  or  found  in  his 
possession. 

"The  'jewelry  thief'  i^  a  'night  burglar' 
who  confines  his  operations  to  upstairs 
rooms,  usually  sleeping  rooms,  and  col- 
lects women's  jewelry  and  small  objects 
of  .great  Intrinsic  value.  He  Is  of  the 
same  nervy  type,  and  uses  chlorofo-.-m 
whenever  he  has  to  make  sure  of  .an  in- 
terruption from  aieepera  In  the  room 
where  he  hopes  to  find  valuables.  He  is  a 
Hi^.e  easier  of  eventual  cetection  by  rea- 
son of  the  possiblUty  of  identifying  thi 
plunder  If  it  Is  found  In  his  possession  or 
is  traced  from  a  pawnshop  back  to  him. 
But  the  only  way  to  be  sure  of  a  "mouey 
man'  is  to  catch  him  redhanded  at  h's 
work. 

"The  'tableware  man'  Is  a  'night  work- 
er" who  makes  a  specialty  of  silver  nlaie 
and  valuables  to  be  found  in  a  dining 
room  or  a  pantry  or  a  kitchen.  He  con- 
fines his  operations  to  the  first  floor  of  th^ 
house  and  never  goes  near  the  be^  cham- 
bers. He  Is  an  expert  on  the  value  of 
the  articles  he  examines.  Plated  ware 
cannot  tempt  nim.  It  must  be  the  real 
thn-irn  or   b4    will  not   have   it.     Bui   tb^

'house  sneak'  makes  no  fine  disincUons-;. 
He  is  a  cheap  thief  and  will  take 
anything  that  looks  worth  a  3ime. 
"A  clever  burglar  is  a  nervy  specialist. 
He  often  employs  a  'day  spotter'  to  get 
the  lay  of  the  land  for  him.  The  'day 
spotter"  is  a  fellow  of  good  appearance 
and  good  address.  His  only  object  is  to 
gain  admission  to  the  parlor  on  any  i>laiis- 
ible  pretext.  He  would  as  soon  Uilk  for 
a  few  moments  to  a  servant  as  to  any  one 
else.  But  while  he  is  there  he  is  making 
a  mental  picture  of  the  interior  arrange- 
ment, and  the  doors  and  windows  and  the 
stairway.  It  is  his  business  to  know  ju.st 
what  kind  of  a  window  the  biirgt.-ir  must 
be  prepared  to  open.  He  must  be  prepared 
for  the  burglar's  queries.  'How  about  this 
and  how  about  that?'  and  if  he  doesn't 
know  he  doesn't  hold  his  job  long.  Some- 
times a  burglar  starts  out  with  the  "day 
spotter"s'  map  in  his  mind  and  has  never 
laid  eyes  on  the  house  that  he  intends 
to  rob.  He  may  never  have  been  in  the 
neighborhood  before,  and  that  ser\-e8 
him  from  being  later  looked  upon  as  a 
su.^^piclous  character  seen  loitering  in  the 
vicCnlty  of  the  house.  It  Is  also  the  'day 
spotter's'  business  to  size  up  the  prem- 
isse,  to  get  a  line  on  the  occupants,  to 
find  out  what  the  business  of  the  master 
of  the  house  is  and  about  what  jewelry 
or  money  there  should  be  in  the  house. 
Sor%^times  the  burglar  himself  learns 
these  things.  By  the  social  and  commer- 
cial status  of  the  i)eople  he  gae.sses  at 
what  they  ought  to  have,  particularly  if 
the  women  are  well  dressed  and  arc  seen 
wearing   jewelry.

"Ther«  are  burglars  who  rely  upon  peo- 
ple being  away  from  home  in  the  even- 
ing. They  watch  a  house  till  the  occu- 
pants have  gone  to  the  theater,  and  then 
they  ring  the  door  bell  and  stand  ready 
to  enter  with  a  skeleton  key  or  with  a 
jimmy  at  a  downstiiirs  window  if  there 
be  no  response  to  tlicir  ringing  or  knock- 
ing. Occasionally  they  make  doubly  sure 
of  a  vacant  house  by  teleiihonlng  to  it 
from   a   corner  grocery. 

"There  are  fellows  called  'gentlemen 
burglars'  and  'social  highw.aymen."  Some 
of  them  are  nothing  of  the  sort.  A  few 
really  work  the  society  graft.  Take  a  fel- 
low who  has  been  well  connected  in  his 
home  town,  but  has  become  the  black 
sheep  of  his  famil.v  and  a  renegade.  He 
strikes  a  new  town,  he  flashes  a  few  fine 
letters  of  Introduction,  either  real  or 
faked;  he  gets  into  society  on  the  strength 
of  his  connections;  he  goes  to  private 
homes;  he  gets  the  lay  of  the  premises 
and  he  slips  back  sonie  night  and  gets 
awtay  with  some  i)lunder.  He  is  generally 
a  young  man  of  good  education  and  some 
social    polish. 

".Many  a  burglar  is  traced  by  his  signs. 
Sometimes  there  seems  to  be  an  epidemic 
of  burglaries.  Then  the  cry  goes  up  that 
the  cit.v  Is  overrun  with  a  gang  of  expert 
burglars.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  may  be 
but  one  man  operating  several  times  in  a 
night,  and  it  usually  is  so.  Even  these  ex- 
perts have  their  peculiarities,  their  ec- 
centricities, by  which  their  handiwork  is 
known. 

"There  was  a  skillful  burglar  called 
Washington  George.  He  was  a  'money 
man,"  and,  of  course,  was  dead  hard  to 
spctt.  But  in  every  house  he  entered  he 
spat  a  quid  of  tobacco  in  the  corner  of 
.some  room.  He  had  that  habit  always  of 
going  to  a  corner  and  dropping  his  chew 
of  tobacco.  That  was  an  identification 
mark  by  which  a  series  of  burglaries  was 
associated  with  one  man.  And  he  also 
used  smalls  forceps  In  reaching  into  a 
keyhole  and  turning  a  ke.v  left  in  the  lock. 
That  was  one  of  his  methods  of  entering. 
If  his  skeleton  keys  could  not  be  applied 
to>  a  lock.  The  nippers  always  left  a  dis- 
tinct mark  upon  the  little  shank  of  the 
key,  a  slightly  burnished  place  where  the 
metal  had  been  scraped.  He  was  what  is 
known  a.s  a  'key  man,"  because  h''  entered 
with  a  skeleton  key  or  with  forceps  ap- 
plied to  a  key  left  in  a  lock.  He  probably 
never  would  have  been  caught  If  he  had 
not  broken  his  rule  of  taking  nothing 
but  money.  He  stole  a  watch  in  one  place 
to  give  to  some  woman — his  daughter,  I 
think— and  that  proved  his  undoing,  for  it 
was    found   in    his   possession. 

"The  'key  man'  always  runs  a  risk  of 
being  caught.  If  he  is  overhauled  and 
skeleton  keys  are  found  in  his  possesion 
that  is  proof  positive  that  he  is  a  bur- 
glar. Some  'key  men"  are  very  skillful 
mechanics  and  make  all  their  own  keys, 
and  some  have  them  made  by  locksmiths. 
■VN'hsn  a  'key  man"  is  caught  he  is  Immed- 
iately photographed  and  recorded  as  a 
burglar.  But  when  a  suspicious  charac- 
ter is  caught  late  at  night  about  a  house 
and  found  with  a  pistol  upon  his  person 
he  can  easily  bluff  out  of  It  somehow  and 
pay  his  fine  for  carrying  a  concealed 
weapon  and  be  liberated.  The  jimmy  is 
the  favorite  burglar  instrument,  as  it  U 
effective  and  cheap.  It  can  be  thrown 
away  after  using.  There  Isn't  a  window 
made  that  is  jimmy-proof.  The  jimmy  is 
simply  a  small,  strong  piece  f»f  metal 
something  like  an  ice  pick.  It  Is  jabbed 
in  under  a  window  sasli  or  by  the  lock  of 
a  door,  and  used  as  a  sort  of  powerful 
little  crowbar. 

"There  is  a  cowardly  sort  of  burglar 
who  works  with  a  servant  girl  accom- 
plice. The  girl  gets  employment  in  the 
nouse  and  becomes  familiar  with  the 
habits  of  the  people  and  the  location  of 
the  valuables.  Then,  at  a  favorable  op- 
portunity, she  permits  the  man  to  enter. 
Such  a  man  Is  considered  unmanly  even 
by  the  profes.sIonal  criminals.  He  Is  a 
cheap  thief  and  a  coward.  He  works 
generally  upon  some  girl's  love  for  him. 
He  belongs  to  the  'dope-fiend'  class,  and 
may  be  found  In  'opium  joints."  A  good 
many  professional  criminals  are  'dope 
fiends,'  and  they  are  Often  captured  in 
dope   dens. 

'Another  kind  of  burglar  Is  the  'room 
sneak.'  His  scheme  is  to  enter  a  room- 
ing house  on  the  pretext  of  renting  a 
room.  While  the  landlad.v  is  showing 
him  about  he  suddenly  feels  111  and  ex- 
cuses himself  to  seek  the  dressing  room. 
The  landlady  sits  and  waits  for  hlih  to 
return.  He  hurriedly  enters  several 
rooms  and  then  slips  down  the  stairs  and 
gets  away  with  whatever  he  has  picked 
up.  in  the  same  class  is  the  'roomer.' 
He  ongages  and  occupies  a  room  in  a 
boardinK  house  and  then  operates  upon 
the  othens,  Some  of  these  'roomers'  em- 
jiloy  very  original  and  unique  devices  In 
i  opening  doors  and  in  sUppfatg  back  spring

locks.  Not  infrequently  thoy  are  'borers.' 
Th.it  Is,  they  use  a  brace  anrt  bit  and 
quietly  bore  a  hole  near  the  lock  and 
slip  their  fingers  throuRh  and  spring  back 
the  catch.  The  'bori-r'  also  operates  oa 
back  iloors  of  private  residences,  gener- 
ally on  the  kitchen  door,  using  an  exten- 
.sion  brace  with  a  large  bit.  Only  a  chtdn 
on  a  door  will  keep  him  out. 

'In  Koneral  it  may  be  said  that  the 
dan.srerous  burglars  who  get  into  sleeping 
rooms  in  the  nixht  work  mostly  in 
winter  time;  and  the  "house  sneaks"  or 
'day  burglar-s.'  operate  mostly  in  sum- 
mer. There  is  no  way  of  guarding  abso- 
lutely   against    either    class." 

THE    SUCKING    FISH. 

Sucking  fishes  have  the  unenviable  rep- 
utation of  going  through  life  as  hangers- 
on  to  fishes  of  larger  growth,  notably 
sharks,  swordflshes  and  bull-fishes,  says 
tho  SelentlTo  .\merlcan.  I.,lke  some  hu- 
man beings  they  prefer  to  have  their 
food,  found  for  th'-m— too  lazy  to  do  their 
own  skirmishing  in  the  .struggle  for  life; 
and  to  accomplish  their  end  ihey  attach 
themeelvea  to  the  gill-coverers  or  sides 
of  larger  fishes  with  their  tlr.--t  dorsal  fln 
(the  fin  on  the  back  near«»st  the  head). 

As  they  are  excellent  swimmers,  there

ed from  the  strain  of  pulling  these  unin- 
vited guests  around.  From  careful  ob- 
servation it  appears  that  the  obioct  of  tho 
sucker*  beyond  doubt  is  to  shiire  with 
their  hosts  the  food  which  the  latter  And.

J.  Adam  Bede  was  nominated  for 
congress  on  the  Republican  ticket  yes- 
terday by  an  overwhelming  majority. 

Marcus  L.  Fay  seems  to  have  won 
the  Democratic  nomination  by  a  de- 
cisive majority. 

It  looks  very  much  as  though  they 
would  be  pitted  against  each  other  In 
the  race  for  congress  this  fall. 

Mr.  Bede's  majority  is  placed  by  his 
campaign  manager,  Guy  A.  Eaton,  at 
3000,  and  the  returns  so  far  received 
indicate  that  .this  figure  is  not  too 
high. 

Edson  carried  the  city  of  Duluth  by 
nine  plurality. 

The  Democratic  vote  in  the  district 
was  iight.  and  returns  are  incomplete. 
Capt.  Pay  carried  the  city  and  county, 
however,  and  the  district. 

The  result  was  decisive  enough  on 
both  sides  so  It  was  known  at  a  com- 
paratively early  hour  last  evening,  con- 
sidering the  late  hour  at  which  the 
polls  closed. 

Nevertheless  the  different  headquart- 
ers were  open  until  a  late  hour,  Mr. 
Bede's  headquarters  in  the  Torrey 
building  lemainlng-  open  all  night. 

The  great  surprise  about  the  returns 
on  the  Republican  primaries  was 
Bede's  strength  in  counties  that  had 
been  claimed  for  Edson,  and  which  the 
Bede  managers  were  almost  ready  to 
concede  to  him.  A  bitter  fight  had 
been  made  at  Anoka  county,  and  the 
Bede  people  hoped  to  break  even  there. 
They  carried  it  by  several  hundreds. 
Aitkin  county  was  claimed  for  Edson, 
and  the  Bede  people  expected  to  see  it 
a  close  finish.  Bede  won  out  in  that 
county  easily  by  probably  200  majority. 
In  Cloquet  it  was  expected  on  both 
.sides  that  if  Edson  did  not  win  out  the 
Vi)te  would  break  even.  Bede  carried 
that  city  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the 
county. 

While  returns  throughout  the  district 
were  meager  and  scattering,  they  cov- 
ered enough  terrltorj^  to  leave  no  doubt 
about  the  result,  and  Bede's  nomina- 
tion was  conceded  at  an  early  hour. 

The  Bede  headquarters  were  the 
gathering  place  of  a  hap^'-  crowd  of 
those  who  had  been  supporting  Mr. 
Bede  for  the  nomination  during  most 
of  the  night,  though  it  thinned  out 
considerably  when  it  was  clear  that 
Bede  had  the  nomination.  The  reports 
were  all  the  same  way  from  the  be- 
ginning, Bede  showing  a  clear  lead  all 
over  the  district.  The  ranges,  so  far 
as  heard  from  last  night,  went  for  him. 
and  the  returns  today  cofirmed  that 
Impression. 

It  was  not  quite  so  cheerful  about 
the  Edson  headquarters,  but  the  door 
between  the  Edson  parlor  and  the  Fay 
parlor  in  the  St.  Louis  was  thrown 
o:)en,  and  a  good  deal  of  cheer  drift*! 
in  through  It.  Judge  Edson  was 
there  until  a  late  hour,  and  when  the 


result  could  not  longer  be  considerea 
in  doubt  he  went  home.  L.  M  Will- 
ctits,  William  Getty,  W.  E.  Culkln  and 
Clarence  B.  Miller  remained  until 
there  was  absolutely  nothing  to  hope 
for,  and  then  they  closed  up  shop  and 
also  went  home. 

The  Fay  headquarters  was  as  happy 
and  cheerful  a  scene  as  there  was  In 
town.  The  returns  that  came  In 
were  not  many,  but  they  were  enough 
to  show  how  the  election  was  going. 
For  instance,  word  came  during  th<* 
evening  that  Mr.  Fay  had  carried  Pine 
City  by  a  vote  of  61  to  10,  and  this 
from  the  outside  districts,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  fact  that  Capt.  Fay 
seemed  to  be  carrying  the  city,  was 
enough   to  settle   the  question. 

The  Duluth  Telephone  company  got 
In  many  of  the  returns  "from  districts 
outside  of  St.  Louis  county,  though  a 
number  of  telegrams  were  received  at 
Bede  headquarters,  all  of  a  very  hope- 
ful tenor. 

The  Republicans  will  open  the  cam- 
paign next  Monday,  when  a  ratifica- 
tion meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Ar- 
mory. Similar  meetings  are  to  be  held 
all  over  the  state.  Governor  Van  Sant 
will  be  here,  and  he  will  speak,  to- 
gether with  J.  Adam  Bede  and  others.

Chairman  Naphen  Speaks 

of  Great  Dissatisfaction 

Among  Republicans. 


Boston.  Sept.  17.— The  faction  in  the 
Hassachusetts  Democracy  supporting 
the  principles  adopted  by  the  national 
convention  at  Kansas  City,  and  advo- 
cated by  William  J.  Bryan  and  the 
element  which  Is  opposed  to  the  Ne- 
^raskan  and  many  of  his  doctrines 
urere  admittedly  at  odds  this  morning 

over  the  construction  of  a  platform  for 
presentation  to  the  delegates  of  the 
state  convention.  So  Intense  was  the 
Reeling  manifested  In  committee  that 
at  one  time  it  appeared  as  if  a  bitter 
■truggle  for  the  mastery  would  be 
fouglK  out  upon  the  floor  of  the  con- 
irention. 

For  nearly  ten  hours  yesterday  the 
committee  on  resolutions  debated  the 
question,  with  the  result  that  the  Kan- 
sas t'ity  platform  adherents,  headed  by 
Get3rg«  Fred  Williams,  were  defeated, 
14  to  7. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order 
Just  after  10  a.  m.,  and  it  looked  then 
as  If  a  long  wrangle  was  in  prospect. 
These  differences,  together  with  the 
candidacy  of  Charles  S.  Hamlin  for 
the  nomination  for  governor,  gave  the 
proceedings  an  interest  greater  than 
any  that  has  been  taken  In  a  similar 
assembly  of  Demolcrats  since  the  days 
of  the  free  silver  campaign. 

William  S.  McNary,  chairman  of  the 
state  committee,  called  the  convention 
to  order.  He  was  elected  temporary 
chairman.  The  committee  on  perman- 
ent organization  reported  In  favor  of 
Congressman  Henry  F.  Naphen.  of 
South  Boston,  for  permanent  chair- 
man. 

Mr.  Naphen  spoke  In  part  as  follows: 
This  Is  a  Democratic  year.  The  splen- 
did enthusiasm  In  our  party  and  th?  dis- 
satisfaction heard  on  every  side  at  the  re- 
fusal of  the  administration  to  grapple 
with  the  grave  questions  of  the  hour  fore- 
shadow victory  throughout  the  land.  The 
r>»solutlons  of  Western  Republican  con- 
ventions reveal  the  dissatisfaction  of  th<J 
party  rank  and  tile.  They  presage  Re- 
publican party  dissensions,  and  a  disrup- 
tion far  more  violent  than  that  which  de- 
posed the  great  leaders  of  a  decade  ago. 
and  completely  alienated  the  more  cour- 
ageous spirits,  like  ex-Governor  Boutells. 
The  recent  visit  of  the  president  to  Ni?w 
England  was  slgnallxed  by  a  declaration 
of  convictions  more  welcome  in  some  oar- 
tlculars  to  our  party  than  to  his  own.  His 
frank  recognition  of  the  evils  of  monopoly 
was  an  avowal  of  Democratic  doctrine 
and  reflected  the  persuasion  of  a  majority 
of  the  people.  Those  who  followed  him 
as  he  discuss^  the  que.<«tion  with  engig.- 
Ing.  if  limited,  candor,  belonged  to  no 
Class  or  party.

The  Strike  of  the  Tug* 

men  Is  Finally 

Settled. 


Four   Union  Crews  Re- 
turn to  Work  at 
Once. 


Three  Non-Union  Crews 

Will    Remain  For 

Present. 


Four  union  crews  will  return  to 
work  for  the  Great  Lakes  company 
this  evening  and  with  it  one  sees  a 
breaking  of  peace  in  a  fight  that  has 
been  waxed  on  the  great  lakes 
since  May,  and  which  has  been  felt  in 
almost    every    port. 

It  has  been  known  that  preparations 
were  in  progress  the  past  few  days  for 
a  practical  settlement,  but  not  until 
last  night  was  the  Great  Lakes  com- 
pany notified  that  the  men  would  be 
to  work  today. 

It  was  expected  at  first  that  they 
would  return  this  noon  and  then  it 
was  decided  that  they  should  come 
back  this  evening.  The  tugs  to  be 
manned  by  the  Union  crews  are  the 
Superior,  Record,  Wisconsin  and  Ab- 
bott. The  boats  are  expected  to  be 
manned  by  Capts.  Green,  Burnett, 
Byers  and  Cornwall  and  Engineers 
Morrison,  Hlller,  Meyers  and  Bar- 
rows. 

However,  Green  and  Meyers  are  at 
present  out  of  the  city  and  others  will 
probably  take  their  places.  Three 
non-union  crews  will  remain  with  the 
towing  company.  These  are  men.  In 
some  instances,  who  formerly  belonged 
to  the  L.  T.  P.  A.  and  deserted  that 
organization    after  the   strike    was    on.

They  saw  that  the 
Independent  line  will  continue  to  do 
business.  Members  of  the  non-union 
crews,  who  are  to  go  were  paid  off  to- 
dafv  and  left  for  their  homes  immedi- 
ately afterwards.

Himself  In  Grafton 

Jail. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
Grafton— Frank  Sor,  Jr.,  aged  27,  com- 
mitted suicide  Tuesday  morning  at  the 
county  jail  by  nanging.  He  was  before 
the  county  judge  last  week  to  be  exam- 
ined for  his  sanity,  but  was  released  and 
then  brought  In  from  t,angdon  by  Deputy 
Sheriff  Robinson  because  of  his  strange 
actions.  He  was  left  alone  between  il 
and  10  this  morning  and  upon  the  jailer's 
return  he  was  hanging  from  the  celling 
of  his  cell,  almost  dead.  Attempts  to 
revive  him  tailed.  His  relatives  live 
west  of  Conway. 

Langdon— Patrick  McHugh,  of  this  city, 
died  suddenly  Tuesday  morning  at  St. 
Joseph's  hospital  In  Minneapolis.  He  has 
been  111  at  the  hospital  for  about  one 
week,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  his 
wife  and  one  daughter,  and  his  friend, 
W.  J.  Mooney,  were  at  his  bedside.  Mr. 
McHugh  was  one  of  the  best  known  men 
in  North  Dakota.  He  had  lived  there 
since  1884,  when  he  and  Mr.  Mooney  or- 
ganized Calavler  county.

Milton,  Osnabrock  and  Langdon.  besides 
large   interests   In   the   country.

Withdrawal  of  Henderson 

Causes    Speculation 

as  to  Successor. 


None  of  the  Former  Can- 
didates Likely  to 
Appear. 


Henderson's  Action  Will 

Precipitate  Tariff  and 

Trust  Issue.

Washington  Bureau 

"Washington,  Sept.  17. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  declination  of 
.  Cpcakfi  Henderson  to  be  a  candidate 
for  re-eleL-tion  bt-cau.se  the  Republicans 
f&vor  a  revision  of  the  tariff,  particu- 
larly so  as  to  curb  trusts,  came  as  a 
severe  blow  to  the  few  lievmliiu-an 
politicians  now  in  Washington.  It 
means  much,  therefore  all  tongues  are 
v.aggirig.  It  n»ean.s  that  taiiff  revision, 
cither  for  itself  or  for  the  pur^MJSe  of 
subduing  th*'  trusts,  is  at  issue,  that 
x,'\\i  be  projeo'ed  Into  the  campaign 
this  fall,  and  as  a  natural  sequence. 
Into  the  presidential  campaign  two 
years  nt-nce.  It  means,  also,  a  i-oilapse 
of  tho  oligarchy  which  has  ruled  thf 
kou.'^e  in  ."uch  a  manner  as  to  disgust 
and  .ilienatc  Republicans,  so  as  to 
make  possible  the  spectacle  afforded 
four  times  last  se.^sion  of  a  majority 
party  overturning  its  o^n  lead»"rs,  im- 
passive to  the  fact  President  Ro<^)se- 
■\elt.  who  piace.«  himself  with  regai'd  to 
tht  revision  line,  will  make  antagonists 
in  his  o  .n  party.  That  is  the  political 
phase  of  the  matter. 

With  Speaker  Henderson  out  of  the 
reckoning,  gossip  in  Wa.^hington  turns 
at  fine-  to  the  possible  candidates  for 
the  speakership  of  the  house  during 
the  Fifiy-eiKhth  congress.  Three  years 
ago.  when  the  speakership  of  the 
Fifty-sixth  house  was  vacant,  the 
competitors  were  Repre.^entatives  Can- 
ncn  abS  Hopkins  of  Illinois  and  Repre- 
sentative Sherman  of  New  York.  Mr. 
Hojikins  secured  the  support  of  the 
majority  of  the  Illinois  delegatif>n,  so 
tliat  Cannon  withdrew  from  the  con- 
test. AJr.  Hopkins  will  not  be  a  candi- 
date this  time,  bf^ause  he  is  practi- 
cally senator-elect  from  Illinois,  and 
will  be  elected  to  succeed  Senator 
Mason  next  January.  Mr.  Cannon  will 
be  a  p<^pular  candidate  this  time,  but 
It  is  doubtful  if  he  will  enter  the  race. 
Hl.^  position  as  chairman  of  the  appro- 
priation committee  la  nutre  congenial 
to  his  strenuous  tastes  than  the  Judi- 
cial calm  of  the  speakers  chair.  Mr. 
Sherman  will  hardly  be  a  candidate 
again.  He  has  always  stood  in  the 
shadow  of  Senator  Piatt's  displeasure 
and  three  years  ago,  when  his  candi- 
dacy assumed  formidable  proportions, 
Mr.  Piatt  hastily  called  the  New  York 
delegation  together  and  bade  it  to  en- 
dorse Mr.  Payne  as  its  candidate. 
There  Is  no  reason  to  believe  the  dele- 
gation will  fail  to  take  the  same  course 
agfUn. 

Of  the  other  lamlers  of  the  house. 
John  Dalzell.  r*  Pittsburg,  made  his 
peace  with  Senator  Quay,  and  as  he 
!s  the  ablest  parliamentarian  in  con- 
gresss  he  would  make  a  strong  candi- 
date, as  the  trusts  are  bound  to  be  an 
Issue  in  the  next  congress.  Repre.-en- 
tative  Littlefleld  of  Maine.  Dingley's 
successor,  and  Representative  Jenkins 
of  Wisconsin,  will  be  anM>ng'  the  prom- 
inent men  mentioned.    Mr.  Littlefleld's 


Intense  egotism,  however,  has  made 
him    extremely    unpopular      with      the 

members  generally,  and  he  cannot 
hope  to  have  sutficient  support.  Mr. 
Jenkins  is  the  ranking  member  of  the 
Judiciary  committee,  and  the  recent 
appointment  of  Mr.  Ray.  the  chalrn:an 
of  the  committee,  to  the  circuit  bench 
In  New  York  will  promote  Jenkins  to 
the  chairmanship  of  the  committee.  He 
can  be  depended  upon  to  press  the 
anti-trust  legislation  on  the  attention 
of  the  house.  He  was  the  author  of 
the  anti-trust  bill  passed  by  the  last 
house,  and  he  has  made  trust-breaking 
his  issue  in  Wisconsin. 
Many  other  members  are  mentioned, 

among  them  being  Mr.  Burton,  of 
Ohio.  who.  as  chairman  of  the  river 
and  harbor  committee,  has  won  the 
gratitude  of  nearly  every  old  memD-3r 
of  the  house.  Mr.  Hepburn,  of  Iowa, 
who  has  won  the  support  of  the 
younger  element  by  his  demands  for 
a  general  revision  of  the  present 
tyrannical  rules  of  the  house.  Mr. 
Hemenway.  of  Indiana,  the  ranking 
member  of  the  committee  on  appro- 
priations, who.  however,  would  find 
his  colleague,  Mr.  Overstreet,  a  power- 
ful opponent  because  of  the  latler's 
position  as  secretary  of  the  congres- 
sional committee,  which  ads  the  mem- 
bers in  their  campaigns  for  election  to 
house,  and  Babcock.  of  Wisconsin,  who 
is  at  prtsent  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee. District  of  Columbia,  a  man  of 
calm  and  judicial  mind,  who  is  very 
popular  through  his  efforts  as  chair- 
man of  the  congressional  campaign 
committee  lo  aid  members.

Of  Native  Chinese  Chris- 
tians Reported  By 
Dr.  Conright 

Pekln,  Sept.  17.— United  States  Minister 
Conger  has  presented  to  the  Chinese  for- 
eign office,  a  letter  from  Dr.  Conright,  the 
American  missionary  of  Cheng  Tu  i^u,  de- 
scribing the  massacre  of  native  Chris- 
tians there  in  July.  Dr.  Conright  says 
that  eleven  converts  were  killed  by  the 
Boxers  and  that  the  local  officials  refused 
to  take  measures  against  the  Boxers.  The 
letter  was  written  Aug.  2.  The  ml8.sio.i- 
aries  were  then  guarded  by  troops  and 
were  unable  to  leave  the  mission  building.- 
except  when  escorted  by  soldiers. 

Dr.  Conright's  recent  telegrams  say  the 
situation  is  worse.  The  native  papers  de- 
clare the  trouble  is  due  to  the  collection 
of  excessive  indemnities  for  Christians  on 
account  of  the  troubles  of  1900,  and  owing 
to  the  Christians'  arrogant  attitude  un- 
der foreign  protection.

Election     In    November 

Will  Cause   Warm 

Contest. 

San  Juan.  P.  R..  Sept.  10.— (Corre- 
fcpondence  of  the  Associated  Press.)— 
On  Nov.  4  will  be  held  an  election  cov- 
ering the  entire  island,  at  which  time 
a  resident  commissioner  to  the  United 
Btates,  five  delegates  from  each  legis- 
lative district,  a  mayor  for  each  mu- 
nicipal district,  one  municipal  judge. 
Ihree  school  trustees  and  members  of 
the  council  will  be  chosen.  In  San  Juan 
two  municipal  Judges  and  two  substl- 
lutes  will  be  voted  for. 

While  the  campaign  has  not  fui»y 
opened  yet,  the  first  few  meetings  have 
b''en  theatrical.  The  Porto  Rican  i.=5  a 
yood  citizen;  he  generally  minds  his 
own  business  and  believes  in  the  adage 
-Live  and  let  live"— until  it  comes  to 
politics.  Then  there  are  no  half  way 
measures.  If  you  are  on  the  opposite 
Bide,  whatever  that  may  be.  your  oppo- 
nent considers  that  you  are  not  en- 
titled to  live,  and  that  you  have  lost 
all  claim  to  his  respectability,  because 
you  do  not  believe  as  he  does.  This 
being    the    case    with    one    faction    and 


the  other.  It  wiU  be  readily  seen  that 
when  Greek  meets  Greek  there  is 
bound  to  be  results  of  the  Donnybrook 
species,  more  or  less. 

Thus  far  few  meetings  have  been 
held  which  have  not  ended  with  a  few 
broken  heads,  and  the  grave  charge 
has  been  made  that  the  police  were 
not  the  least  active  in  either  precipi- 
tating or  lending  passive  encourage- 
ment to  one  or  the  other  faction.  To- 
day in  Porto  Rico  there  are.  strictly 
speaking,  two  parties— the  Republican 
party  now  in  power,  and  the  American 
federation.  Another  party  has  sprung 
up  in  the  past  few  weeks  which  styles 
itself  Unionist.

Two  years  ago  the  Federals  cast  no 

I  vote  at  all,  claiming  that  it  would  be 
u.seiess   to  go  to  the  poll.s.   as  the  Re-  j 
publicans  w^ould  count  them  out.     The 
Federals   are   going   to    the   polls     this  | 
year,   and  are   going  to  see   that   thdr  j 
votes  are  counted  as  cast.     In  this  de- 
termination they  have  the  endorsement 
of  the  governor,  who  has  declared  that  I 
a  fair  election  must  be  held  whatever 
the  result. 

Most  of  the  trouble  occurs  in  in- 
terior towns,  where  the  people  have 
little  else  to  do  except  to  dabble  in 
politics,  and  so  everybody  is  a  poli- 
tician. The  recent  disturbances  at 
Humacao.  Cayey  and  Juncos  were  only 
the  result  of  abnormally  developed 
feeling  of  intolerance. 

In  certain  districts  the  police  have 
openly  proselyted  for  one  side  or  the 
other,  until  brought  severely  to  task 
by  the  higher  officials,  and  Acting  Gov- 
ernor Hartzell  and  Chief  Techter  have 
struck  upon  a  happy  plan.  In  Republi- 
can strongholds  policemen  with  Fed- 
•^•ral  leanings  will  be  detailed,  and 
those  with  Republican  sympathies  will 
patrol  the  Federal  towns. 

It  is  hard  to  forecast  the  result  at 
this  time  as  nominations  have  not 
even  been'  made,  but  that  the  Federals 
will  carry  a  number  of  districts  and 
make  a  very  good  showing  in  the  house 
of  delegates  is  conceded  by  those  who 
are  in  a  position  to  know.

"You  may  rest  assured,"  said  one  of 
the  local  lumbermen,  who  is  heavily 
Interested  in  Northern  Minnesota  log- 
ging operations,  "that  the  lumbermen 
of  this  district  will  work  hand  and 
glove  with  the  health  authorities  this 
year  for  the  suppression  of  contagious 
diseases,  like  the  smallpox.  It  stands 
to  reason  that  the  union  of  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  loggers  and  the  author- 
ities will  accomplish  the  best  results, 
and  the  loggers  are  realiizng  that  it  is 
to  th^ir  interests  to  do  their  part. 

"During  the  past  two  winters  the 
epidemic  of  smallpox  has  greatly  in- 
convenienced loggers  iji  some  localities  i 
by  spreading'until  they  were  forced  to  | 
abandon  their  camps,  or  run  short 
handed,  for  now  men  cannot  be  in- 
duced to  enter  a  camp  where  they 
know  smallpox  has  existed.  The  suc- 
cessful fight  that  was  waged  against 
the  disease  last  winter  has  brought 
about  f.ar  healthier  conditions  at  the 
lagging  camps  in  this  district  than  ever 
before.  Lumbermen  realize  that  if 
these  conditions  are  to  continue  the 
proper  precautions  should  be  taken, 
ana  they  are,  as  a  rule,  willing  to  do 
anything  within  reason  to  carry  out 
the  suggestions  of  the  health  authori- 
ties. 

"There  have  been  too  many  Instances 
in  the  past  where  men  who  knew  they 
had  been  exposed  to  smallpox,  and 
even  when  they  were  coming  down 
with  the  disease,  went  from  camp  to 
camp  and  exposed  others.  I  believe 
that  the  lumbermen,  for  their  own  pro- 
tection, would  be  in  favor  of  much 
more  severe  measures  for  the  punish- 
ment of  such  men  than  Is  In  vogue  at 
the  present  time. 

"As  for  myself,  I  do  not  anticipate 
any  outbreak  of  smallpox  this  season 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  Still,  I 
believe  that  the  'ounce  of  prevention  Is 
worth  the  pound  of  cure.'  "

Wins  Out  In  Contest  For 

District  Democratic 

Leadership. 

New  York,  Sept.  17. — Republican  and 
Democratic  primaries  were  held  in  the 
various  assembly  districts  in  the  bor- 
oughs of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx 
yesterday.  Interest  in  the  outcome  of 
the  voting  was  keener  than  has  been 
itpp^ent  for  some  year«,  inasmuch  nas 
there  were  many  districts  in  which 
there  were  contests  for  the  district 
leaderships. 

This  was  notably  true  in  the  Ninth 
assembly  di.sirin,  whore  Wiliiam  S.  De- 
very,  ex-deputy  commissioner  of  police, 
had  for  weeks  conducted  a  picturesque 
campaign  as  a  candidate  for  the  Ti  ni- 
many  leadership  as  against  Frank  B. 
Goodwin,  Tammany  leader,  and  John 
C.  Sheehan.  leader  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Democracy. 

At  11  o'clock  last  night  the  indica- 
tions were  that  Devery's  campaign  had 
been  successful  and  that  he  had  won. 
At  that  hour  Louis  Munzinger,  Shee- 
han's  campaign  manager,  conceded  the 
election  of  Devery. 

An  unofficial  table  shows  that  the 
vote  cast  in  the  Ninth  district  (with 
one  approximated)  is:  Devery,  1684; 
Goodwin,  729;   Sheehan.  1319. 

In  the  Twenty-ninth  district  John  F. 
Carroll  ran  far  ahead  of  his  opponent, 
Thomas  E.  Rush,  the  Murphy  candi- 
date. 

At  11  o'clock  twenty-four  out  of  a 
total  of  twenty-nine  districts  gave  Car- 
roll a  vote  of  908  as  against  4J3  for 
Rush. 

In  the  Twenty-sixth,  former  Sheriff 
Thomas  J.  Dunn  had  an  easy  victory 
over  his  opponents,  while  in  the  First 
it  appeared  at  a  late  hour  that  "Dan" 
Finn  had  won  in  his  fight  for  the  lead- 
ership against  former  Police  Commis- 
sioner Michael  C.  Murphy.  At  that 
time  Finn  had  1209  votes  as  against 
Murphy's  895.  with  three  election  dis- 
tricts   missing. 

John  B.  Sexton  in  the  Nineteenth 
won  without  great  trouble  over  Joseph 
F.  Kehoe. 

George  F.  Scannell  retains  his  lead- 
ership in  the  Tammany  Hall  organiza- 
tion of  the  Twenty-fifth  assembly  dis- 
trict. Scannell  carried  twenty-one  cf 
the  twenty-five  election  districts  with 
a  total  vote  of  706  to  355  for  Mayer,  a 
majority  of  351. 

Among  the  Republicans  there  were 
few  contests  and  all  were  of  a  more  or 
less  mild  nature.  Abraham  Gruber,  la 
the  Twenty-first:  John  Salebling  in  the 
Twelfth,  with  Dock  Commisslouev 
Hawkes  in  the  Twenty-fifth,  were  all 
successful  against  their  opponents. 

Lemuel  E.  Qulgg  won  in  the  Nine- 
teenth assembly  district  for  the  Repub- 
licans. His  tlcKet  got  852  votes  to  210 
for  the  ticket  headed  by  Moses  G. 
Byers.  ■■  '- 

The  regular  factions  of  the  two  par- 
ties were  successful  in  both  party  pri- 
maries in  Rlchnwnd  thorough. 

In  Brooklyn  the  regular  Republican 
ticket  in  the  Seventeenth  district  won 
over  Walter  B.  Atterbury.  The  regu- 
lar Democratic  ticket  won  In  all  dis- 
tricts but  one. 

After  Devery  learned  that  he  was 
elected  he  organized  about  2000  men 
and  boys  into  a  parade  and,  headed  by 
the  "Big  Chief"  ]and  a  fife  and  drum 
corps,  they  marahed  through  the  dis- 
trict amid  the  sMouts  and  annlause  of 
the  people  who  lined  the  streets,  stoops 
and  windows.  Devery  carried  his  hat 
In  his  hand  and  bowed  to  the  people 
continually.  The  parade  lasted  for  half 
an  hour,  for  itr-was  frequently  *nt3r- 
rupted  by  groups  of  men.  women  and 
children,  who  broke  through  the  crowds 
to  shake  Devery's  hand.

Chicago  Combine  Figures  In 
the  German  Campaign. 

Berlin.  Sept.  17.— The  national  cam- 
paign for  the  elecUon  of  the  relchstag  has 
been  formally  opened.  The  Social  Demo- 
crats have  sdzed  engprly  upon  the  meat 
famine  and  are  making  the  most  of  it.  Pe- 


titions are  being  passed  by  city  councils 
in  all  the  large  cities  where  liberal  voiea 
predominate  protesting  against  the  exclu- 
sion of  foreign  cattle,  beef,  pork  and  meat 
products 

The  alleged  Chicago  meat  trust  receives 
particular  attention  in  the  pending  agi- 
tation. Tabular  statements  are  Issued 
showing  that  the  price  of  pork  in  Chicago 
since  1900  has  Increased  32  per  cent  while 
In  Berlin  it  has  increased  23  i)er  cent.  In 
Paris  17  per  ctnt,  and  in  Vienna  16  per 
cent. 

Recent  figures  gathered  by  the  T'n!»cd 
States  consular  agencies  in  German v  at 
the  request  of  the  state  department  in 
Washington  ^how  that  since  the  rigid 
exclusion  of  American  canned  mfars, 
sausages,  beef  and  lard  .the  oonsumpiion 
of  cheap  and  .unwholesome  meats,  aa  weii 
as  of  horse  meat,  has  Increased  In  che 
CJerman  provinces. 

There  is  a  strong  movement  for  the  re- 
peal of  the  obnoxious  agrarian  antl-Amor- 
Ican  meat  laws.  It  Is  not  unlikely  that  a 
resolution  recommending  such  action  will 
be  presented  at  the  coming  session  .>f  iha 


rtchstag  and  fathered  by  one  of  the  Lib- 
eral parties. 

The  German  government  Is  preparing  to 
nght  the  American  meat  trust.  The 
movement  is  on  foot  to  organize  a  large 
company  with  German  capital  for  the 
erection  of  .<?lauBhtprIng  and  cold  stor- 
age hou.ses  in  the  German  Southwe.>;t  Afri- 
can colony.  The  governor  of  the  colony. 
Col.   Leutwcin,   said: 

"Climate  conditions  are  excellent  In  the 
colony  for  raising  cattle.  The  project  Is 
to  erect  slaughter  houses  and  cold  stDr- 
age  systems  similar  to  those  of  Armour 
and  Swift  In  Chicago,  and  to  suppl.v 
canned  and  other  preserved  meats  not 
only  to  Germany,  but  to  all  European 
countries.

A  POLITICAL    SENSSTION. 

The  announcement  by  Speaker  David 
B.  Henderson  that  he  will  not  accept 
the  Republican  nomination  to  represent 
the  Third  Iowa  district  for  another 
term  m  congress  Is  the  political  sensa- 
tion of  the  day.  This  action  by  Gen. 
Htnderson  la  as  surprising  as  It  Is 
novel.  He  retires  because,  by  his  own 
confession,  he  is  out  of  harmony  with 
his  constituents  on  the  question  of  the 
tariff  and  the  trusts.  Here  is  his  state- 
ment on  this  point: 

"Since  my  return  to  the  district  I 
have  made  a  careful  study  as  to  the 
sentiment  in  the  district  and  state,  and 
1  believe  there  is  no  little  .sentiment, 
and  a  growing  sentiment  among  He- 
publicans,  that  1  do  not  truly  represent 
their  views  on  the  tariff  question. 
Believing  this  condition  to  exist,  and 
knowing  that  I  do  not  agree  with  my 
people,  that  trusts,  to  which  I  am  and 
have  been  opposed,  can  be  cured,  or  the 
people  benefited  by  free  trade,  In  whole 
or  in  part.  I  must  decline  to  accept  the 
nomination  so  graciously  and  enthusi- 
astically made."  * 

The  views  of  the  Iowa  Republicans 
on  the  tariff  question  were  expressed  in 
the  following  declaration  at  their  state 
convention  in  July: 

"We  favor  any  modifications  of  the 
tariff  schedules  that  may  be  required 
to  prevent  their  affording  shelter  to 
monopoly." 

The  "Iowa  idea"  as  thus  expressed 
is  that  the  tariff  should  be  reduced  or 
repealed  on  all  goods  whose  production 
is  controlled  by  the  trusts. 

It  has  been  know'n  that  Gen.  Hender- 
son did  not  approve  this  declaration, 
but  no  one  suspected  that  he  would 
retire  voluntarily  from  congress  on 
that  account.  The  Third  district  of 
Iowa,  which  he  now  represents,  is 
strongly  Republican,  but  the  Demo- 
crats recently  nominated  ex-Governor 
Horace  S.  Boies,  and  proposed  to  put 
up  a  very  strong  fight  with  tariff  re- 
vision as  the  leading  issue.  Whether 
Headerson  feared  that  he  would  be  de- 
feated is  a  question  that  his  lelter  of 
declination  does  not  answer.  At  the 
last  election  he  had  a  plurality  of  11.325 
over  the  Democratic  nominee.  If  he 
believed  that  he  could  not  win  this 
year,  it  Indicates  a  great  revulsion  in 
public  sentiment  towards  Gen.  Hen- 
derson, who  has  represented  the  dis- 
trict for  twenty  years.  In  any  event, 
his  retirement  Is  a  striking  indication 
of  the  intensity  of  the  demand  by  Iowa 
Republicans  for  tariff  revision.

Large  numbers  of  l<">comotlve3 
are  built  in  this  country  with  perfectly 
Interchangeable  parts,  and.  aided  by  la- 
bor-saving Inventions,  at  lower  cost  and 
In  less  time  than  are  possible  elsewhere. 
Americans  have  built  a  locomotive  In 
eight  days,  and  one  has  been  assembled 
ready  to  run  In  twenty-four  hours.  Am- 
erican skill  leads  In  practically  every 
Mne.  The  supremacy  of  this  country  Is 
undoubted. 

The  people  ot 
the  city  of  Dublin, 
Ireland,  have  pro- 
tested vehemently 
•gainst  the  crimes 
act    recently      pn^ 

claimed  by  the  government  to  apply  to 
the  Emerald  Isle;  but  of  wliat  avail? 
Protestations  and  entreaties  to  the  moth- 
er country  have  repeatedly  failed  and 
there  is  no  indication  of  any  iroprove- 
■nent  for  the  down-trodden  people.  Ire- 
land has  had  many  troubles.  She  has 
many  now.  but  withal  she  has  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  civilized  world.  By  a  co- 
incidence the  proclamation  of  the  crimes 
act  and  the  revised  returns  of  Ireland's 
population  for  19t>l  come  simultaneously. 
According  to  the  anal  figures,  the  popu- 
lation of  Ireland  in  that  year  was  4.458,- 
)7S.  which  Includes  also  the  soldiers  and 
•allors  doing  duty  there  at  the  time  the 
count  was  made.  This  shows  a  decrease 
of  2^.973  In  the  ten  years  between  ISDl 
and  1901.  or  5.23  per  cent.  The  popula- 
tion In  1S41.  at  the  last  census  previous 
to  the  great  famine,  was  8.199.S.53.  It 
ttad  been  Increasing  steadily  along  to 
khat  time,  and  kept  on  growing  to  the 
famine  of  1846-47,  when  the  population 
aaust  have  been  in  the  neighborhood  of 
|,40").«)0<).  bat  under  the  stress  of  that 
calamity,  through  starvation  a.id  eml- 
aration.  it  wa-s  cut  to  6.614.173  in  1S51. 
Jt  has  been  going  down  steadily  since 
then.  Ireland's  population  today  Is  but 
Utile  more  than  half  of  what  It  was  in 
1^848.     These  figures  are  pathetic  and  tell

'     rRANCE*S  FINANCES. 

Troubles  for  France  seem  to  multiply 
and    they    are    due    rather    to    circum- 
stances   than  the  fault  of   the  govern- 
ment.      The  little  affair  of  Mr.  Pelle- 
ton,    the    minister    of    finance,    who   on 
Monday     made    a    speech    at     Blzerta 
which   may   call  for  explanation   from 
the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  Is  noth- 
ing   compared    to    the    financial    diffi- 
culties  In    which    the   republic    is       In- 
volved.      The  national  debt  is  rapidly 
increasing    in    time    of    peace    and    th« 
conservative   financiers  are   filled   with 
despair.        The    official    figures       show 
that  for   the  month  of  August   the  re- 
ceipts   were    J3, 600.000    below    the    esti- 
mates.     The  shortage  In  receipts      for 
eight  months  of  1902.  compared  to  es- 
timates,  now  amounts  to  116.400,000,   to 
which  must  be  atided  $4,000,000  of  sup- 
plementary credits  voted  by  the  cham- 
ber and   $9,000,000  borrowed   since  Jan. 
1,   1902,    to   meet   the  government's   in- 
debtedness   in    regard    to    gnaranteed 
dividends   of    the    great    railroad    com- 
panies.      This   brings    the   total   deficit 
for  the  year  up  to  Sept.  1  to  the  enor- 
mous  sum   of   148.100,000   francs  or  $2,- 
600.000.    which    Is    already    a    record- 
breaking   figure    for    a    time    of    peace. 
The  most  optimistic  authorities  see  no 
chance    for    any    Increase    of    receipts 
during  the   next  four   months,    and   if 
this   proves   true   the    total    deficit   for 
1902   will   reach   200.000,000   francs,       or 
$40,000,000.      In  financial  circles  a  new 
loan  of  1,300.000  francs  or  $260,000  is  con- 
fidently   predicted    as    necessary        to 
balance    the    deficits  of   the    past  five 
years. 

The  primary  cause  of  the  deficit  Is 
the  extravagance  of  preceding  legisla- 
tures and  the  present  officials  to  whom 
the  debt  legacy  has  fallen  are  seri- 
ously disturbed.  But  there  Is  no  par- 
ticular cause  for  alarm.  France  Is  rich 

In  products  and  people  and  while 
there  may  be  a  strong  temporary  de- 
pression there  need  be  no  fear  for  the 
ultimate  outcome. 

The  introduction  of  automobile 
stages  In  the  Yellowstone  park  may 
serve  the  convenience  of  tourists,  but 
the  spectacled  chauffeur  will  hardly 
be  so  picturesque  a  character  as  the 
old  mountain  stage  driver  deftly  hand- 
ling the  ribbons  of  a  spanking  six- 
horse  team. 


FATHER  MARQUETTE. 

Rev.  H.  L.  Raiding.  S.  J.,  the  \-ice 
president  of  the  Marquette  college  at 
Milwaukee.  Jias  a  well-written  and  in- 
teresting article  in  the  September  num- 
ber of  the  Messenger.  In  which  he  gives 
the  reasons  why  Father  Marquette  Is 
entitled  to  be  recorded  in  history  as 
the  discoverer  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
Father  Spalding  begins  his  article  with 
a  description  of  the  painting  by  Powell 
In  the  rotunda  of  the  capltol  at  Wash- 
ington, representing  "The  Discovery  of 
the  Mississippi  by  De  Soto  in  1539," 
and  the  marble  figure  by  Trentanove  in 
Statuary  hall,  appended  to  which  Is 
the  Inscription.  "James  Marqu^.tte, 
who,  with  Louis  Joliet.  discovered  the 
Mississippi  in  1673."  Here,  as  the 
article  goes  on  to  observe,  are  appar- 
ently conflicting  claims.  Is  the  title  of 
"discoverer"  applied  to  Marquette  a 
misnomer,  and  should  the  designation 
carved  upon  the  pedestal  of  his  statue 
have   been    "explorer?" 

This  is  not  the  first  time  this  ques- 
tion has  been  raised,  but  it  has  not 
always  been  answered  favorably  to 
Father  Marquette.  Arguments  of  great 
strength,  which  appear  to  be  convinc- 
ing, are  cited  in  support  of  the  con- 
tention that  Father  Marquette  is  as 
truly  entitled  to  rank  as  the  discoverer 
of  the  Mississippi  as  is  Columbus  to 
rank  as  the  discoverer  of  the  Western 
hemisphere.  There  were  pre-Colum- 
bian voyages  to  America,  but  they  were 
barren  of  results.  De  Soto  saw  the 
waters  of  the  Mississippi  long  before 
Marquette,  and  his  body  was  com- 
mitted to  Its  current.  But  he  did  not 
know  that  K  was  part  of  a  channel  of 
communication  connecting  the  great 
lakes  with  the  gulf,  and  long  before  the 
time  of  Marquette's  exploration  the 
significance  of  De  Soto's  discovery  had 
faded  from  the  memory  of  Europeans. 

The  Mercator  map  of  North  America, 
published  In  1569.  shows  a  number  of 
streams  entering  the  gulf  of  Mexico, 
but  they  are  all  represented  as  smaller 
than  the  tributaries  of  the  St.  Lav- 
rence.  The  Hakluyt  map  (1387)  makes 
the  Mississippi  smaller  than  the  James 
river  in  Virginia.  The  Wytfllet  map 
(1597)  makes  it  smaller  than  the  Par- 
ana and  not  half  the  size  of  the  Colo- 
rado. There  is  no  record  of  any  Span- 
ish vessel  entering  its  waters  for  the 
purpose  of  exploration  or  trade.  When 
Jean  Nicollet  canae  to  Wisconsin  in 
1634  he  heard  of  a  great  water  to  the 
west,  which  he  supposed  to  be  the 
Pacific  ocean,  but  which  was  really  the 
Mississsippl  river. 

Between  that  time  and  the  expedition 
of  Marquette  and  Joliet  the  French 
had  heard  much  of  the  Mississipi.  but 
did  not  recognize  Its  identity  with  the 
Espirito  Santo  of  the  Spaniards,  and 
supposed  that  it  flowed  into  the  Pacific 
Ocean  or  the  Vermilion  sea.  the  latter 
belnff  their  name  at  that  time  for  the 
gulf  of  California.  Marquette  voyaged 
by  way  of  the  Fox  and  the  Wisconsin 
to  the  Mississippi,  and  went  down  the 
Mississippi  for  a  thousand  miles.  He 
made  the  first  map  which  contained  an 
adequate  representation  of  the  Father 
of  Waters.  Joliet.  the  companion  of 
hi*  voyage,  made  records  also,  but 
Joliet's  records  were  lost  by  shipwreck.

Chicago,  Sept.  17.— Ways  end  means 
to  prevent  the  railw^ays  from  discrim- 
inating in  favor  of  the  so-called  trusts 
have  been  discussed  at  a  meetng  here 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  in- 
terstate commerce  convenition.  The 
adoption  by  congress  Of  the  amended 
Elkins  bill  was  advised.

E.  P.  Bacon,  of  Milwaukee;  C.  H. 
Seypt  and  E.  O.  Stannard,  of  St.  Louis; 
Charles  Kennedy,  of  Buffalo;  William

rabee,  of  Clermont,  Iowa;  John  W. 
Springer,  of  Denver;  S.  H.  Cowan,  of 
Fort  Worth.  Tex.;  J.  E.  Howard,  of 
Wichita.  Kan,,  and  R.  S.  Lyon  and 
W.  S.  Warren,  of  Chicago. 

The  members  of  the  committee  re- 
ported a  general  public  dissatisfaction 
at  the  failure  of  congress  at  its  last 
session  to  enact  legislation  gi'  ing  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  larger 
powers  to  prevent  rate  discrimination.

Mineral    Land    In 

California. 

San  Francisco.  Sept.  171— State  Min- 
eralogist Aubury  makes  the  asJ;onish- 
ing  statement  that  during  the  last 
few  months  at  least  250,000  acres  of 
public  land  in  the  mineralized  section.s 
of  California,  and  largely  minerali»ted 
In  nature,  have  been  grabl)ed  by  East- 
ern speculators  through  the  employ- 
ment of  dummy  locators.  In  the  tracts 
thus  secured  are  included  many  actuai 
mineral  claims  on  which  California 
miners  have  located  and  have  pie- 
pared  to  do  the  assessment  w^ork  neces- 
sary to  perfect  title  under  the  United 
States  mining  laws. 

The  speculators,  he  sa3rs,  are  not 
even  timber  men.  They  have  seen 
that  there  Is  a  great  future  for  mining 
and  that  the  surface  of  California 
having  hardly  been  scratched  over  for 
gold  and  other  metals,  there  are  un- 
told millions  of  dollars  awaiting  the 
owners  of  these  lands  In  the  future. 
Mr.  Aubury  therefore  advocates  hav- 
ing the  public  domain  all  withheld 
from  timber  entry  in  this  state  until 
there  can  be  an  inspection  to  deter- 
mine how  the  lands  should  be  properly 
classified,  whether  as  timber,  mineral 
or  agricultural,  and  he  will  move  In 
that  direction.

Sept.  17.— Every  roller  mill  in 
the  United  States  roiling  ingots  Into 
structural  shapes  is  Infringing  on  the 
iwtents  of  John  Brisbln.  a  janitor,  and 
Antonia  VInnac,  a  roUer.  accord  ng  to 
the  decree  of  Judge  Bufflngton  In  the 
United   States   circuit   court.  _.      , 

Brisbin  and  VInnac  invented  part  of 
the  present  svstem  of  carrj'Ing  the  Ingot 
on  a  bed  of  rolls  laterally  and  vertically, 
for  which  they  received  a  patent  July  20, 
1886  The  plaintiffs  brought  suit  against 
the  Carnegie  Steel  company,  limited,  for 
Infringements  of  patents  May,  1S97. 
Judge  Bufflngton  heard  the  arguments 
last  spring.  The  Carnegie  Steel  com- 
pany's reply  was  Invalidity  of  the  patent 
and    non-Infringement. 

The  decision  Is  of  a  character  to  com- 
pel every  structural  steel  mill  In  the 
country  to  make  settlement  with  the  p»ior 
Inventors,  who  have  spent  their  entire 
substance  fighting  the  grAt  corporation.

Victoria,  B.  C.  Sept.  17.— A  letter 
received  from  a  thoroughly  trustworthy 
Chinese  correspondent  at  Nannlngr 
states  that  the  rebellion  Is  entirely  at 
an  end.  Gen.  Ma.  one  of  the  ablest 
Chinese  officers  in  the  South,  was 
killed. 

Though  the  rebellion,  so-called,  's  at 
an  end,  a  disquieting  feature  of  the 
situation  is  that  the  large  quantity  of 
up-to-date  rifles  are  still  imported  con- 
stantly. The  Chinese  complain  that 
they  are  smuggled  over  the  Tonkin 
frontier.  The  town  of  Tunghua 
Hsian.  northwest  of  New  Chwang.  is 
reported  to  have  been  occupied  by  the 
brigand  leader  Liu  Tang  Tsae  and 
followers,  making  this  their  headquar- 
ters. They  are  said  to  be  busily  loot- 
ing all  the  districts  around. 

The  Boxers  are  still  active  in  Chengte 
and  increasingly  so.  The  local  foreign 
office  reports  the  district  to  be  In  great 
disorder,  several  places  having  been 
attacked,  others  burned  down  and  a 
number  of  Christian  inquirers  and 
others  who  resisted  having  been  kiile<l. 
The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  society 
has  had  one  colporteur  killed  in  that 
district,  and  there  are  rumors,  not  yet 
confirmed  but  believed  to  be  reliabl-*. 
that  two  others  have  suffered  the  same 
fate. 

A  gentleman  who  recently  visited 
New  Chwang  says  the  Russians  are 
making  all  preparations  for  their  re- 
tirement from  Manchuria  at  an  early 
date,  and  expresses  the  belief  that  they 
will  do  so.  At  the  same  time  he  ad- 
mits that  they  are  not  likely  to  give 
up  some  of  the  places  on  which  they 
have  spent  considerable  sums,  such 
as  New  Chwang  and  Talien  bay,  nor 
to  retire  without  some  sort  of  equiva- 
lent for  what  they  supposed  they  h.id 
acquired,  nor  even  then  to  make  an 
absolute  relinquishment  of  their  claims 
upon  that  country. 

The  steamer  Hlgo  Maru.  which  wa.g 
sent  by  the  Japanese  government  to 
the  scene  of  recent  eruptions  at  Torish- 
ama has  returned  to  Yokohama.  Ac- 
cording to  news  brought  by  the  steam- 
er the  landing  was  effected  with  con- 
siderable difficulty. 

The  eruption  had  wrought  a  complete 
transformation  of  the  island,  and  all 
the  Inhabitants  and  animals  had  dis- 
appeared and  no  indication  was  left  aa 
to  what  had  become  of  them.  The 
highest  of  three  peaks  on  the  Island 
known  as  Komoshiyama.  had  been 
blotted  out  of  existence  and  a  crater 
had  been  formed  partly  In  the  pUco 
where  the  peak  stood.  The  crater  is 
still  sending  forth  a  thick  smoke  of 
sulphur,  with  hea,vy  rumblings.  A  con- 
siderable subsidence  was  noticeable  at 
the  spot  where  the  dwellings  of  the  in- 
habitants had  stood  prior  to  the  erup- 
tion. 'All  the  island  w^as  strewn  with 
ashes,  gravel  and  bouiders.  and  only 
about  a  fourth  part  of  the  normal 
island  vegetation  remained  in  exist- 
ence. 

Japanese  papers  received  by  tna 
empress  of  India  report  the  capture  of 
two  sea  serpents  off  the  coast  of  Japan 
by  fishermen.  One  was  a  male  mea- 
suring 48  feet  and  the  other  a  female 
39  feet.  They  had  horns  2  feet  6  Inches 
long  and  ears  about  2  feet.  It  Is  the 
opinion  of  sclentsts  that  the  serpents 
being  disturbed  by  seismic  disturb- 
ances, abandoned  deep  water  for  th« 
shallow^  water.

Charles  Henderson   Will 
Seek  to  Show  Him- 
self Crazy. 


Some   Important  and  In- 
teresting   Evidence 
Is  Introduced. 


Jury  Likely  to  Have  Case 

Within  Twenty-Four 

Hours. 


The  mfist  important  part  of  the  evi- 
dence to  be  produced  by  the  state  in 
the  Henderson  murder  trial  was  put  in 
this  morning. 

The  state  will  be  finished  this  after- 
noon, and  the  case  may  go  to  the  jury 
tomorrow  morning. 

Insanity  will  be  the  defense  of  the 
prisoner. 

ilrd.  Winnifred  Klvers,  who  v/ent  on 
the  stand  yesterday,  was  th«  first  to 
occupy  the  witness  chair  this  morn- 
ing. She  has  a  sweet  voice,  and  on 
any  question  that  she  was  not  certain 
would  simply  say  that  she  didn't  re- 
member. It  was  difficult  to  make  her 
say  anything  on  which  she  was  not 
■ure. 

Attorney  Walte,  for  Henderson,  tried 
to  show  that  Mrs.  Rivers  had  made 
the  remark  that  Henderson  was  crazy. 
The  d«fendani  was  ill  the  first  part  of 
the  week  of  June  21,  when  the  crime 
foi  which  he  stands  charged  was  com- 
mitted. 

"Wasn't  he  a  very  sick  man  at  that 
time?"    was    asked    the    witness,    who, 
with    h*-r    husband,    lived    In    the   same 
building  as  the  Hendersons. 
"He  said  he  was." 

"Did  you  nurse  him  or  talk  to  him?" 
"I  only  asked  him  how  he  left." 
"Did  he  complain  of  a  high  fever  and 
a  raging  headache?" 

■'He  said   he  was  pretty  sick." 
"Don't  you  remember  saying  to  your 
husband  that  you  were  afraid  to  stay 
In  the  same  house  because  he  (Hender- 
Mon)   was  crazy?" 

"I  remember  telling  him   that  I   was 
afraid  to  remain  there." 

"Do  you   remember   what  Mrs.   Hen- 
derson   told    you   about    going    to    live 
with  Dawson?"

returned  from  the  other  room. 

In  again  referring  to  the  incident  in 
which  the  defendant  choked  Mrs.  Mc- 
Ccrmlck.  she  said  that  the  dead  woman 
said  that  there  were  oKirks  on  her 
throat  from  his  hands. 

•Didn't  he  accuse  her  at  that  time  of 
staying  out  all  night  with  another 
man?" 

"Aa  I  remember  I  think  the  trouble 
started  over  a  cat." 

W.  M.  Dawson,  head  waiter  at  the 
Spalding  hotel,  was  the  next  witness 
called.  A  search  of  the  rooms  in 
which  the  Hendersons  lived  brought 
forth  a  note  that  the  Henderson  wo- 
man had  written  to  Dawson  a  short 
time  before  she  was  slain. 

Dawson  said  that  he  had  known 
Henderson  about  ten  years,  and  his 
wife  about  three  months. 

On  the  morning  of  the  affray  Dawson 
learned  that  Henderson  had  made  the 
statement  that  he  was  unduly  familiar 
with  Mrs.  Henderson.  Dawson  called 
Henderson    to   hUa   aX   10   o'clock    that 


morning  and  asked  for  an  explanation. 
Henderson  stated  that  someone  had 
told  him  that  Dawson  was  going 
around  with  his  woman.  Dawson  de- 
nied It,  and  made  an  appointment  for 
4  o'clock  that  afternoon  at  721>4  West 
Superior  street,  at  which  time  Mrs. 
Henderson  was  to  state  whether  or 
not  the  accusation  was  true.  The 
appointment  was  kept.  Dawson,  Hen- 
derson and  his  supposed  wife  being 
present. 

The  witness  stated  that  Mrs.  Hen- 
derson stated  in  front  of  the  defendant 
that  Dawson  was  nothing  more  than  a 
friend,  but  even  so  she  could  do  as  she 
pleased.  Henderson  declared  that  she 
was  his  for  life,  as  she  was  his 
wife. 

The  woman  then  left  the  room  and 
Dawson  and  Henderson  walked  down 
the  street  together.  They  had  a  couple 
of  drinks  and  Dawson  made  an  cip- 
polntment  with  the  defendant  alf  S:uU 
that  same  evening,  at  which  time  he 
was  to  tell  him  when  he  could  put  the 
defendant  to  work.  Upon  reaching  the 
street  he  learned  that  the  woman  iiad 
been  killed.  Dawson  said  that  he  had 
never  been  intimate  with  the  woman. 

On  the  cross-examination  the  wit- 
ness said  that  after  the  appointment 
and  the  meeting,  Henderson  told  Daw- 
son that  he  was  not  the  man  he 
thou;fht  he  was. 

W.  D.  Jones.  1421  West  Michigan 
street,  who  lived  at  119  West  First 
street  when  the  Hendersons  occupied 
rooms  there  and  when  the  woman  was 
killed,  was  the  next  witness.  He  said 
that  he  had  been  In  his  own  rooms 
:  when  he  was  startled  by  some  terrlfy- 
!  Ing  screams.  He  ran  ovt  Into  the  nail 
I  and  down  the  stairs  to  the  strtet. 
I  Seeing  nothing,  he  returned,  and  heard 
'  more  screams  coming  from  the  rooms 
\  that  he  thought  were  occupied  by  the 
I  Hendersons.  He  rushed  to  the  door, 
I  found  it  locked  and  broke  It  In.  The 
j  moment  he  did  so  the  Henderson  wo- 
I  man  came  out.  She  was  bleeding  pro- 
I  fusely  and  ran  into  the  Jones  tlat  fol- 
)  lowed  by  the  defendant.  After  enter- 
'  ing  the  Jones  apartments  the  defen- 
I  dant  hit  her  again  in  the  back  of  the 
I  neck  with  his  right  hand  in  which  he 
held   the  knife. 

She  was  screaming  and  moaning. 
She  ran  out  of  the  Jones  Hat,  but  not 
before  Henderson  had  left,  and  went 
down  the  stairs  into  the  street.  Jones 
gava  chase  and  soon  caught  up  with 
Henderson.     Th«  defendant  said: 

"1  know  what  you  want,  but  I  am 
going  to  give  myself  up." 

He  then  threatened  to  give  the  wit- 
ness the  same  dose  and  struck  at 
Jones.  The  latter  got  out  of  the  way 
the  beat  he  could.  The  witness  identi- 
fied a  photograph  of  the  Henderson 
woman  and  also  the  huge  jack  knife 
with  which  Henderson  did  the  cut- 
ting. 

Lena  Jones,  wife  of  W.  D.  Jones,  said 
that  she  was  Id  her  rooms  when  sbtr 
heard  the  cries.  When  the  door  of 
the  Henderson  rooms  opened  the  wo- 
man ran  to  the  Jones  tlat  and  sank  to 
the  floor,   saying  as  she  did  so: 

"Save  me,  oh,  save  me.  Has  he 
gone?" 

She  asked  the  witness  to  raise  her 
up  and  this  was  done.  One  ear  seemed 
to  be  all  but  severed  and  was  hanging 
by  a    thread. 

Miss    Kmma    Miller,    who    also   lived 
at    119,    gave    some    testimony    as     to 
trouble  that  came  to  the  Hendersons. 
On  the  day  of  the  murder  the  Hen- 
derson  woman  came  to  her  room  and

It  was  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon 
when  Robert  Ferguson  was  sworn  as 
a  juror  In  the  Henderson  murder  case 
now  on  trial,  making  the  twelve  com- 
plete, and  after  a  brief  outline  of  the 
state's  case  by  County  Attorney  Mc- 
Cllntock,  Mrs.  Winnifred  Rivers,  col- 
ored, a  close  friend  of  the  slain  wo- 
man. Ida  McCormick.  was  called  to  the 
stand. 

Mrs.  Rivers  said  on  the  stand  that 
she  had  first  met  the  McCormick  wo- 
man last  April  when  she  was  Intro- 
duced to  her  in  Chicago  by  the  de- 
fendant as  Mrs.  Henderson.  Rivers  and 
Henderson  came  to  Duluth  to  secure 
work  and  the  women  traveled  here  to- 
gether. The  Hendersons  and  Rivers 
took  apartments  at  Tl\%  West  Super- 
ior street,  where  they  lived  for  some 
time. 

The  four  lived  together  for  a  while, 
when  trouble  ensued  between  Hender- 
son and  the  woman  with  whom  he 
lived  and  later  killed.  On  one  occasion 
the  witness  stated  she  saw  the  de- 
fendant throw  Mrs.  McCormick  on  the 
bed  and  place  his  hands  around  her 
throat.  She  yelled  and  begged  of  him 
not  to  harm  her.  Then  she  ran  from 
the  house.  When  his  supposed  wife 
was  absent.  Henderson  chopped  open 
her  trunk  with  an  ax.  He  said  that  he 
wanted  to  get  some  towels. 

Ojj  the  Sunday  before  the  crime  was 
committed,  June  21,  the  witness  ascer- 
tained that  the  Hendersons  were  liv- 
ing at  119  West  First  street  and  she 
went  there  to  call  on  her.  She  also 
called  on  her  on  the  evening  of  June 
21,  the  night  that  the  McCormick  wo- 
man went  to  her  doom.  At  that  time 
she  told  the  witness  that  she  was  not 
Henderson'*  wife,  but  that  her  name 
was  McCormick  and  that  she  did  not 
care  for  him  and  had  asked  police  pro- 
tection to  keep  him  from  her. 

While  sitting  there  ihattlng  Hender- 
son sprang  out  of  a  closet  with  a 
knife  in  his  hand.  He  made  a  dash  for 
his  alleged  wife,  but  she  fled,  with  him 
close  behind.  They  disappeared  out 
of  the  room,  but  Henderson  returned 
shortly  with  the  knife  dripping  with 
blood  in  his  hand.  The  witness  made 
her  way  to  the  rear  of  the  building  and 
escaped  through  a  window.  She  did  not 
actually  see  the  stabbing,  and  the  next 
time  she  saw  the  McCormick  woman 
was    at    the   morgue. 


quiring  for  her.  She  said  no  and  hear 
ing  this  the  woman  told  the  witness 
that  if  anyone  called  not  to  tell  him 
where  she  was.  Asked  what  the  name 
of  the  person  would  be  Mrs.  Hender- 
son replied  that  that  made  no  differ- 
ence, that  anyone  she  wanted  to  see 
would  know  where  she  lived. 

Mrs.  May  Miller  described  what  hap- 
pened after  the  deed  was  done.  She 
was  so  excited  that  she  did  not  re- 
member what  the  defendant  was  doing, 
but  saw  the  Henderson  woman  covered 
with    blood. 

William  Wall  was  the  man  who  saw 
Henderson  throw  away  the  knife.  He 
picked  It  up  and  gave  it  to  the  police. 
The  crowd  was  yelling  "Lynch  him." 

The  trial  was  adjourned  at  this  point 
at  noon   today.

TO  STOP 


PAVING 

Injunction  Begun  Against 

Sub-Contractors    By 

Street  Railway. 

Claims  It  Will  Be  Com- 
pelled to  Quit  Su- 
perior Street. 


Mayor  Favors  Cancelling 

Contract  With  Barber 

Asphalt  Company. 


As  predicted  exclusively  by  The 
Herald  last  week,  work  on  East  Su- 
perior street  has  been  stopped  by  in- 
junction proceedings. 

The  papers  were  served  on  the  sub- 
contractors yesterday,  and  they  Imme- 
diately abandoned  the  work  of  remov- 
ing the  old  cedar  block  paving. 

The  Injunction  suit  was  brought  by 
the  Duluth-Superior  Traction  com- 
pany, which  claims  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  carry  out  the  paving  con- 
tract under  its  present  provisions 
without  discontinuing  the  lakeside 
and  East  End  service  for  at  least 
seventy-flve  days  and  probably  all  win- 
ter. 

The  city  officers  have  been  expecting 
the  injunction,  but  were  of  the  impres- 
sion that  the  papers  would  be  served 
on  them.  Consequently  when  it  was 
brought  against  the  sub-contractors 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  surprise. 

This  surprise,  however,  is  nothing 
compared  with  the  indignation  of  the 
city  officers  at  the  stopping  of  the  work 
on  the  very  day  it  began. 

Mayor  Hugo  is  in  favor  of  imme- 
diately cancelling  the  contract  with  the 
Barber  Asphalt  company,  paying  for 
what  work  is  aready  accomplished,  and 
returning  the  advance  money  put  up 
by  the  East  Superior  street  propcity 
owners. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  we  would  be 
much  better  off  in  the  future  if  we 
steadfastly  refuse  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  patent  pavings.  They  are 
sure  to  cause  trouble,  and  we  should 
now  proceed  to  cancel  the  asphalt  con- 
tract and  avoid  all  such  entanglements 
in  the  future."  says  the  mayor. 

Even  if  the  injunction  is  quashed  by 
the  courts,  the  object  of  delaying  the 
improvement  until  next  spring  has 
practically  been  accomplished.  It  will 
be  several  weeks  before  the  matter  will 
Anally  be  disposed  of,  and  by  that  time 
it  will  be  too  late  to  go  ahead  with 
the  paving  without  endangering  it 
from  cold  weather. 


MEN  WANTED. 


Big  Demand   For  Them 
From  Tenstrike,  Bel- 
trami County. 

From  the  new  town  of  Tenstrike, 
Minn.,  north  of  Bemidji,  on  the  line 
of  the  Minnesota  &  International  road, 
comes  a  big  demand  for  men,  the 
largest  demand  in  fact  that  was  ever 
made  for  men  from  that  part  of  the 
country. 

It  is  estimated  that  1500  men  will  be 
needed  this  winter  for  the  railroad 
work  and   for   the  pineries. 

This  morning  the  National  Employ- 
ment company,  of  this  city,  received 
an  order  for  200  men  to  be  sent  imme- 
diately to  Tenstrike  to  work  for  the 
Walker-Ackley  Lumber  company,  of 
Minneapolis.  The  company  is  about 
to  build  ten  miles  of  logging  road  from 
the  Minnesota  &  International  line  and 
men  are  wanted  for  clearing,  grubbing 
and  grading.  There  will  be  work  all 
winter  in  this  line  and  in.  the  logging 
camps  near  Tenstrike.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  a  demand  has  been 
made  on  the  head  of  the  lakes  market 
for  labor  from  this  source,  the  men 
being  supplied  formerly  from  Minne- 
apolis. 

Employment  agencies  report  that  the 
men  have  been  coming  in  from  the 
West  in  large  numbers  within  the  past 
few  days  and  that  this  market  is  bet- 
ter able  to  supply  the  demands  than 
Minneapolis.

HOPEFUL. 

Gompers     Says     Strike 

Will  Be  Settled  By 

Agreement- 

Wllkesbarre.  Pa.,  Sept.  17.— President 
Gompers  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,    in    a    statement    Issued    today 
takes  a  hopeful  view  of  the  strike  sit- 
uation.   The  statement  is  as  followb: 

"At  this  time  it  is  impossible  to  say 
exactly  when  the  strike  will  terminate, 
but,  after  careful  inquiry  into  the  sit- 
uation at  the  mines.  I  am  convnced 
that  the  struggle  will  end  by  agree- 
ment. The  wage-earners  and  the  gen- 
eral public  are  generously  contributing 
to  the  aid  of  the  miners.  It  Is  es.sen- 
tial  that  this  aid  be  extended  and  con- 
tinued. 

"If  the  manhood  of  the  miners  ia  to 
be  maintained  they  must  at  least  hav« 
bread  for  their  wives  and  little  ones, 
as  well  as  for  themselves.  The  declared 
attitude  of  the  presidents  of  the  an- 
thracite railroads  has  not  apparently 
changed.  Despite  this  fact,  I  am  fully 
convinced  that  the  strike  will  end 
through  agreement,  with  improved 
conditions  for  the  miners  and  the 
union  maintained.

Hartfoid,    Conn.,    Sept.    17.— The   Re- 
publican   state    convention    assembled 
In  the  Auditorium  last  night  to  trans- 
act   the    business    preliminary    to    the 
more    important     program    of    today, 
which  calls  for  the  noniinaiion  of  can- 
didates  for   the   high  state  offices. 
An  important   feature  of  the  sesson 
was    a     resolution    offered    by    Slate 
Senator    Knealy.    endorsing    President 

Koosevelt  for  the  presidential  nomin- 
ation of  1904.  The  resolution  was  re- 
terred  to  the  committee  on  resolutions. 
It  is  as  follows: 

•'ItesolveJ.  by  this  convention,  that 
we  heartily  commend  President  RoLse- 
velt  for  his  earnest  work  in  carrying 
out  the  policie.s.  foreign  and  domestic, 
inaugurated  by  President  McKinley. 
No  greater  tribute  to  the  woik  of  the 
martyred  Mcivinley  can  be  given  by 
the  people  whom  he  loved  and  served, 
than  the  endorsement  of  his  successor, 
onw  engaged  in  carrying  out  to  their 
full  completion  hijj  aims  and  pur- 
poses. 

"We  feel  that  it  is  the  duty  of  this 
convention  to  give  expression  to  the 
full  faith  of  the  people  of  Connecticut 
In  the  ability  of  President  Roosevelt 
and  their  entire  confidence  in  his  in- 
tegrity and  we  earnestly  look  foiward 
to  his  nomination  as  the  candidate  of 
the  Itepublican  party  for  the  presi- 
dency  in   19<>1." 

Andrew  F.  Gates,  chairman  of  the 
Republican  state  central  committee, 
called  the  convention  to  order  In  a 
few  words  and  introduced  United 
States  Senator  Orville  H.  Piatt  as 
the  temporary  chairman  of  the  conven- 
tion.

States  and  to  the  tull  limit  of  its  consti- 
tutional power  it  will  carry  out  tnis  poll- 
cv.  The  Republican  party  doe:^  not  set 
Itself  against  business  or  the  capitalistic 
monopoly  or  extortion.  Tiie  Uemacratic 
party,  true  to  its  trailltional  policy  of 
destruction,  has  apparently  but  one,  and 
only  one.  remedy  for  evils  arising  from 
the  Improper  management  of  business 
Carried  on  by  great  corporations,  and 
that  is  to  put  all  articles  maniiuiactured 
by  corporations  which  have  the  supposed 
abllltv  to  control  prices,  on  the  free  list, 
thus  destroying  at  one  blow  protection 
to  our  Indiustrtes  and  the  business  pur- 
sued by  the  trusts.

our  trade  and  give  us  wider  markets 
without  seriously  cripi-lin  our  own. 
Whenever  and  wherever  such  reciprocal 
trade  arrangements  can  be  made  the  Re- 
publican party  is  bound  by  the  expressed 
views  of  Its  late  president  In  what  may 
be  termeil  his  farewell  aiidre.-:s  to  the 
American  people  as  well  as  In  the  explicit 
declarations  of  President  Ttoosevelt.  to 
sanction  and  ratify  such  arrangements.

Induced  me  to  make  this  delay    Slnci 
my  return  to  the  district  1  have  m.ide  a 
careful  study  as  to  the  sentiment  In   the 
district  and  state,  and  I  believe  there  is  no 
little  sentiment  and  a  growing  sentiment, 
among   Republicans,    that  I   do   not    truly 
represent   their  views  on   the   tariff  ques- 
tion.

Washington,     Sept.     17.— (Special     to 
The     Herald.)— Advices     Iiom     Ne\  .iiia 
indicate   that,   as   the   Republicans  are 
not   making   an    unusually   active   can- 
vass, and  are  receiving  v^y  little  help 
from    the   outside,    the    state   has    been 
substantially  abandoned  to  the  Demo- 
crats,   who,    under    the    leadership      of 
Representative  Newlands,  their  candi- 
date for  the  senate,  are  putting  up  a 
vigorous    fight.     Should    Mr.    Newlands 
be  elected   to   the   senate,    he   proposes 
to    make   anti-trust    legislation    an   ob- 
ject of  special  consideration,  as  he  has 
done    in    the    house.      While    he    tho- 
roughly     endorses        the        anti-trust 
speeches  made  by  the  president  on  his 
recent  tour  through  New  England  and 
the     South,    Representative     Newlands 
maintains    that    the    president   and    his 
party    are    not    in    accord,    and    that 
sooner  or  later  the  trust  magnates  who 
control    the    Republican   party — accord- 
ing  to  Mr.   Newlands— will   shelve   the 
president     because     of    his     anti-trust 
views. 

In  a  letter  to  one  of  his  party  man- 
agers, discussing  the  Nevada  cam- 
paign,  Mr.   Newlands   says: 

"I  believe  that  the  truth  of  our  con- 
tention that  the  Republican  party  was 
the  party  of  privilege,  of  monopoly,  of 
favored  legislation  for  the  few  rather 
than  for  beneficent  legislation  for  the 
masses,  is  becoming  clear  to  the  minds 
of  many  Americans  who  have  been 
identified  with  the  Republican  party, 
and  I  look  for  a  gradual  and  conser- 
vative reform,  secured  through  Demo- 
cratic Instrumentality. 

"I  regard  Mr.  Roosevelt  as  pre-emi- 
nent in  the  Republican  party  for  sin- 
cerity, earnestness  and  courage.  But 
Mr.  Roosevelt  is  not  the  platform  of 
the  Republican  party.  He  was  never 
elected  president  of  the  United  Stales. 
He  was  governor  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  and  there  he  sought  to  bring  the 
great  wealth  of  that  slate  into  some 
reasonable  degree  of  contribution  to 
the  state  expenses.  New  York  Repub- 
licans forced  Mr.  Roosevelt  into  the 
vice  presidency  to  get  rid  of  a  reform 
governor.  Their  action  was  not  in  the 
Interest  of  reform,  but  against  it.  They 
hoped  to  put  him  Into  a  position  of 
absolute  inaction.  The  action  of  the 
assassin  and  not  the  action  of  the  Re- 
pllcan  party,  put  Mr.  Roosevelt  into 
the  presidential  chair. 

"Outside  of  the  i-adical  question  of 
party  differences.  Democrats  must 
concede  that  President  Roosevelt  has 
conducted  himself  well,  and  that  he  is 
an  American  of  whom  every  American 
should  feel  proud.  But  the  question  is 
not  what  Mr.  Roosevelt's  vews  are, 
but  what  the  views  of  the  Republican 
party  are  on  this  question — not 
whether  Mr.  Roosevelt  is  a  reform 
president,  but  whether  the  Republican 
party  is  a  reform  party— and  above 
all,  what  the  action  of  the  Republican 
party  has  been  during  the  six  years  of 
power.  I  contend  that  the  Republican 
party  is  against  the  president.  So  far 
as  its  action  is  concerned,  whatever 
may  be  its  verbal  expression,  it  is 
against  the  president,  and  is  not  in 
sympathy       with       his       reform  views.

to  no  avail.  He  said  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  and  no  argument  could  cause  hlra 
to  change  his  decision.  When  asked  for 
his  reasons  for  his  withdrawal.  Speaker 
Henderson  said: 

"My  letter  to  Chairman  Albrook  Is  the 
whole  thing  In  a  nut  shell.  You  cannot 
kill  the  trusts  by  applying  free  trade  with- 
out killing  our  own  Industries.  The  for- 
eign trusts  are  fighting  these  Amerlcin 
trusts  and  I  do  not  believe  that  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  American  trusts  we 
should  make  a  market  for  foreign  trusts, 
thereby  crushing  out  the  Industries  cf 
this  country.  After  my  conference  last 
Saturday  at  Waterloo,  hearing  the  views 
of  chairmen  of  my  district,  I  concluded 
that  my  views  on  the  tariff  question  were 
at  variance  with  those  of  many  of  my 
party,  and  I  did  not  desire  to  appear  in  a 
false  position." 

Speaker  Henderson  gave  out  an  address 
this  afternoon  which  states  his  views  on 
the  tariff  and  trust  questions  and  these 
views,  in  his  opinion,  are  not  in  accord 
with  the  state  platform  and  In  acc.ird 
with  the  views  of  prominent  men  of  his 
party,  so  he  declines  to  accept  the  nomin- 
ation. 

Continuing,  he  says:  "For  three  years 
I  have  advocated  giving  control  of  trusts 
to  congress.  In  my  judgment  proper 
supervision  can  never  be  had  until  con- 
gress has  power  to  treat  them.  1  am 
glad  to  see  from  speeches  made  by  our 
fearless  and  peerless  chief  advocate  that 
he  is  advocating  control  over  these  cor- 
porations and  while  In  some  quarters 
they  may  sneer  at  It,  I  lyive  not  seen 
any  proposition  yet,  except  thl.s  that 
seems  at  all  likely  to  bring  relief.  No 
proposition  has  ever  been  made  bv  the 
Democracy  excepting  to  put  everything 
on  the  free  list  and  to  give  the  country 
free   trade. 

In  other  words,  they  propose  to  kill 
the  child  In  order  to  cure  it.  They  pro- 
pose to  slaughter  every  Interest  In  the 
United  States  whether  capital  or  labor 
In  a  wild  and  blind  effort  to  provide  a 
remedy  for  trusts.  In  my  opinion  if  com- 
binations could  be  regulated  and  con- 
trolled we  would  have  very  little  demand 
for  changes  In  the  tariff  laws.  To  show 
how  strongly  the  Republican  partv  feels 
upon  the  subject  In  Its  state  platform 
thlfl  year,  It  declares  In  favor  of  any 
modification  of  the  tariff  that  may  be  re- 
quired to  prevent  affording  shelter  to 
monopoly. 

"Our  Democratic  friends  treat  this  as 
moving  into  free  trade  grounds.  It  is 
nothing  of  the  sort.  It  Is  a  bold  declara- 
tion that  if  modifications  of  the  tariff 
are  re»iulred  to  prevent  monopoly  from 
sheltering  itself  under  the  wings  of  pro- 
tection t-  en  tariff  shall  be  modlflea  to 
prevent  that  protection.  For  my  part 
If  any  great  Interest  In  this  country  is 
prospering  through  protective  policies  or 
any    other   leglslaUon,    and   la    using    Its 


the  speaker  had  determined  on  the  Course 
announced  in  the  Dubuque  dispatch. 

The  causes  leading  up  to  his  decision 
were  perhaps  as  much  a  matter  of  com- 
ment as  the  refusal  to  stand  for  re-elec- 
tion. Public  men  acknowledged  that 
there  Is  a  demand  In  sections  of  the  West 
and  Northwest  for  a  revision  of  the  tar- 
iff along  certain  lines,  notably  In  the 
case  of  articles  whose  manufacture  Is 
controlled  by  the  trusts.  The  opinion  Is 
that  Gen.  Henderson's  decision  will  make 
this  Issue  more  acute  and  suggested  that 
the  president  Is  conferring  at  this  time 
with  leading  senators  from  the  Kast  and 
West,  presumably  on  the  very  question 
which  has  forced  Gen.  Henderson  out  of 
line  with  his  party  In  Iowa.  The  speaker 
always  has  been  a  straight  out  Republi- 
can on  tariff  matters  and  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  congress  the  general  understand- 
ing was  that  he 'opposed  the  suggestions 
adv'anced  for  tariff  revision  along  cer- 
tain lines  on  arUcle4  controlled  by  the 
trusts.  ' 

Gen.  Henderson  already  had  entered 
Into  the  coming  campaign  and  It  Us  slated 
here  that  both  Governor  Cummins  and 
Senator  Dolllver,  each  of  whom  are  said 
to  be  In  favor  of  tariff  revision,  were  to 
have  slumped  the  district  for  him. 

The  state  Repulblcan  convention  held  in 
the  latter  part  ot  July  took  strong 
grounds  on  the  question  of  the  reduction 
of  the  tariff  on  goods  whose  prduction  In 
this  country  is  cphtroUed  by  trusts,  mak- 
ing the  following  declsltatlon  on  that  sub- 
ject: ■'       '• 

"We  favor  any  modifications  of  the 
tariff  schedules  that  may  be  required  to 
prevent  their  aSordLng  shelter  to  mo- 
nopoly." 

There  was  a  g)%at{i^eal  of  opposition 
to  this  statement,  but  It  was  finally 
adopted  bv  the  «K>nventlon.  It  is  thought 
here  that  this  plank  In  the  platform  was 
the  one  which  has  raised  the  Issue  In 
Gen.  Henderson's  case  and  has  induced 
him  to  withdraw. 

In  view  of  Gen.  Henderson's  determina- 
tion some  gossip  was  indulged  In  as  to  his 
successor  as  speaker  In  the  event  of  Re- 
publican success  at  the  polls  In  Novem- 
t)er.  Representative  Cannon,  of  Illinois, 
no  doubt  will  be  a  candidate  for  the  po- 
sition with  a  strong  competitor  In  Rep- 
resentative Sherman  of  New  York.  Sena- 
tors Grosvenor,  of  Ohio,  and  Llttlefleld. 
of  Maine,  also  are  mentioned  as  amona: 
those  who  mav  be  forced  to  the  front  by 
their  friends  in  the  speakership  contest, 
although  most  public  men  thought  either 
Mr.  Cannon  or  Mr.  Sherman  the  more 
probable  choice  of  the  house.

though  it  will  exploit  them  before  the 
public  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an 
extension  of  power." 

Mr.  Newlands  contends  that  the 
anti-trust  sentiment  is  not  hostile  to 
wealth  as  such.  "It  recognizes  the 
fact  that  there  must  be  inequality  of 
fortunes,"  he  eays,  'that  there  must  be 
inequalities  of  fortune  arising  from 
difference  in  ability  and  opportunity. 
But  it  does  seek  to  obliterate  inequal- 
ity as  far  as  the  law  is  concerned,  and 
to  prevent  the  machinery  of  the  law 
from  being  used  in  such  a  way  as  to 
unduly  promote  the  wealth  of  few  at 
the  expense  of  the  many.  The  anti- 
trust sentiment  is  not  organized 
against  law-abiding  wealth,  but 
against  the  lawless  wealth  of  the  coun- 
try; the  wealth  which  seeks  exemption 
from  taxation,  which  seeks  special  pri- 
vileges; the  wealth  which  evades  and 
perverts  the  law  in  order  to  oppress 
the  people." 

Mr.  Newlands  reviews  the  history  of 
legislation  in  the  past  six  years,  and 
claims  that  the  Republican  party  has 
done  nothing  in  the  way  of  legislatoin 
to  meet  these  evils.  "On  the  contrary," 
he  says,  "11  has  legislated  to  promote 
them."  Among  other  indictments 
w  hicW  Mr.  Newlands  draws  against  the 
Republican  party,  he  points  out  that 
when  the  census  bill  was  pending  in 
tiife  senate.  Senator  Dubois  offered  an 
amendment  providing  that  the  inquiry 
should  be  extended  to  trusts,  and  that 
published  statements  of  their  efforts 
should  be  made.  "His  amendment  fol- 
lowed exactly  the  recommendation 
which  President  Roosevelt  made  in  his 
message,"  writes  Mr.  Newlands,  "but 
when  Senator  Dubois  insisted  on  a 
vote  the  Republicans  lined  up  against 
it  and  the  Democrats  for  it,  and  the 
amendment  was  beaten." 

"The  Republican  party  protects  the 
trusts.  Of  course,  before  the  people 
they  will  quote  the  sayings  of  the 
^resident,  but  when  they  want  cam- 
paign funds  from  the  trusts  they  will 

point  to  their  congressional  action."'

Among  poli.tic.ans    he'»  n  grea-  deal 
of    interest     is    taken    in     the     liberal 
Democratic     state     ticket     which    was 
nominated    at    the    first   (Convention    of 
the  parly  at   Cooper  Union,   N.   Y.,  in 
June.      The    men    named    to    make    the 
race  are  all  gentlemen,   who  are  Dem- 
ocrats,   who    believe    In    the    principle 
which  they  enunciate.     They  are  most 
emphatically  opposed  to  David  B.  Hill 
and  his  methods,  and  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal   reasons    for   their    hatred    of   the 
Sage   of   Wolfert's   Roost    is    that   they 
beMeve   he   was   disloyal   to   the   Demo- 
cratic ticket  in  '96,  and  only  lukewarm 
in  1900.

John   B.    How- 
aith is  known   throughout  the  western 
and   central   counties  of  New   York   as 
a  man  who  has  frequently  made  sacri- 
fices for  the  principles  in  which  he  be- 
lieves.   He  has  been  a  consistent  Dem- 
ocrat ever  since  he  has   been  a  voter, 
and      his      integrity    is      unquestioned. 
"The    Hill   crowd,"    said    Mr.    Howaith, 
"are   trying   to    harmonize    the    Demo- 
cratic party  by  ignoring  the  men  who 
have     always     been     true     Democrats. 
They    want   to   reorganize  by  eliminat- 
ing ..^rom  the  party  councils  those  who 
bore   the  brunt  of   the   last   two   presi- 
dential campaigns.

NOTED  CROOK. 

Man  Arrested  at  Indian* 

apolis  Is  William 

Dockery. 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  17.— Frank  Ford, 
who,  after  a  struggle,  was  arrested  by 
detectives  several  days  ago,  was  yes- 
terday identified  by  Capt.  Gerber  as 
William  Dockery,  alias  James  Thomp- 
son, a  notorious  pickpocket  and  thief 
of  St.  Paul.  Minn.,  who  on  Aug.  4,  with 
nine  other  prisoners,  dynamited  his 
way  out  ot  the  Nashville,  Temi^ 
prison. 

According  to  his  story,  which  is  cor- 
roborated by  prison  circulars.  Dockery 
was  sentenced  to  a  term  of  five  years  in 
the  St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  penitentiary  for 
robbery,  escaped  a  few  weeks  later, 
was  arrested  in  South  Dakota  for  rob- 
bing a  posloffice,  sentenced  to  live 
years,  jumped  from  a  train  and  again 
escaped. 

Prom  that  time  until  January,  1901, 
Dockery  traveled  in  almost  every  state 
of  the  Union,  he  says,  but  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  of  which  he  was  con- 
nected with  a  gang  of  pickpockets, 
which  had  its  headquarters  in  St. 
Paul. 

In  1901  he  blew  open  the  posloffice  in 
a  little  town  In  Pennsylvania,  was  cap- 
tured §.nd  given  two  years.  He  h.'d 
only  six  months  to  serve  when  he  wiih 
nine  other  prisoners  dynamited  Ihoir 
way  out  of  the  Tennessee  prison.  Hft 
w-ill  be  held  pending  the  receipt  of  ad- 
vices from  Sioux  Falls.  S.  D.,  St.  Cloud, 
Minn.,  and  Nashville,  Tenn.

Washington  Bureau. 

"Washington,  Sept.  17.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  triumph  has  been 
scored  by  a  New  York  inventor.  John 
A.  Secor.  In  the  selection  of  his  self- 
contained  heat-engine  and  electric 
plant  by  the  war  department  for  use 
at  the  wireless  telegraph  stations  along 
the  coast  to  guard  the  approaches  to 
the  port  of  New  York  during  the  naval 
attack.  The  choice  was  only  made 
after  the  keenest  competition  by  all 
existing  systems  of  Isolated  electric 
generation,  and  the  contracts  given  for 
i«ve  plants  are  only  the  beginnin;;  of 
an  installation  that  will  stretch  along 
the  Eastern  coast  from  Penobscot  bay 
to  Key   West. 

The  naval  maneuvers  of  the  eastern 
entrance  to  the  port  of  New  York  de- 
veloped many  novel  features,  none 
more  interesting  than  those  isolated 
electric  stations,  for  the  development 
of  high  voltage  for  wireless  telegraphic 
use.  operating  searchlight  or  firing 
suljmarino  mines.  The  remarkable 
thins  about  the  Secor  system  is  that 
the  entire  plant  can  be  loaded  upon  an 
army  wagon,  or  ordinary  truck,  and 
movfd  from  one  position  to  another. 
Unloaded  in  one  piece,  it  <  an 
be  operated  irt  less  than  thirty 
seconds.  The  combined  engine 
and  dynamo  occupies  a  space 
twa  feet  sciuare  at  the  base  by 
three  feet  high,  and  will  develop  a 
continuous  voltage  of  1500,  at  an  ex- 
pen.se  of  less  than  |1  for  petroleum  per 
twenty-four  hours. 

The  signal  service  bureau  of  the  war 
department  has  already  one  of  the 
Secor  plants  in  operation  on  the  rocf 
of  the  Cheseboro  building  on  State 
street.  New  York  city,  facing  the  bay. 
That  site  seemed  to  be  more  desiraJjle 
for  a  wireless  telegraph  station  than 
the  top  of  the  Army  building  in  White- 
hall street.  The  Secor  combined  engine 
and  d3'namo  was  taken  up  on  the  pas- 
senger elevator  and  the  plant  was  in 
operation  within  a  few  minutes  of  its 
arrival  in  front  of  the  building  on  a 
truck. 

The  main  installation  was  at  New 
London,  where  two  Secor  engine  plants 
were  shipped  on  Aug.  19.  Incidentally, 
Mr.  Secor  has  offered  to  furnish  one  of 
his  isolated  plants  to  the  government 
to  light  the  statue  of  Liberty  torch, 
which  now  emits  only  a  sickly  gleam 
like  a  tallow  dip.  He  guarantees  to 
light  the  torch  e(|ual  to  5000  candles  at, 
an  exi>ense  of  less  than  $2  per  day.  No 
engineer  is  required.  The  engine  v/ill 
run  until  worn  out,  and  it  is  guaranteed 
for  three  years. 

The  installation  of  the  wireless  tele- 
graph stations,  made  possible  by  Mr. 
Secors  system,  will  be  extended  ulti- 
mately along  the  entire  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  coasts. 

Mr.  Secor  comes  of  a  race  of  en- 
gineers, his  father  was  the  owner  of 
the  famous  Secor  Iron  works  that  gave 
marine  steam  engine  building  Its  rftart 
In  America.  That  the  son  should  have 
convinced  himself  that  the  heat  en- 
gine \N  ill  supplant  steam  is  very  in- 
teresting,

When  congress  reassembles  in  De- 
cember the  secretary  of  the  Interior 
win  send  a  report  of  the  preliminary 
work  done  by  his  department  towards 
carrying  out  the  plans  for  the  great 
irrigation  works  which  have  been  au- 
thorized. So  far  he  will  have  little  to 
say  save  to  schedule  the  amounts  re- 
ceived for  the  sale  of  public  lands  ani 
to  report  upon  the  preliminary  sur- 
veys which  have  been  In  progress  dur- 
ing the  summer.  But  the  action  of 
congress  in  giving  the  sanction  of  the 
government  to  the  policy  of  Irrigation 
has  served  to  start  up  the  magazines 
upon  a  series  of  articles  demonstrating 
the  value  of  scientific  irrigation  upon 
the  arid  and  semi-arid  lands  of  the 
West.  Some  of  these  magazine  articles 
have  astonished  the  people  of  the  EJast 
in  that  they  show  that  upon  irrigated 
lands  crops  have  been  grown  that  far 
exceed  anything  dreamed  of  by  far- 
mers of  the  states  which  usually  have 
a  fair  proportion  of  rainfall.  It  Is  no 
longer  doubted  that  Irrigation  pa.v.s, 
and  there  Is  no  question  but  that  con- 
gress will  provide  the  necessary  funds 
to  contiue  the  policy,  even  if  the 
amounts  received  from  the  sale  of  pub- 
lic lands  prove  Inadequate  for  the  pur- 
pose. In  fact,  the  prediction  uttered 
by  Chairman  Payne,  to  the  effect  that 
In  passing  the  bill  last  winter  congress 
was  inaugurating  a  policy  which  will 
eventually  cost  hundreds  of  millions, 
promises  to  become  true. 

With  the  said  states  of  the  West 
turned  Into  gardens  through  an  artifi- 
cial water  supply,  the  older  commun- 
is ies  of  the  East  will  demand  aid  in 
the  same  direction.  One  of  the  most 
formidable  arguments  of  the  irrlga- 
tionists  was  that  there  are  no  rivers 
and  harbors  in  the  arid  states  to  be 
Improved  and  that  some  of  the  money 
devoted  to  public  Improvements,  espe- 
cially a  portion  of  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  lands  In  those 
states  should  be  devoted  to  the  only 
means  of  Improving  the  lands  them- 
selves. But  this  argument  while  ef- 
fective so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
W^est,  can  be  used  with  equal  force  as 
applying  to  many  sections  of  the  East. 
The  year  1902  has  been  remarkable  for 
the  enormous  amount  of  rain  that  has 
fallen.  Through  June  and  July  and 
a  part  of  August  the  precipitation  was 
so  great  throughout  the  state  of  New 
York,  for  instance,  that  farmers  were 
unable  to  cultivate  their  crops  and  in 
many  cases  thousands  of  tons  of  hay 
were  ruined  by  water.  Yet  last  year 
the  reverse  was  true  and  farmers  suf- 
fered from  long  continued  drought.  Ir- 
rigation plants  would  have  been  In- 
valuable in  1901  and  during  many 
years  Immediately  preceding.  In  the 
Eastern  states.  In  fact,  scarcely  a 
year  has  iiassed  in  which  such  works 
would  not  have  added  millions  of  dol- 
lars to  the  crop  receipts  of  the  E^st. 
As  a  consequence,  the  government 
work  In  the  West  Is  of  more  than  usual 
interest  In  the  Eastern  states  and  if 
those  reKiona  should  take  hold  of  the

Recent  cablegrams  announce  that  an 
eminent  German  surgical  authority, 
who  spent  many  months  in  the  medical 
department  of  the  Doer  army,  reports 
that  "conservative"  surgery  secured 
better  results  among  the  \vounded  sjI- 
dlers  of  South  Africa  than  the  old 
methods.  The  United  Stales  govern- 
ment published  six  large  volumes  at 
the  clo.se  of  the  civil  war,  which  are 
known  as  the  medical  and  surgical 
history  of  that  conHict.  In  the  early 
sixties,  con.servative  surgery  was  un- 
known and  besides  the  old  Itemington, 
Springfield  and  Enfield  rifies  of  that 
period  inflicted  a  far  more  dangerous 
wound  than  the  small  caliber  ar»n  used 
by  every  civilized  government  today. 
The  1  .'dical  and  surgical  history  Is 
filled  with  accounts  of  cases  wherein 
wounded  men  were  compelled  to  un- 
dergo amputations  of  limbs  which 
might  have  been  saved  had  a  conser- 
vative policy  in  surgery  been  in  votfue 
In  the  federal  and  Confederate  fc\&^\-^ 
cal  corns.  There  are  today  thousands 
of  poor  fellows  In  this  country  who 
are  compelled  to  go  through  life  minus 
an  arm  or  a  leg  who  might  have  been 
comparatively  sound  today  had  the 
surgeons  of  forty  years  ago  been  more 
conservative  than   they   were. 

On  the  other  hand,  hundreds  who 
still  enjoy  the  use,  or  partial  use,  of 
all  their  limbs,  owe  their  comparative 
fortune  to  the  conservative  policy  of 
the  late  Dr.  Swineburne,  of  Albany. 
Dr.  Swineburne  was  sent  to  the  front 
by  the  sanitary  commission  with  au- 
thority to  take  full  charge  of  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  of  New  York 
state.  He  believed  In  resorting  to 
amputation  only  as  the  very  last  re- 
sort and  scores  of  young  surgeons 
were  prohibited  from  using  the  .-jaw 
and  the  knife,  which  they  had  read,y, 
by  the  eminent  man  from  New  York's 
state  capital. 

One  of  the  most  notable  examples  of 
Dr.  Swineburne's  conservatftm  is  Gen. 
Felix  Agnus,  now  the  proprietor  of 
the  Baltimore  American.  Gen.  4 gnus 
was  shot  through  the  upper  portion 
of  his  arm.  The  bone  was  shattered 
and  the  surgeon  in  charge  was  about 
to  amputate  the  arm  just  below  the 
shoulder  when  Gen. then  captain— Ag- 
nus threatened  to  shoot  him  If  he  made 
the  attempt.  During  the  commotion 
which  followed  the  threat  Dr.  Swine- 
burne entered  the  operating  tent.  He 
examined  the  wound  and  declared 
that  the  arm  could  be  saved,  but 
young  Agnus  only  submitted  himself 
to  the  doctor  after  he  had  sworn  be- 
fore the  chaplain  that  he  would  not 
amputate.  Dr.  Swineburne  fulfilled 
his  promise  and  saved  the  arm.  It  Is 
not  quite  as  useful  as  Its  fellow,  but 
Gen.  Agnus  Is  a  firm  believer  In  the 
policy  of  conservatism  in  military  sur- 
gery.

Ten  or  twelve  years  ago  ex-Vlce 
President  Levi  P.  Morton  erected  In 
"Washington  a  hotel  which  at  the  time 
was  the  best  In  the  national  capital. 
But  during  the  past  few  years  two 
others  have  been  built  which  are  mod- 
ern and  up-to-date  in  every  respect, 
and  the  Shoreham  found  Itself  left  far 
behind  in  the  march  of  Improvement. 
As  soon  as  congress  adjourned  in  July, 
and  after  the  regular  guests  had  de- 
parted, Mr.  Morton  gave  orders  to 
modernize  the  hous^.  Workmen  have 
been  engaged  all  summer  In  tearing 
out  and  rebuilding  the  interior  and  by 
the  time  business  begins  again  with 
the  reas.sembllng  of  congre.ss  the  house 
will  have  been  transformed.  Up  to 
ten  years  ago  Washington  had  the 
poorest  lot  of  hotels  of.  any  city  in 
America  of  100.000  population.  But 
within  the  last  decade  wonderful  Im- 
provements have  been  made.  Three 
or  four  new  houses  have  been  erected 
and  nearly  all  the,  others  have  been 
rebuilt  and  refitted  so  that  today  in- 
stead of  being  the  worst  hotel  town  in 
the  country  the  capital  ranks  with  the 
best.

Norfolk,  Va.,  Sept.  17.— Charles  F. 
HIatt,  alias  Charles  F.  Osborne,  is  not 
only  the  luckiest,  but  In  many  respects, 
perhaiMi,  the  most  remarkable  wife  mur- 
derer on  record.  For  the  past  three 
months  this  man's  name  has  been  on  the 
lips  of  every  gossip  In  this  city.  It  is 
jasserted  by  the  chief  of  police  and  every 
one  familiar  with  his  career  that  he  has 
no  less  than  four  murders  to  his  credit, 
yet,  the  police  say,  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  he  will  escape  the  clutches  of 
the  law  and  that,  too.  In  face  of  the  fact 
that  Judge  Hanckel,  who  prtsldes  over 
the  criminal  court  here,  and  the  Common- 
wealth's Attorney  John  G.  Tilton,  have 
both  publicly  expressed  it  as  their  opin- 
ion that  he  is  a  murderer  of  the  deepest 
and  most  merciless  character.  The  snags 
and  legal  complications  that  have  arisen 
In  his  case  are  almost  unparalleled  In  the 
history  of  criminal  jurisprudence,  and  the 
tales  of  his  alleged  crimes  read  like  pages 
from   Vidocq. 

Osborne,  or  rather  Hiatt,  for  the  latter 
it  has  been  proved  Is  his  real  name,  came 
to  this  city  about  a  year  ago.  He  gave  the 
name  of  Osborne  to  the  people  whom  he 
met,  and  his  last  wife.  It  is  presumed, 
knew    him    by    no   other. 

She  was  a  handsome  woman,  and  soon 
made  a  great  many  friends  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Bermuda  street,  an  old  resi- 
dential section  of  the  town,  where  she 
and  her  husband  rented  out  furnished 
rooms. 

Osborne  told  the  people  he  met  that  he 
had  been  a  cowboy,  but  after  some  diffi- 
culty he  obtained  a  position  as  a  boss 
carpenter.  The  couple  prospered,  and 
Mrs.  Osborne  l)ecame  a  leading  spirit 
In  a  local  woman's  club.  Mrs.  Osborne 
seemed  to  be  deeply  attached  to  her  hus- 
band, and  all  of  the  spare  money  that 
she  could  lay  aside  she  invested  in  insur- 
ance for  him.  One  morning,  shortly  after 
3  o'clock,  three  months  ago,  Osborne's 
cries  for  "help"  alarmed  the  neighbor- 
hood in  which  he  lived,  and  when  the 
police  arrived  they  found  the  wife  dead  in 
bed,  with  a  pistol  wound  through  her  left 
temple. 

Many  suspicious  circumstanc€js  sur- 
rounded the  case,  and  trie  coroner's  jury, 
after  a  two  days'  session,  ordered  that 
Osborne  be  held  for  examination  in  police 
court.  The  alleged  murderer  was  ar- 
raigned, but  he  was  eventually  dismissed. 
Many  residents  were  not  satislied  with 
this  action,  and  a  local  newspaper  began 
to  look  for  evidence  of  his  former  career. 
In  the  police  court  Osborne  stated  that 
his  wife  was  afraid  of  burglars  and  al- 
ways kept  a  pistol  under  her  pillow.  On 
ihe  night  of  her  death  ne  said  she  suf- 
fered from  nightmare  and  shot  herself, 
accidentally  or  on  purpose.  He  did  not 
know  wUich.  Asked  as  to  whether  or  not 
any  one  could  have  got  into  the  room 
and  killed  her,  he  said  that  that  was  im- 
possiljle,  as  there  was  no  verand.i  and  he 
himself  locked  the  door  on  the  inside. 
This  evidence  coupled  with  the  fact  that 
the  woman  was  shot  through  the  left 
temple,  and  that  the.  direction  of  the  bul- 
let indicated  she  could  not  have  shot 
herself,  aroused  the  community  and  it 
was  demanded  that  Osborne  be  indicted. 
Meantime,  how^ever,  the  case  had  been 
noised  abroad  and  a  resident  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, N.  C,  named  Adams  came 
here  and  identified  Osborne  as  Hiatt, 
who,  he  said,  had  killed  a  wife  and  a 
man  named  Cook  in  Oklahoma.  J'he 
Oklahoma  authorities  were  communicated 
with  and  a  sheriff  and  depiity  came  here 
with  a  requisition  from  the  governor  of 
Oklahoma  for  the  alleged  desperado.  It 
also  developed  that  Osborne  had  engaged 
in  a  desperate  fight  with  a  negro  in  Win- 
ston-Salem,   in    which    he    w.as   shot. 

A  great  hue  and  cry  resulted  when  the 
commonwealth's  attorney  tiu-ned  the  al- 
leged wife  murderer  over  to  the  Oklahoma 
authorities  without  first  having  him  In- 
dicted. The  Vlrginlan-Pilot,  a  leading 
newspaper  here,  openly  charged  that  offi- 
cial with  not  doing  his  duty  and  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  all  the  wit- 
nesses In  the  Oklahoma  crimes  charged 
against  the  man  had  either  died  or  had 
disappeared. 

The  commonwealth's  attorney  declined 
to  hearken,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  sued 
the  paper  ^or  SlO.OfW  damages.  But  for  the 
l)ublicity  given  the  details  of  this  suit 
Osljorne  woulu  probably  be  a  free  man 
today.  Advices  received  here  from  Still- 
water, Oka.,  state  that  he  was  arraigned 
In  court  there  Friday  and  the  case 
against  him  for  killing  his  wife  dismissed 
because  of  a  faulty   indictment. 

On  the  strength  of  the  alleged  murder 
here,  however,  he  was»  held,  and  a  new 
indictment  will  probably  be  brought.  As 
all  the  witnesses  against  him  are  either 
dead  or  out  of  the  way  it  is  not  likely 
that  he  will  be  convicted. 

The  story  of  the  alleged  Oklahoma,  wife 
murder  Is,  If  anything,  equally  revolting 
as  the  one  related  here,  and  tiie  two  sto- 
ries have  a  strange  resemblance.  When 
Osborne  testified  in  the  police  court  here 
he  said  he  knew  nothing  about  the  use  of 
a  pistol,  but  was  familiar  with  a  Win- 
chester. In  Oklahoma  he  is  alleged  to 
have  said  that  he  was  familiar  with  pis- 
tols,  but   knew   nothing  of  rifles. 

The  man  moved  to  Stillwater,  Okla., 
vipth  his  family  In  1893  and  soon  after- 
ward formed  a  partnership  with  Butler 
Price,   once  a  resident  of  that  place. 

They  operated  a  grocery  store  In  that 
city  until  the  opening  of  the  strip.  They 
probably  enjoyed  the  largest  trade  of  any 
like  store  in  Stillwater.  At  the  time  of 
the  opening  Hiatt  happened  to  get  on  a 
claim  with  a  man  named  Dollarhide. 
Both  insisted  on  staying  upon  the  place 
and  a  very  bitter  contest  ensued.  Other 
contests  w^ere  Instituted  on  many  of  the 
claims  In  that  locality  and  the  whole 
community  soon  became  divided  into  two 
factions,  which  were  as  vicious,  one 
against  the  other,  as  any  two  factions 
could  ever  get  to  l>e.  Arrests  were  fre- 
quent and  for  two  or  three  years  the 
members  of  each  faction  were  openly  and 
notoriously  carrying  guns  for  the  others. 
In  the  summer  of  1896  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  community  became  very  much 
excited  over  the  sudden  disappearance 
of  one  Allen  Cook,  who  resided  on  the 
claim  adjoining  the  one  on  which  Hiatt 
lived.  Searching  parties  were  Instituted 
and  (book's  body  was  finally  buried  in  a 
cornfield   near   his  shanty. 

At  attempt  was  made  at  once  to  arrest 
"Doc"  Bennett  at  the  time.  Bennett  was 
also  living  on  and  claiming  the  place 
that  Cook  was  on.  Bennett  skipped, 
however,  and  was  not  captured.  Hiatt 
and  A.  J.  Montgomery  were  arrested, 
charged  with  being  parties  to  this  killing. 
At  their  preliminary  hearing  not  a  single 
thing  could  be  produced  against  Mont- 
gomery and  he  was  released.  Hiatt  was 
bound  over  to  await  the  action  of  the  dis- 
trict court  in  Perry,  Ok.  T. 

He  found  no  trouble  In  producing  bond 
for  110,000,  and  was  released,  but  when 
he  arrived  home  he  found  that  his  horses 
had  been  stolen  and  what  little  property 
he  had  was  scattered  to  the  four  winds 
by  his  enemies. 

Hiatt  and  his  family  occupied  a  little 
house  a  block  north  of  the  courthouse.  In 
Stillwater,  and  there.  It  Is  said,  the 
eventful  night  was  passed  in  which  his 
wife   was   killed. 

According  to  Hiatt's  story  the  next 
morning  after  the  killing  the  circum- 
stances were  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Hiatt  awoke  during  the  night  and. 
In  looking,  out  a  window  toward  where 
their  team  of  ponies  was  tied  to  a  wag- 
on, she  could  only  see  one  of  the  ponies, 
so  she  watt  to  the  bed  and  awoke  her

husband,  telling  him  that  one  of  the 
animals  was  gone.  He  arose  hurriedly, 
grabbed  his  trusty  Winchester  and  went 
into  the  yard.  He  found  that  the  pony 
w^as  lying  on  the  far  side  of  the  wagon, 
but  he  also  found  that  their  cow  was 
loose.  The  cow  had  been  tied  to  a  peach 
tree.  He  laid  the  gun  down,  caught  the 
cow,  tied  her  again,  then  picked  up  the 
gun  and   went   to   the  house. 

By  this  time  his  wife  had  lain  down 
again  and  was  probably  asleep.  Upon 
stepping  to  the  threshold  of  the  bedroom 
door  he  raised  the  gun  to  let  the  hammer 
down,  and  just  at  that  time  tne  weapon 
discharged,  sending  a  bullet  into  his 
wife's  head.

The  coroner  at  that  time  probed  every 
clew  to  the  bottom  to  find  evidence  of 
murder,  but  failed,  and  the  coroner's 
jury  returned  a  verdict  exonerating 
Hiatt  of  any  crime.  L.ater  a  court  was 
in  session  in  that  county  and  the  grand 
jury  did  not  bring  any  charge  against  , 
him.  Shortly  after  that  his  trial  came 
up  In  Perry  for  the  alleged  murder  of 
Allen  Cook,  and  no  evidence  was  pro- 
duced again.st  him.  His  trial  was  con- 
cluded, and  a  verdict  of  acquittal  was 
rendered  In  less  than  half  a  day.  After 
his  acquittal  there  he  left  and  went  back 
to  his  old  home  In  Kansas.  There  he 
remained  only  a  short  time  until  he  left 
for   other   parts. 

About  this  time  another  term  of  court 
was  on  there,  and  through  the  influence 
of  the  dead  woman's  relatives  an  indict- 
ment was  returned  against  him.  Then  he 
could  not  be  found,  and  he  was  not  lo- 
cated until  a  short  time  ago  here,  where 
he  had  been  going  under  the  name  of  Os- 
borne.

Reactions  In    Grain    Causes 
Higher  Prices  at  Opening. 

Chicago,  Sept.  17. — Reactions  from 
yesterday's  low  prices  set  in  at  the 
opening  of  grain  today,  largely  on  the 
■weather  situation.  General  showers  fell 
to  such  a  degree  in  the  Northwest  last 
night  and  the  temperature  fell  to  such 
a  degree  that  frosts  from  that  quarter 
are  feared  tonight.  Although  wheat 
receipts  were  much  increased  and 
somewhat  Improved  in  quality,  it  was 
feared  that  the  moisture  would  once 
more  retard  the  movement  of  spring 
wheat.  These  factors,  together  with 
steady  cables  and  a  fair  covering  de- 
mand brought  fair  early  advances.  De- 
cember wheat  started  %  to  %  higher 
at  69@69%  and  sold  at  69%.  September 
was  somewhat  nervous,  selling  be- 
tween 73  and  72%  and  holding  about 
%  gain  near  72%.  Local  receipts  were 
JOG  cars,  eight  of  contract  grade.  Min- 
neapolis and  Duluth  reported  756  cars, 
making  a  total  for  the  three  points  of 
956  cars,  against  S48  last  week  and  743 
a   year  ago. 

Wheat  held  very  dull  most  of  the  ses- 
sion. The  bullish  sentiment  did  not  hold 
entirely  although  there  was  a  good  ex- 
port demand.

Over  the  Appearance  of 

Smoke  and  Gases  From 

Ohio  Mountain. 

Bainbrldge,  Ohio,  Sept.  17.— People 
living  in  the  Paint  Creek  valley  are 
greatly  alarmed  over  the  appearance 
of  smoke  and  sulphurious  gases  from 
Copperas  mountain,  which  can  be  seen 
from  this  place.  Ever  since  the  first 
eruption  of  Mount  Pelee  smoke  has 
Issued  from  the  mountain  at  intervals, 
but  only  wlthliP^he  past  few  days  las 
the  smoke  and  gas  become  especially 
noticeable,  and  many  attribute  it  to 
the  recent  eruptions  in  Martinique.  In- 
vestigation shows  that  the  slate  in  the 
mountain  has  become  hot  and  some  of 
it  has  become  a  dull  red  from  the 
action  of  the  heat.  The  smoke  issues 
from  the  side  and  not  the  top  of  the 
mountain,  and  scientists  will  be  asked 
to  make  a  thorough  investigation.

Crew  of    Watt  Tells    of 

Sinking    of    Tug 

Carrington. 

Affidavits  of  the  steamer  Watt, 
which  the  tug  Carrinaton  was  towing 
when  she  was  sunk  in  the  harbor  Sept. 
1,  were  filed  today  with  Insiiectort. 
Monaghan  and  Chalk,  who  are  investi- 
gating the  accident.  The  depotitions 
of  the  crew  of  the  tug  were  taken  last 
week  and  the  decision  ol  the  insi)ect- 
ora  will  be  rendered  some  time  next 
week. 

Capt.  Stenton.  of  the  steamer  Watt, 
testified  that  the  tow  line  was  given 
the  Carrington  abreast  of  the  B  slip, 
and  that  the  line  was  about  twenty 
fathoms  long.  When  the  tug  bega-i 
puUintr  ahead  on  the  Watt,  the  mas- 
ter claims  that  the  Watt's  bow  was 
falling  off  to  the  port  on  account  of 
the  fresh  southwest  wind  that  was 
blowing  and  he  ordered  the  helm  to 
port,  giving  the  engineer  signals  to 
stop  and  then  go  astern  at  full  s:>eed. 
He  says  that  the  engineer  did  not  have 
time  to  execute  the  first  signal  before 
the  second  was  given. 

Capt.  Stenton  deposes  that  at  the 
time  the  Carrington  took  the  tow  line 
she  seemed  to  have  been  putting  in 
fresh  fire  and  was  so  enveloped  iii 
smoke  as  to  be  invisible  to  those  on 
the  Watt;  that  the  tug  suddenly  ap- 
peared from  under  the  cloud  of  smoke 
on  the  starboard  bow  pulling  at  a 
right  angle  and  presumably  pulling 
the  Watt  into  the  channel  against  the 
wind,  v.-hich  was  taking  her  to  iiort. 
Capt.  Stenton  says  that  about  this 
lime  he  saw  the  tug  was  about  to  turn 
around  and  he  gave  orders  to  stop  and 
back,  but  the  engines  were  already  do- 
ing so. 

His  testimony  goes  to  show  that  af- 
ter the  signal  to  go  astern  was  slven 
the  Watt  was  brought  to  a  standstill 
within  100  feet  from  the  point  when 
the  order  was  given.  He  says  that 
when  the  tug  was  about  100  feet  aft 
of  the  Watt's  stem  she  turned  over, 
but  that  in  all  of  the  maneuvering  the 
tug  never  touched  the  Watt.  Capt. 
Stenton  believes  that  the  tow  line  v.as 
parted  by  the  tug's  wheel  when  she 
turned  over  for  the  reason  that  he 
heard  some  one  of  the  crew  in  the 
water  shout  "Why  didn't  you  cut  the 
line  as  I   told   you   to." 

The  crew  of  the  Watt  threw  life 
buoys  and  lowered  a  boat  immediately 
and  signals  were  blown  for  another 
tug.  Mate  John  McGarry,  of  the 
Watt,  confirmed  the  statements  made 
by  Capt.  Stenton  and  the  engineers 
testified  to  the  signals  that  were  given 
on  the  engine  room  telegraph  by  the 
master,    corroborating    his   story.

Why    Fisheries     Treaty 
Should  Not  Be  Nego- 
tiated, Says  Bond. 

New  York,  Sept.  17.— Sir  Robert 
Bond,  premier  of  Newfoundland,  who 
recently  visited  Washington  with  the 
object  of  furthering  a  fisheries  reci- 
procity treaty  with  the  United  States, 
is  in  this  city.  Regarding  reports  that 
his  mission  had  been  a  failure,  he  said: 

"I  was  unable  to  accomplish  any- 
thing in  Washington  the  other  day 
simply  because  Acting  Secretary  of 
State  Adee  needed  to  consult  the  presi- 
dent in  order  to  get  authority  to  begin 
negotiations.  During  the  interval  of 
the  slight  delay  occasioned  by  the  ne- 
cessity of  consulting  the  president  at 
Oi'ster  Bay,  I  took  advantage  of  my 
freedom  to  come  to  this  city  for  rea- 
sons of  private  business.  I  am  wait- 
ing now  until  negotiations  can  be 
properly  carrio^  on.  I  expect  to  re- 
turn to  Washington  for  that  purpcsj 
the  latter  part  of  this  week  or  the 
first  of  next.  I  do  not  see  any  indica- 
tions that  the  project  will  fail  of  suc- 
cess." 

END  IS  NEAR. 


Crisis  In  the  Venezuelan 
Revolution  Is  Ap- 
proaching. 

Wlllemstad,  Island  of  Curacao,  Sept. 
1(. — President  Castro  of  Venezuela  has 
retreated  from  Ocumare  before  the  ad- 
vance of  the  revolutionists.  The  Vene- 
zuelan government's  situation  is  criti- 
cal. Recent  advices  received  from  Ven- 
ezuela confirm  the  dispatches  of  the 
Associated  Press  from  Wlllemstad  of 
Friday,  Sept.  12.  The  battle  which,  as 
then  announced,  began  Sept.  11,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Tinaquillo.  Vez.,  between 
about  4000  revolutionists,  under  the 
command  of  Gens.  Mendoza.  Batalla 
and  Riera,  and  government  forces  of 
about  the  same  strength,  led  by  the 
Venezuelan  minister  of  war.  Gen.  Gar- 
nido,  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  gov- 
ernment forces  and  not  in  a  victory 
for  the  latter,  as  announced  in  a  dis- 
patch from  Torres  Cardenas,  secretary 
of  President  Castro,  which  set  forth 
that  Gen.  Mendoza's  army  had  been 
annihilated,  Sept.  8,  near  Tinaquillo. 
The  engagement  of  that  date,  as  cabled 
from  here  Sept.  12,  was  only  an  ad- 
vance guard  fight  of  no  importance. 
The  real  battle  began  Sept.  12  and  last- 
ed four  days,  after  which  Gen.  Garrido 
retreated  on  Valencia,  and  eventually 
entered  that  city  Sept.  15,  with  about 
2100  men,  leaving  the  road  free  for  the 
further  advance  on  Caracas  for  the 
revolution  army,  under  Gen.  Mendoza, 
Riera  and  Battala. 

The  only  other  government  army  in 
the  field  is  the  one  which  is  under  the 
personal  command  of  President  Cas- 
tro, who,  a  few  days  ago.  was  at  Osu- 
mare.  about  forty-five  miles  south  of 
Caracas,  and  was  sending  out  scoul.s 
looking  for  the  advance  guard  of  Gen. 
Matos,  the  revolutionary  leader.  The 
president  later  abandoned  his  position 
on  the  advance  of  the  rebels,  who  occu- 
pied Osumare. 

The  president  retreated  from  Osu- 
mare to  Sharayava  and  then  to  Guy- 
aba,  about  four  hours'  march  from 
Caracas. 

According  to  a  report  the  president 
intends  to  move  his  army  to  a  point 
near  Valencia,  joining  forces  with  the 
troops  under  Gen.  Garrido,  and  attack 
the  revolutionary  army  commanded  by 
Gen.  Mendoza. 

From  all  points  are  reported  deser- 
tions of  government  soldiers  to  the 
ranks  of  the  revolutionists,  and  the 
general  impression  in  Venezue'i  is 
that  the  last  important  incident  of  the 
revolution  is  approaching.

Corn    King"     Phillips    Will 
Close  His  Office. 

Chicago,  Sept.  17.— (George  H.  Phil- 
lips, the  board  of  trade  broker,  has  de- 
cided to  close  his  oflUce  in  New  York 
Oct.  1.  He  will  confine  himself  to  the 
Chicago  market,  where  last  year  he 
made  his  meteoric  reputation  as  a 
corn  king.  It  is  only  a  short  time  sinc>? 
he  branchel  out  in  the  Eastern  metro- 
polis. Of  his  latest  move  Mr.  Phil- 
lips  said: 

"To  run  a  business  in  the  grain 
trade  in  the  East  one  must  give  it  all 
his  time  to  make  it  a  success.  To 
give  my  personal  attention  to  the  New 
York  office  and  look  after  the  business 
at  Chicago  was  an  impossibility.  A 
great  many  people  for  whom  I  do  busi- 
ness desire  that  I  should  be  on  the 
Chicago  board  to  attend  to  affairs  at 
this  end.  Then  my  family  is  here. 
There  are  also  business  interests  out- 
side of  the  grain  trade  that  require 
my  attention  here." 


DIPLOMATSjiND  GAIETY. 

Washington  Anticipates  Much 
From  Changes  In  Legations. 

Washington,  Sept.  17. — There  will  be 
a  large  number  of  changes  In  diplo- 
matic circles  this  winter.  The  most 
important  of  all  the  changes  are  the 

new  French  and  English  ambassadors, 
who  will  lend  great  life  to  the  capital, 
especially  the  brilliant  American  wife 
of  the  British  ambassador. 

Senora  De  Asplroz,  who  would  have 
been  dean  of  hostesses  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps,  were  she  here,  will  not 
return  to  Washington  this  winter.  Her 
health  has  suftereJ  much  from  her 
residence  here,  and  her  daughter,  Se- 
noia  De  Perez,  will  take  ner  place  at 
the  head  of  the  ambassador's  house- 
hold. 

Anew  Colombian  minister,  -  Seno^ 
Concha,  a  new  Portuguese  minister, 
a  new  Spanish  minister,  and  an  en- 
tirely new  force  for  the  Cuban  legation, 
are  yet  to  be  introduced  to  Washing- 
ton society.  Senora  Quesada.  the  Cu- 
ban minister's  wife,  speaks  English, 
and  is  an  accomplished  woman. 

A  number  of  young  attaches  have 
been  added  to  the  diplomatic  list,  all 
of  whom  will  be  welcomed  by  the  lov- 
ers of  dancing,  as  the  foreigners  are, 
almost  without  exception,  graceful 
dancers.  Among  the  young  married 
attaches  is  Count  Dl  Callere,  first  sec- 
retary of  the  Italian  embassy,  now  ab- 
sent, but  who  will  arrive  here  with 
the  Countess  Di  Callere  early  in  the 
fall.  Senor  Labastlda.  Jr.,  Is  the  new 
third  secretary  of  the  Mexican  em- 
bass:*,  while  four  other  attaches  have 
been  added  to  the  Italian  embassy. 

Altogether,  much  Is  expected  irom 
the  diplomats  this  winter,  and  they 
will  add  to  Washington  nociety,  as 
they  have  to  the  life  of  various  resort* 
where  they  have  summered.

COMMENTS 


By    Secretary   Shaw   on 

Retirement  of  Speaker 

Henderson. 

Washington,       Sept.       17. — Secretaiy 

Shaw  said  today,  in  commenting  fur- 
ther upon  Speaker  Henderson's  deuln- 
ation  of  a  renomlnation.  that  while  he 
refrained  either  from  criticising  or 
Justifying  the  speaker's  course,  he  con- 
sidered it  of  very  great  importance 
and  due  to  Gen.  Henderson  that  hia 
position   be   not   misunderstood." 

"Either  many  newspapers  misunder- 
stood Gen.  Henderson's  position  or  I 
do.  I  understand  him  to  stand  pat  on 
the  tariff  plank  of  the  Iowa  platform, 
•which  favors  such  revisions  as  changed 
conditions  make  advisable.  In  hi.s  ad- 
dress to  the  Republican  voters  of  the 
Third  Iowa  district  he  says: 

"  'While  I  have  been  against  a  gen- 
eral revision.  •  •  *  1  have  ne\er 
been  opposed  to  making  needled  changes 
and  I  am  not  now.' 

"Nor  do  I  understand  him  to  object 
to  the  anti-trust  plank,  which  is  in  a 
different  section  of  the  state  platform, 
and  which  only  declares  against  allow- 
ing the  tariff  to  become  a  shelter  for 
trusts.  It  goes  no  further  than  inti- 
mating that  such  a  thing  may  occur. 
It  does  not  say  such  a  thing  uoes 
exist.  Commenting  on  this  plank  in 
his  address,   the   general   says: 

"  'It  is  a  bold  declaration  that  if 
modifications  of  the  tariff  are  required 
to  prevent  monopoly  from  sheltering 
itself  under  the  wings  of  protection, 
then  tariff  should  be  modified  to  pre- 
vent that  condition.' 

"As  I  understand  him.  he  finds  him- 
self unable  to  agree  with  the  inter- 
pretation placed  upon  this  plank  by 
many  of  his  constituents  and  llrni 
party  friends.  To  what,  if  any.  extent 
the  Republicans  of  Iowa  are  advocat- 
ing; a  removal  of  the  tariff  on  trust- 
made  or  controlled  goods  as  a  remedial 
measure  I  am  unable  to  speak.  1  think 
Gen.  Hendersons  friends  ought  to  se« 
to  it  that  his  position  be  correctly  in- 
terpreted to  the  people,  and  that  he 
be  not  placed  in  the  false  light  of  hav- 
ing declined  to  be  a  candidate  for 
congress  because  opposed  to  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Iowa  platform:  'To  such 
changes  in  the  tariff  from  time  to 
time  as  become  advisable  through  the 
progress  of  our  Industries  and  their 
changing  relations  to  the  commerce  of 
the  world.'  "

A  REPORT 

On  Colombian   Situation 
Asked  For  By  Min- 
ister Concha. 

Washington,  Sept.  17.— Senor  Concna. 
the  Colombian  minister  here,  has 
cabled  to  Governor  Salazar  of  Panama 
for  a  comprehensive  report  of  the  sit- 
uation which  has  arisen  on  the  isth- 
mus as  a  result  of  the  delay  to  traffic 
caused  by  the  Colombian  troops  on 
Monday.  The  officials  of  the  Colom- 
bian legation  do  not  approve  of  the 
means  employed  by  the  government 
troops  to  hold  up  the  trains,  but  they 
do  point  out  that  an  Inspection  of  In- 
coming and  outgoing  trains  is  neces- 
sai-y  as  a  measure  of  protection.  A 
disturbing  factor  in  the  situation  on 
the  Isthmus,  it  Is  stated,  is  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  employes  of  the 
Panama  railway  are  Liberals  outright, 
or  Liberal  sympathizers,  and  in  an 
emergency  like  the  present  one,  an 
excellent  opportunity  Is  afforded  these 
railroad  men  who  are  unfriendly  to  the 
government  to  strike  a  blow  for  me 
Liberal  cause.  Indeed,  the  officials 
here  recall  an  occasion  some  months 
ago  when  the  trains  managed  to  run 
slowly  into  (V>lon  In  order  to  hide  from 
view  a  party  of  revolutionists  who 
were  marching  on  foot  along  one  side, 
and  who  captured  the  town  alone  with 
little  difficulty.

PECULIAR 


Accident  to  Chicago  Ele- 
vated Trains  Causes 
Injury  ta  Several. 

Chicago,  Sept.  17. — Five  persons 
*rere  seriously  injured  and  three  train- 
loads  of  people  were  thrown  into  a 
panic  by  collision  between  three  South 
Side  elevated  trains  last  night  at  Six- 
ty-third street  and  Madison  avenue. 

Injured:  Ross  Combert,  motorman, 
both  legs  fractured;  H.  C.  Otter,  legs 
crushed  and  body  bruised;  Isadore 
Phillips,  severely  cut  about  head  and 
•body;  Belden  Briscoe,  guard  on  train, 
hip  disloa^ted  and  body  bruised;  Mrs. 
George  Clark,  arms  and  face  lacerated. 

The  trains  were  running  close  to- 
gether when  the  foremost  train  stopped 
at  the  Sixty-third  street  station,  a 
cylinder  head  blew  out  of  a  compressed 
air  tanic  on  the  front  coach,  throwing 
the  brakes  out  of  gear  and  rendering 
the  train  unmanageable.  At  the  point 
where  the  train  was  standing  is  a 
steep  incline,  and  the  train  started 
tMickward  at  high  speed.  The  motor- 
man  on  the  second  train  saw  the  ret- 
rograde movement,  but  was  unable  to 
back  his  train  out  of  danger,  and  the 
/Lr^t  train  crashed  Into  the  second  one. 


To  Endorsement  o!  Roose- 
velt In  Alabama  Repub- 
lican Convention. 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  Sept.  17.— When 
the  Republican  state  convention  reas- 
sembled this  morning  it  was  evident 
that  there  would  be  a  flght  on  that 
part  of  the  platform  as  reported  by  the 
committee  on  platform  yesterday  en- 
dorsing President  Roosevelt  for  re- 
nomination.  This  opposition  is  un- 
derstood to  have  its  origin  in  the  re- 
cent action  of  the  president  in  remov- 
ing VVilliam  Vaughn,  retiring  Repub- 
lican state  chairman,  from  the  office 
of  district  attorney  for  North  Ala- 
bama, for  alleged  neglect  of  duty. 
There  was  also  a  feeling  of  opposi- 
tion to  the  clause  in  the  platform  con- 
demning child  labor  in  cotton  mills. 
As  soon  as  Chairman  J.  W.  Davidson 
called  the  convention  to  order,  a  com- 
mittee on  nominations  was  named. 
The  platform  and  resolutions,  as  re- 
ported by  the  committee,  were  then 
read  and  when  that  part  of  it  endors- 
ing President  Roosevelt  for  nomination 
in  ll>04  was  reached,  there  were  loud 
cries  of   "No." 

The  platform,  as  reported,  reaffirms 
the  Philadelphia  platform,  favors  "the 
organization  of  labor  for  its  legiti- 
mate protection  and  the  enactment  of 
law  for  the  peaceful  and  fair  .settle- 
ment by  arbitration  of  disagreements 
as  they  may  arise  between  organized 
labor  and  capital;"  favors  child  law 
legislation  relating  to  work  in  cotton 
mills;  condemns  "the  spirit  which 
seeks  to  arouse  prejudice  of  the  people 
against  the  railroads,"  and  advocates 
the  "enactment  of  laws  so  regulating 
the  railroads  as  to  adequately  protect 
the  interests  of  the  people,  but  is  op- 
posed   to    any    drastic   measures." 

The  platform  then  endorses  the  wis- 
dom of  the  Dingley  tariff  law  and 
urges  a  continuance  of  that  policy,  en- 
dorses  President    Roosevelt   and   says: 

"We  express  faith  in  his  thoroughly  I 
American  and  patrotic  ideas  and  we  ' 
believe  that  his  leadership  establishes 
confidence  both  In  the  success  of  the 
Republican  principles  and  the  con- 
tinued progress  and  prosperity  of  the 
country  and  we  therefore  favor  his 
renomination." 

National  Committeeman  J.  W.  Dim- 
mlck  and  State  Chairman  William 
Vaughn  are  endorsed  for  their  admin- 
istration of  the  party's  affairs  In  this 
state.

But  Man  Speaks  By  Press- 
ing His  Windpipe 
Together. 

St.  Paul.  Sept.  17.— A  special  to  the 
Dispatch  from  Mis&oula,  Mont.,  says: 
Ira  Pressley  and  his  wife,  whose  home 
ranch  is  near  Superior,  are  at  Par- 
son's hospital,  in  this  city,  both  near 
death  and  unable  to  tell  who  wounded 
them.

FAILED  TO 

FIND  POLE 

Lieut.  Peary  Reports  On 
His  Arctic  Expedition. 

Made  Many  Important  Sci= 
entific  Discoveries. 


Sydney.  X.  S.,  Sept.  18.— Lieut.  Pear>" 
3n  his  arrival  here  said:  "Our  expe- 
ditiun  did  not  reach  the  north  pole,  but 
vt  made  most  important  Sfientitii-  dis- 
co\eries.  We  are  all  well  and  glad  to 
>et  back  to  civilization." 


Sydney.  N.  S..  Sept.  IS.— The  Peary 
Arctic  club  steamer  Windward,  Capt. 
Samuel  Bartlett.  arrived  here  this 
morning  from  Cape  Sabine.  All  on 
board  are  well. 

Peary  sent  to  the  club  the  following 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  expe- 
dition since  Aug.  9.  1901: 

•Left  at  Erik  harbor,  on  the  Elles- 
mere  coast.  Aug.  ::».  The  {>arty  reached 
Payer  harbor  Sept.  16,  crossing  lioese 
^ay  partly  by  sledge  and  partly  l»y 
bt>at.  then  walking  across  Heford  pini. 
About  a  week  later  my  Eskimos  began 
to  fall  sick,  not  one  escaping.  By  Nov. 
I'J  six  adults  and  one  child  were  dead, 
nearly  all  the  others  very  weak,  but 
©ut   of  danger. 

"Early  in  January  Eskimos  came 
across  from  .\nvilak,  bringing  news  of 
the  ravages  of  a  fatal  epidemic-  through 


the  tribe.  Word  was  sent  back  by 
those  scouts  for  as  many  of  the  sur- 
vivors as  cou'd  to  come  to  me,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  month  they  began  ar- 
riving. In  February  a  large  depot  of 
dog  food  was  established,  near  Ca.pe 
Louis  Napoleon,  some  sixty  miles  north 
of  Sabine.  On  March  3  my  advance 
narty  of  six  sledges,  in  charge  of  Hen- 
sen,  left  for  Conger.  March  6,  started 
with  the  main  party  of  eighteen 
sledges,  leaving  Percy  in  charge  of 
Payer  harbor.  Conger  was  reached  in 
twelve  marches,  arriving  within  aa 
hour  or  two  of  the  advance  parly.  My 
supporting  party  of  E.skimos  returning 
from  Conger  brought  down  the  instru- 
ments, chronometers  and  Arctic  li- 
brary. Eight  marches  more  took  us  to 
Cape  Hecla.  The  north  end  of  Robin- 
son channel  was  all  open  across  to  the 
C.rtenland  roast,  lakes  of  water  ex- 
tending northward  as  far  as  could  be 
seen  from  Black  Cape  and  Cape  Ram- 
some.  From  Hecla  another  supporting 
party  returned. 

"April   1   started   northward   over   the 
Pfdar   sea   with    Hensen.    four   Eskimos

BOXERS  MAY  RISE  AGAIN 


According  to  Reports  From  Minister  Conger—There 

Is  Serious   Danger  In   China  of  Another 

Serious  Disturbance  Very   Soon. 


'  Washington,  Sept.  18.— China  is  on 
the  verge  of  another  Boxer  uprising, 
which  may  equal  that  of  1»00,  accord- 
ing to  mail  advices  received  at  the 
State  department  from  Minister  Con- 
ger, dated  last  month.  The  troubles 
appear  to  arl.se  principally  from  extor- 
tiiinate  taxation,  combined  with  re- 
sentment against  the  presence  of  mis- 
si"narie3,  thus  justifymg  the  judgment 
of  the  department  of  state,  which 
pointed  to  the  powers  that  the  demand 
for  excessive  Indemnities  would  result 
in  serious  Internal  troubles  in  China. 
Mr.  Conger's  first  advice  bears  date  of 
Aug.  6,  from  Pekin,  and  he  reports 
ferious  anti-foreign  riots  in  the  prov- 
ln(  e  of  Sxechuan.  in  which  a  number  of 
native  Christians  had  been  massacred 
and  chapels  destroyed.  Mr.  Conger  ap- 
pears to  have  a^ted  with  energy  upon 
telegraphic  complaints  from  Dr.  Can- 
right,  an  American  medical  mission- 
ary at  Chentu.  not  only  addressing  the 


Chinese  foreign  office  by  letter,  but 
calling  there  in  person  to  Impress  upon 
the  officials  the  importance  of  an  im- 
mediate and  effective  action,  and 
finally  succeeding  in  causing  the  re- 
moval of  the  local  Chinese  officials  who 
had  failed  to  repress  the  liots  and  pre- 
serve life  and  property. 

Mr.  Conger  Incloses  with  his  report 
the  communication  that  passed  be- 
tween him.«elf  and  the  foreign  office. 
Under  date  June  2»),  from  Chentu,  Dr. 
Canright  telegraphed: 

"Szechaun  lepeating  troubles  of  1900. 
Chapel  burned,  ten  Christians  killed. 
Boxers  have  been  multiplying  for  four 
months,  officials  taxed." 

Mr.  (^ong^r  immediately  telegraphed 
Dr.  Canright  to  demand  adequate  pro- 
tection for  missionaries  and  the  Chris- 
tians from  the  local  officials.  He  also 
addressed  a  note  to  Prince  Ching.  at 
the  foreign  office,  stating  that  there 
were  several  American  missionaries 
and  many  chapeLs  and  converts  in 
Szechuan  and  that  it  was  necessary 
that  provision  be  made  to  stamp  out 
these  troubles  at  their  very  inception.

Gen.  Nord.  at  the 
head  of  3000  men.  attacked  Limbe  at  9

SEND  MILLIONS  DAILY 


Chicago  Banks  Are  Furnishing  Vast  Sums  of  Money 
to  Move  Crops  of  West  and  Southwest- 
Meeting  All  Demands. 


Chicago,  Sept.  18. — Chicago  6anks 
are  s-hlpping  from  $1,500,000  to  $2,000,000 
dally  to  the  country  banks  for  grain 
handling  In  the  West  and  Southwest. 

The  movement  Is  in  exces.s  of  last 
year's  shipments  although  the  harvest- 
ing season  is  far  from  being  over.  It 
is  estimated  that  over  $87,000,000  will 
have  been  supplied  by  Chicago  banks 
to  the  farmers  of  the  Mississippi  valley 


before  the  cropS  are  all  put  away  for 
the  season. 

This  large  amount  of  money  is  not 
considered  an  indication  of  abnormal 
conditions  by  local  bankers,  who  have 
kept  closely  in  touch  with  the  situa- 
tion. Some  of  them  stated  that  for  the 
first  time  in  four  or  Ihre  years  the 
banks  of  this  city  were  able  to  meet 
the  demand  for  currency,  which  is  In- 
evitable at  this  season,  without  ex- 
periencing any.  trouble. 


RIDICULOUS  INSUFFICIENCY 


London.  Sept.  18.— At  a  meeting  to- 
day of  the  creditors  of  Prince  Victor 
Dulep  Singh,  who  was  declared  a 
bankrupt  Sept.  4,  the  chairman  said 
the  prince's  debts  amounted  to  $471,600, 
of  which  $360,000  was  secured.  The 
debts  were  attributed  to  stock  ex- 
change   speculation      and       gambling.

000  against  the  Indian  government  with 
respect  to  the  estate  of  the  bankrupt's 
father.  The  priace  ascribes  his 
bakruptcy  to  the  "Vldlculous  Insuffi- 
ciency" of  his  allowance  from  the  In- 
dian government.  To  nialntaln  his 
position  the  prince  received  $3.^000 
yearly  and  his  wlfo  received  $10,000.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— A  telegram  from  Halvor 
Steenerson  from  Crookston  to  the  Dis- 
patch this  afternoon  claimed  his  elec- 
tion by  a  good  plurality.

He  stated  that  there  wouid 
be  no  attempt  to  deny  the  killing.

The  defendant  was  a  fine  workmai', 
but,  like  many  ayiother  good  man,  he 
attempted  to  drown  his  domestic  trou- 
bles in  drink.  He  became  sick.  Hi? 
friends  thought  him  crazy.  When  he 
hid  in  the  closet  on  the  night  the  vvj- 
man  was  slain  he  went  there  for  tne 
purpose  of  hearing  the  conversation 
between  his  wife  and  her  friend,  think- 
ing he  might  secure  the  evlden.a 
against  her  that  was  not  positive  up  to 
that  time. 

The  first  witness  called  by  the 
fense  was  Capt.  Adolph  Thomas, 
ored,  commanding  one  of  the 
panies  in  the  Kighth  Illinois 
guard,  and  in  whose  company 
fendant  served  as  quartermaster 
geant.  The  captain  is  a  rather  pom- 
pous man  and  walks  with  all  the  sway 
that  a  true  military  man  should,  and 
his  conver-sation  was  flavored  with  sol- 
diers' parlance. 

He  had  known  Henderson  since  189-. 
and  in  1895  the  defendant  had  enlisted 
in  his  company.  He  went  to  camp  each 
year  and  in  18:>7.  while  in  camp,  the 
defendant  suffered  a  sunstroke.  He 
was  excused  from  further  duty  and 
later  spent  three  weeks  in  the  hospital. 
In  the  summer  of  'iS.  when  this  coun- 
try was  warring  with  the  Spaniards, 
the  Eighth  Illinois  was  called  into  ser- 
vice The  regiment  went  to  New- 
York.  On  the  train,  Capt.  Thomas 
said  that  one  night  while  he  was 
officer  in  charge  he  was  called  to 
car  where  Henderson  was  quartered. 
He  found  the  defendant  running  up 
and  down  the  car.  Capt.  Thomas 
asked  him  vhat  the  trouble  was  and 
the  defendant  said  that  there  was 
nothing  wrong.  The  officer  ordered 
him  to  keep  quiet  and  the  defendant 
promised  he  would.  He  was  called 
again  shortly  afterward  and  this  time 
he  ordered  Henderson  to  his  bunk.  A 
third  time  Capt.  Thomas  had  to  go  and 
look  after  the  man.  This  time  he  hit 
Henderson  a  slap  over  the  jaw  and 
exclaimed;  "What  in  hell  is  the  mat- 
ter with  you?" 

"Oh,  God.  now  I've  lost  my  last 
friend,"  renlled  Henderson  and  he  ran 
for  the  platform  of  the  car.  The  \ylt- 
ness  grew  quite  dramatic  at  this  point. 
After  running  to  the  platform  he 
tried  to  leap  overboard.  The  train 
was  just  crossing  over  a  bridge  that 
spans  Harper's  Ferry  and  the  witness 
hung  on  to  Henderson's  coat.  After 
the  bridge  was  croa.sed  he  released  his 
hold  and  Hendei-son  tumbled  down  a 
ten-foot  embankment.  He  was  care- 
fully watched  after  that  time. 

He  went  on  duty  as  soon  as  the  regi- 
ment landed  in  ("uba. 

Rev.  E.  L.  Henderson,  of  the  bt. 
I..uke's  Episcopal  church,  of  New 
Haven.  Conn.,  a  nephew  of  the  defend- 
ant, was  the  next  to  take  the  stand. 

He  s:^id  that  the  defendant's  father 
was  insane  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1895.  He  stated  that  for  twelve  or 
fifteen  years  his  mind  was  deranged  at 
different  periods.  In  addition,  the 
witneass'  mother  was  at  times  a  Httle 
off  Tv.d  brothers  of  the  father  of  the 
defendant  were  also  demented.  County 
Attorney  McClintock  subjected  the 
witness  to  a  piercing  cross-examina- 
tion He  wanted  to  know  about  the 
death  certificate  of  the  defendant  s 
father  and  when  and  where  he  saw  it.

The  witness  stated  that  he  met  the 
train  be?  ring  the  Eighth  Illinois  regi- 
ment of  which  Henderson  was  a  mem- 
ber, at  Baltimore.  The  defendant  act- 
ed stiangely.  and  seemed  to  have  been 
not  quite  himself. 
Dr.  Phelan  was  called  and  testified  as 
to  the  sickness  of  Henderson  during 
the  first  part  of  the  week  that  he  killed 
the  woman  wlch  whom  he  lived.  He 
said  that  he  was  called  to  Henderson  s 
bedside  at  72\^,  West  Superior  stieet. 
When  he  entered  the  room  the  pa- 
tient'? e>"es  were  greatly  inflamed,  his 
cheeks  were  swollen,  and  he  wore  a 
bandage  on  his  head.  He  said  that 
he  couldn't  sleep,  couldn't  eat  and 
couldn't  rest. 

"My  wife  left  me,"  said  he,  "and  I'm 
going  crazy." 

The  doctor  thought  that  he  was  on 
the  verge  of  having  delirium  trenien.*. 
He  remarketl  to  a  group  of  women  as 
he  left  the  building  that  some  one 
phould  watch  the  defendant.  Tpon 
cross-examination  the  witne.ss  testified 
that  the  defendant  gave  ever/  evidence 
at  that  time  of  drinking. 

Pam  Richardson,  a  colored  fellow 
with  whom  the  defendant  chummed, 
was  the  next  witness.  He  remembered 
whe»i  Henderson  was  sick,  at  which 
time  the  defendant  said:  "Go  get  Ida, 
find  tier  for  me." 

"Why,  I  thought  he  was  crazy,  and 
told  him  so,"  said  the  wltneM.

and  six  sledges.  Old  Hoes  covered  deep 
with  snow  and  intersected  with  rublile 
ridges  and  lanes  of  young^ice  were  en- 
countered from  the  moment  we  left  the 
ice  foot.  ' 

"The  same^kind  of  traveling,  except 
the  lanes  of  Ice.  ydung  ice,  as  found  by 
the  English  exi^edition  of  1ST6. 

"After  six  smirches  open  leads,  floes 
in  motion  \yere  ,  encountered.  Two 
natives  werci,  sent  back.  As  we  ad- 
vanced the  floes  became  smaller,  the 
pressure  ridges  on  a  grander  scale, 
and  the  open  leads  more  frequent. 
Each  day's  inarch  was  more  perilous, 
and  our  general  course  deflected  west 
by  the  charaqter  of  the  Ice.  Finally,  at 
34.17  N  latitv^de,  northwest  of  Heda, 
the  Polar  pack  became  impracticable, 
and  further  effort^  to  advance  were 
given  up.  IJJew  leads  and  pressure 
ridges,  with  foggy  weather,  made  our 
return  in  sohte  respects  more  trying 
than  the  advi^nce.  Hecla  was  regained 
April  29,  and.  Ganger  May  3.  Leaving 
Gatiger  May  6,  Cape  Sabine  was 
reached  on  the  15th.  A  few  days  later 
went  north,  as  far  as  Cape  Louis  Na- 
poleon to  complete  the  survey  of  Bob- 
bit  bay,  returning  the  first  of  June.  A 
proposed  trip  across  Ellesmere  land 
westward  was  prevented  by  open 
water  in  Buchanan  bay. 

"The » ice  broke  up-  earlier  than  1  in 
IDOl,  and  Prayer  harbor  was  blockaded 
almost  continuously. 

"The  Windward  <5ored  her  way 
through  the  Ice  and  entered  the  harbor 
the  morning  of  Aug.  5,  and  got  out 
again  the  same  afternoon  with  scarcely 
fifteen  minutes  to  spare  before  the 
harbor  was  closed  by  the  Ice.  Forcing 
our  way  across  Smith  sound,  my  Eski- 
mos, with  their  belongings,  were  land- 
ed in  Ughfleld  grulf.  Several  days  were 
devoted  lo  hunting  walrus,  then  the 
Windward  started  south,  reaching  and 
leaving  Cape  York  the  afternoon  of 
Aug.  28. 

"Calling  at  Godhoun.  Greenland  and 
Cape  Haven.  Baffinland.  the  Windward 
arrived  at  Chateau  bay,  Labrador,  on 
Sept.  14,  and  sent  dispatches.  The  sum- 
mer voyage  has  been  without  mishap 
and  the  Windward  with  her  engines 
has  made, as  good  time  as  the  larger 
and  more  powerful  ships  that  have 
been  going  north  the  last  ten  years. 
The  year  at  Payer  harbor  was  passed 
comfortably  though  an  anxious  strain 
caused  by  the  ravages  of  dlseas? 
among  my  faithful  people  was  not 
light.  Food  was  abundant  and  our 
supply  of  musk  ox  and  deer  meat  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year.  The 
northern  sledge  trip  In  the  spring  wa.i 
arduous,  but  not  marked  by  special 
exposure,  suffering  or  danger  more 
than  Is  necessarily  incidental  to  seri- 
ous  Arctic   work. 

"Equipment  and  personnel  were  sat- 
isfactory and  further  advance  was 
vetoed  by  insuperable  natural  condi- 
tions. The  Windward  has  on  board 
the  Instruments.  chronometers  and 
Arctic  library  abandoned  by  the 
Greeley  expedition  and  numerous  spe- 
cimens of  natural  history,  bear,  musk 
ox,  reindeer  and  walrus  skins. 

"The  skeleton  of  a  two-horned  nar- 
whal, a  rare  Arctic  specimen,  also 
living  specimens  of  musk  ox,  walrus, 
Arctic  hare  and  Eskimo  dog  are  al.so 
on   hoard. 

"The  anchor  and  chain  lost  b  Fv^k 
last  summer  is  on  board.  The  Fram 
left  Godhoun  about  Aug.  20,  bound 
home.  She  has  been  in  Soner  sound, 
from  whence  it  is  understood  exr>lor- 
ations  were  made  to  the  northwest. 
One  death  (a  fireman)  is  reported  sine?. 
Others  on  board  said  to  be  well.  The 
little  schooner  Forget  Me  Not,  which 
was  caught  In  the  ire  at  Cape  Haven 
Ia.<rt  year,  IS  "how  on  her  way  to  St. 
John."

All  the  employes  of  the  mill,  some 
of  them  who  have  been  connected  with 
the  mill  tor  years,  will  retain  their 
positions  under  the  new  management, 
the  change  of  owners  not  affeciing  the 
operation   of  the  mill  in  any  detail. 

Last  year  the  mill  employed  700  men, 
a  larger  payroll  than  was  maintained 
by  any  other  milling  company  at  th'3 
head  of  the  lake.  This  year  the  work- 
ing force  has  not  been  so  large  for  the 
rekson  that  the  cut  was  smaller.  The 
employment  of  so  many  men,  however,

Patrick  Maloney    of    St. 

Paul  Dies   In   His 

Shanty. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Patrick  Maloney  was  found 
dead  in  bed  in  his  shanty.  76  Fairfield 
avenue,  last  evening. 

Mrs.  Hoban,  a  neighbor  who  did  oc- 
casional house  work  for  Maloney, 
called  at  the  house,  as  the  old  man 
had  not  been  seen  since  Monday  morn- 
ing. From  the  window  She  saw  his 
dead  body  lying  on  the  bed,  and  called 
Officer  Ryder. 

Maloney  must  have  died  Monday 
night.  Coroner  Miller  was  called  and 
he  turned  the  body  over  to  Mrs.

Maloney  lived  the  life  of  a  recluse  in 
a  small  shanty.

First  Killing  Frost  of  the 

Season  Last 

Night. 

Last  evening  occurred  the  first  heavy 
killing  frost  of  the  season.  The  gov- 
ernment thermometer,  ninety-five  feet 
above  the  ground,  showed  a  minimum 
temperature  of  38  degrees,  but  from 
the  fact  that  the  air  was  still  last 
night,  the  heavy  atmosphere  was 
closer  to  the  ground,  and  it  is  consid- 
ered very  probable  by  the  local  wea- 
ther man  that  the  temperature  was 
very  close  to  the  freezing  point. 

This  is  not  the  earliest  date  at 
which  a  heavy  to  kllUng  frost  has  oc- 
curred at  the  head  of  the  lakes  in 
Septemt>er.  There  was  one  once  as 
early  as  Sept.  s.  There  have  been  light 
frosts  here  as  early  as  Sept  1.  The 
average  date  during  the  past  thirty 
years  for  a  heavy  frost  In  this  section 
of  the  country,  is  Sept.  30. 

There  have  been  two  or  three  light 
frosts  in  this  month  previous  to  the 
nil-   of  last  evening. 

More  or  less  damage  was  done  over 
the  state  by  the  frost  last  evening.

It  is  likely  that  the 
transfer  will  not  go  on  record  for 
some  little  time,  and  for  that  reason 
the  exact  figures  of  the  sale  are  not 
made  public,  but  ^n  estimate  from 
others  who  are  somewhat  familiar  with 

the  interests  of  the  Mitchell  &  Me- 
Cluie  company  places  the  transaction 
at  at>out  $800,000. 

The  sawmill  property  at  West  Du- 
luth comprises  one  of  the  largest  lum- 
ber manufacturing  plants  In  tne  North- 
west, with  a  capacity  of  3,000,000  feet  a 
week  or  500,000  feet  for  a  day's  run  of 
twenty  hours;  about  fifty  acres  of 
yard  room  and  very  close  to  two  miles 
of  dockage.  The  company  has  been 
leasing  about  fifty  acres  more  of  boom- 
age.  With  the  logging  road  is  sold  two 
engines,  83  logging  cars,  a  steam  loader, 
snow  plow  and  several  ^  miles  of  steel 
trackage. 

No  hgures  are  given  out  as  to  the 
amount  of  stumpage  bj^  either  buyer 
or  seller,  and  various  estimates  run  all 
the  way  from  35.000.000  to  80,000,000 
feet. 

The  mill  property  will  be  turned  over 
to  Alger,  Smith  A  Co.  at  the  end  of 
the  present  sawing  season. 

In  answer  to  a  question  relative  to  a 
confirmation  of  the  report  of  sale,  W. 
C.  McClure,  of  the  Mitchell  &  McClure 
company,  said  today: 

"Yes.  the  deal  betweei)  our  company 
and  Alger,  Smith  &  Co.  was  flnallv 
consummated  yesterday,  and  we  de- 
sire to  thank  The  Herald  for  the  cour- 
tes.v  thcwn  us  in  withholding  from 
publication  a  simple  rumor  heard  on 
the  streets.  Some  papers  have  pur- 
sued a  course  of  repoi'ting  such  ru- 
mors so  as  to  often  embarrass  the 
parties  in  negotiation. 

"Alger.  Smith  &  Co.  take  our  entire 
holdings  of  pine  in  this  state,  also  our 
railroad  outfit.  cars.  locomotives, 
steel,  etc.  and  oUr  mill  plant  at  West 
4)uluth.  possession  ta  the  latter  being 
given  at  the  close  of  the  present  sea- 
son. 

"It  is  a  pleaaure  to  us  that  the  Al- 
ger-Smith people  will  not  only  take 
our  mill,  but  will  take  our  mill  organ- 
ization intact  for  next  season  or  at 
least  such  of  our  men  as  choose  to  re- 
main with  them,  and  to  insure  our 
employes  positions  with  a  company  bo 
well  and  favorably  known  as  Alger, 
Smith  &  Co.,  is  a  matter  of  consider- 
able importance  to  a  large  force  such 
as  ours.  Quite  a  large  proportion  of 
the  men  have  been  with  us  from  ten 
to  twenty  years,  many  of  them  having 
been  with  us  on  the  Saginaw  river,  in 
Michigan,  many  years  previous  to 
coming   to   Duluth. 

"No,  I  do  not  expect  to  engage  in 
the  sawmill  business  again,  at  least  not 
at  present.  Our  firm  has  some  tim- 
ber holdings  liv  the  South  and  on  the 
coast,  but  we  d3  not  expect  to  operate 
a  sawmill  in  either  district.    ~ 

"While  I  have  been  here  almost  con- 
tinuously for  the  past  twelve  years 
and  my  family  has  spent  part  of  the 
summer  and  fall  here,  we  have  re- 
tained our  home  in  Saginaw,  where  I 
still  have  some  bufiiness  interests. 

"1  have  been  associated  with  the 
late  Jethro  Mitchell,  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  since  his  death  with  the 
trustees  of  his  estate,  J.  G.  Mitchell,  of 
Toledo,  Ohio,  and  LeRoy  Brooks,  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  since  the  spring  of 
1879.  We  commenced  the  building  of 
the  mill  at  West  Duluth  in  the  fall  of 
1890  and  began  operating  it  the  fol- 
lowing summer.  With  the  exception  of 
two  weeks  in  the  fall  of  1896,  when  we 
were  obliged  to  clo.se  down  for  the  lack 
of  piling  room,  the  mill  has  been  con- 
tinuously run  during  the  sawing  sea- 
son from  that  time  until  now,  sawing 
an  average  of  50,(i00,000  feet  per  year. 
I  regret  very  much  the  severance  of 
the  pleasant  business  and  social  rela- 
tions with  the  people  of  Duluth,  to 
whose  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy 
we  can  testify. 

"I  have  great  faith  in  the  future  of 
the  city  of  Duluth  and  would  only  re- 
Iterate  what  I  have  before  stated,  that 
no  opportunity  should  be  neglected  to 
encourage  any  and  all  kinds  of  manufac- 
turing interests  to  locate  here.  Manu- 
facturing, and  that  only,  can  bring  a 
population  and  build  up  a  city.  Small  In- 
dustries under  competent  management 
that  desire  to  enlarge  their  business  with 
additional  capital  should  be  brougbt 
here  and  the  citizens*  should  all  unite  In 
furnishing  ClW  additional  (Jiipltal  re- 
quired. I'nder  experienctjd  management 
only  can  a  manufacturing  enterprise  suc- 
ceed. 

"As  a  jobbing  center  Duluth  Is  rapidly 
assuming  its  position  as  the  very  best 
In  the  Northwest  and  the  reason  is  well 
stated  in  the  advertisement  of  one  of 
the  large  wholesale  hou«ies  which  terms 
the  city  a.^  the  p9int_.^here  rail  and 
water   meet." 

The  purchase  of  the  Mitchell  &  Mc- 
Clure property  wllt*glv*^AIg'r,  Smith  & 
Company  still  further  lead  In  this  dis- 
trict, giving  the  crtinpany  an  annual  ca- 
upaclty  of  1.10,000.00(1  ifeet' annually,  75.00;),- 
000  feet  at  the  mlli^on  -IJices  Point  and 
the  rest  at  the  We.«t  Ewluth  mill.  The 
West  Superior  mill  whlcBi  they  have  been 
using  for  contract  cut  of  about  28,000.009 
feet  per  year  will  not  a^ln   be  utilized.

LION  VERSUS  BEAR 

King  o(  Beasts  No  Ntach  For 
Bear. 

"The  relative  fighting  qualities  of  the 
African  lion  and  the  grizzly  bear  of 
the  Rocky  mountains  has  always  beer, 
a  topic  of  much  interest  and  discus- 
sion." said  a  Westerner  now  In  Wash- 
ington to  the  Post.  "This  not  only 
applies  to  those  who  have  hunted  bith 
animals  in  their  relative  heaths,  but 
also  to  the  general  public.  As  irrecon- 
cilable to  each  other  in  nature  as  their 
respective  haunts,  desert  and  moun- 
tain, and  differing  so  widely  in  tiieir 
methods  of  attack  and  defense,  the 
comparison  is  not  easy.  It  has  been 
generally  conceded,  however,  the  lion 
would  come  out  victorious  In  an  en- 
counter, and  to  the  superficial  observer 
this  is  an  almost  inevitable  conclu- 
tlon. 

"Owing  to  their  geographical  location 
and  modern  civilization  ifrobably  no 
one  ever  pictured  an  actual  contest  as 
taking  place.  Yet  for  the  first  time  in 
recorded  history  such  a  one  did  ti.ke 
place  In  recent  years  on  the  very  bor- 
der of  the  United  States,  and  I  had 
the  good  fortune  to  be  a  spectator.  I 
was  in  Galveston,  Texas,  at  the  time 
when  I  first  learned  through  the  news- 
papers that  a  combat  between  a  grizzly 
bear  and  Numidian  Hon  would  come  olt 
in  the  bull  ring  at  Monterey,  Mexico, 
on  the  Cincho  de  Mayo  (5th  of  May). 
This  is  the  commencement  of  the  Mexi- 
can national  holiday.  It  lasts  a  week 
and  commemorates  the  birth  of  the  re- 
public. It  Is  a  time  of  great  festivities 
and  is  much  like  our  Fourth  of  July. 

"I  have  killed  a  number  of  bears  and 
know  how  formidable  they  are.  It  had 
always  been  my  contention  that  the 
grizzly  was  the  superior  animal  from 
the  standpoint  of  force,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  vindicate  my  idea  was  not  to 
be  missed.  So,  overcoming  a  natural 
repugnance  against  such  a  spectacle, 
I  immediately  pulled  out  to  witness  the 
outcome.  On  my  arrival  at  the  city  I 
learned  the  full  particulars.  Flaming 
posters  everywhere  announced  that  Col. 
E.  Daniel  Boone.  'America's  greatest 
showman  and  animal  trainer,'  would 
give  an  exhibition  on  the  following  day 
in  which  old  Parnell.  an  African  lljn 
weighing  550  pounds,  would  be  pi i ted 
against  a  650-pound  grizzly  bear.  The 
lion,  it  was  stated,  had  killed  two  of  his 
trainers  during  a  performance  on  the 
Midway  "at  San  Francisco's  midwinter 
fair,  it  was  further  placarded  that  a 
Spanish  bull  would  enter  the  lists 
against  the  victorious  animal. 

"I  met  the  colonel  that  day,  who  fur- 
nished me  with  an  admirable  seat.  In 
the  course  of  the  conversation  that  en- 
sued he  stated  that  he  had  no  further 
use  for  the  animals,  as  he  was  going 
out  of  the  business,  and  had  taken  this 
method  to  get  rid  of  them  at  a  profit. 
I  also  learned  the  history  of  both  con- 
testants. The  lion,  besides  having  dis- 
posed of  two  trainers,  as  was  bulle- 
tined, had  also  killed  three  2-year-ol(' 
steers  for  practice.  The  t)ear,  on  the 
other  hand,  had  never  killed  anything, 
and  didn't  know  his  own  strength.  Ho, 
athough  having  the  advantage  in 
weight,  he  was  comparatively  inoffen- 
sive. This  inequality  was  a  great  han- 
dicap to  bruin. 

"The  coming  fray  was  the  topic  of 
conversation  to  the  exclusion  of  every- 
thing else.  The  great  interest  aroused 
was  due  more  to  the  spectacular  possi- 
bilities of  such  a  program  than  to  the 
unusualness  of  the  event.  That  It  did 
appeal  to  the  Mexican's  love  of  blood- 
shed was  evidenced  by  the  large  inHux 
of  people  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
to  be  spectators  of  the  occasion. 

"Three  o'clock  the  next  afternoon 
found  me  at  the  bull  ring  looking  down 
upon  a  large  circular  iron  cage  ^  in 
which  bruin  was  already  confined.  The 
boisterous  Mexican  audience— a  restless 
kaleidoscopic  mass  of  mostly  red,  white 
and  green,  which  are  the  national 
colors— disturbed  him  greatly.  This 
was  easily  seen  by  his  constant  nervous 
tramp  around  the  cage  and  an  occa- 
sional sniff  and  growl. 

"Old  Parnell  occupied  a  smaller  and 
separate  cage.  He  would  now  and  then 
give  a  long-drawn  but  suppressed  roar, 
which  plainlv  Indicated  that  he  better 
understood    what    was   about    to    take 

"The  details  of  the  scene  I  shall  never 
forget.  The  day  was  hot  and  oppres- 
sive High  mountains  surrounded  the 
open  wooden  inclosure.  The  sun  beat 
hot  upon  the  sands  of  the  arena  and 
upon  the  less  fortunate  of  an  eager,  ex- 
cited audience  not  protected  by  the 
shade.  Everything  was  in  striking 
contrast,  it  seemed  to  me.  but  brute 
and  humanity.  _  

"The  impatient  stamping  and  noise 
at  the  delay  of  proceedings  was  siid- 
denly  interrupted  by  the  sounding  of  a 
bugle,  which  always  precedes  a  pro- 
gram of  this  sort.  At  a  signal  from 
Col.  Boone  the  trap  door  leading  from 
the  lion's  compartment  to  the  larger 
cage  was  sprung.  The  king  of  beasts 
seemed  reluctant  to  commence  the  at- 
tack But  finally,  after  being  prodded 
and  goaded  for  that  purpose,  he  sprang 
wMth  a  mighty  leap  and  a  terrific  roar 
Tt  bru1n%roat.  The  latter  stood  erect 
Tnd  received  him  in  his  arms,  evidently 
with  surprise  rather  than  anger  at  the 
onslaught,  as  he  made  no  immediate 
effort  at  attack  or  defense. 

••Simultaneously  with  the  in^Pa^t  the 
Hon  locked  his  huge  .laws  on  the  fleshy 
side  of  the  grizzly's  head.  They  stood 
prect  swaying  to  and  fro  in  a  mighty 
Itruggle  for  nineteen  minutes  by  actual 
count  The  lion  during  this  time  was 
usfng  his  claws  with  terrible  effect^ 
He  rinped  and  tore  deep  gashes  in  the 
?lde  of  hs  enemy  and  seemed  bent  on 
carpeting  the  cage  with  fur.  Old  brum 
finu^fv  caught  the  idea  that  he  wa« 
Sng  de^U  too  much  grief  and  that 
JomethinJ  must  be  done  in  self-defense 
at  least  Evidently  acting  on  this 
thought  he  reached  out  with  his  pow- 
erful arms  and  enfolded  his  antagonist 
with  aTerculean  hug.  I  could  aimos 
hear  the  bones  cracking.  Old  Parnell 
iet  go  hfs  hold  with  a  roar  that  seemed 
to  shake  the  bull  ring,  and  bruin  hurle.. 
•hii^  to  the  ground  with  a  beautiful 
SaTf-Nelson  that  would  have  done 
credit  to  a  professional  wrestler. 

•^This  put  a  quietus  on  his  belligerent 
majesty  Prod,  hot  irons  and  other  de- 
vices were  used  to  no  purpose  He 
could  not  be  aroused  to  further  display 
of  furv  and  ferociousness  any  more 
than  he  could  be  got  to  his  feet. 

••In  the  meantime  Ephraim  had  re- 
sumed his  restless  walk  around  tne 
cage  as  though  nothing  of  any  nioni.'^ 
had  happened.  He  did  not  even  deign 
to  notice  so  contemptible  a  foe  bu. 
accentuated  his  contempt  by  repeatedly 
walking  over  the  fallen  monarch  as 
though  he  were  non-existent.

Tidewater    Markets    De- 
pendent Almost  Entirely 
On  Foreign  Iron. 


Kew-  York.  Sept.  18.— The  strain  of 
unsatisfactory  deliveries  of  raw  ma- 
terial has  been  growing,  being  particu- 
larly severe  in  coke  both  for  furnace 
and  foundry  use.  says  the  Iron  Age  in 
its  review  of  conditions  in  the  iron 
and  steel  trade.  The  result  has  been 
that  relief  has  been  sought  by  adi'.i- 
tion^il  importations  on  a  very  consiuer- 
able  rcale.  In  foundry  pig  iron  tt^e 
tidewater  markets  are  dependent  al- 
most entirely  on  Scotch.  Knglish,  Ger- 
man and  Canadian  iron  for  prompt 
and  early  deliveries,  and  even  in  Chi- 
cago round  lots  are  reported  to  have 
been  sold  during  the  past  week. 

For  future  delivery  in  1903  consumers 
are  however,  purchasing  only  home 
irons,  among  the  recent  purchases 
being  one  of  upwards  of  10.000  by  the 
largest  melter  of  iron  in  the  melro- 
politan  district.  Foreign  iron  is  caikd 
for  distant  delivery  only  in  exceptional 

cases. 

An  mteresting  development  has  oeen 
the  buying  of  Bei?seme^  pig  for  the 
Central  West,  two  lots  of  West  coast 
hematite,  each  of  lO.ooO  tons,  having 
been  taken  at  or  about  $::i.oO.  Pitts- 
burg with  further  business  under  ne- 
gotiation. It  Is  believed  in  the  trade 
that  leading  intersts  in  the  steel  trade 
are  short  of  metal  and  may  be  forced 
to  import. 

The  foreign  steel  market  has  been 
actie.  Among  the  sales  effected  is  one 
lot  of  about  10.000  tons  for  a  wire  mill 
in  Indiana  on  the  basis  of  72  shillings, 
Antwerp,  done  about  ten  days  since, 
and  a  10.000  ton  lot  for  a  large  interest 
in  the  Central  West  for  shipment  oe- 
ginning  in  Noember.  Negotiations  for 
further  lots  are  proceeding.  ^  ^  ^.  ^ 
The  majority  of  importers  state  that 
the  market  has  decidedly  harden  d. 
and  that  75  to  76  shillings  6  Peuce, 
Antwerp,  is  as  low  as  can  now  be  done. 
The  German  sellers  follow  the  pol.cy 
of  withdrawing  as  soon  as  they  ha\e 
a  certain  amount  of  tonnage  assur.^u 
but  are  uuick  to  re-enter  the  market 
when  orders  do  not  flow  in  at  the 
higher  asking  price.  The  result  is  that 
the  market  shows  rapid  changes. 

It  is  understood  that  a  leading  do- 
mestic producing  interest  has  orders 
booked  for  Bessemer  t>>»ets  and  fo. 
sheet  bars,  which  will  require  full  woik 
until  February.  1903. 

One  feature  which  applies  to  all  the 
heavy  articles  in  the  for^iS^^^rade  is 
the  upward  tendency  in  freights,  both 
to  Atlantic  and  gulf  ports.  They  al- 
ready have  risen,  and  may  advance 
further  temporarily,  it  being  believed, 
however,  that  they  will  recede  wher 
the  cotton  and  grain  export  move- 
ment sets  in  heavily.  As  It  is.  delivered 
prices  of  pig  iron  and  of  steel  reflect 
the  advance  both  in  the  prlc-e  of  th- 
material  at  foreign  mills  and  of  the 
advance  in  freights.  .

COUNTRY  POOLROOM 

Lures  Rubes   and    Starts    a 
Rustic  Betting  Craze. 

Philadelphia.  Sept.  18.— Thirty-five 
minutes  from  the  city  hall  and  about 
fifteen  feet  across  the  Delaware  county 
line  is  the  most  unique  pool  room  and 
gambling  house  in  the  country.  It  is 
an  enormous  wooden  building  that  was 
once  a  dancing  pavilion,  and  around  it 
the  gamblers  that  are  now  in  posses- 
sion have  built  a  plank  stockade. 

The  opening  of  the  mammoth  gamb- 
ling mill  has  proved  a  bonanza  to  the 
trolley  line  between  Philadelphia  and 
Chester,  as  every  day,  except  Sunday, 
from  600  to  800  men  journey  out  to  the 
pool  room.  It  has  also  awakened  an 
interest  in  betting  among  the  hayseed 
population  of  the  section,  and  now 
the  "rubes'  in  the  vicinity  may  be 
seen  sitting  on  their  porches  and  in 
front  of  the  country  grocery  at  Bow- 
Creek  studying  the  "dope"  as  devoted- 
ly  as   any   daily  visitor   at   the       race 

Bow  Creek  is  a  narrow,  crooked, 
slimy  stream,  across  which  any  agile 
10-year-old  boy  could  jump,  that  separ- 
ates I'hiladelphia  and  Delaware  coun- 
ties, and  It  is  Just  across  this  stream 
that  the  pool  room  is  located.  The  shed 
in  which  the  betting  is  carried  on  is 
a  big  hall  sibout  150  feet  long  and  75 
feet  wide.  On  one  side  of  the  long 
room  and  running  the  entire  length  of 
it  are  the  blacftboards  containing  the* 
entries  of  the  races  In  New  York.  Chi- 
cago, St.  Louis  and  wherever  else  the 
horses  may  be  running. 

It  keeps  two  men  busy  on  plat- 
forms beneath  the  blackboards  mark- 
ing up  the  scratches,  the  jockejTS' 
names  and  the  odds  against  the  hor.-es. 
and  two  men  are  kept  busy  attending 
to  the  stream  of  money  that  Is  con- 
stantly pouring  in.  The  Eastern  and 
Western  tracks  are  divided  between 
two  receiving  clerks.  Each  has  a  sheet- 
writer  at  his  elbow  and  the  bets  are 
recorded  in  regular  race  track  fashion. 

Never  a  race  takes  place  that  there 
is  not  a  long  line  of  betters  before  the 
windows  tossing  their  money  with 
feverish  anxiety  long  after  It  has  been 
run  and  the  result  Is  known  to  the 
IKkjI  room    men.       But   It   is   not   their 


fault  so  much  as  the  fact  that  they 
are  unable  to  handle  the  business  be- 
for   them. 

The  class  that  patronizes  the  room 
mostly  is  of  the  "piker"  variety  and 
the  bets  of  the  $1,  $2  and  $5  kind.  Once 
in  a  while  a  big  city  better  goes  down 
to  the  room  and  makes  a  plunge. 

But  the  gambling  at  the  Bow  Creek 
pool  room  is  not  confined  entirely  to 
the  horses.  There  Is  a  roulette  wheel, 
crap  layout  and  several  other  gambling 
devices.  The  country  men  living  near 
have  helped  greatly  to  swell  the  re- 
ceipts, but  no  one  has  yet  complained 
to    the    authorities. 

BANK  CLOSED. 

Bank  Examiner  Takes  a 

Syracuse  Institution 

In  Charge. 

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18— Chief  Bank 

Examiner  Cxeorge  S.  Leonard,  today, 
under  directions  from  Superintendent 
of  Banks  Kilburn,  took  charge  of  the 
New  York  State  Banking  company  and 
closed  its  doors.  The  bank  is  in  trou 
ble  owing  to  notes  of  the  Onondaga 
Dynamo  company,  of  this  city,  which 
failed  last  week.  President  D.  A. 
Bunta  said:

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The  Burlington  has  put  into  opera- 
tion a  system  of  checking  trains  that 
is  bringing  surprising  results  in  main- 
taining time  schedules,  and  railroad 
men  are  generally  much  interested  in 
it. 

Under  this  plan  every  oflicial  and 
every  head  of  department  in  any  way 
interested  in  the  operation  of  trains  or 
the  equipment  used  by  them  receives 
every  morning  a  detailed  report  of  the 
train  service  of  the  entire  system.  Tne 
report  gives  the  trains  arriving  at 
destination  on  time,  and  if  no  delay 
befell  them  no  further  data  is  needed. 
If.  however,  there  are  delays  the  re- 
port traces  the  progress  of  the  train 
from  the  moment  the  delay  occurred 
until  it  reached  its  destination.  Every 
circumstance  in  any  way  responsible 
for  the  delay  is  given,  as  well  as  the 
time  made  up,  if  any. 

As  a  rule  reports  of  train  operation 
go  to  the  general  superintendent  and 
general  manager,  or  the  officials  who 
are  in  charge  of  operation  for  the 
company,  and  the  general  passenger 
agents  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
matter  of  delayed  trains. 

Under  the  Burlington  system  the 
general  passenger  agents  and  the  pas- 
senger traJTic  manager  are  important 
factors.  The  master  mechanics,  road 
superintendents,  superintendent  of  car 
service,  superintendent  of  motive  pow- 
ers and  others  are  also  factors,  for 
under  the  severe  espionage  to  which 
trains  are  subjected,  these  officials  may 
be  called  upon  at  any  time  to  explain 
why  an  engine  badly  taken  care  of,  a 
defective  car  or  a  poor  piece  of  track 
were  permitted  to  cause  delays  in  train 
operation.  In  this  manner  the  prin- 
ciple of  accountability  is  made  to  play 
the  important  part. 


INSPECT  CARS  HERE. 


Northern   Pacific    Will  Have 
Inspecting   Yards  Here. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Northern  Pa- 
cKlc  railroad  will  deliver  all  of  Its  grain 
consigned  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  in 
Duluth  for  distribution.  This  is  a 
natural  result  of  the  construction  of 
the  great  yard  system  that  the  road  is 
building  up  on  Rice's  Point.  It  is  said 
that  the  grain  will  be  sent  into  this 
city  over  the  old  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
line,  leaving  the  main  line  at  Carlton. 
It  has  been  a  question  whether  the 
road  would  establish  its  wheat  inspec- 
tion yards  at  South  Superior  on  Du- 
luth. The  construction  of  the  new 
yards  here  is  taken  to  mean  that  it  is 
to  be  done  here.  After  the  oars  are 
inspected  they  will  be  distributed  to 
the  various  elevators  to  which  they  are 
consigned,  the  cars  designed  for  Su- 
perior going  across  the  bay  over  the 
Northern  Pacific  bridge.

A  proposition  made  to  the  Central 
Passenser  association  for  a  series  of 
reduced  rate  excursions  to  Eastern 
points  this  fall  Is  causing  considerable 
discu.-5sion.  The  matter  has  been  laid 
over  for  dl.scussion  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  asKoolation,  and  in  the  mean- 
time the  differential  lines  are  exerting 
every  influence  possible  to  work  up 
sentiment  in  favor  of  the  proposition. 
There  Is  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  sev- 
eral Eastern  passenger  men  that  the

manifest  in  a  reduced  rate  of  loss. 

The  governing  committee's  report  re- 
viewed at  length  the  rate  movement,  the 
schedules  and  their  application.  The  num- 
ber of  cities  rated  by  schedule  were  given 
and  much  detaoii  added  showing  the  ad- 
vance of  the  work.  The  situation  by 
states  also  was  reviewed  and  the  ex- 
pediency of  excepting  this  schedule  in  cer- 
tain cities,  mostly  in  Wisconsin,  was  gone 
into  at  length.  Taken  as  a  whole  it  was 
the  view  that  Western  conditions  wer'3 
greatly  improved  and  that  an  era  of  pros- 
perity was  at  hand. 

The  various  subjects  contained  in  the  re- 
port of  the  governing  committee  were 
referred  to  special  committees.  A  wefl- 
dellned  movement  obtains  to  except  small 
towns  from  the  agitation  in  rates  that  :s 
proving  so  disastrous  to  the  business  of 
some  companies  making  a  specialty  of  the 
class.  

DISABLED  CRUISER. 

Condition  of  San  Francisco  to 
Be  Investigated. 

Washington,  Sept.  18.— Secretary 
Moody  will  order  an  investigation  to 
ascertain  who  is  responsible  for  the 
defects  which  have  so  badly  crippled 
the  cruiser  San  Francisco,  which  will 
arrive  at  Newport  News  In  a  short 
time. 

The  return  from  the  European  sta- 
tion so  soon  %Jter  joining  the  squad- 
ron in  those  waters,  has  given  rise  to 
considerable  criticism  in  naval  circles, 
and  it  is  probable  that  «  court  of  In- 
quiry will  be  held  to  determine  the 
responsibility  for  Its  disabled  condi- 
tion. 

It  has  been  reported  to  the  navy  de- 
partment that  its  inner  bottom  1b 
weak,  that  the  bracing  under  the 
boiler  saddles  has  buckled,  and  the  ce- 
ment in  the  double  bottoms  cracked; 
and  this,  not  from  any  stress  of  wea- 
ther, but  merely  in  squadron  steam- 
ing at  fourteen  knots.  The  weakness 
of  the  hull  beneath  the  boilers  is  said 
to  have  caused  the  boilers  to  settle 
and  has  brought  such  strain  on  the 
steam  pines  as  to  render  a  source  of 
grave  anxiety. 

The  ships  enforced  return  is  a  great 
disappointment  to  the  navy  depart- 
ment, as  well  as  to  Admiral  Crownin- 
shield.  for  the  Illinois.  Chicago.  San 
Francisco    and    Albany       formed       a 


speedy  squadron,  and  the  Nashville, 
the  only  other  vessel  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, is  too  slow  to  render  possible 
the  squadron  evolutions  that  Admiral 
Crowninshield  had  in  view  prepara- 
tory to  joining  the  mobilized  fleet  at 
Culebra  next  winter.  A  large  sum  of 
money  was  spent  in  refitting  the  San 
Francisco  for  a  cruise.

ARE  LEGAL. 


The    Acis  of    the    Rock 

Island   Road   In 

Iowa« 

Des  Moines.  la..  Sept.  18.— Attorney  Gen- 
eral C.  W.  Mullen  in  an  opinion  filed  witti 
Governor  Cummlngs,  holds  that  tlie  acta 
of  the  new  Iowa  corporation,  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  compi  >y, 

In  connection  with  the  Rocit  Island  re- 
organization, tire  not  outside  tht-  powers 
conferred  by  statute  nor  contrary  to  fi.i'j- 
lic  poiicy  in  the  legal  sense  of  the  term. 
Governor  Cummlngs,  In  making  put)lic  the 
opinion  concurs  In  it  from  a  legal  view- 
point, but.  adds,  referring  to  the  reorgan- 
ization: 

"The  thing  done  is  neither  a  merger  nor 
a  consolidation.  Not  a  mile  of  track  !ior 
a  dollar  in  value  is  added  to  the  Rock 
Island  property.  It  is  simply  a  new  device 
for  watering  securitiei=.  It  is  for  the  next 
general  assembly  .to  say  whether  it  is  w.se 
to  permit  our  laws  to  so  remain  that  such 
things   are   possllile." 

Attorney  General  Mullen  says  in  his 
opinion: 

"The  transfer  of  the  stock  of  the  new 
Iowa  company  to  the  New  Jersey  Com- 
pany, under  the  agreement  that  in  con- 
sideration of  such  transfer,  the  New  J»>r- 
■ey  company  will  deliver  to  the  .''hare- 
holders  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway 
company,  certificates  for  capital  stock  of 
the  New  Jersey  company,  and  wh.^n  such 
transfer  is  made  the  stock  of  the  last 
name4l  company  i.-*  to  become  the  property 
of  the  new  Iowa  company,  does  not  in  any 
wise  affect  the  right  of  the  Iowa  compiny 
to  purcha.«e  and  hold  the  stock  of  the 
old  Rock  Island  company  or  invalidate 
Its  purchase   thereof. 

"The  next  most  serious  problem  :n- 
volved."  cvintlnues  the  attorney  general, 
"is  Afhether  the  state  may  Interfere  to 
prevent  the  l.<».suance  of  the  stocks  and 
tH">nd.'<  of  the  Iowa  and  New  Jersey  com- 
panies for  the  reason  that  the  aggregate 
amount  proposed  to  be  Issued  exceeds  the 
market  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago, 
Roik  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  comp.iny, 
which  the  Iowa  company  receives  thereof. 
or  whether  it  may  by  quo  warranto  have 
a  forfeiture  of  the  charter  of  the  Iowa 
company  declared  on  the  grounds  that 
such  an  act  is  ultra  vires  and  against  pub- 
lic policy." 

Relying  upon  Scovllle  vs.  Thayer  and 
other  cited  decisions.  Attorney  General 
Mullen  holds  that  it  is  clear  that  In  the 
absence  of  a  statutory  provision  to  the 
contrary,  a  corporation  may  issue  its 
stock  and  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  prop- 
erty, although  the  face  value  of  the  issue 
Is  in  excess  of  the  actual  value  received. 
The  rniblic  policy  of  the  state  must  be  de- 
termined by  the  statute  and  Judicial  de- 
cisions of  the  state  and  not  by  the  opin- 
ion of  an  Individual,  no  matter  how  emin- 
ent. 

"Tested  by  this  rule,"  says  the  attor- 
ney general,  "the  acts  of  the  low.a  cor- 
poration cannot  be  said  to  be  opp->sed  to 
public   p<jlicy   of    the    state."

Wlnslde,      Neb.,       Sept.      18.— David 

Leary.    a    Wlnslde    liveryman,    started 

out   alone   yesterday  afternoon   to   try

about  four  miles  from  here.  Leary 
came  upon  two  men  driving  some 
cattle  and  thought  one  of  them  was 
Niegenfind,  the  Pierce  county  fugitive. 

Leary  went  to  a  nearby  farm  house 
and  procured  a  shotgun  and  the  assist- 
ance of  Perry  Borum.  who  had  a  22- 
caliber  rifle.    The  two  men  went  across

Then  Leary  and  Boruin 
pour?d  a  fusillade  of  shots  Into  him 
until  he  fell.  He  was  brought  to  Wins- 
dale  and  doctors  are  attending  him. 
They  believe  he  will  live,  although  he 
is  unconscious. 


DIED   IN   PHILIPPINES. 


Harry  NobIe,Former  Resident 
of  Cass  Lake. 

Cass  Lake.  Minn.,  Sept.  18.— (Speoial 
to  The  Herald.) — News  has  just  been 
received  here  of  the  death.  In  the 
Philippine  islands,  of  Harry  Noble,  a 
former  resident  of  Cass  Lake.    He  died 

during  the  month  of  August,  this  year. 
Noble  and  his  wife  were  residents  of 
Cass  Lake  during  the  fall  and  winter 
of  1899,  and  were  among  the  most  re- 
spected citizens  of  this  place.  They 
moved  from  here  in  the  spring  of  1900, 
when  Mr.  Noble  went  to  the  Klondike 
with  a  party  of  fortune-hunters.  From 
there  he  went  to  the  Philippine  islan'^ls, 
securing  a  position  as  government 
cholera  inspector. 

During  the  month  of  August  this 
year  he  was  himself  seized  with  tiuit 
dread  disease  known  as  Asiatic  cholera, 
and  after  being  ill  but  twenty-four 
hours,  died.  Noble  was  one  of  the 
most  widely-known  railroad  men  in 
the  United  States,  having  held  the 
position  of  conductor  on  various  Hues 
of  railroad  reaching  frorfr  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  and  from  the  Northern 
boundary  to  the  gulf  of  Mexico.  He 
leaves  a  wife,  who  now  resides  at 
Cedar  Rapids.   Iowa.

ROCKEFELLER  HOME 

At  Pocantico  Hills,  N.  Y.,  Des- 
troyed By  Fire. 

Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  18.— The  resi- 
dence of  John  D.  Rockefeller  at  Pocan- 
tico Hills.  West  Chester  county,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  last  night.  The 
building  was  burned  to  the  ground. 
The  fire  is  supposed  to  have  started 
from  crossed  electric  wires.  The  house 
stood  on  the  top  of  a  hill  about  600  leet 
above  the  level  of  the  Hudson  river, 
overlooking  the  cuntry  for  miles  In 
every  direction.  None  of  the  family 
was  at  home  and  the  blaze  was  4''" 
covered  by  some  of  the  servants  w^oik 
ing  about  the  place.  The  fire  depart- 
ments of  North  Tarrytown  and  Tarry- 
town  responded  to  telephone  calls,  but 
lack  of  water  prevented  the  building 
from  being  saved.  The  firemen  and 
servants,  however,  succeeded  In  get- 
ting out  a  great  portion  of  the  valu- 
able furniture.  The  estimated  loss  is 
$40  000. 

The  burned  building  was  a  substan- 
tial structure,  though  built  many  years 
ago. 


CANADIAN  IMMIGRATION. 
New  York,  Sept.  18.— A  revision  of 
the  figures  on  Immigration  Into  Canada 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30  shows, 
says  a  Times  dispatch  from  Montreal, 
that  the  total  is  about  70.000,  of  whom 
22.000  came  from  the  United  States.  The 
Immigration  from  the  American  to  the 
Canadian  Northwest  has  assumed 
much  greater  proportions  this  year 
than  ever  before. 


SON  KILLS  FATHER. 
Glenwood  Springs,  Col.,  Sept.  18.— 
Thomas  McNuIty.  a  rancher,  Is  dead 
from  a  bullet  wound  In  the  head  In- 
flicted by  one  of  two  of  his  sons. 
Thomas  and  William,  aged  12  and  9 
years  respectively.  The  boys  and  th« 
mother  have  been  placed  under  arrest. 


The  meeting  of  the  Commercial  club 
last  evening  was,  In  point  of  attendance 
and  Interest  displayed  in  the  reports  and 
discussions,  one  of  the  best  sessions  the 
club  has  held. 

Detailed  reports  relative  lo  more  light 
and  better  sidewalks  and  In  regard  to 
Western  mail  service  were  read  and  the 
committees  were  continued.  Other  com- 
munications, both  written  and  verbal, 
were  presented  for  the  club's  consider- 
ation. 

The  club  now  numbers  636  membf.s.  A 
report  from  the  architect  of  the  Krerker 
building  iitdicated  that  the  new  club 
room.s  in  the  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy    about    Nov.    1. 

The  first  committee  report  presented 
last  evening  was  read  by  ex-Governor 
John  Miller,  chairman  of  the  corimittee 
appointed  to  investigate  tne  complaints 
regarding  the  Western  mail  service  and 
to  confer  with  the  proper  people  to  see 
If  something  can  be  done  to  better  It. 
The  committee  first  met  with  Norman 
Perkins,  superintendent  of  the  railway 
service,  who  accorded  the  members  very 
courteous  and  exhaustive  presentation 
and  Interchange  of  views  on  the  subject. 
It  was  finally  concurred  In  that  while 
'Clrooksiton  ;<et'!ij|  d  the  most  feasible 
junction  point  ot  the  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  roads  to  effect  an  in- 
terchange of  west-bound  mail,  on  account 
of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  the  tjtlns. 
Grand  Forks  would  afford  a  more  direct 
and  complete  dl.stribution  of  the  out- 
going   mall,    for    the    district    embraced. 

It  was  discovered,  liowever.  that  there 
are    three    points    to    contend    with: 

First.  The  distance  between  the  two 
depots  at  Grand  Forks  exceeds  eighty 
roos.  or  the  limit  beyond  which  the  rail- 
roads are  obliged  to  perform  the  service 
of   transfer. 

Second.  Because  of  this  condition  It 
would  be  Incumbent  on  the  government 
to  provide  a  carrier  and  Mr.  Perkins 
explained  that  while  he  would  be  pleased 
to  have  the  improvement  Inaugurated, 
he  would  be  obliged  to  convlnc*-  the 
Washington  authorities  that  the  addition- 
al service  is  absolutely  essential  to  es- 
tablish a  continuous  service.  -This  will 
necessitate  bids  and  the  customary  pro- 
cess of  advertising,  which,  together  with 
other  red  tape  evolutions,  would  delay 
the  matter  several  months,  even  if  there 
were   a   possibility   of   final   success. 

Third.  At  present  there  is  not  sulB- 
cient  time  between  the  arrival  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  train  at  Grand  Forks 
and  the  departure  of  the  Great  North- 
ern train,  in  which  to  accomplish  the 
deslreu  transfer.  This  would  call  for  a 
concession  upon  the  part  of  one  or  the 
other,  or  both,  of  the  railroads  In  the 
nature  of  a  change  in  their  time  sched- 
ules, which  w(»ul<l  throw  imm  out  of  C(jn- 
nections  at  St.  Paul  for  tlie  Kast  and 
Southeast,  as  well  as  at  Western  junc- 
tion   points,    for    the    West. 

The  committee  found  tiiat  the  question 
resolved  Itself  into  one  to  be  agitated 
with  the  railroads  and  Mr.  Perkins  con- 
curred in  It  as  the  only  practical  solu- 
tion of   the  Question. 

Another  conteience  was  held  with  F. 
I.  Whitney,  general  passenger  and  ticket 
agent  for  the  Great  Northern  road,  who 
claimed  that  the  question  of  better  mail 
service  in  the  Northwest  has  been  thor- 
oughly considered  by  the  railroad  people 
and  Is  still  under  discussion,  that  the 
difficulty  seemed  to  be  In  getting  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  the  Great  Northern 
roads  to  arrange  their  time  schedules  so 
that  the  mall  could  be  transferred  and 
that  the  mutter  would  be  taken  up  fur- 
II,.  ih    the    mall    service    department. 

The  committee  called  Mr.  Whitney's  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  a  night  train  out 
of  Duluth  over  the  Great  Northern  would 
solve  the  whole  problem.  It  seems  that 
the  railroad  company  has  anticipated  a 
proposition  of  this  nature  and  Mr.  Whit- 
ney told  the  committee  that  while  It  is 
doubtful  as  to  whether  this  new  service 
could  be  put  on  this  fall  and  winter,  ow- 
ing to  the  heavy  movement  of  grain  and

The  Great  Northern  road  is  doing  a 
tremendous  ore  business  over  the  road 
from  Stony  Brook  Junction^  having 
hauled  3.<J<X>,000  tons  of  ore  up  to  the 
present  date  and  Is  now  endeavoring  to 
haul  another  1,000,<KK)  tons  between  now 
and  Nov.  15,  the  date  at  "Which  ore  ship- 
ments win  practically  cea.se.  Every 
engine  that  is  capaole  of  turning  a  wheel 
is  being  pressed  Into  the  service  and  the 
company  is  actually  short  of  rolling 
stock  The  new  service  will  mean  two 
new  trains  throughout  and  In  view  of 
its  ore  and  freight  traffic  the  company 
wishes    to    delay    the    matter    until    next

The  report  was  presented  by  John  Mill- 
er  in   behalf  of   the   board   of   trade   and 
George  W.   Boylen,  on  behalf  of  the  Du- 
luth   jobbers.  ...... 

The  second  Interestng  report  that  was 
presented  was  that  relating  to  lights  and 
sidewalks.  The  committee  was  comprised 
of  Allen  McDonell,  William  Getty  and 
Whitney  Wall.  Business  engagements 
prevented  the  attendance'  of  the  com- 
mittee and  the  report  was  read  by  Secre- 
tary Preston.  '  ... 

The  committee  reported  that  In  many 
places  the  sidewalks  on  Superior  street 
have  been  found  in  a  bad  and  dangerous 
condition,  but  that  assurance  has  been 
given  by  the  board  of  public  works  and 
the  city  engineer  that  all  the  bad  walks 
have  been  ordered  repaired  or  relaid  and 
are  now  in  the  contractors'  hands,  except 
the  walk  in  front  of  the  Spalding  hotel 
where  the  sandstone  slabs  are  so  worn 
that  In  wet  weather  pools  of  water  stand 
just  outside  the  grating.  The  walk  has 
not  been  ordered  repaired  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  owners  of  the  property 
were  put  to  a  large  exi)ense  in  repairing 
the  Michigan  street  sidewalk,  but  that 
the  repairs  will  probably  be  made  next 
year. 

Relative  to  street  lighting,  the  com- 
mittee investigated  the  location  of  lights 
on  Superior.  First  and  Michigan  streets, 
in  the  iju.olenss  portion  of  the  city.  It 
found  that  after  paying  for  all  the  lights 
now  used  by  the  city,  there  will  be  left 
a  surplus  In  the  fim<T  of  $2534.51  and 
that  of  this  amount  $1"»00  will  be  all  that 
can   be   used   for  additional   lights. 

The  committee  recommended  for  the 
consideration  of  the  club  the  following 
changes  and  additional  lights  on  Supe- 
rior street:  That  nine  additional  lights 
be  put  on  Superior,  some  to  be  located 
in  the  center  of  each  i)lock  from  Second 
avenue  east  to  Seventh  avenue' west.  On 
First  street,  the  following:  That  two  ad- 
ditional lights  be  placed  on  First  street, 
one  at  Second  avenue  west  and  one  at 
Third  avenue  west.  On  Michigan  street, 
the  following:  That  one  additional  light 
be  placed  at  the  corner  of  B'ourth  ave- 
nue west.  That  all  of  the  additional  lights 
recommended  and  the  lights  that  are 
now  on  the  streets  named  be  hung  over 
the  center  of  the  street  about  twenty-five 
feet  above  the  pavement.  The  committee 
estimated  the  cost  of  new  lights  at  $i»0. 
A  general  discussion  followed  this  report. 
Alderman  P.  J.  Neff  told  the  club  that 
the  city  charter  pro\ldes,  that  no  more 
than  1  mill  can  be  levied  for  Ughts.  He 
said  the  city  has  now  "a.  contract  for 
lights  for  New  Dululh  that  will  run  for 
a  number  of  years  and  which  costs  $2tJI0 
per  year.  The  contract  is  one  of  the  bur- 
dens the  city  assumed  when  it  took  New 
Duluth  within  the  corporate  limits.  The 
city,  Alderman  Neff  said,  has  now  Ml 
arc  lights  and  lncandescei;»t  lights,  equiv- 
alent to  146  more  arc  lights. 

Mr.  Neff  explained  to  the  club  that  the 
council  committee  on  light  and  water 
has  endeavored  to  hold  out  at  least  JtKM) 
from  the  lew  for  the  purpose  of  light 
Ing  the  ship  canal,  next  summer,  the 
government  having  promised  the  neces- 
sarv  wiring.  He  said  the  present  cost  of 
the"  citv  ll;,'hts  Is  $26.115.'  which  is  very 
close  to'  the  $26,500  levied.  If  the  city 
spends  more  money'  In  nddltlonal  lights 
there  will  be  left  in  the  C'nu  at  the  end 
of  the  year  a  surplus  of.,  less  than  $2000. 
Mr.  Neff  said  that ,  this  ,  surplus  Is  Im- 
portant for  the  reason  that  out  of  it  the 
January  bills  must  be  paid,  the  first  pay- 
ment under  the  new  settlement  with  the 
county  not  being  realized  until  after  the 
first    of    the    year. 

Personallv,  Alderman  Neff  would  fa- 
vor the  use  of  $100  or  $500  more  In  lights. 
He  explained  that  there  is  a  crying  de- 
mand for  lights  fron\  every-  ward  Ip  tlie 
city,  and  he  mentioned  several  locali- 
ties where  It  secm'^d  thal'new  lights  are 
positively  necessary,  Tnder  the  circum- 
stances, Alderman  Neff  said  he  could 
not  see  how  new  lights  could  possibly  be 
granted  lor  Superior  street.  He  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  city  is  now 
getting  Its  lights  cheaper  than  any  of 
the  other  cities  of  the  Northwest  where 
steam  is  used  for  motive  power  and  sug- 
gested to  the  club  committee  that  the 
cost  of  lights  to  the  merchants  along 
Superior  street  would  really  be  Insignifi- 
cant and  that  if  they  would  all  pay  $1.50 
per  year  additional  Superior  street  could 
be   amply    lighted. 

Mayor  Hugo  spoke  next  and  referred 
to  the  object  of  the  new  ordinance  now 
pending  relative  to  ornamental  elettrlcal 
sings  In  front  of  business  houses.  He 
said  the  object  of  the  measure  was  to 
permit  the  merchants  to  put  up  without 
permits  from  the  council,  and  under  cer- 
tain restrictions  electrically  lighted  signs 
which  would  help  to  illuminate  the 
streets.  He  reiterated  Alderman  Neff's 
statement  that  while  the  new  arc  lights 
on  Superior  street  are  needed,  yet  con- 
ditions are  such  that  it  will  be  practical- 
ly   Impo.ssioie    to    arrange    for    them. 

Other  members  of  the  club  who  have 
been  In  the  Kast  and  have  seen  similar 
lighted  signs  in  operation,  heartily  in- 
dorsed the  idea  and  promised  to  carry 
out  the  Idea  In  front  of  their  own  busi- 
ness houses,  where  It  was  practicable. 
The  club  committee  was  Instructed  to 
negotiate  with  the  electric  light  company 
to  see  If  special  arrangements  can  be 
made  to  furnish  the  business  houses  with 
a  special  rate  for  lights  for  signs  until 
a  certain   hour  in   the  evening. 

The  proposed  excursion  of  the  railroad 
superintendents  of  bridges  and  buildings 
to  Duluth  next  month  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  club  by  the  secretary, 
and  the  after  of  providing  entertain- 
ment for  the  visitors  was  referred  lo  the 
board  of  directors. 

A  communication  to  the  club  relnHre 
to  the  county  fair  here  next  week  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  the  club  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  range  roads  for 
a  special  rate  to  the  fair  from  the  range 
towns  next  week.  A  rate  will  be  made 
of  one  fare  or  the  round  trip,  plus  the 
admission  price  to  the  fair.  Efforts  are 
to  be  made  to  secure  similar  concessions 
from  some  of  the  other  roads  entering 
Duluth.  It  l«  Koi'^i'oii  that  special  rates 
from  the  copper  country  and  from  Ash- 
land way  would  bring  a  big  crowd  of 
visitors. 

Mayor  Hugo,  In  behalf  of  the  Duluth 
Stationary  Engineers'  association,  pre- 
sented resolutions  to  the  club  favoring 
the  establishment  in  tnls  county  of  a 
mining  and  engineering  school.  The  mat- 
ter was  referred  to  a  committee,  after 
a  short  discussion  of  the  Importance  of 
such  an   institution. 

Secretary  Preston  pregented  an  adver- 
tising envelope  Idea  "for  The  consideration 
of  the  clb.  The  idea  contemplates  print- 
ing on  the  back  of  tll»- envelopes  used 
by  the  business  meft  facts  and  statistics 
relating  to  Duluth.. The  discussion  showed 
that  there  was  not  a  unanimity  of  opin- 
ion as  to  the  practicablllcj'  of  this  kind  of 
advertising  and  the  matter  was  referred 
to    the    advertising   committee.

Joseph  Betzler  of  Beaver 

Bay,  Makes  Duluth 

a  Visit 


Twenty  -  One     Children 

Have  Been  Born  Into 

His  Family. 


Fourteen  of  Them  Living 
—Twins  and   Trip- 
lets Common. 


Joseph  Betzler,  of  Beaver  Bay,  father 
of  twenty-one  children  Including  four 
pairs  of  .twins  and  a  group  of  triplets, 
was  In   the  city   yesterday. 

Betzler  is  well  known  here  and  his 
large  and  increasing  family  has  attract- 
ed considerable  attention  /for  years. 
Friends  when  they  meet  him  ask  what 
news  is  about  the  children  and  what  In- 
crease In  the  population  during  the  past 
year  in  Beaver  Bay  can  be  attributed 
to  him. 

Of  the  twenty-one  children  that  have 
come  to  brighten  the  lives  of  Joseph 
and  Rose  Betzler,  two-thirds  of  them 
are   living. 

Betzler  is  56  years  of  age  and  his  wife 
52.  It  was  exactly  thirty-two  years  ago 
that  the  few  residents  of  Beaver  Bay 
celebrated  the  marriage  of  the  Betzlers. 
It  was  something  oi  a  gala  event  in  the 
small  town  on  the  north  shore.  There 
were  very  few  people  living  there  and  the 
bride  was  among  the  best  known.  She 
had  been  reared  in  the  little  settlement 
and  her  people,  who  were  Germans  were 
well  liked  in  the  little  community  in 
which   they   made   their   home. 

So  when  the  wedding  was  announced, 
everyone  in  the  village  came  to  join  in 
the  festivities.  Joseph  Ketzier  was  26  years 
of  age  and  since  coming  to  Beaver  Bay 
had     become     popular. 

The  wedding  over  and  the  large  recep- 
tion having  come  to  a  close  Betzler  took 
his  bride  to  his  homestead,  on  which 
he  had  erected  a  comfortable  dwelling. 
It  was  not  long,  after  that  when  a  cniid 
came  Into  the  Betzler  household.  Since 
that  time  up  to  a  few  years  ago  they 
came  fast  and  often.  The  youngest 
child  living  is  11  years  of  age. 

The  people  were  astonished-  and  pleased 
when  twins  came  unto  the  Betzlers,  but 
since  that  time  twins  are  scarcely  given 
more  than  passing  notice  while  the  only 
arrival  that  would  attract  the  attenuon 
of  the  natives  would  be  quadruplets,  li 
all  four  pairs  of  twins  have  been  born 
to  the  couple,  one  set  of  triplets  and 
ten    children    who    came    singly. 

Of  the  triplets,  which  were  girls,  one  is 
Uvlng.  One  lived  until  it  was  5  months 
old  and  the  other  died  after  reachlnu  the 
age    of  and    a   half    years.

Betzler  has  five  boys  who  can  vote  and 
although  he  waa  not  at  the  election 
Tuesday,  his  soffll  were  present  and  the 
Betzlers  constitute  a  large  part  of  the 
voting    population    of    Beaver    Bay. 

Betzler  and  his  sons  own  1100  acres  or 
land  each  one  having  taken  a  home- 
stead  In   addition    to   buying   some. 

Betzler  is  hale  and  hearty  and  bears 
his   honors  modestly.

largely  for  cattle  ranches.  The  crops  in 
the  order  of  areas  cultivated,  are:  Sugar- 
cane, occupying  less  than  half  the  culti- 
vated area:  sweet  potatoes,  occupying  11 
per  cent;  tobacco,  9  per  cent,  and  bana- 
nas, somewhat  less  than  9  per  cent.  To- 
bacco. Tobacco  and  sugar  are  grown  in 
all  the  provinces.  In  1899  there  were  in 
Cuba  307  sugar  mills,  with  a  dally  produc- 
tion of  61.407  bags.  Cuba  sold  to  the  ITnit- 
ed  States  in  IWl  about  J26,00O.00O  worth  of 
sugar.  The  possibilities  the  Island  under 
a  more  general  cultivation  are  simply 
enormous.  When  the  other  90  per  cent  of 
her  farms  are  under  cultivation,  what 
will  be  the  result?  Cuba  will  prove  herself 
the  garden  spot  of  the  Western  hemis- 
phere, and  she  will  have  no  trouble  with 
her  finances  then. 

THE  PRIMARY   ELECTION. 

The    large   vote   cast    throughout    the 
state  at  the  primary  election  on  Tues- 
day is  higrhly  gratifying  to  the  friends 
of    the    new    law.      It    shows    that    the 
people  like  the  system  of  direct  party 
nominations,    and    propose    to    exercise 
the  privilege  of  saying  who  their  can- 
didates shall  be.   free  from   the   dicta- 
tion    and     manipulation     of     political 
bosses   and   machines   through    packed 
caucuses    and    machine-made    conven- 
tions.    In   this   connection   it   ia   signi- 
ficant that  the  only  old  member  of  the 
house  from  St.   Louis  county,  ,who  de- 
clared   his    opposition    to    the    primary 
law,   was  badly  defeated.       George     J. 
Mallory,   one  of   the  representatives  of 
the    Forty-ninth    district    in    the    last 
legislature,  voted  against  the  primary 
law  when  it  was  before  the  house,  and 
w^hen  interviewed  recently  by  The  Her- 
ald,   declared    his    dislike   of    the    new 
system.    The  people  of  the  Forty-nmth 
district    took    The    Herald's   advice    to 
nominate    no    man    for    the    legislature 
who  would  not  pledge  himself  to  sland 
by   the  primary   law,   and   they  retired 
Mr.  Mallory  and  chose  In  his  stead  P. 
Ellard  Dowling,  of  Eveleth,   who    was 
on  record  as  an  enthusiastic  supporisr 
of  the  law.    Mr.  Mallory's  defeat  is  sig- 
nificant of  the  strong  public  sentiment 
of  the  people  on  this  subject. 

The  victory  of  J.  Adam  Bede  over 
Judge  Edson  for  the  Republican  con- 
gressional nomination  was  not  a  sur- 
prise, as  it  had  been  evident  for  sev- 
eral weeks  that  Mr.  Bede  would  win, 
and  the  only  question  was  as  to  the 
size  of  his  plurality.  Marcus  L.  Fay 
win  be  the  Democratic  opponent  of  Mr. 
Bede,  having  won  out  over  Mr.  d'Au- 
tremont  after  a  spirited  canvass.  Mr. 
Fay  Is  practically  a  newcomer  in  the 
political  arena   of   the   Eighth   district. 


^  but  he  has  demonstrated  that  he  knows 
how  to  conduct  a  vigorous  and  success- 
ful campaign,  and  his  friends  predict 
that  in  the  campaign  that  now  begins 
he  will  put  up  a  fight  in  every  county 
in  the  district  that  will  keep  Mr.  Bede 
hustling.  Mr.  Fay  will  soon  begin  a 
tour  of  the  district  and  is  certain  to 
arouse  enthusiasm  among  the  anti- 
Republican  voters.  A  man  of  marked 
ability  and  with  an  engaging  manner 
and  a  fine  personality,  he  will  make 
friends  wherever  he  goes.  The  prim- 
ary campaign  that  he  made  in  the  city 
of  Duluth  shows  what  he  Is  capable  of 
doing  on  a  larger  scale  In  the  district. 

The  chief  interest  in  the  returns  on 
the  county  ticket  is  now  confined  to 
the  contest  for  the  Republican  nom- 
ination for  sheriff.  With  two  small 
precincts  missing.  Butchart  and  Sar- 
gent are  practically  tied  for  first  place. 
The  race  is  so  close  that  It  is  Impos- 
sible at  present  to  predict  the  result.

Undoveloped 
Resources     of 
Cuba. 


A  great  many 
people  In  the  Unlt- 
-d  States  have  an 
idea  that  about  the 
jnly  thing  that 
Cuba  Is  good  for. 
]8  to  raise  tobacco  and  sugar,  and  these 
products  In  limited  quantities,  owing  to 
the  relatively  small  area  of  the  Island. 
JTo  greater  mistake  was  ever  made,  for 
the  Pearl  of  the  Antilles  Is  a  marvellously 
fertile  spot  and  capable  of  great  develop- 
ment. With  an  area  of  44.000  square 
miles  and  a  population  In  189»  of  LiTXTS?. 
only  3  per  cent  of  the  Island  Is  under  cul- 
tivation. Only  one-tenth  of  the  land  com- 
prised in  farms  Is  cultivated.  The  bulk 
of  the  Island  Is  lying  waste,  though  cap- 
able throughout  Its  length  and  breadth 
of  supplying  some  of  the  imperathre  needs 
of  modern  life.  The  most  highly  cultlv.it- 
ed  parts  of  the  island  are  in  Matanzas  and 
Havana  provinces,  which  lie  In  the  West- 
ern end,  while  in  Porto  Principe,  the 
largest  central  province,  cultivation  is 
comparatively  slight  and  the  land  U  used 


A  SUAPLLS  PROBABLE. 

It  begins  to  look  as  thonugh  the 
present  fiscal  year  would  show  a  sur- 
plus in  the  treasury,  in  spite  of  the  de- 
fi'lt  at  the  beginning.  Up  to  Aug.  16, 
from  July  1.  the  expenses  of  the  gov- 
ernment had  been  greater  than  the 
receipts  by  $10,250,000,  and  there  were 
pronounced  fears  that  the  reduction  in 
revenue  through  the  removal  of  the 
new  taxes  would  prove  to  be  so  large 
as  to  embarass  the  treasury.  There 
has.  hov.ever,  been  a  rapid  improve- 
ment of  late. 

On  Sept.  8  the  deficit  since  July  1 
dropped  to  $1,325,203,  and  existing  con- 
ditions point  to  another  considerable 
surplus  for  the  present  fiscal  year, 
which  has  still  over  nine  months  to 
run.  Customs  receipts  are  much  larger 
than  they  were  a  year  ago.  They  show 
a  gain  of  $11,000,000  to  Sept.  9,  or  about 
the  amount  of  decline  in  internal  rev- 
enue receipts  by  the  repeal  of  the  war 
taxes.  If  government  expenditures  in 
July  and  August  had  not  been  heavier 
than  in  1901  there  would  have  been  a 
large  surplus  for  the  two  months,  in 
spite  of  the  reduction  in  Internal  rev- 
enue. Thouffh  the  taxes  on  fermented 
liquors  and  manufactured  spirits  have 
been  cut  down,  they  are  yielding, 
through  Increased  production,  moic 
than  before. 

The  finances  of  the  postofflce  depart- 
ment are  rapidly  improving.  For  the 
first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  there 
was  a  deficit  of  $3,647,000,  but  in  the 
second  and  third  quarters  an  excess  of 
receipts  was  reported,  and  the  fourth 
quarter  will  probably  bring  down  the 
deficit  for  the  entire  fiscal  year  to 
$1,300,000.  Last  year  the  deficiency  was 
$3,408,000.  or  about  the  same  amount 
spent  to  establish  and  operate  free  de- 
livery routes.  Not  only  in  this,  but  in 
other  departments,  an  excellent  show- 
ing is  being  made,  and  the  final  re- 
sults will  undoubtedly  be  highly  satis- 
factory. 

NEW  JERSEY'S  TRUST  LAWS. 

That  the  laws  of  New  Jersey  In  rela- 
tion to  corporations  are  largely  farcical 
Is  apparent  to  anyone  who  has  watched 
the  growth  of  the  trusts  in  that  little 
state.  The  majority  of  enterprising 
Americans,  as  well  as  the  promoters 
who  organize  for  profit  in  the  organiz- 
ation alone,  flock  to  New  Jersey  for 
a  charter.  The  New  Jersey  laws  ex- 
pressly provide  that  every  corporation 
shall  maintain  its  "principal  office" 
within  the  state,  where  the  stock  and 
transfer  hooka  shall  be  kept  open  to 
the  inspection  of  any  stockholder  at 
all  times  during  the  usual  hours  of 
business  and  where  legal  process  may 
be  served  on  the  representatives  of  the 
corporation.   It  goes  even  further  and 


commands  that  the  offlce  address, 
street  and  number  be  registered  with 
the  secretary  of  state  and  that  a  sign 
announcing  that  It  Is  the  principal 
office  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
conspicuously  displayed  at  the  en- 
trance. With  9500  corxMJrations  cre- 
ated by  the  state  since  1896,  and  with 
the  prospect  of  increasing  thousands 
yearly,  one  would  expect  that  under 
such  a  law  otftce  space  and  clerks 
would  be  at  a  premium  in  the  state, 
S.  McReynolds  in  World's  Work  tells 
us  that  the  law  has  given  growth  to 
one  of  the  queerest  freaks  in  all  the 
business  world.  They  are  known  as 
"corporation  agencies"  or  "trust  com- 
panies." and  probably  have  no  coun- 
terpart  elsewhere. 

One    of    these    agencies    alone    will 
maintain  the  "principal  oflace"  of  hun- 
dreds of  corporations  at  once  and  com- 
ply with  every  requirement  of  the  law. 
They  are  in  effect  enormous  bookkeep- 
ing concerns  conducted  on  the  co-oper- 
ative  plan   by  a   host   of  corporations. 
Massive  libraries,  as  it  were,  of  stock 
books  may  be  seen  there,  in  charge  of 
an  army  of  scribes  who  register  and 
post  the  transfers  of  stock  dally   that 
a  correct  records  may  be  available  for 
the  inspection  of  stockholders.  Outside, 
at  the  entrance,  is  the  stereotyped  le- 
gend,   'Principal    office   of,"    etc.,    with 
a  register  of  the  companies  represent- 
ed.      These   names  are   necessarily   in 
small  characters,  but  even  then  it  not 
infrequently  happens     that      the      list 
threatens   to   require   more  space   than 
there    is    a    facade    to    the    company's 
buildings.       At   the    entrance  of       the 
New  Jersey  corporation  agency  in  Jer- 
sey  City  are    the  names  of   nearly  700 
corporations,    whose    total   capital   ag- 
gregates   more    than    $1,000,000,000.    The 
Corporation    Trust    company    of       the 
same    city    boasts    of    more    than    1200 
"princiiml    offices"    with    a    capitaliz- 
ation of  between  $3,000,000,000  and  $4,- 
000,000,000.       The  New   Jersey   Guaran- 
tee and  Trust  company  of  Camden  has 
on  its  doors  770  names. 

The  stockholders'  meetings  must  all 
be   held  within   the  state.  The  corpor- 
ation agencies  are  thus  forced  to  add 
another  to  their  anomalous  functions. 
To    the   rear   of,    and    usually    Inacces- 
sible, save  from  the  main  office,      one 
finds   a   number   of   large  airy    rooms, 
furnished    alike    with    massive   library 
chairs   and    tables   an*  equipped    with 
rolling  partitions,  so  that  they  may  be 
made  small  or  large.  European  hotels, 
one    might    call     them,     for    artificial, 
charter-created    persons    only.    Around 
these  tables,  at  the  meetings  of  stock- 
holders or  directors  or  at  private  con- 
ferences  of   the   financial   monarchs  of 
the   world,    the   history   of  the   present 
Industrial  era  Is  mapped  out.      Of  the 
score  of  thousands      of       corporations 
holding    New   Jersey   charters,   a  com- 
paratively  small       proportion       really 
maintain   permanent   offices       in       the 
state   as    required    by    law,    and    many 
an  attorney  supplem^j^.t^ls  Incomeby 
passively    assisting    in    the    evasion    of 
the    statute.        Professional    promoters 
receive   permission   when   applying    for 
a  charter   to  use   the  name  of  the  at- 
torney as  the  resident  agent  of  the  cor- 
poration.  The   charter  secured   by  this 
means,  the  Incorporators  repair  to  the 
attorney's    office,    elect    directors    and 
call  upon  their  newly-appointed  agent, 
who   has  held  his  position  for   it   may 
be  scarcely  fifteen  minutes,   to  resign. 
He  complies,  receives  a  fee  for  his  ser- 
vices and  is  absolved  from  further  re- 
sponsibility.

GAME  IS 
DEADLY 


Twenty    Killings  Yearly 

In  Mississippi  Due 

to  Craps. 


Popular  Game  Was  Play* 

ed    Originally    In 

New   Orleans. 


Was  Introduced   to   This 

Country  By   French 

Nobility. 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  IS.— The  killlngr  of 
Henry  Drake  by  Robert  Beck,  both  col- 
ored, on  the  Lambkin  plantation  In 
Orenada  county,  Mississiimi,  last  week 
was  the  thirteenth  death  in  that  state 
in  the  last  twelve  months  in  a  quarrel 
over  a  game  of  craps.  In  none  of  the 
games  was  the  amount  in  dispute  more 
than  Ave  cents. 

Drake    will    probably    be   hanged,    and, 

taking  killings  and  executions  resulting 
from  crai)s  into  consideration,  the  mor- 
tality in  Mississippi  over  the  game  is 
not  far  from  twenty  a  year.  Mississippi 
probably  leads  all  the  Southern  stat»-« 
Hi  crap  shooting,  but  it  would  be  safe 
to  put  the  total  loss  of  life  from  this 
cause  for  the  South  at  more  than  100  a 
year. 

The  game  seems  to  have  lost  none  of 
its  attractions  with  the  negroes,  and  is 
as  popular  as  ever.  It  has  become  so  es- 
sentially a  negro  game  that  it  Is  p«5pular- 
ly  .supposed  to  have  had  Us  origin  in 
Africa. 


Instead  of  this  being  the  case,  it  is  of 
courtly  origin,  ami  first  saw  the  light 
in  New  Orleans  a  century  ago,  when  that 
aristocrat  of  aristocrats.  Bernard  Mar- 
igny.  introduced  it  to  Louisian  a  society. 
Then  it  became  at  once  tfie  popular  so- 
ciety game  of   the   day. 

The  Marignys  were  the  oldevSt.  richest 
and  most  aristocratic  creole  family  of 
Louisiana.  They  were  sent  by  the  French 
government  to  witness  the  foundation  oi 
New  Orleans,  securing  a  grant  of  a  plan- 
tation immediately  adjoining  the  new 
city.  They  were  Knights  of  St.  Louis, 
marquises  In  France,  and  alone  among 
the  Creole  families  of  Louisiana  entitled 
to  the  honor  of  burial  in  the  walls  of 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  Louis,  where  mar- 
ble slabs  set  forth  their  many  honors 
and    dignities. 

One  of  the  family  rose  in  distinction, 
a  commander  of  the  Royalist  army  In 
the  war  in  Ven<lee.  The  Louisiana 
branch,  settled  near  there  in  16!>9.  pre- 
ferred to  remain  in  New  Orleans,  where 
the  family  became,  in  consequence  of 
the  advance  in  the  value  of  their  proper- 
ty,   immensely    wealthy. 

Bernard  Marigny  had  traveled  In 
France  just  before  the  revolution,  and 
somewhere  in  that  country— he  forgot  to 
tell  where — he  picked  up  the  game  of 
craps,  alihougli  it  was  possibly  not  known 
by  that  name. 

When  he  returned  to  America,  he 
brought  it  with  him.  and  it  at  once  be- 
came rhe  fa.shionable  game.  When  many 
of  the  French  nobility  sought  refuge  in 
.\merica.  among  friends  and  relatives. 
Bernard  Marigny  kept  open  house  for 
them  at  his  splendid  place  Fontaine- 
hleau.  across  Lake  Ponchartrain  from 
New  Orleans  and  near  Mandeville.  a 
town  he  laid  out  and  named,  for  the 
family  name  Is  Mandeville  de  Marigny. 

And  Among  those  he  entertained  were 
Louis  Philippe,  the  future  king  of  the 
French,  an»l  that  kings  are  not  always 
ungrateful  la  proved  by  the  fact  that 
when  he  was  placed  on  the  French  throne 
he  sent  for  his  friend's  son,  Mandeville 
de  Marigny.  who  spent  several  years  in 
France  as  the  comrade  and  schoolmate 
of  Louis  Phlllppe'3  eldest  son.  whose 
untimely  death  contributed  so  largely 
to   the   fall    of   the   Orleanists   line. 

There  Is  scarcely  a  trace  of  Fontalne- 
bleau  today,  although  the  neighboring 
town"*  ot  Mandeville  is  prospering,  but 
stories  of  the  splendor  and  extravagance 
of  the  life  thereof  still  survive  through- 
out  the  neighboring  country. 

Bernard  Marigny  was  a  gambler  bom, 
and  his  large  fortune  allowed  him  to  In- 
dulge himself  In  the  matter  of  playing. 
New  Orleans  was  then  one  or  the  most 
prosperous  cities  in  the  country,  and 
whenever  Marigny  nedded  money  he  had 
only  to  cut  off  a  slice  of  his  plantation 
and   divide  It  Into   town   lots. 

He  was  a  man  of  considerable  humor, 
anything  but  a  hypocrite  and  made  no 
effort  to  conceal  his  gambling  tendencies. 
When  he  lost  $100,000  or  so  at  the  game  of 
bagatelle.  Just  then  In  favor,  he  ran  a 
street  through  a  corner  of  his  nlantatlon. 
sold  the  lots  to  pay  his  gambling  ilebts. 
and.    as    a    memento    If    his    misfortune.

named    the  street   Bagatelle. 

Craps  made  another  larfje  hole  in  his 
fortune,  and  accordingly  another  slice 
of  the  plantation  came  off.  and  a  new 
street  was  laid  out  named  Craps,  and  so 
on.  street  after  street  honored  with  the 
name  of  some  game  at  which  Marigny 
had  suffered  loss,  until  the  entire  planta- 
tion had  disappeared  and  had  become  a 
part  of  the  city— the  F'auhourg  Marigny. 
It  afterward  blossomed  out  a^s  the  Third 
Municinallty.  and  is  now  the  Third  Dis- 
trict of  New  Orleans. 

Craps  street  disappeared  some  years 
ago.  It  was  a  quiet,  orderly  street,  with 
many  churches  on  It,  and  it  sounded 
rather  odd  to  hear  of  Craps  street  Metho- 
dist  church. 

The  game  spread  to  all  parts  of  Lou- 
isiana, of  the  South,  and  finally  of  the 
country,  and  became  distinctively  the 
gambling  game  of  the  negroes,  although 
the    whites    have    occasionally    played    It. 

Bernard's  son.  Mandeville  de  Marigny. 
who  was  educated  in  France,  returned 
to  Louisana  to  be  made  colonel  of  a 
Confederate  regiment  and  sheriff  of  New 
Orleans.  The  family  fortunes,  shattered 
by  Bernard  Marigny  and  his  dice,  were 
swept  away  in  the  civil  war.  The  fami- 
ly  is  extinct   in   New   Orleans   today.

Secretary  of  State    Hay 

Appeals  to  European 

Powers. 


Asks  That  Roumanin,  Ob- 
serve Her  Obligations 
of  Humanity. 


State  Paper  That  Is  Re- 
markable In  Several 
Respects. 


Washington.  Sept.  18.— With  the 
double  purpose  of  protecting  the  long 
suffering  Jews  of  the  Balkan  states 
and  of  averting  the  very  present  peril 
of  the  migration  into  the  United  Statea 
of  a  horde  of  paupers.  Secretary  Hay 
has  adopted  the  unusual  course  of  ap- 
pealing to  the  powers  of  Europe  to 
force  one  of  their  wards  to  observe  the 
obligations  of  humanity  in  the  case  of 
the  Jews. 

The  appeal  takes  the  form  of  a  state 
paper,  remarkable  In  several  respects, 
whijh  has  been  dispatched  in  identical 
form  to  every  ambassador  and  minister 
ol  the  United  States  residing  in  one  of 
the  countries  of  Europe,  which  were 
parties  to  the  treaty  at  Berlin  of  lb78, 
namely.  Great  Britain,  Germany. 
France,  Italy,  Austria  and  Turkey, 
marking  the  termination  of  the  Turko- 
Russian  war  and  the  creation  by  the 
direct  act  of  the  powers  of  tiie  inde- 
pendent Balkan  states. 

Because  the  powers  are  thus  respon- 
sible for  the  existence  of  Roumania, 
the  culprit  in  this  case,  the  secretary 
of  state  has  directed  the  note  to  them 
in  the  hope  that  they  will  bring  that 
government  to  a,  sense  of  its  duties 
toward  civilization  at  large,  as  well  as 
to  cause  it  to  ameliorate  the  frightful 
condition  of  the  Roumanian  Jews.  It 
a  measure  this  abtion  by  the  depart- 
ment of  state  may  be  traced  to  num- 
erous petitions  from  Jewish  societies 
end  humanitarians  generally,  as  well 
as  to  the  warnings  of  publications. 

The  text  of  the  department  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Department     of     State,     Washington. 
Aug.  11.  1902. 

"Sir:  In  the  course  of  an  instruc- 
tion recently  sent  to  the  minister  ac- 
credited to  the  government  of  Rou- 
mania, in  regard'  to  the  basis  of  a 
negotiation  begun  with  that  govern- 
ment, looking  to  A  convention  of  nat- 
uralization between  the  United  States 
and  Roumania.  certain  considerations 
were  set  fortti  for  the  ministers  guid- 
ance concerning  the  character  of  the 
emigration  from  that  country,  the 
causes  which  constrain  it  and  the  con- 
sequences so  far  as  they  adversely 
affect  the  United  States. 

"It  has  seemed  to  the  president  ap- 
propriate that  these  considerations  ■  re- 
lating as  they  do  to  the  obligratlons 
entered  into  by  the  signatories  of  the 
treaty  of  Berlin  of  July  13,  1878,  should 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
governments  concerned  and  commen- 
ded to  their  consideration  in  the  hope 
that.  If  they  are  so  fortunate  as  to 
meet  the  approval  of  the  several  pow- 
ers, such  measures  as  to  them  may 
seem  wise,  may  be  taken  to  persuade 
the  government  of  Roumania  to  re- 
consider the  subject  of  the  grievances 
ill  question. 

"The  United  States  welcomes  now, 
as  it  has  welcomed  from  the  founda- 
tion of  its  government,  the  voluntary 
immigration  of  all  aliens  coming 
hither  under  conditions  fitting  them  to 
become  merged  in  the  body  politic  of 
this  land.  Our  laws  provide  the  means 
for  them  to  become  incorporated  in- 
distlngulshably  in  the  mass  of  citizens 
and  prescribe  their  absolute  equally 
with  the  native  born,  guaranteeing  to 
them  equal  civil  rights  at  home  and 
equal  protection  abroad, 

"The  conditions  are  few,  looking  to 
their  coming  as  free  agents,  so  cur- 
cumstanced  physically  and  morally 
as  to  supply  the  healthful  and  intelli- 
gent material  of  free  citlzenhood.  The 
pauper,  the  criminal,  the  contagiously 
or  Incurably  diseased,  are  excluded 
from  the  benefits  of  Immigration  only 
when  they  are  likely  to  become  a 
source  of  danger  or  a  burden  upon  the 
community. 

"The  voluntary  character  of  their 
coming  is  essential,  hence  we  shut  out 
all  immigration  assisted  or  con- 
strained by  foreign  agencies.  The 
purpose  of  our  generous  treatment  of 
the  alien  Immigrant  Is  to  benefit  us 
ana  him  alike — not  to  afford  to  an 
other  state  a  field  upon  which  to  cast 
lis  own  objectionable  elements.  The 
alien,  coming  hither  voluntarily,  and 
■prepared  to  take  upon  himself  the 
preparatory,  and  jn  due  course,  the 
definitive  obligations  of  citizenship,  re- 
tains thereafter,  in  domestic  and  inter- 
national relations,  the  initial  character 
of  free  agency.  In  the  full  enjoyment 
of  which  it  is  incumbent  upon  his 
adoptive  state  to  protect  him. 

"The  foregoing  considerations,  whilst 
pertinent  to  the  constitution  of  the 
purpose  and  scope  of  a  naturalization 
treaty,  have  a  larger  aim.  It  behooves 
the  state  to  scrutinize  most  zealously 
the  character  of  immigration  from  a 
foreign  land,  and  if  it  be  obnoxious,  to 
examine  the  causes  which  render  it  so. 
Should  those  causes  originate  in  the 
act  of  another  sovereign  state  to  the 
detriment  of  its  neight)ors,  it  Is  the 
prerogative  of  an  injuired  state  to  point 
out  the  evil  and  to  make  remon- 
strance; for  with  nations,  as  with  in- 
dividuals, the  sociaf  law  holds  good 
that  the  right  of  each  is  bounded  by 
the  Hght  of  the  rtei^bor. 

"The  condition  of  a  Igtrge  class  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Roumania  has  for  many 
years  been  a  soiwce  of  grave  concern 
to  the  United  Stiatea.  I  refer  to  the 
Roumanian  Jews,  numbering  some 
400,000.  Long  ago,  while  the  Danubian 
pricipallties  laboi;!ed  iinder  oppressive 
conditions  which  only  war  and  a  gen- 
eral action  of  the  European  powers 
sufficed  to  end,  the  persecution  of  the 
indigenious  Jews  under  Turkish  rule 
called  forth  in  1872  the  strong  remon- 
strance of  the  United   States. 

"The  treaty  of  Berlin  was  hailed  as 
a  cure  for  the  wrong  in  view  of  the 
express  provisions  of  its  forty-fourth 
article,  prescribing  that  'in  Roumania 
the  difference  of  religious  creeds  and 
confessions  shall  not  be  allegeJ  against 
any  persons  as  a  ground  for  exclusion 
or  incapacity  in  matters  relating  to 
public  employments.  functions  and 
honors,  or  the  exercise  of  the  various 
professions  and  industries  in  any  lo- 
cality whatsoever."  and  granting  free- 
dom in  tiie  exercise  of  all  forms  of 
worship  to  Roumania  dependents  and 
foreigners  alike,  as  well  as  guarantee- 
ins    that   all    foreigners    in   Roumania 


shall  be  treated  without  distinction  of 
creed  on  a  footing  of  perfect  equality. 
"With  the  lapse  of  time  these  Just 
prescriptions  have  been  rendered  nu- 
gatory in  great  part,  as  regards  the 
native  Jews,  by  the  legislation  and 
municipal  regulations  of  Roumania. 
Starting  from  the  arbitrary  and  con- 
trovertible premise  that  the  native 
Jews  of  Roumania  domiciled  there  for 
centuries  are  'aliens,  not  subjects  to 
foreign  protection.'  the  ability  of  the 
Jew  to  earn  even  the  scanty  means  of 
existence  that  suffice  for  a  frugal  race 
has  been  constricted  by  degrees  until 
nearly  every  opportunity  to  win  a 
livelihood  Is  denied,  and  until  the  help- 
less poverty  of  the  Jew  has  constrained 
an  exodus  of  such  proportions  as  to 
cause    general    concern. 

"The  political  disabilities  of  the  Jews 
of  Roumania.  their  exclusion  from  the 
public  service  and  the  learned  profes- 
sions, the  limitations  of  their  civil 
rights  and  the  impositions  upon  them 
of  exceptional  taxes  involving  as  they 
do  wrongs  repugnant  to  the  moral 
sense  of  liberal  minded  people  are  not 
so  directly  in  point  for  my  present 
purpose  as  the  public  acts  which  at- 
tend the  Inherent  right  of  man  .as  a 
breadwinner  in  the  ways  of  agricul- 
ture and  trade. 

"Jews  are  prohibited  from  owning 
land,  or  even  from  cultivating  It  as 
common  laborers.  They  are  debarred 
from  residing  in  the  rural  districts. 
Many  branches  of  petty  trade  and 
manual  production  are  closed  to  them 
in  the  overcrowded  cities  where  they 
are  forced  to  dwell  and  engage  In  the 
struggle   for  existence. 

"In  short,  by  the  cumulative  effect 
of  successive  restrictlons>,  che  Jews  of 
Roumania  have  become  reduced  to  a 
state  of  wretched  misery.  Shut  out 
from  nearly  every  avenue  of  self-sup- 
port which  is  open  to  the  poor  of  other 
lands,  and  ground  down  by  poverty 
as  the  natural  result  of  their  discrim- 
inatory treatment,  they  are  rendered 
Incapable  of  lifting  themselves  from 
the  enforced  degration  they  endure. 

"Even  were  the  fields  of  education, 
of  civil  employment,  and  of  commerce 
open  to  them  as  to  'Roumanian  citi- 
zens,' their  penury  would  prevent 
their  rising  by  individual  effort.  Hu- 
rtlan  beings  so  circumstanced  have  vir- 
tually no  alternatives,  but  submissive 
suffering  or  flight  to  some  land  less  un- 
favorable to  them,  R«;moval  under 
such  conditions  Is  not  and'  cannot  be 
the  healthy  intelligent  emigration  of 
a  free  and  self-reliant  being.  It  must 
be.  in  most  cases,  the  mere  transplant- 
ation of  any  artificially  produced  dis- 
eased growth  to  a  new  place. 

"Granting  that  in  better  and-jnore 
healthful  surroundings  the  morbid 
conditions  will  eventually  change  for 
good,  such  emigratitfn  Is  necessarily  for 
a  time  a  burden  to  the  community  up- 
on which  the  fugitives  may  be  cast. 
Self-reliance  and  the  knowledge  and 
ability  that  evolve  the  power  of  self- 
support  must  be  developed  and  at  the 
same  time  evenues  of  employment 
must  be  opened  In  quarters  where  com- 
petition exists. 

"The  teachings  of  history  and  the 
experience  of  our  own  nation  show  that 
the  Jews  possess  in  a  high  degree  the 
mental  and  moral  qualifications  of  con- 
scientious citlzenhood.  No  class  of  im- 
migrants is  more  welcome  to  our 
shores,  when  coming  equipped  In  mind 
and  body  for  entrance  upon  the  strug- 
gle for  bread,  and  Inspired  with  the 
high  purpose  to  give  the  best  service  of 
heart  and  brain  to  the  land  they  adopt 
of  their  own  free  will.  But  when  tiiey 
come  as  outcasts,  made  doubly  paupers 
by  moral  oppression  In  their  native 
land  and  thrown  upon  the  long-suffer- 
ing generosity  of  a  more  favored  com- 
munity, their  mlgraton  lacks  the  es- 
sential conditions  which  make  alien 
immigration  either  acceptable  or  bene- 
ficial. 

"So  well  Is  this  appreciated  on  the 
continent  that,  even  in  the  countries 
where  anti-Semitism  has  no  foothold.  It 
is  difficult  for  these  fleeing  Jews  to  ob- 
tain any  lodgment.  America  is  their 
only  goal. 

"The  United  States  offers  asylum  to 
the  oppressed  of  all  lands,  but  its  sym- 
pathy with  them  In  no  wise  Impairs  Its 
just  liberty  and  right  to  weigh  the  acts 
of  the  oppresser  in  the  light  of  their 
effects  upon  this  country  and  to  judge 
acordingly. 

"Putting  together  the  facets  now 
painfully  brought  home  to  this  gov- 
ernment during  the  past  few  years, 
that  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Rou- 
mania are  being  forced  by  artificially 
adverse  discriminations  to  quit  Iheir 
native  communities;  that  the  hospitable 
asylum  offered  by  this  country  is 
almost  the  only  refuge  left  to  them; 
that  ihey  come  hither  unfitted  by  the 
conditions  of  their  exile  to  take  piirt 
in  the  new  life  of  this  land  under  cir- 
cumstances either  profitable  to  them- 
selves or  beneficial  to  the  community; 
and  that  they  are  objects  of  charity 
from  the  outset  and  for  a  long  time— 
the  right  of  remonstrance  against  the 
acts  of  the  Roumanian  government  is 
clearly  established  In  favor  of  this  gov- 
ernment. 

"Whether  consciously  and  of  purpose 
or  not,  these  helpless  people,  burdened 
and  spurned  by  their  native  land,  are 
forced  by  the  sovereign  power  of  Rou- 
mania upon  the  charity  of  the  United 
States.  This  government  cannot  be  a 
tacit  party  to  such  an  international 
wrong.  It  Is  constrained  to  protest 
against  the  treatment  to  which  the 
Jews  of  Roumania  are  subjected  not 
alone  because  it  has  unimpeachable 
ground  to  remonstrate  against  the  re- 
sultant injury  to  itself,  but  In  the  name 
of  humanity. 

"The  United  States  may  not  author- 
itatively appeal  to  the  stipulations-  of 
the  treaty  of  Berlin,  to  which  it  was 
not  and  cannot  become  a  signatory, 
but  It  does  earnestly  appeal  to  the 
principles  consigned  therein,  because 
they  are  the  principles  of  International 
law  and  eternal  justice,  advocating  the 
broad  toleration  which  that  solemn 
compact  enjoins,  and  standing  ready 
to  lend  Its  moral  support  to  the  fulfill- 
ment thereof,  by  Its  co-slgnatorles.  for 
the  act  of  Roumania  itself  has  effec- 
tively Joined  the  United  States  to 
them  as  an  interested  party  in  this 
regard. 

"You  will  take  an  early  occasion  to 
read  this  Instruction  to  the  minister  for 
foreign  affairs  and.  should  he  request 
It.  leave  with  him  a  copy.

PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS 

TO  THE 

CITY  CHARTER. 


To  be  voted  upon  Oct.  23rd.  1902. 
ONE. 

Amend      Sub-Division      seventeenth      of 
Section  284  of  the  City  Charter  "oy  strik- 


ing out  the  words  "one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  (tlOO.OOO)"  iirhere  they  appear 
therein,  and  Inserting  In  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "one  hundred  Atty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($150,000),"  so  that  said  sub-dlvlslon 
a«  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"'Seventeenth— There  shall  also  be  a 
permanent  Improvement  revolving  fund, 
which  shall  not  be  supported  by  taxation. 
There  shall  be  paid  Into  the  permanent 
improvement  revolving  fund,  moneys  re- 
ceived from  all  special  assessments  as- 
sessed and  levied  under  this  charter  for 
local  improvements  under  the  provisions 
of  sub-chapter  two  (2)  of  chapter  twenty- 
three  (23)  of  said  charter,  and  also  such 
amounts  as  may  be  realized  by  the  sale 
of  the  one  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($150,000)  worth  of  certificates  or  bonds 
authorized  herein.  In  connection  with 
said  fund  the  treasurer  shall  keep  a  sep- 
arate account  of  each  assessment  levied, 
and  of  each  Issue  of  bonds,  the  proceeds 
of  which  go  Into  said  fund. 

Should  there  at  any  time  be  an  accum- 
ulation of  money  In  said  fund  greater 
than  the  probable  demand  upon  said 
fund  during  the  two  (2)  years  next  fol- 
lowing, then  the  common  council  shall 
report  such  fact  to  the  board  of  sinking 
fund  commissioners,  who  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  invest  said  accumulation 
substantially  In  the  same  manner  that 
the  moneys  of  said  sinking  fund  are  to 
be  Invested:  or  the  common  council  may. 
by  resolution,  transfer  such  accumula- 
tion or  any  part  thereof  to  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  city. 

Moneys  (1)  In  the  city  treasury  of  the 
City  of  Duluth  at  the  time  this  charter 
goes  Into  effect,  (2)  collected  or  to  be  col- 
lected from  any  taxes  levied  before  this 
charter  goes  Into  effect,  shall  so  far  as 
practicable  be  divided  among  the  sev- 
eral funds  thereby  established,  and  wheri 
such  sub-division  Is  not  practicable,  shall 
be  kept  In  the  general  fund.  The  com- 
mon council  by  resolution  shall  provide 
for  such  sub-division  in  accordance  with 
the  directions   herein  contained. 

Where,  prior  to  the  time  that  this  char- 
ter goes  into  effect,  an  assessment  has 
been  levied  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  local 
improvement,  which  improvement  has 
not.  at  said  time,  been  paid  for,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  assessment  shall  be  paid 
into  the  permanent  Improvement  revolv- 
ing fund,  and  the  cost  of  said  improve- 
ment shall  be  paid  o"ut  of  said  fund. 

The  aggregate  amount  levied  by  the 
common  council;  in  any  one  year,  for 
said  funds  numbered  fourth  (4th)  to  six- 
teenth (16th)  Inclusive,  shall  not  exceed 
three  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($330,000)  nor  shall  It  exceed  eleven 
(11)  mills  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all 
taxable  property  in  said  city;  a  levy  In 
excess  of  either  of  these  limitations  shall, 
be  void  as  to  such  excess. 

From  the  general  fund  the  common 
council  may  in  every  year  and  by  a  reso- 
lution, appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for  contingent 
expenses  Incurred  or  to  be  Incurred  by 
the  mayor  in  the  detection  of  crime  and 
prevention  thereof,  in  the  city,  and  also 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000)  for  the  support  of  any  benev- 
olent or  charitable  object  In  the  City  of 
Duluth." 

TWO. 

Amend  Sub-Dlvlsion  fifth  of  Section  28«J. 
so  as  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  bonda, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($150,000)  in  amount  for  the 
purpose  of  a  revolving  fund.  Instead  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  as 
now  provided;  and  so  that  said  sub-divi- 
sion fifth  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Fifth— The  City  of  Duluth  may  by 
ordinance  borrow  money  and  l.ssue  bonds, 
notes  and  certificates  of  Indebtedness,  or 
other  evidences  of  Indebtedness  to  pay. 
fund  or  refund  any  special  improvement 
certificates,  or  any  bonds,  notes,  certifi- 
cates of  Indebtedness,  orders  or  obliga- 
tions issued  prior  to  March  10th,  1899,  or 
thereafter  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner 
by  this  charter  expressly  authorized.  The 
City  of  Duluth  may,  by  ordinance,  bor- 
row money  and  Issue  notes,  certificates 
or  other  evidences  of  Indebtedness  In  an- 
ticipation of  any  taxes  or  assessments  lev- 
led  upon  any  portion  of  the  taxable  prop- 
ertyprlor  to  the  time  this  charter  goes  in- 
to effect,  whether  or  not  any  proceeding 
shall  have  been  taken  to  enforce  the  pay- 
ment thereof.  The  ordinance  mentione.i 
In  the  above  mentioned  sub-dlvlslons  one 

(1)  to  five  (5)  Inclusive,  shall  prescribe 
the  form  and  term  of  such  bond,  notes, 
certificates  and  evidences  of  indebtedness. 
The  City  of  Duluth  shall  have  authority 
In  such  ordinance  to  provide  that  the 
same  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the 
city,  or  that  they  shall  not  be  general 
obligations  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  pay- 
able out  of  any  specified  taxes,  assess- 
ments, funds  or  liens  held  by  the  city, 
property,  or  may  limit  the  clty-s  liability 
thereon  In  any  other  manner,  or  may  pro- 
vide that  the  city  shall  guarantee"  pay- 
ment of  the  same.  Provided,  that  bonds 
issued    under    sub-divisions    one    (1),    two 

(2)  and  three  (3)  above  mentioned,  shall 
be  always  general  obligations  of  the  city, 
and  without  prejudice  to  the  powers  here- 
inbefore granted;  the  City  of  Duluth 
shall  have  authority  by  ordinance  to  as- 
sign any  property  acquired  by  the  city 
under  any  proceeding  to  enforce  special 
asses.sments  for  local  Improvements, 
whether  such  proceeding  has  been  had 
prior  to  the  time  this  cliarter  goes  Into 
effect  or  shall  be  had  thereafter,  or  any 
Hen  or  right  of  action  held  by  the  city 
on  account  of  or  arising  out  of  any  such 
assessment  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  any  bonds,  notes,  certificates  of  In- 
debtedness, or  other  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness mentioned  In  this  section,  or  to 
provide  that  such  bonds,  notes,  certifi- 
cates of  Indebtedness,  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  mentioned  herein  may 
be  collected  out  of  any  such  property, 
liens,  or  rights  of  action. 

The  City  of  Duluth  shall  also  have  au- 
thority, by  ordinance,  to  provide  for  the 
issue  of  bonds  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000) 
In  amount  for  the  purpose  of  a  revolving 
fund  as  mentioned  In  the  chapter  of  this 
charter  providing  for  special  assessments 
for  local  Improvements.  No  bonds  except- 
ing bonds  for  refunding  Indebtedncps  shall 
be  Issued  for  any  purpose,  to  an  amount 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dolllars 
(.«10<).00O)  unul  the  proposition  to  Issue  said 
bonds  has  been  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  voting  at 
a  general  or  special  election. 

Whenever  the  common  council  passes 
any  ordinance  to  Issue  bonds  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
such  ordinance  shfill  provide  for  the  sub- 
mission to  the  legal  voters  of  the  city 
at  some  general  city  election  or  at  some 
special  election  to  be  called  by  the  com- 
mon council  for  that  purpose,  the  propo- 
sition of  Issuing  said  bonds  to  an  amount 
deemed  by  eald  common  council  advis- 
able. Any  such  election  shall  be  called, 
If  a  special  election,  and  whether  special 
or  general,  shall  be  conducted  In  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  formali- 
ties as  special  and  general  elections  are 
respectively  conducted  under  the  terms  of 
the  general  laws  of  this  state.  The  bal- 
lot to  be  voted  at  such  elections  shall 
read  substantially  as  follows: 

Shall  bonds  be  Issued  by  the  City  of 
Duluth  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
286  of  the  charter  of  said  city  to  the 
amount  of  (here  state  amount)  for  the 
pnriKxse  of  (here  state  purpose.) 

The  debt  of  the  City  of  Duluth  shall 
not  be  Increased  beyond  five  (5)  per  cent 
of  the  total  -  valuation  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  city  according  to  the  last 
preceding  assessments  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation,  nor  shall  any  bonds  be  Issued 
while  the  debt  of  the  city  remains  In 
exce.ss  of  five  (3)  per  cent  of  the  total 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  ne 
citv  according  to  the  last  preceding  as- 
sessments for  the  purpose  of  taxation, 
except  for  the  purposes  mentioned  In  sub- 
divisions one    (1),    two    (2)    and    three    (3) 


above  set  forth,  for  the  paying  of  ths 
maturing  bond*  of  the  city,  or  by  th* 
issue  of  bonds  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement revolving  fund  heretofore  pro- 
vided for  In  this  charter. 

Bonds,  notes,  certificates  and  other  evU 
dences  of  indebtedness  and  obligations  oC 
the  City  of  Duluth  authorized  by  this 
section  shall  In  no  event  bear  a  greater 
rate  of  Interest  than  six  (6)  per  cent  per 
annum.  And  If  they  run  lor  over  nve 
(5)  years  shall  not  bear  a  greater  rats 
of  Interest  than  five  (5)  per  cent  per  an- 
num, and  shall  in  no  event  be  sold  for 
less  than  their  par  value  thereof,  and

THREE. 

Amend  Section  358  of  the  City  Charter 
ao  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  358— The  city  shall  have  no 
power  to  assess  upon  any  real  estate  any 
part  of  the  expiense  of  In  any  wise 
improving  any  street,  alley  or  highway, 
except  sprinkling  or  sweeping  the  sam«, 
unless  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  the 
owners  owning  at  least  twenty-five  .  (25J 
per  cent  of  the  real  estate  to  be  assessed 
therefor,  according  to  the  records  in  th<j 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  St.  Louis 
County,  at  the  time  the  petition  Is  pre- 
sented, shall  first  petition  the  common 
council  for  such  improvement;  nor  shall 
the  city  have  any  power  to  assess  upon 
any  real  estate  ror  any  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  constructing  any  sewer  or  drain 
pipe  for  surface  water  or  private  drain, 
unless  ten  (10)  pe  rcent  of  the  owners, 
owning  at  least  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the 
real  estate  to  be  assessed  therefor,  ac- 
coralng  to  the  records  In  the  office  of  the 
register  of  deeds  of  St.  Louis  County,  at 
the  time  the  petition  Is  presented,  shall 
first  petition  the  common  council  for  such 
improvement. 

All  Joint  or  common  owners  of  any  jjlece 
of  property  shall  be  counted  as  one  owner 
In  determining  the  number. 

If  such  petition  shall  require  the  Im- 
provement therein  mentioned  to  be  made 
in  any  specific  manner,  or  with  any  speci- 
fic kind  of  material,  such  requirement  as 
to  manner  or  material  shall  be  advisory 
only,  and  the  common  council  may  Itself 
determine  the  manner  of  such  improve- 
ment and  the  material  to  be  usee. 

The  common  council  may  by  a  two- 
thirds  (2-3)  vote  of  all  its  members  au- 
thorize tae  employment  of  a  person  or 
fiersons  to  circulate  a  petition  for  any 
mprovement  which  in  the  judgment  of 
the  council  is  necessary  and  proper." 

FOUR. 

Add   a  section   as   follows: 

"Section  358  A— The  common  council  of 
the  City  of  Duluth,  by  a  seven-eighths 
C^)  vote  of  all  Its  members,  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  construction  of  san- 
itary main  trunk  sewers  when  the  public 
health  and  necessity  require  it,  and  the 
city  shall  have  the  power  to  assess  upon

outlet  for  lateral  sewers,  and  shall  not 
include  any  other  main  outlet,  branch, 
lateral  sewer,  or  any  extension  of  such 
main  trunk  sewer." 

FIVE, 

Amend  Section  372  so  as  to  read  aa  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  372— When  said  board  shall  bo 
ordered  by  the  common  council  to  make 
any  improvements  described  in  Section  356 
of  this  charter,  it  shall  cause  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be 
made  by  the  city  engineer,  and  shall

In  making  such  assess- 
ment roll  the  board  shall  describe  each 
parcel  of  property  assscssed,  and  ine 
amount  asse^ssed  against  the  same,  and 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  owner  there- 
of, so  far  as  known  to  said  board.  No 
mistake  in,  or  omission  of  such  owner's 
name  shall  in  any  wise  affect  such  as- 
sessment. 

If  the  work  shall  have  been  completed 
before  any  assessment  is  made,  or  If  tha 
amount  so  assessed  shall  be  Insufficient 
to  complete  the  work,  said  board  shall, 
after  the  completion  of  .said  work,  make 
a  final  assessment  in  the  same  manner 
to  lAiy  the  same. 

All  assessments  paid  on  account  of  any 
Improvement  ordered  to  be  done  by  con- 
tract, before  the  contract  therefor  la  let. 
shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  permanent 
Improvement  revolving  fund  for  such  im- 
provement until  the  amount  of  said  fund, 
available  for  said  improvement,  equals 
that)  jiortlon  of  the  estimated  cost  of  said 
improvement  that  shall  be  paid  from  said 
fund." 

eix. 

Add  a  section  as  follows: 

"Section  384  A— The  same  penalties  and 
Interest  shall  attach  and  be  collected  by 
the  county  treasurer  on  assessments  as 
upon  p^eneral  taxes,  which  penalties  and 
Interest  shall  belong  to  the  city  and  be 
turned  over  by  said  treasurer  to  the  city 
with   the  assessments." 

SEVEN. 

Amend  Section  386  so  as  to  read  m»  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  386— A  penalty  of  ten  (10)  per 
cent  shall  be  added  to  all  assessments  not 
paid  on  Or  before  ten  nO)  days  after  the 
time  for  appeal,  hereinbefore  provided 
for.   has  expired."

tary of  board  of  civil  service  commis- 
sioners (who  shall  be  ex-officio  secretary 
of  the  health  commissioner),  one  inou- 
sand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1200);  mayor's 
private  secretary,  six  hundred  dollar! 
($600);  secretary  of  the  board  of  fire  com- 
ml-'^sioners.  six  hundred  dollars  ($600). 
The  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Park  com- 
missioners will  receive  a  compensation  to 
be  annually  fixed  by  the  Board  on  April 
first  (1st)  and  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
six  hundred  dollars  ($600.)

The  Hague.  Sept.  17.— The  international 
arbitration  court  today  ruled  with  refer- 
ence to  VHjlnts  raUed  Monday  that  Mexi- 
cos  reply  to  the  United  States  memor- 
andum .-^hall  be  included  in  the  docu- 
ments in  the  ca.se  and  that  the  plaintitfs 
have  th.-  right  to  introduce  a  writtt-n  re- 
plv  btrfore  Sept.  'ii.  that  after  the  Amer- 
lian  pleadings.  Mexico  shall  be  heard  and 
that  then  each  side  shall  be  entitled  to 
make  reply  through  a  single  counsel  rep- 
res«-niing  each   eide. 

Senator  Stewart,  of  Nevada,  then  re- 
sumed his  presentation  of  the  case  of  ihi 
United  States  and  introduced  documtnt.s 
from  the  archives  of  the  archbishop  of 
San  Francisco  In  supp«irt  of  his  conten- 
tion that  the  law  of  1735  founding  the 
Pious  fund  gave  the  proceeds  in  perpet- 
uity for  the  civilization  of  the  natives 
of  California  and  the  propagation  of  the 
Catholic  religion  In  those  regions,  and 
that  the  expulsion  of  the  Jesuits  by  th-j 
king  of  Spain  only  changed  the  trustees 
of  the  fund.«!  as  the  Jesuits  were  not  n.3 
owners  but  merely  trustees  of  the  church. 

Senator  Stewart  dealt  lengthily  with  the 
Mexican  contentions  and  w:us  followed 
bv  Garrett  McEntrey.  legal  advisor  of 
Archbishop  Riordan.  of  San  F'rancisco, 
who  a.^serted  that  the  F'ious  fuml  had 
been  recognized  as  belonging  to  Califor- 
nlana  by  all  the  authorities  of  Mexico 
from  1679  until  the  cession  of  California 
Iky   the    tr^-aty   of   Guadaloupe    in   1849.

Not  unlike  ihe  famous  conventions  of 
1».1#6  and  ISXW.  the  fight  was  over  the  na- 
tional Issues  on  the  platform.  The  test 
of  strength  was  between  Col.  Gaston  on 
the  one  hand  and  George  Fred  Williams, 
once  the  stalwart  leader  of  the  silver 
Utmocrat.s.  on  the  other.  In  this  battle 
Mr  Williams  was  utterly  routed,  with 
the  predicted  result  that  he  Is  shorn  oi 
all  power  of  leader.«hip.  The  platform 
adopted  i.s  a  repudiation  of  the  Kansas 
City  platform  for  Mr.  Gaston  refused  to 
be  the  nominee  if  in  any  way  the  decla- 
ration of  principles  could  be  construed 
to  endorse  those  things  most  prominent- 
ly advocated  by  the  party-  In  the  last 
two  national   campaigns. 

Mr  Williams  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  resolutions  and  at  first 
proposed  the  endor.^ement  of  the  Kansas 
Citv  platform.  In  deference  to  the  pro- 
tests of  Josiah  Quincy.  a  member  of  the 
committee,  speaking  for  Col.  Gaston,  he 
consented  to  waive  the  endorsement  ana 
proposed  planks  in  which  the  national 
ouestions  of  trusts,  monopolies  and  cor- 
porations were  dealt  with  in  strong  Ian- 

Mr  Qulcv  wrote  a  platform  which  was 
acceptable  "to  Mr.  Gaston,  whose  conven- 
tion strength  wa."?  estimated,  rightfully, 
as  it  proved,  at  four  to  one.  over  Charles 
S  Hamlin,  the  other  candidate  for  the 
nomination.  In  committee  last  night  Mr. 
Quincy's  draft  was  accepted  by  a  majori- 
ty vote  of  14  to  7.  which  was  repealed 
before  the  convention  opened.  Mr.  W  ill- 
iams    prepared    a    minority    reoo'-' 

The  convention  opened  with  trouoie 
brewlnjr.  It  came  soon  after  Mr.  Gas- 
tons  nomination  when  the  matter  of 
platform  was  brought  up.  Ihe  battle 
from  the  floor  wa.s  one  of  bitter  words, 
during  which  delegates,  objecting  to  Mr 
Williams'  sarcastic  references  to  the  last 
five  planks  In  the  platform  which  he  said 
were  placed  there  at  Mr.  Oaston  s  solici- 
tation, hissed  and  cried  him  down. 
Throughout  the  tumult  the  speaker  ex- 
ultantly surveyed  the  throng  and  when 
order  was  restored,  concluded  hUs  .speech 
to  be  hi.ssed  again  as  he  ?at  down.  The 
minority  report  was  utterly  defeated.

Washington,  Sept.  18.— Will  the  power 
of  Niagara  Falls  be  turned  to  the 
manufacture  of  diamonds?  This  is  a 
•  tutstion  which  is  seriously  treated  in 
an  expert  report  of  the  census  office 
on  the  history  and  uses  of  electricity 
during  the  decade  just  passed.  In 
view  of  the  marvels  which  have  alieady 
been  accomplished,  this,  in  the  view  of 
the  special  expert,  Thomas  C.  Martin, 
is  only  a  question  of  tme. 

In  the  modern  electric  furnace,  where 
an  almost  incredible  degree  of  heat  ^s 
generated,  diamond  dust  has  been  pro- 
duced. "The  steps  leading  to  the 
manufacture  of  the  larger  crystals," 
says  Mr.  Martin,  "are  but  se<iuentiul." 
NiaRara  Falls  is  the  location  which 
naturally  suggests  itself  for  the  dia- 
mond factory,  on  account  of  the  great 
electric  dynamos  which  the  falls  now 
operate  They  have  a  capacity  of 
10.000  horse  power,  and  are  capable  of 
generating  a  current  of  22,000  volts,  and 
this  at  no  very  great  expense. 

A  great  French  chemist  has  em- 
ployed the  electric  arc  in  making  dia- 
monds, and  ha.s  made  further  pro- 
gress in  this  line  than  any  contem- 
porary. As  early  as  1896  he  had  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  minute  fragmentary 
crystals  of  true  diamond  formation  by 
the  sudden  cooling  of  molten  iron  sat- 
urated with  carbon.  The  liquid  iron 
was  plunged  into  mercury  or  lead.  In- 
cidentally he  discovered  that  graphite 
could  be  made  artificially  from  char- 
coal, by  heating  it  in  the  current  of 
the  electric  arc.  This  discovery  has 
been  made  of  great  commercial  and 
practical  value  in  this  country  by  E. 
F.  Acheson.  who  has  established  a  fac- 
tory near  Buffalo,  where  he  makec 
thousands  of  pounds  of  "lead-pencil 
filling."  The  graphite  which  he  maives 
is  of  even  better  quality  than  tiiat 
which  is  mined  from  the  earth,  and  Is 
used  also  for  metallurgical  work,  elec- 
trodes, rheostats  and  such  articles. 
Ordinary  coke  is  the  basis  of  his  pro- 
duct. The  process  is  covered  by  patents 
which   give  a  practical   monopoly. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  census  olHce 
that  electricity  has  entered  into  the 
daily  life  of  this  country  to  the  extent 
of  $7  for  each  man,  woman  and  child 
In  the  United  States.  That  is  the  per 
capita  allowance  of  the  annual  amount 
expended.  Of  this  amount  about  $3 
goes  to  the  electric  traction  companies, 
$1.05  to  the  electric  light  concerns  and 
75  cents  to  the  telephone  companies. 
The  telegraph  also  takes  about  50  cent."* 
a  year  from  each  of  the  75.000.000  peo- 
ple, while  the  rest  of  the  $7  is  chargel 
off  to  electric  fire  alarms,  signals  and 
general  supplies. 

In  the  value  and  Importance  of  the 
industry  of  manufacturing  electrical 
supplies  and  apparatus  Pennsylvania 
leads-  in  1900  the  returns  to  the  census 
showed  a  gross  output  for  that  state 
of  $20  967.587.  New  York  came  next 
with  $17,697,352;  while  Illinois  conies 
third  with  an  annual  output  of  $11,641.- 
177  This  is  one  vast  Industry— the  an- 
nual product  being  no  less  than  $91,343.- 
889— which  the  all-prevailing  process  of 
consolidation  and  centralization  has 
reached.  Only  six  establishments  re- 
port more  than  1000  employes,  while  32J 
establishments  hire  between  5  and  5e 
persons,  and  they  are  widely  scattered 
over  the  Union.  It  is  also  discovered 
by  the  census  that  the  industry  is  not 
over-capitalized,  as  are  many  of  the 
other  industries  of  equal  earning 
power.  .       ,         .. 

Electricity  is  naturally  having  the 
effect  of  reviving  the  use  of  water 
power.  Since  the  coming  of  steam 
water  power  has  declined,  until,  instead 
of  furnishing  half  of  all  the  motlvu 
power  for  manufacturing,  as  was  the 
case  thirty  years  ago.  It  furnishes  only 
a  sixth.  But  electricity  has  solved  the 
question  of  transmitting  the  power  over 
long  distances.  In  California  power  is 
developed  In  the  Sierra  mountains  and 
carried  220  miles  to  San  Francisco 
where  it  Is  used  to  run  factories,  street 
cars  electric  lights  and  even  the  do- 
mestic sewing  machine.  Thirty  years 
ago  this  waterfall  In  the  mountains 
would  have  been  useless  on  account  of 
its  inaccessibility.  No  one  would  have 
cared  to  build  a  sawmill  or  grist  fac- 
tory UP  in  the  mountains  where  no 
business  would  ever  come  to  it.  But 
now  it  is  only  necessary  to  lay  a  cable 
and  the  power  is  transmitted  with  but 
little  loss  to  the  place  where  it  is  need- 
ed The  most  notable  example  of  the 
transmission  of  water  power  into  elec- 
tric energy  is  at  Niagara  Falls;  but 
the  same  Is  done  on  a  smaller  scale  at 


Los  Angeles.  Richmond.  Salt  Lake  City, 
Colorado  Springy  OBBen,  Seattle  and 
Tacoma.  StockSi  kad  Sacramento, 
Hartford,  SpriAfIeK  Syracuse  and 
many  other  pffcem.'  Reports  came 
from  Germany  of  interesting  experi- 
ments In  carrying  electric  power  into 
the  small  country  towns  where  it  is 
sold  to  the  farmers  for  their  use  In 
running  threshing  machines,  churna 
and  doing  other  farm  work. 

The  carbon  pencils  which  are  used  in 
the  ordinary  electric  arc  light  are 
manufactured  by  a  trust  which  sup- 
plies three-quarters  of  all  that  are 
used  in  the  world.  One  of  its  plants 
alone  covers  25  acres  and  has  18  acres 
of  floor  space;  it  employs  500  men  and 
can  make  4,000.000  carbons  a  week. 
•    •    • 

As  soon  as  the  die  proof  of  the  first 
of  the  new  series  of  United  States 
postage  stamps  is  approved  by  the 
postmaster  general,  plates  will  be  made 
and  the  stamp  issued  to  the  public.  Its 
denomination  Is  13  cents;  Benjamin 
Harrison  occupies  the  center  of  the 
field.  ,     , 

This  will  be  the  first  13-cent  stamp 
ever  issued  by  the  United  States;  up 
to  1879  a  stamp  of  the  value  of  7  cents 
had  been  in  use  -ten  years,  but  was 
discontinued  when  the  rate  of  foreign 
postage  was  reduced  to  5  cents,  ine 
new  Harrison  stamp  will  be  little  used 
in  domestic  mails.  Its  issuance  is  the 
outgrowth  of  the  Increased  foreign 
registration  service:  covering  as  ii 
will  the  postage  and  registration  fee 
upon  a  letter  weighing  one-half  ounce 
anvwbere  within  the  limits  of  tiie 
postal  union,  which  now  includes  prac- 
tically all  the  organized  nations  of  the 

^^s'tamp  experts  who  have  examine^ 
the  drawing  for  the  new  stamp  say  it 
will  be  one  of  the  finest  specimens  oi 
a  postage  stamp  ever  produced,  not 
excepting  the  famous  Columbian  series 
and  the  Pan-American  set.  in  aooi- 
Uon  to  the  usual  "United  States  of 
America,"  "PoBtage  Thirteen  Cents 
the  inscription  "Series  of  1»0'^'  ;^- 
gether  with  "Harrison'  and  flfUjes 
giving  the  date  of  birth  and  death  ap- 
pear unon  the  design.  The  portrait 
was  selected  by  Mrs.  Harrison  and  is 
said  to  have  been  the  late  president  a 
favorite.  ^         ,.      _ 

When  the  postofflce  department  or- 
dered this  new  series  it  requested  the 
treasury  to  make  special  elf  oris  to  pio- 
vlde  stamps  that  should  be  not  only 
distinctive  of  the  progress  In  the  en- 
gravers art  In  which  the  United  States 
has  become  famous:  the  bureau  of  en- 
graving and  printing  has  enteied  mto 
the  spirit  of  the  occasion  and  will  pro- 
duce the  best  work  of  which  it  is  can- 
able.  After  the  13-cent  stamp  will  come 
the  new  4  cent.  This  will  not  coiitinue 
to  bear  the  familiar  features  of  Presi- 
dept  Lincoln,  but  those  of  Gen.  Grant. 
These  two  presidents  change  placts; 
Grant  appears  qn  the  four  and  Lincoln 
will  later  have  a  place  on  the  five. 
There  will  be  something  of  a  shaking 
up  in  the  postal  gallery  of  notables 
when  this  new  series  is  connpleted. 
Commodore  Perry,  iwho  has  for  a 
score  of  years  occupied  the  central 
oval  on  the  $1  stamp— rarely  seen  by 
the  general  public-is  to  be  superseded 
by  Admiral  Farragut.  Gen.  William 
Tecumseh  Sherman,  who  for  many 
vears  has  figured  on,  the  8-cent  stamp, 
disappears  entirely  from  the  series.  His 
place  will  be  taken  upon  the  stamp  of 
that  denomination  by  Martha  Wash- 
ington. I 

It  has  been  supposed  by  some  per- 
sons that  Martha  Washington  was  the 
first  woman  honored  with  a  position 
u')on  a  United  States  postage  stamp. 
It  is  recalled,  however,  that  the  Co- 
lumbian series,  issued  in  comnriemor- 
atlon  of  the  World's  fair,   contained  a

poVtrait  of  Queen  Isabella  of  Spain,  ap- 
pearing, besides  that  of  Christopher 
Columbus,  on  the  $4  <ieno|«i"*t'^": 
Gen.  Sherman,  while  he  dlsapu^^rs 
from  the  stamp  series,  is  not  >vholly 
forgotten.  He  succeeds  to  the  place 
now  held  by  Gen.  Grant  on  the  re- 
turn postal  card. 

The    entire    new    series    will    prob- 
ably be  on  sale  before  the  close  of  the 
present  year.  They  will  appear  one  at  a 
time  as  the  dies  are  approved  and  the 
plates   made.       It  is      ^"s^omary       to 
change    a    series    of    postage    stamps 
every  eight  or  ten  years.      The  present 
set  has  performed  service  continuously 
for  twelve  years,  however.       It  is  not- 
able that  with  all  the  changings  and 
shiftings  of  these  honors,  there  is  one 
sturdy   figure   who  occupies    the   .same 
place  on  our   postage   stamps   that    he 
did  fifty-one  years  ago,  when  our  first 
regular  series   was  issued,  and  that  is 
Benjamin    Franklin,    the    founder     al- 
most  of       the       American       Ppstoffice^ 
Through   thick  and  thin   Franklin   has 
•never    been    disturbed     in     his    occu- 
pancy of  the  1-cent  stamp,  and  should 
we  come   to   penny   postage,    whicW  is 
obviously  but  a   question  of  time,   the 
Issue   would   arise   whether       Franklin 
should   continue      in      his      Place,     or 
whether    it    should    go    to    the    much- 
monumented  Washington,  who.se  rela- 
tion   to    the    postal    establishment    was 
much    more    remote.    Washington    has 
thus    far    been    nearly    as    undisturbed 
as  Franklin  in  occupying  the  popular 
stamp.       In    the    series   of   1869.   better 
known    as   the    "locomotive"    set,   from 
the    primitive,    wood-burning    locomo- 
tive    however.    Washington    was    dis- 
placed   by    the    locomotive    appearing 
instead    on   the  6-cent  stamp.   In   1871, 
when   the   '•locomotive"       series       was 
abandoned   he   returned    to   the   3-cent 
stamp     where   he  remained  until  1880, 
when  the  unit  of  domestic  postage  was 
changed    to   2   cents. 

When  the  13-cent  stamp  is  »fsued. 
there  will  have  been  but  three  eligible 
ex-presldents  who  have  not  been  hon- 
ord  with  a  place  In  the  postal  gallery 
of  the  nation  during  the  last  forty 
years— Johnson.  Hayes  and  Arthur. 
No  living  ex-president  is.  of  course 
eligible.  President  McKInley  s  portrait 
now  appears  on  the  new  postal  cards. 
Tt  is  understood  that  later  a  change 
will  be  made  and  his  llkenes.s  placed 
on  one  of  the  principal  denominations 
of  postage   stamps.

There  Is  J)emand 

For. 

Washington,  Sept...  17.— The  treasury 
department  has  received  the  follow- 
ing from  a  bank  in.  Western  Illinois, 
which  had  free  bonds  on  hand  at  the 
time  of  the  secretary's  request  to 
banks  to  deposit,  si^ch  bonds  with  the 
treasurer  and  accept  government  de- 
posits thereon: 

"We  have  your  letter  of  Sept.  13,  and 
In  reply  will  say  that  we  see  no  parr 
ticular  advantage  that  will  accrue  to 
us  by  making  the  change  you  mention. 
We  have  more  money  than  we  know 
what  to  do  with.  We  notice  that  it  is 
a  common  thing  for  New  York  people 
to  report  that  money  is  scarce  in  ew 
York  on  account  of  the  demand  to 
move  the  crops.  This  Is  not  correct. 
Every  bank  in  the  West  has  money  to 
invest  in  any  legitimate  channel.  "There 
is  a  plethora  of  It  already,  and  all  the 
banks  in  the  West  ask  is  an  oippor- 
tunlty  to  liandle  the  money  they  have. 

Letters  of  similar  Import  have  been 
received  from  other  Western  banks.

Chicago,  Sept.  18.— The  Northwestern 
Christian  Advocate,  of  Chicago,  the 
official  paper  o*  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal church  in  the  Northwest,  in  this 
week's  issue  calls  attention  to  the  re- 
port that  President  Roosevelt  has  in- 
timated to  the  pope  that  he  would  be 
pleased  with  the  raising  of  Archbishop 
Ireland  to  the  rank  of  cardinal. 

The  article,  which  is  lengthy,  is  based 
on  the  cablegrams  from  Rome  which 
have  recently  been  printed  in  the  daily 
newspapers.  Two  of  these  dispatches 
followed  the  caption  , which  is:  "Has 
the  President  of  the  United  States 
Been  Made  the  Cat's-paw  of  Arch- 
bishop Ireland".'"  The  article  says: 
"The  asking  of  such  a  question  ought 
not  to  be  an  insult  to  the  president, 
but  the  necessity  for  asking  the  ques- 
tion, if  founded  upon  fact,  is  one  of  the 
gravest  issues  which  the  American 
people  could  be  called  upon  to  con- 
sider." 

The  article  then  takes  up  the  ques- 
tion personally  with  Archbishop  Ire- 
land: ,     , 

"Archbishop  Ireland  is  an  ecclesias- 
tic of  great  ability.-  He  is  manifestly 
a  diplomat  and  politician  of  great  sa- 
gacity. He  is  regarded  even  by  his 
ov.n  church  as  the  shrewdest  Roman 
Catholic  politician  in  America.  The 
cardlnalate  is  the  highest  and  most 
powerful  position  that  the  pope  may 
bestow  upon  an  American  ecclesiastic. 
That  Archbishop  Ireland  should  aspire 
to  this  high  position  is  not  surprLsing. 
But  that  any  president  or  any  political 
party  should  permit  Archbishop  Ire- 
land or  his  friends  to  use  them  as  a 
cat'E-paw  to  pull  his  ecclesiastical 
chestnuts  out  of  the  fire  is  the  most 
astounding  act  in  the  history  of  Amer- 
ican politics,  and.  if  committed,  will 
surely  result  in  strife  that  will  wreck 
the  careers  of  politicians  and  political 

pjirties.  .at 

"President  Roosevelt  is  not  the  first 
president  of  the  United  States  whom 
the  friends  of  Archbishop  Ireland  have 
tried  to  use  to  advance  his  promotion 
to  the  cardlnalate.  An  effort  was  made 
to  secure  from  William  McKinley, 
while  president,  an  intimation  to  the 
pope  the.t  it  would  give  him  pleasure 
to  see  Archbishop  Ireland  appointed  a 
cardinal;  but  William  McKinley  was 
wise  enoueh  to  realize  that,  as  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  he  could  not, 
without  violating  the  spirit  of  the  con- 
stitution, give  such  an  Intimation. 
President  Roosevelt  will  do  wisely  to 
follow  in  the  footsteps  of  William  Mc- 
Kinley, and  not  permit  himself  to  be- 
come the  cat's-paw  of  a  Roman  Cath- 
olic archbishop.  If  the  president  of 
the  United  States  should  make  such 
request.  It  would  place  him  and  his 
administration  under  obligations  to  an 
ecclesiastical  power,  which  not  only 
claims  temporal  sovereignty,  but 
claims  to  be  superior  to  all  temporal 
sovereigns,  Including  the  president  of 
the  United  SUtes. 

"Archbishop  Ireland  and  his  friends 
may  feel,  perhaps,  that  his  services  to 
his  church  deserve  to  be  rewarded  by 
appointment  to  so  high  an  office  as 
that  of  cardinal.  It  does  not  foUow 
that  his  services  have  been  as  valuable 
to  his  country  as  they  may  have  been 
to  his  church.  On  the  contrary,  there 
are  developing  evidences  which  seem 
to  show  that  a  trap  was  laid  for  the 
president  and  his  advisers  on  the  friar 
question  and  that  they  have  walked 
into  it,  and,  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
point  of  view,  have  been  caught.  A 
resume  of  the  appointment  of  the  Taft 
commission  may  throw  light  upon  the 
far-reaching  purpose  of  the  pope  and 
Archbishop  Ireland  In  connection  with 
this  commission  and  its   work. 

"The  impression  is  general,  ana 
Roman  Catholic  papers  have  encour- 
aged it,  that  President  Roosevelt  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  sending  Governor 
Taft  to  Rome  and  that  the  pope  con- 
sented to  the  president's  request  and 
that  Archbishop  Ireland  has  simply 
been  a  defender  of  the  policy  of  the 
president  in  the  matter.  The  facts  at  % 
now  clear  from  Roman  Catholic  sour- 
ces that  the  Taft  commission  origin- 
ated in  the  mind  of  Archbishop  Ire- 
land and  that,  at  his  suggestion,  the 
pope  Invited  the  president  to  appoint  a 
con^mlsslon  to  visit  Rome  and  consider 
the'*iriar  question.  Statements  that 
have  appeared  from  various  sources 
indicate  that  the  pope  expected  that 
Governor  Taft  would  visit  Rome  in  a 
diplomatic  capacity,  and  that  the  Vati- 
can was  dl.sappointed  when  it  learned 
that  Mr.  Taffs  duties  were  of  a  purely 
business  character."

Woman   Run   Over    and 

Killed  By  Sickle 

Guards. 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 
St.  Thomas— Mrs.  Stephan  Hannah 
was  killed  Tuesday  night  at  her  home, 
three  and  a  half  miles  west  of  this 
city.  Her  youngest  son.  a  boy  about 
14  years  old,  drove  Into  the  door-yard 
with  a  binder  about  dusk.  He  left  the 
team  hitched  to  the  binder  and  went 
into   the  house  for  something   to   eat. 

Mrs.  Hannah  was  on  her  way  to  the 
burn  to  milk.  The  team  started  to  the 
trough  for  water  and  she  did  not  see 
them  until  the  binder  was  upon  her. 
She  was  thrown  to  the  ground,  the 
sickle  guards  and  grain  separator 
catching  her  in  the  hip  and  dragging 
her  about  eighty  feet  until  she  came 
in  contact  with  a  hay  rack  and  the 
binder  passed  over  her.  lacerating  her 
hip.  She  was  carried  to  the  house 
and  medical  aid  summoned,  but  she 
died  in  less  than  an  hour.  She  was  44 
years  old  and  leaves  a  husband  and 
ten   children.

BEAUMONT  OIL  BLAZE. 

Loss  Placed  at  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars. 

Chiqjigo,  Sept.  18. — Losses  from  tho 
recent  fire  in  the  oil  fields  at  Beau- 
mont, Texas,  will  aggregate  about 
$200,000,  acording  to  F.  W.  Greer,  a 
Beaumont  newspaper  man  at  the  Au- 
ditorium. 

Mr.  Greer  is  conversant  with  th? 
situation  as  late  as  Saturday  night, 
when    it   was   generally   believed    that 

the  fire  was  under  control. 

"Its  origin,"  he  continued,  "is  no 
longer  a  mystery.  It  was  caused  by 
an  attempt  on  the  part  of  an  employe 
to  investigate  the  contents  of  one  of 
the  tanks  with  a  torch.  The  oil  In- 
stantly blazed  up  and  the  wind  carried 
the  sparks  to  other  tanks. 

"While  it  is,  as  yet,  too  hot  to  count 
the  wells  in  the  burned  district,  a 
careful  estimate  places  the  number  at 
twenty-five. 

"The  fire  has  proved  really  serious, 
as  far  as  property  loss  is  concerned, 
but  there  is  no  fear  that  the  longevity 
of  the  wells  will  be  impaired.  The 
fire  was  simply  one  of  those  which 
come  sooner  or  later  to  all  oil  fields, 
more  devastating  in  this  instance  on 
account  of  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  district.  It  is  only  the  structural 
work  that  has  suffered.  The  oil  is  be- 
yond the  reach  of  damage."

*  The  situation  may  therefore  be  looked 
upon  as  most  favorable.  From  the 
general  tone  of  the  reports  it  would 
appear  that  the  rains  with  which  Win- 
nipeg has  been  visited  have  been  most- 
ly of  a  local  character.

SPREADING 

RAPIDLY 


Forest  Fires  In  the  Rock» 
ies  Growing  Worse. 

Condition   More    Serious 
Than  At  Any  Time. 


Denver,  Sept.  18.— Forest  flres  ^re 
sweeping  bare  of  timber,,  sections  cf 
the  Rocky  mountains  from  the.  Wyo- 
ming line  to  Central  Colorado.  The 
flres  are  spreading  with  terrible  rapid- 
ity and  conditions  are  more  serious 
now  than  at  any  time  since  the  first 
fire  was  reported  about  a  month  ago. 

Government  inspectors  and  forest 
brigades  are  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  check  the  progress  of  the  flames  and 
are  receiving  all  possible  assistance 
from,  ranchers  and  mining  men.  In 
some  places  the  fires  have  been 
checked,  but  not  subdued.  The  greater 
portion  of  them,  however,  have  gained 
such  headway  that  with  the  limited 
force  of  fire  flshters  and  other  means 
at  hand,  the  government  oflficlals  can 
see  but  little  hope  of  successfully  ex- 
tinguishing the  flames  and  must  nec- 
essarily allow  them  to  burn  themselves 


out.  New  flres  are  reported  daily  and 
much  fine  timber  heretofore  untouched 
by  the  devouring  flames  has  been 
wiped  out  or  else  is  now  burning  with- 
out hope  of  being  saved. 


Washington,  Sept.  16.— A  new  forest 
fire  is  reported  in  the  oflScial  tele- 
graphic advices  to  the  Interior  depart- 
ment today  to  be  raging  in  the  section 
of  Idaho,  just  west  of  the  Yellowstone 
National  park,  about  fifteen  miles 
north  of  St.  Anthony,  Ida.  A  tele- 
graphic report  today  from  Forest  Su- 
pervisor Henry  Michelson,  dated  at 
Kenosha  Ranch,  Col.,  announces  an 
abatement  of  the  fires  in  that  region. 
His  jurisdiction  includes  Pike's  Peak, 
South  Platte  and  Upper  Creek  re- 
serves, which  he  says  are  covered  by 
fire  fighters.  He  says  the  fire  is  under 
control.  The  register  and  receiver  of 
the  land  office  at  Olympia,  Wash., 
telegraphed  today  that  so  far  as  they 
can  learn  there,  there  is  no  danger  to 
the  timber  in  the  vicinity  of  Buckley 
and  Enumiclaw,  and  the  fires  in  that 
section  are  practically  under  control. 


TO  FALL  MEANT  DEATH 

Nrrrow  Escape  of  Chicago  Grain  Man  Who   Hun^ 

By  His  Hands  For  Twenty  Minutes  at  the 

Top  of  a  Grain  Chute. 


Chicago,  Sept.  18.— Suspended  only 
by  his  hands,  McNaughton  Wright,  a 
prominent  member  of  the  board  of 
trade,  hung  between  life  and  death  for 
twenty  minutes  at  the  top  of  a  grain 
chute  in  the  Rock  Island  elevator. 
When  rescued  Mr.  Wright  was  ex- 
hausted and  on  the  point  of  releasing 
bis  hold,   which   would   have  meant  a 


fall  of  100  feet  to  the  hard  floor  of 
an  empty  bin,  and  almost  certain 
death.  He  had  entered  the  elevator  to 
inspect  some  wheat.  Making  a  mis- 
step, he  fell  into  the  chute,  but  suc- 
ceeded in  clutching  the  edge  and  hang- 
ing by  his  hands. 

Mr.  Wright's  calls  for  help  were  fin- 
ally heard  by  an  employe,  who  pulled 
him  out.  He  fainted  then,  and  was 
unconscious  for  nearly  an  hour,  so 
great  had  been  the  strain. 


ALL  FREE  EXCEPT  HUMANS 


New  York,  Sept.  IS.— United  States 
Circuit  Court  Judge  Lacombe  has  heard 
arguments  relative  to  the  legal  status 
of  citizens  of  Porto  Rico  who  emigrate 
to  this  country,  and  will  shortly  de- 
cide whether  they  are  aliens  under  the 
existing  immigration  laws  or  legally 
have  a  right  to  enter  the  United  States 
without  interference  from  the  immi- 
gration  authorities.

Halt 


Steamer    Buffalo     Com< 

pletes     Repairs     and 

Clears  For  Buffalo. 


Cleveland,  Sept.  18.— One  of  the  most 
important  additions  to  the  lake  fieets  in 
years  will  be  the  result  of  an  order 
placed  yesterday  with  the  American  Ship- 
building company  by  J.  C.  Gilchrist.  The 
contract    calls     for     the     construcrion     of 

six  freight  steamers  of  the  largest  type 
at  a  total  cost  of  $l,tSU,(WO.  ^\'llh  ilie  new 
boats  in  commission  the  fleet  of  ships 
managed  by  Mr.  Gilchrist  will  be  a  close 
seconu  In  carrying  capacity  to  tne  im- 
mense tonnage  owned  by  the  steel  tru:it, 
at  present  the  largest  aggregation  of 
freight  carriers  on  the  great  lakes  and 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  world. 

The  new  vessels  will  have  a  larger  car- 
go capacity  than  the  new  tonnage  ad- 
ued  to  the  Gilchrist  fleet  tarlltr  in  the 
season.  They  will  be  436  feet  keel,  50  feet 
beam  and  28  feet  deep.  The  engines  will 
be  of  the  triple  expansion  type  with 
cylinders  22x35  and  58  Inches  in  diameter 
by  40  inches  stroke.  Each  will  have  five 
Scotch  boilers,  13  feet  in  diameter  and  11% 
feet  long  fitted  with  Ellis  &  Earns'  In- 
duced  draft. 

With  this  order  the  American  Ship- 
building company  will  have  under  con- 
struction this  winter  for  delivery  next 
vear  thirty-four  steamers  without  count- 
ing in  the  two  Immense  side-wheel  pas- 
senger steamers^  now  under  considera- 
tion by  the  Detroit  and  Cleveland  line. 

MAKES  SMALL  SHIPMENTS. 

Wet  weather  in  the  farming  county 
west  of  here  Is  held  lespon.'sible  for  the 
small  amount  of  grain  being  shipped 
out  of  this  port. 

The  rate  advanced  a  quarter  of  a 
cent  to  Buffalo  on  Sept.  1  and  the  ves- 
selmen  are  expecting  to  make  another 
advance  soon.  However,  with  the  little 
grain  now  on  hand  it  Is  impracticable 
The  current  rate  to  Buffalo  is  2  cents 
on  v.heat,  while  to  Quebec  5  cents  is 
being  received. 

The  rate  to  Buffalo  a  year  agj  at 
this  time  was  2%  cents,  but  the  sea- 
son is  a  little  later  this  year.  Within 
another  fortnight  grain  should  be 
coming  In  here  in  large  quantities  and 
with  its  coming  a  change  in  the  rates 
is  very  likely. 

FIVE  UNION  CREWS. 
Another  union  crew  went  to  work  for 
the  Great  Lakes  company  today,  mak- 
ing five  in  all.  The  non-union  men 
left  immediately  and  the  union  men 
say  that  they  expect  others  will  fol- 
low. Of  the  seven  tugs  in  the  fleet 
live  are  now  mahned  by  the  old  men 
and  the  captain  of  one  of  the  o^her 
tugs  was  formerly  a  memT»er  of  the 
L.    T.    P.    A. 

The  changes  aLso  affects  the  fire- 
men and  linemen.  The  union  crews 
return  with  members  of  the  associ- 
ation of  the  firemen  to  receive  the  pay 
which  they  struck  for  early  in  the  sea- 
son, $60  a  month.  The  firemen  have 
been  out  the  longest,  having  declared 
•a  strike  before  the  beginning  of  the 
difficulty  between  the  licensed  men  and 
the   company.

Sooner. 


Improvement    Result   of 
Agitation  By  the  Com- 
mercial Club. 


Dtiluth  is  to  have  the  better  Chicago 
mail  service  that  the  business  interests 
liere  have  been  working  for  during  tW 
Pvist  year-  or  mor^.  Postmaster  E.  Li. 
Fisher  of  the  local  office  has  received 
notice  from  the  postal  department  of 
the  issuance  of  an  order  to  furnish  an 
extra  man  to  be  put  on  the  Chicago 
train  to  route  the  mail  for  the  carriers 
in  the  busienss  districts  of  Duluih. 

This  will  mean  that  all  the  business 
ii'^ail  destine<i  for  Duluth  will  be  sorted 
out  and  given  to  the  carriers  direct 
from  I  he  train  to  distribute  instead  of 
taking  the  mail  to  the  postoflue  and 
losing  some  time  in  havine  it  sorted 
and  thrown.  It  is  believed  that  the 
new  service  will  mean  the  delivery  of 
the  Chicago  and  Eastern  mail  at  the 
t>usiness  houses  from  one  to  two  hours 
earlier  than  by  the  present  system. 

The  extra  man  will  probably'  be 
appointed  through  this  otlice  within  a 
short  lime. 

The  government  has  issued  a  call  for 
bids  for  the  carrying  of  mail  upon  star, 
steamboat  and  covered  wagon  routes 
in  this  state  the  contract  to  run  from 
July  1.  1903.  to  June  30.  li»07. 

There  are  four  roiitet*  mentioned  which 
are  of  special  inttrest  to  this  city.

The  third  route  is  fri)m  N%a  by  way  of 
Arnnld.  t  ^  Duluth.  a  distance  of  seven- 
'ic-en  miles  anil  return,  three  times  a 
W'^ek. 

The  fourth  route  Is  a  winter  route  be- 
tween Two  Harbors  and  Grand  Marais. 
There  are  several  other  routt'S  adver- 
tised of  greater  or  less  interest  to  this 
city,  one  of  them  being  from  (Jnind  Ma- 
rals  by  way  of  Hoveland  to  Grand  Port- 
age, a'dlstance  of  thirty-six  miles  and  re- 
turn, twice  a  week.  This  is  a  winter 
rout*.

NEW  POSTAL  IDEAS. 

Burned  Nail  Is  Advertised  By 
the  Department. 

Four  days  after  a  recent  accident  on 
a  railroad  in  the  Middle  West,  the  dally 
bulletin  Issued  by  the  postoffice  '  dte- 
partmeat  for  the  information  of  the 
postal  service  and  the  public  contained 
a  notice  describiriR  the  train,  giving  the 
date  and  place  of  the  disaster,  and  add- 
ing: 

"The  Doatal  car  was  destroyed  by  flfe, 
involving  the  loss  of  all  the  mail  ex- 
cepting a  portion  of  the  second,  third 
and  fourth-class  matter. 

■'This  mail  originated  principally  In 
Missouri.  Indiana  and  Ohio,  and  was 
destined-  for  points  in  the  Eastern  and 
Northern  states.  District  of  Columbia, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  Canada  and  for- 
eign mail  via  New  York,  N.  Y." 

Some  years  ago  the  people  at  large 
would  have  been  left  to  find  out  such 
particuars  for  themselves  as  best  they 
could,  writes  the  Washington  corres- 
pondent of  the  Boston  Transcript. 
Capt.  James  E.  White,  the  general  su- 
perintendent of  the  railway  mail  ser- 
vice, however,  decided  that  It  would  be 
a  good  plan  to  advertise  matters  of 
that  sort  as  widely  as  possible,  since 
business  men  have  now  become  accus- 
tomed to  keep  track  of  their  mall  of 
any  value,  either  sent  by  themselves 
or  expected  from  correspondents.  They 
can  tell  pretty  well  by  reference  to 
their  files,  for  Instance,  when  a  letter 
was  posted;  and  from  their  general 
knowledge  of  the  mail-carrying  busi- 
ness, or  through  clerks  who  make  it 
their  business  to  know,  they  can  jutlge 
with  some  accuracy  of  the  route  it 
would  naturally  travel  and  the  length 
of  time  it  ought  to  take  to  reach  it.s 
destination.  Thus  equipped,  the  news 
of  the  destruction  of  a  car,  with  some 
incidental  account  of  the  probable 
sources  and  direction  of  its  contents, 
settles  for  them  the  reason  of  its  non- 
delivery into  the  hands  of  the  addressee 
if  nothing  is  heard  from  it  after  an 
accident. 

Meanwhile,  the  department  will  have 
lost  no  time  in  cleaning  up  Its  share  of 
the  wreck.  The  burning  of  a  car  does 
not  necessarily  mean  the  loss  of  every- 
thing in  it.  Every  railway  mail  car  is 
supplied  with  fire  extinguishing  ap- 
paratus, axes,  etc.,  in  the  use  of  which 
the  clerks  are  instructed,  so  that  the 
best  practicable  headway  is  made 
against  a  fire,  and  time  is  often  gained 
at  least  for  throwing  out  that  mail 
which  is  in  such  shape  as  to  be  handled 
in  bulk.  Of  what  is  Injured  by  tne 
fire,  part  is,  of  course,^  ruined  past  all 
hope  of  identlflcatlon,'  if  it  does  not 
actually  go  up  in  smoke.  Letters  which 
are  so  charred  as  to  lie  ready  to  drop 
apart,  but  are  still  legible,  are  put, 
envelopes  and  all,  into  fresh  wrappers, 
sealed,  and  forwarded  to  their  ad- 
dresses?, so  marked,  as  to  Indicate  what 
has  happened  to  them.,  The  fragments 
of  those  which  are  too  nearly  destroyed 
to  be  capable  of  treating  in  that  way 
are  gathered  up  an&  sent  either  to  the 
dead  letter  office  in  Washington  or  to 
the  nearest  inspec^r  6,f  the  depreda- 
tions division.  ThcJruippctors  are  scat- 
tered all  over  the  country,  having  cer- 
tain districts  of  territory  under  their 
jurisdiction,  and  it  is  fReir  business  to 
know  their  district  Vfery  thoroughly. 
Some  remarkable  ifpsc'i^s  of  letters  so 
badly  burned  as  to- bajfle  all  ordinary 
ingenuity  have  been  made  by  these 
men.  Burned  remnants  are  preferably 
sent  to  them,  other  things  being  equal, 
because  sending  to  the  dead  letter  office 
Involves  the  los»s  of  all  tH%  time  of  a 
journey  to  Washington  and  back,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  delay  in  the  office 
here,  where  the  work  is  always  more 
or  less  congested.  But  where  a  wreck- 
ed car  <;ontains  mail  for  a  very  wide 
section  of  country,  and  the  contents 
are  so  confused  that  there  are  no 
probabilities  to  proceed  on  as  a  basis, 
nothing  is  left  but  to  send  the  burnt 
pieces  here  and  let  them  take  their 
chances. 

When  It  was  finally  settled  in  the 
mind  of  the  writer  of  a  letter  that  it 
has  been  de.itroyed.  it  depends  on  a 
good  many  circumstances  whether  he 
can  get  any  redress.      If  the  destruc-

tion  of  the  car  wa«  due  to  culpable 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  railway 
company,  the  latter  is  liable.  Of  old, 
the  contracts  between  the  government 
and  a  company  for  mail  carriage  used 
to  stipulate  that  the  company  should 
be  responsible  for  losses  under  certain 
conditions.  Later,  this  was  made  a 
part  of  the  general  law,  so  as  to  do 
away  with  the  nece.ssity  of  a  clause  in 
the  contracts.  The  difficulty  in  most 
cases  lies  in  producing  legal  proof  of 
the  loss  itself,  the  question  of  culp- 
ability being  decided  by  the  regular 
Inquiry  into  the  causes  of  the  disaster. 
Even  in  the.se  days  of  universal  postal 
conveniences,  not  a  few  men  of  large 
affairs  are  still  willing  to  take  risks 
with  the  mails  which  they  would  not 
think  for  a  moment  of  taking  with 
anything  else.  They  will  enclose  a 
considerable  sum  of  money,  in  the 
form  of  government  notes  or  bank 
notes  loose  in  a  letter,  without  so 
much  as  telling  a  friend  of  it,  drop 
the  letter  into  a  post  box  and  trust 
the  rest  to  luck.  Of  course,  nothing 
but  luck  can  ever  restore  that  money 
to  the  if  it  is  lost  in  transit.  Regis- 
tered mail  is  reasonably  safe,  if  not  of 
too  high  a  value,  for  the  government 
undertakes  to  insure  the  patrons  of 
its  registry  service  against  at  least 
a  part  of  their  losses,  and  the  registry 
office  receipt  is  prima  facie  evidence 
that  something  of  value  was  in  the 
package  which  had  not  reached  its 
destination;  the  rest  of  the  case  con- 
sists in  bringing  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  what  that  thing  of  value  was. 
Safest  of  all  the  means  of  protection 
provided  is  the  money  order;  for  its 
documentary  evidence  is  spread  over 
four  surfaces — order  itself  the  letter 
of  advice  to  the  paying  postoffice,  the 
receipt  and  the  entry  on  the  books  of 
the  issuing  postoflice,  and  any  three  of 
the  four  may  be  destroyed  and  the 
government  has  still  something  from 
which   to  recognize   its   liability. 

Fires  are  not  the  only  accidents 
which  overtake  letters  after  leaving 
their  writer's  hands.  Two  incidents 
in  the  early  career  of  Capt.  White  him- 
self, on  which  he  can  afford  to  look 
back  now  with  amusement,  might 
have  resulted  -seriously  for  him.  One  of 
his  neighbors  in  the  West,  while  he 
was  a  young  clerk  making  a  certain 
run  alone,  met  him  in  the  street  one 
afternoon,  and.  to  save  himself  a 
walk  to  the  postoffice  or  the  train, 
asked  White  to  take  charge  of  a  let- 
ter. Then  he  promptly  forgot  all 
about  it.  and,  on  his  return  from  his 
run,  hung  up  the  coat  in  a  closet  to 
await   the   next   winter.       Two  months

later  his  friend  came  to  him  In  a  state 
of  great  perturbation;  his  letter  had 
never  reached  its  destination,  and  it 
contained  a  valuable  enclosure.  White 
innocently  set  about  trying  to  help 
him  and  find  it,  but  not  for  some  days 
did  it  occur  to  him  to  look  in  the 
pocket  of  his  overcoat.  There  was 
the  letter.  He  dropped  it  into  the  post, 
and  had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing 
from  his  friend  a  little  later  that  it 
had  turned  up  at  the  right  address 
and  everything  was  secure. 

On  another  occasion,  when  he  was 
making  a  short  run,  which  had  its 
terminus  In  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  he 
used  to  keep  a  x?ertain  box  in  a  com- 
partment in  his  car  expressly  for  his 
registered  mail.  There  It  would  stay 
till  the  train  reached  Fairfax  station, 
where  there  was  a  water  tank,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  run  to  Cedar  Rapids 
would  always  give  him  an  opportunity 
to  go  through  his  box  and  make  out 
the  receipts  preparatory  to  turning 
his  charge  over  to  the  next  clerk  who 
handled  it.  One  night  he  pulled  out 
box  as  usual  and  made  out  his  papers, 
which  he  could  have  sworn  were  cor- 
rect in  all  particulars.  In  the  courss 
of  a  few  weeks  he  received  a  'tracer," 
which  had  been  sent  after  a  certain 
missing  package,  alleged  to  have 
passed  into  his  hands  that  night,  but 
never  out  of  them.  He  resented  with 
spirit  the  idea  that  he  had  anything  to 
do  with  it.  Some  time  afterward,  and 
while  the  search  was  still  in  progress, 
he  chanced  by  accident  to  pull  his 
registered  mail  box  out  all  the  way, 
and  there  on  the  floor  lay  the  package, 
which  had  obviously  fallen  behind  the 
box  on  the  fatal  night  and  gradually 
worked   its  way  do\yn  beneath   it. 

Where  a  railway  mall  clerk  had 
been  simply  careless,  without  any  in- 
dication of  criminal  intent,  and  re- 
sponsibility for  the  loss  of  any  article 
of  value  is  fixed  upon  him,  he  is  re- 
quired to  make  it  good.  This  he  has 
got  to  do  or  quit  the  service,  no  mat- 
ter what  It  may  mean  to  him,  accent 
either  alternative.  If  he  decides  to 
resign,  he  Incurs  a  i'urther  risk  In  the 
fact  that  his  resignation  may  be  In- 
terpreted as  a  sign  that  for  bad  rea- 
!5ons  he  is  net  desirous  of  making  res- 
titution, and  the  government  may  con- 
clude to  prosecute  him.      It  is  usually

He 
is  permitted  to  pay  oft"  his  debt  by  in- 
stallments. Not  lnfreue<4ntly  those 
periodical  payments  will  extend  over 
sevei-al  months  or  a  year. 


LAWYERS  HAPPY  THOUGHT. 
"They  tell  a  good  many  tales  on  law- 
yers, and  some  of  them  are  a  little 
rough,"  said  a  prominent  -member  of  the 
bar  to  the  New  Orleans  Times-Demo- 
crat, "but  about  the  worst  story  I  have 
heard  for  some  time  was  told  to  me  a 
few  days  ago  by  a  man  who  said  he 
knew  all  the  parlies  concerned,  and  who 
was  willing  to  swear  to  every  word  of 
it.

The  accident,   it  is  alleged,   was  due 


to  the  failure  to  flag  the  passenger 
train.s.  The  Buffalo.  Kochester  &. 
Pittsburg  and  the  Pittsburg  &  West- 
ern railroads  occupy  the  same  tracks 
to  Butler.  Pa.  About  a  half  ml'.e  this 
side  of  Witmer  station  is  a  long  curve. 
A  freight  train  became  disabled  on  the 
westbound  track  of  the  curve  this 
morning  and  as  work  is  being  done  on 
a  new  tunnel,  it  necessitated  all  the 
trains  being  run  on  the  other  track.  By 
some  mistake,  it  is  said,  the  train'^ 
were  allowed  to  come  togethei,  in- 
stead of  holding  the  one  until  th-» 
other   had    pa.'sed. 

The  impact  was  terrific  and  both  en- 
gines were  wrecked  and  the  baggage 
cars  reduced  to  kindling  wood.  The 
passengers  were  thrown  from  their 
seats  anil  cut  and  bruised,  but  fortun- 
ately none  were  hurt  eeverely  enough 
to  necessitate  their  being  sent  to  a 
hospital. 

A  relief  train  was  dispatched  to  the 
scene  with  physicians  and  the  serious- 
ly injured  brought  to  this  city.  The 
Buffalo,  Kochester  &  Pittsburg  train 
was  the  regular  morning  express, 
northbound,  while  the  Pittsburg  & 
W'estern  was  an  accommodation  bound 
for    Pittsburg. 

Traffic  was  delayed  several  hours. 
The  miraculous  escape  of  the  passen- 
gers was  due,  it  is  thought,  to  the  fact 
that  the  trains  were  vestibuled. 


FOUGHT  DESPERATELY 


P.  W.  Hernia  About  to  Be  Led  to  the  Scaffold  Made 

Determined    Fight    to    Escape-"Was 

Captured  and  Hanged. 


New  York.  Sept.  19.— P.  W.  Hernia 
W&s  hanged  in  the  county  jatl  at 
Hackensack.  X.  J.,  today  for  the 
murder  of  Barney  Kanter,  a  butcher. 
but  before  the  execution  was  accom- 
plished Hernia  made  a  desperate 
fight. 

When  two  deputy  sheriffs  approached 
him  to  stiap  his  arms,  he  suddenly 
tore  off  two  brass  brackets  on  the 
skle  of  his  cell,  and  getting  into  the 
corridor,  leaped  over  a  partition.  He 
then  tore  off  a  piece  of  lead  pipe  and, 
crouching  in  a  corner,  shouted  that  he 
■would  brain  anyone  that  came  neur 
him.  By  this  time  the  Jail  was  in  i.n 
uproar.  The  sheriff  and  his  deputies 
•were  at  first  puzzled  as  to  how  lo 
deal  with  the  murderer  and  disarm 
him.  It  was  finally  decided  to  turn  a 
hose  on  him.  This  was  done,  and  as 
Herni  I  put  up  his  hands  to  ward  off 
the  water  from  striking  him  in  the 
face,  a  deputy  leaped  over  and  grabbed 
the  hand  of  the  murderer  in  which 
•was    the    lead    pipe.      Other    deputies 


duickly  rushed  in.  Hernia  was  finally 
overpowered  and  securely  strapped. 
He  was  then  placed  in  a  chair  and 
carried  to  the  gallows,  his  clothing 
dripping  wet.  He  was  lifted  from  rhe 
chair  and  the  noose  adjusted  quickly 
about  his  neck.  The  sheriff  then 
asked  him  if  he  had  anything  to  say. 

He  replied  in  a  weak  voice:  "Good- 
bye all.     Excuse  me." 

The  drop  was  then  sprung  and  Her- 
nia died  of  strangulation.  The  con- 
demned man  during  the  night  asked 
frequently  for  whisky  and  this  morn- 
ing he  refused  to  eat  his  breakfast. 
When  whisky  was  refused  he  smastied 
a  chair  in  his  cell,  and  two  priests  who 
were  with  him  had  great  difficulty  in 
calming  him. 

Hernia  shot  Kanter  on  March  4  lost 
because  the  latter  would  not  sell  him 
5  cents'  worth  of  dogs  meat.  Kanter 
explained  that  his  supply  was  exhaust- 
ed, but  Hernia  pretended  not  to  be- 
lieve him  and  upon  a  second  refusal 
later  in  the  day  shot  Kanter,  who  died 
that  evening  from  the  effects  of  the 
wound.

SARGENT 
TO  CONTEST 

Believes  a  Recount  Will 
Show  Him  Ahead. 

Just  Four  Weeks  Left  to 
Settle  the  Natter. 


Sheriff  William  C.  Sargent  will  con- 
test the  nomination  of  W.  W.  Butchart 
for  sheriff  on  the  Republican  ticket. 

Those  who  have  bet  money  on  Sar- 
gent's nomination  will  therefore  hold 
on  to  it  until  the  contest  is  de- 
cided. 

The  official  count  of  the  election  re- 
turns from  the  various  precincts  of  the 
county  gave  Butchart  1379  and  Sargent 
1374,   a  difference  of  only  five  votes  in 

Butchart's  favor. 

This  is  so  close  that  Mr.  Sargent 
does  not  feel  justified  in  letting  it  go 
at  that,  but  will  demand  a  recount  of 
the  votes.  He  made  this  announcement 
at  noon  today,  and  stated  that  he  had 
placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
Porter  J.  Neff.  who  will  act  as  his  at- 
torney in  the  contest. 

Mr.  Neff  went  immediately  to  work 
this  afternoon  getting  the  necessiry 
papers  ready,  and  they  will  be  fiieii  in 
the  oftice  of  the  clerk  of  district  court 
just  as  soon  as  they  can  l>e  prepared, 
and  they  will  also  be  served  upon  the 
contestee.  Mr.  Butchart.  who  will  then 
be  required  to  defend  his  nomination. 

The  primary  election  law  requires 
that  conle&ts  shall  be  filed  within  five 
days  after  the  canvassing  board  com- 
pletes its  work,  which  is  just  half  tho 
lime  rcouired  for  a  contest  of  a  general 
election.  The  .shortening  of  the  time 
is  required  becau.se  only  seven  weeks 
elapses  between  the  primary  election 
and  the  general  election.  When  the 
canva.ss  is  complete  and  the  way  is 
open  for  a  contest,  there  are  practically 
but  six  weeks  left.  In  that  time  the 
ballots  must  be  brought  in  from  all 
over   the   county   and   recounted. 

The  court  appoints  a  commission  of 
three  members,  which  includes  one 
man  favorable  to  each  side,  and  this 
commission  counts  the  ballots.  This 
will  not  be  an  easy  task.  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  8000  votes  were  cast  on 
.'sheriff  in  the  county,  and  all  of  these 
ballots  will  have  to  be  examined.  Of 
cour.se  only  2753  of  the.se  ballots  were 
for  either  Butchart  or  Sargent,  but 
all  will  have  to  be  examined  to  search 
out  the  ballots  In  which  these  two  are 
interested.

would  contest,  and  if  It  did  not  have 
that  result  the  matter  would  drop 
there.  The  cost  is  borne  by  the  loser 
of  the  contest. 

Quick  work  will  be  needed  to  get  the 
matter  decided  in  time  to  permit  the 
county  auditor  to  make  up  his  ballots 
In  the  time  provided  l*y  law.  Oct.  21, 
two  weeks  prior  to  election  day,  he  Is 
required  to  publish  an  official  ballot, 
showing  the  names  of  all  of  the  candi- 
dates as  they  will  appear  on  the  bal- 
lot that  will  be  given  the  voter  at  the 
polls,  Nov.  4.  That  leaves  just  four 
weeks  from  next  Tuesday  for  the  re- 
count to  be  made,  for  the  matter  to  be 
argued  in  the  court,  and  the  court's 
decision  to  be  made.  There  is  a  possi- 
bility of  an  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court,  but  time  will  be  indeed  limited 
for  that.  ,<f 

In  the  meantime  ther^  will  be  practi- 
cally two  Republican  candidates  for 
sheriff  in  tRe  field.  The  party  workers 
V  ill  hardly  know  which  to  work  for, 
and  the  two  cortestants  will  be  a  little

POLE  EASY  TO  REACH 


STEEL  TRUST  WINS  ONE  SUIT 


Trenton,  N.  J.,  Sept.  Id.-The  court 
of  errors  and  appeals  this  afternoon, 
by  a  vote  of  8  to  2.  decided  in  favor  of 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation 
in  the  suit  brought  by  Mrs.  Berger  to 
restrain  the  corporation  from  convert- 
ing $*.;«K>,000.000  7  per  cent  preferred 
stock  into  5  per  cent  second  mortgage 
'bonds.  Vice  Counsellor  Emery,  in  the 
court  below,  granted  an  injunctiou  re- 


straining the  company  from  carrying 
out  Its  purpose.  The  decision  of  the 
court  of  errors  and  appeals  today  is  a 
reversal  of  the  vice  chancellor,  and 
leaves  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion free  to  carry  out  its  projects  as 
far  as  the  Berger  litigation  is  con- 
cerned. No  opinion  was  filed,  the 
court  simply  announcing  Its  decision. 
The  opinion  will  be  filed  later. 


New  York,  Sept.  19.— Dr.  Frederick 
A.  Cook,  of  Brooklyn,  who  was  with 
Lieut.

"A  man.  all  things  taken  Into 
account,  is  just  as  safe-  on  the  Arctic 
ice  fieds  as  he  is  in  New  York.  Theie 
are  no  fever  germs  there,  no  contagious 
diseases,  no  miasmatic  swamps,  no 
sewer  gas,  no  decaying  vegetables,  no 
rotting  rags.  Everything  is  on  ice. 
There  is  no  danger  in  tri|verslnir  the 
ice  fields,  nor  from  cold,  which  is  not 
so  severe  as  the  cut  of  the  saline  blasts 
on  the  Atlantic  seac^aste." 

It  Is  the  food  question,  he  added, 
that  was  the  "cul  de  sac"  that  closes 
up  the  way  tcf  the  pole.  When  this 
problem  Is  solved,  reaching  the  pole 
will.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  11».— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Speaker  M.  J.  Dowling.  of  Renville, 
was  in  this  city  today  and  frankly  admits 
that  he  will  not  move  to  Washington 
next  year  as  congressman  from  the  Sev- 
enth district.

Lucerne,  Switzerland,  Sept.  19.— An 
investigation  of  the  report  published 
by  the  London  Times  this  morning  re- 
garding the  condition  of  Lord  Sails- 
bury  shows  that  the  former  Briti.sh 
premier  is  confined  to  his  room  here 
owing  to  a  chill  and  a  slight  attack  of 
gout.

General  Manager  I.  G.  Rawn  was  In 
his  private  car  on  the  rear  of  the 
train  and  he  immediately  began  super- 
intending the  removal  of  the  injured. 
He  ordered  two  coaches  and  an  en- 
gine from  this  city  and  had  the  In- 
jured brought  here.  They  arrived 
here  after  midnight  and  were  taken  to 
the  Warner  house,  where  they  were 
placed  In  the  hands  of  local  physicians 
who  were  hastily  summoned  to  at- 
tend them. 

The  train  left  Cincinnati  at  6:10  last 
night  with  a  large  number  of  passen- 
gers, many  from  this  city,  and  quite  a 
number  of  through  passengers.  Tlie 
train  at  Leesburg  plunged  Into  an  open 
switch,  and  bumped  into  the  rear  end 
of    a   freight    train    standing    on      the 


siding.  As  the  train  was  going  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  miles  an  hour,  the  havoc 
wrought  was  terrible.  The  mail  clerks 
and  baggaemaster  were  Injured.  One 
mail  clerk,  E.  L.  Stuck,  of  Loveland, 
O.,  was  seriously  injured.  Clerks 
Baumgardner  and  Hanger  were  but 
slightly  hurt.  The  smoker  was  lifted 
from  the  trucks,  but  remained  in  an 
upright  position.  The  next  car,  known 
as  the  ladies'  car,  was  turned  upside 
down,  and  being  filled  with  passengers, 
many  were  Injured.  Their  injuries, 
with  the  exception  of  Mrs.  Sellers,  of 
Wellston,  being  slight,  and  consisting 
oi"  bruises  and  cuts  from  glass  and 
falling  articles.  The  two  sleepers,  the 
dining  car  and  General  Superintendent 
I.  G.  Rawns"  private  car,  were  not 
turned  over,  but  were  bumped  from  the 
tracks  and  from  the  trucks.  The 
wreck  caused  the  wires  to  be  knocked 
cJcv.n,  and  communication  was  cut  off 
and  had  to  be  established  by  tele- 
phone. This  morning  one  wire  was 
working,  but  news  from  the  wreck  was 
very  meager.  The  injured  were  brought 
to  this  city  and  taken  to  the  Warner 
house,  where  physicians  attended  their 
injuries. 


NUDE  BODY  OF  A  WOMAN 

Found  Floating  In  the  Morris  Canal  Near  Jersey 

City  Under  Circumstances  Which  Point 

Strongly  to  Murder. 


New  Yorlt,  Sept.  19.— Detectives  of 
New  York,  Jersey  City  and  other 
nearby  cities  In  New  Jersey  are  work- 
ing together  to  unravel  the  mystery 
of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Joseph  Pulitzer, 
whose  nude  body  was  found  yesterday 
In  the  Morris  canal,  in  the  outskirts  of 
Jersey  City,  under  circumstances  indi- 
cating murder. 

The  husbapd  of  the  woman,  a  tailor 

of  this  city,   was  brought  from  Jersey 

City  to  police  headquarters  in  this  city 

early    today,    and    after    being    closely 

questioned,   he   was   invited   to   remain" 

at  headquarters  until  the  arrival  of 
Capt.  Titus,  chief  of  detectives,  this 
morning. 

Sergt.  Phaler,  in  charge  of  the  de- 
tective bureau,  last  night  said  that 
Pulitzer  told  the  police  that  he  was 
out  at  the  primary  elections  on  Tues- 
day night,  and  that  when  he  got  home 
he  decided  to  have  a  light  repast  and 
asked  his  wife  to  prepare  some  cocoa. 
He  discovered  that  there  was  none  in 
the  house,  and  she  went  to  get  some, 
and  also  some  bread,  and  fruit.  Accord- 
ing to  the  police,  Pulitzer  learned 
later  that  his  wife  had  been  to  the 
bakery  for  bread,  and  there  he  Ios.t 
trace  of  her. 

yergt.  Phaler  added  that  Pulitzer 
had  made  a  statement  to  the  New 
York  detectives,  which  was  considered 
so  important  that  it  would  not  be 
made  public. 

Mrs.  Eva  Fleming,  who  keeps  the 
boarding  house  where  the  Pulitzers 
lived  at  160  West  Forty-sixth  street, 
said  the  couple  had  been  living  there 
about  four  weeks,  that  they  were  very 
quiet,  and  that  she  had  seen  Mrs.  Pul- 
itezr  only  two  or  three  times,  and 
would  not  be  able  to  recognize  her.  She 
said  Pulitzer  told  her  they  had  been 
married  about  five  years.  The  story 
told  by  Mrs.  Fleming  about  Mrs.  Pul- 
itzer going  out  for  eatables  on  Tues- 
day night  differs  somewhat  from  that 
given  out  at  the  detective  bureau.  Ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Fleming,  Pulitzer  told 
her,  after  his  wife's  disappearance  and 
before  it  was  known  she  had  been 
murdered,  that  he  had  come  home  at 
about  11  o'clock  Tuesday  night  feeilng 
sick,  and  that  his  wife  suggested  she 
would  get  some  fruit  for  him.  He  told 
her  that  the  streets  .vere  crowded  with 
me.T  who  had  been  attending  the  pri- 
maries, and  that  it  would  not  be  wise 
for  her  to  go  out.     She  disregarded  his 


advice,  however,  and  taking  off  some 
of  her  jewelry,  went  out  for  the  fruit, 
and  that  was  the  last  he  saw  of  her 
until  he  identified  her  body  at  the  Jer- 
sey Ciiy  morgue. 

At  the  detective  bureau  this  morning 
it  was  said  that  tiie  central  ofSce  bad 
been  notified  by  the  Newark  poMce  to 
be  on  the  lookout  for  a  black  runabout, 
with  solid  rubber  tires,  and  also  for  a 
small  bay  horse,  both  of  which  have 
been  missing  from  the  livery  stable  of 
a  man  named  Mullins  since  yesterday 
morning. 

The  police  say  that  Pulitzer  formerly 

had  a  business  of  his  own,  but  gave  it 

•up   and    of   late    has    been    working   at 

times  for  his  brother,  who  has  a  tailor 

store  in  this  city. 

The  dead  woman  was  a  Dane. 

G.  M.  Pulitzer,  a  brother  of  Joseph, 
living  at  11  Waverly  place,  called  at 
police  headquarters  this  morning  and 
was  closeted  with  the  detectives  wno 
arc  working  on  the  case. 

When  the  brother  left  headquarterj 
he  said  he  had  simply  called  to  se^ 
Joseph  Pulitzer,  and  he  had  no  con- 
nection with  the  case.  Capt.  Titus 
said  that  the  murdered  woman's  hus- 
band was  in  the  hands  of  two  detec- 
tives and  they  would  go  over  th« 
ground  thoroughly  today.  The  cap- 
tain said  he  believed  that  Pulitzer's 
story  was  the  truth. 

Cant.  Titus  was  asked  what.  If  any. 
clues  he  had  obtained.  He  replied  that 
the  most  impctrtant  clue  he  had  at 
present  was  the  fat  that  a  man  called 
at  the  house  where  the  Pulitzers  lived 
on  Tuesday.  He  said  that  detectives 
were  now  at  work  on  that  end.  The 
theory  of  Chief  of  Police  Murphy  of 
Jersey  City  is  that  the  woman  was 
killed  in  New  York  and  that  the  bodjr 
was  brought  across  the  river  on  a  ferry 
boat  and  taken  to  where  It  was  foiin  1 
In  a  wagon.  The  chief  thinks  that 
someone  who  admired  the  woman 
killed  her  in  a  fit  of  jealousy.  He 
does  not  believe  robbery  was  the  mo- 
tive. 

The  20-pound  weight  that  was  at- 
tached to  the  strap  that  was  fastened 
about  the  dead  woman's  waist  was 
Identified  today  as  the  property  of 
Charles  E.  Evans,  who  keeps  a  stable 
in  Hoboken.  Mr.  Evans  says  that  early 
Wednesday  evening  a  man  entered  the 
stable  and  said  he  wanted  a  rig  that 
was  capable  of  carrying  a  large  vaiise. 
A  hitching  strap  and  weight  which  he 
asked  for  were  given  to  him.  He  dic\ 
not  return  the  rig  until  3  o'clock  the 
next    morning.

JVuits  and  vegetables  are  flrmer. 

V'hile  there  Is  no  apparent  flurry  in 
«he  prices,  the  Michigan  street  com- 
mission men  report  a  general  stifEen- 
Injj  and  the  market  remains  firm. 

Some  splendid  apples  arrived  in  the 
market  during  the  week.  They  come 
from  Wiscon?ln  and  are  as  good  a  fall 
apple  as  one  could  find  anywhere.  A 
goodly  supply  is  expected  from  the 
Badger  state  this  season,  and  if  the 
first  shipments  are  any  indication,  the 
stock  will  be  of  a  high  grade.  The 
•uinter  apple  grown  in  Wisconsin  does 
not  compare  favorably  with  the  fruit 
grown  in  the  Kost.  but  the  apples  that 
are  being  gathered  now  are  of  a  splen- 
did quality. 

The  tirst  carload  shlpnient  of  cran- 
berries arrived  in  the  market  today. 
They  come  from  Cape  Cod.  The  ar- 
rivals up  to  this  time  have  been  com- 
ing in  a  rather  desultory  manner,  and 
for  the  most  part  consisted  of  small 
lots.  Some  of  the  receipts  up  to  this 
time  came  from  Wisconsin,  where  con- 
siderable tima  is  devoted  to  the 
growth  cf  the  little  highly-colored 
fcerry.  The  Wisconsin  grrown  ai"e  not 
quite  up  in  color  at  this  early  date.  It 
is  surprising  to  know  that  while  ber- 
ries BJe  grown  in  Wisconsin  at  a  com- 
parative short  distance  away  from  this 


market,  the  bulk  of  the  cranberries 
used  here  are  shipped  away  fnjm 
Cape  Cod.  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  The 
commission  men  claim  that  they  can 
get  them  to  this  city  from  the  far- 
away field  and  pay  the  larger  freight 
cheaper  than  buying  them  from  the 
Wisconsin  growers. 

This  sounds  strange,  but  is  never- 
theless true.  In  addition  the  men  who 
handle  the  t>erries  in  large  quantities 
aver  that  the  uniform  quality  of  the 
Cape  Cod  berry  is  far  above  that  grown 
ir  Minnesota's  neighboring  state.  But 
65  or  70  per  cent  of  a  crop  Is  expected 
in  the  Cape  Cod  territory  this  year,  but 
notwithstanding  this  the  price  is  not 
soaring  to  a  mark  higher  than  that 
attained  last  year. 

The  Michigan  peaches  are  still  com- 
ing   into    the    market    in    large    quan- 
tities and  are  of  a  good  stock.     W^hile 
the    market    seems    somewhat    firmer, 
there    is    no    fluctuation    in    the    price. 
Still  there  Is  no  indication  of  weaken- 
ing.    Some   California  pears  are  being 
received    here,    but    the    fruit    at    this 
time  is  almost  entirely  confined  to  that 
grown    in    the    far    western   state     and 
Michigan.    Some  Delaware  grapes  were 
received   here  during   the   week.     They 
come    from    Michigan,    and    the    small 
baskets  are  selling  by  the  wholesalers 
for  20  cents.     The  Concords  dropped  2 
cents    this     w«ek     and  are     being  dis- 
posed   of    on    Michigan    street    for     20 
cents  a  basket,   the  same  price  as  the 
Delawares.    The  blue  grape  baskets  are 
conskler.^.bly  larger,  however. 

Cucumbers  felt  an  advance  this 
week,  going  from  6.^  to  $1.25  a  bushel  to 
90-J1.T5.  Potatoes  are  quoted  now  at 
35  cents  flat.  The  Jersey  sweets  are 
down,  being  sold  now  at  $4.50  a  barrel. 
BuUer  is  up  to  23  cents  for  the 
creamery,  while  the  tub  stock  is  only 
half  a  cent  lower.

He  arrived  in  the  city  Tuesday  after 
an  extended  trip  and  did  some  business 
in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  He  is 
said  to  have  had  considerable  money 
in  his  possession.

Captain  Rosehill  Found   Su- 
perior Force  at  Marcus. 

Honolulu,  Sept.  12.  via  San  Francisco,

BRIEF  TELEGRAMS. 


Plans  are  now  being  worked  out  by 
the  management  of  the  Great  Northern 
road  for  increased  facilities  for  hand- 
ling its  ore  traffic  next  season.  The 
conu)any  has  already  hauled  about  3,- 
000,000  tons  and  expects  to  increase  the 
total  haul  of  the  season  to  4,000.000 
tons  by  Nov.  1,  at  which  date,  or  very 
close  to  it,  ore  shipments  will  cease 
over  the  Great  Northern  line. 

There  will  be  some  busy  times  along 
the  Gr.eat  Northerns  ore  road  the  com- 
ing winter.  Among  the  largest  im- 
provements contemijlaied  will  be  th»% 
double  tracking  of  the  road  between 
Cioquet  and  Stony  Brook  junction,  a 
distance  of  seventeen  milts.  Stony 
Brook  is  the  junction  point  where  the 
ore  road  cuts  off  to  Ellis,  the  cut-off 
line   having  been  finished  last  year. 

The  ore  trallic  over  the  Great  North- 
ern line  this  sea-son  has  been  excep- 
tionally heavy,  all  available  equip- 
ment being  pushed  into  service  and 
the  number  of  ore  trains  that  have 
been  hauled  over  the  road  to  the  docks 
at  Allouez  bay  has  been  something 
enormous. 

In  view  of  the  heavy  ore  traffic  the 
road  has  been  seriously  handicapped 
to  handle  its  other  increasing  freight 
traffic  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  double 
track  system  has  become  imperative. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  an 
evening  train  over  the  Fosston  line  out 
of  Duluth  to  carry  passengers  and 
mall  and  the  officials  of  the  road  have 
given  assurance  that  while  It  will  be 
impossible  to  put  such  a  train  on  this 
season,  one  will  be  put  on  next  .<:pring. 
One  of  the  reasons  given  by  the  com- 
pany was  that  passenger  traffic  was 
the  lightest  in  the  winter  on  this  line, 
but  this  is  hardly  credited  by  railroad 
men  familiar  with  the  situation,  be- 
cause there  is  an  exceptionally  heavy 
travel  during  the  winter  months  by 
woodsmen.  It  is  now  believed  that 
the  postponement  of  the  service  until 
next  spring  was  done  with  the.  purpose 
of  putting  in  a  double  track  betweex^ 
Cioquet   and   Stony   Brook. 

This  would  do  much  to  put  an  end 
to  the  delay  of  ore  trains  from  the 
junction  point  to  the  ore  docks  for  the 
reason  that  the  empty  ore  trains  can 
be  run  back  to  the  mines  without  hold- 
ing up  the  loaded  trains  at  the  meet- 
ing points  and  would  give  added  faci- 
lities for  keeping  up  the  passenger  and 
other  freight  business. 

The  Great  Northern  management 
has  been  active  the  past  season  and  is 
still  active  in  securing  all  the  ore 
traffic  in  sight  for  the  coming  year  and 
numerous  contracts  have  been  made 
within  the  last  few  months.  There 
will  also  be  a  large  amount  of  spur 
trackage  built  to  the  ore  properties 
this   winter  and   coming   spring. 

Fourteen  new  spur  tracks  have  be?n 
comi)leted  within  the  last  few  months 
and  possibly  one-third  as  many  more 
tracks  are  contemplated  next  .season. 
No  ore  has  been  hauled  this  season 
over  the  new  tracks  for  the  reison 
that  the  road  could  not  handle  the 
business,  but  the  added  facilities  will. 
It  is  claimed,  place  the  Great  North- 
ern road  in  a  position  to  stiii  further 
Increase  Its  ore  business.  The  amount 
of  ore  handled  this  season  will  be  eas- 
ily double  the  amount  hauled  last  sea- 
son. 

The  Great  Northern  company  has 
this  season  completed  and  put  in  use 
a  large  addition  to  the  ore  docks  at 
Allouez,  but  it  is  rumored  that  an- 
other addition  will  be  built  the  coming 
winter  if  it  is  found  necessary  to  take 
care   of   the   business. 

The  rolling  stock  on  the  ore  road 
has  been  largely  Increased  this  sea- 
sonson  by  the  new  steel  cars  and  lo- 
comotives and  it  is  understood  that 
more  cars  and  more  engines  will  be 
added  in  another  year.  In  view  of  the 
efforts  that  have  be?n  made  by  Presi- 
dent J.  J.  Hill's  road  to  get  a  line  to 
the  Vermilion  range,  railroad  men 
clftiin  that  it  would  not  be  surprising 
if  the  company  would  haul  ore  from 
both   ranges  next  year.

Provisions  of  An  Ordin' 

ance  Agreed  On  By 

Aldermen. 


Want  Better  Tracks,  Ser- 
vice and  Heavier 
Cars. 


The  Duluth-Sr.perior  Traction  com- 
pany may  by  ordinance  be  required  to 
operate  double-truclc  cars  on  all  main 
lines,  relay  practically  all  of  its  sys- 
tem with  heavy  steel  rails,  and  keep  a 
five-minute  service  to  all  parts  of  the 
city  durinir  rush   hours. 

The  street  railway  officers  decline  to 
discuss  this  latest  move  on  the  part 
of  the  city,  further  than  to  say  that 
some  time  afo  the  company  decided  to 

buy  none  but  double-truck  cars  when 
it  becomes  neces.sary  to  secure  new 
rolling:  stock. 

It  is  also  announced  that  some  time 
ago  the  company  decided  on  the  policy 
of  relaying  the  etntire  system  wltii 
heavier  rails  than  are  used  at  present, 
but  that  only  so  much  track  would  be 
replaced  each  season. 

A  number  of  the  aldermen  held  a 
meetinjr  in  the  city  hall  yesterday  af- 
ternoon and  decided  that  the  city  at- 
torney should  draft  an  ordinance  by 
which  the  council  could  practically 
compel  the  street  railway  company  to 
make  the  improvements  suggested  im- 
mediately. 

It  is  probable  that  this  ordinance  w  ill 
be  introduced  in  the  councft  in  less  than 
two  weeks,  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
strong  probability  thjit  if  introduced  It 
will  pass. 

Should  the  street  railway  company 
disregard  it,  the  cltV  will  bring  i>uit, 
and  it  is  claimeil  that  the  company's 
franchise  contains  provisions  makln;? 
It  obligatory  on  the  company  to  keep 
its  equipment  on  the  same  high  stan- 
dard that  prevails  in  other  cities  with 
acknowledged  superior  transportation 
service. 

The  placing  of  double-ttuck  cars  on 
the  West  Duluth  line  is  one  of  the 
most  desired  points  of  the  proposed 
ordinance.  The  Jenswoldj  street  sub- 
way will  be  fini.shed  toy  th*  first  of  the 
year,  and  then  it  Is  flaimed  there  will 
be  no  danger  in  running  Ithe  heavi-ir 
cars  over  the  West  Duluth  route. 

The  East  End  and  West  End  patrons 
are  united  in  the  demand  for  double- 
truck  car  servile  on   this  line. 


TWO  HURT 


As    Far    as    Known    In 

Postoffice  Collapse 

at  Ninot. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  19.— A  special  to  the 
Dispatch  from  Minot,  N.  D.,  says: 
The  injured,  Nehemlah  Davis,  cut 
about  the  head,  wrists  and  legs,  and 
John  Lynch,  badly  cut  about  the  face 
and  head,  are  the  only  iiersons  known 
to  have  been  injured  in  the  collapsing 
of  the  postoffice  in  this  city  yesterday. 
At  the  time  of  the  disaster  theie  are 
known  to  have  been  four  people  in  the 
postoffice  lobby,  one  lady  an»l  threa 
gentlemen.  The  presence  of  Nehemiah 
Davis,  a  prominnt  attorney  of  the 
city,  and  John  J.  Lynch,  clerk  of  the 
district  court,  account  for  two  of  the 
three  gentlemen.  The  names  of  the 
lady  and  the  third  gentleman  could 
not  be  ascertained.  It  is  known,  how- 
ever, that  the  gentleman  escaped,  but 
no  word  has  been  received  regarding 
fate  of  the  lady.  Assistant  Postmas- 
ter Harry  Frank  and  his  clerk.  Miss 
Delia  Feeler,  were  absent  when  the 
acldent  occurred.  Peter  Gelso  being  in 
charge. 

The  accident  was  evidently  caused 
by  placing  about  3000  brick  on  the 
postoffice  roof.

Refused. 


Monday.  It  has  been  agreed  that  th»j 
lines  East  will  make  a  flat  reduction 
on  lumber  rates  to  all  points  East,  and 
this,  with  the  present  rate  from  Minne- 
apolis to  Chicaso,  will  make  a  22»2- 
cent  rate  instead  of  25  cents  from 
Minneapolis  and  Duluth  to  Buffalo, 
Pittsburg,  etc.  A  corresponding  reduc- 
tion will  be  made  to  all  intermediate 
points  in  Central  Freight  association 
territory.

Sentiment  Quite  General 

Against  Granting  the 

Rates. 


Northern  Pacific  Benefi- 
cial Association's  An- 
nual Report. 


The  outlook  for  the  granting  of  thf 
low- rate  excursions  to  the  Twin  Cities, 
asked  for  by  Twin  City  merchants,  is 
▼ery  dark.  The  Western  Passenger 
association  has  heard  the  matter  a 
•econd  time  and  has  a  second  time  re- 
fused to  grant  the  rate  of  a  fare  and 
a  fifth  for  the  round  trip  from  points 
•within  a  radius  of  200  miles  from  the 
Twin  Cities.  The  St.  Paul  railroad 
men  are  meeting  there  this  afternoon 
tc  consider  the  matter,  but  the  senti- 
men  among  them  seems  to  be  almost 
unanimously  against  granting  the 
rates  .though  one  road  favors  giving 
them. 

There  are  good  reasons  for  the  re- 
fusal, and  one  railroad  man  gives 
them  as  follows: 

■'In  the  first  place,  it  would  be  un- 
just to  the  merchants  in  the  towns 
from  which  the  excursionists  came, 
and  in  the  second  place  it  would  not  ba 
fair  to  Twin  City  Jobbers,  who  are  de- 
pendent upon  the  trade  of  these  coun- 
try merchants.  The  retail  merchans 
of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  purchase 
the  bulk  of  their  goods  in  Eastern 
markets,  leaving  the  local  wholesal- 
ers dependent  almost  entirely  upon  the 
country  trade  for  their  business.  Th-* 
granting  of  the  rates  in  question  would 
therefore  benetfl  the  Twin  City  re- 
tailer at  the  expense  of  the  Twin  City 
wholesale  and  country  merchant. 

"Aside  from  the  injustice  of  the 
proposition,  the  granting  of  the  rates 
to  Twin  City  retailers  would  establish 
a  precedent  that  would  prove  very  ex- 
pensive and  annoying  to  the  railroads, 
for  many  of  the  smaller  Jobbing  cen- 
ters in  the  Northwest  would  apply  for 
the  same  concessions  ar)d  would  un- 
questionably be  entitled  to  them  if  the 
Twin   Cities  were  favored. 

••Twin  City  merchants  can  rest  as- 
sured that  they  always  will  receive 
tha  same  consideration  as  that  grant- 
ed other  railroads  to  other  cities.  In 
this  Instance,  other  cities  have  been 
refused,  and  we  must  decline  to  ac- 
cede to  the  petition  for  the  very  good 
reasons   already  enumerated." 

In  Effect  Monday. 

The  new  tariffs  affecting  the  lumber

Northern    Pacific  Beneficial 
Association  Report. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of 
managers  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Beneficial  a.ssociatlon,  composed  of 
officers  and  employes  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  road,  showed  that  the  associ- 
ation is  doing  great  work.  The  annual 
report  of  the  secretary  showed  that  in 
spite  of  large  expenditures  In  enlarg- 
ing the  Brainerd  and  Missoula  hospi- 
tals, there  is  a  good  surplus  from  this 
year's  operations.  The  receipts  for 
the  year  were  $165.865.7,  an  increase  of 
$23,193.43.  Expenses  were  $164,063.40, 
an  increase  of  $45,911.16.  During  the 
past  year  3150  cases  were  treated  at  the 
Brainerd  hospital,  and  1994  at  the  Mis- 
soula hospital,  an  increase  of  870  fases. 
A  training  school  for  nurses  was 
opened  at  the  Brainerd  hospital  dur- 
ing the  year.

PROBLEM 


For  Scientists    In    Most 

Mysterious    Fire  In 

Boston's  History. 

Boston,  Sept.  19.— The  police  and  insur- 
ance companies  are  investigating  what 
was  probably  the  most  extraordinary  ttrc 
In  thx-  hl-story  of  Boston.  It  occurred  in 
the  brick  ttve-story  and  attic  building  at 
70  Pearl  street.  In  the  heart  of  the  wiiole- 
sale  district. 

The  fire,  which  caused  a  loss  of  more 
tnan  |11,U00,  was  not  discovered  during  its 
progress,  the  tlremen  knew  nothing  at  all 
of  It  until  the  next  day,  and  neither  they 
nor  anyone  else  knows  how  the  Are  came 
to  go  out  after  doing  .so  much  damage. 
The  fact  remains  that  after  destroying 
more  than  $11.<JU0  worth  of  property,  the 
fire  was  put  out  without  the  agency,  or 
even  the  knowledge  of  man.  Certainly 
no  such  thing  ever  before  happened  In 
Boston. 

The  building  where  this  extraordinary 
fire  occurred  runs  back  to  Hartford  street 
in  the  very  heart  of  the  wholesale  dlst- 
trlct  of  downtown  Boston.  It  Is  owned 
by  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Truat  and  has 
several  tenants. 

The  whole  of  the  fifth  floor  and  some  of 
the  other  floors  are  occupied  by  the  Am- 
erican Deeoratlve  company,  which  deals 
at  wholesale  in  wall  papers.  There  was 
a  large  amount  of  wall  paper  stored  In 
racks  from  ."K  to  50  feet  In  length  on  the 
fifth  floor  at  the  close  of  business  on  the 
day  of  .he  fire,  but  the  company  had  no 
wall  naper  there  that  was  worth  any- 
thing when  the  place  was  opened  for 
business    the    next   morning. 

There  was  no  stove  on  the  fifth  floor 
anu  no  Are  had  been  used  there  within 
several  daj-s.  On  a  table,  some  distance 
away  from  the  ende  of  the  wall  paper 
racks,  there  was  a  glue  pot,  but  the  glue 
had  not  been  heated  up  for  some  time, 
and  everything  was  In  order  and  appar- 
ently secure  at  5  o'clock  In  the  afternoon 
when  an  emplove  of  the  company  made 
the  rounds  of  the  building  before  closing 
up  for  the  night. 

From  the  lime  this  man  went  out  until 
8  o'clock  In  the  morning  no  one  was  on 
the  flfth  floor.  When  the  man  whose 
duty  It  was  to  open  the  warerooms  went 
there  In  the  morning,  he  thought,  as  he 
started  up  the  stairs  to  the  flfth  floor, 
that  he  smelled  something  like  dead 
smoke,  but  there  was  notnmg  but  smell. 
The  odor  grew  stronger  as  he  climbed 
upward,  and  at  the  fourth  floor  he  found 
a  thin  sprinkling  of  soot  on  the  stalr.s 
and  signs  of  It  on  the  windows.  When  he 
opened  the  door  on  the  flfth  floor  a  scene 
of  great  destruction  met  his  gaze,  for 
practically  the  entire  contents  of  the 
room   had   been   burned   out. 

There  was  not  a  vestige  of  Are  In  the 
room,  but  the  place  was  full  of  ashes  and 
soot  and  the  center  of  the  two  racks  of 
wa.l  paper  In  the  middle  of  the  big  room 
had  been  burned  out.  a  24-foot  hardwomi 
partition  between  the  center  rack  and 
the  stairway,  which  was  not  generally 
used,  had  been  burned  to  the  depth  of  a 
quarter  of  an  Inch,  the  glue  in  the  pot  on 
the  table  In  the  room  had  melted,  and  the 
windows  of  the  room  had  been  cracked 
and  partly  melted  by  the  heat  wnlch  had 
been   generated   by   the   fire. 

The  only  possible  solution  the  fire 
chiefs  could  guess  at— and  It  Is  only  a 
guos.t— la  that  there  was  Aomething  In 
the  chemicals  entering  Into  the  composi- 
tion of  the  wall  paper  which  caused  a 
-spontaneous  combustion  In  the  papers 
and  thus  started  the  Are.  The  chiefs  ex- 
tended their  guees  to  the  effect  that  when 
the  Are  got  under  sufficient  headwav  and 
the  heat  became  strong  enough  It  devol- 
opened  from  among  other  chemicals, 
which  enter  Into  the  composition  of  the 
paper,  someialng  In  the  nature  of  a  gas, 
which  smothered  out  the  Are. 


INJUNCTION  GRANTED 

To  Prevent    the    NcGovern- 
Corbett  Prize  Fight. 

Louisville,  Ky.,  Sept.  19.— Judge  Field 
In  the  Jefferson  county  court  last  night 
granted  the  Injunction  prayed  for  by 
States  Attorney  Pratt  to  prevent  the 
contest  between  Terry  McGovern  and 
"Young  Corbett."  scheduled  for  next 
Monday  night.  The  attnrneya  for  the 
Southern  Athletic  club  will  anply  to  the 
court  of  appeals  for  a  dissolution  of  the 
injunction  and  a  decision  in  this  matter 
is  expected  by  noon. 

"The  defense  maintains."  said  Manager 
Gray,  "that  Judge  Field  has  no  juriaiilc- 
tion.  My  lawyers  say  there  can  be  no 
Injunction  against  an  alleged  criminal 
offfnae.  I  am  ab!«olutely  confident  the 
contest  will  take  place."

Modern  Progress  Makes 

Liitle  Headway  In 

That  Country. 


Queer  Religious  Practices 

Are  Common  to  Its 

People. 


The  Opportunity  For  De« 

velopment  That  Is 

Offered  There. 


Washington,  Sept.  19.— Since  Thomas 
Nast,  the  famous  American  cartoonist, 
was  appointed  United  States  consul  at 
Guayaquil,  Ecuador,  the  department  of 
state  has  received  a  number  of  In- 
quiries from  investors  and  others 
in  different  parts  of  the  United 
States  asking  for  information  In  re- 
gard to  this  country.  Gen.  T.  W.  Fer- 
guson of  South  Carolina,  who  was  re- 
cently returned  from  Ecuador,  where 
he  has  been  engaged  In  constructing 
the  railroad  from  Quito  to  Guayaquil, 
gave  the  following  talk  in  regard  to 
Ecuador  and  the  opportunities  for 
American  investment.     He  said: 

■Among  the  Spanish-American  re- 
public not  one,  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  Bolivia,  which  has  no  sea- 
port. Is  so  little  known  to  the  United 
States  as  El  Ecuador,  the  land  of  the 
equator,  which  niagic  circles  passes  al- 
niobt  directly  through  its  capital, 
Quito,  city  of  romance,  tragedy  and 
devotion.  After  barely  putting  to 
death  the  Inca  Atahuailpa  ere  all  his 
ptoinised  ransom  had  been  paid,  the 
Spaniards  imagined  that  In  Quito,  cap- 
ital of  the  northern  portion  of  the  em- 
pi;e,  would  be  found  gold  In  greater 
quantities  than  had  been  already  paid 
in;  so  an  expe<lliion,  under  the  intrepid 
Sebastian  de  Be'kaza,  svas  dispatched 
by  Pizai  ro  for  the  conquest  and  cap- 
ture of  that  city,  with  its  fabled  stores 
of  gold  and  gems.  When  the  capture 
was  effected  it  was  the  capture  of  a 
heap  of  sn^oldering  ruins,  from  which 
the  treasures  so  vainly  sought  had 
been  remo\ted. 

"The  legend  of  their  removal  and  of 
the  places  of  tbelr  concealment  still 
lingers,  many  believe  that  the  Indians 
of  today  could  laveal  the  rseciet  if  they 
would,  butrtieitllBi-  .poverty  nor  degra- 
dation, tempted*  by  offers  of  reward, 
fabulous  to  them,  (an  induce  the  de- 
scendants at  thousands  tortured  by  the 
Spaniards,  to  extort  the  secret,  to  be- 
tray it  now.  The  fatalities  among  the 
defenders  of  the  city  and  among  the 
Spanish  conquerers  for  long  years  af- 
terward make  a  record  of  blood  and 
treachery  and  murder. 

"Quito  of  today,  with  Its  80,000  o» 
90,000  people,  is  a  city  of  devotees, 
where  religious  customs,  generally 
obsolete  for  years,  are  still  practiced, 
and  where  the  church  Is  supreme.  Here 
women  of  the  highest  families,  in  their 
religious  ceremonies,  scourge  each 
other  on  naked  backs  until  the  blood 
rlows  freely.  Here  daily,  at  the  stroke 
of  the  cathedral  bell  announcing  the 
elevation  of  the  Host,  the  entire  pop- 
ulation on  the  street  and  In  stores  and 
houses,  kneel  and  remain  kneeling,  un- 
til another  tap  of  the  bed,  when  they 
.irlse  and  resume  their  interrupted  oc- 
cupations. Here,  too,  when  the  ring- 
ing of  the  bell  announces  the  passage 
of  the  "viaticum,"  all  persons  In  the 
street  kneel  and  remain  kneeling  and 
In  prayer,  until  the  procession  has 
pas?ed.  Here  can  be  seen  priests  and 
monks,  nuns  and  sisters  of  all  orders, 
111  full  co.stume,  long  processions  with 
badges  antJ  candles;  others  preceded 
by  bands  of  music  and  composed  of  all 
classes,  high  and  jow,  male  and 
female,  boys  and  girls,"  each  bearing  a 
stone  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of 
a  church  »r  other  sacred  edifice.  In 
short,  every  fuhctlon  partakes  of  a 
religious  character. 

"Quito  lies  on  a  plateau  at  the  foot 
of  the  mighty  Plchencha,  on  whose 
slopes,  high  above  the  city  was  fought 
the  battle  in  which  the  revolutionary 
troops,  under  the  immortal  Sucre,  de- 
feated the  regular  army  of  Spain  and 
freed  Ecuador  from  the  tyrannous 
rule  of  Spain.  'Tls  claimed  that  this 
battle  was  fought  on  the  loftiest 
ground  of  all  recorded  combats:  also 
that  Quito,  with  its  9250  feet  of  eleva- 
tion. Is      the      loftiest      capital  in  the

world.  The  climate  Is  delightful  and 
equable,  said  to  be  excellent  for  con- 
sumptives. The  temperature  is  that 
of  a  criivp  autumn  day,  not  quite  cold 
enough  for  frost. 

"The  contrast  between  Quito,  the 
capital,  and  Guaya<iuil,  the  seaport,  is 
Indeed  striking.  In  the  latter  the  heat, 
when  not  tempered  by  the  breezes  from 
the  ocean,  is  intense,  especially  during 
the  rainy  season,  from  Deiember  until 
June,  when,  too,  the  mosquitoes  make 
life  a  burden.

Slung  from 
po'es  they  are  toilsomely  borne  up  the 
steep  mountain  trail.  Pianos,  handsome 
mirrors  and  furniture  and  pieces  of 
rnjichlnery  are  thus  carried  for  200 
miles  or  more.  .All  this  will  be 
changed  when  the  Guayaquil  and  Quito 
railway,  now  under  construction,  is 
completed.  TMiis  bold  enterprise  is  un- 
dertaken by  an  American  company, 
chaptered  In  New  Jersey  and  operating 
In  Ecuador,  under  a  concession  grant- 
ed by  that  government  to  Arthur  Har- 
man  and  his  a.ssociates.  The  difficul- 
tlen  to  be  encountered  are  enormous, 
but  the  opportunities  the  country  will 
offer  to  American  enterprise  can  hardly 
be  over-estimated. 

"E>cuador  Is  100  years  behind  the 
age  and  absolutely  without  factories. 
Every  article  used  is  either  Imported  or 
made  by  hand.  In  so  wide  a  field  It  Is 
useless  to  specify  and  industries  as 
especially  inviimg.  unless  It  be  tan- 
ning of  leather  and  the  manufacture 
of  shoes.  For  the  agriculturist  with 
modern  Implements  and  scientific 
methods  the  prospect  is  alluring,  espe- 
cially in  rice,  sugar,  cocoa  and  coffee. 
The  magnificent  scenery  alone  would 
repay  a  lover  of  the  beautiful  for  all 
the  discomforts  of  a  trip.

KILLED  SIX 


Men  With  His  Fists  Did 

an  Aged  Cherokee 

Chief. 

"Vinlta,  I.  T.,  Sept.  19.— Word  has  been 
received  here  of  the  death  of  Sixklllor, 
the  aged  ex-chlef  of  the  Cherokees  at  his 
home  in  the  Spavinaw  hills.  His  death 
witnt-sses  the  passing  of  one  of  the  most 
pllcuresque  ligurets  of  the  Joaihw.eat. 
He  had  the  distinction  of  l>eing  the  only 
person  whose  arms  were  ever  legally 
declared  to  be  deadly  weapons,  they  Hav- 
ing been  so  declared  by  the  Cherokee 
tribal  council.  While  winning  this  dis- 
tinction he  incidentally  acquired  his  sug- 
gestive  name. 

The  mere  killing  of  six  men  was  not 
considered  an  unusual  achievement  In  the 
earlier  days  of  the  Indian  territory,  yet 
the  modus  operandi  employed  by  Six- 
killer  made  him  an  aboriginal  anomaly. 
He  eschewed  the  use  of  tomahawk  and 
scalping  knife  and  settled  all  his  tribal 
diffleulties   with   his   lists. 

Of  Herculean  physlcque,  he  was  famed 
for  his  strengtii  and  endurance  in  the 
tribal  sports  and  in  the  chase  and  when 
a  young  brave  was  known  as  We-a-at-ha 
(.running  wolf;. 

It  was  during  a  government  payment 
that  We-a-lit-ka  performed  his  initial 
that  which  led  to  his  losing  the  syllables 
of  his  euphonious  title  and  started  him 
on  the  ruad  to  a  sulj-chieftancy  of  the 
trib«.  In  dispute  with  a  fellow  brave 
over  a  debt  angry  words  were  passed 
and  his  opponent's  hand  slipped  to  his 
knife.  It  touched  the  hilt  when  a  huge 
red  fist  shot  out  and  landed  flush  on  his 
jaw.  There  was  a  snap  as  his  head  Hew 
back  and  the  count  of  a  referee  was  not 
needed.  After  the  medicine  man  failed 
to  repair  the  broken  vertebrae  the  sod 
of  the  prairie  was  turned  to  receive  the 
Inanimate  body.  That  blow  made  We-a- 
lit-ka  famous  and  incidtntally  l)ruught 
mourning  to  several  tepes.  The  dead 
brave  had  family  and  friend  who  did 
not  approve  of  his  unromantic  demise. 
"Their  moccasins  pattered  angrily  around 
the  tepee  of  the  pugilistic  brave. 

One  night  he  encounterwl  one  of  these 
prowlers  and  after  knocking  him  down 
de^»perately  i)Ounded  him  to  death.  In 
rapid  succession  four  others  met  a  simi- 
lar fate,  when  the  tribal  council  was  con- 
vened to  consider  the  threatened  depop- 
ulation of  the  tribe.  It  was  proven  that 
at  no  time  had  the  fighting  brave  been 
the  aggressor  and  as  a  consequence  he 
was  exempt  from  punishment  under  the 
Indian  law.  An  astute  old  brave  sug- 
gested that  the  mighty  arms  of  the  fistic 
terror  be  declared  "deadly  weapons," 
which,  under  the  tribal  laws,  cannot  be 
used  on  a  tneisber  of  the  tribe  except 
in   defense   of  life. 

The    council    accepted    the    suggestion 


as  a  happv  solution  of  the  vexlivg  qurs- 
"tlon  ana  written  in  the  Cherokee  lan- 
guage in  the  code  of  tribal  laws  at  Tahle- 
quan  Is  found  their  solemn  declaration. 
Shortly  after  We-a-lit-ka  was  christened 
Sixkiller  by  one  of  tho  intermarried 
whites  .and  was  elevated  to  a  sub-chlef- 
tancv  of  the  tribe. 

In  late  vear.s  he  has  resided  In  a  little 
cabin  In  the  Spavinaw  hills,  where  In 
his  declining  \*ars  his  few  wants  have 
been  supplied  by  the  white  traders.  He 
had  just  pe.ssed  the  century  mark  when 
he  was  found  dead  In  his  cabin  by  one 
of  his  white  friends.  His  death  is  at- 
tributed to  a  natural  dissolution  owing 
to  his  exertme  age.

CONVENTION 


Called  to  Nominate  Can- 
didate      to     Succeed 
Speaker  Henderson. 

Dubuque,  Iowa.  Sept.  19.— The  Repub- 
lican congressional  committee  of  the 
Third  district  met  here  yesterday  and 
decided  to  call  a  convention  at  Ne\v- 
hainpton,  Iowa.

Some  $3,000,- 
OtiO  was  spent  In  collecting  and  tabulating 
the  census  office  reports,  while  the  bul- 
letins of  the  dt'partment  of  agricuituro 
are  the  result  of  voluntary  work  on  the 
part  of  a  great  army  of  correspondents. 
It  would  eeem  that  the  proper  method  to 
do  away  with  the  difficulty  would  be  to 
place  the  collection  of  agricultural  stat- 
istics In  the  hands  of  the  permanent  cen- 
sus bureau.  Then  there  would  be  no  mix- 
up.

committee  of  citizens  representing  differ- 
ent commercial  organizations,  is  in  Wash- 
ington for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
the  matter.  As  might  have  been  expect- 
ed, when  two  big  organizations  undertook 
to  gather  statltstlcs  on  such  a  bread 
question,  working  independently,  a  wide 
difference  In  results  was  found.  The  dis- 
crepancy was  so  great,  however,  as  to 
profoundly  shake  the  confidence  of  the 
agricultural  world  hi  the  official  statis- 
tics of  both  branches  of  the  government. 
The  split  was  on  the  crop  of  1899.  The 
figures  of  the  department  of  agriculture 
were  first  Issued,  and  when  the  census 
officials  got  theirs  out  it  was  found  that 
the  latter  statistics  were  greatly  In  ex- 
cess of  those  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment In  fact,  the  figures  Issued  by 
Sflatlstlcian  Hyde  were  anywhere  from  10 
to  90  per  cent  less  than  those  of  the  cen- 
sus people,  all  along  the  line,  completely 
ruining  their  value  for  speculative  pur- 
poses. Considerable  fuss  has  been  made 
over  the  matter,  the  result  being  the  or- 
ganization of  a  special  investigating  com- 
mittee of  outsiders  to  look  Into  the  meth- 
ods followed  by  the  two  bureaus  In  order 
to  determine  which  is  more  reliable.

X  NEEDED    AMENDMENT.  ^ 

The  direct  primary  law  has  come 
to  stay  in  Minnesota.  Public  sentiment 
is  so  strongly  in  favor  of  it  that  no 
legislature  will  dare  to  repeal  it  or  to 
destroy  the  principle  upon  which  it  is 
founded.  The  very  large  vote  polled 
at  the  first  trial  of  the  system  in  this 
state  proves  k  a  success  in  inducing 
the  people  generally  to  take  part  in  the 
selection  of  the  party  candidates,  in- 
stead of  letting  the  bosses  and  ward 
heelers  make  up  the  tickets  under  the 
old  caucus  and  convention  system.  The 
direct  primary  election  brings  the  great 
majority  of  the  voters  to  the  poll?,  and 
as  that  Is  what  its  advocates  designed 
it  to  do.  it  must  be  pronounced  a  great 
success. 

But  the  law  Is  not  perfect,  and  the 
recent    election    has    shown    some    de- 
fects that  can  be  cured  by  amendments 
that    will  improve   the  system  without 
going   back   on   the  principle.     As   The 
Herald    contended    when    the    bill    wa.s 
before  the  legislature,  the  provision  re- 
quiring the  voter  to  declare  his  party 
atRliation  should   be  eliminated.     It   i.^ 
an  unpopular  provision,  and  many  men 
refused    to    vote    because    they    were 
asked    to    declare    their    party    prefer- 
ences.    They  resented  this  interference 
with   the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,   which 
is  one  of  the  chief  features  of  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  system.     It  was  contend- 
I  ed  by  those  in  the  legislature  who  siip- 
j  ported    this    provision    that    it    would 
i  prevent  Democrats  participating  in  the 
'  Republican  primaries  and  keep  Repub- 
licans from   taking  part  in  the  Demo- 
cratic     primaries.  Last      Tuesday  s 
trial    of    the    question    shows    that    it 
fails    to    prevent      this     taking     place. 
j  Therefore      there    is    no    valid      excuse 
I  whatever  for   retaining   it   in  the   law. 
I  The  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press,  in  urging 
[  such  a  change   in   the   law.   says: 

"The  requirement  of  a  declaration  of 
I  affiliation  keeps  scores  of  voters  from 
i  participating  in  the  nominations  who 
are  as  good  Democrats  or  as  good  Re- 
publicans as  any  of  their  fellows.  It 
is  wrong  in  principle.  The  primary  is 
practically  as  important  a  part  of  the 
machinery  of  election  as  the  final  elec- 
tion, and  the  secrecy  of  Its  ballot 
should  therefore  be  as  safely  guarded. 
And  except  to  prevent  those  who  Jo 
not  care  to  make  known  their  affilia- 
tions from  voting,  the  provision  la 
without  any  effect.  According  to  re- 
ports, scores  of  known  Democrats 
voted  Republican  tickets  in  both  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  most  of  them 
without  challenge.  In  some  cases  even 
where  they  were  challenged  the  Judges 
let  them  vote  on  their  mere  declara- 
tion that  they  intended  to  vote  the 
Republican  ticket,  though  they  did  not 
profess  to  have  ever  voted  that  ticket 
before.  If  the  declaration  of  affiliation 
fails  to  attain  its  purpose  of  confining 
voters  to  their  former  party,  it  is 
without  any  excuse  for  being  what- 
ever." 

It  is   well  known   that  many  Demo- 
crats   voted    the    Republican    ticket    In 
Duluth   in  order  to  help  out  personal 
friends  who  were  candidates  for  nom- 
inations on  the  Republican  side.     The 
first  test  of  the  direct  primary  election 
in  this  state  was  made  in  Minneapolis 
two  years  ago.  and  the  law  then  per- 
mitted  the  voter  to   take   both  ballots 
into  the  booth  with  him.  but  provif>ed 
that  if  he  should  mark  more  than  one 
only  that    one    should    be    counted    on 
which  there  were  the  greatest  number 
of    candidates    voted     for.      This    ar- 
rangement assured  a  bona  fide  vote  for 
each   party   and   prevented    the   Demo- 
crats    from     voting     the     Republican 
ticket,  and  vice  versa,  for  the  sake  of 
nominating     weak     candidates     whom 
their  own  candidates  could  easily  beat. 
But    while    the    original    Minneapolis 
system  of  preserving  the  secrecy  of  the 
primary   ballot  was   correct   in   theory, 
it  was  cumbersome.     Each  pair  of  bal- 
lots taken  from  the  judges'   table  had 
to    be    pinned    together;     when    taken 
from  the  ballot  bax  to  be  arranged  tor 
counting,  they  had  to  be  examined  to 
seen    that    no    voter    had    voted    two 
tickets,  and  where  this  had  happened, 
the  number  of  crosses  on  each  ballot 
had  to  be  compared.     This  made   the 
work  of  counting  unnecessarily  slow. 

The  Pioneer  Press  has   suggested   a 
plan   which    it   regards   as   very    much 
more  rational  and  Just  as  effective  in 
securing   secrecy.     This   plan   contem- 
plates  two    ballot   boxes,    one   for    the 
marked   ballots   and    one   for   the    un- 
marked.    Every  voter   is   to   be   gfiven 
a  ballot  of  each  party  printed  in  the 
present  form,  with  instructions  to  vote 
only  one.     'WTien   he    leaves    the   stall 
the  judge  In  charge  of  the  ballot  boxes 
instructs    him    to    cast    his    unmarked 
ballots   in   the   proper   box,    while    the 
marked  ballot  goes  into  its  box.    When 
the  polls  are  closed  only  the  marked- 
ballot  box  would  be  opened  and  count- 
ed.    The  advantage  of  this   plan   over 
the  original   plan  or  over  the  blanket 
ballot  modification  of  the  original  plan 
lies  not  only  in  the  fact  that  It  would 
simplify   the  work  of  the  Judges  and 
clerks  and  expedite  the  counting,   but 
In  the  fact  that  it  would   prevent   the 
voter  from  throwing  away  his  vote  or 
part  of  it  In  an  endeavor  to  vote  both 
tickets.      If    he    spoiled    a    ballot    by 
splitting  a  vote  he  would  discover  his 
error  when  he  went  to  cast  this  vole 
and  would  be  given  another  chance. 

This   appears    to    be   a    sensible    ar- 
rangement.    If  any  person  can  sug^st 


a  better  plan  The  Herald  would  be 
pleased  to  publish  It  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  people.  That  the  law 
should  be  amended  in  this  respect  can- 
not be  reasonably  denied. 

MONEY    IS  PLENTIFUL. 

The  great  cry  about  the  scarcity  of 
money  which  comes  from  New  York 
finds  no  echo  in  the  prospenius  cities 
of  the  West.  In  fact,  as  stated  in  the 
telegraphic  report  of  yesterday, 
many  banks  do  not  know  what  to  do 
with  the  funds  they  have  on  hand. 
There  seems  to  be  a  popular  misunder- 
standing about  New  York  having  to 
furnish  money  to  move  the  crops.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  but  very  little  money 
is  required  from  the  metropolis.  They 
have  all  the  money  they  want  In  the 
West  and  they  can  send  New  York 
some  at  most  any  time.  Not  only  have 
the  banks  a  surplus;  the  farmers  are 
troubled  to  know  what  to  do  with  their 
funds. 

Men  with  large  sums  of  money  to 
invest  can  find  no  suitable  place  for 
it.  In  the  absence  of  anything  better 
they  have  turned  their  attention  to 
land  buying,  and  a  boom  in  land 
values  have  resulted.  They  have  put  up 
prices  so  that  money  Invested  in  good 
farm  lands  will  not  yield  more  than  3 
per  cent.  The  farming  lands  of  Iowa 
have  advanced  25  per  cent  in  value 
in  the  past  five  years,  and  the  Increas'e 
has  been  almost  as  great  in  other 
states  in  the  Mississippi  valley.  People 
will  not  part  with  their  farms,  except 
at  top  prices.  Our  people  have  been 
forced  to  go  into  British  possessions  to 
find  tracts  of  land  at  reasonable  prices. 
It  is  no  unusual  thing  to  run  across  a 
dozen  different  prosperous  farmers  in 
a  single  day  in  some  sections,  each 
of  whom  is  anxious  to  invest  a  good- 
sized  sum  of  money  in  some  paying 
and  reasonable  venture. 

This  is  a  highly  pleasing  condition 
of  affairs  though  with  the  excellent 
crops  this  year  the  farmers  may  be- 
come embarrassed  with  richea.  They 
can  stand  it,  however,  and  will  care  for 
it   better  than   their  city  cousins. 


THE    NSVY'S  NEED. 

In  the  North  American  Review  for 
September,  Lieut.  Commander  Roy  C 
Smith,  U.  S.  N.,  has  an  article  on  "The 
Navy's  Greatest  Need."  He  says  that 
the  crying  need  of  today  is  for  officers 
and  men.  especially  officers.  Comman- 
der Smith  says  thai  if  the  navy-lhat 
Is.  the  number  of  ships  in  the  navy- 
continues  to  grom  at  the  same  rate  for 
the  next  ten  years  as  it  has  been  de- 
veloping since  the  Spanish-American 
war,  there  will  not  be  half  enough  offi- 
cers to  handle  them.  The  need  Is  for 
young  officers,  as  there  are  at  present 
enough  commanding  officers  to  meet 
imperative  needs. 

The  report  of  the  chief  of  the  bureau 
of  navigation  for  the  year  1901  made  it 
plain  that  not  fewer  than  3000  men 
were  required  to  meet  the  immediate 
needs  due  to  the  completion  of  new 
ships  and  the  rebuilding  and  repairing 
of  one  or  two  old  ones.  Congress  ac- 
cepted the  recommendations  made  by 
Admiral  Crowninshleld.  provided  for 
the  increase  of  3000  men,  and  brought 
the  total  of  the  enlisted  force  up  to 
28,000,  of  which  some  are  boys. 

Mr.  Smith      thinks      that      it  will  be 
necessary  to  quadruple  the  number  of 
appointments  to  the  naval  academy  at 
Annapolis   to   secure   sufficient  officers. 
But  congress  has  not  shown  any  dis- 
position on  its  part  to  meet  the  emer- 
gency   and  that  Is  what  worries  Com- 
mander Smith.    He  figures  out  that  ten 
years  hence  the  navy  will  require  3720 
officers,  which  is  2600  more  than  it  has 
at  present.    AU  that  congress  has  done 
is  to  give  each  senator  an  appointment 
to   the  naval  academy  and   the   presi- 
dent five  additional  appointments,  and 
under  the  new  congressional  apportion- 
ment   there    will  be    twenty-nine  new 
districts,  each  entitled  to  one  appoint- 
ment.    That  will  Increase  the  number 
of  appointments  to  the  naval  academy 
from  371  to  495  in  four  years.     But  in- 
stead of  495  appointments  once  in  four 
years,    Commander    Smith      estimates 
that  there  ought  to  be  591  appointments 
to  Annapolis  annually  in  order  to  have 
the  navy  officered  to  the   lowest  esti- 
mate of  efficiency  by  1913. 

One  thing  is  certain.  If  the  United 
States  is  to  build  ships  it  must  have 
officers  and  men  to  handle  them.  It  is 
poor  policy  to  put  an  old  ship  out  of 
commission  to  man  a  new  one.  All  the 
ships  would  be  needed  in  case  of  war, 
and  it  would  take  men  to  handle  them. 
They  cannot  be  fitted  for  the  navy  as 
quickly  as  for  the  army,  and  a  good 
ship  in  poor  hands  would  be  worse 
than  none.  Congress  should  give  the 
matter  attention  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment.

Democratic     Ratification 

Will  Be  Held  a  Little 

Later. 


There  will  not  be  much  of  a  lull  be- 
twt-en    the    primaries    and    the   general 

campaifirn- 

The  state  campaign  has  been  all  ar- 
rayed, ready  ii>  be  sprung  on  the  peo- 
ple ju.st  as  soon  as  they  disengaged 
themselves  from  the  throes  of  the 
primary  election. 

The  congressional  campaigns  will 
fot  l)e  delayed  very  long,  either.  Both 
lJt;mo.rat3  and  Republicans  will  be  in 
the  lists  next  week,  full-panoplied  and 
ready  for  the  Seven  Weeks'  War, 
vhiih  will  be  cut  lo  six  weeks  by  the 
time  the  dogs  of  war  are  unleashed. 

First,  the  congressional  campaign 
committees  must  l^  arranged,  and 
lM>th  i>f  them  will  he  selected  early 
next  week.  Then  the  campaign  will 
start,  leaving  a  very  brief  breathing 
spell  between  the  two  contests. 

The  RepubUcans  will  start  the  ball 
e- lolling  first,  with  a  big  ratification 
end  jollification  meeting  at  the  Armory 
Monday  night.  This  is  to  be  done  all 
over  the  state.  Senator  Clapp,  J. 
Jldam  Bede  and  t'ongressman  Morris 
will  be  among  the  speakers,  and  the 
voice  of  the  party,  as  expressed  at  the 
f)oUs  on  primary  election  day.  will  be 
ratified  and  approved  and  signed, 
sealed  and  delivered  to  the  general 
voters  for  their  consideration. 

It  had  been  expected  that  Governor 
Van  Sant  would  he  heer,  but  a  tele- 
gram came  from  him  yesterday  say- 
ing that  It  would  he  impos-sible  for 
liim  to  fill  his  engagement,  and  Sena- 
tor Clapp  will  come  in  his  stead.  There 
•wUl  probably  be  other  prominent 
speakers.  Mr.  Bede,  the  Republican 
nominee  for  congress,  will  be  here 
fiunday   evening. 

At  this  meeting  the  new  congres- 
sional and  county  committees  will 
probably  be  announced.  Many  promi- 
nent Repnblicans  from  different  por- 
tions of  the  Kighth  district  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  and  take  part  in  the 
ratification  of  the  tickets. 
•    •    • 

Arrangements  for  the  Democratic 
ratification  and  the  opening  of  the 
Fay  campaign  for  congress  are  not  so 
far  along,  but  they  will  be  developed 
early  next  week.  Capt.  Fay  went  up 
on  the  range  when  the  matter  of  get- 
ting him  nominated  was  out  of  the 
iway,  and  he  will  not  be  back  until 
about  Monday.  Then  the  Democratic 
leaders  will  get  together  with  him  ana 
call  a  meeting  to  be  heUl  about  Tues- 
day, when  the  congressional  commit- 
tee will  be  appointed.  The  county 
committee  is  in  the  field,  but  it  is  as 
yet  without  a  head,  and  a  chairman 
will  be  appointed  at  once.  The  Demo- 
crats expect  to  put  up  a  vigorous  cam- 
paign, and  some  of  the  results  of  the 
Republican  primaries  have  given  them 
encou  ragemen  t. 

Chief  among  these  Is  the  nomination 
of  W.  W.  Butchart  for  sheriff.  His 
lead  is  only  five  votes,  and  his  total 
vote  1379.  This  is  a  very  small  per- 
ceutage  of  the  Republican  vote  of  the 
county,  and  there  is  so  much  disaffec- 


tion .among  RepubliAns  over  the 
nomination  that  with  such  a  popular 
candidate  as  Charles  G.  Miller  on  the 
Democratic  ticket,  the  Democratic 
forces  are  nursing  very  hopeful  views. 
There  is  talk,  too,  of  an  independent 
candidate  for  Judge  of  probate  to  run 
against  J.  B.  Middlecoff.  Judge  Ayer. 
former  judge  of  probate,  has  been 
mentioned  In  this  connection. 

There  will  probably  bo  full  anti- 
Republican  legislative  tickets  in  the 
field,  though  there  was  but  one  candi- 
date for  senator  and  two  for  house 
members  nominated  by  the  Democrats. 
They  will  probably  fiU  the  vacancies 
by  petition. 

The  bookmakers  made  money  on  the 
sheriff's  fight,  providing  Butcharfs 
nomination  is  not  un.settled  by  a  re- 
count. They  would  have  made  some- 
thing on  Sargent's  nomination,  because 
a  lot  of  money  wa«»  placed  with  them 
on  W.  J.  Bates.  Comparatively  little 
was  bet  on  Butchart,  however,  so  the 
bookmakers;  came  out  way  ahead. 
About  the  only  betting  was  on  the 
contest  for  sheriff.  There  were  no  bets 
made  on  the  congressional  nomina- 
tions. Any  amount  of  money  could 
have  been  had  on  the  Laybourn- 
Daugherty  fight,  as  Senator  Daugh- 
erlys  friends  were  very  confident  of 
his  nomination,  and  would  have  bet  on 
It  to  any  reasonable  extent.  Luckily 
for  them  there  was  no  Layboum 
money  offered.  Some  of  them  thought 
they  were  in  clover  the  other  night 
when  an  offer  of  5  to  1  on  Laybourn 
was  made,  and  a  good  deal  of  it  was 
taken.  Then  they  felt  sorry  for  the 
man  that  was  betting  on  Layboum  and 
let  him  out  of  the  bets.

LYNCHED. 


Oregon  Miners  String  Up 
Alonzo  Tucker,  Col- 
ored Rapist 

Marshfleld,  Oregon,  Sept.  19.— Alonzo 
Tucker,  colored,  who  assaulted  Mrs. 
Dennis  near  Libby  Wednesday,  was 
lynched  yeaterday.  A  body  of  coal  min- 
ers heavily  armed,  marched  into  town 
Wednesday  evening.  The  marshal,  who 
had  Tucker  in  custotly,  attempted  to 
take  him  from  the  pail  just  as  the  miners 
entered  and  a  rush  was  made  for  the 
negro.  He  managed  to  give  his  custo- 
dian the  slip  and  jump  under  the  wharf 
into  the  mua  flats  and  eluded  both  ofllcers 
and  mob  until  yesterday.  The  miners 
stationed  armed  guards  at  every  point 
of  egress.  The  patrol  was  kept  up  all 
night  and  at  one  time  there  was  loud 
talk  of  lynching  the  officers  who  allowed 
Tucker  to  escape.  Every  corner  of  the 
town  was  searched  and  finally  two  boys 
located  the  fugutlve  under  Dean  & 
Co.'s  store.  The  boys  fired  at  him  with 
air  guns  and  drove  him  from  his  hiding 
place.  As  he  emerged  a  ball  from  a  rifle 
caught  him  in  the  right  lee. 

Tucker  ran  into  Dean's  store  and  was 
followed  by  the  miners  who  started  to 
string  him  up  In  the  store,  but  they  An- 
ally decided  to  take  him  to  the  scene  of 
the   crime.     A   start   was   made,    but   the 


negro  died  from  his  wounds  and  the  mob 
hanged  him  to  a  beam  on  the  South 
Marshfleld  bridge.  There  was  not  a 
masked  man  in  the  crowd  and  everything 
was  done  in  broad  daylight.

Franchise     Cannot     Be 
Granted    For    Con- 
siderable Time. 


It  Is  not  likely  that  the  proposed 
rapid  transit  line  between  West  Du- 
luth and  Fond  du  Lac  will  be  built  for 
at  least  two  years. 

This  line  was  to  have  been  built  in- 
dependent of  the  Duluth-Superlor 
Traction   company. 

The  franchise  of  the  present  street 
railway  corporation  provides  thai  no 
new  franchise  shall  be  granted  with- 
out the  old  company  first  having  six 
months'  notice,  thus  giving  it  an  op- 
portunity to  extend  Its  lines.  The  six 
months  cannot  be  during  winter  tin:ft. 

Now.  unless  the  street  railway  com- 
pany would  expressly  waive  its  rights 
In  this  respect,  the  independent  com- 
pany could  not  get  a  franchise  for  the 
Fond  du  Lac  line  until  next  fall  and 
could  not  possibly  get  the  line  well 
under  way  before  the  following  spring. 

The  Duluth-Superior  Traction  com- 
pany cannot  build  this  line  within  a 
year,  owing  to  the  Inability  to  secure 
steel  rails. 

There  is  general  public  Interest  In 
the  proposed  line,  because  of  the  miles 
and  miles  of  new  residences  and  manu- 
facturing territory  it  would  put  in 
quick  communication  with  the  center 
of  the  city.  ,  ^ 

New  Duluth  and  Fond  du  Lac  at 
present  have  populations  sufficient  to 
make  such  a  line  a  paying  investment, 
according  to  those  that  have  made  in- 
vestigations. 

Another  suburban  rapid  transit  line 
that  Is  being  talked  of  would  connect 
Proctorknott    with    the    West    Duluth 

It  Is  claimed  that  when  the  time 
comes  to  build  this  line  the  steep 
grade  from  West  Duluth  to  Bay  View 
Heights  will  not  interfere,  because  a 
suitable  winding  roadway  could  bf 
built  around  by  the  Oneota  cemetery 
that  would  not  be  any  steeper  than  the 
climb  up  to  Woodland.

CONGREGATIONAL 

Association  o!  Minnesota  In 
Annual  Convention. 

Fergus  Falls,  Minn.,  Sept.  19.— The  Gen- 
eral Congregational  association  of  Minne- 
sota opened  Us  annual  convention  In  this 
city  Wednesday.  The  sessions  are  being 
held  in  the  Congregational  church  with 
an  attendance  of  about  100  delegates. 

The  convention  met  lor  organization  at 
4  o'clock  p.  m.  The  moderator.  Rev.  Alex- 
ander Milne,  of  Duluth;  Assistant  Mod- 
erator George  B.  Perley,  of  Moorhead, 
ana  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Rogers,  of  Minne- 
apolis, the  secretary  and  treasurer,  were 
all  elected  last  year,  and  the  organization 
was  completed  by  the  selection  of  Rev. 
W  A  Snow,  of  Minneapolis,  as  scribe, 
and  Rev.  H.  W'.  Stiles,  of  Ada,  as  assist- 
&,nt  scribe 

Secretary  Rogers'  annual  report  showed 
a  total  of  216  churches  In  the  ftssoclation 
at  the  present  time,  with  a  total  member- 
ship of  18,495.  This  Is  a  slight  decrease  In 
the  number  of  churches  reported  last 
year,  but  a  very  material  Increase  In 
membership.  The  report  also  showed  that 
the  home  expenses  of  the  churches  during 
the  year  had  been  $252,244  and   that  thty 


had  contributed  $.",1,675  to  benevolencoi. 

There  are  192  Congregational  mlnieterg 
In   the  state  at  the  present  time. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Rev,  J.  L.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  revision 
was  presented  by  Rev.  L.  H.  H.illork.  of 
Minneapolis.  It  recommended  no  doctrin- 
al changes,  but  made  some  8iiggeistlons  In 
regard  to  changes  in  the  rules  of  the  as- 
sociation, amoiig  other  things  proposing 
that  the  conventions  be  held  during  the 
first  week  in  October  In  the  future.  The 
report  will  be  taken  up  for  final  consid- 
eration later.

|A  HARD  LIFE. 

Helma     Linclberg    Tells 

What    She   Suffered 

From  Husband. 

According  to  her  allegations,  James 
Llndberg  treated  his  wife  In  anything 
but  a  decent  manner,  giving  her  edibles 
for  the  table  which  even  the  dogs 
would  sniff  at  and  pass  up. 

Llndberg  was  not  on  hand  to  deny 
the  charges,  so  what  the  plaintiff  says 
In  her  divorce  action,  which  came  to 
trial  In  the  district  court  this  morning, 
must  be  taken  as  substantially  true. 

The  case  is  entitled  Helma  Llndberg 
against  James  Lindoerg.  The  plalnlllC 
Is  37  years  of  age,  and  the  defendant 
?>S.  This  was  his  second  matrimonial 
venture,  which,  came  to  an  end  this 
morning,  the  court  granting  the  plain- 
tiff the  divorce  sought.  The  family  re- 
sided on  a  farm  out  Hermantown  way, 
and  there  are  fQur  children. 

The  plaintiff  complained  that  the  de- 
fendant worked  for  some  time  as  a  city 
scavenger.  So-  enthusiastic  was  he  In 
his  work  that  instead  of  taking  the 
garbage  and  other  articles  that  he 
picked  up  in  alleys  to  the  city  dumping 
ground,  he  brought  them  to  his  home. 
The  edibles,  which  were  gathered  from 
the  barrels  in  the  /ear  of  restaurants 
and  hotels,  he  , threw  to  the  plaintiff, 
out  of  which  she  waa  supposed  to  serve 
a  meal.  i 

Occaslrnally  when  a  dead  chicken  or 
other  animal  was  picked  up  around  the 
farm,  the  defendant  would  bring  that 
Into  the  house,  and  this,  too,  was  to  be 
prepared  for  the  table.  These  were  but 
the  only  times  m'fentioned  when  the 
food  did  not  come  to  the  household 
second  hand.  When  the  plaintiff 
thought  that  better  things  should  be 
served  to  herself  and  the  children  the 
defendant  grew  angry  and  abusive,  and 
replied  by  assaulting  her.  Every  kick 
on  the  grub  resulted  In  an  assault,  and 
all  too  frequently  the  defendant  did  his 
kicking  when  he  wore  his  high  heeled, 
hard  toed  boots. 

The  court  believed  the  story  of  the 
plaintiff  and  granted  a  divorce.  The 
question  of  alimony  will  come  up  next 
Monday.  The  defendant  is  said  to  own 
the  farm'  and  stock  on  the  same. 

Another  interesting  divorce  was  that 


if  Richard  Kehtel  against  Emma 
Kehtel.  When  casting  about  for  a  wife 
the  plaintiff  got  one  that  he  thought 
was  young  enough  to  obey,  and  iiis 
choice  was  a  girl  15  years  of  age. 
Within  two  weeks  after  the  marriage, 
according  to  the  complaint,  the  defen- 
dant was  guilty  of  infidelity.  They 
were  married  two  years  ago,  and  the 
defendant  is  now  but  17  years  of  age.

Carelessness  to  Be 

Prosecuted. 


St  Louis  County's  Record 

Last  Year  a  Good 

One. 


Hunters  that  bang  away  at  every- 
thing without  talcing  the  precaution  to 
lee  what  they  are  shooting  at  are 
Jkely  to  find  themselves  on  trial  for 
manslaughter  as  a  result  of  their  care- 
lessness. 

Coroner  Boyer  desires  it  understood 
that  the  talcing  of  human  life  in  this 
way  will  not  be  excused  as  it  has  in 
years  past,  and  that  any  person  that 
fatally  wounds  another  through  care- 
lessness in  hunting  will  be  prosecuted. 
The  accidental  shooting  of  a  park 
employe  by  a  small  boy  that  took  him 
for  a  bear,  on  the  boulevard  the  other 
day,  is  only  a  forerunner  of  what  hap- 
pens every  hunting  season. 

The  object  of  the  coroner  is  to  get 
hunters  out  of  the  habit  of  shooting 
at  everything  that  moves  in  the  bushes 
before  seeing  what  they  are  shoot- 
ing at. 

L.ast  fall  he  and  several  other  county 
officers  came  out  with  a  strong  warn- 
ing along  these  lines  and  as  a  result  it 
was  the  first  deer  season  on  record  that 
St.  Ixiuis  county  did  not  have  a  human 
being  shot  by  mistake. 

There  were  fatalities  on  this  account 
In  many  of  the  surrounding  counties, 
but  the  hunters  of  St.  L,oiiis  county 
received  the  warning  and  were  caieful 
not  to  shoot  until  they  were  absolutely 
certain  aa  to  what  they  were  aiming 
at. 

The  coroner  says  that  he  desires  this 
same  warning  to  be  iminessed  on  the 
minds  of  all  sportsmen. 

The  shooting  within  the  city  limits 
continues  despite  the  efforts  to  sup- 
press it.  The  police  department  is 
badly  handicapped  in  pushing  this 
campaign  against  shooting,  because  so 
many  of  the  otflcers  are  off  duty  at 
present   on  account   of  sicknt-ss.

IN  MICHIGAN. 

Wild  Man  Who  Has  Been 
Terrorizing    Fisher- 
men Captured. 

Calumet— The  wild  man  who  has  been 
terrorizing  the  Finnish  fishermen  on  the 
shore  of  Lake  Superior  west  of  here,  has 
been  captured.  He  appeared  at  the  Phye- 
nlx  mine  location,  about  fifteen  miles 
north,  where  he  was  detained  and 
brought  to  this  city.  For  several  weeks 
the  Finnish  fishermen  along  the  west 
shore  of  Keweenaw  point  encountered  the 
man  and  twice  the  lives  of  lone  fishermen 
were  attempted.  The  fellow  secured  at 
the  Phoenix  is  evidently  the  wild  man 
the  fishermen  saw  In  the  woods  as  he  tal- 
lies closely  with  the  description  they  gave. 
He  is  a  negro  and  evidently  Insane.  >ie 
Is  understood  with  some  difficulty  and  so 
far  It  has  been  impossible  to  learn  any- 
thing from  him  concerning  his  identity. 
When  secured  he  was  in  rags,  and 
scarcely  a  strip  of  his  apparel  was  three 
inches  long.  He  was  apparently  harmlesti. 
He  carried  a  small  bag  containing  some 
articles  of  clothing  and  decaying  meat 
and  bones  of  animals.  He  has  sufltere.l 
from  exposure  and  his  entire  body  Is  cov- 
ered with  a  growth  of  hair.  He  was  -.^a 
and  ate  In  a  ravenous  manner.  It  is  not 
known  where  the  man  came  from,  but  it 
is  the  common  supposition  that  he  reach- 
ed shore  from  a  passing  boat.  He  was 
cared  for  by  the  county  officials.

MURRI    ARRESTED. 

Well  Known  Italian  Lawyer 
Found  In  Alabama. 

Vienna,  Sept.  19.— It  Is  reported  that 
Tullio  Murri,  the  well-known  Socialist 
and  lawyer,  of  Bologna,  Italy,  who  is 
accused  of  the  murder  of  Count  Bon 
Martini,  recently  found  a.ssassinated 
in  his  house  at  Bologna,  has  been  ar- 
rested at  the  frontier  town  of  Ala, 
Austrian  Tyrol. 

The  motive  for  the  murder  of  Count 
Bon  Martini  was  at  first  attributed  to 
robbery.  On  Sept.  12,  however,  Pro- 
fes.sor  Murri,  a  university  professor, 
one  of  the  best  known  physicians  in 
Italy  and  Count  Bon  Martini's  father- 
in-law,  on  Sept.  12  denounced  his  own 
son,  Tullio,  as  the  murderer.  The  ac- 
cused man,  the  dispatch  added,  admit- 
ted having  killed  his  brother-in-law 
and  said  the  crime  was  committed 
after  a  brawl  provoked  by  a  family 
quarrel.       Other  reports  had  It  that  a 


love  affair  was  at  the  bottom  of  the 
crime.  Count  Bon  Martini  lived  apart 
from  his  wife. 


NINE  IN  HARBOR 

Caused  the    Explosion  of  a 
Tugboat. 

New  York,  Sept.  19.— Although  four 
years  have  passed  since  peace  was  de- 
clared between  the  United  States  and 
Spain,  it  has  just  developed  that  the 
mines  planted  in  New  York  bay  to 
wreck  attacking  vessels,  if  any  should 
enter  those  waters,  were  responsible 
for  the  death  of  four  American  citizens. 
The  tugboat  Kuper  was  sunk  on  Aug. 
14  last  by  what  was  supposed  to  be  a 
•boiler  explosion,  but  divers  yesterday 
found  that  she  had  been  blown  to 
pieces  by  a  torpedo  which  was  lost  be- 
tween Forts  Hamilton  and  Wadsworlh, 
soon  after  the  close  of  the  war.  On 
that  date  the  tug  was  steaming  toward 
Staten  Icland  towing  a  barge,  and  had 
almost  reached  St.  George  when  there 
was  a  terrific  explosion,  and  the  four 
members  of  the  crew  were  killed. 

J.  F.  W.  Kuper,  owner  of  the  vessel, 
derided  to  send  wreckers  to  see  if  the 
hull  could  be  saved,  and  divers  went 
down.  Their  investigation  revealed 
that  the  boiler  had  not  exploded,  but 
that  the  entire  bow  of  the  vessel,  on 
the  port  side,  had  been  carried  away, 
and  the  huU  shelved  it  was  an  explo- 
sion beneath  the  vessel  which  had 
wrecked  it. 

When  the  mines  In  the  harbor  wei-e 
taken  up  at  the  close  of  the  war,  three 
of  the  torpedoes  were  missing.  It  was 
thought  they  had  drifted  out  to  sea.

Moses 
and  Jesus  stand  iaSilstilry  as  the  great 
mile  posts  of  the  world's  spiritual 
progress  in  the  matte*  or  pure  reli- 
gious  worship  of  the  o*Ae  CJod. 

With  all  his  greatness  Moses  was  a 
remarkably  self-sacriticing  man.  He 
was  patriotic  to  the  very  core,  and 
thought  more  of  the  glory  of  the  na- 
tion timn  he  ever  did  of  his  own  great- 
ness. He  was  repeatedly  offered  the 
opportunity  to  become  the  father  of  a 
new  nation  upon  the  threatened  de- 
struction of  Israel,  but  each  time  he 
plead  for  the  life  of  Israel,  and  liter- 
ally laid  down  his  life  in  the  effort  to 
redeem  Israel  from  the  sins  which  had 
caused  the  Lord  to  threaten  her  de- 
struction. No  nobler  example  is  found 
in  all  history  of  a  man  devoting  him- 
self unselttshly  to  the  great  task  to 
which  he  had  been  called.  The  New- 
Testament  refers  to  his  great  choice 
as  a  crulclal  moment.  And  so  it  was, 
for  then  he  decided  not  only  his  own 
life's  course,  but  also  the  destiny  of  a 
nation,  and  s?t  in  motion  inttutnces 
that  will  never  stop  while  the  world 
lasts,  and  that  will  doubtless  go  on 
forever  in  their  blessedness  in  the 
kingdom    of   God. 

History  tells  the  story  that  on  one 
occasion  Pizarro  came  to  a  point 
■when  his  men  threatened  to  desert  him. 
It  was  a  critical  hour.  He  stood  be- 
fore them,  on  the  beach,  his  ships  at 
their  anchorage,  drew  his  sword,  and 
made  a  line  on  the  sand  from  east  to 
west.  Then  he  addreaed  his  soldiers, 
saying:  Men,  on  this  side  of  that  line 
lies  home  ad  comfort,  on  the  other 
side  lie  the  discomforts  of  war  and  all 
its  dangers.  But  on  that  side  also 
lies  Peru  and  Its  riches.  Choose  you, 
today,  as  becomes  brave  Castilians; 
as  for  me  I  go  to  the  south.  So  saying 
he  stepped  across  the  line,  and  in  a 
moment  w^as  followed  by  his  entire 
army  who  rallied  to  his  support  for 
the  conquest  of  Peru.  Moses  came  to 
such  critical  moments  in  his  life.  He 
laced  them  and  decided  in  the  fear  of 
God  and  to  the  glOry  of  God.  Every 
man  arrives  at  such  critical  moments, 
when  he  decides  for  or  against  the 
kingdom  of  God.  May  each  student  of 
this  lesson  "Come  over  the  Une  to 
Jesus,"  and  the  kingdom  of  God  with 
the  same  full-hearted  consecration 
that  characterized  Moses  in  his  devo- 
tion to  Jehovah  and  to  the  Israelitish 
nation.

STUDIES  IN  THE 

OLD  TESTAMENT 


THE  DEATH  OF  MOSES. 


Inlernational  Sunday  School  Lesson  For  September 

21,   1902. 


Deuteronomy  34.1-12:  "And  Moses 
■•rent  up  from  the  plains  of  Moab  unto 
Mount  Nebro,  to  the  top  of  Pisgah,  that 
Is  over  against  Jericho.  And  the  Lord 
shewed  him  all  the  land  of  Gilead,  unto 
i>an:  and  all  Naphtadi,  and  the  land  of 
Ephraim  and  Manasseb,  and  all  the 
land  of  Judah.  unto  the  hinder  sea; 
and  the  South,  and  the  plain  of  the 
valley  of  Jericho,  the  city  of  palm  trees, 

unto  Zoar.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
him,  This  is  tlie  land  which  I  sware 
unto  Abraham,  unto  Isaac,  and  unto 
Jacob,  saying.  I  will  give  it  unto  thy 
sc-ed.  I  have  caused  thee  to  see  it  with 
thine  eyes,  but  thou  shalt  not  go  over 
thither.  So  Moses,  the  servant  of  the 
Lord,  died  there  in  the  land  of  Moab. 
according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord. 
And  he  buried  him  in  the  valley  in  the 
l.ind  of  Moab.  over  against  Bethpeor; 
but  no  man  knoweih  of  his  sepulchre 
unto  this  day.  And  Moses  was  an  hun- 
dred and  twenty  years  old  when  he 
died:  his  eye  was  not  dim,  nor  his 
natural  force  abated.  And  the  children 
of  Israel  wept  for  Moses  in  the  plains 
of  Moab  thirty  days:  so  the  days  of 
weeping  in  the  mourning  for  Mo.ses 
were  ended.  And  Joshaa.  the  son  of 
Nun.  was  full  of  the  spirit  of  wisdom; 
for  Moses  had  laid  his  hands  upon  him; 
and  the  children  of  Israel  hearkened 
unto  him.  and  did  as  the  Lord  com- 
manded Moses.  And  there  hath  not 
arisen  a  prophet  since  in  Israel  like 
unto  Mo?es,  whom  the  Lord  knew  face 
to  face:  in  all  the  signs  and  the  won- 
ders, which  the  Lord  sent  him  to  do  in 
ihf  land  of  Egypt,  to  Pharaoh,  and  to 
all  his  servants,  and  to  all  his  land: 
and  in  all  the  mighty  hand,  and  in  all 
the  great  terror,  which  Moses  wrought 
In  the  sight  of  all  Israel." 

Golden  Text:     "The   Lord  spake  urUo 
Moses  face  to  face."    Exodus  33:11. 


A  GLI.MPSE  OF  CAN.\AN. 
It  i.s  always  accounted  a  sad  misfor- 
tune for  a  man  to  lead  a  movement  to 
the  verge  of  success  and  then  have  to 
turn  it  over  to  another  for  completion. 
This  was  what  Moses  did.  It  was  death 
that  took  him  away;  but  he  was  per- 
fectly cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
great  struggles  of  his  life  were  about 
to  be  rewarded  with  the  desired  con- 
summation of  the  settlement  of  the 
people  in  th»*  I-and  of  Promise.  His  life 
had  been  devoted  to  the  service  of  his 
feliow  Hebrews,  and  he  was  no  doubt 
entirely  contented  to  know  that  his 
hopes  and  plans  were  about  to  be  re- 
alized for  the  nation,  even  if  he  could 


not  take  a  part  in  the  final  scenes. 

In  his  last  moments,  as  all  through 
his  life,  his  nearness  to  God  was  evi- 
dent. He  had  received  a  message  from 
the  Lord  at  the  burning  bush,  had 
spoken  with  God  immediately  on  Mount 
Sinai,  and  all  through  his  long  life  of 
Ic-iJership  in  Israel,  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  receive  direct  communications 
from  the  Lord.  It  is  not,  then,  surpris- 
ing that  In  his  death  he  should  have 
felt  the  hand  of  God  upon  him.  An  old 
legend  says  that  he  was  put  into  his 
grave  on  Pisgah's  heights  and  kissed 
by  an  angel,  and  that  in  the  kiss  the 
angel  caught  his  spirit  and  bore  it 
away  to  Paradise. 

The  record  says  that  the  Lord  shoTved 
Moses  the  entire  reach  of  the  Promised 
Land,  from  the  north  to  the  south,  and 

I  as  far  east  as  the  Mediterranean  sea. 
But  he  was  not  permitted  to  pass  over 
Jordan  and  enter  it.  because  of  his  sin 
of  unbelief  in  the  wilderness  of  Siu. 
i Numbers  20:1:13).  This  seems  a  ter- 
rific penalty  for  him  to  have  paid  for  a 
single  sin,  but  It  accords  with  the  facts 
of  life.  A  single  sin  often  shuts  a  man 
out  of  the  best  things  in  life,  or  closes 
the  path  of  success  against  him. 
Fidelity  for  twenty  years  cannot  shield 
a  man  against  the  penalty  for  one  theft 
from  his  employer;  It  may  prevent  him 

I  from  being  Imprisoned,  but  he  suffers 
the  severer  penalty  of  the  loss  of  his 
employer's  confidence.  A  decade  of  un- 
swerving devotion  cannot  atone  for  one 
act  of  marital  unfaithfulness  on  the 
part  of  either  a  man  or  a  woman.  A 
person  may  be  guilty  of  a  single  sin 
that  brings  disease,  and  that  disease 
will  harass  the  person  through  life,  no 
difference  how  perfect  his  subsequent 
conduct  may  be.  Moses  was  In  a  posi- 
tion of  leadership  that  made  it  essen- 
tial for  him  to  set  as  perfect  an  ex- 
ample before  the  people  as  it  is  possible 
for  a  man  to  set.  No  doubt  his  lack  of 
faith  on  the  one  occasion  had  a  seri- 
ously bad  effect  on  some  of  the  people. 
Sometimes  judgment  is  entered  in  our 
courts  in  order  to  deter  others  from 
committing  crime.  Perhaps  Moses  pun- 
ishment stootl  out  In  that  day  as  a 
notable  instance  of  the  evil  results  of 
untjelief. 

It  was  a  wise  circumstance  that  the 
people  did  not  know  the  place  whete 
Moses  was  burlei.  for.  If  they  had 
known  it.  they  would  doubtless  have 
made  a  shrine  out  of  it,  as  has  been 
done  with  so  many  other  tombs  in  the 
East.  Cecil  Francis  Alexander  has  well 
expressed  the  idea  of  the  narrative  in 
the  lines:

For  an  angel  of  God  upturned  the  sod,

One  of  the  best  rewards  of  right  liv- 
ing Is  for  a  per.son  to  arrive  at  ad- 
vanced years  with  full  powers  and  kt-en 
vigor,  like  Moses,  whose  "eye  waa  not 
dim.  nor  his  natural  force  abated."  The 
people  honored  him  until  the  last,  and 
after  his  death  wept  for  him  in  a  long 
period  of  mourning.  Joshua  had  bten 
trained  by  the  great  law-giver  as  his 
successor,  and  entered  upon  his  duties 
as  soon  as  his  master  had  been  taken 
away.  His  wise  leadership  will  be  the 
next  topic  to  occupy  our  studies.  It  Is 
well  to  note  here  in  passing  that  the 
record  says  that  Joshua  was  full  of  the 
spirit  of  wisdom,  because  Moses  had 
laid  his  hands  upon  him. 
MOSES.  THE  STATESMAN  AND 
PROPHET. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  word  "Moses" 
comes  from  an  Egyptian  word  mean- 
ing "fcon."  and  that  this  very  name 
marks  his  Egyptian  training.  He  was 
born  of  parents  who  faithfully  adheiel 
to  the  God  whom  their  forefathers  had 
worshipped.  The  time  of  his  birth  was 
one  of  great  adversity  for  his  people. 
They  had  originally  settled  in  Egypt 
under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances, but  had  lost  favor  with  the 
rulers  of  Egypt  and  had  been  reduced 
to  slavery  and  were  being  grievously 
oppressed  at  the  time  Moses  was  born. 
His  life  was  condemned  as  was  that  of 
every  other  male  child  of  the  Hebrews; 
but  his  mother  hit  upon  the  scheme  of 
biding  him  In  a  basket  among  the  bul- 
rushes by  the  river  to  prevent 
Pharaoh's  servants  from  killing  him. 
And  that  expedient  brought  him  his 
great  opportunity  for  a  training  that 
fitted  him  to  do  God's  work  of  leader- 
ship. It  did  not,  however,  give  him 
his  great  religious  Ideas.  They  were 
gotten  from  another  source;  but  It  did 
give  him  an  Insight  into  the  world'g 
best  knowledge  and  Into  the  arts  of 
statescraft.  In  that  very  ancient  time 
the  best  .schools  and  universities  of 
the  world  were  in  Egypt.  It  is  said 
that  a  thousand  years  after  Moses, 
Plato  came  to  a  great  Egyptian  univer- 
sity to  attend  lectures. 

In  his  strange  schooling  Moses 
learned  the  art  of  handling  men.  It  Is 
claimed  by  tradition  that  he  became  a 
great  general  In  the  Egyptian  army, 
and  that  he  was  sent  by  the  Pharaoh 
on  at  least  one  very  Important  and 
successful  expedition  to  drive  back  an 
Invading  army  from  Southern  Egypt. 
At  any  rate,  he  was  admirably  fitted  to 
lead  and  organize  Israel  when  the  time 
came  for  them  to  abandon  Egypt.  It 
was  with  consummate  skill  that  the 
people,  who  at  first  were  Indifferent  to 
his  leadership.  were  organized, 
equipped,  provisioned  and  Inspired  to 
follow  him  In  undertaking  so  appar- 
ently hopeless  a  ta.sk  as  to  leave  Egypt 
against  the  will  of  a  Pharaoh  who  had 
well-orgr.nlzed  armies  to  throw  against 
the  untutored  strength  of  the  Israelites. 
And.  when  he  had  brought  the  nation 
out  Into  the  wilderness,  he  organised 
them  and  controlled  them  as  deftly  as 
If  h«  had  been  born  to  a  throne  Instt  ad 
of  In  a  slave's  hovel.  Although  it  was 
not  permitted  to  him  to  enter  into 
Canaan  and  direct  the  settlement  of 
the  people  there,  he  yet  so  prearranged 
the  organization  of  their  life  that  his 
Intellectual  gra.sp  and  foresight  were 
the  determinative  factors  In  much  that 
made  for  the  national  progre.ss. 

As  a  prophet  Moses  stands  without 
a  peer  in  Isarel  until  Christ.  His  was 
a^pecullar  duty  and  his  privileges  were 
corresponillngly  great.  God  spoke  to 
him  face  to  face  and  endowed  him 
with  especial  powers.  He  thought  to 
do  gre;it  things  for  his  people  before 
God  had  shown  him  the  way,  but  that 
indi.scretlon  led  him  to  the  necessity  of 
fleeing  from  Egypt;  and  In  the  wilder- 
ness of  Sinai  he  learned  from  nature 
and  from  the  God  of  his  fathers  many 
things  which  all  the  schools  In  the 
world  could  never  have  taught  him.  Of 
course,  it  must  be  supposed  that  he 
had  gotten  much  religious  Instruction 
from  his  parents,  and  from  Jethro.  in 
the  wilderness,  he  probably  got  addi- 
tional religious  knowledge  and  fellow- 
ship. But  these  were  only  the  found- 
ation of  the  great  things  God  had  to 
reveal  to  him.  No  one  now  claims  that 
Mosea  originated  all  the  legislation 
that  bears  his  name.  A  large  part  of 
it  he  undoubtedly  gathered  up  from 
the  tribal  lote  of  his  people,  and  a 
large  part  Qt  It  grew  up  after  his  day 
as  the  time  product  of  his  mighty  in- 
fluence. But  he  was  the  great  dom- 
inating personality  of  his  day.  His 
mind  had  a  gigantic  natural  sweep, 
which  was  enlarged  and  Intensifle  1  by 
an  Immediate  inspiration  from  heaven. 
He  knew  the  mind  of  God  as  few  per- 
sons have  ever  known  it.  and  was 
able  to  Interpret  the  will  of  God  Into 
terms  of  every  day  life,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  fact  that  the  people  de- 
isired  to  have  him  s^eak  to  them  in 
place  of  the  direct  voice  of  God.  With 
Abraham  the  worship  of  Jehovah 
seems  to  have  originated  as  a  distinct 
religion,  but  with  Moses  that  reMgl on 
was  purified  and  enlarged  in  its  scope

Between  Two  Big  Rattle- 
snakes  That  Fought 
to  the  Death. 

Fort  Smith.  Ark.,  Sept.  19.— Police- 
man Sid  Johnston  haft  been  a  witness 
to  one  of  the  strangest  fights  that  man 
has  ever  seen.  It  was  a  battle  between 
two  rattlesnakes— a  sight  that  a  nat- 
uralist would  have  given  a  modest 
sum  to  witness,  i  .-.  The  snakes  were 
large  large  ones  and  the  fight  was  to 
the   death. 

This  unique  battle  took  place  on 
Standing  Rock,  in  the'  Canadian  river. 
Standing  Rock  stands  in  the  middle 
of  the  Canadian  river,  with  not  another 
rock  near  it.  Its  sidef  are  almost  pre- 
cipitous, and  it  is  only  on  one  side 
that  a  landing  cajn  be  made  and  the 
ascent  accomplished.  On  one  side  of 
the  river  is  a  low  bottom,  while  on 
the  other  the  bank  is  high.  The  rock 
is  covered  with  Indian  inscriptions 
and  hieroglyphics,  e>ven  on  those  sides 
which  are  straight  up  and  down  and 
which  are  inaccessible  to  the  white 
man. 

They  are  probably  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  the  Indians  who  made 
them  were  sun  worshipers,  and  the  in- 
scriptions were  made  by  the  medicine 
men  and   the  priests. 

Mr.  Johnston  had  gone  over  to  Stand- 
ing Rock  in  quest  of  turkeys,  had 
gained  the  top.  which  is  flat  and  is 
about  20  by  30  feet,  and  was  peering 
over  the  edge  when  his  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  snakes,  which  were  on  a 
ledge  some  30  feet  below  him.  He 
tells  the  story  in  this  manner: 

"I  had  heard  a  noise  on  that  side 
and  thought  I  would  find  some  tur- 
keys there.  I  was  not  prepared  for 
what  I  saw,  and  I  drew  my  head  back 
In  a  hurry. 

"As  soon  as  I  recovered  from  my 
surprise  I  lay  there  and  watched  them 
for  fifteen  minutes,  I  guess.  The  snakes 
were  large  ones  and  evenly  matched. 
I  never  saw  such  wriggling  and 
sfjulrmlng  in  all  my  life.  Sometimes 
they  would  be  lying  almost  side  by 
side  at  full  length,  then  they  would 
coll  up  and  strike  at  each  other.  Some- 
times they  would  be  standing  almost 
straight  up  on  the  tip  of  their  tails, 
and  would  strike  at  each  other  with 
the  swiftness  of  lightning. 

"They  would  hardly  seem  to  have 
time  to  strike  again.  They  would  dart 
at  one  another  and  recover  from  the 
blow  so  quickly  that  my  eyes  could 
not  follow  them.  It  was  all  done  so 
rapidly  that  I  could  not  tell  whether 
they  struck  one  another  or  not.  AH 
the  time  they  kept  up  a  rattling  and  a 
hissing  that  made  me  feel  nervous, 
although  safely  out  of  their  reach. 
At  last  one  struck  at  the  other,  but  the 
blow  was  skillfully  dodged  and  the 
snake  that  ain>ed  the  blow  landed  his 
body  nearly  "half  way  across  that  of 
the  other.  They  clinched  at  once.  That 
Is,  their  bodies  were  immediately 
wrapped  around  one  another  and  they 
rolled  and  squirmed.  In  this  condition 
they  rolled  off  the  ledge  on  which 
they  had  fought  and  I  .saw  them  no 
more.  I  don't  know  how  it  ended,  but 
I  think  there  were  two  dead  snakes 
when  the  duel  was  over.  It  beat  any- 
thing I  ever  saw  ot  ever  expect  to  see. 
While  they  were  fl|rl^lng  they  gave  oft 
a  most  sickening  •dor.  and  as  far  away 
as  I  was.  I  waai-fYercome  by  it  and  it 
was  several  miilfltes  before  I  was  able 
to  go  home."

New  York,  Sept.  19.— Mrs.  Burnett  Y. 
Tiffany,  wife  of  the  late  Charles  L. 
Tiffany's  youngest  son,  is  generally 
conceded  to  be  the  dearest  woman  in 
the  world.  The  word  dear,  however, 
is  used  superlatively  not  in  the  sense 
of  endearment,  but  to  designate  a  de- 
gree of  cold,  sordid  commerciallty.  For 
Mrs.  Tiffany  proved  an  expensive 
luxury  to  the  romantic  young  son  of 
New  York's  pioneer  jeweler,  who 
founded  the  widely  known  house  bear- 
ing   his   name. 

She  wus,  perhaps,  the  most  costly 
wife  in  the  world,  for,  in  spite  of  the 
circumstance  that  her  married  life 
lasted  but  ten  days,  the  fact  that 
Burnett  Y.  Tiffany  gave  her  his  nama 
cost  him  the  round  sum  of  $2,000,000. 
Two  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  day 
is  the  amount  he  now  is  forced  to  en- 
ter in  the  debit  column  of  his  first  love 
affair. 

It  is  now  almost  sixteen  years  since 
the  expensive  marriage  of  young  Tif- 
fany took  place,  yet  that  he  never 
received  the  full  forgivenss  of  his  hard- 
haded  father  has  recently  been  shown 
by  the  publication  of  the  contents  of 
the  aged  jeweler's  will.  In  spite  of 
the  fa^  that  the  estate  was  worth 
something  like  $10,000,000,  the  older  Tif- 
fany stipulated  In  his  will  that  his 
youngest  son  "Bernie"  should  re- 
ceive but  $1,282,226,  and  this  amount 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  trustees 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  son 
be  allowed  only  $3000  a  year.  Speak- 
ing of  the  boy  in  his  will  the  father 
says: 

"In  my  opinion,  which,  however.  Is 
not  to  control  the  discretion  of  my 
executors,  unless  a  radical  change  shall 
take  place  in  his  life  and  habits,  the 
sum  of  $3000  per  annum,  payable  in 
monthly  installments,  will  be  an 
ample  amount  for  his  proper  support 
and    maintenance.' 

The  motive  for  the  elder  Tiffany's 
coldness  and  partiality  in  the  distri- 
bution of  his  estate  is  said  to  lie  In 
the  fact  that  on  March  1,  1887,  Burnett 
married  Bertha  Pierson,  a  poor  seam- 
stress, much  against  the  will  of  his 
parents,  and  that  although  their  mar- 
ried life  was  of  short  duration  the  in- 
cident so  displeased  the  parent  that  he 
never  quite  regained  his  former  feel- 
ing toward  the  boy  and  treasured  the 
grievance  as  long  as  he  lived. 

"Bernie"  Tiffany's  love  affair  was 
romantic  in  the  extreme.  It  began 
while  he  was  working  as  a  clerk  in  his 
father's'  immense  jewelry  establish- 
ment for  the  princely  salary  of  $600  a 
year.  He  was  then  quite  a  young 
man — no  more  than  a  boy.  In  fac{ — 
and  the  elder  Tiffany,  who  was  proud 
and  ambitious  for  the  future  of  his 
sons,  had  planned  a  lofty  career,  both 
socially  and  commercially,  for  "Ber- 
nie," the  youngest.  His  hopes  seemed 
in  a  fair  way  toward  realization  until 
Emma  Pierson  came  into  the  young 
man's  life.  This  incident  served  to 
estrange  him  from  his  parents  and 
brought  him  face  to  face  with  the 
gloomy  prospect  of  complete  disinher- 
itance. 

It  happened  that  Emma  Pierson, 
then  a  poor  seamstress,  was  engaged 
at  sewing  in  a  large  boarding  house  in 
nion  square.  Just  opposite  the  glitter- 
ing front  doors  of  the  Tiffany  establish- 
ment. Young  Tiffany  w  as  not  so  busy 
at  his  work  that  he  could  not  find  time 
to  cast  occassionally  glances  through 
the  front  window.  One  day  while  he 
was  gazing  idly  out  upon  the  whirl  of 
life  in  Union  square  hi.s  eyes  met  those 
of  Emma  Pierson.  and  his  first  impres- 
sion of  his  expensive  romance  was 
formed.  After  that  the  young  clerk 
watched  every  day  for  the  reappear- 
ance of  the  young  seamstress,  and  he 
seldom  failed  to  catch  sight  of  her  as 
she  hurried  in  and  out  of  the  beoarding 
house  where  she  worked.  Finally 
Emma  Pierson  became  aware  of  the 
fact  that  two  eyes  were  watching  her 
from  the  dazzling  jewelry  establish- 
ment and  .she  also  became  interested. 
The  court.shin  at  a  distance  went  on 
for  some  little  time,  the  glances  be- 
coming less  timid  and  more  prolonged 
with  the  passing  of  each  day.  Finally, 
one  afternoon  Burnett  Tiffany  and 
Emma  Pierson  met  unexpectedly  face 
to  face  In  Union  square.  This  was  in 
June  sixteen  years  ago.  On  this  occa- 
sion the  Hirtation  was  renewed  at 
greatly  reduced  range,  and  the  up- 
shot of  it  was  that  young  Tiffany 
sought  and  obtained  an  introduction  to 
the  pretty  seamstress,  whose  sole  and 
only  fortune  consisted  of  her  use  of 
the    needle.    • 

After  this  formal  presentation  the 
young  man  became  an  ardent  suitor  for 
the  hand  of  Miss  Pierson.  There  were 
no  more  sly  flirtations,  but  the  affair 
developed  Into  an  avowed  courtship, 
which  young  Tiffany's  parents  resisted 
with  as  much  determination  as  he  and 
his  seamstress  sweetheart  displayed  in 
pursuing.  But  parental  disposition  at 
this  stage  of  the  affair  was  useless  and 
before  the  expiration  of  a  year  Bur- 
nett Tiffany  and  Emma  Pierson  were 
married. 

Then  the  ire  of  'he  elder  Tiffany  rose 
to  boundless  proportions.  He  absolutely 
refused  to  reconcile  himself  to  his  son's 
disregard  of  his  appeals,  protests  and 
threats  and  confronted  the  young  man 
with  a  final  warning  of  disinheritance 
if  he  did  not  give  up  his  seamstress 
wife  and  return  once  more  to  the 
parental  roof  and  his  position  behind 
the  counter  of  the  big  jewelry  estab- 
lisbi'ien  '^hi.«  ominous  'hreat  reached 
Burnett  Tiffany  just  as  he  was  round- 
ing out  a  ten  days'  honeymoon.  He 
hesitated  for  a  time  trying  to  decide 
between  his  young  wife  and  the  vast 
fortune  of  his  father,  but  finally  in 
response  to  the  last  appeal  from  his 
family  he  did  what  few  men  plaQed 
in  his  position  have  done— gave  up  the 
girl. 

After  having  been  married  but  ten 
days  young  Tiffany  and  his  bride  se- 
parated. She  went  to  East  Orange,  N. 
J.,  where  she  has  lived  ever  since 
with  her  mother,  and  from  the  day  of 
their  parting  sixteen  years  ago  to  this 
thev  have  not  met  or  spoken  to  each 
other.  In  1891  Mrs.  Tiffany  obtained 
a  <^!vorce  from  her  husband,  but  nei- 
ther he  nor  she  has  married,   and  at

Illinois 
Central  subscription  rights  sold  at  11% 
and  the  slock  ex.  rights  sold  at  160%.  Na- 
tional Lead  was  also  strong  at  a  sharp 
fractional  advance. 

Transcontinental  slocks  absorbed  the 
greater  part  of  the  limited  dealings  and 
aUo  showed  the  most  pronounced 
strength.  Rock  Island  advanced  3  points 
to  207  on  cash  trani'actions  and  St.  Paul 
rose  2%  to  193%,  a  record  price.  Missouri 
Pacific  lost  its  opening  rise,  but  later 
gained  a  point.  There  was  not  much  of 
interest  in  the  railroad  list  aside  from 
these  movements,  but  the  general  under- 
tone was  firm.  North  American.  Lead  and 
Western  Unloii  gained  l%'a2.  Minneapolis, 
iji.

S<juthern  Pacific  got  up  a  point  In  the 
final  hour  but  the  railroad  list  was  in- 
clined to  react,  the  loaders  falling  hack 
1  to  1%.  Of  the  Industrials,  the  leather 
stocks,  Rubb^^r  preferred,  Tennessee  Coal 
and  Pressed  Steel  Car  preferred  advanced 
a  point.  An  Indicated  decrease  of  cash 
holdings  by  the  banks  of  over  $3,000,000 
smothered  the  hopes  of  a  strong  bank  re- 
turn tomorrow.

THE  DETECTIVE'S  STORY. 

liow  an  Essayer  Fell  Into  a 
Cunning  Trap. 

"That."  said  th.-  «lvit-ttivo,  "Is  another 
story.  Yoii  have,  of  course,  hearil  numer- 
ous versions  of  the  affair,  but  none,  I 
venture  to  .say,  more  than  passingly  ac- 
curate, for  a  handed  down  tale  in  n 
raining  camp  soon  loses  its  identity,  and 
there>  not  a  man  among  all  I  have  seen 
in  camp  today  who  was  here  when  the 
thing  happen»»d.  I  had  reason  then 
for  becoming  familiar  with  everybody 
about  the  place,  and  its  part  of  my  busi- 
ness  to   rememb«r   faces." 

It  was  dusk  at  the  dose  ,;t  a  hot  summer 
day  on  the  desert,  says  the  I-os  Angeles 
Times.  Outside  the  office  of  one  of  the 
most  famous  gold  producers  of  the 
Southwest  four  men  sat  idly  enjoying 
their  cigars  in  the  trifling  breeze.  The  at- 
tention of  three  of  the  men  was  centered 
in  the  conversation  of  the  fourth,  a 
stranger,  who  had  arrived  on  the  after- 
ni>on  stage.  It  wa.s  the  last  day  of  'clean- 
up;" on  the  morrow  the  great  mass  of 
ablnlng  amalgam  in  the  safe  would  go  to 
the  retort,  to  make  into  an  apparently 
valueless,  brown,  spongy  mass,  and 
then  into  the  furnace  to  enlarge,  finally,  a 
large  shining  bar.  representing  the  month- 
ly product  of  the  mines.  To  see  this  costly 
bit  of  express  matter  safely  to  its  destina- 
tion at  Contra  Costa  was  the  object  of  the 
stranger's  visit. 

The  storv  referred  to  was  the  Paulson 
murder,  which  had  been  a  mystery  for 
weeks,  and  which  bid  fair  to  remain  so 
but  for  the  skill  of  the  man  speaking.  "I 
haven't  been  down  this  way.  to  stop,  since 
that  murder,  he  continued,  "for  my  work 
as  superintendeot  of  the  northern  divi- 
sion usually  keeps  me  on  the  other  side 
of  Frisco.  Our  regular  man  being  sick, 
however,  it  occurred  to  me  to  run  down 
to  this  place  this  month,  and  incidentally 
renew  acijualntances.  Things  look  about 
the  same,  though,  as  they  did  when  I 
dropped  off  the  stage  here  one  afternoon 
six  years  ago.  for  tne  same  purjwse  that 
brought  me  today. 

"As  you  know,  gentlemen,  the  splendid 
financial  condition  of  the  company  at 
that  time  had  been  effected  through  the 
careful  management  of  James  Paulson. 
the  superintendent  who  was  murdered. 
He  was  a  thin,  wiry  little  man,  who, 
though  he  never  seemed  to  tire,  worked 
entirely  on  nervous  energy.  After  others 
had  relinquished  their  business  cares  for 
the  day  he  might  be  seen  going  about  to 
satisfy  him.self  that  some  minor  detail 
had  been  attended  ti>.  It  was  this  charac- 
teristic, perhaps,  that  had  won  hire  a  rep- 
utation among  mining  men  as  the  most 
successful  milling  manager  In  the  West, 
but  wtUch  brought  him  to  an  untimely

"On  the  night  of  my  arrival  I  talked 
with  the  'old  man,'  as  he  was  familiarly 
called,  until  a  late  hour,  after  which  he 
left,  saying  he  guessed  he  would  see  if 
things  were  all  right  at  the  cyanide  plant 
before  retiring.  Tnat  was  the  last  time  1 
saw  him  alive.  He  did  not  appear  at  the 
usual  time  the  next  morning,  and  investi- 
gaUun  showed  that  he  had  not  occupied 
tiis  room.  Search  was  made  in  all  direc- 
tions, and  it  was  only  a  short  time  be- 
fore the  body  of  the  superintendent  was 
found  in  a  little  arroyo  leading  to  the 
;  mountain  at  the  back  of  the  plant.  An- 
J  other  discovery,  made  at  the  same  time, 
though  in  the  light  of  tlie  first  not  so 
startling,  was  the  theft  of  3tW  pounds  of 
precipitates  from  the  cyaiilde  plant.  It 
was  fair  to  presume  that  Mr.  Paulson 
had  surprised  the  thieves  in  the  act  of 
roblx-ry.  and,  fearing  recognition,  they 
had  made  way  with  him.  A  sandbag  with 
which  the  crime  had  been  committed  was 
found  on  the  rocks  near  by. 

"It  was  a  day  of  great  consternation. 
Naturally  affairs  fell  to  my  direction  that 
morning,  and  later  my  company  directed 
me  to  continue  the  Investigation.  Thanks 
to  a  scrubl>y  growth  of  beard  I  had  inad- 
vertently failed  to  leave  with  the  barber 
before  coming  out  from  the  city,  I  made 
up  sufficiently  rough  to  go  on  at  noon, 
tending  'chuck'  in  place  of  one  of  the  old 
hands,  who  had  been  taken  with  cramps.

"I  joined  the  union,  lived  in  the  bunk- 
house,  was  a  good  fellow  with  the  boys, 
and  no  one  outside  the  office  even  sur- 
mised my  identity.  To  ail  appearances 
the  local  constable  and  depjity  from  the 
sheriffs  office  had  charge  of  affairs.  No 
one  was  allowed  to  leave  camp  without 
a  most  rigid  examination,  and  some  of 
the  'ten-day'  hobo  fraternity  were  held 
over  their  limit  several  days  on  suspi- 
cion. Days  lengthened  into  weelts.  and 
still  no  clew  was  found.  The  reward  of 
fltm,  offered  by  the  county,  friends  and 
the  company  was  doubled,  but  without 
avail.  I  confess,  gentlemen,  things  looked 
very  dark. 

"I  had  already  written  my  company  to

'The  only  good  Indian  Is  a  dead  one,"  Is 
not  in  all  Instances  correct. 

"Among  the  Indians  doing  odd  jobs 
about  the  camp  then  was  'Old  Jim,'  a 
handsome,  stalwart  fellow  who  for  his 
many  good  qualities  was  the  recipient  of 
many  favors  from  the  office,  and  was 
often  employed  about  the  store.  Sitting 
down  by  my  hide  so  quietly  as  to  be  un- 
noticed, as  I  sat  on  tne  store  bench,  one 
afternoon,    be    said:       'Tou    no    workum 


1  much,  white  fingers.  Me  savvy  you  talk- 
i  um  long  time  with  boss,  same  night  he 
I  go  over  there,'  and  the  old  fellow  pointed 
toward  the  plant  with  a  cjuick  almost  im- 
perceptible motion  of  his  finger.  'White 
man  killum  boss,  me  show  you.'  Amazed 
at  the  man's  effrontery.  It  is  needless  to 
say  1  followed  him,  without  further 
question,  to  where  the  superintendent's 
body  was  found.  Lifting  a  broad  piece  of 
shale,  which  1  remember  having  placed 
under  the  dead  man's  head  at  the  in- 
(|uest,  the  Indian  disclosed  the  perfect 
imprints  of  a  pair  of  hob-nailed  shoes. 
On  the  sole  was  fashioned  a  horseshoe, 
and  on  the  heel  a  triangle,  in  the  for- 
mer two  nails  forming  the  bow  were 
missing  In  the  right  foot  Imprint  while 
the  back  point  nail  was  missing  in  the 
left  heel.  I  had  been  among  the  first 
to  arrive  at  the  scene  on  the  fatal  morn- 
ing, and  1  was  sure  no  one  had  preceded 
me  wearing  miners'  clumsy  shoes.  Odd, 
indeed,  it  was  that  by  placing  a  flat  rock 
over  tile  one  small  runlet  of  sand.  1  had 
unwittingly  preserved  the  only  clew 
which   held  promise  of  good  results. 

"Elated  at  the  pleasure  I  manifested  at 
his  discovery  'Old  Jim'  said:  'You  wantum 
shoes,  me  catchum.'  That  afternoon  I 
made  casts  of  the  Imprints,  and  after- 
ward sat  for  some  time  with  the  Indian, 
near  the  store  door,  before  which,  ever 
and  anon,  he  would  sweep.  Finally  a 
man  passed  Into  the  store  and  Jim 
aroiise<l  me  from  my  reading  by  saying, 
'Same  shoe;'  and  truly.  In  the  carefully 
swept,  adobe  were  the  prints  we  were 
after.  The  wearer  of  the  shoes  was  a 
young  Indian  latl  to  whom  no  suspicion 
could  be  attached.  Old  Jim  shared  my 
manifest  disappointment.  He  sat  in  the 
corner  of  the  dingy  storeroom  for  an 
hour,  looking  steadily  at  the  telltale 
shoes,  and  then  disappeared.  The  next 
morning  he  led  me  to  the  tent  where  a 
miner  named  McKenna  lived  alone. 
Everywhere  were  the  prints  we  so  much 
desired.  Shortly  aftf-rward  McKenna  was 
brought  to  the  office  by  the  constable. 
Enraged  at  being  suspected  of  the  crime, 
he  maintained  a  sullen  silence,  until  con- 
i'ronted  with  the  shoes  which  fitted  the 
marks  about  his  tent.  He  then  admitted 
they  were  his.  but  had  been  stolen  from 
his  "tent  a  few  days  l)efore  the  murder. 

"Little  notice  was  given  this  last  state- 
ment, and  pn-paration  was  made  to  get 
him  to  the  county  Jail  Immediately,  for 
to  have  held  him"  in  camp  over  night, 
would  have  simply  been  murder,  senti- 
ment was  so  high. 

"All  thin  goes  to  show. gentlemen,  that 
we  are  oftentimes  mlstiffen,  and  I  am 
convinced  that  many  Innocent  men  are 
hanged  on  circumstantial  evidence.  At  the 
last  moment  McKenna  proved,  to  our 
complete  satisfaction,  that  he  spent  all 
of  the  fatal  night  playing  poker  In  the 
ct)mpany'8    saloon. 

"Five  nights  bitf-r,  after  a  long  ride 
througb    the    Indian    reservation,    I    re- 


turned to  camp  ■with  the  young  buck  from 
whom  we  had  taken  the  shoes.  Between 
threats  and  promises  he  took  me  straight 
to  the  house  where  he  had  stolen  tlie 
shoes. 

"Coming  back  to  the  office  I  was  at- 
tracted to  the  hospital  by  a  little  group 
at  the  door.  The  doctor  was  engaged  In 
dressing  some  ugly  wounds  on  the  young 
assayer,  who  lay  unconscious  on  the 
operatlnaj^  table,  it  was  evident  the  man 
had  had  a  serious  fall  on  the  rocks.  Aid- 
ing the  physician,  I  washed  the  patient's 
face  and  hands  and  cleaned  his  grimy 
nails.  After  he  had  gone  I  said:  'Doctor, 
will  you  please  brush  the  sleeves  of  this 
coat  carefully!"  He  did  so  and  a  dark 
powder  fell  onto  the  paper  I  had  spread 
to  receive  it.  'And  this  (handing  him  a 
black  accumulation  on  my  knife  blade) 
may  also  be  put  with  the  powder.  Do  up 
the  sample  carefully  and  seal  It.'  He  did 
so  and  I  put  it  in  the  safe. 

"The  next  morning,  in  the  presence  of 
the  doctor,  I  handed  the  assayer  a  pack- 
agn  which  had  ostensibly  come  through 
the  mall,  and  asked  him  to  give  me  an 
assay  on  It.  He  handed  me  a  report  the 
next  day  at  lunch.  At  3  o'clock  that  af- 
ternoon the  officers  of  the  compan.v  met 
me  by  appointment.  On  the  plea  that  I 
had  lost  his  report  I  asked  the  assayer 
to  come  over  with  his  record  book.  "Let's 
see,  here  It  Is:  "  'Friday,  July  13.  assay 
13.  left  bv  Mr.  D.,  runs  "ib'.MW  In  gold,  with 
traces  or  copper  and  zinc'  " 

"  Then,  in  short,  Mr.  Wllklns,'  T  ex- 
claimed, turning  suddenly  In  my  chair, 
'It  Is  a  pretty  fair  sample  of  a  cyanide 
precipitate?'  The  ; lad  saw  his  predica- 
ment, but,  retaining.,  his  presence  of 
mind,  he  said:  'I'.ve  loft  my  burners  go- 
ing at  the  assay  office;  I'll  be  back  In  a 
moment,  soon  as  J  turn  them  off.'  'The 
deputy  stopped  Wm  and  pinioned  his 
arms.  Taking  up  tiie  man's  book  from  the 
Hoor  I  read:  "  'Friday',  June  13,  assay 
No.  13,  left  by  Mr.  D.— a>.0»10  in  gold,  trace 
of  copper  and  zinc.'  came  from  your 
own  finger  nails  and  the  sleeves  of  your 
coat.  On  the  night  of  Mr.  Paulson's 
murder  you  wore  shoes  stolen  from  Mc- 
Kenna, and  subsequently  stolen  from 
your  tent  by  an  Indian.  Your  cuts  were 
received  on  returning  from  the  mountain 
where   you   have  concealed   your   plimder. 

"  'Charles  Wllklns.  I  arrest  you  for  the 
murder    of    James    Paulson.' 

"During  these  proceedings  in  the  office 
the  constable  had  harnessed  a  lively 
team,  and  a  few  minutes  Inter  we  were 
hurrj'ing  the  prisoner  to  the  county  Jail. 
It  was  shown  that,  being  familiar  with 
the  operations  at  the  plant,  Wllklns  took 
an  opportunity,  when  the  precipitates 
were  sealed  in  cans  ready  for  shipment, 
to  make  way  with  them.  On  the  night  of 
the  murder  he  had  packed  the  cans  on 
a  mule  and  was  starting  for  a  place  of 
concealment  in  the  hills  when  the  sup- 
eT-lntendent  discovered  and  recognized 
him. 


DOES  NOT 
TESTIFY 


Henderson  Does  Not  Take 

Stand  In  His  Own 

Defense. 


Causes    Surprise    as    It 

Was    Supposed    He 

Would  Testify. 


Case     Expected     to    Go 

to  the  Jury  This 

Afternoon. 


The  fate  of  C.  E,  L.  Henderson  -was 
expected  to  go  into  the  hands  of  the 
Jury  this  afternoon. 

The  case  came  to  an  abrupt  ending 
shortly  before  noon  without  the  defen- 
dant going  on  the  stand.  This  was  un- 
expected, as  Henderson  himself  had 
expected  to  be  called  today,  and  the 
state  was  also  looking  for  his  version 
of  the  lulling. 

When  Attorney  Walte  told  the  court 
that  the  defense  closed  its  case  this 
morning,  there  was  no  little  surprise 
on  the  faces  of  those  who  have  been 
following  the  case. 

The  first  witness  called  this  morning 
was  Mrs.  Josephine  Henderson  Heard, 
a  ^ister  of  the  defendant.  She  testified 
as  to  insanity  that  existed  in  the 
family.  She  said  that  her  father  was 
insane  when  he  died,  and  two  uncles 
weie  also  afflicted.  In  addition,  her 
sister  was  considered  a  little  off.  She 
spoke  of  seeing  the  defendant  'n  1897, 
when  with  his  regiment  he  was  en 
route  to  Cuba.  She  met  him  at  the 
depot  in  Philadelphia,  and  when  she, 
with  her  sister  were  standing  on  the 
rdatforni,  Henderson  looked  straight  at 
them  and  walked  past  quickly,  going 
up  to  a  group  of  strangers. 

He  acted  strangely,  and  she  thought 
that  he  was  Insane  at  that  time.  An- 
other soldier  accompanied  him  to  the 
platform,  and  the  defendant  had  a 
numljer  of  scars  on  him. 

On  cross-examination  the  witness 
testified  that  her  father  was  a  drink- 
ing man  and  that  he  got  drunk  very 
frequently  up  to  time  of  his  death.  He 
had  spells  when  his  mind  wandered, 
and  one  day  he  struck  a  man  on  the 
street.  He  was  drunk  at  the  time. 
Once  her  sister  attired  herself  in  wet 
clothes  and  went  to  church.  She  did 
the  wa.shlng  that  morning,  and  then 
went  to  the  church  before  giving  the 
clothes  time  to  dry. 

When  the  witness  had  told  of  so 
many  people  In  the  family  being  In- 
sane,      County      Attorney     McClintock 

"Isn't  It  a  fact  that  the  members  of 
your  family  who  are  here  are  far  above 
the  average  of  your  race  In  intelli- 
gence?" 

"I  don't  know  as  to  that." 

"I  don't  say  this  for  self  praise,  but 
you  possess  more  intelligence  than  the 
average  coloi^ed  person?" 

"We,  have  acquired  some  intelli- 
gence." 

"You  wouldn't  expect  much  of  a 
building  with  no  foundation,  would 
you?" 

"No,  a  structure  of  that  kind 
wouldn't  stand  very  long." 

Attorney  Waite  then  introduced  in 
evidence  the  note  found  on  the  body 
of  Ida  Henderson  by  the  coroner  after 
she  was  killed.  It  was  not  addre3.sed 
to  any  one  and  was  filled  with  words  of 
love.  She  referred  to  the  person  to 
v.hom  the  note  was  written  as  "sweet- 
heart," and  said  that  everything  would 
be  all  right,  and  that  he  was  the  only 
one.  There  were  aKso  two  envelopes, 
one  addressed  to  W.  W.  Dawson  and 
the  other  Sam  Richardson,  care  of  the 
Spalding  hotel.  The  men  are  waiters 
there. 

Mrs.  John  Eckles,  who  lived  at  712^! 
West  Superior  street,  testified  about 
the  time  Henderson  was  ill,  a  couple 
of  days  prior  to  the  killing.  At  that 
time  he  told  her  to  go  and  find  Ida, 
The  witness  could  not  say  whether  or 
not  he  was  crazy.  On  Saturday  after- 
noon, June  21,  she  saw  the  Henderson 
woman.  When  Henderson  came  in  for 
a  drink  of  water,  his  alleged  wife  was 
walking  down  the  street,  having  just 
left  the  building. 

William  McCullough,  a  proprietor  of 
the  saloon  in  the  Torrey  building,  de- 
clared that  Henderson  had  been  em- 
ployed by  him  as  a  porter  up  to  June 
14.  The  last  three  or  four  days  there 
the  defendant  was  slack  In  his  work, 
and  when  he  left  he  fcid  tne  witness 
that  he  could  not  do  ti-e  -vjrk  because 
he  had  had  trouble  with  his  wife. 

On  cross-examination  the  witness 
stated  that  the  defendant  appeared  to 
have  been  drinking  when  he  left  his 
employ,  and  that  for  three  or  four 
days  he  had  been  indulging  quite  ex- 
tensively, according  to  appearances. 

At  this  point  the  drfens3  re.st«J. 
County  Attorney  McC.IntocK  began  his 
address  to  the  Jury  as  soon  as  court 
convened  at  1:30  this  afternoon. 

Will  Eckles,  a  ni-ait  w'no  had  known 
Henderson  for  ten  /e.-^irs,  \\:\.:i  on  the 
stand  yesterday  afternoon.  They  had 
roomed  together  in  Chicago.  He  said 
that  Henderson  had  irrational  spells, 
and  that  he  always  thought  the  de- 
fendant crazy.  Asked  when  he  first 
noticed  it,  he  said  it  was  in  Chicago.

FILES  A  DEMURRER. 


Eastern  Minnesota  Responds 
to  Infringement  Suit. 

The  Eastern  Minnesota  Railway 
company  has  filed  In  the  United  States 
district  court  a  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint in  the  case  of  Philip  Oberst  and 
Victor  Llnley,  of  West  Superior, 
against  the  railroad.  The  plaintiffs 
brousht  action  some  time  ago  to  re- 
cover against  the  company  for  the  use 
of  some  alleged  patent  devices  for 
loading  heavy  materials. 

The  demurrer  was  made  on  the 
grounds  that  there  do  not  appear  in 
the  complaint  facts  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute an  action;  that  the  patent  de- 
scribed by  the  plaintiffs  is  void  for 
want  of  patentable  novelty;  that  the 
alleged  improvements  and  claims  of 
the  plaintiffs  were  not  new  and  patent- 
able at  the  time  of  the  alleged  Inven- 
tion for  the  reason  the  several  de- 
vices were  manufactured  and  used  long 
before  patent  letters  were  issued  for 
them,  for  loading  rails  and  heavy  ma- 
terial onto  cars.  The  defendant 
claims  that  the  alleged  patent  is  mere- 
ly an  aggregation  of  old  devices  that 
do  not  perform  a  new  service.

TttE  DRUG  TRUST. 

Fight    Made    Against  It   By 
New  York  Firm. 

Binghamton,  N.  T..  Sept.  19.— The 
emaller  drug  dealers  throughout  the 
United  States  are  watching  with  inter- 
est the  battle  between  Bourke  Bros.,  of 
this  city,  and  the  drug  trust,  which  is 
being  fought  out  in  the  courts,  and  the 
decision  of  the  appelate  division  this 
veek  is  of  much  import.  The  action 
•was  brought  to  rec-over  $50,000  dam- 
ages, the  result  of  an  alleged  conspir- 
acy on  the  part  of  the  Retail  Drug- 
gists' association  of  Chicago,  the  Pro- 
Tirietarv  Association  of  America.  of 
New  York,  and  the  AVholesale  Drug- 
gists' ass-ociation  of  Philadelphia,  to 
blacklist  and  force  from  business  the 
Bourke  Bros.,  who  sold  below  the  price 
fixed    by    the    trusts. 

The  defendants  demurred  to  the  com- 
plaint on  the  grounds  that  the  organiz- 
ation was  not  a  trust,  but  the  supreme 
court  Justice  before  whom  it  was  ar- 
gued held  It  was  plainly  an  illegal  com- 
bination of  capital.  In  violation  of  the 
law   and.   therefore,   criminal. 

An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  appelate 
court  for  permission  to  go  to  the  court 
of  appeals,  but  this  was  denied  and 
the  case  centers  on  the  question  of 
damages  for   Rourke  Bros.

HIS  LIFE  AT  STAKE 

Fate    of    Henderson,    Charged    With 
Murder,  Is  Now  In  Jury's  Hands. 

Damaging  letters  By  the 
Prisoner  Are  Read. 

Morning  Taken  Up  With 
Addresses  to  Jury. 


Pofnting  the  finjcer  of  scorn  at  Hen- 
derson, the  alleeed  murderer,  ridiculing 
any  evidence  alleging  his  insanity, 
bringing  forth  all  the  evidence  pro- 
duced by  the  state,  in  a  clear,  concise 
manner.  County  Attorney  McClintock 
made  a  stirring  address  to  the  jury  In 
the  murder  trial  that  has  been  on  in 
the  district  court  all  week,  this  morn- 
in«r. 

The  prosecuting  attorney's  speech  j 
was  filled  with  sarcasm  and  irony  as 
he  told  of  the  plot  that  Henderson  had 
made  to  kill  the  woman  he  called  his 
wife  and  then  make  his  escape.  Pieud- 
for  justice  to  the  community  and  th«f 
upholding  of  the  laws  of  the  state 
one  moment  and  relating  the  cold  facta 
as  testified  to  by  the  state's  witnesses 
in  the  next,  the  closing  address  to  the 
jury  was  a  telling  one. 

It  was  an  able  address  and  took  twv 
hours.  Mr.  McClintock  began  at  3 
o'clock  and  finished  at  11.  A  few  mo- 
ments after  that  Attorney  Waite  be^jan 
his    argument    and    he   was    talking    at 


12:30  this  afternoon.  It  was  expected 
that  the  court  would  charge  the  Jury 
early  this  afternoon. 

The  county  attorney  dwelt  with  con- 
siderable length  on  the  evidence  intio- 
duced  in  rebuttal  yesterday.  Two  wit- 
nesses were  called,  the  most  important 
of  which  was  Axel  Rivers.  The  de- 
fendant had  given  him  three  letters  to 
mail  on  June  21,  the  day  the  crime  was 
committed,  and  the  state  endeavon-d 
to  prove  that  bv  these  letters  the  de- 
fendant showed  that  the  crime  was 
premeditated. 

One  letter  was  addressed  to  a  woman 
in  Memphis,  the  other  to  a  woman  in 
New  Orleans.  In  one  case  the  writer 
states  that  no  more  mai  should  bo 
.««ent  to  Duluth.  and  in  another  th»»t 
he  was  called  to  Memphis  to  the  bed- 
side of  a  dying  aunt.  One  of  the  let- 
ters he  starts  out  with  "Anna  Dear," 
and  says  that  he  will  be  in  Memphis 
in  ten  days,  but  not  to  tell  anyone  of 
his  coming. 

"Anna,  dear!"  said  the  county  at- 
torney, "and  this  is  the  manner  in 
which  the  defendant,  whose  undying

ONE  HUNDRED  ARE  DEAD 

As  the  Result  o!  the  Awful  Stampede  From  a  Bir- 
mingham Church  Where  Booker  Wash- 
ington Was  Making  Address. 


Birmingham,  Ala..  Sept.  20.— The 
•rarjous  undertaking  estabMshments 
•were  crowded  this  morning  with  hun- 
dreds of  persons,  mostly  delegates  to 
the  national  negro  Baptist  convention, 
searching  for  missing  friends  and  rel- 
atives who  might  have  been  killed  in 
last  night's  stampede,  at  the  Shiloh 
Baptist  Colored  church,  which  grew 
out  or  a  panic,  caused  by  a  fight  anu  a 
cry  of  "fire"  while  Bf>oker  T.  Washing- 
ton was  addressing  the  convention.  Up 
tc  9  o'clock  about  fifty  bodies  had  been 
Identified,  the  greater  number  of  them 
))eing  local  residents,  who  were  visit- 
ors to  the  convention.  In  front  of  each 
undertaking  shop  where  the  corpses  lie, 
a  squad  of  policemen  kept  back  the 
surging  throng.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  identify  those  bodies  which 
have  not  yet  been  claimed.  Those  who 
have  missing  friends  and  relatives 
have  been  re<iuested  to  make  a  round 
of  the  undertaking  establishments,  and 
£lso  to  make  known  through  the  new.s- 
papers  the  names  of  the  missing.  The 
fact  that  delegates  to  the  convention 
ivere  here  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, many  of  them  l)eing  .strangers, 
renders  the  work  of  identification 
Somewhat  slow.  It  is  expected  that  at 
least  a  dozen  of  the  injured  will  die. 
After-  midnight  last  night  several 
bodies  of  persons  who  were  crushed  in 
the  panic  were  found  lying  in  the 
■wootls  in  the  vacant  lot  adjoining  the 
church.  They  had  scrambled  out  of 
the  mass  of  struggling  humanity  with 
broken  limbs  or  crushed  breasts,  and 
had  crawled  away  in  this  manner  to 
die.

Investigation  this  morning  shows 
that  no  white  people  were  killed  in 
the  panic.  A  number  of  white  visitors 
were  in  the  church  at  the  lime,  and 
several  of  them  were  hurt  in  the  wild 
scramble,  but  none  will  die.  Policeman 
Klledge,  who  was  standing  at  the  exit 
endeavoring  to  quiet  the  mad  throng, 
was  caught  between  the  moving  muill- 
tude  and  the  wall  in  the  narrow  pass- 
age way  leading  down  to  the  stairs 
and  nearly  all  his  clothing  was  torn 
from  his  body.  His  legs  were  also 
smashed,  but  he  will  fecover.  His 
efforts  to  keep  the  crowd  quiet  were 
utterly  futile,  and  not  until  the  fire  de- 
partment and  a  large  number  of  oHl- 
cers  arrived  on  the  scene  was  any- 
thing like  order  restored.  Then  it  was 
found  that  practically  everybody  had 
gotten  oi:t  of  the  building.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  bodies  of  the  victims 
shows  that  very  many  of  them  died  of 
suffocation,  the  congestion  of  human- 
ity in  the  vestibule  and  pas.'sageway, 
where  the  crush  occurred,  being  so 
great. 

Those  who  received  bodily  injuries 
were  the  ones  who  were  crushed  and 
trampled  under  foot.  Many  nad 
broken  limbs,  and  one  negro  Ihre-.v 
himself  over  the  heads  of  the  ciowd 
and  his  brains  were  dashed  out  against 
the   wall. 

A  report  from  the  hospital  at  10: SO 
o'clock  says  that  ten  of  the  injured 
have  died  during  the  morning.  It  is 
also  stated  that  a  number  of  dead  have 
been  found  at  private  houses  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  scene  of  the  dis- 
aster. Seventy-eight  bodies  were  at 
the  undertaking  establi.shments  early 
this  morning.  With  the  additional 
deaths  since  reported,  it  now  appear.s 
that  the  death  list  has  almost  reached 
100. 


are  to  understand,  drove  him  to  crime, 
started  a  letter  that  he  penned  to  an- 
other woman  on  the  very  day  that  the 
murder  was  committed." 

One  cf  the  letters  stated  that  the. 
woman  should  not  talk,  should  not  tei» 
anything,  should  not  mention  his  com- 
ing, and  that  he  knew  she  had  no  fel- 
low, but  if  she  did  she  could  put  him 
out.  as  he  (Henderson)  was  coming. 

Mr.  McClintock  told  with  dramatic 
effect  the  killing.  He  showed  the  large 
knife  which,  he  said,  had  been  speci- 
ally sharpened  for  the  occasion.  It  is 
an  ugly  looking  weapon,  with  a  long 
tlade.  The  prosecuting  attorney  de- 
scribed vividly  the  killing.  How.  at 
the  first  thrust,  the  blood  suprted  from 
the  wound  all  over  the  wall.  How  the 
woman  had  rushed  to  escape  and  the 
defendant  followed  delivering  one  blow 
after  another,  until  she  fell  to  the  fioor 
too  weak  from  the  loss  of  blood  to 
stand  up.  He  told,  too,  how  the  prints, 
olcody  as  they  were,  of  the  woman's 
hands  were  found  against  the  wall, 
where  she  reached  for  support  when 
she  sank.  The  woman  had  gasped, 
with  the  little  strength  she  had  left, 
"Is  he  gone,  save  me,  save  me,"  and 
then  followed  it  with.  "I'm  better  now, 
I'm  dying." 

"And  there  sits  her  murderer," 
shouted  the  county  attorney  pointing 
to  the  defendant.  Through  the  recital 
of  the  crime  Henderson  never  winced, 
looking  occasionally  at  the  jury  to  see 
in  Just  what  way  the  argument  was 
being  received.  Once  in  a  while  a  far- 
away look  would  come  Into  his  eyes, 
but  he  would  quicrkly  brighten  up  again 
and  follow  closely  the  talk  of  the 
prosecuting  counsel. 

A  five-minute  recess  was  taken  after 
County  Attorney  McClintock  had  fin- 
ished, during  which  time  the  defendant 
talked  to  his  sisters  and  nephew,  who 
occupied  their  usual  places  In  the  court 
room.

Chicago.  Sept.  20.— Novel  meanjj  were 
ased  today  in  an  effort  to  secure  the 
liberty  of  Charles  Warren  Spalding, 
former  president  of  the  Globe  Savings 
bank,  and  treasurer  of  the  university  of 
Il.inols.  convicted  of  embezzling  univers- 
ity funds.  Judge  Dunne,  who  has  for 
some  time  l)een  considering  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  in  the  case,  was  prepar- 
ing to  read  hie   decision,   which   was  un- 


derstood in  advance  to  be  adverse  to  the 
prisoner,  when  Attorney  W.  G.  Ander- 
son stopped  proceedings  by  taking  anoth- 
er notition  before  Judge '  Hanecy.  New 
evidence  will  be  produced  in  behalf  of 
the  banker  prisoner,  who  has  been  fight- 
ing for  freedom  for  six  years.  Good 
conduct  has  been  the  principal  plea  for 
freedom,  but  some  time  ago  the  state 
board  of  pardons  refused  to  grant  hmi 
liberty  because  it  was  believed  he  still 
held  a  portion  of  the  emt>ezzled  funds  of 
the  state  university. 


SMASHED  A  SHOW  TRAIN 


A  Collision  at  Choctaw  Resulted  In  the  Death  o  f 
Three  People  and  Injury  to  Twenty- 
Six  Others. 


Cincinnati,  Sept  30.— President  Roose- 
velt and  party  iirrtved  on  time  at  1» 
o'clock  at  the  Pennsylvania  station  and 
was  escorted  to  tiie  St.  Nicholas  hotel  by 
a  long  line  of  t.-irriages  with  Senator 
Foraker,  Mayor  FleUchmann,  President 
Frank  Foulda,  the  directors  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati festival  and  prominent  citizens.

New  York,  Sept.  20.— An  autopsy  per- 
formed on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Joseph 
Pulitzer,  who  was  mysteriously  mur- 
dered in  a  Fifty-eighth  street  flat,  and 
whose"  body  was  found  in  the  Morris 
canal,  showed  that  her  death  was 
caused  primarily  by  a  knife  wound  in 
the  abdomen  and  not  by  chloral.  Sev- 
eral blbv,s  were  struck  on  her  head  be- 
fore death,  but  the  skull  was  not  frac- 
tured, and  there  were  no  signs  of  cer- 
ebral hemorrhage. 

A  police  dragnet  has  been  thrown 
out  for  William  Jopper  Young,  grand- 
son of  the  great  Mormon  leader,  Brig- 
hum  Young,  who  is  suspected  of  the 
killing. 

Among  the  books  found  in  Young's 
rooms,  in  the  Fifty-eighth  street  flat, 
Was  the  cover  of  a  small  memorandum, 
in  the  front  df  which  was  stamped,  in 
gilded  letters,  "Practical  reference." 
On  the  inside  were  a  number  of  notes, 
headed  "Blood  atonement,  "  and  fol- 
lowed by  Biblical  references,  included 
an  excerpt  from  the  book  of  Corinmi- 
ans,  reading:  "Deliver  such  an  one 
unto  satan  for  the  destruction  of  the 
flesh  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in 
the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus." 

It  now  develops  that  when  Young's 
fatner  sailed  for  France  on  July  1, 
two  of  the  sons  went  back  to  Utah. 
Hopper  did  not  make  his  home  with 
his  father,  but  he  remained  in  the  vi- 
cinity. Recently  he  called  upon  the 
superintendent  of  tiie  building  and  de- 
manded the  keys,  which  were  given  to 
him.  The  apartment  originally  con- 
sisted of  three  suites.  These  were 
thrown  into  one,  for  the  use  of  the 
family,  but  upon  their  going  abroad, 
one  of  them  was  cut  off  and  was 
turned  over,  rent  free,  to  four  mission- 
aries, who  are  proselyting  in  New 
York.  They  have  been  living  there 
ever  since,  and  were  asleep  when  the 
supposed  murder  was  committed.  Their 
names  are  Clarence  Snow,  Lawrence 
Taylor,  J.  L.  Woods  and  John  R.  Por- 
ter.   Mr.  Snow  said: 

"When  the  elder  Mr.  Young  went  to 
Europe  he  left  four  of  us  here,  rent 
free.  Socn  afterward  Hopper  deman- 
ded tlie  keys.  He  lived  in  suite  four, 
Vvhich  was  entirely  shut  off  from  us, 
and  we  saw  little  of  him.  Sometimes 
we  heard  him  come  In  and  sometimes 
we  did  not. 

"Tuesday  night  Porter  and  Taylor 
were  home  all  the  evening.  Wood  and 
I  came  in  about  11  o'clock  and  all  of 
U8  went  to  bed.  I  do  not  think  any  of 
us  heard  Hooper  come  In  that  night 
and  we  certaiiiiy  heard  no  disturbance 
in  his  part  of  the  house.'" 

Detectives  have  tracgd  Young  to 
Brooklyn,  where  he  vvent  on  Thursday 
morning  to  bid  a  friend  good  bye.  To 
this  friend  he  said  he  was  going  to  the 
Rocky  mountains. 

A  trunk  shipped  to  Chicago  by 
Young,  through  the  Wells-Fargo  ex- 
press, was  consigned  to  "C.  S.  Elleny,  " 
the  police  do  not  believe  it  contained 
anything  other  than  clothing  belong- 
ing possibly  to  Mrs.  Pulitzer,  as  very 
little  of  the  murdered  woman's  apparel 
has  been  fotind. 

Richard  E.  Anser,  who  was  a  close 
friend  of  Young  and  at  one  time  his 
partner  in  the  publication  of  the  Ho- 
boken  "Crusader,"  has,  according  I. 
the  World,  issued  a  statement  saying 
that  Young  called  at  his  house  in  Ho- 
boken  last  Thursday  morning  about 
7:30  o'clock.  Young,  he  says,  was  driv- 
ing a  horse  and  buggy,  which  he  stat- 
ed had  been  rented  by  the  livery  man 


Oklahoma  City,  Sept.  ».— At  ChocUw. 
IC  miles  ea«t  of  here,  at  5  o'clock  this 
morning,  an  east-bound  freight  train  ran 
into  the  rear  of  the  Sells-Downs  show 
train,  killing  three  persons  and  wounding 
twenty-six   others,   sovera*  fatally. 

All  the  killed  and  wounded  belong  to 
th«  show  except  the  conductor  of  tha 
Show  train,  who  was  fatally  crushed.

show  train  was  standing  on  the  main  line 
when  the  accident  occurred.  Two  sleep- 
ing cars  of  the  show  train  were  complete- 
ly wrecktHl  ani!  many  occupants  were  pin- 
ioned beneath  the  wreckage.  The  unin- 
jured went  quickly  to  the  relief  and  soon 
extricated  the  dead  and  wounded.  The 
freight  engine  Was  not  damaged.  The 
engineer  cannot  be  found  and  Is  presumed 
to  have  fleJ.  The  cause  of  the  wreck  can- 
not be  ascertained  until  the  freight  en- 
gineer is  located. 


who  has  since  figured  in  the  identifica- 
tion of  the  weight  found  attached  to 
Mrs.   Pulitzer's   body. 

Anser  says  he  met  Young  at  Butte, 
Mont.,  in  1001.  Young  was  then  tra- 
veling for  a  drug  house.  They  became 
friends  and  Young,  later  In  the  year, 
joined  him  in  the  publication  of  the 
paper  in  Hoboken.  They  dissolved 
partnership  last  June,  however,  and 
since  then  had  seldom  met. 

Further  Interesting  developments  oc- 
curred today  in  the  unaveiing  of  the 
mystery  surrounding  the  murder  of 
Mrs.  Anna  Puliitzer.  A  restaurant 
manager,  Louis  Bowker,  was  found, 
who  said  he  was  well  acquainted  witii 
William  Hooper  Young,  for  whom  the 
police  are  looking  in  connection  with 
the  crime.  Mr.  Bowker  said  that 
Youns  had  been  a  constant  customf* 
at  his  establishment,  eating  a  li?ht 
luncheon  there  almost  every  evening 
up  to  about  three  months  ago. 

On  Thursday  night.  Bowker  said,  a 
young  man  called  at  the  restaurant 
and  said:  "Do  you  know  Wiiilam 
Hopper  Young-?"  On  Bowker  repiying 
in  the  affirmative,  the  stranger  said: 
"Well,  here  is  the  key  to  his  apart- 
ments; will  you  kindly  take  charge  of 
it."  Bowker  took  the  key,  and  the 
man  left. 

About  9:30  the  same  evening  the 
same  man  returned.  "Has  Young  been 
in  yet?"  he  asked.  Bowker  told  bins  he 
had  not.  "I'll  wait  a  little  while  for 
him,"  said  the  other,  and  he  sat  down 
and  remained  for  about  fifteen  minute.^. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time  he  said 
he  would  wait  no  longer,  and  at  first 
asked  for  the  key.  later  changing  his 
mind,  and  asking  Bowker  to  retain 
possession  of  It  until  Young  should 
call. 

Last  night,  when  Bowker  heard  of 
the  connection  of  Young  with  the 
murder  of  Mrs.  Pulitzer,  he  sought  a 
policeman,  told  him  the  story  ar< 
handed  him   the  key. 

An  Interview  was  obtained  tod«y 
•<Hth  three  of  the  Mormon  elders  who 
are  occupying  part  of  the  apartments 
used  l)y  "Young.  They  are  Clarence 
Snow,  Lawrence  Taylor  and  J.  Woods. 
They  are  all  young  men  and  gave  evi- 
dences of  havinjiF  passed  a  restless 
night.  Mr.  Taylor,  acting  as  spoki^s- 
man  for  the  party,  said: 

"The  enemies  of  the  Mormon  church 
accuse  its  members  of  practicing  the 
blood  atonement.  There  is  nothing  in 
It.  and  this  crime  could  not  have  been 


committed  through  any  ideas  of  Mor- 
monism  that  this  young  man  may  hava 
possessed.  He  was  outside  of  our 
church  and  we  wanted  nothing  to  do 
with  him." 

In  connection  with  the  "blood  atone- 
ment" note  found  in  the  apartment, 
Taylor  Insisted  that  it  had  nothina  i* 
do  with  the  Mormon  church. 

Capt.  Titus  of  the  detective  bureau 
emphatically  declared  today  that  th» 
motive  for  the  murder  was  robl)ery. 
He  says  the  diamond  earrings  which 
Mrs.  Pulitzer  wore  were  valued  at 
$180  and  evidently  had  been  pawned. 
Capt.  Titus  further  says: 

"This  man  Young  had  lived  in  St. 
Paul.  Minneapolis  and  Dubuque,  and 
letaters  from  all  of  these  places  weia 
found  in  his  room.  On  Tuesday  iai^t 
he  borrowed  S5  from  a  man  whom  he 
had  told  that  he  was  in  hard  luck 
and  did  not  have  a  cent." 

Capt.  Titus  then  told  of  his  visit  to 
the  apartments  on  West  Fifty-eightii 
street.  He  said  he  found  there  Ihreo 
empty  beer  bottles.  One  of  the  bottles 
had  a  crystallzed  appearance,  and  he 
thought  that  the  woman  had  first  beei 
drugged  by  some  narcotic  in  the  beer 
and  afterwards  knocked  on  the  head. 
The  room  showed  no  signs  of  a  strug- 
gle, but  blood  was  scattered  every- 
where.

Chicago,  "  shlpp*^ 
from  New  York  at  9:10  p.  m.  Thursday, 
the  18th,  is  aw-altlng  a  claimant  here  at 
the  office  of  the  Wells  Fargo  Express 
company.  According  to  the  shipping 
bill,  the  consignor  was  "C.  S.  Eiline. 
northwest  corner  Fifty-second  street 
and  Tenth  avenue.  New  York."  Tnere 
is  no  one  of  that  name  in  the  Chicago 
directory. 


Salt  Lake,  Utah,  Sept.  20.— Hooper 
Young,  who  Is  suspected  by  the  poller 
as  the  murdrrer  of  Mrs.  Pulitzer  in 
New  York.  Is  the  son  of  John  Youn^,  a 
son  of  Brigham  Young,  and  is  a  well- 
known  railroad  contractor,  having  be- 
come wealthy  from  contracts  In  the 
construction  of  the  Utah  &  Northern 
and  Utah  Central  railways.  At  the 
time  of  Brigham  Young's  death  in  1877 
John  Young  was  one  of  the  former's 
counsellors.  He  was  tried  under  the 
Edmunds  law.  charged  with  polygamy, 
but  was  acquitted  on  a  technical'ty. 
Hopper  Young  is  well  known  in  Salt 
Lake,  having  up  to  a  few  yean  ixgn 
resided  there. 


ARBITRATION  USELESS 

Labor  Commissioner  Wright  Does  Not  Believe  It 

a  Panacea  For  the  Settlement  of 

the  Present  Coal  Strike. 


Chicago,  Sept.  20.— "I  do  not  think 
that  arbitration  is  the  panacea  for 
labor  troubles  that  some  persons  seen* 
to  consider  it,"  said  Carroll  D.  Wright, 
United  States  commissioner  of  labor 
last  night.  "That  Is  why  I  did  not 
recommend  it  in  my  recent  report  on 
the    coal   strike." 

Mr.  Wright  is  on  his  way  to  Minne- 
apolis, where  he  will  deliver  an  ad- 
dress on  "Is  There  a  Solution  to  the 
Labor  Question?"  before  the  national 
convention  of  employers  and  employes 
next  Monday,  and  which  will  be  ad- 
dresj^ed  by  President  Roosevelt  next 
Thursday. 

"The  practical  and,  to  my  way  of 
thinking,  the  proper  way  to  settle 
labor  troubles,"  said  Mr.  Wright,  "is 
for   both    sides    to    be    fair  and    decent 


and  settle  their  differences  themselve*. 
They  ought  to  be  able  to  do  this  better, 
and  certainU'  can  do  it  with  far  more 
mutual  satisfaction  (ban  by  having 
outsiders  step  in  and  settle  their 
troubles." 

The  commissioner  does  not  take  a 
hopeful  view  of  conditions  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

"I  cannot  say  when  the  strike  will 
end,"    he    declared. 

Speaking  of  President  Roosevelt's  po- 
sition in  the  matter.   Mr.  Wright  said; 

"I  know  that  the  prtsldent  was  and 
is  exceedingly  anxious  for  the  strike 
to  be  settled.  But  1  know  also  that 
his  position  was  and  Is  most  dilTi- 
cult,  because  if  he  stej.ped  in  it  would 
be  charged  that  he  whs  using  tha 
power  and  inJluence  of  his  official  posi- 
tion in  favor  of  one  Fide  or  the  other. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  he  has  not 
done  more  than  he  has.'

As  the  Eastern  lin»--s  Will 
demand  their  full  excursion  rate  pro- 
portion, the  St.  Paul-Chicago  line 
would  have  to  get  along  with  about  $3 
as  its  proportion  from  each  ticket. 

SMOKE  CONSUMERS. 

They    Are    Being    Tried    on 
Locomotives. 

A  smoke  consumer  for  locomotives 
is  the  experiment  with  which  the  Chi- 
cago Great  Western  road  is  making  a 
try,  and  it  is  said  that  the  tests  have 
proved  very  successful.  The  enj?ine 
fitted  with  the  consumer  does  not  throw 
out  the  usual  black  and  grome-dl.s- 
tributing  clouds.  If  it  is  adopted,  the 
consumers  will  be  put  first  on  the  pis- 
senger  engines  and  later  upon  freighi 
engines.  It  will  not  only  abolish  the 
smoke  nuisance,  which  makes  travel- 
ing so  disagreeable,  but  It  Is  claiuiel 
that  it  will  sav£  a  large  proportion  of 
the  fuel  now  wasted.  It  is  said  tliat 
each  engine  can  be  equipped  for  not 
more  than  }250. 


AGAIN  POSTPONED. 

Action  on  Twin  City   Excur- 
sion Rate  Is  Delayed. 

The  meeting  which  was  to  have  b?en 
held  in  St.  Paul  yesterday  to  consider 
the  request  of  the  merchants  of  the 
Twin  Cities  for  special  excursion  rates 
of  a  fare  and  a  fifth  for  the  round  trip 
to  the  Twin  Cities  from  points  within 
a  radius  of  200  miles  was  postponed 
until  today.  All  of  the  lines  could  rot 
be  represented  yesterday,  when  tiie 
meeting  was  to  have  been  held,  and 
it  was  desired  that  all  should  be  there 
when  action  was  taken.  It  is  consid- 
ered very  doubtful  if  the  rates  .ire 
granted.  If  they  should  be.  there  will 
doubtless  be  a  request  for  similar  rates 
from  other  points,  like  Duluth.  Duluth 
would  probably  be  just  as  much  en- 
titled to  such  a  rate  as  St.  Paul  or 
Minneapolis.

The  disastrous  "open  switch"  wreck 
yesterday  on  the  B.  &  O.  flyer,  in 
which  two  men  were  killed  and  fo.-ty- 
four  injured,  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  a  recently  patented  invention 
owned  by  Duluth  men  is  the  only  de- 
vice known  which  will  absolutely  pre- 
vent sDch  terrible  losses  of  life  and 
property.  There  are  many  devices 
designed  to  render  travel  safer  and 
more  comfortable,  but  the  problen.  at 
constructing  one  which  should  give  the 
engineer  of  a  swiftly-moving  train  the 
control  of  the  track  before  him  re- 
mained unsolved  until  the  advent  of 
the  Lawrence  automatic  railv/ay 
switch 

With  this  switch,  a  simple  attach- 
ment to  the  engine,  operated  by  mtrely 
touching  a  lever  in  the  cab.  fenders 
impossible  the  deadly  "open  switch" 
wrecks  which  are  chronicled  in  the 
papers  in  some  part  of  this  country 
every  day.  Had  this  device  been  in 
use  on  the  B.  &  O..  the  engineer  of 
the  passenger,  when  he  got  close  to 
the  switch  and  saw  that  it  was  thrown 
to  the  siding,  would  have  operated  the 
mecnanism  by  compressed  atr  to 
close  it.  and  pas.sed  swiftly  by  with  his 
precious  load  of  human  freight,  who 
could  sleep  on.  all  unconscious  of  how 
near  they  were  to  being  hurled  in«o 
eternity,  and  of  the  debt  they  owed  llie 
inventor  of  the  device. 

The  Lawrence  Switch  company  io  the 
title  of  the  incori)oration  just  organized 
to  take  over  the  American  and  fortign 
rights  and  patents  of  the  invention. 
The  company  is  entirely  a  Duluth  in- 
stitution, and  contemplates  manufac- 
turing the  switches  here.  The  incor- 
porators and  officers  Leclude  some  of 
the  most  prominent  railroad  officials 
and  solid  business  men  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  Practical  railroad  men  who 
have  examined  the  working  model  of 
the  switch  at  the  company's  office.  41. 
Torrey  building,  are  united  in  their 
opinion  that  it  will  eventually  supplant 
the  present  stub  and  split  switches 
everywhere.  The  superintendent  of  the 
largest  switch  manufacturing  concern 
in  the  United  States  has  given  it  his 
written  and  unqualified  endorsement. 

The  company  is  preparing  to  build 
several  of  the  switches,  one  of  which 
will  be  given  a  practical  demonstra- 
tion In  a  Duluth  railway  yard.

The  Asphalt  company  and  the  sub- 
contractor, Alex  Sang,  began  tne  first

Chaffee     Recommends    That 
Congress  Give  Him  One. 

Washington,  Sept.  20.— Lieut.  Ken- 
neth P.  Williams,  of  the  First  infantry, 
has  been  recommended  by  Gen.  Chaffee 
lor  a  congressional  medal  for  honor  for 
his  skill  and  bravery  in  leading  tne  re- 
lief expedition  to  the  rescue  of  the 
marine  detachment,  which  completed 
the  now  famous  march  across  the 
island  of  Samar.  Lieut.  Williams'  re- 
port, together  with  a  communication 
from  Gen.  Chaffee,  enclosing  very  coni- 
llliaientary  letters  from  Rear  Admiral 
Rogers  and  Commander  William  Swift, 
at  the  time  commanding  the  York- 
tov.n,  have  reached  the  department.

HOME  OF  BAY  RUM. 
Wht.  jver  you  go  ashore  in  one  of 
the  L'snlsh  possessions  you  gather 
your  i9wiall  change  and  hunt  for  the 
man  wno  makes  bay  rum.  Sugar 
grows  >i  many  sorts  of  places  and  so 
do  coffee  and  cocoa — though  they  say 
that  St.  Thomas  is  not  high  enough  for 
coffee  nor  shady  enough  for  cocoa  nor 
wet  enough  for  either — and  you  can 
have  pineapples  and  mangoes  at  any 
island;  but  rum  with  bay  leaves 
steeeped  In  it,  and  labeled  double  dis- 
tilled bay  rum,  is  something  peculiar 
to  these  parts,  writes  C.  M.  Skinner  in 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  It  is  like  cologne 
in  the  City  of  Cologne:  every  man  is 
the  Inventor  and  only  maker.  You  can 
Luy  it  at  any  shop  at  25  cents  a  quart. 
We  pay  50  cents  a  pint,  or  some  such 
matter.  And  so  you  buy  six  or  elicht 
quarts,  enough  to  last  through  a  dozen 
shaves,  and  pay  duty  on  it  in  New 
York,  if  the  inspector  does  not  have 
his  suspicions  allayed.  St.  John  used 
to  furnish  the  bay  leaves  for  this  de- 
lectable mixture,  but  they  tell  me  the 
crop  is  playing  out  and  that  bay  leaves 
are  now  supplied  from  the  states. 
Which  suggests  that  we  might  also 
make  our  own  bay  rum.  Still,  if  we 
did  that  we  would  break  the  heart  of 
St.  Thomas  and  take  away  the  last 
remaining  prop  that  keeps  it  from 
bankruptcy.  Germany  is  possibly  be- 
hind King  Christian  In  his  blocking  of 
the  sale.  He  could  have  forced  the  vote 
of  his  parliament  in  five  minutes  had  he 
chosen.  Germany  wants  those  islands, 
and  If  she  had  them  she  would  be  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh  of  this  nation.  Let  s 
buy  them  ourselves.

DOWN  A  LUMBER  CHUTE. 


Great    Water-Slide    of   Over 
Fifty-two  Miles. 

Ah!  what  would  the  Eastern  people 
who  delight  in  coasting  hills  a  quarter 
or  even  a  half  mile  long  on  wintry 
days,  or  who  go  into  ecstasy  at  shoot- 
ing a  toboggan  slide,  say  to  a  ride,  a 
la  tobog.gan,  down  a  slide  for  fifty 
miles'?  There  are  several  places  In  Cal- 
ifornia where  such  an  experience  may 
be  had,  writes  a  San  Francisco  corre- 
spondent of  the  Pittsburg  Gazette.  The 
ride  is  not  only  an  uinterrupted,  con- 
stant slide  for  forty  oi  fifty  miles  from 
the  start  to  finish,  but  it  is  as  thrilling, 
risky  and  rapid  as  any  one  might  wish. 
Think  of  riding  In  a  small  craft  in  a 
great  trough,  projecting  in  the  air  fifty 
or  seventy  feet  above  the  earth,  from  a 
lofty  mountain  crest  down  through 
forests,  across  canyons,  shooting 
around  precipices  and  crags.  Hying 
over  cattle  ranches,  orchards  and 
vineyards,  and  darting  in  this  rude 
craft,  over  people's  flower  gardens  and 
homes,  amid  very  picturesque  scenery. 
Consider  the  fascination  of  traveling 
in  four  hours  down  a  watery  toboggan 
slide  from  the  snow-clad  and  icy  peaks 
of  the  tallest  Sierras  down  into  a  val- 
ley as  balmy  as  a  May  morning,  and 
amid  vegetation  as  fresh  and  luxuriant 
as  in  midsummer.  Nowhere  in  the 
broad  world  may  such  an  experience 
be  duplicated. 

Flumes  by  which  cut  lumber  of  logs 
may  be  floated  from  the  forests 
primeval  and  the  sawmills  on  the  spurs 
of  the  Sierra  Nevada  range  down  to 
the  valleys  below  are  common  on  this 
coast  from  San  Diego  to  Vancouver. 
They  are  built  upon  huge  trestles,  and 
vary  m  height  from  ten  to  100  feet, 
depending  upon  the  level  of  the  coun- 
try traversed.  All  the  flumes  are  V- 
shaped  and  the  water  flowing  through 
is  a  yard  deep  at  the  deepest  part. 
When  in  operation  the  flume  is  gorged 
for  a  week  at  a  time  with  lumber, 
which  is  fished  out  at  the  valley  ter- 
minus of  the  flume  and  sorted  and 
piled  ready  for  use.  The  longesl  flume 
Is  in  Northern  California.  It  is  eighty- 
four  miles  long  and  cost  $430,000,  where 
the  lumber  is  cheap.  A  new  flume  was 
recently  finished  in  Fresno  county.  It 
is  with  this  flume  that  this  story  deals?. 
It  leads  from  the  Immense  pine  for- 
ests on  the  mountains,  7000  feet  above 
sea  level,  down  Into  San  Joaquin  val- 
ley, at  the  little  town  of  Collls,  near 
Fresno.  In  other  words,  the  flume 
starts  amid  the  perpetual  snows  and 
ice  of  the  Sierras  and  terminates  amid 
growing  vineyards  p.nd  apricot  orch- 
ards of  the  semi-tropic  San  Joaquin. 
Stephenson  Creek,  in  the  mountains, 
supplies  the  water. 

The  flume  boats,  in  which  the  rapid 
Journeys  are  made  down  the  flumes, 
are  simple.  They  are  made  the  shape 
of  the  V-boxes  of  the  flumes.  The  up- 
per ends  of  the  boats  are  closed  by  a 
board  nailed  across,  but  left  open  to 
let  out  the  water  which  splashes  over 
the  sides  of  the  boat  from  time  to 
time.  Short  boards  are  laid  across  for 
seats,  depending  upon  how  many  per- 
sons are  to  make  the  Journey.  A  car- 
penter can  make  one  of  these  boats  in 
half  an  hour.  The  boat  is  meant  only 
for  one  journey,  for  none  is  ever  hauled 
back  for  another  voyage.  Only  a  little 
preparation  is  necessary  for  a  trip  of 
this  kind,  and  half  a  dollar  will  buy 
enough  lumber  for  the  boat,  and  a 
man  is  a  poor  carpenter  indeed  who 
cannot  make  his  own  vessel.  The  trip 
is  made  with  little  danger— at  least  in 
this  Fresno  flume.  The  principal  trou- 
ble is  when  once  started  there  are  few 
places  where  one  can  stop.  The  cur- 
rent is  generally  so  rapid  that  it  makes 
landing  impossible,  and  the  voyager 
can  only  sit  still  and  let  the  boat  run. 

The  first  ride  down  the  new  flume 
from  start  to  finish  was  made  a  few 
days  ago.  The  boat  was  made  the  eve- 
ning before  at  the  reservoir  on  Step- 
henson Creek,  the  eastern  terminus  of 
the  flume,  and  everything  was  pre- 
pared for  an  early  start,  and  ample 
provision  was  made  for  all  emergen- 
cies, even  to  taking  along  a  shotgun 
and  rifles,  the  former  for  killing  quail 
and  birds,  the  latter  for  bear  or  any 
large  game  that  might  be  seen,  for  the 
flume,  during  more  than  thirty  miles  of 
its  course,  pas.ses  through  a  wild  region 
of  mountains,  hills  and  forests, 
abounding  in  game  from  the  smallest 
birds  to  the  largest  animal. 

The  passenger  does  not  realize  just 
how  he  gets  into  the  boat  nor  how  he 
makes  the  start.  It  is  all  over  before 
he  has  lime  to  think.  He  has  an  un- 
governable desire  to  clutch  at  things, 
but  before  he  can  do  so  he  is  gone,  and 
the  speed  makes  him  catch  his  breath, 
and  that  Is  all  he  can  do  The  start  has 
been  made  and  It  might  b«  a  race  to 
the  flnish. 

Before  the  passenger  has  time  to  look 
back  or  forward  or  to  ask  any  ques- 
tions, he  has  run  the  first  half  mile 
and  is  sweeping  around  a  curve,  which 
opens  to  his  vision  a  sight  not  pleasant 
to  contemplate.  The  flume  passes  be- 
tween two  walls  o£  rock  and  then  out 
along  the  face  of  the  solid  rock,  forming 
the  side  of  Stephenson  mountain.  If 
one  can  look  down  while  speeding 
across  the  giddy  hel^rbt  he  will  see 
beneath  him  the  canyon  of  the  creek, 
deep  down  in  the  shadows  of  morning, 
almost  dark  with  the  depths.  The  boat 
seems  flying  through  space.  It  is  only 
a  moment  till  ttoe  giddy  place  is  passed 
and  the  boat  darfs  into  a  mass  of 
gloomy  pines  growing  against  the  side 
of  the  mountain. 

The  piece  just  behind  was  one  of  the 
most  perilous  in  the  flume.     In  build- 


ing the  structure  the  workmen  could 
not  find  footing,  and  were  let  down  by 
ropes  from  the  brink  of  the  cliff  below, 
mer  and  drill  they  cut  holes  in  the  uoiid 
rock  and  made  anchorage  in  which  to 
and  thus  they  hung  while  with  ham- 
hang  the  flume.  Now  it  rests  there 
perhaps  solid  enough  and  probably  safe 
enough,  but  one  has  strange  feelings  as 
he  sits  in  a  narrow  boat  and  makes 
the  voyage,  in  midair  like  a  bird,  not 
knowing  when  one  of  the  cleats  will 
snap  and  let  the  whole  structure  plunge 
into  the  depths  beneath. 

On  that  morning  there  were  me^ny 
and  large  icicles  hanging  under  the 
flume.  Sometimes  the  Ice  was  piled  up 
Irom  the  ground  to  the  flume  20  or  3(» 
feet,  in  columns  and  arches,  having  the 
appearance  of  marble  of  intense  white- 
ness. If  the  water  is  permitted  to  flow 
all  winter  in  the  flume,  there  might  be 
danger  that  the  ice  would  accumulate 
till  the  weight  on  some  of  the  high 
trestles  would  be  sufficient  to  drag  the 
entire  structure  down. 

After  a  4-mile  run  the  boat  8udd«nly 
emerged  from  a  forest  of  pines  and  flr 
and  the  passengers  in  the  boat  ex- 
perienced the  feeling  of  a  person  in  a 
balloon,  when  the  world  seems  to  diop 
away  from  under  him.  The  flume  runs 
out  over  a  high  trestle,  and  at  first 
glance  nothing  is  visible  underneath. 
There  seems  to  be  nothing  but  un- 
fathomable space.  This  is  near  the 
turn  around  the  point  of  Stephenson 
mountain,  and  the  vast  abyss  beneath, 
which  seemed  bottomless,  is  the  canyon 
of  the  San  Joaquin  river,  down  Just 
how  far  beneath  it  would  be  hard  to 
guess.  It  broke  not  less  than  3000  feet; 
It  may  be  less. 

But  by  leaning  over  as  the  boat 
hurries  by,  one  can  catch  a  momentary 
view  of  the  white  foam  of  the  river  of 
the  canyon.  Not  a  sound  is  heard. 
The  plunging  of  the  river  over  the 
sunken  rocks  that  fret  its  channel 
cannot  send  even  a  murmur  up  the 
summit  of  the  cliff  from  which  the 
passenger  in  the  flume  boat  looks 
dow-n  as  he  hurries  on.  Nearly  every- 
where in  sight  the  canyon  is  dark  at 
that  hour  of  the  morning,  but  at  two  or 
three  places  the  sunlight  pours  through 
the  gateways  in  the  cliffs  and  the 
beams  fall  on  foaming  floods,  silent  in 
the  distance,  and  glad  the  blackness 
of  the  granite  cliffs  which  hang  Hke 
walls  a  thousand  feet  above  the  river. 

The  passenger  cannot  look  twice  at 
the  scene.  The  next  minute  he  has 
passed  again  into  timber;  then  comes 
curve  after  curve  around  a  rocky 
mountain,  and  after  a  little  while  the 
canyon,  which  had  seemed  so  nearly 
bottomless,  has  been  left  behind.  The 
first  twelve  miles  of  the  Journey  bring 
the  traveler  to  the  western  face  of  Pine 
Ridge,  the  last  drift  of  snow  disap- 
pears and  the  stately  groves  of  sugar 
pine  and  arbor  vitae  begin  to  give 
place  to  tangled  thickets  of  manzanlta 
and  chaparral,  and  the  starved  and 
stunted  digger  pines  and  gnarled  jack 
oaks  lake  the  place  of  the  tamaracks 
which  grow  about  the  reservoir  at  the 
starting  place.  Climate  succeeds  cli- 
mate as  the  boat  rushes  from  ridge  to 
ridge. 

Passing  around  the  mountain  at  the 
head  of  Dry  Creek.  Fresno  City,  forty- 
five  miles  distant,  is  seen,  with  the 
morning  sun  kindling  on  the  metal 
roofs  and  glancing  from  the  dome  of 
the  court  house  so  far  away  that  It 
seems  a  speck  of  light. 

Although  the  roughest  part  of  the 
mountains  are  left  behind  after  the 
head  of  Dry  Creek  is  reached,  the 
flume  has  still  some  of  its  steepest 
grades  below  that  point.  The  decline 
Is  not  uniform,  varying  from  a  foot  in 
ten.  Down  the  steepest  places  the  boat 
rushes  at  a  speed  which  approaches 
very  near  the  limit  of  safety.  Within 
Ave  or  six  miles  further  the  flume 
sweeps  around  the  brink  of  a  high, 
bold  granite  cliff,  and  two  miles  away 
and  2000  feet  below  the  little  village  of 
Toll  Hou.se,  bursts  into  view.  Green 
fields  surround  it  even  In  winter,  but 
it  has  a  forsaken  appearance,  for  its 
days  of  prosperity  are  numbered.  It 
was  for  thirty  years  a  stopping  place 
for  teamsters  hauling  lumber  from  the 
mountains,  but  the  flume  will  bring 
iumber  down  hereafter,  and  the  teams 
wiil  never  return. 

When  the  flume  has  passed  Toll 
House  It  has  entered  the  foothills  and 
the  excitement  Is  over.  The  way  leads 
for  twenty  miles  down  a  narrow  valley, 
and  the  passengers  in  me  boat  have 
nothing  to  alarm  them  as  they  glide 
along  so  smoothly  and  peacefully  that 
If  they  shut  their  eyes  they  would 
probably  fall  asleep.  The  speed  grows 
less  as  the  plains  are  approached,  and 
now  and  then  vineyards  or  an  orange 
orchard  are  seen  standing  In  pleasing 
contrast  with  the  ice  ad  water  coldness 
of  the  mountains  now  4000  feet  alwve. 

From  the  foot  of  the  hills  the  dis- 
tance to  the  terminus  of  the  flume  at 
Clovis  Is  about  twelve  miles,  and  the 
speed  lessens  all  the  time.  Before  the 
end  Is  reached  the  flume  boat  passes 
over  fine  vineyards,  in  which  even  so 
'.ate  In  the  season  os  December  large 
quantities  of  grapes  load  the  vines. 

The  end  came  at  last,  and  so  slowly 
was  the  little  boat  moving  that  the 
touch  of  a  hand  was  suflftclent  to  bring 
It  to  stop,  and  the  romantic  ride  of 
fifty-three  miles  was  done^  It  had  oc- 
cupied four  hours  and  the  boat  in  that 
time  had  carried  its  passengers  from  a 
reiiion  of  winter,  with  its  ice  and  snow, 
inio  a  country  where  grapes  still  load- 
ed the  vines.

Quincy,  Mass.,  Sept.  20,— The  cruiser 
Des  Moines  was  launched  from  the 
yards  of  the  Fore  River  Ship  and  En- 
gine company  shortly  after  noon  today. 
Hundreds  of  people  saw  the  ship 
plunge  Into  the  water.  Miss  Elsie 
Macomber,  of  Des  Moines,  with  Gover- 
nor Cunrains  of  Iowa  and  Mayor  Brea- 
ton  of  Des  Moines  standing  by  her 
side,  smashed  the  traditional  Iwttle  of 
champagne  a.gainst  the  steel  prow  of 
the  cruiser,  while  Miss  Clara  N.  Carl- 
ton, of  Haverhill,  Mas-s..  cut  the  ropes 
which  held  the  last  keei  block  and 
started  the  ship  down  the  ways. 

The  Des  Moines  is  the  largest  vessel 
ever  launched  in  the  waters  of  Massa- 
chusetts bay,  and  is  the  first  of  the 
government  ships  under  construction 
by  the  Fore  River  company.  Although 
the  weather  was  cloudy  and  at  times 
threattnlng,  the  day  was  locally  a  holi- 
day>  while  the  attendance  of  a  large 
company  of  distinguished  guests  made 
the  occasion  a  notable  one.  The  Iowa 
party  included,  besides  Miss  Macomber 
the  following: 

Governor  and  Mrs.  Cummins,  State 
Treasurer  Gllbertson.  State  Secretary 
Martin,  State  Auditor  Merriam  and 
Mrs.  Merriam,  Brig.  Gen.  H.  H.  Byers, 
Col.  John  G.  Loper,  Col.  C.  S.  Saunders, 
Col.  J.  B.  Santee,  Col  Charles  E.  Mit- 
chell, Col.  Walter  M.  Davis,  Col.  Rolicrt 
M.  Bigelow  and  MaJ.  Joe  Beswm  of  the 
governor's  staff;  Governor's  secretary, 
John  Briar,  and  Mrs.  Briar,  Miss  Ann 
Cummins,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 'George  M. 
Curtis,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  X.  Way,  Maj. 
James  Brenton  and  P.  B.  Brackett.  cj 
tt>e  Des  Moines  city  government,  and 
others.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  Gover- 
nor Crane,  Massachusetts  was  repre- 
sented by  Lieut.  Governor  John  L. 
Bates  and  several  members  of  the  gov- 
ori»or's  staff. 

At  a  given  signal  Miss  Carleton  cut 
the  ropes  which  held  the  last  piece  of 
timber  with  a  hatchet  made  from  the 
iron  and  mahogany  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  ship.  Scarcely  had  the 
ropes  been  cut  when  Miss  Macom'o&r 
dashed  the  bottle  of  champagne  against 
the  steel  bow,  with  the  words:  "J 
ciiristen  thee  Des  Moines." 

The  plunge  into  the  river  was  made 
gracefully,  and  was  hailed  by  a  deafen- 
ihg  roar  of  cheers  from  those  in  boats 
and  on  the  shore.  A  number  of  tugs 
were  ready  to  tow  the  vessel  back  to 
the  pier.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
launching  a  lunch  was  served  to  the 
invited  guests. 

The  Des  Molne*  represents  what  her 
deiiigner.  Admiral  Hicnborn  regarded  as 
the  most  useful  of  the  medium-sized  type 
of  warships.  It  was  never  Intended  tnat 
she  should  be  a  racer,  nor  yet  that  she 
should  be  a  battleship  In  restating  quali- 
ties, but  the  Des  Moines  was  planned  to 
combine  a  fair  rate  of  speed,  a  moderate, 
but  still  formidable  armament,  good  sea- 
going qualities  and  a  coal  endurance 
rather  above  the  average.  All  these 
qualities  have  been  gotten  together  in  a 
vessel  of  3'Mi  tons  displacement.  3(W  feet 
9  inches  long.  41  feet  beam,  and  15  fee«t 
U  inches  draft   and   a  .sjieed  of   li>Vs  knots. 

The  Des  Moines  has  a  protective  deck 
two  Inches  thick  and  her  3i<les  are  lined 
with  cellulose  to  exclude  water  in  case 
they  are  pierced  by  a  shell.  She  has  no 
other  armor.  She  carries  Ave  10-lnch 
rapid-fire  guns,  eight  6-pounders,  two  1- 
poutiders  and  four  Colts  automatic  guns. 
The  indicated  horse-power  will  aggregate 
45(><).  the  engines  being  triole  expansion. 
Six  water  tube  boilers  will  supply  the 
necessary  steam.  The  coal  .supply.  7*tO 
tons,  will  give  this  ship  a  radius  of  ac- 
tion at  10  knots,  of  7<IOO  knots  without 
coalinK;  thus  she  could  steam  from  San 
Francl.-!co  to  Manila  without  stopping 
for  'coal.  The  Dps  Moine.s  is  designed 
for  hard  service,  without  fancy  dualities, 
somewhat  special  consideration  has  been 
given  to  her  strength,  and  the  scantlings 
are  unusually  heavy.  She  has  no  ram. 
and  the  use  of  wood  Is  contlned  to  the 
minimum,  only  the  main  deck  being 
plankeil.  The  ammunition  supply  will  he 
unusually  large,  including  250  rounds  for 
each  of  the  main  5-inch  guns,  and  5<W 
rounds  for  the  6-pounders.  all  smokeless 
pf)wder.  Distilling  plants  and  Ice  ma- 
chines fit  the  vessel  for  tropical  service, 
and  she  has  six  electric  ammunition 
hoists  and  winches  and  blowers,  and 
every  one  of  the  latest  devices  that  a 
vessel  of  thl«  size  can  caro'-  Four 
hundred  and  fifty  men  can  be  accommo- 
dated on  the  De.?  Moines,  although  her 
regular  crew  is  263  men,  so  that  she  can 
be  used  to  advantage  to  carry  relief  crews 
to  foreign  ctations  or-  for  similar  ser- 
vice.

Sun  has  a  special  from  Washington 
claiming  that  Speaker  Henderson's  re- 
fusal to  run  for  congress  is  due  to  a 
"conspiracy"  on  the  pait  of  Messrs.

PULLING  DOWN  RAILROADS. 

Pulling  down  miles  of  railroad  track 
from  a  high  to  a  lower  grade  Is  now  al- 
most as  simple  as  child's  play  as  a  re.=ult 
of  a  new  device  that  has  recently  been 
put  in  service  in  the  road  bed  improvv^- 
ments  on  the  Grand  Trunk  railroad,  say.s 
Popular  Mechanics.  The  device  is  know^n 
as  the  Lidgerwood  unloader.  Its  princi;>al 
equipment  is  an  engine,  an  anchored  Hat 
car  and  a  cable.  The  cable  is  stretched 
from  the  flat  car  to  the  track  to  bo 
moved  and  fastened  about  the  rails.  The 
engine  Is  started  and  the  track,  pulled  by 
the  cable,  crawls  down  from  the  nish 
grade  and  Is  stretched  out  In  a  leanins 
posture  along  th«  side  of  the  embank- 
meilt.  The  engine  then  reverses  its  course 
and  pulls  the  track  from  Its  slanting  posi- 
tion along  the  side  of  the  embankment  to 
the  level  ground  of  the  lower  grade,  leav- 
ing it  sufficiently  well  aligned  and  graded 
for  work  trains  to  run  on. 

This  new  pn-cess  does  away  with  the 
old  system  of  throwing  track  with  a  sa.ns 
of  men  and  crew  bars.  That  was  a  tedi- 
ou.-*,  costly  and  antiquated  method  in 
comparison.  In  forcing  the  track  over  the 
edge  of  the  bank,  the  rail  could  stand  so 
high  above  the  ground,  after  the  ties  be- 
gan to  project,  that  the  men  could  not  ob- 
tain a  hold  with   their  bars.

made  after  they  shall  have  been  found 
to  be  necessary.  There  should  be  no 
hesitancy  in  modifying  any  schedule 
If  the  duty  impo.sed  therein  should  be 
shown  to  work  injury  to  our  own  pro- 
ducers or  to  our  own  commerce,  or  if 
It  shall  be  found  to  be  greater  than  Is 
necessary  to  fully  protect  American 
industries  and   labor. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  wait  until  all 
the  schedules  require  revision.  Th.? 
subject  must  be  considered  in  no  nar- 
row, technical  or  vexatious  way,  but 
in  a  broad  war.  It  must  not  be  con- 
sidered in  a  way  to  disturb  legitimate 
enterprise,  but  in  a  manner  to  pro- 
mote its  stability.  Changes  made  in 
schedules  along  free  trade  lines  are 
always  disquieting  and  hurtful,  but  if 
made  upon  the  clearest  and  fullest  in- 
telligent reconsideration  of  the  pro- 
tective principle,  no  legitimate  enter- 
prise can  do  otherwise  than  prosper. 

So  long  a.=5  the  Republican  party  is 
in  Dower  there  need  be  no  concern  as 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  gold  stand- 
ard. No  attacks  will  be  made  upon  it 
which  will  impair  it  or  will  disturb  the 
public  business. 

We  demand  that  all  corporations 
shall  observe  the  law.  They  are  the 
creations  of  the  law  and  must  always 
be  amenable  to  it  and  so  long  as  they 
do  not  contravert  the  public  interest 
ihey  are  entitled  to  its  protection,  but 
where  their  purpose  or  effect  Is  to  re- 
strict business  or  control  prices  and 
therefore  to  increase  the  cost  of  living 
and  the  necessaries  of  life,  they  are 
prjudicial  to  the  public  welfare,  a 
menace  to  the  best  Interests  of  the  peo- 
ple and  should  be  restrained  or  pro- 
hibited  by   law. 

The  subject  is  not  one  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  heat  of  passion,  or  in  any 
rash  spirit,  but  deliberately  and  with 
full  knowledge.  Invective  and  mere 
denunciation  will  avail  nothing.  We 
must  proceed  with  clear  vision.  First 
lc<:ate  the  disorder  and  then  apply  the 
remedy.  Apply  it  with  resolution  and 
in  no  half-hearted  way.  The  law- 
breaker must  be  made  to  feel  the  just 
peaallies  of  the  law  without  fear  and 
without  favor. 

The  word  "trust"  has  come  to  be 
applied  in  a  loose  and  inaccurate  way 
to  all  large  combinations  of  capital,  re- 
gardless of  whether  their  object  and 
effect  are  beneficial  or  injurious  to  the 
public  interest.  We  should  not  be  con- 
fu.sed  by  this  and  led  to.  make  an  as- 
sault upon  capital  organized  for  and 
engaged  in  promoting  necessary  and 
proper  ends.  The  word  "trust"  lia.s 
been  mrfde  odious  by  certain  combiiia- 
tion.^  which  were  law-defying  and 
which  sought,  improperly,  to  stifie  com- 
petition and  to  destroy  and  drive  otit 
opposition  with  the  hope  of  imposing 
undue  exactions  upon  the  public.  We 
should  not  allow  the  odium  which  has 
been  attached  to  the  word  "'trust"  to 
attach  to  corporations  whose  purpose 
or  effect  is  entirely  within  the  liniiif 
of  just  and  wholesome  competition. 

A  number  of  actions  are  now  pendlus 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  drastic  pen- 
alties of  the  anti-trust  law.  They  have 
been  instituted  by  President  Roosevelt 
because  demanded  in  the  public  in- 
terest. It  is  for  the  ^courts  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  actions  are  well- 
founded  and  whether  the  laws  are  sufll- 
cient  to  accomplish  the  purpose  cf 
congress.  If  they  are  found  adequate, 
nothing  remains  but  to  enforce  them 
through  the  executive  department  and 
the  courts  whenever  and  whereve'- 
they  are  set  at  defiance.  But  If  they 
are  found  insufficient  to  prevent  cv/tn- 
binations  In  the  form  of  trusts  oi- 
otherwise  from  stifling  free  competi- 
tion in  trade  or  commerce  among  the 
seveial  states  or  with  foreign  nations, 
it  will  remain  for  the  congress.  In  Its 
wisdom,  to  remedy  the  defect  by  fur-

$7  a  yard)  and  run  a  border  around 
the  bottom  of  the  skirt.

They  are  just  reachirig  for  a 
decanter  of  wine  that  stands  on  a 
sideboard.  The  second  picture  shows 
ar.  oTd  bum.  an  outcast,  the  resuU  of 
his  Indulging  In  strong  drink.  inis 
picture  mlk^  a  great  impression  upon 
the  men  who  attend  the  services,  and 
it  describes,  all  too  well  In  many  in- 
stances, tbeir  own  lives.  . 

Th°  name  of  the  mission  has  a  special 
significance.  Mr.  Callahan  says  that 
he  has  found  so  many  men  In  his 
travels  who  think  there  Is  no  hope  for 
them.  When  one  talks  Christianity, 
they  reply  that  they  have  been  deep 
down  in  sin  for  ten  or  fifteen  years 
and  that  all  hope  for  them  is  gone.  So 
tha  name.  "The  Star  of  Hape.  sug- 
gested Itself,  the  mission  being  made 
to  answer  the  same  purpose  as  the 
lonely  star  that  guides  the  wise  men 
unto  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem.

Mr.  Callahan  thinks  that 
if  saloons  consider  music  a  splendid  at- 
traction to  get  men  to  them,  it  would 
have  the  same  effect  In  a  religious  hall, 
and  this  has  proved  to  be  the  fact. 

Over  the  platform  at  the  mission  in 
the  front  is  painted  in  large  letters,

It  Is,  'How 
Long  Since  You  Wrote  to  Mother?' 
There  it  stands  In  large  black  letters, 
and  the  man  or  woman  in  the  audience 
cannot  escape  seeing  It,  provided  tney 
look  towatd  the  front.  "How  long  sine* 
you  wrote  to  mother"  strikes  close  to 
the  hearts  of  the  men.  particularly  the 
young  men  who  stroll  into  the  mission, 
because  in  many  cases  that  is  the  only 
place  that  bids  them  enter. 

With  their  money  spent,  ♦hey  are 
not  welcome  in  the  saloons,  and  it  Is 
when  a  man  Is  broke,  when  his  friends 
have  fled,  and  he  is  about  to  give  u,. 
in  despair,  that  tha  reacue  workers  eai» 


for  the  lumber  camps,  and  they  nrtust 
be  fed  with  religion  during  their  long 
sojourn  In  the  woods,  or  they  will  slip 
away  back  from  the  fold.

Thousands  Won  By  Fin  Holes 
In  Cards. 

Devices  for  cheating  at  faro,  fuch  as 
wrere  disclosed  the  other  day  througn 
"Bat"  Masterson's  arrest,  are  not  all  in- 
vented for  the  assistance  of  the  banker. 

Perhaps  the  best  known  of  those  meant 
to  help  the  player  Is  the  pin-hole  game. 
Someone  discovered  a  good  many  years 
ago  that  a  pin  hole  in  the  back  center 
of  a  card  might  be  large  enough  to  en- 
able a  sharp-sighted  man  to  tell  the  co.or 
of  fht  card  beneath,  and  yet  small  enough 
to  escape  detection  by  the  dealer.

The  Inventor  kept  his  secret  to  himself 
for  a  long  time.

One  clumsy  man  got  hold  of  a  deck  m 
Denver  and  made  the  holes  so  large  that 
it  was  remarkable  that  the  dealer  did  not 
discover  the  trick  at  once.

The  same  Inventive  mind  thought  out 
a  scheme  for  cheating  the  cheater  who 
used  a  high  layout.      ^      ,,         ,     ,„„  „,„ 

The  most  intricate  cheating  device  con- 
structed In  connection  with  faro  was  the 
hitrh  layout,  which  was  put  on  the  pri- 
vate market  about  six  years  ago.  It  was 
necessary  that  the  layout,  where  the  bets 
are  placed,  should  he  as  high  as  the  box. 
and  that  is  how  the  Invention  got  its 
name  As  a  rule  the  box  Is  an  inch  and 
a  half  higher  than  the  layout. 

Tne  box  had  two  mouths,  the  one  from 
which  the  cards  are  drawn  in  the  usual 


manner  and  another  opening  toward  the 
lavout  The  cards  used  were  sligh.iy 
wedged,  so  that  the  right  hand  low>r 
corner  of  the  second,  or  losing  card  jutte-l 
out  under  the  card  which  had  Just  won 

In  the  corner  of  the  box  was  a  tell  Djr 
which  the  dealer  could  Inform  himself,  all 
through  the  deal,  of  the  next  losing  card. 
In  the  high  layout  was  a  mechanical  de- 
vice which  would  reach  Into  the  secret 
mouth  of  the  box  and  extract  this  second 
card  and  on  another  touch  of  the  button 
•would  return  it  to  the  hox. 

When  the  dealer  looking  into  the  box 
found  that  the  next  loser  was  an  ace  and 
the  players  were  betting  on  the  ace  to 
lose  he  touched  the  button,  the  ace  was 
al>«t'racte<l.  and  returned  to  the  box  when 
he  pleased  to  put  it  back.  This  box  mad<* 
winning  Impossible. 

The  device  sold  readily  for  J3000  wh^n 
first  put  on  the  market.  Once  the  secret 
was  discovered  no  old  gambler  could  be 
deceived  bv  it.  for  the  high  layout  was  a 
sign  to  him  that  he  was  being  robbed. 

For  a  time  the  cheating  houses  were 
cheated  by  a  man  who  so  arranged  a 
small  mirror  that  he  as  well  as  the  dealer 
could  look  Into   the  "tell." 

One  of  the  oldest  crooked  boxes  was  .n- 
vented  for  the  benefit  of  the  man  playing 
against  It.  This  was  the  needle  box.  An 
attachment  was  tlxed  on  the  box  so  mat 
a  needle  point  would  run  out  when  a  cer- 
I  tain  card  reached  a  place  In  the  box  whe.« 
It  would  lose  on  the  next  turn.  ,    .  ., 

One  card  In  the  deck  was  "j  «"tly 
1  grooved  so  as  to  operate  the  needle  at- 
tachment. This  mechanism  would  wia 
onlv  one  bet  in  a  deal.  Later  it  was  Im- 
'  p?l^ed  so  as  to  win  three, bets.  In  the 
VVest  It  was  known  as  a  "snake  tongus

The  Canadian  Pacific  is 
building  an  extension  from  the  main 
line  at  lioosomin.  near  the  eastern 
boundary  of  Assiniboia  to  Saakatche- 
isan.  on  the  Qu'Appelle,  Long  Lake  & 
Saskatchewan,  where  it  crosses  the 
aouth  fork  of  the  Saskatchewan  river. 
This  will  bring  much  new  territory,  in- 
eluding  the  holdings  of  the  Saskatche- 
wan Valley  Land  company  Into  direct 
communication  with  markets.  Before 
long.  too.  the  Yorkton  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  will  be  extended  from 
Yorkton  in  the  Northwestern  Assini- 
boia to  Osier.

DISCOVERED    BY    AMERICANS. 

The  reason  of  this  is  that  the  United 
States  attracted  all  the  immigrants 
from  the  old  world  and  that  Its  own 
people  pushed  west  south  of  the 
boundary  line.  The  Canadians  were 
not  numerous  enough  to  populate  their 
own  west  rapidly.  But  with  the  prac- 
tical occupation  of  all  the  valuable 
agricultural  lands  in  the  humid  and 
semi-humid  regions  of  the  American 
west.  American  attention  at  last  di- 
rected to  Canada.  A  little  investiga- 
tion brought  the  conviction  that  the 
severity  of  the  Canadian  climate  had 
been  greatly  exaggerated  and  that  the 
possibilities  of  agricultural  production 
had  never  been  fully  realized. 

THE  QUALITY  AND  QUANTITY. 

The  quality  of  Western  Canadian 
wheat  was  found  to  be  remarkable  and 
the  yield  per  acre  amazing.  Whole  dis- 
tricts average  twenty-five  bushels  an 
acre  year  after  year  and  an  average 
of  ffiteen  is  considered  uncommon; 
twenty-five  nothing  extraordinary, 
thirty  or  thirty-five  not  amazing,  forty 
or  fifty  not  marvelous.  It  was  a  care- 
ful, calculating  realization  of  such 
facts  as  these,  backed  by  investiga- 
tions of  the  soil  and  a  study  of  what 
had  been  done  by  farmers  and  at  Do- 
minion experiment  farms  that  led 
American  capitalists  to  put  their 
money  Into  Western  Canada  with  ab- 
solute faith  in  returns.  It  has  thus 
come   about  that   the      Saskatchewan 


day  be  an  essentially  American  com- 
munity in  the  heart  of  Canada. 

The  company,  by  arrangement  with 
the  railway  company  and  the  Cana- 
dian government,  was  permitted  to 
pick  1,100.000  acres  from  a  total  area 
of  6,000,000.  This  latitude  of  choice 
enabled  it  to  come  into  control  of  the 
whole  districts  famed  for  their  fer- 
tility as  well  as  to  choose  the  best 
throughout  an  immense  extent  of 
country. 

Since  the  company  received  Its  first 
grant  it  has  come  into  possession  of 
the  Big  Quill  Lake  district  upon  which 
land  men  have  long  set  covetous  eyes. 
This  district  has  been  compared  to 
the  Portage  Plains— the  richest  locality 
perhaps,   in   Manitoba. 

SETTLERS  GOING  IN. 

Anybody  locating  on  land  bovi^bt 
from  this  company  is  pretty  sure  to 
be  in  an  American  settlement.  This 
Is  no  small  consideration  to  people  go- 
ing into  a  new  country.  They  like 
to  be  surrounded  by  their  own  people. 

German,  Norwegian  and  Swedish 
Americans  are  going  into  the  tracts 
of  the  Saskatchewan  Valley  Land  com- 
pany In  large  numbers.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  next  spring  there  will  be 
1800  American  families  on  farms 
bought  from  the  company. 


INDIAN  HEAD  FARM. 

Experimental    Results    Here 
Obtained  Not   Exceptional. 

It  will  be  found  interesting  to  refer  to 

what  has  actually  been   done   in   the  fa- 
mous Indian  Head  district  and  at  the  In- 


dian Head  experiment  farm,  where  the 
conditions  are  about  the  same  as  they 
are  In  much.  If  not  all,  of  the  Saskatche- 
wan Valley  Land  company's  holdings.  In- 
dian Head  Is  a  station  on  the  main  line 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  in  Eastern  Assin- 
iboia. It  is  one  of  the  largest  primary 
wheat  marketing  points  In  the  world. 
There  are  six  elevators  there  with  a  capa- 
elt\'  -of   179,000  busheU. 

The  Saskatchewan  Valley  Land  com- 
pany ownfi  some  remarkably  fine  land 
north  of  Indian  Head. 

The  federal  government  of  Canada 
maintains  six  experiment  stations  at  in- 
tervals across  the  continent.  The  one 
at  Indian  Head  serves  for  Saskatchewan 
and  Assiniboia.  It  has  done  an  Imiiienee- 
ly  valuable  work.  Among  other  things  it 
has  taught  farmprs  how  to  cultiffate  the 
rich  lands  of  Aasinibola  and  Saskatche 
wan,  which  have  an  annual  ralntan  of 
not  to  exceed  eighteen  Inches,  without 
crop  failures  in  the  dryest  years.  Briefly 
the  secret  lies  In  summer  fallowing  every 
two  years  with  a  minimum  of  disturb- 
ance of  the  surface  of  the  fields  during 
the  crop  years. 
SOME   INDIAN   HEAD  EXPERIMENTS. 

Recognizing'  that  In  the  soil  and  the 
wonderful  cllmale,  with  Its  long  sunny 
daj-8  during  the  growing  season,  Assini- 
boia and  Saskatchewan  had  the  essen- 
tials for  becoming  the  very  best  part  of 
the  American  wheat  belt.  Angus  MacKay 
superintendent  of  the  Indian  Head  ex- 
periment farm,  set  about  to  determine  the 
variety  of  wheat  best  adapted  to  the 
largest  results.  This  has  been  found  to 
be  Red  Fife.  In  1900,  which  was  a  very 
bad  year,  the  rainfall  being  light  and  un- 
evenly distributed,  through  the  growing 
season,  the  Red  Fife  on  the  farm  camo 
to  the  front  with  a  showing  of  thirty 
bushels  and  twenty  pounds  to  the  acre. 
The  average  vleld  for  the  five  years  from 
1895  to  1899  was  thirty-seven  ITOshels  and 
twenty-two  pounds  to  the  acre.  For  eight 
years  the  average  wa.<?  thirty-four  bushels 
and    forty-seven    pounds. 

There  are  man.v  farmers  in  the  Saskat- 
chewan Valley  who  have  never  had  less 
than   thirty  bushels. 

Think  of  that,  you  farmers  who  have 
been  raising  ten  bushels  of  wheat  to  the 
acre  year  after  yt-ar.  Think  of  that  you 
people  who  imagine  that  western  Canada 
Is  very  close  to  the.  north  pole  and  in 
danger  of  freezing  up  in  the  miaale  of  the 
summer. 

By  the  way.  when  the  frost  was  blight- 
ing corn  In  part.f  of  Iowa  the  first  of 
August,  It  was  not  felt  at  all  in  Assiniboia 
ana   Saskatchewan. 

PHENOMKNAL   YIELDS. 

But  it  may  be  said  that  yield  of  wheat 
or  anything  else  on  an  experiment  farm 
do  not  represent  what  might  be  expected 
from  the  conditions  of  ordinary  farming, 
without  great  care  and  expert  know- 
ledge. A  few  figures  will  show  that 
Indian  Head  Exp<  rinu-nt  Farm  yields  are 
miTclv  typical  riiihe^r  than  exceptional. 
Wo   cite   a    few   l!"*!   i^leldsi 

The  hanner  yield  was  that  of  E.  Stucck 
of  Abernethy,  who  raised  ^Ixty-two  bush- 
els of  wheat  on  a  single  acre. 

W.  R.  Motherwell  of  the  same  postoffice 
got  fifty-two  bushels  an  acre  on  twenty- 
four  acres. 

J.  Glenn  of  Indian  Head  raised  22.000 
bushels  on  500  acres  or  forty-four  bushels 
to  the  acre. 

T.  I..lvlngstone  of  Indian  Head  raised 
SOOfi  bushels  on  180  acres  of  fifty  bushels 
to  the  acre. 

R.  Johnson,  of  Qtt'  Appelle  got  SfiOO 
bushels  from  eighty  acres*  or  forty-five 
bushels   per  acre. 

Scores  of  other  Instances  of  equal  yields 
mlpht   be  cited. 

Last  year  100  bu-shels  of  oats,  fift.v-six 
of  barley  and  twenty-five'  of  flax  were 
not  common.

This  year's  crop  will  be,  in  every  re- 
spect,   the  equal   of   last   year's. 

Assuming  that  it  Is,  the  yield  per  acre 
in  the  Northw^est  Territories  for  the  past 
five  years  has  averaged  twenty-one  bush- 
els to  the  acre.  In  should  be  remem- 
bered that  this  Included  the  very  bad 
year  of  1900,  when  thousands  of  acres  of 
wheat  in  the  Northwest  were  not  cut 
at  all.  Yet  the  average  yield  in  the  Sas- 
katchewan valley  that  year  was  ten 
bushels  to  the  acre. 

Farming  is  a  business  that  is  dependent 
upon  weather  everywhere.  In  all  coun- 
tries there  come  bad  years.  It  is  the  gen- 
eral average  of  returns  for  a  number  of 
years  that  should  be  looked  to. 

Even  In  the  bad  year  of  1900  there  were 
many  parts  of  Assiniboia  and  Saskatche- 
wan that  got  from  twenty  to  thirty  bush- 
els per  acre. 

QUALITY  IS  HIGH. 

While  speaking  of  quantity,  quality 
should  not  be  neglected.  The  quality  of 
Assiniboia  and  Saskatchewan  wheat  is 
better  than  that  of  Minnesota  and  the  Da- 
kotas.  Most  of  It  grades  No.  1  hard.  Any 
other  grade  is  the  exception.  The  price 
rules  about  the  same  as  In  the  Ignited 
States.  As  the  price  of  wheat  is  deter- 
mined In  the  central  markets  of  the  world, 
the  fact  that  Canadian  wheat  is  shut  out 
of  the  United  States  by  the  tariff  of  25 
cents  a  bushel  has  no  effect  on  the  price. 

Moreover.  Minneapolis  millers  are  be- 
ginning to  grind  Canadian  wheat  In  bond. 

The  Washburn-Crosby  Flour  Milling 
company,  of  Minneapolis,  has  recently 
ground  200.000  bushels  In  that  manner, 
and  Is  building  a  3000-barrel  mill  which. 
If  conditions  favor,  will  be  used  exclusive- 
ly to  grind  Canadian  wheat. 

THE  FUEL  TrOBLEM. 


MARKETS  ARE  600D 


It  Is  Unknown  In  the  Sas- 
katchewan Valley. 

The  fuel  problem,  such  a  .serious  on3  In 
many  prairie  countries.  Is  scarcely  a 
problem  In  the  Saskatchewan  valley. 
Wood  can  be  obtained  from  the  forests 
north  of  Prince  Albert  and  coal  is  brought 
from  Alberta  and  laid  down  at  |6  per  ton. 
Wood  costs  about  $3  per  cord.

countries  and  in  the  small  towns  and 
cities  that  are  growing  up  at  his  ve.y 
doors. 

Regina,  the  capital  of  the  Northwest 
territories,  at  which  point  the  Canaalau 
Pacific  branch  that  runs  through  the 
Saskatchewan  company's  lines  leaves 
the  main  line,  has  a  population  of 
2645. 

Moose  Jaw.  a  little  further  west,  has 
2200  people  and  is  at  the  junction  of 
the  Soo  line  with  the  Canadian  Pacific. 
From  this  point  through  trains  run  to 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.  Then  there 
are  Indian  Head.  McLean  and  all  the 
stations  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  and 
Canadian  Northern  eastward  to  Winni- 
peg, including  such  thriving  towns  as 
Brandon  and  Portage  la  Prairie. 

On  the  Prince  Albert  branch  or  Qui 
Appelle,  Long  Lake  &  Saskatchewan 
line  the  principal  towns  are  Saskatoon, 
Rosthern  and  Prince  Albert.  The  lat- 
ter has  a  population  of  2300  and  will  in 
the  near  future  have  two  other  rail- 
way lines,  both  of  which  will  cross 
the  company's  lands.  The  town  is  light- 
ed with  electricity,  and  is  well  supplied 
with  stores,  churches,  schools,  three 
sawmills,  two  large  grist  mills,  with  a 
capacity  of  100  barrels  per  day  each, 
brickyards,  two  breweries,  newspapers, 
etc.  It  is  a  divisional  center  of  the 
Northwest  mounted  police.

Last  year  Assiniboia  produced  about 
four  and  one-half  millions  of  bu.sr,els 
of  oats  and  200,000  bushels  of  bariey. 
Saskatchewan  had  half  a  million 
bushels  of  oats  and  90,000  bushels  of 
barlav. 

This  beautiful,  undulating  prairie 
country,  parts  of  it  parklike,  witi. 
lakes  and  trees,  ready  to  produce  a 
crop  after  the  soil  is  broken,  has  such 
bountiful  fertility  that  it  will  produce 
freely  of  many  crops.  The  country 
abounds  in  water  and  natural  hay  and 
rich  ranges. 

Water  may  be  obtained  almost  any- 
where by  shallow  wells.  The  great 
rivers  and  lakes  and  the  scores  of  small 
rivers  and  creeks  that  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Saskatchewan  Valley  Land  com- 
pany's grant  insure  an  abundant  supply 
of  water. 

Stock  raising  is  by  these  facts  indi- 
cated to  be  suitable  to  the  country— 
and  's.

FOR  MOVING  THE  CROPS. 


Scene  In  the  Saskatchewan  Valley,  a  District  Where  Wheat  Is  King. 


Some  fear  has  been  expressed  that  the 
railway  facilities  of  the  Canadian  West 
will  not  expand  In  proportion  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  country.  This  fear  is 
largely  based  on  the  fact  that  last  year's 
bumper  crop  found  the  railways  unpre- 
pared to  handle  it  expeditiously.  But 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  here- 
after the  immense  wheat  output  of  West- 
ern Canada  will  be  forwarded  with  rea- 
sonable dispatch. 

One  great  trouble  last  year  was  In  the 
lack  of  sufficient  elevator  capacity  on 
Lake  Superior.  The  new  Canadian  Pa- 
cific elevator  at  Fort  William  and  the 
Canadian  Northern's  new  elevators  at 
Port  Arthur  make  a  total  terminal  capa- 
city of  about  14.000.000,  besides  l.OOO.uno 
more  at  Winnipeg  and  Keewatin,  leaving 
about  15,000,000  capacity  for  the  country 
elevators.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  Ui*.: 
in  case  of  need  the  export  wheat  can  b2 
sent  out  by  way  of  the  Great  Northern 
and  Northern  Pacific  to  Duluth  In  boal. 
Last  year  and  in  preceding  years  a  large 
part  of  the  Canadian  crop  went  out  that 
way. 

Many  new  elevator  companies  have  en- 
tered the  field  this  year  and  many  new 
elevators  have  been  built.  Both  the  ?i!'\- 
adian  Northern  and  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic have  added  greatly  to  their  number  of 
engines  and  cars.  Both  of  these  rj.vt;- 
tems,  fully  appreciating  now,  the  rapid 
rate  of  development  In  the  world's  oeat 
wheat  country  will  keep  abrea.st  of  It. 


the  Canadian  Northwest  territories  are 
a  clear  bracing  atmosphere  during  the 
greater  part  ot  the  year,  cold  wmter.T 
and  warm  summers  and  a  small  rainfall 
and  snowfall.  The  mean  temperature  for 
July  at  Winnipeg  is  «G  and  Prince  Albert 
62.  The  former  temperature  Is  higher 
than  that  in  any  part  of  England  and  the 
latter  Is  very  similar  to  that  found  in 
many  parts  of  the  Southern  countries." 
At  Prince  Albert  the  average  daily  maxi- 
mum in  July  Is  76  and  the  minimum  48. 
Owing  to  this  high  day  temperature  with 
much  sunshine  the  crops  come  to  matur- 
ity quickly.  Although  the  rainfall  is  not 
large   it  is  sufficient. 

AS  MCCil    H.MN   AS   NEEDED. 

It  Is  notable  that  about  75  per  cent  of 
it  falls  in  the  crop  months.  "Thus  West- 
ern Canada  gets  as  much  rain  when  It  is 
needed  as  much  more  humid  countries 
do. 

With  rain  coming  when  It  is  needed  and 
the  several  hours  more  of  sunshine,  this 
northern  country  gets  than  lands  farther 
south.  It  is  easy  to  understand  why  crops 
mature  so  quickly. 

The  mean  temperature  In  July  In  the 
region  where  the  Saskatchewan  Valley 
Land  company's  lands  are  situated  will 
average  about  62  and  the  annual  rain- 
foil    close    to    18    Inches. 

While  It  Is  true  that  the  part  of  Con- 
ada  we  are  coisidering  has  a  mean  an- 
nual temperature  about  7  degrees  below 
that  of  Southern  Minnesota  and  that  the 
winters  snow  temperatures  considerably 
lower.  It  Is  undoubted  that  the  winter 
season  In  Assiniboia  or  Saskatchewan  is 
as  pleasant  as  In  Southern  Minnesota, 
perhaps  more  so.  The  bright,  clear  cold 
IS  very  cnloyable.  Men  work  out  doors 
and  travel  with  teams  everywhere  all 
through  the  winter,  just  as  they  do  In 
Minnesota.  Stock  will  winter  well  with- 
out shelter,  though  sometimes  thev  re- 
quire to  be  fed  by  hand.  It  Is  unques- 
tionably a  very  healthful  country  for 
stock. 

WINTER  ENDS  P»*OMPTLY. 

Thanks  to  the  warm  winds  from  the 
Pacific  coast,  winters  "close  promptly 
and  decisively."  Sowing  Is  done  during 
the  whole  of  April.  It  Is  very  seldom 
that  the  spring  is  long,  damp  and  cold. 
The  growth  Is  phenomenal  and  harvest 
comes    In    the    middle    of    .\ugust. 

"With  such  soil,  marvelous  in  the 
amount  of  Its  plant  foods,  and  with  the 
long  bright,  even  occasioiially  hot,  sum- 
mer days,  the  metabolism  of  the  plant 
cells  Is  so  rapid  as  only  to  be  likened  to 
the  erowth  of  plants  under  glass."

It  Is  very  .stimulating  and 
exhilarating.  Yet  the  span  of  life  is  in 
no   way   shortened    by   this    fact.

Dis- 
orders of  digestion  nrf  almost  unknown 
and  manv  Immigrant  dyspeptics  here 
find  a  cure  mereiy  In  location.

SWEET.  COOL  NIGHTS. 

The  torrid  summers  of  the  South  are 
driving  many  of  its  people  into  th« 
Northwe.=;t.  The  Anglo-Saxon  who  is 
making  the  North  American  continent 
the  world's  field  of  Industry,  is  no 
friend  of  torrid  atmosphere.  He  can 
stand  the  heat  of  the  days,  but  night 
must  give  to  his  body  the  rest  it  de- 
mands. The  long  days  and  cool  nights 
of  Western  Canada  explain  why  the 
farmer  in  that  country  can  do  more 
work  in  one  summer  than  the  farmer 
of  the  far  South  can  in  two.  In.^lead 
of  the  tortures  of  a  sleepless  couch  on 
a  hot  summer's  night,  he  sleeps  the 
sleep  of  the  just  in  an  atmospher* 
meant  by  nature  for  her  strongest 
sons.  The  cool  nights  with  their  rest

Foes  of 

Primary   Law 

Beaten. 


The  people  f>f 
Minne.sota  act3d 
very  decisively  laat 
Tuesday  In  tha 
case  of  a  number 
of  candidates  for 
the  legislature,  who  were  known  to  oe 
enemies  of  the  direct  primary  election 
law.  They  burled  them  deep  beneath  an 
avalanche  of  ballots,  thus  giving  due  no- 
tice to  all  concerned  that  the  primary  law 
must  not  be  repealed  or  restricted  in  :t3 
operations.  The  Herald  has  already  al- 
luded to  the  fact  that  In  the  Forty-ninth 
district,  wholly  within  St  Louis  county, 
George  J.  Mallory.  who  voted  against  the 
measure  In  the  legislature  and  recently 
«xpre.ssed  his  enmity  to  the  system,  was 
overwhelmingly  defeated  by  an  enthus- 
iastic supporter  of  the  law.  Senator  Mc- 
Kuslck.  who  a  short  time  ago  said  that 
he  would  introduce  at  the  next  .session  cf 
the  legislature  a  bill  to  repeal  the  law, 
went  down  to  defeat.  The  people  of  the 
Thirty-second  district  decided  not  to 
Kive  him  even  a  chance  to  introduce  such 
a  bill.  In  Minneapolis.  John  C.  Sweet,  one 
of  the  staunchest  enemies  of  the  primary 
•lection  law,  was  defeated  hands  down  in 
the  Thirty-ninth  di.strlct.  Two  more 
■trong  opponents  of  the  piimary  election 
law.  Roberts  and  Sherman  Smith,  In  the 
kottest  contest  of  the  campaign,  were  de- 
feated. Calhoun  being  a  novice  at  the 
work  of  campaigning,  while  his  opponents 
were  adepts  at  the  art.  But  one  avo.ved 
opponent  of  th*  law  was  renominated  and 
he  will  probably  be  defeated  in  Novem- 
ber. Thp  people  like  the  system  of  dlrs^t 
nominations  an-J  they  propose  to  retain  It.

A.  M.  Wergeland, 
professor  of  history 
In  the  university  of 
Wyoming,  contrib- 
utes an  article  to 
the  September 

number  of  the  MWrth  American  Review 
on  "Grieg  As  a  National  Composer."  Re- 
cent critics  of  the  Norwegian  musician 
have  regarded  the  prevalence  of  the  na- 
tional element  in  his  music  as  Indicating 
a  limited  lyrical  and  subjective  tempera- 
ment, which  has  seized  upon  the  narrow 
flsld  of  folk-song  and  dance  as  a  con- 
Tenlent  and  natural  vehicle  for  personal 
peculiarities.  This  view  Profesi«or  Werge- 
land. who  was  a  pupil  of  Grieg,  resents  as 
a  misconception  and  as  a  sign  of  increas- 
ing scholasticism  among  critics,  who  are 
prone  to  overlook  the  fact  that  the  na- 
tional element  plays  an  Important  part  \u 
the  development  of  all  art,  and  lea.st  in 
music.  Grieg  has  placed  his  country  un- 
der great  obligations  to  him.  Says  Pro- 
fessor Wergeland:  "Of  all  the  Norwegian 
composers  of  national  music,  none  has 
touched,  as  Grieg  has,  the  spring  of  the 
Idiomatically  national.  The  mountain 
fairy  of  whom  Norwegian  folk-lore  tells, 
the  mysterious  spirit  of  the  voices  of  the 
forest  and  the  silence  of  the  glens,  the 
golden-haired  and  blue-eyed  maiden.  Muse 
Of  the  peasants  and  inspirer  of  their  ^ays, 
she  who  appears  In  solitude  and  Dlays  the 
•langelek"  and  'lur.'  of  whom  the  pojts 
have  sung  elo<iuently.  but  abstractly — .^he 
revealed  herself  at  last  In  all  her  eerie 
power  when  Grieg  took  these  'boorljh' 
tunes  and  lent  them  a  voice  that  could 
reach  farther  than  the  faint  vibration  and 
whispering  of  b«r  fantastic  elthern.    Thus 


INVASION    OF  CANADA. 

The  American  Invasion  of  Canada  is 
one  of  the  most  noteworthy  events 
of  the  present  time.  It  is  stated  on 
the  authority  of  government  officials 
that  nearly  20.000  persons  went  from 
the  United  States  to  Manitoba  and 
other  Northwestern  Canadian  terri- 
tory in  the  year  ending  with  June  last. 
The  tide  of  emigration  In  that  direc- 
tion continues  with  undiminished 
volume  and  the  prospects  are  that  it 
■will  assume  greart«ir  proportions  In  the 
near  future.  A  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Evening  Post,  writing  from 
Winnipeg,  says  fhat  in  point  of  desir- 
ability, if  not  indeed  in  actual  num- 
bers, the  United  States  immigrants 
into  the  Canadian  Northwest  are  now 
by  far  the  most  important  class.  There 
can  be  no  daubt  of  this  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  they  have  taken  a  great  deal 
of  money  into  that  country  and  most 
of  them  buy  their  lands  outright  and 
proceed  at  once  to  improve  them  on 
a  scale  hitherto  quite  unknown  there. 
The  natural  effect  has  been  to  materl- 
allr  increase  the  value  of  land,  w-hlch 
has  more  than  doubled  in  price  within 
the  last  two  years,  although  still  rela- 
tively cheap  in  comparison  with  pro- 
ductive land  in  the  Northwest  of  this 
country. 

The  reasons  for  the  influx  of  settlers 
from  the  United  States  are  said  by  the 
Posts  correspondent  to  be  both  senti- 
mental and  practical.  A  considerable 
number  of  those  who  have  gone  to 
Canada  are  Canadians  who  came  to 
the  I'nited  States  years  ago  and  who 
are  influenced  to  a  certain  degree  by 
sentimental  considerations,  but  the 
practical  fact  that  land  Is  to  be  had  so 
much  cheaper  in  Northwestern  Canada 
than  in  this  conntry  is,  of  course,  the 
controlling  motive.  Special  efOorts 
have  also  been  made  to  Induce  settle- 
ment by  extensive  advertising  of  the 
fertility  of  the  lands  in  Manitoba,  As- 
sinaboia,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
and  land  companies  have  been  organ- 
ized on  an  extensive  scale  to  dis:)ose 
of  the  lands  to  prospective  settlers. 
The  wonderful  yields  of  wheat  in  that 
great  region  during  the  past  two  or 
three  years  have  secured  the  atten- 
tion of  farmers  everywhere,  and  it  is 
strange  that  many  should  be 
anxious  to  secure  farms  there.  Duluth 
capitalists  have  taken  a  prominent 
part  in  buying  up  large  tracts  of  the 
very  finest  lands  in  the  Canadian 
Northwest,  and  already  have  disposed 
of  a  large  portion  of  them  to  settlers. 
It  w^as  announced  a  few  days  ago  that 
the  company  in  which  they  are  inter- 
ested had  sold  100.000  acres  to  a  syndi- 
cate of  Stearns  county  people,  who 
will   establish   a   colony   there. 

What  effect  will  this  American  inva- 
sion   ultimately    have    in    a       political 
way?      This  is  a  question  of  some  in- 
terest and  it  is  being  quite  freely  dis- 
cussed   on    Ijoth    sides   of    the   interna- 
tional boundary.       Some  of  the   Cana- 
dian papers  profess  to  be  alarmed  lest 
the   Americans    going   into    the   North- 
west  of    Canada    will    create   a    senti- 
ment  in  favor  of  annexation   to       the 
United    States,    but    others    take    the 
position   that  the  newcomers  will  gra- 
dually   become    accustomed    to    Cana- 
dian institutions  and  be  thoroughly  a.n- 
similated.      There  are  not  likely  to  be 
any    very    Important    developments    In 
any  direction  for  several  years.       The 
new   settlers  will  be   too  busy   looking 
after  the  development  of  their  lands  to 
have   any  time  to   think  of  politics  of 
any    kind    or    to    endeavor    to    impress 
their  views  on  their  neighbors.  Yet   it 
is  probable  that  the  American  settlers 
in  the  Dominion  will  favor  closer  trade 
relations    with    the   United   States   and 
a    few    years    hence    they    may    exert 
much    influence    upon    the    reciprocity 
(juestion.       ll  Is   unnecessary  to   again 
say  that  Duluth  would  be  greatly  bene- 
fited   by    the    lowering    of    the     tariff 
fence   between  the   United   States   and 
Canada  and   will   watch   with   interest 
the    effect    proluced    by   the  American 
invasion  of  ^he  Dominion  on  this  sub- 
ject. 

TARIFF  REVISION. 

Although  many  rumors  have  come 
from  Oyster  Bay  to  the  effect  that  the 
conference  between  President  Roose- 
velt nnd  his  party  leaders  a  few  days 
ago  resulted  in  a  disagreement  as  to  a 
policy  for  the  executive  to  pursue.  It 
is  definitely  stated  that  reciprocitj^  will 
be  the  president's  slogan  for  the  West- 
ern trip  begun  yesterday.  This,  it  is 
claimed,  offers  a  more  speedy  and 
more  satisfactory  solution  of  the  pres- 
ent problem  than  tariff  revision.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  president  and  the 
leading  members  of  the  party  are  not 
In  favor  of  a  revision  of  the  Din-'loy 
measure.  Therefore  reciprocity  will 
be  the  keynote  of  the  president's 
speeches  in  the  West  on  his  present 
tour,  coupled  with  an  appeal  for  favor- 
able action  upon  reciprocity  with  Cuba 
in  connection  with  the  adoption  of  tho 
reciprocal  trade  treaties  now'  pendln.:; 
with  other  countries.  The  administra- 
tion supporters  l)eUeve  that  action 
along  the  lines  to  be  indicated  and 
urged  by  the  president  will  meet  every 
demand  of  the  Republicans  who  are 
now  urging  tariff  revision. 

One  argument  to  be  advanced  is  that 
the  treaties  have  all  been  prepared  and 
can  be  acted  upon  within  a  very  few 
days,  or  weeks  at  most,  after  the  con- 
vening of  the  senate,  while  any  intel- 
ligent revision  of  the  existing  tariff 
schedules  could  not  possibly  be  under- 
taken at  the  short  sessions  of  the  con- 
gress. These  treaties,  thirteen  in  num- 
ber, have  been  pending  before  the 
senate  committee  on  forign  relatione, 
of  which  Senator  Cullom  is  chair mr^n, 
and  favorable  reports  have  been  agreed 
I  to  upon  all  of  them  except  that  with 


Argentina.  "With  the  exception  of  the 
French  treaty,  the  manufacturing  in- 
terests are  but  slightly  involved,  the 
concessions  being  made  very  largely 
to  the  farmers  and  the  producers  of 
foodstuffs.  These  treaties  would  very 
largely  increase  the  possibilities  for  the 
extension  of  American  trade,  par- 
ticularly in  farm  products  and  the 
commodities  which  the  people  of  the 
West  produce.  It  is  evident  that  the 
Republican  leaders  believe  that  the 
adoption  of  the  pending  treaties  will 
end  for  some  years  the  talk  of  tariff 
revision,  and  they  are  working  to  that 
end.  But  the  demand  for  tariff  re- 
vision will  not  be  satisfied  by  such 
half-way  measures.  The  ratification  of 
the  treaties  will  not  give  relief  from 
the  extortions  of  combines  controlliig 
the  necessaries  of  life.  The  people 
want  the  tariff  duties  taken  off  truat- 
controUed  articles.  It  may  be  called 
"free  trade"  or  something  else,  but  the 
people  want  it.  Speaker  Henderson 
quickly  found  in  his  district  that  sen- 
timent ran  strongly  that  way  and  ha 
got  out  of  the  way. 

REGULATING    PENSIONS. 

The  statement  that  the  Republicans 
of  New  York  propose  to  place  in  their 
platform  a  plank  demanding  the  regfu- 
lation  of  pensions  has  caused  a  furore 
throughout  the  country.  Pension  at- 
torneys are  up  in  arms,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Republican  party  who  be- 
lieve they  have  held  many  members  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  In  their  ranks  by  liberal 
legislation  are  at  their  wits  end  to 
pr.evtnt  any  such  action.  Some  states- 
men look  upon  the  published  intentions 
of  the  New  York  leaders  in  regrard  to 
pensions  as  a  direct  slap  at  President 
Roosevelt  and  his  administration,  and 
as  a  bold  attempt  to  embarrass  him 
during  his  forthcoming  swing  around 
the  circle.  Some  claim  to  see  the  mas- 
ter hand  of  Thomas  B.  Reed  in  the 
movement,  for  It  is  well  known  here 
that  for  years  Mr.  Reed  has  been  an 
open  opponent  of  lU)eral  pensions,  ana 
that  he  has  regarded  the  continual  in- 
crease of  pension  appropriations  as  a 
menace  to  the  prosperity  of  the  coun- 
try. 

The  difficulties  that  surrounded  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt  and  rendered  his  ap- 
proaching tour  one  of  political  danger 
were  already  numerous,  having  to  face 
as  he  does  a  party  feeling  divided  on 
both  the  trust  and  the  tariff  questions, 
and  the  Injection  of  this  proposed  anti- 
pension  legi.«»lation  Into  the  situation 
will  make  his  tour  one  that  the  poli- 
ticians will  view  with  the  greatest  an.x- 
lely.  Not  a  few  of  them  do  not  hej^l- 
tate  to  say  in  private  conversation  that 
the  threat  to  adopt  a  plank  for  the 
regulation  of  pensions  is  made  in  re- 
taliation for  the  president's  attitude  in 
regard  to  trusts.  The  promised  assault 
on  the  pension  roll  has  thrown  the  offi- 
cials of  the  pension  office  into  some- 
thing bordering  on  a  state  of  panic. 
Tiie  reports  of  the  commissioner  for 
the  past  four  or  five  years  have  rather 
pleaded  for  legislation  that  would  still 
further  pad  the  rolls  of  those  drawing 
money  from  the  federal  treasury  be- 
cause of  the  war  of  1861,  and  the  pros- 
pect of  legislation  of  the  opposite  kind 
!s  not  cheerfully  viewed. 

The  pension  office  officials  claim  that 
there  is  no  need  of  scaling  down  the 
pension  roll,  as  the  march  of  time  is 
dclng  that  effectually,  which  Is  true  to 
a  large  extent,  but  does  not  take  into 
consideration  the  "veterans"  of  the 
Spanish-American  war,  whose  claims 
are  rapidly  multiplying.  Pension  mat- 
ters are  made  too  political.  They 
should  be  arranged  on  their  merits. 
No  one  wants  a  worthy  man  to  suffer, 
but  all  despise  those  who  sponge  upon 
the  government  unworthily.

CONSUMPTION  OF  SUGAR. 

Statistics    show    that    the    people 


of 


the  United  States  now  consume  eight 
times  as  much  sugar  per  capita  as 
they  did  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
last  century,  four  times  as  much  as 
the  average  per  capita  during  the 
decade  ending  with  1850.  and  twice  as 
much  as  they  did  in  any  year  prior  to 
1870.  In  the  years  Immediately  prior  to 
1825  the  average  consumption  of  sugar 
was  about  8  pounds  per  capita  in  the 
decade  1840-50,  about  16  pounds  per 
capita  in  the  years  immediately  prior 
to  1870  the  average  was  about  32 
pounds  per  capita  (omitting  the  war 
years.  In  which  the  consumption  v\as 
light),  from  1870  to  1880  it  averaged 
about  40  pounds  per  capita  from  1880 
to  1890  50  pounds  per  capita;  in  1891  the 
figure  was  66  pounds  per  capita,  and 
has  ranged  from  62  to  68  pounds  per 
capita  since  that  time,  the  figure  for 
1901  being  68.4  pounds.  This  steady 
growth  in  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  sugar  Is  shown  by  some  figures 
which  the  bureau  of  statistics  will 
present  in  the  next  issue  of  its  annual 
volume  the  Statistical  Abstract.  The 
per  capita  consumption  has  been  a 
matter  of  record  during  recent  years, 
but  It  has  not  been  before  practicable 
to  compare  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  recent  years  with  that  o#  earlier 
years  and  to  note  the  very  rapid  In- 
crease in  the  quantity  consumed  hy 
each  individual  of  the  country. 

This  growth  in  the  consumption  of 
sugar  is,  evidently,  not  confined  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  The  in- 
crease seems  to  have  been  equally 
rapid  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
Judging  from  the  figures  of  total  pro- 
duction. Figures  recently  published  by 
the  bureau  of  statistics  in  its  mono- 
graph, "The  World's  Sugar  Production 
and  Consumption."  showed  that  the 
sugar  production  of  the  world  was 
eight  times  as  great  in  1900  as  in  1840, 
the  figure  for  1840  being  1,150.000  t«;n8 
and  that  for  1900.  8.800.000  tons.  This 
increase  In  production,  and  conse- 
quently in  consumption,  has  cor.ie 
largely  through  the  develbpment  of  the 
beet  sugar  Industry,  which  increased 
from  a  production  of  50^000  tons  in 
1840  to  200.000  tons  in  1850.  831,000  tons 
in  1870.  1.402.000  tons  in  1880,  3,633,dOi) 
tons  in  1890  and  5.950.000  tons  in  1900. 
During  the  same  time  canne  sugar  pro- 
duction increased  from  1.100,000  tons  in 


NEW  EMPLOYMENTS. 

New  professions  are  being  constantlj 
opened  for  the  benefit  of  mankind. 
This  fact  may  not  have  been  brought 
particularly  before  the  people,  but  it 
is  so.  A  school  of  wireless  telegraj^hy 
has  Just  been  opened  at  Long  Island, 
This  furnishes  a  new  opening  for  the 
progressive,  and  establishes  the  fact 
that  modern  inventions  are  constantly 
creating  new  trade  and  professions. 
Today  thousands  of  men  and  women 
are  employed  in  the  electric  industries. 
First  came  the  demand  for  telegraph 
operators  on  the  Morse  land  lines. 
Then  the  laying  of  submarine  cables 
added  another  branch  to  this  profes- 
sion. Now  the  introduction  of  wire- 
less telegraphy  calls  for  a  third  class 
of  trained  specialists.  The  demand  for 
wireless  operators  is  sure  to  increase 
steadily  with  the  development  and  ex- 
tension of  the  system. 

This  instance  of  the  creation  of  new 
employments  through  Invention  is  onl" 
one  of  many.  In  the  long  run  mechan- 
ical and  technical  progress  steadily  en- 
larges the  demand  for  skilled  labor. 
The  common  notion  to  the  contrary  is 
short-sighted;  it  arises  from  contem- 
plation of  the  first  effects  of  new  in- 
ventions in  the  manufacturing  Indus 
tries.  The  Immediate  effect  of  the 
application  of  a  new  invention  is  usu- 
ally to  displace  labor.  But  the  per- 
manent effect  of  the  whole  body  of  in- 
ventions has  been  to  extend  enormous- 
ly  the  opportunities  for  employment. 
The  consumpition  of  commodities  has 
been  enlarged,  through  the  cheapen- 
ing of  their  qost.  and  the  demand  fo. 
labor  has  thus  been  increased.  At  the 
same  time  entirely  new  occupations 
have  been  called  Into  existence,  as  in 
the    electric   Industries, 

Instead  of  displacing  labor  and  con- 
tracting indifstrial  opportunities,  in- 
vention has  multiplied  and  expanded 
the  chances  -of  earring  a  livelihood, 
and  the  fact  is  becoming  recognized  by 
workmen.

New  Orleans, 
San  Francisco  and  Fuget  Sound  for  tho 
entire  year  1901  was  18.868,808  tons  entered 
and  18,487,246  tons  cleared,  or  somewhat 
more  than  half  the  total  tonnage  reported 
for  the  great  lakes  during  the  seven 
months  of  1902.

Not  Possible.

The  right  to  labor  is  inherent  In  every  human  being  and  cannot  be  sur- 
rendered without  the  sacrifice  of  Individual  liberty  and  of  private  property. 
It  therefore  cannot  be  arbitrated  any  more  than  the  right  of  a  man  to  own 
his  own  home  if  it  shall  be  claimed  by  an  outsider  who  proffers  arbitration. 
An  offer  of  arbitration  is  always  attractive,  but  there  are  many  things 
which  cannot  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  and  among  them  none  is  so  im- 
portant to  the  worklngman  as  the  right  to  sell  his  labor  In  a  free  market. 
The  anthracite  mine  operators  cannot  yield  this  point  without  being  dis- 
loyal to  the  owners  of  the  property  an  d  to   the   workmen  who  carry  on  the 
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It  would  be  far  better  to  abandon  the  business  of  mining  anthracite  coal 
than  to  concede  the  demand  for  any  man  or  set  of  me  to  deny  the  rl<ht8 
of  employment  and  of  labor  upon  which  the  whole  structure  of  free  govern- 
ment Is  founded  and  to  which  this  country  owes  phenomenal  progress.  In 
my  Judgment,  therefore,  the  operators  are  only  doing  their  plain  duty  in 
declining  to  arbitrate  a  question  wh!ch  is  In  the  domain  of  conscience  and  In- 
volves the  personal  liberty  of  the  individual.  .   ,,  .. 

The  only  solution  of  the  trouble  is  for  Mr.  Mitchell  to  order  the  str  ke 
off  without  delay.  When  this  is  done,  If  there  be  grievances  to  be  arbitraed 
they  will  be  promptly  adjusted  betwaen  the  local  operators  and  local  unions. 
The  right  of  association  is  not  In  question.  This  is  admitted  by  both  em- 
ployers and  employes.  What  Is  denied,  and  properly  so.  Is  the  power  by  the 
issue  of  union  cards  to  refuse  employment  to  non-union  men  and  thus  con- 
demn them  to  ostracism,  starvation  and  death. 

Such  a  result   is  abhorrent  to  justice  and  is  fatal  to  personal  liberty.

QUEEN  DEAD. 

Wife  of  King  Leopold  of 

the  Belgians  Passes 

Away. 

Spa.  Belgium,  Sept.  20.— Marie  Heiv- 
rietta.  queen  of  the  Belgians,  died  here 
suddenly  last  night. 

Neither  her  husband,  members  of  her 
family  nor  her  majesty's  doctors  were 
present  at  the  time  of  her  death. 

She  was  seated  at  a  table,  eating  a 
light  dinner,  when  she  was  seized  witii 
an  attack  of  syncope.  Dr.  Guillaume, 
who  in  the  course  of  the  day  had  re- 
marked upon  certain  disquieting  symp- 
toms in  the  queen's  condition,  was 
summoned  immediately,  but  her  iua- 
jesty  was  dead  before  he  arrived. 

Two  members  of  her  suite  were  with 
the  queen  during  her  last  moments.  As 
soon  as  the  news  of  the  queen's  death 
became  known,  a  large  crowd  gathered 
outside  the  palace. 

King  Leopold  has  left  Bagners  dc 
Luchon,  France,  for  Spa,  and  other 
members  of  the  royal  family  have  been 
telegraphed  for.  M.  Desmet  de  Mayer, 
the  Belgian  premier,  will  arrive  here 
today.

NO  COMMENT  IN  FRANCE. 
Paris,  Sept.  20— Secret ar>-  Hay's  note 
to  the  other  powers  on  Roumanla  is  wide- 
ly published  here,  but  the  new.spapers 
make  no  comment  on  It.  The  Roumanian 
minister  called  at  the  I'nlted  States  em- 
bassy yesterday  for  Information  on  the 
.tuibject   and.   was   shown   a   copy    of    Mr.

This 
applies  particularly  to  primary  elec- 
tions. 

Several  "cinches"  went  down  to  de- 
feat. And  now  their  friends  are  kick- 
ing themselves  because  they  realize 
that  in  a  measure  it  was  their  fault: 
that  if  they  had  not  been  so  sure  they 
would  have  taken  off  their  coats  and 
hustled. 

The  hustler  gets  the  prize,  in  busi- 
ness, pollliis  or  anything  else.  In  this 
day  and  age.  The  modest,  retiring 
man  with  a  "sure  thing"  chance  gets 

thrown  down.

Another  lesson  was  that  the  primary 
election  law  has  come  to  stay.  In 
various  parts  of  the  state  its  oppon- 
ents were  beaten.  Mallory,  of  St.  Louis; 
McKusick,  of  Pine;  "Sherm  Smith,"  J. 
C.  Swaat  and  W.  P.  Roberts,  of  Hen- 
nepin, and  others  who  voted  against 
the  law  in  the  legislature  and  who 
declared  against  it  were  beaten.  The 
law  needs  some  amendments,  and  will 
probably  get  them,  but  it  cannot  be  re- 
pealed.     It  will  not  be  healthy  for  the 

politicians  that  try  to  get  it  repealed.

The  defeat  of  George  J.  Mallory  and 
P.  C.  Schmidt  left  the  Republican  legis- 
lative ticket  full  of  candidates  who  are 
if  thev  are  elected,  to  have  their  first 
experience  in  the  legislature..  All  the 
successful  senatorial  candidates  have 
been  to  the  legislature  before.  Sena- 
tor Hawkins  in  the  senate  and  Messrs. 
Pugh  and  Laybourn  in  the  house. 

The  Democrats  have  only  three  leg- 
islative candidates,  S.  C.  Murphy  for 
senator  in  the  Forty-ninth  district;  F. 
E.  Bradley  for  the  house  m  the  same 
district,  and  J:  les  E.  Kellogg  for  the 
house  in  the  tifty-first.  The  latter 
will  probably  make  the  most  vigorous 
fight,  and  will  have  the  best  chance  of 
success.  He  is  a  railroad  man,  very 
popular  among  his  fellow  employes, 
with  his  neighbors  at.  Two  Harbors 
and  with  the  officers  of  the  Iron  Range 
road,  which  employs  him.  He  will  be

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
situation  is  just  aa  The  Herald  said  it 
was  early  in  the  campaigrn;  that  the 
ranges  do  not  hold  together  and  do  not 
stand  by  their  candidates.  This  is 
shown  by  the  case  of  Judge  Walter  G. 
Bonham,  who  was  defeated  in  the  pri- 
maries by  J.  B.  MiddlecofT,  of  Duluth. 
Judge  Bonham  went  on  the  Republican 
county  ticket  under  the  old  .•system 
two  years  ago  as  a  range  man,  beating 
Middlecoff  in  the  convention  easily. 
This  was  a  concession  to  the  ranges, 
given  freely  and  willingly. 

Judge  Ponham  served  one  term  and 
came  up  for  renominatlon.  He  wa.s 
beaten  by  the  failure  of  the  iron  ranges 
to  stand  by  him.  Precinct  after  pre- 
cinct on  the  ranges  that  should  have 
given  him  a  good  vote  gave  the  other 
man  a  majority.

This  means  that  the  great 
dream  oi  the  late  John  W.  MacKay  will 
be  realized,  and  that  right  shortly,  says 
the  LJruoklyn  Eagle.  Few  people  under- 
stand what  a  colossal  dream  that  Is.  The 
ofticial:^  of  the  company  here  say  that 
everything  Is  still  in  "a  very  embryonic 
State,  "  but  none  the  less  within  two  years 
one  will  be  able  to  cable  to  Honolulu 
■without  pretty  well  ch-cling  the  globe  to 
do  it.  Heretofore,  to  cable  to  the  t'ar  East 
one  has  had,  to  use  a  noinely  phra.se,  ""to 
go  to  llie   Ualtery   by   way  of   H  irlem." 

First  of  all,  there  irust  be  st)undnj;s  of 
the  ccian  bed  along  the  entire  route.  I'his 
In  order  that  the  cal:le  may  be  coiiatr acted 
with  due  regard  to  the  ^strain  it  will  Ivave 
to  >astain.  An  insfument  has  fieen  lie-- 
vised  for  this  puri>ose  which  meets  all 
fios.><il>le  contingencies.  It  is  very  simpK*, 
consisting  only  of  a  cannt)n  ball  piercd 
with  an  iron  rod  and  held  In  plac>j  by 
clings.  As  tt.e  bad  goes  down  swiftly  it 
€lrives  the  rod  Into  the  Uittora  'ike  the 
point  of  a  spear,  when  an  opening  at 
the  end  catch-  s  the  ooze  "n  its  ir>.-i  lU>s. 
The  .'-ame  hist.int  thf  slings  loosen,  the 
balls  drops  off  and  liie  naked  rod  w  th  its 
"bits"  Is  drawn  to  the  surface.  Then  ther-j 
Is  the  cable  Itself— nearly  eight  thoti.-Jand 
miles  of  it— from  Sa.T  Francisco  to  M.inila, 
with  stops  at  Honolulu  and  Guam.  It  will 
use  up  :il.840  tons  of  material,  19«iJ  tons  of 
copper  wire,  lL','Jt.iO  ions  of  stee!  wire,  S^>) 
tons  of  jute  yarn.  4Jo«>  tons  of  compound 
and  tar  and  l;:»ii.'  lo.s  of  gutta  percl.i:  it 
,  wilt  \veigh  more  than  tifty  locomotives  of 
8t:>r.dard   siic 

Peoplf  who  know  vaguely  that  a  submu- 
rlne  wire  la  only  about  an  Inch  thic<  and 
looks  not  unlike  an  ordinary  street  c  ir  ca- 
ble, have  little  idea  of  the  intricacies  of 
Its  con.structlon.  The  delicate  copper  wires 
that  carry  the  current  must  be  so  pro- 
tected that  they  can  lie  for  years  on  the 
bottom  of  the  ocean  and  do  their  work 
without  acclueni  or  interruption.  Not  only 
its  .-iirength,  but  the  continuity  of  Its  con- 
nection, mii.''t  be  consWered:  and  Its  per- 
fect in»tilaiion  as  well.  No  moisture  must 
reach  the  metal  or  corrosion  would 
speedily  destroy  it. 

To  this  end  the  cable  Is  composed  of 
three  parts,  a  core,  which  is  the  conduc- 
tor, made  up  of  copper  wire;  the  casing 
of  h^'mi>.  tar  and  rubber,  which  protects 
this  from  the  water,  and  the  heavy  'Steel 
binding  that  acts  as  a  shield  against 
rocks,  wreckage  and  the  keels  of  ships. 
The  insulating  covering  is  generally  made 
of  gutta  percha,  but  occasionally  India 
rubber  Is  used  to  prevent  the  escape  of 
the  electricity.  A  layer  of  tanned  Jute 
varn  covers  the  gutta  percha  to  protect  It 
from  the  steel  wire  casing,  which  In  turn 
protects  the  whole  from  accident,  though 
U  has  itself  to  be  encased  In  jute  yarn  and 
t  bUumlnoua  compound  to  keep  It  dry. 

The  wire  sheathing  varies  In  character 
^cording  to  the  depth  at  which  it  is  to 
We.  I>eep  sea  sheathing  Is  made  of  many 
very  small  wires.  Then  through  several 
Intermediate    types    the    sheathing    wires 


become  gradually  larger,  until  finally  at 
the  shore  end  the  deep  sea  cable  is 
sheathed  with  large  strands,  each  made 
up  of  steel  wires  s»'t  triangularly. 

However,  the  core  remaina  the  same 
throughout.  The  copper  wire,  which  is 
the  conductor,  is  twisted  Into  strands. 
Vhese  are  passed  through  the  covering 
machine,  which  stpieezes  the  gutta  per- 
cha around  the  conductor  in  a  continu- 
ous sheath.  The  coll  Is  then  covered  with 
a  -spiral  casing  of  jute  yarns,  which  make 
a  soft  elastic  bed  for  the  st^'el  sheathing 
wires.  These  last,  as  well  as  the  outer 
jute  and  tarry  compound,  are  put  In  one 
ntiichine.  And  from  that  the  great  cable 
Is  colled  into  large  circular  tanks.  In 
which  it  is  kept  under  water.  I'p  to  this 
time  the  greatest  care  has  been  e.xercised 
to  keep  everything  prefectly  dry,  as  the 
least  suspicion  of  moisture  in  the  core 
would  ruin  the  Insulation.  As  water  Is 
used  in  applying  the  jute  the  cable,  after 
Its  tirst  jute  casing  hiis  been  adusted, 
passes  through  vacuum  drying  lK>xes. 

The  cable  ship  lt.'<«'lf  U  a  vessel  of 
strange  interior  arrangement,  especially 
designed  for  lue  purpose'.  It  is  not  only 
a  huge  storage  department,  but  a  big 
floating  workshop  as  welL  In  the  hold 
there  are  three  Immense  iron  tanks,  sim- 
ilar to  the  land  tanks  at  the  manufactory, 
?.4  feet  in  diameter,  for  the  storage  of  the 
cable,  each  having  a  conical  core  for 
guiding  the  cable  when  it  is  being  paid 
out.  The  space  within  these  cores  Is 
utilized  to  hold  fresh  water.  The  capacity 
of  its  tanks  in  the  regulra  cable  ship  Is 
ab<.>ut  1400  tons  of  cable,  this  being  the 
efpilvalent  of  abuut  IW  miles  of  inshore 
cable,  weighing  fourteen  tons  to  the  mile, 
I  or  Tim  miles  of  the  deei>  sea  type,  weigh- 
ing about  two  tons  per  mile. 

The  cable  tanks  are  all  connected  by 
"ways"  or  troughs,  so  that  a  transfer  may 
Vx'  made  from,  one  tank  to  another  or 
from  any  tank  to  either  of  the  huge  pay- 
ing out  machines.  Handling  of  the  cable 
made  necessary  by  such  tran.sfer  Is  usu- 
ally done  by  means  of  a  small  engine 
connecetd  to  a  drum  and  all  mounted  on 
a  truck  by  which  it  may  be  moved  about 
the  deck. 

As  the  cable  Is  brought  from  the  tank  it 
passes  over  an  Iron  sheave,  fastened  to 
the  framework  of  the  hatchway,  thence 
around  another  larger,  deepiv  grooved 
ir(»n  sheave,  and  the  friction  of  the  cable 
at  this  point  acts  as  a  tension.  It  then 
pas.ses  several  times  around  the  giant 
drums  of  the  great  dynamometer,  over 
several  pulleys  on  the  deck  and  out  over 
the  sheave  of  the  stern  to  Its  resting  place 
at  the   bottom  of  the  sea. 

The  dynamometer  indicates  the  amount 
of  strain  to  which  the  cable  Is  subjected 
at  any  moment  and  also  enables  the  man 
in  charge  of  the  brake  wheel  to  regulate 
the  strain  put  on  by  the  brake  to  suit  the 
varying  conditions  of  laying.  After  leav- 
ing the  dynamometer  it  passes  under  and 
over  several  lar.se  retarding  whtels  be- 
fore wending  its  sinuous  way  into  the  sea.

Money   Stringency  Does 

Not  Check  Domestic 

Trade. 

New  Yofk,  Sept.  20.-R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
"Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says:  Domestic 
trade  continues  active.  High  rates  for 
money  have  thus  far  failed  to  check  In- 
dustrial importations  or  unsettle  confi- 
dence. The  stringency  is  considered  only 
temporary,  chiefly  of  importance  to  speo- 
ulalors  while  large  import  of  gold  prom- 
ises relief.  Crops  are  making  encourig- 
ing  progress  despite  some  injury  from 
frost.  Labor  disputes  are  few.  the  anthra- 
cite coal  strike  being  the  only  one  that 
retards  progress  and  each  week  shows 
some  increase  in  output.  Fall  distribution 
of  merchandise  has  be.gun  unusually  early, 
while  the  volume  of  orders  already  placed 
indicates  much  the  heaviest  aggregate  on 
record.  At  the  South  and  West  conditions 
are  especially  favorable,  the  spring  d^f- 
partment  working  vigorously  and  pay- 
ments are  promptly  made.  Traffic  con- 
gestion causes  complaint,  yet  railway 
earnings  thus  far  available  for  Septal-..  • 
ber.  show  a  gain  of  4.9  per  cent  over  ifist 
year  s  return  and  15.7  per  cent  over  1^00. 
Official  returns  of  foreign  commerce  dur- 
ing August  show  the  Improvement  in  ex- 
ports over  the  two  preceding  months 
that  was  indicated  by  weekly  movement 
ot  merchandise  and  staples,  far  surpassed 
the  corresponding  months  in  preceding 
years.  This  liberal  buying  in  foreign  m.ir- 
kets  testifies  to  well  sustained  domestic 
consumption,  particularly  as  to  iron  and 
steel,  but  Imports  of  coal  are  abnormal, 
and  will  be  still  more  of  an  element  in 
subsequent  statements. 

Relief  comes  slowly  to  consumers  of 
coke,  although  each  week  brings  a  new 
high  record  of  output.  Stocks  are  be- 
coming burdensome  in  the  Connellsville 
yards,  but  facilities  for  transportation 
show  little  Improvement  despite  numer- 
ous promuses  tnat  coke  will  have  preced- 
ence over  other  freight.  The  worst  ef. 
feet  is  the  increasing  importation  of  pJt 
iron  Great  Britain  alone  sending  70,- 
(XW  tons  during  August,  while  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  for  deliveries. 
Steel  Is  also  coming  In  freely.  German 
producers  accepting  orders  at  gradual^' 
advancing  quotations,  Eesimates  of  the 
tonnage  on  the  books  of  leading  domes- 
tic concerns  fall  httle  short  of  5,000,000 
'tons,  (Covering  (l?liverles  nine  montf-' 
ahead,  while  new  contracts  for  railway 
and  structural  steel  shapes  are  constant- 
ly offered.  The  abnormal  condition  of 
thLs  Industry  bears  testimony  to  the  un- 
precedented expansion  of  business  in  the 
I'nlted  States  and  it  is  unfortunate  that 
such  heavy  purchases  abroad  are  made 
necessary  by  the  Inadequate  supply  of 
fuel.  Recent  advances  in  tin  and  copper 
were  not  maintained,  sut>plles  proving 
fully  equal  to  demand.  New  England 
manufacturers  of  footwear  are  well  oc- 
cupied. Leather  is  quiet  with  no  sign 
of  weakness,  but  large  receii)ts  of  cattle 
at  W^estern  markets  cause  a  slight  re- 
duction In  prices  of  packers'  hides  from 
the  record-breaking  figures  that  have 
prevailed.  Cotton  goods  are  more  firmly 
held  as  the  raw  material  develops 
strength,  and  light  stocks  In  first  hands 
give  the  market  additional  support. 
Woolens  and  worsteds  are  notably  quiet, 
because  leading  corcems  have  sold  the 
entire    product    of   staple    goods. 

SALOON  ASSESSMENTS 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  20.— The  state  board  of 
equalization  yesterday  raised  the 
assessments  on  saloons  In  various  parts 
of  the  state  In  percentages  varying  from 
66    2-3    to    600.  .  ,     .,       ^ 

The  saloons  of  Austin  were  raised  i-jO 
per  cent.  In  Winona  the  increase  was 
300  per  cent.  The  increase  was  least  in 
Hennepin  county,  where  saloon  assess- 
ments were  raised  66  2-3  per  cent. 

The  Increase  for  Ramsey  saloons  was 
100  per  cent,  from  $122,000  per  year  to 
?2-H,000. 

Other  counties  In  which  Increases  of 
100  per  cent  in  saloon  assessment  were 
made  are  Polk,  Mower,  Chippewa,  Doug- 
lass. Traverse,  Kandiyohi,  Yellow  Med- 
icine and  Mille  Lacs.

Birmingham,  Ala.  Sept.  20.— In  an  awful 
crush  of  humanity  caused  by  a  stampede 
following  a  light  in  the  Shlloh  Negro  Bap- 
tist church  at  Avenue  G  and  Eighteenth 
street  last  night,  seventy-eignt  persons 
were  killed  and  as  many  more  seriously 
Injured.  The  catastrophe  occurred  at  9 
o'clock,  just  as  Booker  T.  Washington  had 
concluded  his  address  to  the  national  con- 
vention of  Baptists,   and  for  three  hours 

the   scenes   around    the    church    were   In- 
describable. 

Dead  bodies  were  strewn  in  every  di- 
rection, and  the  ambulance  service  of  the 
city  was  utterly  incapable  of  moving 
them  until  after  1  o'clock. 

Dozens  of  dead  bodies  were  arranged  in 
rows  on  the  ground  outside  of  the  house 
of  worship,  awaiting  removal  to  the  vari- 
ous undertaking  establishments,  while 
more  than  a  score  were  lasa  out  on  the 
benches  inside. 

The  church  is  the  largest  house  of  wor- 
ship for  negroes  in  Birmingh.am,  and 
there  were  at  least  2000  persons  In  the 
edifice  when  the  stampede  began.  Instruc- 
tions had  been  issued  to  allow  no  one  to 
enter,  but  the  negroes  forced  their  way 
inside  the  building,  and  were  standing  in 
every  aisle.  Even  the  entrance  to  the 
church  was  packed. 

Just  as  Booker  T.  Washington  con- 
cluded his  address.  Judge  Billou,  a  negro 
lawyer  from  Baltimore,  engaged  in  an  al. 
tercation  with  the  choir  leader  concerning 
an  unoccupied  seat,  and  it  is  said  a  blow 
was  struck.  Someone  In  the  choir  cried 
"Fight!  "  Mistaking  the  word  "fight"  for 
"lire,"  the  congregation  rose  en  masse 
and  started  for  the  door. 

One  of  *he  ministers  quickly  mounted 
the  rostrum  and  admonished  the  people 
to  keep  quiet.  He  repeated  the  word 
"quiet  "  several  times,  and  motioned  to  his 
hearers  to  be  seated,  but  the  excited  con 
gregation  mistook  the  word  "quiet"  for 
"fire"  and  renewed  the  struggle  to  reach 
the  door. 

Men  and  women  crawled  over  benches, 
fought  their  way  into  the  aisles,  and  those 
who  had  fallen  were  trampled  under  foot. 
The  ministers  tried  again  and  again  to 
stop  the  stampede,  but  no  power,  appar- 
ently, could  stay  the  struggling,  fighting 
mass  of  humanity. 

Many  persons  fainted  and  were  crushed 
to  death  as  they  fell.  The  level  of  the 
floor  is  about  fifteen  feet  from  the 
ground,  and  long  steps  lead  to  the  side- 
walk from  the  lobby  just  outside  the 
main  auditorium.  The  thick  walls  ex- 
tend on  each  side  of  these  steps  for  six 
or  seven  feet,  and  this  proved  a  death 
trap.  Negroes  who  had  reached  the  top 
of  the  steiis  were  pushed  violently  for- 
ward, and  many  fell.  Before  they  couid 
move,  others  fell  upon  them,  and  in  a 
few  minutes  persons  were  piled  on  each 
other  to  a  height  of  ten  feet.  This  wall 
of  living  beings  blocked  the  entrance, 
and  the  weight  of  1500  persons  was  pushed 
against  it.  More  than  twejjty  persons 
lying  on  the  steps  underneath  the  heap 
of   bodies   died    from   suffocation. 

Two  white  men,  who  were  In  the 
church  when  the  rush  began  escaped, 
and,  realizing  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation,  rushed  to  a  corner  nearby 
and  turned  In  a  fire  alarm.  The  de- 
partment came  quickly,  and  the  arrival 
of  the  wagons  served  to  scatter  the 
crowds  which  had  gathered  around  the 
front.  A  squad  of  police  was  also  has- 
tened to  the  church,  and.  with  the  fire- 
men, finally  succeeded  In  releasing  the 
negroes  from  their  pinioned  positions  in 
the  entrance.  The  dead  bodies  were 
quickly  removed,  and  the  crowd  inside, 
finding  an  outlet,  came  pouring  out. 

Scores  of  them  lo.st  tnelr  footing  and 
rolled  down  the  lonj?  stei)s  to  the  pave- 
mentment,  sustaining  broken  limbs  and 
Internal  Injuries.  In  an  hour  the  church 
had  been  cleared,  and  the  sight  which 
greeted  the  eyes  of  those  who  had  come 
to    aid    the   Injured    was   sickening. 

Down  the  aisles  and  along  the  outside 
of  the  pews  the  dead  bodies  of  men  and 
women  were  strewn,  and  the  cries  of  the 
maimed  and  crippled  were  heartrending. 

The  Shlloh  church  Is  located  just  in 
the  edge  of  the  South  Highlands,  the 
fa.shlonable  residence  section  of  the  city, 
and  all  the  physicians  living  In  that  nart 
of  town  went  to  the  assistance  of  the  m- 
Jured.  As  many  of  the  suffering  negroes 
as  could  be  moved  by  ambulances  were 
taken  to  the-  hospitals",  and  the  rest  were 
laid  out  on  the  ground,  and  there  the 
physicians  attended  them. 

At  least  fifteen  of  those  Injured,  died 
before  they  could  be  removed  from  the 
ground. 

During  the  stampede.  Booker  T.  Wash- 
ington and  several  other  prominent  ne- 
groes were  on  the  stage.  None  of  those  In 
the  choir  or  pulpit  was  Injured  In  the 
least.  For  a  few  minutes  they  attempted 
to  restore  order,  but,  seeing  their  effort.'^ 
ware   futile,    waited    until   the    struggling

TO  BRING  MIRACLE  PLAT. 

One  (if  the  most  notable  dramatlo 
Incidents  of  the  winter  will  be  the  Im- 
portation by  Charles  Frohman  of  the 
entire  English  company  which  pro- 
duced the  old  fifteenth  century  miracio 
play,  "Everyman."  says  the  Brooklyn 
Eagle.  This  will  be  one  of  the  mid- 
winter productions  for  which  no  date 
has  yet  been  set.  The  old  piece  will  be 
even  more  of  a  novelty  here  than  It 
was  In  London,  where  the  Elizabethan 
stage  society  has  given  to  the  few 
who  cared  for  them  several  early  play.s 
In  the  manner  of  the  first  productions, 
before  movable  scenery  had  been  In- 
vented. New  York  has  had  only  one 
example  of  the  kind,  an  early  comedjr 
produced  at  a  matinee  performance  hy. 
one  of  the  schools  of  acting,  and  an 
occasion  of  the  greatest  Interest  to 
people  really  fascinated  by  the  stage.  -- 

This  miracle  play  or  morality, 
"Everyman."  was  reviewed  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Elzabethan  Stage  so- 
ciety under  scenic  conditions  as  nearly 
archaeologlcally  correct  as  possible, 
first  at  the  little  St.  George's  hall  and 
after  vvards  at  Mrs.  Langtry's  gorg3ous 
new  Imperial  theater  In  London. 

"Everyman"  was  written  by  an  an- 
onymous author,  or  more  properly,  was 
translated  from  the  Dutch  by  an  an- 
onymous translator,  the  original  "Elch- 
erlljk"  being  the  work  of  a  certain 
Peter  of  Deist.  Peter  of  Deist  was  a 
priest,  and  his  play  was  probably  writ- 
ten aboutt  1450,  the  English  version  be- 
longing to  the  reign  of  Edward  IV 
(1461-1483).  The  manuscript  begins  as 
follows: 

"Here  Begyaneth  a  treatise  how  the 
hye  fader  of  heven  sendeth  dethe  to 
somon  every  creature  to  come  and  gyve 
counte  of  theyr  lyves  In  this  worlde  and 
is  In  maner  of  a  morall  playe." 

There  are  seventeen  characters: 
Everyman,  Adonal,  Death,  Messenger, 
Fellowship,  Cousin,  Kindred,  Goods, 
Good-deeds,  Strength,  Discretion,  Flve- 
wlts.  Beauty,  Knowledge,  Confession, 
Angel  and  Doctor. 

The  procedure  adopted  Is  for  each 
character  to  step  on  to  the  stage,  speak 
his  lines,  and  then  step  off  again  into 
the  audience,  and  It  says  a  good  deal 
for  the  beauty  of  the  play  that,  to  the 
most  ultra-modern  audience,  the  sys- 
tem seemed  quite  fit  and  proper.

The  rescue  home  which  the  Bethel  as- 
sociation announced  some  lime  ago  would 
be  established  in  Duluth  is  about  to  be 
Opened.  It  will  be  located  at  43U-432  Sixth 
avenue  East,  and  will  be  known  as  tlie 
"Bethel  Home."  The  following  announce- 
ment Is  made  by  Miss  Mary  Shannon,  su- 
perintendent: 

Citizens  of  Duluth  who  are  Interested 
In  its  tjeneral  welfare  will  welcome  ttje 
announcement  that  a  rescue  home  lor 
unfortunate  women  is  to  be  opened  here 
on  the  fifteenth  of  Uctot>er. 

No  one  who  has  been  at  a!l  Identified 
With  charitaole  work  in  Duluth  can  have 
tailed  to  recognize  the  need  of  such  a 
borne. 

The  rescue  home  is  opened  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Uuluth  Bethei  associa- 
tion. The  need  of  this  step  has  per- 
haps been  more  strongly  felt  by  this 
association  than  by  any  other  body  of 
Christian  workers  in  Duluth,  because  o£ 
tiie  location  of  the  bethels  and  the  cnar- 
acier  or  the  work  carried  on  through 
them.  Rescue  work  has  been  done  to 
some  extent  by  the  l..ake  avenue  bethel 
ever  since  Dr.  Salter  founded  it.  For  the 
past  Lwo  and  a  half  yearb  a  tew  rooms 
In  that  building  have  tieen  set  apart 
for  this  particular  work,  and  even  in 
that  overcrowded  and  unsuitable  place 
the  results  have  been  encouraging.  The 
need  ot  a  separate  building  has,  how- 
ever, grown  to  be  a  nect-ssity,  and  the 
as^ciation  has  secured  a  house  to  be 
used  solely  for  rescue  purposes. 

The  new  institution  is  to  be  known  as 
the     "Bethel    Home." 

The  one  object  in  opening  t4iis  home  is 
to  provide  an  entrance  to  an  honorable 
an.i  u.<eful  life  for  those  who  sincerely 
wish  to  correct  the  mistakes  of  the  ria,st. 
Many  women  in  our  midst  who  belong 
to  the  class  called  •'outcast'  have  grown 
thoroughly  sick  of  the  life  they  were  lead- 
ing and  have  been  kept  from  changing 
It  only  because  they  know  of  no  t>lav;e 
where  they  would  be  trusted  or  toler- 
ated if  they  attempted  to  begin  a  better 
life. 

The  managers  of  this  institution  will 
do  all  in  their  power  to  make  the  uethel 
Home  a  home  refuge,  a  place  where  the 
past  need  not  be  mentioned  or  remem- 
bered. 

Tnorough  Instructinn  is  to  be  given  in 
various  lines  of  work,  so  that  no  woman 
need  leave  the  home  without  being  ca- 
pable of  earning  her  living  honestly. 

A  maternity  htspltal  is  to  be  one  of  ihe 
Impcrtant  departments  of  this  work  lor 
we  believe  that  a  helping  hand  exte'n  1 -l 
to  girls  at  the  time  of  their  first  error 
would  save  a  large  majority  of  them  to 
honorable  lives. 

There  Is  no  fund  for  maintaining  tUit 
new  branch  of  work,  but  the  Beih-l  as- 
sociation believes  that  the  people  of  Du- 
luth with  their  usual  generosity,  will  not 
let  this  much-needed  enterprise  lack  s-io- 
port. 

The  work  of  furnishing  the  house  nas 
Just  begun.  It  is  intended  to  furnish  it 
comfortably,  and  with  new  furniture  fio 
far  as  possible.  The  Christian  Endeivar 
Union  is  very  kindly  taking  an  ic:i/<» 
part  in  this  matter.  Its  representatives 
are  soliciting  funds  throuarhout  the  J>tv.

AN  AUTO  HIGHWAY. 

An  auto  highroad"  from  New  York  to 
Chicago,  twentv-four  feet  wide,  built  of 
macadam  and  costly  J7,000,000-^8uch  Is  i-- 
plan  which  the  convention  in  the  i/iter- 
est  of  good  roads  will  be  called  upf!*  to 
mature  at  Atlantic  City,  says  the  Phila- 
delphia North  American.  Delegates  from 
tne  Automobile  club  of  America  will  be 
there  to  meet  representatives  of  the  -^ew 
Y'ork  and  Chicago  Road  association  ana 
the   League  of  .\merlcan   Wheelmen. 

The  Automobile  club  has  already  pass- 
ed resolutions  indorsing  the  project  and 
pledging  Itself  to  assist  in  its  accomplish- 
ment. Men  of  millions  will  be  there  ready 
to  subscribe  liberally  to  the  capitaliza- 
tion of  a  company  which  shall  undertake 
to   construct   the   roadway. 

The  advent  of  the  auto  has  so  far 
worked  marvelous  changes  In  the  care  of 
highways  In  and  near  large  cities  and 
fashionable  resorts.  The  present  move 
to  construct  a  great  thoroughfare,  900 
miles  long,  and  equal  to  the  famous  post 
roads  of  old  England,  will  appeal  not  only 
to  the  autolst.  but  to  the  cyclist  and  to 
the  man  who  drives  his  horse. 

With  450  miles  of  the  proposed  route  In 
fait  shape,  the  members  of  the  conven- 
tion will  find  their  task  reduced  one-haif 
In  difficulty  and  possibility  of  achieve- 
ment. 

The  remaining  4,=iO  are  nothing  more 
than  paths,  Inpassable  during  rains  anu 
dangerous  after  them.  Although  the  de- 
tails of  the  plans  to  make  these 
stretches  solid  and  smooth  roads  are  in 
embryonic  form,  yet  the  general  scheme 
resolves  itself  into  cost  per  mile  and  will- 
ingness of  local  officials  to  co-operate  in 
the  project. 

A  good  road  costs  money.  For  such  a 
highway  as  Is  now  propo.sed  $15,000  per 
mile  will  be  required,  making  a  total  for 
the  4,iO  miles  of  nearly  $7,000,000.  The 
question  faces  the  convention,  who  will 
furnush   this   huge  sum? 

The  presidence  of  the  Highway  Alliance, 
John  B.  Uhle.  of  New  York,  admits  that 
the  practical  success  of  the  plan  lies  In 
the  attitude  of  the  county  and  town  au- 
thorities through  whose  territory  the  road 
will  pass. 

First  of  all.  he  sa>-s,  the  road  per  se  is 
needed.  If  a  twenty-four  fmit  highway  Is 
found  to  be  too  expensive  an  undertak- 
ing to  start  with,  a  fourteen-foot  road 
will  be  substituted  at  a  cost  of  one-third, 
or  JoOw)  per  mile.  This  will  reduce  tne 
expense  of  the  whole  from  JT.Oikj.OOO  to 
$2,0(10.000. 

And  this  mean?  all  the  difference  be- 
tween speed  and  comfort  and  slowness 
anu  discomfort. 

On  starting  from  the  metropolis .  the 
autolst.  western  bound,  now  crosses  the 
Hud^-on  before  really  beginning  ais  trio. 
He  pa.sses  .ilong  the  wost  shor*>  of  the 
river  to  lyack  and  Kingston  and  then 
strike*  off  for  Delhi  an^l  Binghamnfn- 
Here  he  finds  his  path  besei  wan  ruts, 
stones,  sand  and  washouts.  His  time  is 
slow  and  his  progress  a  series  of  efforts 
to  keep  his  scat. 

From  Blnghampton  he  got  to  Elmlra 
and  finally  leaves  Lake  Chautauqua  be- 
hind and  crosses  the  state  line  near  x  md- 
leys  lake.  Once  In  Penn.««y!vania  he  em- 
barks on  the  old  Ridge  r^iad  some  ten 
miles  from  the  lake  and  encounters,  for 
the  most  part,  good  traveling. 

He  skirts  Sandusky,  enten  the  suburb 


of  Toledo,  and  then.  In  a  straight  line, 
makes  direct  for  the  Western  terminus, 
Chicago. 

By  laying  a  ruler  on  the  map  from 
Toledo  to  the  I..ake  City  it  will  ue  seen 
that  the  route  takes  In  many  small 
towns,  but  whether  the  official  road  will 
pass  through  all  these  will  depend,  of 
course,  on  the  declsian  of  a  committee 
aopointed  to  secure  the  most  feasible  as 
weil  us   tne  shortest  line. 

From  the  900-mile  total  It  Is  hoped  that 
at  least  seventy-five  can  be  clipped  by 
Iaic  eventual  building  of  a  short  cut  from 
New  York  to  Binghampton.  At  present 
there  Is  no  such  road  at  all  passable  by 
either  autolst  or  cycli.st,  and  t—s,  too,  in 
face  of  the  fact  that  the  route  is  dotted 
with  coimtry   clubs. 

Wiia  the  idea  of  establishing  the  high- 
road between  the  two  cities  me  members 
of  the  convention  have  not  lost  sight  of 
the  Inevitable  commercial  advantages  of 
the   plan. 

Connecting,    at   is    will,    a   multitude   of 
small    towns  and   villages,    the   road    will 
by    of    it«    adaptability    for    travel,    bring 
an   these  Into  closer  communication. 

And  here  again  the  auto  is  bound  to 
play  an  important  part.  In  Newark,  N. 
J.,  auto  van  traverse  a  radius  of  forty 
miles  to  deliver  goods  and  are  prevented 
from  going  farther  only  by  the  conforma- 
tion of  the  country. 

In  the  end,  then,  the  thoroughfare  Is 
sure  to  prove  not  only  a  drawing  card 
for  those  who  ride  or  drive  for  pieafiure, 
but  for  those  who  have  dollars  and  cents 
m  view.  The  country  grocer  will  be 
able  to  extend  hLs  business  and  the  farm- 
er to  reach  the  towns  more  easily,  more 
comfortably   and   more   quickly. 

All  the  resorts  along  the  line  of  travel 
will  also  be  benefited.  Thousands  w... 
take  advantage  of  a  hard,  smooth  road 
to  go  to  lake  or  river  on  wheels  or  in 
carriages  where  now  bad  roads  make  such 
unde- takings  Impos.sible. 

These  are  some  of  the  points  which 
wii.  be  urge  dupon  the  men  whose  will- 
ingness to  assist  In  recommending  the 
highway  will  means  Its  building.  .  or 
there  is  little  to  be  hoped  for  In  the  way 
of  money  from  New  York  state,  at  least, 
arid  it  IS  In  that  state  most  of  the  work 
will   have   to   be   done.

From    Development     of 
Water  Power  Is  Re- 
ceiving Attention. 


United  States  Geological 

Survey    Speaks  of 

the  Enterprise. 


Would  Make  Duluth  the 

Center  of  Flour 

Milling.

Washington,  Sept.  20.— (Special  to 
Herald.) — The  United  States  geological 
survey,  in  its  investigation  of  the 
water  resources  of  the  country,  has 
been  making  recent  studies  of  the 
water  powers  and  water  resources  of 
the  Central  Western  states. 

Great  interest  is  being  shown  in  the 
development  of  water  power  upon  the 
streams  in  these  states.  Many  years 
ago  a  number  of  large  powers  were 
there  developed,  and  manufacturing 
cities  of  considerable  size  have  since 
grown  up  about  them.  The  great 
power  on  the  Mlssl-ssippi,  at  Minne- 
apolis, is  one  of  the  best  examples,  be- 
ing utilized  for  Hour  mills,  the  genera- 
tion of  electricity,  and  for  various 
kinds  of  manufacturing.  There  yet 
remain  a  number  of  falls  which  may 
be  utilized  on  the  Wisconsin  river,  on 
the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tribu- 
tari33  above  St.-  Paul,  on  the  Forks 
river,  in  Wisconsin,  and  on  several  of 
the  larger  streams  of  Michigan.  The 
value  to  a  community  of  such  a  nat- 
ural source  cannot  be  overestimated. 
Within  the  last  few  days  the  great 
development  at  Sault  Sainte  Mane 
has  been  completed  and  water  turned 
into  a  canal.  Duluth  is  also  looking 
forward  to  the  utilization  of  part  of 
the  water  power  upon  the  Saint  Louis 
river,  where  the  plans  now  cimpleted 
show  a  fall  of  -over  700  feet,  and  a 
power  reaching  a  capacity  of  luu,uyO 
horse  power.  This  would  make  Du- 
luth not  only  a  great  shipping  point, 
but  probably  the  center  of  flour  mil- 
ling and  other  forms; of  manufacturing, 
which  require  large  amounts  of  power. 
The  wheat  from  Minnesota  and  Da- 
kota would  be  slopped  at  Duluth  long 
enough  to  be  ground  into  Hour,  and 
then  forwarded  to  the  East  by  way  of 
the  great  lakes.

Frcrk  H.  Mas-on.  United  States  con- 
sul general  at  Berlin,  has  sent  to  the 
state  department  a  paper  regarding  the 
effect  of  the  abnormally  cold,  wet  wea- 
IheTi  wlilch  has  prevailed  throughout 
the  German  empire  on  the  cereal  har- 
vests of  the  year.  The  unreasonable 
weather  has  continued  through  July 
a.r.d  so  far  Into  August,  as  to  assume  in 
Germany  the  character  of  an  impend- 
ing calamity  to  the  cereal  crops.  Until 
the  end  of  July,  the  season,  although 
remarkably  late,  was  still  hopeful,  and 
the  condition  of  the  growing  crops  on 
the  15th  of  June  and  July  was  in  gen- 
eral (juote  above  tnat  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  But  as  the  time  came  for  the 
wheat  and  rye  to  ripen,  the  cold,  wet, 
cloudy  weather  kept  back  the  harvest 
long  after  the  usual  date  and,  when 
the  work  of  gathering  In  the  grain 
nnally  began,  greatly  complicated  IP"* 
task  of  saving  the  crops.  In  many 
fields  the  rye  and  wheat  has  been  cut 
£nd  lain  in  swaths,  or  put  up  in  shock.'?, 
exposed  to  rain  and  storm,  until  the 
grain  has  been  seriously  damaged  by 
sprouting.  The  first  samples  of  the 
new  crop  rye  which  have  been  received 
at  the  produce  exchange  in  Berlin  are 
almost  without  exception  damp,  more 
or  less  unripe,  and  even  when  arii- 
flcially  dried,  of  inferior  grade.  While, 
therefore,  the  German  grain  crop  this 
year  will  be  up  to  the  full  average  in 
quantity,  its  quality  has  been  more  or 
less  seriously  damaged,  and  large 
quantities  of  rye,  which  should  have 
beer,  used  as  breadstuff,  will  now  be 
distilled  or  used  for  feeding  animals. 
It  is  yet  too  early  to  estimate  closely 
the  extent  of  this  damage,  but  ac- 
counts from  all  parts  of  the  empire 
Indicate  that  it  will  be  considerable. 
The  Ritest  ofl^cial  returns  describe  the 
situation  down  to  Aug.  15,  and  report 
that  a  large  part  of  the  wheat  and  rye 
of  Prussia  are  still  out  and  in  danger. 

Especially  interesting  in  this  connec- 
tion If  the  probable  effect  of  the  coid, 
v.et  season  on  the  beet-sugar  output  of 
Germany  and  other  European  coun- 
tries during  the  coming  campaign. 
Thus  far,  the  condition  of  the  growing 
beets  is  generally  excellent;  the 
amount  of  sugar  which  they  will  pro- 
duce will  depend  largely  upon  the  mois- 
ture and  the  amount  of  sunshine  that 
they  may  receive  during  the  last  ten 
days  of  August  and  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, The  growing  crop  is  now  in  a 
condition  which  a  few  weeks  of  warm 
weather  v.-ould  convert  into  one  of  the 
largest  on  record  in  proportion  to  Tlie 
area  of  cultivation.  If  the  pre.sent  wet, 
low  temperature  should  continue,  the 
Eugar  crop  will  be  proportionately  re- 
duced. J 

Meanwhile  the^  known  facts  are  that, 
notwithstandinif  the  fact  that  the  total 
European  area  of  beet  cultivation  has 
been  reduced  thte  year  to  1,768,300  hec- 
tares (4,369.469  acres),  as  compared 
with  1,839,000  hectares  (4.544,269  acres) 
in  1900  and  1,978,0001  hectares  (4,887,639 
acres)  ir  1901,  the  sugar  producers  of 
Germany  and  Austi-ia  are  entering 
upon  the  new  catnpainn  under  very  dis- 
couraging conditions.  Aside  from  the 
very  low  price  ot  sugar  and  an  utterly 
stagnant  market,  there  is  the  still 
more  deprefslniftfaot  that  the  surplus 
of  last  year's '  sugar  carried  over  Is 
greater  than  at./thetbeginning  of  any 
recent  campaign.  Kor  instance,  at  the 
close  of  the  su^ar  5'ear  July  30.  1901, 
the  visible  supply  carried  over  in  Ger- 
many was  258.200  tons,  while  on  Au^.  1, 
1902,  it  was  590.000  tons,  and  the  saire 
proportionate  increase  of  surplus,  left- 
over sugar  congests  and  depreciates 
the  markets  of  Austria.  The  aver&g3 
product  per  hectare  (2.471  acres)  was 
3144  kilograms  (6931  pounds)  in  1899, 
386  kilograms  (7244  pounds)  in  1900,  and 
3281  kilograms  (7233  pounds)  In  l?<il. 
Reckoning  the  crop  of  this  year  at  a 
similar  figure,  the  whole  beet  sugar 
output  of  Europe  will  be  somewhere 
between  6.560.000  and  6.130,000  metric 
tons.  This  is  assuming  that  the  wea- 
ther during  the  remainder  of  August 
and  thenceforth  until  the  beets  are 
gathered  shall  be  sufllclently  warm 
and  bright  to  develop  in  the  growing 
beets  the  normal  percentage  of  sac- 
charine matter:  otherwise  the  actual 
yield  may  be  reduced  10,  16  or  even  20 
per  cent  l>eIow  the  above  estJmate.

Meanwhile  the  situation  In  Germany 
Is  somewhat  better  than  In  Austria, 
from  the  fact  that  Germany  consumes 
at  home  more  sugar  than-  Austria,  and 
is  trerefore  less  dependent  upon  ex- 
kPorts.  Germany  consumes  in  various 
ways  about  47  per  cent  of  its  sugar 
crop  and  exports  the  remaining  53  per 
cent,  while  Austria  consumes  only  30 
per  cent  and  tries  to  export  70  per  cent 
of  the  total  product.  The  sugar  con- 
sumption per  capita  In  Germany  is 
28  pounds,  while  in  Austria  it  is  only 
17.6  pounds — both  meager  and  InsutTi- 
cient  as  compared  with  the  per  capita 
rate -of  consumption  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States.  The  effect  of 
the  export  bounty  system  has  been  to 
tax  sugar  out  of  the  reach  of  a  large 
proportion  of  the  working  classes  in 
Europe,  and  the  two  most  important 
results  aimed  at  by  the  Brussels  con- 
ference were  to  repeal  the  cause  of 
countervailing  duties  in  America  and 
reduce  the  retail  price  of  home-grown 
sugar  in  the  European  markets.

ITS  MEMBERS  EXCLUSIVE. 

Only  People  With  Broken 
Backs  Can  Join  Club. 

L.  A.  D.  Wilson,  of  Minneapolis,  now 
lying  at  the  city  hospital  with  an  Injured 
spine,  which  has  paraiyzt-u  him  from  his 
waist  to  his  toes,  has  joined  the  "Broli- 
en  Back"  club,  says  the  Minneapolis  Trib- 
une. 

This  organization,  which  is  probable 
the  most  unique  body  In  the  United 
States,  has  now  120  members,  and  its  loll 
Is  rapidly  Increasing.  It  was  founded 
last  December  by  James  W.  Patterson,  a 
newspaper  man.  known  from  the  PaciSc 
coast  to  New   York  city. 

Mr.  Patterson  has  been  lying  in  a  water 
bed  at  the  county  hospital  in  Chicago  tor 
the  last  six  months.  He  received  his  in- 
jury by  a  fall.  He  is  paralyzed  from  the 
fourth  rib  down,  and  his  body  is  en- 
cased in  a  plaster  cast.  His  mind  is 
clear  and  he  has  free  use  of  his  hands  and 
arms. 

Mr.  Pattersons  brain  was  too  active 
and  healthy  in  tone  to  permit  him  to  lie 
supinely  in  bed  and  bemoan  his  fate.  He 
found  that  there  were  several  other  pa- 
tients in  the  hopsltal  who  were  suffering 
from  a  similar  affliction.  He  found  out 
their  names  and  the  numbers  of  their 
wards  from  the  doctors  and  nurses  end 
wrote  each  of  them  a  letter.  A  corr<iS- 
pondence  was  started  which  proved  in- 
teresting to  all  who  pa.rtlclpated  In  It, 
and  from  them  the  Idea  of  the  club 
sprang. 

At  first  the  membership  was  confined 
to  hospitals  In  Chicago,  but  the  club  now 
has  members  in  New  York.  Boston,  Pnil- 
adelphia,  Cleveland  and  Minneapolis,  The 
doctors  heartily  Indorse  the  plan  as  they 
say  that  the  occupation  of  the  minds  of 
their  patients  over  the  affairs  of  the 
club  give  them  a  more  cheerful  spirit  and 
tend  to  prolong  their  lives. 

The  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
club  were  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Patterson 
and  contain  a  number  of  unique  features. 
Here  are  some  of  them: 

"This  club  shall  be  known  as  the 
Broken   Back  Club  of  America. 

"No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  became  a 
member  who  Is  able  to  move  a  muscle  in 
his  body  below  the  eleventh  rib. 

"Race,  sex,  age,  previous  condition  of 
servitude — police  or  otherwise — turpitude 
or  morality  shall  be  no  bar  to  nor  pre- 
mium   upon    membership. 

"The  president  of  the  club  shall  be  the 
member  whose  paralysis  extends  to  the 
highest  rib. 

"Every  member  shall  write  a  letter  ince 
a  week  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  secre- 
tary, and  by  that  officer  forwarded  to 
every  other  member.  The  letters  must 
be  cheerful  In  tone,  and  any  new  amuse- 
ment or  occupation  suggested  to  sufferers 
from  a  broken  back  will  be  heartily  wel- 
comed." 

At  present  the  meml>ers  of  the  club  are 
considering  whether  or  not  they  will 
adopt  the  following  resolution  as  p,art  of 
the  constitution: 

"Death  to  the  healthy  and  atrnn:?  s  a 
disaster.  Death  to  us  is  a  blessing.  When 
a  member  of  the  club  dies  It  shall  there- 
fore be  the  duty  of  the  other  members 
to  rejoice,  not  to  sorrow." 

That  the  affairs  of  the  club  are  a  diver- 
sion to  its  members  there  set-ms  to  be  no 
doubt.  At  present  a  patient  in  the  Alex- 
Ian  Brothers'  ho.spltal  In  Chicago  and  one 
in  Bellevue  hospital.  New  York,  are  en- 
gaged in  playing  a  game  of  chess  by  mall. 
The  thought  of  the  moves  occupies  the 
mind  of  each  for  several  hours  each  day. 
The  idea  of  disease— they  have  little  phy- 
sical suffering— is  taken  entirely  aw.»y 
from  their  minds,  and  they  forget  them- 
selves in  the  game. 

Two  patients  In  different  wards  in  the 
Cook  courvty  hospital  play  double  dummy 
whist  every  da.v  by  means  of  missives 
sent  by  attendan-ts  aaid  convalesceirts.  But 
the  letters  are  the  chief  delight  of  the 
members  of  the  club.  Firm  friendship:* 
have  been  brought  about  by  this  corres- 
pondence and  in  one  case  marriage  was 
the  result.

hospital  in  New  York  last  February.  It 
was  a  pathetic  scene,  and  yet  it  presented 
elements  of  courtship,  love-making  and 
divine  human  nature  which  even  the 
boldest  novelist  had  not  dared  to  de- 
pict.

Lunilon  is  now  ser\'ed  with  water  by 
eight  companies.  The  rlRhts  and  privi- 
leged of  these  ci>mpanies  are  the  growth 
of   "*»>   yearji.      The    system    began    with    a 

water  wheel  run  by  the  tides  under  Lon- 
don bridge,  and  is  totlay  repre^jeuled  by 
plants  the  aggregate  value  of  which  is 
nearly  $l<iii.<-Mi.'3<X>.  I'ublic  control  of  these 
plants  has  been  agitated  for  many  years. 
ami  has  finally  culminatfil  in  a  measure 
which,  it  Is  gt'iierally  admitted  by  op- 
ponents, will  be  adopted  by  parliament 
at    the   autumn    sitting. 

The  tax|>ayers  expect  to  derive  benefit 
from  the  change  of  ownership.

When 
the  streets  are  opened,  the  houses!  built 
and  transportation  provided,  the  people 
come  as  though  it  was  but  for  this  they 
were    waiting.

The  people 
of  Ijondon  use  less  water  than  those  of 
American  cities,  though  more  than  do 
the  i>eople  of  nearly  all  the  great  cities 
of  the  ciintinent.  A  supply  of  thirty-six 
gallons  p-r  capita  for  London  looks 
small  compared  to  the  143  eallons  of 
Washington,  the  Wl  gallons  of  Chicago. 
73  gall'ins  for  Ho.^ton,  W  for  New  York 
or  fti  for  San   Francisco. 

The  density  of  population.  th*>  vast 
preponderance  of  the  poor,  tho  lack  of 
sanitary  flnshlng  arrangements.  and. 
above  all.  a  climate  which  calls  for  no 
Irrigation  of  yards  in  summer,  must  al. 
bo  taken  into  account.  Then  it  will  be 
realized  that  the  discrepancy-  Is  not  really 
so  gr^at.  The  pri>of  of  thi.?  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  people  use  all  they  want 
and  only  in  excHptional  instances  of  great 
*^^'»n^^t  do  the  comnanies  find  It  neces- 
sary   to    exert    the    full    power    of    their 


BELIED  THEIR  SEX 

Instances  Where  Women  Have 
Posed  As  Men. 

The  strange  case  of  Lydia  Lt/ti.i 
Bawyer.  which  came  to  light  in  this 
city  r^:'cently,  recalls  several  other  re- 
markalile  masiiuerades  made  by  wo- 
men. Maryland  has  had  at  least  one 
interesting  experience  of  the  kind  be- 
fore this,  says  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

The  celebrated  Hannah  ('alder  chs:» 
occurred  in  ls>i».  Hannah  had  been  a 
Ifirl  and  woman  for  some  twenty-seven 
years,  had  worn  dresses  and  don^^  a 
woman's  work  about  her  home  in 
Harf(^)rd  countv.  Hannah  was  noted 
In  the  neighborhood  as  a  rather  ntas- 
culine  maiden,  being  addicted  to  driv- 
ing horses  very  fast,  riding  astride, 
chewing  tobacco  and  smoking  cigais. 

Hannah  suddenly  put  on  trousers  and 
announced  that  she  was  a  man.  and 
stateil  that  she  had  married  Miss  Ceall, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  a  neighbor, 
and  was  a  pretiy  little  blonde  of  some 
sixteen  summers.  The  priest  of  the 
neighborho«jd  corroborated  the  state- 
ment regarding  the  mairiage,  the 
neighborhood  got  into  an  uproar,  a':d 
Hannah  came  to  Filtimore  tor  a  time. 

Miss  Beall  declared  that  she  loved 
Hannah  as  a  husband  and  showed 
every  desire  to  accept  her  as  such.  The 
people  of  that  section  of  Harford  coun- 
ty refused  to  believe  the  couple  had 
married,  and  they  took  it  for  a  denial 
from  the  priest  when  he.  on  the  Sunday 
following  the  di.<«covery,  announced 
from  his  pulPit  that  he  had  never  •mdr- 
ried  a  woman  to  a  woman." 

So  great  a  hue  and  cry  was  rai.^eJ 
that  Hannah  accepted  the  separation 
from  her  wife  as  inevitable,  and  came 
out  of  hiding.  Soon  thereafter  an  en- 
terprising showman  ptut  him  or  her  in  a 
full-dres.s  suit  and  exhibited  him  in  a 
vacant  store  on  North  Charles  street. 

Hannah  later  became  a  barkeeper  in 
Baltimore. 

One  f/f  the  most  remarkable  cases 
ever  brought  to  light  in  this  country 
was  that  of  Murray  Hamilton  Hall, 
who  dief:"  early  in  January,  1&<31,  in  New 
York,  and  whose  sex  was  not  revealed 
until  after  her  death. 

For  upward  of  thirty  years  this  wo- 
man led  an  active  political  and  business 
Hie  In  New  York  city  disguised  as  a 
man  without  revealing  her  sex  to  any 
living  being,  so  far  as  Is  known,  unless 
to  the  two  women  who  successively 
passed  as  her  wives. 

For  three  decades  this  woman  came 
into  daily  contact  with  many  hundreds 
of  persons  in  politics  and  in  the  con- 
duct of  her  business  of  an  employment 
agency.  By  all  of  these  she  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  man.  In  every  way  she 
unsexed  herself,  but  used  few  artiticial 
devices.  She  seldom  put  her  hands 
into  gloves  or  hid  her  eyes  behind 
apectacles.  She  put  her.self  into  many 
situations  that  must  have  certainly 
been  acutely  embarra.ssing.  She  even 
submitted  to  arrest  and  examination  in 
a  police  station,  but  no  cne  ever  pene- 
trated her  disguise. 

On  March  21  last  the  following 
strange  story  came  from  Petersburg, 
Pa.: 

One    of    the    most    remarkable    cashes 
that  has  ever  been  known  in  this  sec- 
tion came  to  light  in  Ettrick,  Chester- 
field   county,    today,    which    reveals    a 
well-kept  secret.     A  few  months  ago  a 
couple,  supposed   to  be  man  and  wife, 
came«from  Raleigh.  N.  C,  and  located 
in  Ettrick  a  village  just  across  the  ri\  er 
from  Petersburg.     For  some  time  past 
the  "husband."  who  was  about  75  years 
old,    had    been    suffering    from    dropsy,  j 
and  this  morning  he  died.    A  gentleman  j 
of  the  village  was  called  In   to  shroud  i 
a  man  who  had  died.    According  to  his  j 
statement      the      deceased.    Instead    of  i 
being  one  of  the  stronger  sex,  much  to 
bis  surprise  proved  to  t?  a  woman. 
The  couple  had  lived  together  as  man 


plants. 

No  city  of  magnitude  In  the  world  has 
purer  water  than  London  and  for  twenty 
years  past  it  has  been  impt>sslble  for  the 
experts  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  water- 
borne  iliseases  to  the  city  water  supply. 
The  average  death  rate  in  London  from 
this  source  is  lower  than  other  KnglU^ih 
cities  and  very  much  lower  than  In  the 
principal  clti.-s  of  the  Pnlted  States. 
There  are  go^d  rea.ions  for  the  purity 
of  L.«>ndon  water,  for  such  as  does  not 
come  from  deep  wells  is  .«and  tillered 
under  the  nu)st  rigid  supervision  and  by 
the    most    improved    methods. 

Some  idea  of  what  the  London  water 
champions  have  done  to  purify  the  sup- 
idy  can  be  gathered  from  the  alze  of  the 
olants  emplo.ved  In  its  transmissliin.  Over 
aO.OOO  horse-power  pumps  the  water  into 
reservoirs  and  through  the  ly-nvt  miles  of 
pipes.  The  great  storage  and  settling  Tf.i- 
ervoirs  hold  over  2,0<JO.'J0<>.i**>  uailons.  The 
storage  reservoirs  for  filtered  water  hold 
L'2S.00i».0(H)  gallons,  and  V2a  acres  of  filter 
beds  in  reservoirs  are  needed  to  purify 
the  supply.  It  Is  .said  that  no  water  sup- 
ply in  the  world  Is  subject  to  more  care- 
ful inspection  or  fiercer  or  more  constant 
criticism  than  that  of  London.  As  to  the 
cost  to  the  consumer  the  American  house- 
holder can  make  the  compiirison  himself, 
for  on  a  houje  which  would  cost  the 
tenant  from  *siw  to  $1(W  per  year  the 
water  charge  is  about  J25  oer  annum.  In 
some  of  the  American  cities  water  costs 
less,  and  in  others  as  much  or  more  than 
it  does   in    London. 

It  is  the  question  of  rates,  however, 
which  has  brought  about  the  demand  for 
municipal  ownership.  This  and  the  fact 
that  the  water  companies  have  been  pay- 
ing from  5  to  10  per  cent  dividends  to 
the  stockholders.  The  measure  as  It 
will  become  a  law.  provides  for  the  com- 
pulsory sale  to  the  city  of  all  the  plants 
at  such  prices  as  a  specially  created 
board  of  arbitration  may  agree  upon. 
The  price  Is  to  be  paid  In  cash  or  munl- 
(ipal  water  stock,  as  the  shareholders 
may  elect. 

The  citv  Is  to  take  over  the  properties 
on  Christmas  day,  liXO,  »»r  at  such  a  time 
as  the  board  of  arbitration  may  elec* 
proviillng  it  is  not  more  than  eighteen 
months  later.  Thus  the  ueople  ol  Ljn- 
don  have  pr.)vided  a  Christmas  gift  for 
themselves  which  will  occupy  their  at- 
tention for  some  years  to  come.  The 
vast  scheme  of  a  water  supply  for  the 
future,  which  has  bren  considered  by  a 
distinguished  commission,  contemplates 
a  water  area  of  S45  miles,  a  ixjpiilatlon  of 
12  0<io,<»»t>  people  and  a  dally  Vi)vr  of  water 
of  nearly  WO.o**  t.tW  gallons.  The  com- 
mission has  reported  that  this  can  all 
come  from  the  Thames  an<l  the  Lea.  over 
either  of  which  streams  a  man  can  cast 
a  stone,  and  from  more  wells  in  the 
great  chalk  beds  underlying  the  Kent  and 
Surrey  country   to   the  south. 

\  strange  and  romantic  tale  of  the 
water  of  this  great  city  could  be  written 
The  present  vast  system,  obsolete  and 
Inadequate  In  Its  local  delivery  as  it  may 
seem  to  Americans,  could  not  have  been 
Imagined  by  the  lonl  mayor  of  ancient 
time  as  in  the  vear  15«  he  rode  in  state 
to  see  "the  water  thrown  Qver  St.  Mag- 
nus' steeple  by  Morrys  wheel."  This 
system  of  wheels  built  under  a  500-year 
lea.se  from  the  city  was  extended  until 
wheels  revolved  with  the  tides  under 
five  arches  of  the  London  bridge.  I'hey 
supplied  the  dtv  with  water  for  240  years, 
and  only  were  de.itroyed  in  1822  when  the 
bridge    came    down. 

Water  rights  In  London  were  valuable 
2t»tj  veara  ago.  for  in  1701  the  Morrys 
familv  sold  their  bridge  privilege  fc- 
nearlv  |2(X>.i»o.  .\nother  right  acquired 
later  was  sold  under  a  provision  that  the 
original  owners  should  get  about  J2fi.ooo 
each  year  so  long  as  the  charter  ran. 
This  charter  was  granted  in  1.5S2.  and  still 
ha.s  2ti0  years  of  life.  The  legal  difficul- 
ties surrounding  the  extinguishment  of 
all  these  old  water  companies  have  not 
been  the  least  formidable  obstacle  to  a 
transfer  to  municipal  ownership.  Service 
pipes  were  laid  in  the  houses  as  early  as 
ids,    and.    judging    from    appearancas    in 


some  of  the  London  hoiues,  the  original 
plumbing  apparently  still  exists,  for  it  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  it  Wiis  devised 
and  executed  within  a  reasonable  time 
of  the  present  knowledge  of  such  mat- 
ters. 

Around  the  granting  of  these  old  char- 
ters cling  trailitlans  of  Intrigae  and  plun- 
der which  would  do  credit  to  a  modern 
board  of  aldermen.  Kven  kings  deigned 
to  take  part  in  such  enterprises,  and  to- 
day the  crown  prince  receives  |250«»  each 
vear  from  the  New  River  company. 
'r.>unded  bv  Sir  Hugh  MIddelton  and 
partly  financiered  by  King  James.  This 
tribute  Is  known  as  "King's  Clogg."  and 
was  to  have  been  paid  In  nerpetuity.  Sir 
Hugh  held  thirteen  shares  in  the  original 
water  company  out  of  the  Qiie-hali  in- 
terest, or  thirty-six,  which  King  James 
did  not  own.  Today  these  shares  are 
htld  to  be  worth  about  >8,WU,u00.  or 
.about  $«iX>.tlOO  each. 

The  difficulties  under  which  the  build- 
ers of  waterworks  labored  in  earlier  days 
are  occasionally  illustrated  when  some 
old  street  is  torn  up.  Only  last  week,  in 
digging  up  Mnsbury  street,  old  trunks 
of  trees  were  unearthed,  which  had  been 
used  fi>r  water  pipes.  Only  four  feet 
below  the  surface  for  nearly  2oO  years 
they  have  supported  the  heavy  traffic  on 
the  surface  of  the  road.  They  were  won- 
derfully well-preserved  and  had  been  hol- 
lowed out  to  a  bore  of  from  6  to  8  Inches. 
In  some  cases  these  trees  were  as  much 
as  six  feet  in  circumference.  One  end  of 
each  length  had  been  pointed  to  fit  into 
the  hollow  of  the  next,  some  of  the 
lengths  being  fully  twenty  feet.  They 
are  supiwseil  to  have  been  part  of  the 
system  which  supplied  the  once  fashion- 
able (luarter  of  the  city  across  Flnsbury 
Fields. 

The  Fleet  river  still  makes  Its  way 
through  the  heart  of  the  city,  but  now  as 
a  governed  sewer.  The  abutments  of  the 
old  bridge  on  Fleet  street  across  the 
stream  at  the  foot  of  I..udgate  hill  were 
recently  uncovered  at  a  depth  of  twenty 
feet  below  the  present  level  of  the  city. 
Ranelaugh  Brooke,  from  the  Serpentine, 
the  Westbourne,  the  KasKaourne  and 
Riivensbourne.  familiar  to  readers  of  old 
English  stories,  have  dlsaiioeared  or  are 
serving  an  humble  but  useful  part  as 
sewere.  Rosamond's  pond.  In  St.  James 
park,  visited  by  thousands  of  Americans 
each  year,  is  an  old  reservoir,  and  the 
beautiful  sunken  garden  near  which  visi- 
tors to  Hyde  park  sit  in  penny  chairs  and 
watch  the  world  of  fashion  go  by,  once 
served  as  the  reservoir  for  all  that  part 
of  town.  Some  day  some  jjlfted  hand 
will  write  of  London's  old  watercourses 
in  the  wav  the  story  should  be  written, 
and  it  will  make  an  Interesting  and 
charming  tale— and  give  rise  to  regret 
that  the  march  of  Improvement  could  not 
have  spared  some  of  their  beauty  and 
plcturesoueness  for  the  present  genera- 
tion,  which   needs   them   sorely. 

In  the  meantime,  the  advocates  of 
municipal  ownership  are  Impatiently 
waiting  for  the  day  when  the  people  of 
London  will  take  over  to  themselves 
their  great  water  supply.  At  present 
the  water  companies  are  making  a  net 
profit  of  $5,<X»,«00  per  year,  after  deduct- 
ing big  salaries  for  favored  officials.  The 
people  believe  the  eight  companies  can 
be  managed  as  one,  and,  as  this  is  the 
age  of  ci>mblnation.  they  prefer  a  muni- 
cipal  trust   to  a   private  concern. 

The  new  measure  provides  well  for  the 
old  employes.  They  are  to  all  hold  their 
present  position,  or  be  paid  large  sums 
as  a  compromise  for  future  salaries.  The 
laboring  men  are  to  have  pensions  and. 
in  fact,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  one 
is  to  suffer  from  the  compulsor>'  pur- 
chase, unless  It  may  be  the  taxpayer, 
later  on.  when  the  bills  are  to  be  met 
from  higher  tax  rates.  The  burden  Is 
heavy  now  far  greater  than  the  average 
householder  can  meet  with  comfort,  but. 
while  the  Londoner  strugirles  with  his 
new  venture  in  citv  administration,  the 
people  of  all  the  big  cities  in  the  world 
will  watch  with  interest  .rhere 
may  be  a  lesson  in  it  for  them  all.

and  wife  for  the  past  thirty-five  years, 
and  they  had  faithfully  kept  the  secret 
as  to  their  sex.  The  deceased,  who 
went  by  the  name  of  Green,  had  been 
going  among  the  people  of  Ettrick,  and 
there  had  never  been  the  least  su.spl- 
cion  that  "he"  was  a  woman  in  man's 
clothing. 

On  ^larch  22  last  came  the  following 
from  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.: 

"A  person  who  was  known  here  for 
five  years  as  William  C.  Howard  died 
suddenly  Wednesday  night,  and  an 
autopsy  now  shows  that  the  supposed 
man   was  a  woman. 

"The  Howard  family  had  lived  in 
Canandaigua  five  years.  During  tluvl 
time  there  was  no  suspicion  that  How- 
ard was  other  than  she  appeared — a 
husband,  a  father.  She  was  effeminate 
in  appearance.  She  had  no  beard, 
but  her  dress  and  demeanor  were  those 
of  a  man,  and  she  did  a  man's  work  on 
the  farms  in  the  neighborhood. 

"Howard's  'widow,'  though  humiliat- 
ed by  her  present  unpleasant  publicity, 
talks  frankly  of  her  courtship  and  her 
ten  years  of  married  life  with  Howard, 
She  declares  she  always  supposed  How- 
ard to  be  a  man.  She  is  30  years  old 
and  bears  an  irreproachable  reputation. 
The  'widow'  Impresses  those  who  talk 
with  her  as  an  intelligent  woman. 

"The  two  half-brothers  of  Howard, 
who  are  here  from  Wellsville  to  attend 
the  funeral,  state  that  Howard  was 
born  in  Germany,  was  brought  to  this 
country  when  2  years  old  by  a  widow'ed 
mother,  and  lived  with  her  in  a  retired 
neighborhood  near  Wei  svllle.  The  i  the 
girl  rebelled  at  housework,  donned 
masculine  attire  and  went  into  tlie 
fields  to  work  with  the  men. 

"Finding  that  men's  clothing  was 
comfortable  and  convenient,  she  con- 
tinued to  wear  trousers,  went  farther 
away  from  home,  and  finally  com- 
pletely lost  her  identity  as  a  girl  or 
woman.  She  worked  in  widel.v  separ- 
ated parts  of  the  state,  but  fifteen  years 
ago  returned  to  the  village  of  Wells- 
ville and  obtained  employment  wiili  a 
milk  dealer  there.  She  was  then  33 
years  old  and  known  only  as  a  man." 

Last  October  another  strange  case 
developed  in  New  York,  through  the 
death  of  Miss  Caroline  B.  Hall,  of  Bos- 
ton, the  daughter  of  John  R.  Hall,  a 
well-known  architect  of  that  city.  Late 
in  September  Miss  Hall  arrived  in  New 
York  on  board  the  Cilia  de  Tereno,  as 
a  cabin  passenger  from  Naples.  She 
wore  masculine  attire  and  was  regis- 
tered as  "Mr.  Charles  Windlow  Hall." 
With  her  was  "Mrs.  Hall,"  anoth-r 
woman,  fair,  good-looking,  and  who 
was  taken  by  all  those  on  board  as  the 
bona  fide  wife  of  "Mr.  Hall." 

Just  before  the  steamer  reached  New 
York.  Miss  Hall,  who  had  been  unwell 
for  some  time,  was  taken  seriously  ill. 
and  tltc-  surgeons  of  the  ship  were 
called  in.  By  them  her  sex  was  dis- 
covered, and  she  pleaded  with  them  not  i 
to  betray  her.  The  surgeons  informed  I 
the  captain  of  the  vessel,  but  no  one 
else,  and  it  was  not  until  after  the 
death  of  Miss  Hall  that  the  whole 
story  came  out. 

Then  it  appeared  that  she  had  left 
Boston  when  17  years  old  with  her 
mother  and  had  lived  abroad  ever  slnce^ 
with  occasional   trips  home.     She  first 


out  on  the  clothes  of  a  man  when 
studying  at  an  art  school  in  Milan.  As 
some  of  the  other  female  students 
wore  them,  too,  it  did  not  attract  much 
attention  there.  While  at  Milan  Miss 
Hall  met  Miss  Rosalie  Baldelli,  who 
became  devotedly  attached  to  her,  and 
after  her  art  studies  were  completed, 
accompanied  her  about  Europe.  Upon 
leaving  Milan  Miss  Hall  continued  to 
retain  her  male  attire  and  assumed  the 
name  of  Charles  Windlow  Hall,  because 
it  was  claimed,  she  believed  she  could 
get  along  in  the  world  better  as  a  man 
than  as  a  woman. 

Miss  Baldelli  was  persuaded  to  ac- 
company her  as  "Mrs.  Hall,"  and  for 
three  years  they  traveled  and  lived  to- 
gether under  these  names.  Miss  Hall's 
sex,  her  "wife"  said,  had  never  been 
questioned  in  that  time.  On  the  trip 
over  to  this  country  Miss  Hall,  in  her 
character  as  "Mr.  Hall."  smoked  aud 
drank  with  the  men  in  the  .saloon,  while 
her  "wife"  chatted  with  the  ladies.  She 
was  described  as  having  masculine  fea- 
tures and  a  masculine  voice,  and,  it  Is 
said,  was  an  artist  of  some  note,  hav- 
ing had  more  than  one  picture  in  the 
Paris  salon.  Her  death  was  caused  by 
consumption. 

Countess  Sarolta  Vay,  an  Austrian 
girl,  died  about  twelve  years  ago  wliile 
playing  the  part  of  a  man.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  a  colonel,  who,  having  a 
large  family  of  daughters,  brought  her 
up  as  a  boy.  In  Festh,  where  her  girl- 
hood was  passed,  she  visited  cafes  In 
man's  clothing  and  drank  and  smoked 
with  the  journalists  and  officers.  She 
published  a  book  under  the  name  of 
"Sandor,"  and  appeared  "for  the  first 
time  in  uniform  shortly  previous  to  the 
time  when  her  family  first  tried  to  dis- 
suade her  from  continuing  her  dis- 
guise. 

She  refused,  and  was  pext  heard  of  as 
the  suitor  for  the  daughter  of  a  school 
teacher  in  Klagenfurt.  She  waa  known 
there  as  Count  Sandor  Vay,  and  as 
such  she  married  the  woman,  Marie 
Engelhardt.  The  swindle  wds  shortly 
discovered,  but  not  until  after  the 
"count"  had  squandered  a  good  share 
of  her  "wife's"  money. 

Catherine  Coombs,  another  woman, 
who  masqueraded  as  a  man,  is  still 
living  in  London.  She  Is  now  about  67 
years  old.  For  forty-three  years  she 
was  known  as  "Charles  Wilson,"  and 
practiced  the  trade  of  mural  painting 
was  discovered  after  she  had  been  In- 
jured by  a  fall  and  was  compelled  to 
go  to  an  institution  because  of  her  in- 
ability to  support  herself  longer.

The  tenderfoot  sportsman  who  goes 
to  the  Wheelertown  settlement  In  these 
days  finds  himself  treated  with  kinder 

consideration  than  he  has  any  reason 
to  expect— far  kinder.  In  fact,  than 
any  real  woodsman  would  accord  hlni, 
elsewhere  around  the  southeast  comer 
of  the  Adirondacks,  says  the  Philadel- 
phia Times.  This  Is  not  due  to  any 
natural    defect    in    the    Wheelertown 


woodsman.  They  Have  just  as  hearty 
a  contempt  for  tta^  iraoramus  a«  ail 
other  good  woodsm^  lave,  but  since 
Abnur  Chase  caiae  froki  Buffalo  last 
spring  they  are  willing  to  give  even 
a  tenderfoot  with  a  shiny  outfit  a 
chance  to  show  wliKt's  -In  him  before 
they  turn  him  over  |to  the  professional 
guides.  { 

Mr.  Abner  Chase  brought  more  joy 
to  the  community  than  any  tourist  that 
has  fished  Little  Black  creek  during 
the  last  three  years,  for  be  waa  con- 
fessedly the  tenderest  tenderfoot  that 
ever  combined  inexperience  with  sil- 
ver-plated outfits.  He  couldn't  tell 
spinach  from  turnip  tops  nor  corn 
from  quack  grass,  but  he  said  he  was 
"ambitious  to  learn  the  woodcraft," 
and  when  he  expressed  "entire  confi- 
dence in  the  ability"  of  Wheelertown 
backswoodsmen  as  "instructors"  they 
"calculated"  they'd  "learn  him  some- 
thing, sure." 

So  far  as  the  arts  of  fishing  for 
trout  and  applying  tar  oil  to  keep  off 
punkies  and  deer  flies  were  concerned, 
Mr.  Chase  was  carefully  and  sincerely 
instructed  by  Mr.  Bob  Allen,  with 
whom  he  boarded;  but  when  on  the

But  Ben  Gratrix,  who  Uvea 
half  a  mile  north  of  the  Wheelertown 
school  house,  had  a  big,  shaggy  black 
mongrel  dog — an  ugly  brute — that  the 
boys  thought  would  serve  instead  of 
Ursus,  and  they  told  Mr.  Chase  they 
guessed  they  could  give  him  a  chance 
to  try. 

Accordingly,  Bob  Allen  and  Rud 
North  took  the  tenderfoot  into  the 
woods  ,one  afternoon,  and  with  a  big 
rag  well  soaked  in  fish  oil  dragging 
behind  him  at  the  end  of  a  rope  they 
led  him  to  and  fro  for  four  hours  and 
finally  stopped  In  front  of  the  big  hol- 
low birch  that  stands  beside  the  old 
reservoir  trail,  near  the  abandoneed 
Pardy  clearing.  Then  they  all  went 
home  for  the  night,  but  just  before 
daylight  the  next  morning  they  got 
Chase  out  of  bed  and  seat  him  alone 
u]i  the  trail  to  take  a  ■  land  in  the 
hollow  birch  and  wait  for  a  bear  to 
come  along  in  search  of  the  bait  they 
had  been  dragging  the  day  before. 

Mr.  Chase  had  no  doubt  that  a  bear 
would  come,  for  the  boys  assured  him 
that  they  had  seen  abundant  signs, 
and  that  the  bait  was  sure  to  draw. 
He  accordingly  prepared  himself  with 
care  for  ihe  occasion.  He  wore  a  fine 
leather  coat  which,  as  the  boys  had 
been  careful  to  iearo.  cost  $18.  On  bis 
head  he  put  a  scarlet  cap,  because,  as 
he  explained,  the  Indians  always  wore 
red  hi-ndkerchiefs  around  their  heads. 
Corduroy  trousers  and  $1J  hunting 
shoes  completed  his  dress,  and  for  a 
weapon  he  carried  a  carving  knife 
whetted  to  a  razor  edge. 

Meantime  Ben  Gratrix,  Jr.,  a  lad  of 
17,  had  gone  up  the  trail  leading  the 
dog,  and  to  his  delight  he  was  hav- 
ing much  trouble  In  doing  it.  For  the 
V  unfortunate  beast  had  been  kept  with- 
out food  since  the  morning  before,  and 
just  befote  starting  for  the  woods  he 
had  been  allowed  to  smell  of  but  not 
to  taste  a  comforting  piece  of  meat 
flanked  by  bread  and  potatoes  cov- 
ered with  gravy.  Young  Ben  had 
gone  up  the  trail  to  a  point  half  a  mile 
or  80  beyond  the  old  hollow  birch  to 
wait  till  sunrise,  and  then  to  release 
the  dog.  It  was  absolutely  certain 
that  the  dog  would  go  tearing  down 
the  trail,  bound  for  its  breakfast,  and 
the  woodsmen  hoped  the  tenderfoot 
would  jump  out  and  try  to  stop  him. 
They  knew  the  dog  might  get  hurt  in 
such  an  encounter,  but  they  calculated 
on  his  plunging  between  Chase's  legs 
giving  him  a  nip  and  then  flying  on. 
They  had  to  snort  as  they  thought  of 
the  way  the  tenderfoot  would  come 
limping  in,  with  eyes  bulging,  to  tell 
how  the  bear  chawed  him  and  then 
fled. 

Having  seen  Mr.  Chase  disappear  up 
the  .old  trail  the  boys  made  haste  to 
do  the  chores  on  the  Allen  farm,  and 
then,  with  Mrs.  Allen  and  the  children 
following,  they  started  for  the  woods, 
just  at  sunrise.  They  were  expecting 
to  meet  the  dog  any  moment  after 
reaching  the  woods  trail,  but  It  did 
not  come.  They  were  approaching  the 
last  bend  in  the  traH  before  reaching 
the  old  birch,  and  Mrs.  Allen  was  say- 
ing she  believed  the  dog  had  taken  a. 
short  cut  through  the  woods,  poor 
thing,  when  Chase  came  around  the 
bend.

No.  Bob  hadn't  seen  that;  neither 
had  Bud,  and  they  were  going  on  with 
their  howls  when  Chase  came  walking 
back  around  the  bend.

hind the  other.  They  crossed  over  to- 
ward me  and  were  almost  In  reacn 
when  the  one  behind  bit  the  other  in 
the  hip  and  the  next  Instant  they  were, 
ah,  up  against  each  other  and  slugging 
away  like  prize  fighters,  you  know, 
if  I  may  use  the  vernacular. 

"They  were  quite  young,  and  it 
.seemed  almost  a  pity  to  do  it,  but  I 
supposed  I  should  not  have  another 
chance,  so  I  attacked  them.  By  a 
raidd  movement  I  grasped  the  nearest 
one  by  the  neck,  and  at  the  same  time 
plunged  the  knife  into  the  other.  T\.%\ 
J  tried  to  knife  the  one  I  held,  but  its 
struggles  were  most  extraordinary,  I 
assure  you,  and  I  had  to  give  it  three 
distinct  thrusts. 

"Meantime  it  had  been  screaming 
like  a  baby,  and  while  I  was  striving 
to  control  it  there  v  as  a  crash  in  the 
brush  and  out  came  the  mother  bexr 
with  her   lips   drawn   back  and  teeth 


protrudlnsr* 

"I  don't  recollect,  ah!  precisely  all 
that  happened,  then,  for  she  waa  very 
much  more  active,  you  know,  than 
any  cme  would  Imagine.  But  the 
worst  of  it  all  was  that  as  I  gave  her 
the  last  thrust  the  knife  became  fast- 
ened In  some  way  so  that  I  could  not 
withdraw  It,  and  just  then  I  saw  an- 
onther  bear  with  a  bushy  tall  aomlng 
down  the  trail,  and  its  mouth  was 
oi>en,   too. 

"It  was  quite  embarrassing,  I  as- 
sure you,  but  I  remembered  seeing  a 
slender  tree  down  this  way  which  I 
thought  I  ndght  climb  further  than 
the  bear  could,  and  I  was  running  for 
that  when  I  met  you. 

"I  hope  the  lady  will  pardon  my  ap- 
pearance," he  continued,  as  he  drew 
the  bow  of  his  necktie  from  behiiid 
his  neck  and  wiped  some  of  the  blood 
from  his  face  with  his  handkerchief. 
"It's  unusual,  1  assure  you,  to  find 
myself  in  such  a  predicament." 

Finding  that  Chase  was  exhausted, 
but  not  seriously  hurt,  the  party  hur- 
ried up  the  trail  to  the  old  biich.  There 
they  found  young  Beit  Gratrix  stand- 
ing, with  his  eyes  bulging,  beside  a 
mother  bear  with  two  dead  cubs  close 
at  hand.  And  the  carving  knife  in  the 
last  and  fatal  thrust  had  pierced  be- 
tween two  joints  of  the  old  bear's 
backbone,  where  it  was  held  fast,  as 
Chase  Had  said. 

"He  didn't  know  a  bushy-tailed  dog 
from  a  bear,"  said  North,  as  he  tried 
to  withdraw  the  knife  from  the  old 
bear,  "but  a  tenderfoot  who'll  mix  in- 
to a  mill  like  that  has  got  the  making 
of  a  good  sportsman." 

That  opinion  has  been  adopted  b.v 
all  who  have  ever  heard  the  story,  and 
while  they  remember  how  this  tender- 
foot faced  a  mother  bear  in  a  fight 
for  her  cubs  the  Wheelertown  woods- 
men will  give  the  tourist  due  consid- 
eration until  he  has  had  a  chance  to 
show  his  mettle. 


MAKING  OF  A  VIOLIN. 


Difficult  and  Delicate  Detail 
Required  In  Construction. 

What  are  the  first  etages  of  building  a 
violin? 

To  the  layman  who  mav  casually  walk 
Into  a  music  store  and  louk  at  the  lines  of 
"store  fiddles"  all  placed  in  a  row  like 
peas  In  a  pod,  it  may  seem  an  easy  and 
inconsequental  thing,  the  making  of  a  vio- 
lin, says  the  Lewiston,  Me.,  Journal.  But 
in  reality,  if  the  violin  is  made  carefully 
and  conscientiously  as  it  should  be  by  the 
hand  of  a  skilled  workman,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  exact  and  exacting  arts  in  the 
entire  category,  'ihe  first  thing  to  do  is 
to  decide  on  the  model— whether  it  shuu 
be  Amatl,  Stradivarius,  Guanerius  or 
otherwise.  Then  the  mold  is  to  be  made 
or  form  upon  which  the  instrument  must 
be  shaped.  This  can  be  made  of  two 
kinds,  tiither  what  Is  known  as  the  "in- 
side mold"  or  the  "outside  mold."  Most 
expert  professional  violin  makers  use 
the  latter  as  producmg  a  greater  ac- 
curacy of  outline.  It  consists  of  a  thick 
strip  of  black  walnut  (any  other  kind  of 
hard  wood  will  do  nearly  as  well)  so 
carved  out  on  the  in.<:lde  edge  that  the 
shape  corresponds  exactly  to  the  outline 
of  one-half  of  the  proposed  violin.  In  this 
mold,  slots  for  corner  and  "end"  blocks  are 
made.  These  consist  of  small  blocks  of 
spruce  or  pine  placed  at  the  angles  of  the 
mold  and  at  either  end  for  purposes  of 
support  to  the  framework  of  the  violin. 
Then  the  "hoops"  taken  from  the  curl/ 
maple  to  be  used  In  the  back  of  the  violin 
are  bent  approximately  to  the  shape  of 
the  mold  with  a  bending  iron.  But  before 
the  hoops  are  finally  clamped  to  the  mold 
the  corners  must  first  be  mitred.  After 
the  clamping  has  been  don^,  great  care 
has  to  be  taken  In  fitting  the  corner  and 
end  blocks  so  as  to  maintain  the  exact 
shape  of  the  mold. 

But  even  now  the  first  stage  of  the  con- 
struction is  incomplete;  for  the  "side  lin- 
ings" have  to  be  made  and  fitted.  "These 
consist  of  little  strips  of  spruce  or  pine 
one-quarter  Inch  wldo  and  one-sixteenth 
of  an  Inch  thick  glued  firmly  to  both 
edges  of  the  hooi>s  or  sides  of  the  frame- 
work. The  Inside  edges  of  the  "side  lin- 
ings" are  beveled  down  close  to  the  hoops 
while  the  outside  edges  are  left  full  thick- 
ness. 

This  completes  one-half  of  the  frame- 
work of  the  violin.  The  frame  is  then  re- 
moved from  the  moid,  the  additional 
safe-guard  of  a  broad  strip  of  the  curly 
maple  being  glued  temporarily  across  the 
frame  so  that  the  sPape  may  be  pre- 
served to  a  nicety.  The  other  half  of  the 
framework  is  made  on  the  same  mold 
and  Is  exactly  the  same  way. 

But  the  task  of  the  violin  maker  is  but 
just  confronting  him.  J-'or  now  the  one 
great  problem,  "how  to  select  the  wood 
and  how  to  work  the  wood  which  you 
have  selected,"  stares  him  in  the  face. 
If  you  decide  on  a  whole  piece  of  the 
curly  maple  for  the  back,  all  that  Is  nec- 
essary is  to  take  a  piece  of  wood  thick 
enough  to  grive  sufficient  working  room  to 
arch  the  back;  that  Is  to  give  it  those 
curves  of  the  surface  that  lend  grace  and 
artistry  to  the  violin  picture.  But  the 
majority  of  the  modern  violins  and  many 
of  the  best  old  masters  have  backs  com- 
posed of  two  pieces  of  maple  with  the 
curls  of  the  grain  matched  and  glued 
together.  The  advantage  of  the  two- 
piece  back  Is  that  it  gives  a  greater 
strength  and  firmness. 

Arching  and  snaplng  the  back  then  oc- 
cupies the  undivided  attention  of  the 
maker.  This  has  to  be  done  by  using  pa- 
pers or  zinc  patterns  of  the  instrument 
to  be  copied  and  by  careful  measurements 
with  the  dividers  and  mathematical  cal- 
culations. Care  has  to  be  taken  in  leav- 
ing the  thickness  of  one-eighth  of  an  Inch 
all  around  the  margins.  After  the  arch- 
ings  have  been  formed  to  finest  require- 
ments of  the  patterns,  the  last  stray 
crumbs  of  unevenness  are  removed  with 
the  finest  of  glass  Banapaper,  and  the 
back  Is  ready   to   be   turned  over. 

The  minute  you  begin  the  work  of 
scooping  out  the  back,  you  enter  into  the 
secret  realm  of  the  violin  builder— the 
realm  of  the  most  delicate  geometrical 
computations  and  refined  thicknesses  all 
coming  under  the  head  of  that  mystic 
title,  graduation,"  A  little  too  much  taken 
out  here  or  a  little  too  much  taken  out 
there  Often  decides  the  fate  of  the  violin, 
whether  it  shall  be  I'sed  to  haul  sand  by 
the  next  growing  generation  or  luxurious- 
ly reside  in  the  plush-iined  double  case  of 
the  virtuoso. 

The  violin  maker  gives  only  the  choicest 
hours  and  his  best  montallty  to  the  grad- 
uation. 

The  moment  that  the  super-refined 
thicknesses  of  the  bottom  have  been  ad- 
justed, it  is  glued  to  the  framework  of 
the  sides  and  from  that  moment  on  the  in- 
strument begins  to  assume  importance, 
individuality  and  value. 

And  you  might  itot  think  it,  but  the 
matter  of  gluing  Is  very  Important  and 
the  quality  and  substance  of  tlie  glue 
cannot  be  too  carefully  selected. 

The  violin  Is  not  half  completed  yet. 
There  Is  the  top  to  shape  and  arch  and 
graduate  in  a  similar  manner  as  the  bot- 
tom, with  the  exception  that  the  top  is 
worked  down  thinner  taan  the  bottom. 

Now  comes  two  very  important  fea- 
tures, namely,  the  "sound  holes "  and  the 
"bass-bar."  The  former  as  of  course 
nearly  everyone  knows,  the  those  f- 
shaped  openings  in  the  top  which  assist 
In  adding  resonance  and  carrying  power 
to  the  tone.  The  sound  holes  are  to  the 
violin  what  the  eyes  are  to  the  player  and 
owner.  These  also  have  to  be  cut  accord- 
ing to  pattern  and  the  finest  mathemati- 
cal calculations.  Just  a  trifle  of  mis- 
placement or  a  false  stroke  of  the  pen- 
knife and  your  violin  will  be  cross-eyed 
In  appearance  as  well  as  in  tonal  attrib- 
utes. 

The  making  and  gluing  of  the  bass-bar, 
as  any  violin-maker  of  reputation  will 
tell  you,  has  as  much  to  do  with  estab- 
lishing the  tonal  virtues  of  the  violin  as 
any  other  member  of  the  anatomy.  It  is 
a  noteworthy  fact  th-it  some  of  the  most 
celebrated  Instruments  of  the  old  Crem- 
onese  masters  have  been  rejuvenated  and 
given  a  new  lease  of  life,  as  It  were,  b.v 
taking  out  the  origin.il  old  bass-bars  and 
putting  In  new  ones  according  to  the 
latest  and  most  Improved  methods  of  this 
branch  of  the  art.  And  what  is  the  bass- 
bar?  Tt  Is  a  slender  piece  of  srruce  as 
carefully  selected  ag  the  top,  which  runs 
lengthwise  the  inside  of  the  top  under  the 
G  string.  In  most  ln.»truments  you  can 
just  catch  a  glimpse  of  its  little  white 
back  by  peeping  into  the  left  sound  hole. 
Built  according  to  the  latest  light  on  the 
subject,  it  should  me-=isure  on  an  average, 
10%  Inches  long  and  !-16  of  an  inch  thick. 
When  fini.shed  and  gined  firmly  and  even- 
ly In  place.  It  presents  a  tapering  appear- 
ance at  either  end  to  a  very  small  frac- 
tion of  an  Inch.  Another  very  essential 
detail  of  the  bass-bar  that  you  would  no- 


tice If  you  could  look  into  a  violin  before 
it  is  sealed  up,  in  the  exact  manner  la 
wiiich  the  grain  is  placed  perpendicularly 
to  the  grain  of  the  top.  Many  amateur 
violin  makers  suppoee  that  the  purpose  of 
the  baas-bar  Is  simply  to  give  character  to 
and  depth  of  tone  -to  the  Q  or  bass  string 
of  the  violin;  but  n.ore  than  tMs,  the 
province  and  influence  of  the  baas-uar 
reaches  to  every  string  on  the  instru- 
ment or,  in  other  words,  make  the  vibra- 
tions of  the  entire  top  normal  and  even, 
and  thus  enters  into  the  tone-composi- 
tion of  every  obtainable   tone. 

Now,  after  gluing  on  the  top  (first 
plf.clng  on  the  inside  of  the  bottom  a 
ticket  or  label  Indlcaring  the  date  of  con- 
struction and  the  maker)  if  a  single  mis- 
take has  not  been  made,  the  builder  may 
be  termed  a  king  of  his  trade.  Yet  plenty 
of  opportunity  remains  to  deviate  from 
the  one  correct  way  for  that  particular 
violin.  For  there  Is  ,'in  Infinite  variation 
In  the  violin  species  as  there  is  in  man 
and  woman  kind.  No  two  are  exactly 
alike  in  temperament  and  tone  quality; 
how  shall  this  particular  one  be  adjusted, 
fitted  and  furnished?  While  the  maker 
Is  l>ing  awake  nignts  thinking  of  this,  his 
hands  are  kept  bu3.v  daytimes  with  the 
"bete  noir"  of  violin  workmanship,  the  In- 
laying of  the  "purfilng."  This  consists 
of  those  two  little  bi.ick  lines  that  twine 
so  affectionately  and  artistically  arounu 
the  edge  of  the  flnLshcd  product.  Many 
of  the  uninitiated  ma.v  suppose  that  these 
two  black  lines  are  merely  superimposed 
or  painted  on  the  surface  of  the  edge  or 
both  top  and  bottom;  but  alas  for  the 
amateur  workman,  it  is  not  so.  Every 
inch  and  particle  of  the  purfilng  Is  inlaid 
along  the  edges.  Flr-t  the  grooves  have 
to  be  cut  and  the  chlv>s  carefully  and  min- 
utely removed  and  thc.i  the  purfilng  Itself 
must  be  prepared.  It  Is  composed  of 
three  strips  or  thin  r.iaple  glued  together, 
the  two  outside  strips  being  colored  black 
and  the  middle  one  nuts  the  effect  of  two 
little  black  lines;  but  an  effect  more  tell- 
ing and  true  than  could  ever  be  produced 
by  the  hand  of  a  painter.-  Manv  a  young, 
struggling,  would-be  violin  maker  has 
broken  down  many  times  on  Inlaying  the 
purfilng;  and  it  almost  seems  as  if  the  old 
masters  put  in  those  delicate  little  rail- 
road trucks  Ln  place  oJ  a  sort  of  diploma 
for  the  workmanship. 

After  the  purflinged  edges  have  been 
finished  down  and  blended  and  harmon- 
ised Into  a  perfect  whole  on  top  and  bot- 
tom the  next  thing  is  to  put  In  the  nock. 
If  you  haven't  decided  to  purchase  a 
"ready-made"  from  tue  nuislc  store  or 
dealer  In  violin  findings,  then  another  test 
of  fine  workmanship  jr  before  you.  If  the 
maker  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  gen- 
uine old  Instrument  in  his  possession 
which  he  Is  desirous  of  copying,  he  can 
compare  notes  from  time  to  time. In  carv- 
ing out  the  scroll.  Uut  then  he  Is  thrown 
largely  on  his  own  resources,  for  all  the 
measurements  and  mathematical  Incuba- 
tions in  the  world  will  not  make  a  beau- 
tiful and  artistic  head  to  a  violin.  In 
fact,  it  can  be  stated  as  almost  an  in- 
dubitable fact  that  the  old  masters  must 
have  allowed  their  inventiveness  and  art- 
istic expression  the  fullest  scope  in  fash- 
ioning the  necks  and  heads  of  their  vio- 
lins. The  violin  maker  of  today,  if  he  is 
thoroughly  In  love  ^Ith  his  art.  gives  a 
special  meaning  and  design  of  his  own  to 
the  scroll  of  the  neck  which.  In  a  certain 
sense  constitutes  his  "trade  mark,"  If 
such  a  prosaic  and  vorldly  term  can  be 
applied  to  so  beautecvs  a  conception. 

SNAKE  THAT  WENT  WILD. 


Reverted  to  Savagery  When  it 
Saw  Bushes. 

Twenty-two  years  of  special  study  of 
the  life  and  history  of  snakes  leaves 
me  with  very  imperfect  ideas  of  the  ex- 
tent and  the  operation  of  their  intelli- 
gence, says  the  Kansas  City  Star. 

How  could  it  be  easy  to  understand 
animals  which  do  not  hear  at  all;  do 
not  see  as  we  do;  and  v^'hich,  in  addi- 
tion, use  a  sense  of  which  we  are  not  at 
all  possessed,  contained  in  that  sensi- 
tive, two-pointed  tongue,  whose  func- 
tions are  like  those  of  the  antennae  of 
an  insect? 

For  several  years  I  have  had  in  my 
possession  a  common  blacksnake  (Bas- 
canion  Constrictor).  He  has  become 
perfectly  tame  so  far  as  it  is  possible 
for  a  sftake  to  be  so;  and  from  him  I 
have  perhaps  learned  more  of  the  in- 
telligence of  snakes  than  from  the 
thousands  of  others  that  I  have  seen  in 
nature  and  observed  In  captivity. 

Of  all  the  snakes  of  North  America, 
the  blacksnake  probably  is  the  wildest 
and  most  difficult  to  domesticate.  My 
tame  blacksnake  was  no  exception  to 
the  rule. 

The  record  of  his  vvildness  and  tame- 
ness  would  not  be  necessary  to  mention 
here  were  it  not  that  it  may  help  to 
give  some  insight  into  his  ways  of 
knowing  and  thinking  and  be  a  step 
towards  explaining  an  extraordinary 
trait  which  he  has  manifested  recently 
—a  trait  which  I  find  exists  in  all  the 
other  snakes  I  have  experimented  with, 
and  which  is,  I  believe,  common  to  the 
whole  race,  namely,  that  of  resuming 
their  wildness  and  fierceness  almost 
Instantly,  no  matter  how  tame,  v\hen 
placed  for  a  moment  amid  their  natural 
surroundings. 

My  blacksnake  was  caught  with  diffi- 
culty after  an  exciting  hunt,  but  was 
not  grasped  securely  by  the  neck  until 
he  had  bitten  me  several  times,  draw-, 
ing  blood  in  many  places. 

When  brought  home  and  placed  in  a 
glass  fronted  cage  he  was  so  exeecd- 
Ingly  wild  that  I  thought  he  would 
smash  his  head  from  the  ferocity  with 
which  he  dashed  against  the  glass  try- 
ing to  get  at  me.  For  the  first  three 
months  he  was  so  sulky  that  he  re- 
fused to  take  food.  At  the  end  of  that 
time  he  realized  that  the  glass  was  a 
protection.  At  the  end  of  nine  months 
he  ceased  to  bite  my  hand  if  I  put  it  in 
the  cage.  At  the  end  of  eleven  months 
he  permitted  me  to  take  him  in  my 
hands  without  biting.  After  twelve 
months  he  would  come  forward,  expect- 
ing food,  when  I  opened  the  cage.  After 
twenty  months  he  would  snatch  the 
food  out  of  my  hands  while  In  the  cage, 
but  would  not  do  so  outside.  At  the 
end  of  two  years  he  would  take  the 
food  outside  of  his  cage,  and  even  fol- 
low me  to  get  it.  He  ceased  entirely  to 
bite  or  to  vibrate  his  tall,  which  is  the 
supreme  evidence  of  excitement  in 
blacksnakes. 

Of  ail  the  snakes  I  have  ever  seen 
or  read  of  he  undoubtedly  is  the 
tamest.  He  evinces  not  the  slightest 
fear  in  human  presence.  All  my  visit- 
ors handle  him  now,  put  him  around 
their  necks,  stroke  him  on  the  back, 
rub  him  on  the  head  and  under  the 
chin — and  this  treatment  he  gives  every 
evidence  of  enjoying. 

The  minister  of  a  neighboring  church 
once  called  with  his  Sunday  school 
class  to  see  my  collection  of  snakes. 
The  children  all  had  the  blacksnake 
around  their  necks,  putting  him  from 
hand  to  hand,  each  one  desiring  to  keep 
him  longer  from  the  others.  Apparently 
the  animal  was  pleased  v^'lth  the  treat- 
ment; while  all  the  llttie  ones  assured 
me  that  they  would  very  much  like  to 
have  such  an  amiable  snake  to  take 
home  for  a  pet.  Finally  the  minister 
himself  allowed  me  to  wind  the  snake 
around  his  neck-^an  honor  which  I 
verily  believe  he  would  rather  have 
foregone;  but  as  he  was  of  a  militant 
type,  I  do  not  think  he  donned  that 
necklace  of  blacksnake  so  that  he 
should  not  be  called  a  coward  by  the 
children. 

There  scarcely  Is  a  child  In  the  neigh- 
borhood from  2  years  old  "and  upward 
that  has  not  had  the  blacksnake 
around  its  neck,  and  every  child  that 
sees  him  covets  him  for  a  pet.  In  fact, 
as  I  assure  them,  he  is  far  tamer  and 
gentler  than  any  cat  they  have  ever 
fondled.  If  I  open  his  cage  on  a  cold 
day,  as  soon  as  he  sees  my  hand  at  the 
glass  undoing  the  fastenings,  he  glides 
gently  over  to  meet  it.  I  leave  my 
hand  there,  and  out  he  winds,  softly 
and  slowly,  up  my  arms  to  the  shoul- 
der. When  his  cold  tongue  points 
touch  my  warm  throat  he  glides  around 
and  around  my  neck  until  he  gets  him- 
self comfortably  settled,  and  there  he 
stays  enjoying  the  heat. 

Often  when  he  does  this  I  go  back  to 
my  chair    and  allow    him    to  stay  so 


coiled  for      half     an      hour  or  longwr. 
Sometimes,  Indeed,  when  I  am  readioXt 

I  forget  that  he  is  there.  The  other 
day  I  shocked  a  caller  by  going  to  the 
dour,  oblivious  of  the  kind  of  eravat  I 
had  on.  * 

Lately  my  visitors  have  all 
learned  to  ask  me  before  leav- 
ing to  "please  feed  the  blacksnake," 
because  he  will  follow  me 
for  his  food.  If  I  draw  away  the 
glass  slide  from  the  front  of  his  cage 
and  hold  up  a  garter  snake  wiggling 
by  the  tail,  he  will  glide  out  of  his 
cage  and  chase  me  through  the  house 
to  get  it. 

A  few  weeks  ago  he  shot  out  with 
such  force  that  I  may  almost  say  that 
he  leaped  from  his  cage  out  on  the  fioor 
of  the  snake  room,  pursuing  me  to  the 
door,  and  thence  into  the  hallway.  I 
passed  out  on  the  stoop  and  he  fol- 
lowed vigorously  and  kept  up  the  pur- 
suit after  me  down  the  steps  outside, 
over  the  short  grass  in  front,  and  then 
back  again  into  the  house.  When  I 
went  Into  the  snake  room  he  still  kept 
after  me.  I  then  got  up  on  a  chair, 
and  up  he  got,  too,  and  tried  to  climb 
up  my  legs,  but  he  was  unable  to  do 
this,  so  one  of  my  visitors  handed  me 
a  long  stick,  which  I  held  with  my 
left  hand^  one  end  of  it  resting  on  the 
chair.  He  climbed  It  to  m  yshoulder. 
But  he  did  not  get  the  garter  snake, 
for  I  held  it  in  my  right  hand  away 
up  towards  the  celling.  This  made  no 
difference  to  him;  he  climbed  up  my 
arm  and  caught  it  by  the  head.  I  let 
him  have  it,  for  I  think  he  deserved 
it. 

On  many  occasions  he  has  followed 
me  up  a  ladder  to  the  house  top.  over 
the  roof  and  down  again.  Frequent- 
ly during  this  year  he  has  followed 
me  out  of  the  house  and  in  again  with- 
out making  any  attempt  to  escai>e. 
Nor  will  he  try  to  hide  away  in  holes 
when  let  loose  in  the  room,  but  will 
spend  his  time  gilding  around,  search- 
ing for  prey  or  lie  coiled  in  the  sun. 
or  near  the  stove,  if  the  weather  ba 
cold. 

One  day  in  August  I  took  him  out- 
side and  laid  him  on  the  short  gras  to 
bask  in  the  sun.  hoping  that  he  would 
catch  some  birds  which  I  saw  hopping 
about  there.  He  saw  the  birds  and 
stayed  watching  for  them  to  come 
closer,  but  they  were  wary,  and  took 
tare  to  give  him  a  w  ide  berth.  Then 
I  took  some  frogs  and  staying  con- 
cealed myself,  flung  the  frogs  over  to 
him.  He  saw  them  as  they  came  sail- 
ing through  the  air  and  caught  them 
as  they  landed  on  the  ground  clo«s 
by  him— only  two  frogs  out  of  six  hav- 
ing had  time  to  give  a  second  jump. 
Really  no  dog  ever  was  so  quick  to 
catch    rats. 

Now  mark  well  that  in  all  this  there 
was  no  sign  of  returning  wildness: 
never  vi'ould  he  object  in  the  least  to 
my  picking  him  up,  either  in  the  house 
or  outside,  in  the  open  on  the  bare 
ground  or  short  grass. 

But  this  black  snake,  so  tame  and 
gentle,  eating  from  my  hands  and 
following  me  for  fodS,  my  pet  for  near- 
ly five  years,  gave  me  a  very  great 
surprise.  One  day  I  determined  to  give 
him  an  outing,  so  I  took  him  with  me 
up  in  Westchester  county. 

On  a  river  bank,  sloping  gently  up 
from  the  water,  there  was  a  nice 
stretch  of  smooth  grass,  and  beyond 
that  some  rocks  and  a  thicket  of 
bushes,  and  beyond  these  again  some 
trees.  I  put  out  the  black  snake  on 
the  smooth  sward,  close  to  where  I  re- 
clined, and  there  he  lay  basking  in  the 
sun.  When  he  felt  sufficiently  warm 
he  began  to  glide  around,  so  I  stood 
up   to   watch  him. 

After  a  time  he  went  slowly  toward 
the  bushes,  and  then  he  stopped,  but 
with  his  head  raised,  as  if  surveying 
them.  Now  at  any  time  until  then  f 
could  have  approached  him  and  picked 
him  up  at  will.  But  what  did  he  do 
when  I  made  a  move  to  take  him,  now 
that  he  was  on  the  edge  of  the  bushes? 
He  made  a  dash  for  liberty,  sj  quick 
that  in  an  instant  he  was  nowhere  to 
be  seen.  My  heart  beat  fast,  for  I 
thought  that  I  should  see  him  no  more 
But  I  perceived  that  the  bushes  where 
he  was  were  surrounded  on  everj'  side 
by  short  grass,  except  one  little  neck, 
which  joined  the  more  extensive 
growth  beyond,  making  tho  copse 
v.-here  he  had  hidden  a  sort  of  penin- 
sula of  bushes.  I  placed  some  boys 
that  were  there  as  pickets  about  the 
yard  aiiart  .'jcross  the  isthmus,  to  sea 
that  he  didn't  pass  them  and  get  into 
the  more  exten.sive  brushwood  near 
the  trees.  Then  I  went  myself  into  the 
peninsula  to  look  for  him.  I  feared  that 
he  might  have  found  a  hole  and  gone 
into  it,  but  no,  there  he  was  coiled  by 
some  rocks  under  the  thlcke.«rt  bushes; 
but  he  was  not  my  tame  black  snake 
any  more.  He  was  an  angry,  sav- 
age creatuie,  vibrating  his  tail  against 
the  leaves  and  biting  toward  my 
hands  as  I  stooped  to  catch  him.  My 
delight  at  finding  him  was  not  half  so 
great  as  my  astonishment  at  this  sud- 
den change  to  wildness.  I  reached 
my  hand  out  quickly  and  took  hold  of 
him— and  as  I  touched  him  all  the 
fierceness  seemed  to  go  out  of  him,  ex- 
cept that  he  wanted  wilfully  to  go 
again  on  the  ground. 

When  I  got  home  that  evening  ha 
followed  me  as  usual  for  a  garter 
snake  and  glided  about  my  room,  aa 
gentle  and  tame  as  if  he  had  not  been 
a  wild,  fighting  thing  a  few  hours  be- 
fore in  the  bushes  of  "^'estchester. 

Since  then  I  have  tried  him  manr 
times  and  always  with  the  same  result, 
namely,  that  when  he  can  hide  among 
rocks  and  bushes  he  becomes  Instantly 
wild  again. 

Other  tame  snakes  I  have  tried  la 
the  same  way,  and  I  find  that  the 
tame  copperhead  which  I  have  had 
since  '94  acts  precisely  as  the  black 
snake  did,  becoming  instantly  wild 
under  the  same  circumstances.  So  doe« 
the  Texas  bull  ?nake,  the  garter  snake, 
the  hog-nosed  snake,  the  water  snaka 
and  the  Georgia  corn  snake.  And  with 
all  these  the  same  rule  holds  true, 
that  they  become  tame  again  Juat  as 
suddenly  when  brought  into  the  housa 
among  their  old  surroundings. 

Now.  whenever  my  blacksnake  gets 
away  in  the  house,  among  boxes  or 
books  or  heaps  of  paper,  he  never 
shows  any  change  In  his  demeanor,  m 
it  is  perfectly  evident  that  the  mem- 
ory of  his  ortginal  free  life  In  tha 
woods  has  remained  alive  for  at  least 
four  years,  because  in  all  that  time  lia 
had  never  once  been  allowed  to  reflect 
his  recollection  among  the  bushes  as 
he  did   In   Westchester. 

A  reasonable  conclu.-slon  to  draw 
from  all  I  have  written  here  is  that 
snakes  are  very  slow  to  get  new  ideas 
and  are  very  tenacious  o€  old  ones.

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— Regardless  of  the 
prohibition  of  grain  corners  by  the  Illi- 
nois superior  court  the  action  in  wheat 
at   the    opening    today    indicated    another 

severe  squeeze  in  process  going  on  at 
the  hands  of  the  leading  elevator  houses.

He  began  his  address  by  stating  that 
the  colored  man  should  be  treated  with 
the  same  faimess.  the  same  lack  of 
partiality  and  in  the  same  unbiased 
manner  as  d  white  man.  He  referred 
to  the  great  war  that  had  taken  place 
in  this  country  to  give  the  black  man 
the  rights  enjoyed  by  those  of  the 
white  race  and  of  the  part  colored  men 
took  in  latei:  wars. 

"I  was  In  Chicago  in  the  memorable 
summer  of  1898,"  said  the  coun!;el,  "ani 
I  will  never  forget  the  pati-lotism  that 
one  fairly  found  In  the  air  he  breathed 
during  those  stirring  times.  I  was 
standing  on  the  balcony  of  a  hotel  one 
evening  when  a  large  number  of  troops 
passed  down  the  street.  They  were 
bound  for  the  front.  The  streets  were 
lined  with  thousands  of  people  and 
when  a  colored  regiment  came  by,  the 
shouts  of  the  people  and  the  music 
thrilled  me.  I  will  never  forget  it. 
The  defendant  was  among  those  sol- 
diers, gentlemen,  and  when  I  learned 
of  his  predicament  I  made  up  my  mind 
that  If  the  facts  warranted  it,  I  would 
do  what   I  could   in   his  behalf." 

The  attorney  then  described  the  dif- 
ferent degrees  of  murder  and  claimed 
that  prmeditatlon  in  this  case  was  not 
shown.  Then  he  referred  to  the  rela- 
tions that  existed  between  the  woman 
and  the  defendant.  While  he  admitted 
that  they  were  never  married.  still 
they  had  agreed  to  live  as  man  and 
wife  and  to  all  practical  purposes  were 
such.  He  mentioned  the  incidents  in 
regard  to  furnishing  transportation 
for  Mrs.  Ida  Henderson  and  the  fact 
that  she  had  an  insurance  policy 
chansed  so  as  to  read  in  that  name. 

The  defendant's  counsel  then  went 
on  to  show  that  the  woman  who  had 
been  killed  was  untrue  to  the  man  who 
stood  charged  with  murder  in  this 
triaL  He  claimed  that  there  were 
many  mitigating  circumstances  and 
even  assuming  that  he  was  In  his  right 
mind,  the  act  was  not  premeditated. 
Later  the  attorney  touched  on  the  In- 
sanity branch  of  the  defense.  endea« 
voring  to  prove  that  the  defendant  was 
insane  at  the  time  the  crime  was  com- 
mitted.

He  died  nearly 
forty-five  veara  ago.  but  until  this  pres- 
ent moment  there  has  been  no  concerted 
effort  to  establish  any  suitable  and  per- 
manent memorial  of  the  man  and  ..is 
work  It  is  now  proposed  that  a  bronze 
statue  of  Nicholson  shall  be  erected  m

POOR  ROYS  ENCOURAGED. 

Doliiver's  Address  to  Nor(h- 
western  University  Boys. 

"Poor  people  are  the  only  ones   who 

have  any  chance  in  the  world.    If  you 

have  $100,000  and  a  boy.  keep  them  out 
of  each  other's  society  as  much  as  pot- 
slble.  It  will  be  better  for  the  boy — 
::nd  also  better  for  the  $100,000.  Let  the 
boys  fight  the  battle  of  life  as  their 
fathers  did,  and  let  them  make  their 
money  in  the  same  way.  A  man's 
success  arises  from  the  work  he  doe.^.' 

This  was  the  advice  that  Johathaii  P. 
Dolllver.  United  States  senator  for 
Iowa,  gave  the  graduating  clacs  ot 
NcrthweEtern  university  and  the  par- 
ents at  the  commencement  exercises  in 
the  Auditorium,  says  the  Chicago  Tri- 
bune. It  came  in  the  course  of  an  ad- 
dress in  which  he  attacked  the  theories 
of  sociologists  generally,  and  declared 
that  everyone  needed  the  spur  of  neco"?- 
Fity  to  accomp!ish  anything  great. 

Although  he  gave  many  instance^:  Ux 
which  sons  of  poor  men  have  risen  to 
positions  of  greatness.  Senator  Dolllver 
did  not  forget  to  remind  the  graduutes 
that  there  is  a  greatness  apart  from 
wealth  and  high  position — that  of  work 
thoroughly  and  con.scientiously  done  by 
those  who  hold  the  minor  places  in  tiie 
world. 

"A  man's  success  arises  from  the 
\',ork  he  does,  and  the  Lord  arranged  it 
well  when  he  provided  that  only  those 
work  who  have  to."  continued  the  neu- 
ator.  "There-  aie  those  who  make  the 
mistake  of  attempting  to  reform  so- 
ciety with  the  idea  of  getting  out  the 
hardfhips  that  beset  men  and  women. 
They  have  formed  a  school  which  at- 
tempts to  emancipate  the  jtoor.  They 
believe  that  to  make  the  world  fit  to 
live  in  we  must  dig  up  the  institution 
of  t-ociety  by  the  roots  and  InataU  a 
new  social  regime. 

"I  have  no  prejudice  against  sociolo- 
gists, but  when  we  take  up  this  study 
we  must  be  sure  tu  get  the  healthy  ar- 
ticle. We  had  a  chair  of  applied  Chris- 
tianity in  our  college.  We  got  the  pro- 
fessor and  the  endowment  in  the  same 
transaction.  When  we  got  rid  of  the 
professor  we  had  difficulty  in  keepinj 
the  chair.  That  is  the  kind  of  socioiogv 
to  look  out  for. 

"Our  professor  said  you  could  not 
love  a  Christian  life  if  you  wanted  lo. 
We  were  all  guilty  of  what  he  dlled 
'the  complex  social  crime.'  and  the  only 
way  out  of  it  was  for  every  one  to 
make  an  assignment,  quit  claim  all  of 
our  property  to  the  government,  and 
wait  around  the  gilded  dome  of  our 
capitol  for  an  occasional  dividend,  out 
of  nothing  much  of  anything- 

"These  people  talk  of  a  life  free  from 
care  and  toil.  I  have  counted  up  those 
I  know  who  live  that  life,  and  they  are 
all  dead.  They  talk  of  who.e  communi- 
ties which  live  that  life.  We  have 
them;  all  on  the  Indian  reservatlon-s. 
The  law  of  human  life  is  not  a  law  ot 
lepose  or  deliverance  from  anything. 
It  is  a  law  of  work,  a  law  of  servke. 
There  is  not  a  pre.-ident  of  the  iweniy- 
t:ix  w;.o  have  i.dmnHtered  n  til  coun- 
try' who  has  not  a  background  of  puver- 
tv,  discipline  and  hard  work.  Th« 
same  is  true  with  every  great  bu.siuts-s 
career. 

"In  my  old  congressional  di.str'Ct 
there  was  a  young  man  named  Alex- 
ander Elliott,  who  came  to  the  little 
town  of  Fonda  from  Canada.  He  did 
not  have  a  prejudice  in  favor  of  the 
town,  but  got  off  there  to  accommoilale 
the  conductor.  He  found  every  good 
position  fined,  and  you  may  be  sare 
that  if  there  is  a  seat  not  occuniel 
there  is  always  something  the  matter 
with  it.  Elliott  followed  the  examp  e 
of  the  prodigal  son.  and  joined  him- 
self to  a  husbandman  of  the  name  of 
Jim  Murphy,  to  feed  E^^ine  at  $200  a 
year.  At  the  end  of  five  years  he 
showed  me  his  account.  He  had  earned 
SIOOO.  and  the  other  side  showed  the 
following  items:

The  past  week  has  not  been  marked 
with  the  activity  in  the  local  real  es- 
tate market  that  was  apparent  last 
week.  Real  estate  men  claim  that  the 
fact  that  it  was  election  week  had 
something  to  do  with  the  dullness,  al- 
though a  few  report  •■  little  better 
business  than  they  had  the  preceding 
week.  One  of  the  things  that  charac- 
terizes  the   closing  of  deals  in  Duluth 

realty  this  fall  is  the  slowness  witli 
which  they  are  consummated.  Numer- 
ous sales  have  been  completed  recently 
and  others  are  still  pending,  that  hav»; 
dragged  along  over  a  period  of  many 
days,  and  in  some  instances  weeks. 
The  clearing  up  of  titles  may  have  had 
something  lo  do  with  the  delay,  but 
on  the  whole  there  is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  tne  people  selling  proi^erty  to 
hold  back  to  the  last  minute.  This  is 
taken  to  mean  that  they  are  not  at  ail 
anxious  to  let  go  of  their  holdings, 
possibly    delaying    matters    with     the 

hope  of  better  offers.

On  the  whole,  however,  local  condi- 
tions are  characterized  as  very  satis- 
factory in  the  realty  market  and  the 
dealers  who  have  experienced  the  dull- 
ness of  the  market  this  week  have 
taken  the  opportunity  of  arranging 
their  business  and  getting  their  sched- 
ules in  better  shape  for  fall.  Inquiry 
from  the  outside  for  Duluth  realty  has 
been  quite  heavy  this  week,  more  of  it 
in  fact  than  during  the  preceding  two 
weeks,  which  condition  is  regarded  as 
a  got>d  sign.  Several  local  realty 
brokers  have  been  sending  out  this

One  ar- 
chitect said  yesterday  that  the  pres- 
ent season  is  quiet  for  the  reason  that 
it  Is  an  intermediate  period  In  build- 
ing operations,  that  it  Is  a  little  too 
late  for  new  building  operations  to  be 
planned  for  the  winter  and  too  early 
for  spring  building.  A  canvass  of  the 
offices  shows  that  inquiry  is  being 
made,  however,  relative  to  plans  and 
specifications    later    on    in    the    seasjn 

for  next  year's  building.

The  demand  for  houses  and  flats.  In 
fact  for  any  kind  of  living  apartments 
by  people  who  have  not  yet  located  for 
the  winter,  continues  large,  but  condi- 
tions as  to  supplying  the  demand  are 
no  different  than  they  were  last  week 
or  several  weeks  ago.  It  is  simply  a 
case  of  scarcity  of  houses  or  flats  and 
practically  nothing  can  be  done  until 
there  is  more  building  to  meet  the  de- 
mand. This  condition,  coupled  with 
that  of  higher  cost  of  fuel  in  heated 
flats,  is  not  conducive  to  lower  rents 
and  some  advances  have  already  been 
noted    where    new    leases   have       been 

made.

Col.  Nelson  Thomasson,  a  well  known 
end  wealthy  real  estate  man  of  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  has  been  In  the  city  this 
week  looking  after  his  property  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  Col.  Thomasson  is 
particularly  Interested  in  the  future  of 
Superior,  where  he  owns  considerable 
property,  but  he  has  been  spending 
several  days  In  Duluth  among  the  deal- 
ers in  realty.  Col.  Thomasson  is  one  of 
the  best  outside  friends  that  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  and  he  has  done  a 
great  deal  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
Chicago  moneyed  men  the  realty  con- 
ditions here.  He  is  even  now  plan- 
ning on  an  excursion  to  be  run  from 
Chicago  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  for 
about  100  Chicago  real  estate  men.

"Working  quietly  wtth  pallette  and 
brush,  transferring  to  bare  white  walls 
beautiful  angels,  sainted  prophets  and 
holy  bishops,  Duluih  has  had  in  her 
midst  for  the  pa<^t  five  months  an 
artist  whose  work  has  received  recog- 
nition in  several  countries.  The  gentle- 
man Is  Kasper  Pafltrath,  a  German 
painter,  who,  for  the  past  few  years 
has  made  Chicago  his  home,  and  who 
Is  at  the  preestn  time  completing  the 
work  of  decorating  the  interior  of  the 
cathedral  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  In  this 
city.  This,  howeevr,  is  not  the  first 
appearance  of  Mr.  Paffrath  In  Duluth, 
for  last  year  he  wa.i?  called  to  decorate 
the  residences  of  several  of  our  leading 
citizens,  and  his  work  received  the 
highest  praise.  .     *..     . 

His  commission  to  decorate  the  in- 
terior   of    the    cathedral    dates    back 


many  months.  His  original  designs 
submitted  for  the  church  bore  the  im- 
print of  the  true  artist,  and  were  rec- 
ognized by  Bishop  McGolrick,  who  has 
excellent  judgment  in  art,  as  the  work 
of  a  true  genius,  and  the  contract  was 
made.  For  nearly  five  months  Artidt 
Paffrath  has  been  busily  wielding  tha 
brush  from  his  lofty  position,  high  in 
the  dome  of  the  church,  until  today  the 
work  is  nearly  completed.  The  services 
of  several  assistants  have  been  re- 
quired to  do  the  tinting  and  ordinary 
painting,  under  the  direction  of  -the 
master  painter. 

In  his  work  on  the  cathedral      Mr, 

Paffrath  has  given  an  excellent  illus- 
tration of  high  class  Interior  art,  that 
is  a  credit  to  his  ability.  The  general 
plan  of  the  decorations  is  in  modern 
Gothic  style,  from  designs  entirely  ori- 
ginal, and  executed  in  a  most  finished 
manner.       The  ceiling  background   of

the  dome  is  In  the  conventional  blue, 
representing  the  sky,  and  the  various 
other  tints  are  so  carefully  blended 
to  the  main  base  that  the  effect  is 
highly  artistic.  In  the  zwickles  there 
are  eight  large  angels  in  a  standing 
position,  each  one  ten  feet  high.  They 
are  allegorical  figures,  with  out- 
stretched wings  and  bearing  holy  em- 
blems. Thty  are  all  from  original 
drawings  by  Mr.  Paffrath  and  are 
most  effective.  The  ornamentation 
along  the  moulding  between"  the  angels 
is  after  the  conventional  bishop  stick. 
The  centerpiece  of  this  part 
of  tho  ceiling  is  a  large  cross 
with  scrolls  in  warm  yellow  colors.  On 
both  sides  of  the  center,  above  St. 
Mary's  and  St.  Joseph's  altars  are 
angels  in  kneeling  positions  -with 
panel  decorations.  Surrounding  the 
large  stained  glass  windows  in  the 
galleries  is  an  artistic  border  of  holy 
emblems  designed  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  tjie  figures  on  the  glass. 

The  calling  in  the  i''.n2fi''t'r  im-^?"*'"'^ 
in  warm  cream  colors  with  borders, 
centerpieces  and  rosettes  m  every 
panel.  The  walls  in  the  longshlp  are 
rich  in  design.  On  a  buff  ground  tint 
the  main  design  is  in  two  green  .<!ha- 
dov.-  colors  with  red  and  blue  rosettes 
giving  a  striking  contrast. 

At  the  top  of  the  windows  on  each 
side  of  the  cathedral  are  circular 
panels  with  a  large  portrait  in  each. 
On  the  epistle  .side  are  those  of  the 
holy  prophets,  Isaias,  Jeremlas,  Eze- 
kiel  and  Daniel.  On  the  opposite  side 
are  excellent  likenesses  of  Bishop  Am- 
brose, Bishop  St.  Augustine,  Hermit  St. 
Jerome  and  Pope  Gregory. 

On  the  wall  of  the  baptistry  there 
•will  be  a  large  oil  pai;iting  of  "Christ 
Blessing  Little  Children."  The  sanc- 
tuary, which  is  not  yet  quite  com- 
pleted, will  be  decorated  •with  angels 
and  various  ornaments  so  as  to  corre- 
spond with  the  rest  of  the  church.  The 
columns  of  the  church  are  painted  a 
la  Napoleon  marble  and  look  so  much 
like  the  real  article  that  many  are  de- 
ceived. 

The  important  parts  of  tb»  design 
of  the  decorations  will  be  copyrighted 
and  later  published  in  an  art  maga- 
zine. 

Mr.  Paffrath  Is  a  portrait  painter  of 
no  mean  ability  and  has  had  commis- 
sions from  the  crowned  heads  of  Eu- 
rope. He  retouched  the  old  paintings 
of  the  royal  palaces  of  Germany,  a 
work  requiring  the  highest  skill  and 
has  testimonials  from  the  court  offi- 
cials under  whose  direction  the  work 
was  done. 

Mr.  Paffrath  was  born  in  Cologne 
and  entered  the  art  school  in 
his  native  city  in  1879. 

His  master  was  a  celebrated  painter 
and  teccher  from  Duesseldorf.  After 
two  years  In  this  school  he  travelel 
and  studied  in  Southern  Germany  and 
•was  for  a  considerable  time  in  classes 
at  Munich  and  in  Frankfort.  At  Frank- 
fort he  was  under  the  eminent  master 
Professor  Klimsch.  Afterward  he  v.as 
in  Strasburg,  where  he  painted  in  the 
kaiser  palace.  He  made  copies  of  a 
number  of  celebrated  pictures  in  sev- 
eral of  the  churches  in  Alsace  and  in 
Eastern  France  and  renovated  some  of 
the  ancient  mural  paintings  by  order 
of  the  church  authorities. 

From  Strasburg  he  went  to  Berlin, 
■where  for  five  years  he  studied  high  In- 
terior art  under  Professor  Kips  of  the 
King's  Art  museum.  This  master  is 
director  of  the  great  porcelain  manu- 


facturing establishment  of  Berlin.  Af- 
terward he  was  employed  by  one  of 
the  decorating  firms  that  was  under 
the  patronage  of  the  emperor.  He 
was  sent  often  to  do  work  in  Emperor 
Williams'  castle  at  Potsdam  and  to 
other  castles  or  palaces  In  and  around 
Berlin  for  a  similar  purpose.  .  In  I'iOS 
the  World's  fair  in  Chicago  powerfully 
atracted  him.  and  he  threw  up  his  en- 
gagement with  his  aristocratic  em- 
ployers that  he  might  visit  the  United 
States  and  see  the  White  City. 

After  visiting  all  the  large  cities  of 
this  country  he  returned  to  Europe  and 
resumed  the  study  of  portrait  painting 
and  high  decorative  art— taking  the 
new  line  as  to  this  latter.  He  exhibited 
his  work  in  Berlin  and  was  given  the 
medal  of  the  King's  Art  school  tor 
merit  in  the  production  of  large  wall 
paintings.  From  Berlin  he  was  orderel 
to  repair  to  the  brother-in-law  of  the 
Emperor  William.  Duke  Ernst  Gun- 
ther  of  Schleswlg-Holstein.  for  whom 
the  new  Primkenau  castle  was  then 
being  finished.  He  was  ordered  to  de- 
corate the  celling  of  the  music  room, 
and  from  a  photograph  which  he  ex- 
hibits of  this  work.  It  appears  to  be 
largely  original  in  design  and  executed 
with  judgment  and  taste.  Next  he  was 
given  the  old  family  portraits  to  reno- 
vate   and    restore. 

When  Mr.  Paffrath  finished  his  ■w-ork 
in  the  castle  he  studied  successfully  in 
the  cities  of  Dresden.  Paris  and  Lon- 
don. ^     . 

Mr.  Paffrath  is  as  modest  as  he  Is 
capable.  He  Is  witty  to  a  degree  an-l 
a  most  congenial  gentleman  to  meet. 


LI  HUNG  CHANG'S  LAST  WORDS. 

Historical  fancy  has  put  into  the 
mouths  of  dying  great  men  words 
which  they  never  uttered.  Farewell 
phrases  of  tjie  eminent  must  naturally 
be  in  keeping  with  the  life  records  of 
those  who  spoke  them;  consequently 
the  world  generally  wHl  always  be  more 
ready  to  believe  that  William  Pitt  ex- 
claimed, "My  country.  Oh,  my  coun- 
try!" as  he  passed  away,  than  it  will 
be  to  credit  the  story  that  his  last  In- 
telligible words  were  a  request  for  a 
meat  pie. 

Li  Hung  Chang  has  not  been  dead 
long  enough  to  have  his  "last  words" 
published  for  the  edification  of  man- 
kind, so  that  the  tale  told  by  Dr. 
Robert  Coltman,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia, 
is  entitled  to  whatever  assurance  of 
contradiction  or  embellishment  is  con- 
ferred by  priority  of  publication.  Dr. 
CoHman,  who  is  bow  visiting  Philadel- 
phia, is  private  secretary  to  Prince  Su, 
lord  high  chamberlain  to  the  emperor 
of  China,  and  was  one  of  the  physicians 
who  attended  Li  Hung  Chang  during 
that  great  viceroy's  last  Illness.  The 
other  was  Dr.  Velde.  a  German.  The 
night  before  LI  Hung  Chang  died.  Coil- 
man  and  Velde  made  their  usual  even- 
ing \islt.  They  had  been  dining  at 
their  club,  and  wore  dress  clothes.  The 
sick  man  surveyed  their  costumes  with 
a  twinkle  in  his  eyes,  and  remarked: 

"Ah!  evening  dre^s.  Have  you  come 
to  dine  with  me?" 

Then  he  turned  In  bed,  and  lapsed 
Into  unconsciousness,  from  which  he 
never  afterward  rallied.

travail  of  their  country  and  their  coun- 
trymen? So  the  up-town  move  began,  and 
along  wl.  .  it   the  down-grade  of  fashion. 

With  magical  rapidity  wealth  had  al- 
ready started  to  accumulate,  fortunes  to 
be  multiplied;  iBillUmires  tu  become  as 
plentiful  as  blackberries;  common:  not 
only  common  In  quantity,  but  In  «iuallty, 
likewise.  Central  park  w:is  made  to  the 
very  hands  of  these.  That  they  should 
build  their  grandiose  palaces  near  it  was 
inevitable. 

In  the  early  '70b  Flsk  stood  for  the  hor- 
rid example  as  Devery  stands  now.  The 
show  was  the  thing;  the  •turn-out,"  as 
they  called  it.  The  Four  Hundred  bad 
come  neither  to  their  patrimony,  nor 
their  patronimic.  But  they  existed  in  a 
crude,  coarse  way,  expressing  them- 
selves in  bang-tails  and  nhirt-fronts  and 
shiners;  a  tritle  too  brazen  and  noisy, 
perhaps,  but  undeniably  rich.

The  women  were  still 
wt>men— «Jod  blesB  them  I —  a  little  vul- 
garised by  so  much  money,  hut  ignorant 
of  the  pincht>eck  airs  and  graces  of  the 
demimondaine  and  the  unspeakable  dirt 
of   lA>ndon  and   Paris. 

Yet  then,  as  now.  the  best  people,  no 
matter  how  rich,  turned  silently  aside 
and  gave  them  the  middle  of  the  road. 
The  tragic  end  of  Pisk  was  for  a  time 
an  object  lesson.  It  let  in  a  flood  of  light 
and  gave  a  moment's  check  to  the  orgy 
of  license  which  was  exceeding  its  nat- 
ural bounds  and  beginning  to  make  its 
influence  felt  in  dangerous  proximity  to 
those  regions  where  wealth  was  recog- 
nized as  paramount.  It  was  this  which 
secured  the  moditication  of  the  Stokes 
verdict  fn>m  death  to  a  short  term  of 
imprisonment. 

The  noxious  weed,  however,  had  taken 
root.  The  bucket  shop  was  to  become  an 
institution,  the  stock  gambler  a  power, 
the  market  as  familiar  to  women  as  to 
men.  Mr.  Carnegie  may  give  all  of  his 
millions  to  the  nobUst  works.  The 
Messrs.  Rwkefeller  may  endow  a  thou- 
sand schools  and  charities,  whilst  a  dozen 
billionaires  may  show  by  their  wise  and 
lavish  use  of  money  how  ill  they  think 
of  it  except  as  the  means  of  doing  good; 
but.  as  the  poor  are  alwavs  with  us,  so 
are  the  vilsarians,  who.  given  money 
enough,  set  up  a  voluptuous  principality, 
call  it  the  WO,  and,  having  made  sure  of 
its  boundaries  anii  their  isolation,  i)roceed 
to  make  their  own  moral  code,  hardly 
deigning  even  to  a«k  the  rest  of  the  com- 
munity. "What  are  you  goLng  to  do 
at>out  it?' 

The  sea -going  palace:  the  modem  auto; 
the  struggle  for  equivocal  notoriety;  the 
strife  for  titles;  the  eating  from  the  tree 
of  forbidden  knowledge:  tne  aping  of  the 
manners  of  the  foreign  swell  and  the  fan- 
cied great;  the  niarriatjes  as  an  experi- 
ment and  the  marriages  of  convenience; 
the  hot  pursuits  of  pleasure  at  home  and 
abroad— in  short,  the  ctinstant  striving 
after  the  ostentatious  display  of  wealth 
inevitable  to  the  sun-wors}iip  of  money— 
these  are  among  the  features  that  dis- 
tinguish the  ¥M  from  other  rich  people, 
who  do  not  need  to  affect  anything,  who 
heartily  despise  <auch  proceedings;  who, 
with  fortunes  secure  and  social  poslUoni> 
fixe<l,  live  without  .scandal  and  travel 
without  adventure,  but  whom  the  wan- 
tons of  the  Smart  Set  describe  as  the 
"bourgeoisie." 

In  separating  the  sheep  from  the  goat*, 
and  properly  ticketing  the  goods,  shall 
one   be  accused   of   blasphemy?

We  reproduce  a  varied  assortment  of 
editorial  expressions  upon  this  general 
sublect,  with  particular  reference  to  some 
observations  which  lately  appeare<l  in 
these  columns.  They  are  characteristic. 
The  American  newspaper  is  nothing  if 
not  paradoxical.  As  usual,  we  find  our- 
selves accused  by  some  without  discrim- 
ination andby  others  dismissed  with  vapid 
eblitions  of  contempt.  In  the  ethics  of 
modern  journali.-im  few  things  are  so 
touching  as  the  disdain  of  the  superior 
being  who  affects  indifference  when  he 
cannot  come  to  time,  and  marks  his  lack 
of  sincere  feeling  and  his  Incapacity  to 
see  and  tell  the  truth,  by  the  conceit  of 
enlightened    deliberation. 

"We  ha\e  no  defense  to  make."  says 
one.  and  then  goes  on  defending.  "No 
class  has  a  monoi>oly  of  good,  or  bad, 
qualities,"  says  another,  and,  deprecating 


our  "heat"  and  "undue  exc^ten<^nt" 
proceeds  to  concede  all  we  have  claimed. 
Htill  another  works  in  Burke's  aphorism, 
"you  cannot  indict  a  whole  peoule,"  as 
if  we  bad,  or  as  if  these  unclean  birds 
were  a  "whole  people."  Our  article 
"must  receive  considerable  modification," 
declares  a  critic  posing  as  a  Jurist,  be- 
fore persons  who  hold  fact  higher  than 
fancy  can  be  advised  to  read  it,  the 
whole  of  the  writing  thus  discredited  re- 
printed elsewhere  in  the  same  paper  to 
prove  the  assertion  and  Invite  perusal. 
A  certain  Cholly  Knickerbocker  actually 
pretends  to  give  in  rebuttal  a  list  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  persons  of  the  very 
highest  character  and  standing,  leading 
noble  and  useful  lives,  seeking  by  such  a 
subterfuge  to  make  it  appear  that  we  In- 
cluded in  our  description  everybody  hav- 
ing a  picture  gallery  or  holdln]?  a  recog- 
nized place  In  society.  It  is  very  funny, 
to  use  a  lingo  of  the  smart  set,  but  It 
won't  wash! 

"All  of  us.  Tour  I^adyship."  Lord 
Brougham  once  said  to  a  famous  society 
leader,  "all  of  us,  as  Your  LAdyshlp 
knows,  have  committed  adultery.  But 
we  must  draw  the  line  somewhere;  and, 
for  one,   I  flx  It  at  murder!  ' 

There  need  be  no  mistaking  the  lines 
that  fence  in  the  Four  Hundred.  Nobody 
can  deny,  nor  in  truth  through  all  the 
expressions  called  out,  by  our  writing 
do  we  find  any  denial  of  the  fidelity  of 
the  picture  drawn  by  us.  It  is  the  truth, 
not  the  scurrilous,  that  hurts.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  a  fact  that  even  In  the 
better  realms  of  luxury  and  wealth  there 
Is  a  growing  toleration  of  the  unclean. 
Good  people  are  not  so  shocked  as  they 
once    were    by    moral    infactlons. 

It  Is  observable  that  the  men  drink  ^eaa, 
at  least  at  table  and  in  the  public  com- 
pany of  women,  than  they  did  thirty  years 
ago.  But  what  the  men  may  have  gainoi 
in  this  respect  the  women  themselves  have 
lost  by  the  evolution  of  modern  society 
and  the  progress  of  the  desecration  which 
that  society  has  given  the  idea  of  the  i«w 
woman.  It  is  a  doubtful  term  at  best.  If 
we  would  keep  our  women  pure  we  must 
keep  them  ignorant.  If  not  of  evil,  at  least 
of  dirt.  But  what  slvall  be  done,  what  c;Ln 
be  done  with  thi>»e  women  who  insist  up- 
on knowing  all  that  the  men  know,  and, 
by  a  certain  not  unreasonable  claim  of 
equality,  who  propose  to  keep  up  wuh 
the  masculine  procession,  share-and-sh.ir-j 
itlike?  There  is  not  a  conscientious  man, 
nor  a  thoughtful  woman,  in  the  society  of 
any  of  our  great  centers  of  population  whj 
does  not  mark  with  serious  apprehension 
the  lowering  tendencies  of  the  time;  the 
multiplication  of  frivolous  marriages,  the 
desecration  of  the  marriage  tie,  the  in- 
creasing number  or  scandalous  divorc-'-s, 
directly  traceable  to  the  spirit  of  lawle.-?3- 
ness  In  excesslv-:  wealth  and  the  bad  ex- 
ample of  the  infamous,  but  prosperous, 
rich.  Yet.  If  w-?  rea<i  our  critics  aright, 
we  must  not  speak  of  these  things  exc 'pt 
in  decorous,  half-excusing  whispers.  We 
must  not  call  a  spade  a  spade.  If  we  Jo, 
we  at  once  become  "indiscreet"  and  "sen- 
sational." getting  our  Information  at  ""sec- 
ond-hand," or  else  the  subject  of  som« 
"pique,"  or  "resentment,"  or,  at  the  very 
least,  "ignorant  "  and  "underbred." 

In  certain  circles,  where  money  rul.is 
and  the  presence  of  Quality  is  Indicated 
by  the  absence  of  all  else,  the  one  un- 
pardonable sin  Is  conviction.  Whatever 
else  you  are,  or  are  not.  you  must  eschew 
enthusiasm.  You  must  deal  in  vulvar 
double  entendre;  you  may  backbite,  or  lie 
outright:  you  may  make  love  to  your 
friend's  wife,  or  inveigle  his  daughter,  but 
you  must  not  be  loud.  The  tone  of  your 
voice  must  suit  It.self  to  a  kind  of  drawl 
that  is  in  the  very  atmosphere.  "  Tls  Kn- 
glish  you  know,"  they  used  to  say,  until 
a  song  made  game  of  that  polite  society. 
The  average  newspaper  seems  thence  to 
have  taken  its  cue.  It,  too.  affects  a  fine 
superiority  to  feeling.  Inaifterence  serves 
as  an  excellent  recourse,  where  either 
there  Is  no  belief  at  all.  or  the  incapacity 
to  express  it  In  good  round  terms  of  ro- 
bust Rngllsh.  Imperturbability  takes  the 
place  of  honest  hate  and  scorn.  To  be  in 
earnest  is  to  be  excited;  to  be  plain  spoken 
is  to  be  Inspired  by  per.wnal  motives,  and. 
to  be  personal  is  to  be  "damned."  Is  it 
not   so? 

Back  of  all  this  stand  not  alone  a  threat 
moral  problem,  but  a  great  national  and 
economic  problem.  The  pretense  that  we 
have  maligned  anybody,  or  spoken  outside 
the  record,  is  a  device  of  the  guiUv,  and 
their  newspaper  apologists,  to  hide  behind 
the  self-respecting  and  th"  virtuous.  It 
Is  the  essence  of  caste  distinction,  whrre 
the   rule  Is,   touch  one,   touch  all;  a  /ul-3

Scranton,  Pa..  Sept.  IS.— Some  of  the 
hM»t  serious  mining  accidents  in  the  vi- 
ciBity  of  Wilkesbarre  have  been  due  to 
the  fact  that  for  a  stretch  of  several 
miles  along  the  Susquehanna  the  coal 
underlies    what   is   known    as    the    Buried 

Valley  of  the  Wyoming.  The  existence 
■  of  the  Buried  Valley  has  long  been  known 
to  the  coal  operators  of  that  region  and 
they  have  been  keenly  alive  to  the  dan- 
gers of  mining  the  coal  that  is  beneath 
It.  But  while  the  existence  of  this  great 
sub-surface  lake  of  quicksand  and  gravel 
was  known.  Its  boundaries  were  until 
within  comparatively  a  snort  time,  mere 
matter    of    speculation. 

William  Griffiths,  a  geologist  of  some 
note,  made  a  careful  study  of  the  lost 
•valley,  as  a  result  of  whicn  he  recently 
drew  a  map  ehowiixg  its  outlines  and 
from  the  map,  by  means  of  the  soundings 
alrea'Jy  taken  in  many  locahties  by  tne 
c«>al  companies,  a  model  indicating  in  an 
approximate  way  the  cantour  and  depth 
at  different  places.  Mr.  Griffiths  read 
before  the  Wyoming  Historical  and  Geo- 
lc{;ical  society  a  paper  in  which  he  gave 
■   history   of    the   formation   6f    the   val- 

Bcslnnin;  with  the  ice  age,  when  Can- 
ada and  the  northern  part  of  the  United 
SUtes  as  far  south  as  Central  Pennsyl- 
•vania  were  covered  with  a  solid  blanket 
of  ice.  Mr.  Griffiths  t^ays  that  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Wyoming  coal  basin  this 
Ice  sheet  is  supposed  to  have  been  about 
aOOO  feet  in  thickness.  The  whole  masd 
moved  slowly  si>uthward.  gouging  and 
ploutching  the  surface  of  the  earth, 
scratching  and  breaking  the  rock  and 
transporting  stones  and  boulders  for  long 
distances.  In  this  glaciated  area  the  rock 
is  usually  covered  by  a  variable  thickness 
of  "drift"  or  "glacial  till,"  consisting  of 
various  layers  of  sand  and  rounded  gra- 
TeL 

In  some  places  where  large  streams 
were  probably  flowing  under  the  ice, 
deep  channels  were  worn  in  the  rock  and 
8ubae<iuently  filled  with  glacial  deposit, 
and.  where  these  channefci  werp  deeper 
than  their  outlet.<j.  lakes  of  still  water 
were  formed  and  these  often  times  were 
filled  to  considerable  depth  with  ttne 
sand,  or  quicksand,  clay,  gravel,  boul- 
ders and  otlier  glacial   litter. 

It  is  one  of  these  submersed  channels, 
worn  and  gouged  out  through  ages  by 
the  great  mass  of  slowly  creeping  Ic6 
which  extends  through  the  length  of  the 
Wvomlng  valley.  Its  depth,  where  the  ice 
ground  and  ploughed  its  way  through 
the  rock  is  from  100  to  2i)0  feet  deep, 
eroding  some  of  the  coal  seams  in  places 
and  leaving  constantly  varying  thickness- 
es of  roof  rock  over  the  underlying  coal. 

But  it  is  from  "pot  holes"  that  the  great 
danger  to  the  coal  miner  comes.  It  was 
a  "pot  hole"  which  on  Dec.  8.  I'iSa.  causad 
the  death  of  twenty-six  men  in  one  of 
the  Susquehanna  Coal  company's  mines 
at  Nanticoke,  about  nine  miles  from 
■VS'llkesbarre.  Two  theories  have  been  ad- 
vanced aa  to  the  origin  of  glacial  "pot 
holes."  One  is  that  they  are  deep  shafts 
worn  in  the  solid  rock  by  the  action  of 
water  falling  from  a  heicht.  probably 
from  a  crevice  in  the  overlying  sheet  of 
Ice.  upon  the  soUd  bedrocJc    "Pot  holes." 


according  to  Mr.  Griffiths,  are  in  process 
of  formation  at  the  present  time  in  Al- 
pine glaciers  and  elsewhere,  and  in  Swit- 
zerland some  of  them  are  preserved  for 
public  inspection  and  instruction.  Little 
"pot  holes."  varying  in  size  from  a  pint 
measure  to  a  hogshead,  are  often  found 
worn  in  the  be«l  rock  of  mountain 
streams  In  this  country,  all  formed  by 
water  falling  from  a  ledge  and  keeping 
the  rocks  and  pebbles  at  the  bottom  In 
constant    motion. 

But  while  this  explains  the  formation 
of  "pot  holes"  elsewhere,  Mr.  Gritflths 
is  disposed  to  believe  that  the  immense 
ones  found  in  Wyoming's  Buried  Valley 
were  formed  in  another  manner.  He  be- 
lieves that  they  are  the  result  of  whirl- 
pool action  caused  by  sharp  bends  In 
ijwiftly-flowing  currents  of  great  volume 
and  force,  wnich  at  one  time  probably 
existed  under  the  ice.  At  Wyoming, 
where  another  of  the  mining  accidents 
occurred  the  "pot  hole"  was  at  the  end 
of  a  burled  depression,  where  Abraham's 
creek  enters  the  valley. 

The  -sub-surface  stream,  following  this 
channel,  would  strike  against  the  wall 
of  rock  in  the  center  of  the  basin  and  be 
deflected  back  to  find  an  outlet  through 
the  small  channel  at  the  lower  side  of 
the  "pot  hole."  This,  Mr.  Griffiths  points 
out,  is  exactly  the  same  condition^  which 
exists  at  the  whirpool  rapids  in  Niagara 
river  below  the  falls.  The  water  there 
flows  in  a  swift  torrent  against  the  wall 
of  rock  at  the  south  side  of  the  whirl- 
pool. It  then  descends  to  an  unknown 
depth,  passes  under  the  incoming  stream 
and  finds  an  outlet  at  the  side  of  the 
pool.  The  conditions  at  the  scene  of  the 
Nanticoke  disaster  of  1^S5  are  similar. 
The  creek  there  makes  a  sharp  turn,  thus 
forming  a  similar   whlrlpt>ol. 

The  exiiitence  of  pot  holes  in  the  anthra- 
cite region  was  first  discovered  in  the 
early  part  of  February,  1884,  when  one 
of  the  chambers  of  the  Eton  colliery  at 
Archbald,  owned  by  Jones,  Simpson  & 
Co.  and  .•»ituated  on  the  mountain  side 
high  above  water  level.  was  driven 
against  a  mass  of  round  stones  of  all 
sizes,  from  pebbles  to  boulders  a  foot  in 
diameter— in  other  words,  against  a  "pot 
hole"  filled  with  glacial  debris  and  litter 
Subsequent  investigation  revealed  the  ex- 
istence of  an  oval  shaft  from  twenty  to 
forty  feet  In  diameter  that  was  wQrn 
straight  through  the  bed  rock  from  the 
surface  down  to  an  unknown  depth.  The 
walls  of  the  "pot  hole"  were  smoothly 
worn,  and  fluted  or  corrugated  spiral 
grooves  showed  unmistakably  the  action 
of  water  and  stones.  The  pot  hole  had 
cut  completely  through  the  coal  bed.  and 
among  the  boulders  at  the  bottom  of 
the  hole  were  quantities  of  round  lumps 
of  coal,  which  evidently  had  been  cut 
from  the  seam.  This  "pot  hole"  Is  now 
used  as  an  airshaft  to  tne  mine.  A  wall 
has  been  built  around  the  top  and  It  Is 
frequently  visited  as  one  of  tne  geologi- 
cal   curiosities    of   the   anthracite    region. 

About  twenty  years  ago  and  before  the 
discovery  of  the  Eton  mine  hole,  an  acci- 
dent occurred  at  the  Wyoming  colliery  at 
Fort  Bowkley  station,  now  opened  by 
the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  company,  and  In 
the  light  of  latter  day  discoveries.  This 
U  now  believed  to  have  been  due  to  a 


"pot  hole."  The  mine  was  under  the 
Buried  Valley  and  part  of  it  was  sud- 
denly filled  with  debris  which  came  pour- 
ing from  the  punctured  shell  of  a  cavern. 
The  cave-in  occurred  near  the  solid  coal 
and  extended  to  the  surface.  Some  coal 
cars  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  which 
were  standing  on  a  siding  were  swallowed 
up. 

In  the  NanUcoke  pot-hole  disaster,  a 
flood  of  water,  sand  and  smoothly  worn 
stones,  suddenly  and  without  warning  of 
anv  kind,  broke  Into  the  mine  at  the  edge 
of  "the  solid  coal  near  the  face  of  a  cham- 
ber and  idled  up  lOO.iAH)  cubic  yards  of 
solid  workings.  Twenty-six  men  were 
buried  alive  under  the  tens  of  thousands 
of  tons  of  glacial  debris  and  what  may  be 
'  left  of  them  is  lying  where  they  were 
swallowed  up,  for  It  was  Impossible  to  re- 
cover a  single  body. 

Five  years  ago  last  March  in  the  Mount 
Lookout  colliery  at  Wyoming,  there  oc- 
curred another  "pot  hole'  accident, 
unaccompanied  by  loss  of  life,  men  were 
not  working  and  the  mine  was  deserted 
at  the  time.  Suddenly  in  the  afternoon  of 
Marcii  1.  1SS>7,  the  ground  under  the 
Wyoming  village  postoffice  began  to  set- 
tle. Inspections  revealed  the  fact  that  a 
break  had  occurred  in  the  mine  near  the 
face  of  the  most  advanced  workings  at 
the  edge  of  the  solid  coal,  resulting  In  a 
flood  of  water  and  quicksand  which  filled 
a  large  area  of  the  workings  and  carried 
the  debris  to  the  foot  of  the  shaft  3000 
feet  away. 

The  volume  of  the  flooa.  however,  grad- 
ually diminished  and,  the  pumps  being 
adequate  for  the  emergency,  the  water  in 
a  short  time  subsided,  the  flood  of  sand 
stopped  and  the  break  checked  and 
filled.  Seventy  thousand  cubic  yards  of 
quicksand  were  washed  Into  the  mine, 
causing  a  surface  depression  300  feet  in 
diameter  and  twenty-five  feet  deep.  The 
postoffice  was  swallowed  up  and  three 
other  adjacent  buildings  were  damaged. 

The  circumstances  of  this  accident.  In 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  Griffiths,  show  conclu- 
sively the  presence  of  a  glacial  "pot 
hole,"  or  erosion  of  some  kind,  which  was 
of  sufficient  depth— fifty  to  seventy-five 
feet  at  least— to  cut  the  vein  of  coal  In 
which    the    mines    were   operated. 

Mr.  Griffiths  ipap  Shows  the  probable 
locality  of  several  more  of  these  "pot 
holes,"  but  the  possibility  of  running  into 
one  of  them  almost  anywhere  is  one  of 
the  dangers  thai  have  to  be  faced  In  min- 
ing coal  under  the  Buried  "Valley  of  Wyo- 
ming. 
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Tear  Fortiie  Teld  Free 
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which,  during  the  Reigh  of  Terror, 
brought  thousands  of  the  innocent  and 
the  good  along  with  the  baa  to  the  guillo- 
tine.

We  do  not  need  to  institute  any  historic 
parallels  to  take  to  ourselves  any  lessons 
from  ancient  Greece  and  Rome  or  modern 
France,  suggestive  as  these  may  be.  ,  He 
Is  but  a  poor  prophet  at  all.  who  does  not 
see  that  whole  trend  of  public  affairs  is 
set  toward  the  ultimate  conflict  between 
the  forces  of  Prerogttlve,  on  the  .  one 
hand,  and  the  forces  td  wh^t  the  exctu- 
slve  few  delight  to  call  "fte  Great  Cn- 
w  ashed,  on  the  other  hand,  between  Capi- 
tal, too  often  avaricious  and  grasping. 
and  Labor,  grimy  and  passionate,  and, 
left  riderless,  a  Monster  without  a  head. 
It  Is  beside  the  purpose  to  «ay  that  there 
are  rich  men  humane,  generous,  charita- 
ble. So  are  thert  poor  men  patient,  wise, 
conservative.  It  is  with  Forces,  not  in- 
dividuals, we  shall  have  to  deal;  and 
though  temporltng  may  postpone  the  day. 
the  day  is  surely  coming  when  it  is  to  be 
decided  who  owns  the  country,  who  con- 
trols the  government,  the  aggregations  of 
wealth  mainly  piled  up  in  a  single  section, 
or  the  hewers  of  wood  and  the  drawers  of 
water  who  do  the  work  and  fight  the  bat- 
tles and  pay  the  taxes,  the  great  common- 
ality, of  what  Abraham  Lincoln  called 
"the  plain  people."  Enlightened  n^ien- 
would  moderate  that.connicu  The  sc<in- 
dalous  behavior  of  the  conspicuous  rich 
plavs  directly  to  the  lead  of  the  extrem- 
ist and  the  agitator,  with  unclfean  nanJs 
preparing  the  pickax  of  the  leveler  and 
the  brand  of  the  Incendiary.  The  Indiffe-- 
ence  of  the  guild  of  luxury  and  wealth— 
not  to  mention  the  common  cause  which 
too  many  of  the  worthy  rich  from  a  mis- 
taken sense  of  association,  malte  with 
these— is  replete  with  evil  auguries. 

Human  nature  has  not  much  changed 
since  man  becam©  acquainted  with  it. 
That  we  are  yet  upijn  the  a.scending,  not 
the  descending  scaler  of  national  develop- 
ment, need  not  be  dwied.  But  we  live  in 
an  accelerated  0Be.  tisMtriclty  having  an- 
nihilated time  «nd  spac.  and,  the  Latin 
races  doomed  ^th  mi  incurable  disease— 
the  causes  befofce  ou#  very  eyes— shall  we 
not  seek  to  es(Sipe  ^hat  seems  to  havt- 
been  destiny  not  So  Ipiuoh  by  luxury  and 
wealth,  as  tne  \'iciouj|  a.ssumption  of  cl.iss 
superiority,  and; the  liij'istice  of  organize! 
money,  percolating  what  is  called  society 
for  pleasure,  corrupting  the  fountains  of 
the  national  credit  and   honor  for  profi: .' 

If  such  offens«fi.as  ^c  have  set  forth  arj 
endured  and  cqndontd,  how  long  before 
that  which  emltfacosi  but  a  set.  becomes 
the  distinguishiliR  ratirk  of  a  section?  ff 
the  press  is  so  feasil*  seduced,  or  misled, 
what  must  it  ifecon*  when  It  is  boui^ht 
outright?  Look"  at  I3ijr  loby  at  Washing- 
ton Does  it  not  exlstf?  Yet  are  thete  those 
who  will  .swear  ttiat  it  Is  only  a  figment  of 
partisan -malignttx^  It  already  costs  #1,- 
O00.t)«10  to  set  a  presWential  ticket  in  the 
field:  already  $10«>.<'O«>  to  sustain  a  contest 
for  a  seat  in  the  senate  of  the  rnlteil 
States:  how  long  shall  it  be— the  Press  al- 
ready defendingthe  "■|i»"— before  our  pub- 
lic men  shall  b?^rttt>e'1nlt  a  race  of  Medl- 
cean  princes,  without  the  learning  or  ihe 
arts  of  Florence,  and  the  presidential 
chair  lt.self  a  simple  commodity  to  be 
knocked  down  to  the  highest  bidder? 

The  writer  of  these  lines  has  always 
stood  for  the  decent,  the  st.;ible  and  the 
orderly  In  government  ahd  life.  He  has 
grown  gray  fighting  to  defend  the  altns 
of  public  -credfl  and  private  h?vnor.  He 
would  no  more  cast  a  stone  Into  the  sttR- 
nant  pool  of  a  corrupt  social  fabric  just  to 
see  the  scum  rise  to  the  surface  than  he 
would  do  any  other  perilous  and  unclc.m 
thing.  He  was  drawn  into  this  pres-?nt 
contention  not  of  his  own  choice.  Yet.  if 
he  had  to  make  his  ca«e  before  his  Maker, 
he  would  humbly  represent  that  the  time 
has  come  when  some  voice  loud  enough  to 
be  heard  should  l)e  raised  against  an  in- 
creasing evil,  having  its  center  in  the 
thing  called  by  a  most  equivocal  courtesy 
the  "*^1."  and  hope  to  be  forgiven,  in  the 
event  that  his  voice  provoked  a  single 
echo  in  response^^^^^^  WATTERSON. 


FASHION  IN  DRINKS. 
The  change  in  drinking  habits  during 
the  past  quarter  of  a  century  Is  as  great 
as  ii  is  in  any  other  matter  of  public 
concern,  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  The 
man  who  would  enter  a  barroom  today 
and  ask  for  a  sherry  cobble*  would  be 
stared  at.  If  he  were  to  ask  for  a  mint 
julep,  and  was  one  who  h;tJ  ideas  on  the 
subject,  he  would  be  more  likely  to  be 
profane  than  delighted  over  it.  An  order 
lor  a  port  wine  sangaree  would  send  the 
modern  barkeeper  tu  the  dictionary,  and 
a  call  in  the  winter  days  for  "a  hot  ap- 
ple," a  Tom  and  Jerry  or  a  hot  spiced 
rum  would  lead  to  remarks  on  the  part 
of  the  barkeeper  about  the  Paleozoic  age, 
and  the  number  of  dead  ones  walking 
around  not  properly  informed  as  to  the 
date  of  their  demise.  Yet  but  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago  all  of  these  drinks  were 
commonly  served  from  behind  the  bar. 
In  the  winter  time  a  large  china  bowl, 
in  which  reposed  the  beaten  eggs  and 
sugar,  which,  when  the  liquor  was  poured 
in,  made  the  toothsonje  Tom  and  Jerry, 
was  one  of  the  ornaments  of  the  bar, 
j  surrounded,  as  it  was,  wltn  tempting 
I  china  mugs.  Those  are  never  seen  in 
I  these  latter  days  nor  the  baked  apples 
kept  warm  for  the  hot  apple  toddy. 
I  There  is  no  demand  for  them  apparently. 
'  Brandy  smashes  have  given  way  to  gli 
nckeys  and  whisky  sours  to  high  ball.s. 
Indeed  hot  Scotch  whiskies,  which  power- 
ful and  comforting  beverage  of  a  cold 
and  stormy  night  were  so  iwpular  a  few 
'  years  ago,  are  rarely  called  for  now. 
Cocktails  still  hold  a  place  in  the  popular 
regard,  but  with  amendments  and  modifi- 
cations that  would  make  the  old  imbiber 
and  concocter  sad.  They  figure  as  Mar- 
tinis and  Manhattans,  poor  snostitutea 
in  the  mind  of  the 'old  drinker  for  the 
architectural  cocktails  of  our  youth,  with 
their  foundation  of  bitters  and  syrup,  ele- 
vation of  the  gin,  whlaky  or  brandy,  as 
whim  or  taste  dictated,  coping  of  twist- 
ed lemon  peel  and  Qornlce  of  brown  sugar 
about  the  brim.  AH  of  these  artistic 
mixtures  have  slipped  Into  the  forgotten 
past.  The  demand  at  the  bar  is  for  beer 
or  straight  wiisky,  varied  only  by  an 
occasional   calnfor  nigh  balls. 

With  these  vanishetf  drinks  have  gone

New  York,  Sept.  17. — Do  you  intend 
to  dine  this  season?  Then  be  up  and 
doing,  or  when  the  summons  cornea 
that  dinner  is  served  you  will  not  fln  1 
yourself  dressed  not  like  a  truest  of 
Ih*  year,  but  like  an  antediluvian. 

Dinner  gow  n.s  have  changed  greatly 
In  a  six   month.       So   much   have   they 

departed  from  the  estate  which  they 
formerly  wurc.  and  the  fashions  they 
bore,  that  the  gown  of  last  March  can 
hardly  be  worn  this  September.  And. 
what  is  more,  it  will  require  a  .deal 
of  ingenuity  to  make  it  suitable.  Ye: 
like  everything  else  in  dress.  It  can  te 
done    by    the   woman    of   taste. 

Take,  for  example,  that  turquoise 
blue  satin  shirt  waisi  which  was  vour 
pride  last  spring.  It  is  faded  now, 
perliaps,  and  It  looks  worn  around  the 
neck.  But  never  mind.  ITnfold  it  from 
the  bureau  drawer  where  it  lies  in  its 
tissue  wrappings  and  proceed,  wi^b 
Bcis-sors,  to  Kive  it  the  English 
Bcck. 

The  English  ne<'k.  you  must  know,  is 
round  and  just  low  enough  to  fall  to 


waist.  The  long  sleeve  is  also  an 
English  style,  one  that  is  much  fol- 
lowed  by   the  duchess  of  Marlborough. 

As  to  the  skirt,  let  it  be  one  of  black 
or  blue  or  white.  White  is  decidedly 
the  best,  and  for  a  stock  skirt  there  is 
nothing  so  serviceable  as  a  white  satin 
one.  A  skirt  of  liberty  is  good,  or 
even  one  of  satin  cloth  trimmed  with 
lace. 

The  economy  of  the  white  satin  skirt 
foi  a  woman  who  goes  out  a  great  deal 
is  a  quality  which  can  be  eternally 
snug  for  this  garment.  Being  white 
it  i?  always  appropriate;  being  saf.u 
it  is  always  dressy;  if  made  plain  it  is 
always  in  good  taste,  and  unless  one 
is  ;)uilt  of  Jumboesque  proportions,  im- 
mense and  ungainly,  it  -^s  always  be- 
coming. 

Mrs.  Roosevelt  has  a  white  satin 
skirt  cut  with  a  deml-train,  and  with 
a  full  flare  flounce  around  the  foot, 
widening  at  the  rear.  This  skirt,  her 
frientis  whisper,  is  treated  one  day  to 
a  deep  flounce  of  lace;  another  day  to 
a  deei>  flounce  of  white  silk  and  with 
blue  velvet;  again  it  Is  a  black 
flounce  embroidered  with  roses  that  is

the  shoulders,  but  not  over  them.  It 
dips  a  little  in  the  front  and  a  little  in 
the  back,  but  it  does  not  fall  at  the 
■boulder  line. 

Take  this  old  satin  waist  and  trim 
it  with  flowers  cut  from  lace,  or  with 
lace  figures.  You  can  cut  them  from 
renaissance,  perhaps.  If  you  are  clever 
with  lace,  or  you  ran  shear  them  from 
an  old  but  much  prized  bit  of  duchess. 
If  you  have  some  Italian  lace  in  the 
house  you  can  get  good  figures  out  of 
It,  and  even  Irish  lace  can  be  so  cut 
and  finished  along  the  edges  that  it 
"Will  do  for  an  applique. 

Apply  the  figures  to  the  silk  In  such 
a  way  that  the  surface  is  pretty  well 
covered,  sleeves  and  all.  Allow  the 
•leeves  to  remain  half  long,  but  cut 
them  off  between  the  elbow  and  the 
wrist.  L^ce  them  up  the  back  with 
white  cords.  Here  you  must  add  a  puff 
o  fthe  lace,  and.  finally  you  must  fin- 
ish the  sleeve  with  a  cuflf  of  black  silk, 
below  which  will  fall  a  lace  ruffle. 

Around  the  low  neck  set  a  ruffle  of 
black  silk,  and  over  this  ruffle  ar- 
range a  fancy  trimming  of  white  silk 
trimmed  with  mock  jewels. 

This  will  complete  your  English  neck, 
and  your  waist  will  now   be  a  dinner 


placed  upon  this  skirt.  The  changing 
of  the  flounce  is  the  work  of  only  a 
few  minutes  and  few  women  could  not 
take   the   trouble   to  <fo   it. 

Along  this  line  one  is  reminded  of  the 
discussion  regarding  the  economy  of 
keeping  a  lady's  maid.  At  Lenox  a 
few  mornings  ago  there  sat  upon  one 
of  the  wide  plazas  a  group  of  women 
discussing  the  economics  of  dress.  Said 
one: 

"I  find  that,  with  a  maid,  I  can  dress 
on  one-half  the  amount  I  would  need- 
had  I  no  such  assistant." 

Said  another:  "I  keep  no  maid,.but 
divide  with  my  two  daughters  the  ser- 
vices of  a  French  girl,  whom  we 
brought  from  Paris.  We  estimate  that 
in  gowns  alone  she  saves  us  two-thirds 
of  our  spending  money  for  other  pur- 
poses." 

The  idea,  adapted  to  everyday  life, 
among  women  who  are  not  million- 
aires, is  that  by  the  proper  care  of 
gowns  and  the  studying  of  the  new 
styles,  and  the  adaptation  of  them  to 
one's  own  needs,  one  can  dress  twice 
as  well  upon  a  great  deal  less  than 
usual.

majority  of  women.  Is  valuable  be- 
cause of  her  thorough  study  of  dress 
and  of  her  quick  perceptions. 

Take  the  matter  of  the  neck  flounce, 
which  is  to  be  such  an  important  one 
this  season.  This  flounce  absolutely 
changes  any  bodice.  It  comes  in  a 
hundred  different  forms  and  is  made 
of  countless  materials.  To  own  half  a 
dozen  hand.some  neck  flounces  Is  not 
an  expensive  matter,  and  for  the  wo- 
man who  goes  out  to  dinner  their 
possession  is  a  thing  the  value  of 
which    she   can   not    overestimate. 

A  good  illustration  of  this  came 
up  the  other  day  at  Oyster  Bay,  at  one 
of  the  farewell  functions  there.  One  of 
the  leaders  at  "the  summer  capital" 
found  that,  at  the  last  moment  her 
new  gown  was  not  becoming  to  her.  She 
had  purchased  a  net  lace,  trimmed 
with  point  d'esprit.  The  sleeves 
were  long  and  transparent  and  vei-y 
much  puffed.  The  neck  had  a  high 
wired  stock  of  lace,  while  the  yoke  was 
thin  and  filmy.  The  bodice  had  a  lin- 
ing of  puffed  silk  over  which  the  net 
luce  fell  with  a  big  soft  blouse  front 
and  tight  back. 

Y'et,  it  was  not  becoming.  The  black 
brought  out  the  yellow  tones  in  the 
complexion,  and  there  was  a  look  of 
maturity  such  as  often  clings  to  an  all 
black  lace  gown. 

When  dressed  for  dinner  the  picture 
was  far  from  pleasing.  So,  quickly, 
with  the  services  of  her  French  maid, 
thi?  society  woman  got  out  from  her 
flower  box,  strings  and  strings  of  pink 
button  roses.     These  she  made  Into  a 


chain,  and  to  the  chain  she  attached 
little  dangling  sprays  of  roses. 

A  flounce  of  white  lace  was  produced, 
and  the  roses  were  fastened  to  the 
head  of  it.  This  was  put  around  the 
yoke  of  the  gown.  Then  to  hold  the 
black  from  the  white  and  to  do  away 
with  the  sharp  contrast,  there  was  a 
little  knife  plaiting  of  blue  satin  set 
in  underneath  the  white  lace.  The 
effect  was  magical,  and  the  gown  be- 
came youthful  and  becoming. 

For  women  with  poor  neck  and 
throat,  the  Queen  Alexandra  collar,  tall 
and  wired,  is  worn  a  great  deal.  Her 
majesty's  neck  may  or  may  not  be  fit 
to  view,  but  the  collar  is  certainly  a 
very  pleasant  substitute  for  any  neck, 
be  it  pretty  or  otherwise,  for  it  is 
graceful  and  sort  of  frames  the  face. 

Nature  may  be  ever  so  admirable, 
but  there  are  few  who  do  not  find  the 
modes  of  the  season  even  more  becom- 
ing than  nature  herself,  and  the  very 
low  neck,  however  entrancing  it  may 
be  and  however  alluringly  jeweled,  is 
rivaled  by  the  new  lace  collar,  with 
ita  weird  stock  and  its  becoming  little 
gems. 

Dolly  Varden  will  dine  this  winter, 
and  she  will  wear  a  gown  of  cream  silk 
lawn,  or  In  pale  cafe  au  lait  silk,  or  in 
the  pompadour  materials.  Her  gown 
will  be  flowered  with  prim  little  bou- 
quets, and  by  these  blossoms  shall  ye 
linow  hei. 

Dolly  Varden's  gown  will  be  trimmed 
with  Its  deep  ruffle  of  the  same  ma- 
terial, and  around  the  foot  of  the 
ruffle   there   will   be   a  ruching  of   the

same,  and  at   the  head  of  the  flounce 
there  will  be  another  ruching. 

The  Dolly  Varden  flounce  is  one  that 
is  more  familiar  to  the  country  dress- 
maker than  to  the  city  maker  of 
gowns,  for  it  is  the  same  deep  ruffle 
which  has  always  decorated  the  thin 
gown,  with  its  prim  little  beading  and 
its  little  ruffle  upon  the  lower  edge. 

The  Dolly  Varden  waist  is  very  plain 
and  is  quite  a  surplice  in  front.  The 
demurely  folded  fronts,  meeting  at  the 
bust,  and  the  plain  cleeves  falling  away 
into  the  flowing  sleeve,  all  show  the 
mcTked  peculiarities  of  the  dress  of  the 
original  Dolly  Varden. 

Among  the  new  autumn  and  winter 
colors  many  wonderful  shade's  of  blue 
are  seen.  There  are  also  rich  browns, 
dull  reds,  magnificently  effective,  and 
the  blue  and  green  combinations  so 
much  worn  this  summer.  Contrary  to 
expectation,  it  is  delared  that  this  com- 
bination will  go  triumphantly  through 
the  autumn  and  winter,  although  it 
will  be  seen  mainly  In  goWn  textures. 
A  beautiful  Scotch  wool  in  invisible 
plaids  (something  very  indistinct) 
shows  a  line  of  black  with  the  blue 
and  green. 

Braids  will  be  used  again,  put  on  in 
plain  rows,  the  widths  graduating,  and 
in  many  novel  ways. 

It  is  plain  that  overskirts  are  once 
more  striving  for  recognition,  many  of 
the  impprted  gowns  showing  tentative 
efforts  in  this  direction.  As  yet  the 
diaperies  are  graceful,  the  double 
skirts  being  cut  with  flowing  Greek 
lines.  But  there  are  basques  which 
are  suspiciously  reminiscent  of  the 
peplums  of  ye  olden  days,  the  up- 
ward slashings  suggesting  old  time 
loopings.  Provided  the  return  is  not 
to  "pinbacks,"  and  bustles,  the  over- 
skirt  will  be,  at  the  least,  endurable. 

One  of  the  new  skirts  has  the  back 
in  three  kiUed  flounces,  headed  by  a 
wide  band  of  trimming.  The  narrow 
apron  gore — and  apron  gores  are  nar- 
rower than  ever— is  made  entirely  of 
the  trimming,  embroidery  tucking  or 
braiding. 

But  the  most  graceful  skirt  is  still 
the  one  severely  simple  in  cut.  The 
lines  are  long  and  flowing,  a  judicious 
shaping  of  the  bottom  producing  "the 
requisite  foot  flare.  Sometimes  the 
flare  is  made  by  the  deep  flounce  In 
vogue  so  long,  but  the  newer  method 
achieves  it  with  the  skirt  cut  along. 
A  concession  to  novelty  is  to  outline 
a  hip  yoke  with  several  rows  of  stitch- 
ing, which  extend  down  the  almost 
reasonable  bounds.  As  to  the  neck 
finish,  all  wraps  of  any  modish  pre- 
tension are  low  and  flatly  treated. 
Many  of  the  necks  are  even  cut  down 
to  the  modest  V,  limp  collars  of  a 
dozen  sorts  falling  over  the  shoulders. 
At  the  bust,  soft,  wide  cravats  are 
tied. 

Imported  gowns  for  autumn  and 
winter  wear  show  delightful  cape  col- 
lar effects.  The  collars  fall  only  a  few- 
inches  below  the  shoulder  line. 

Sometimes  these  shoulder  covering.s 
are  in  two  pieces,  a  short,  plain  coilar 
over  a  longer  trimmed  one;  the  deck- 
ings of  this  stitched  application  being 
fancy  braids  or  velvet  or  taffeta  bands. 
The  front  edges  of  both  the  capes 
round  gracefully  Up  to  the  throat. 
There  is  a  trimmed  .square  «ollar  turns 
over,  hammered  metal  clasps  or  velvet 
strings  fastening  the  stylish  detail. 

Very  beautiful  are  the  cape  effects  of 
some  of  the  fancier  gowns,  frocks  for 
afternoon  visiting,  driving,  theater 
wear,  etc.  These  are  most  charming  in 
a  single  piece,  for  here  the  cape  collar 
is  only  a  modish  excuse  for  elaborate 
ornamentation.  Braided  box  gowns  of 
lady's  gowns,  of  which  there  are  a 
number  in  the  market,  are  supplied 
with  the  collar  piece  richly  decorated 
all  over.  The  rest  of  the  gown  braid- 
ing may  be  in  bands,  which  frequent- 
ly completely  bar  the  sleeves  and 
front  and  back  of  the  blouse  bodice. 

The  waist  of  a  cloth  gown,  in  delft 
blue,  with  black  silk  braiding,  dis- 
played this  novel  treatment.  The  skirt 
was  outlined  at  the  frint,  robe  fashion, 
by  two  of  the  bands  and  bordereci  at 
the  sides  and  back  by  seven  of  the 
bands,  put  on  as  were  those  of  the 
bodice. 

Some  novelty  wool  costumes  show 
dazzling  schemes  of  color.  A  Paris 
gown  of  September  brown  wool — a 
delicate,  dead  leaf  shade — is  combined 
with  a  thin  glistening  silk  in  shaded 
orange. 

This  Is  finely  kilted  and  put  on  Ir 
bands  between  others  of  the  woo', 
embroidered,  braided  an  cut  out  a  jour. 
A  deep  border  of  this  trimming  finishes 
the  bottom  of  the  slightly  trained 
skirt.  The  blouse  bodice  has  an  en- 
circling band  of  the  embroidery  at  the 
bust,  and  one  of  the  round  front  capes 
with  a  row  of  the  kilting  and  a  breast 
scarf  or  orange  in  the  deeper  shade. 
The  scarf  tie-s  in  a  pretty  bow  high  on 
the  chest,  the  ends  fastening  In  a  crush 
belt  of  the  same  material. 

The  sleeves  of  all  these  three  gowns 
were  the  inested  mutton  legs  approved 
in  Paris. 

Nothing  could  be  more  effective  for 
house  gowns  than  falls  of  lace  on  em- 
broidery over  the  shoulders.  Droop- 
ing fichus  and  capes  give  a  look  of 
grace. 

With  the  return  of  September  days 
one  must  begin  to  think  of  wraps  for 
autumn  wear.  Of  course  we  have  many 
a  warm  month,  as  the  weather  has 
been  so  remarkable,  but  If  not,  there 
will  be  a  rush  for  wraps,  and  it  is 
best  to  think  of  them  now  and  save 
wear  and  tear  of  shopping  in  a  crowd. 

Many  attractive  models  are  being 
shown  in  the  shops,  imported  by  buy- 
ers who  are  returning  from  the  other 
side  with  the  latest  things  from  Lon- 
don and  Paris.  The  styles  vary  from 
the  fashions  of  the  days  of  our  grand- 
mothers to  the  latest  fad  of  the  girl 
who  wants  .something  long  and  loose. 

White  short  jackets  are  very  popular. 
Long  coats  promise  to  be  worn  as 
much  as  ever,  judging  by  many  new  de- 
signs one  sees. 

One  of  the  newest  of  these  is  of  dark 
gray  Scotch  tweed  with  a  pin  plaid  of 
dark  green. 

It  hangs  loose  from  the  shoulders  and 
is  not  quite  so  long  as  the  raglan  of 
last   season. 

A  sailor  collar  of  cream  applique  has 
the  edges  rolled  back  on  the  applique 
In  such  a  manner  as  to  form  a  half 
hood  effect. 

The  sleeves  are  of  the  oddest  part  of 
the  coat. 

They  resemble  nothing  so  much  as 
the  tea  gown  sleeve.  Long  straight 
pieces  of  the  tweed  open  over  bishop 
sleeves  of  the  .same,  ending  In  a  broad 
cuff  at  the  wrist. 

A  dainty  and  most  charming  carriage 
wrap  is  made  of  white  cloth  trimmed 
with  heavy  white  fringe. 

It  is  lined  throughout  with  white 
satin,  which  Is  seen  as  the  wrap  is 
thrown  back. 

There  Is  a  high  collar  of  white  satin 
covered  with  a  frill  of  white  lace. 
which  falls  in  graceful  lines  down  the 
front. 

The  sleeves  aro  loose  and  turn  back 
at  the  wrist  to  show  a  puff  and  ruHle 
of  the  lace. 

There  are  two  small  capes  on  the 
shoulders,  with  vertical  straps  of  white 
taffeta  stitched  solidly,  showing  dif- 
ferent widths,  edged  with  the  deeji 
fringe. 

The  bottom  Is  finished  with  threo 
rows  of  taffeta  in  different  widths,  also 
stitched. 

Black  nfbire  leads  in  popularity  for 
autumn  wear  and  kioks  particularly 
well  in  a  short  auto  coat  made  on  t'lo 
lines  of  the  box  coat  worn  so  much 
this  sunwiaer.

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signs.  The  sleeves  are  bell-shaped 
and  have  odd-shaped  cuffs  of  the 
white,  bordered  the  same  as  the  coliiir. 

As  we  are  speaking  of  wraps  for  oiit- 
door  wear,  we  turn  naturally  to  out- 
door amusements  and  the  g:olf  girl.  A 
new  costume  for  the  golf  girl  shows  a 
waist  of  knitted  red  wool,  woven  in  a 
heavy  rib,  having  stock  and  cuffs  of 
the  red  also.  The  front  of  the  waist 
is  finished  in  a  row  of  brass  buttons, 
which  are  also  shown  on  the  stock. 

The  skirt  is  of  black  homespun,  and 
is  trimmed  on  the  sides  with  pearl  but- 
tons. 

A  belt  of  black  taffeta  encircles  the 
waist,  crossed  in  the  front  and  fastened 
by  a  large  belt  pin.  On  the  ends  are 
seen  a  nobby  brass  button. 

A  red  tam  o'shanter,  placed  jauntily 
on  the  hair,  finishes  this  most  attrac- 
tive costume. 

Skirts  are  to  be  a  great  deal  longer 
than  ever,  and  you  must  not  cut  off  an 
inch.  Instead  of  cutting  off  you  must 
add,  and  you  can  begin  by  putting  a 
flounce  on  your  longest  skirt  to  make- 
it  long  enough. 

Skirts  will  be  so  extremely  numerous 
as  to  inches  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
walk  in  them,  and  they  will  require 
practice  preliminary  to  a  promenade. 

Dinner  and  evening  gowns  are  pecu- 
liarly mentioned  in  this  regard,  for 
they  actually  train  in  front,  while  i'^ 
the  back  they  approach  a  yard  in 
length.  The  court  train  is  not  "In.  " 
but  there  is  a  close  approach  to  it  in 
the  gowns  that  are  making  their  ap- 
pearance. 

For  the  house  these  trains  can  be 
managed,  for  it  Is  possible,  with  high 
heels  and  practice,  to  get  around  In 
them.  But  for  the  street  they  ar«t 
attended  with  a  great  deal  of  difficulty, 
and  the  woman  who  walks  will  have  a 
season  of  wornout  bindings  and  back- 
aches ahead  of  her. 

If  the  skirt  is  held  up  properly  it 
will  not  be  so  very  hard  on  the  woman 
who  wears  it.  for  the  fashionable  lift 
is  very  high  and  the  skirt  can  be  raised 
eight  to  ten  inches  and  held  up  in 
both  hands.  This  lift  requires  practice 
also,  but  once  learned  it  is  very  pretty. 
The  drop  skirt,  which  is  prettily 
trimmed,  falls  below  it  and  looks  like  a 
dress   skirt. 
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stand  how  hard  it  Is  for  me  to  be  al-- 
ways  good."  Yet  never  was  or  could 
thcie  be  a  time  In  that  girl's  life  when 
.she  stood  In  greatest  need  of  a  moth- 
er's love  and  help,  it  Is  best  to  be 
quite  human  when  you  are  dealing 
with  your  dear  young  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, and  "not  too  bright  nor  good." 


The  Influence  of  a  mother  over  her 
young  son  when  he  is  reaching  the 
perilous  age  of  maturity  can  not  be 
overestimated.  There  is  nothing  like 
it.  All  that  a  man  should  be  you  may 
secure  for  your  lad  by  your  own  un- 
tiring efforts,  dear  mother,  if  you  but 
will  do  so.  Through  you  he  may  at- 
tain perlection  of  manhood  in  all  ita 
poFsi'oilities;  if  you  can  so  imr^ess 
upon  his  sensitive  nature  the  good 
and  beautiful  in  life,  while  not  conceal- 
ing that  there  are  monstrous  pits  and 
quicksands  to  be  shunned;  if  in  j^u 
he  learns  to  reverence  all  that  is  pure 
and  gentle,  high-minded  and  honor- 
able in  woman,  believe  me  there  is 
little  fear  of  his  turning  to  the  swine  . 
and  husks  of  existence.  Only  keep  his 
love  and  respect:  show  him  nothing  in 
yourself  to  lower  his  standard  for  your 
sex,  and  you  shall  have  done  a  good 
work  and  your  reward  shall  be  bound- 
less. 


Perhaps  this  may  all  seem  not  ap- 
propriate to  my  text,  but  it  is,  ina.s- 
much  as  it  is  in  their  homes  yfiur 
children  should  find  their  happiest 
hours.  It  is  not  the  attractions  of  vice 
that  are  so  beguiling  to  young  people, 
as  the  demon  of  dullness  at  home  that 
drives  them  from  tljence. 

Of  course,  it  is  far  more  troublesome 
for  you,  my  dear,  to  plan  and  carry  out 
delightful  evenings  for  your  girls  and 
boys  than  to  let  them  go  out  for  their 
pleasures.

GOSSIP  OFTHE  RIALTO* 

Art    In    Folly    Practiced    In 
Making  Extravaganza. 

New  \\>rk.  Sept.  IS.— An  in  tolly  for  the 
•tatfe  is  illustrated  in  "Twirly-Whirly," 
the  noteworthy  new  play  of  last  week 
In  a  general  way  the  most  noticeable 
thing  in  this  Weber  &  Fields  show  is  re- 
flnemt-nt  m  the  costuming,  the  music  and 
«vt;n.  in  a  way,  in  the  sp<jken  words.  Al- 
ways rich  in  materials,  the  dresses  at 
this  theater  have  sometimes  been  garish. 
Now  they  are  as  costly  as  ever,  probably 
much  more  so.  and  are  delicate  in  tones 
and  refined  In  designs.  Although  tights 
are  worn  by  women  in  the  ttrst  act,  they 
are  nut  vulgarly  suggestive.  but  are 
pleasant  idealizations  of  n-aval  uniforms. 
The  twenty  evening  gowns  in  the  .^coiid 
act  are  models  made  for  fashionable 
■women  for  the  opera  and  dinner  by  lead- 
ing Paris  dreasmakers.  and  were  import- 
ed for  this  protiuclion.  The  effect  and 
modishness  Ls  carried  out  by  the  girls 
who  wt-ir  them,  and  who  in  nearly  all 
casciS  loolt  the  well-bred  ladies  instead  of 
th«  Tendt%!oin  chorus  girls.  With  good 
taste  in  modes,  manners  and  surround- 
ings, and  with  music  by  William  T.  Fran- 
cis free  from  the  nosy  slap-dash  freciuent 
in  such  shows,  the  words  of  '"Twirly- 
Whirly"  are  spoken  in  at  atmosphere  of 
poltCe    pleasantrj-. 

It  has  been  a  rule  at  Weber  Sc  Field's 
to  say  nothing  offensive,  but  some  of  tiie 
actors  there  used  to  turn  their  lines  into 
eucb  bad  Knglish  that  at  first  sound  they 
seemed  rude.  Changes  in  the  cwapi^ny 
tave  removed  these  offenders  and 
brought  in  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Collier 
to  help  the  drawing-room  atmosphere,  it 
must  have  surprised  the  first  night  audi- 
ence when  Mrs.  Collier  made  hersi-... 
<iuite  as  valuable  as  her  husband.  In  a 
song  about  drama  of  various  kinds  she 
more  than  held  her  own.  The  Colliers  are 
most  valuable  together,  though  both  have 
comical  scenes  with  Weber  and  Fields, 
nnd  each  has  a  good  individual  chance. 
Collier  is  at  one  time  a  tough  boy  sing- 
ing a  song  with  a  seductive  Buwery  waltz 
movement,  and  telling  of  a  certain  girl 
Kit.  who  could  fight  her  own  way.  For 
instance:

Mr.  Collier's  individual  chance  Is  as 
Mary  Macl^ane.  On  the  first  night  there 
was  too  much  of  the  burlesque,  but  it  was 
tunny  enough  to  become  an  unroariou.-i 
brevity.  The  read  Mary  MacLiine  sat  in 
an  upper  box,  her  arms  far  out  and  a 
■wistful  gaze  in  her  eyes.  What  did  sae 
think  when  Weber  &  Fields  imitated  the 
mock  Mary  of  Butte  in  her  own  original 
way  of  getting  poetry  out  of  olive-eating. 
And  what  must  she  have  thought  at  the 
of  the  show,  when  the  stage  was  ma-ssed 
end  of  the  show,  when  the  stage  was 
massed  with  Mowers  in  a  gorgeous  ex- 
travagance that  made  even  New  York 
•it  up  and  take  notice?  And  what  is  the 
exect  of  hearing  Pete  Dailey's  patter  for 
the  first  time,  guying  P'rankle  Bailey, 
telling  bald-headed  Charles  Bigelow  to 
put  on  his  hat  because  he  looks  half 
naked,  and  when  dressed  in  skirts  along- 
alde  Fay  Templeton  saying  they  are  often 
taken  for  ea^-  other?  It  must  be  startl- 
ing to  come  out  of  the  West  to  a  Weber- 
fields  first  night.  Many  years  in  tne  cen- 
ter of  New  York  are  required  to  train 
one  for  euch  an  occasion. 

An  improvement  in  the  Weberflelds 
show  is  in  having  more  songs  and  no 
long  burlesque.  Fay  Templeton  has  three 
of  the  good  one  and  L.iian  Russell  a 
i»eautiful  ballad  written  by  John  Strom- 
berg  just  before  his  death.  Miss  Tem- 
pleton probably  expected  to  hit  hardest 
•with  a  Spanish  toreador  song  and  a  ser- 
enade, but  she  was  still  more  fortunate 
with  a  ditty  about  a  soubrette.  Wilton 
Lackaye  had  written  It  for  her,  but  the 
beat  line  in  u  got  out  prematurely  and 
wa«  put  into  "Sally  in  Our  Alley."  It 
Will,  therefore,  be  regarded  by  people 
who  hear  it  at  Weber  &  Field's  as  stolen, 
instead  of  having  originated  there.  In 
two  weeks  the  line  in  Marie  Cahill's  song 
about  the  actress  from  Arkansas,  whose 
reason  for  expecting  an  engagement  with 
Leuerer  was  that  "an  intimate  frieqd  of 
a  friend  of  mine  Is  an  Intimate  friend  of 
nls,  has  become  well  known.  So  when 
Jliaa  Templeton  gave  the  same  reason 
lor  being  engiged  by  several  managers 
no  one  was  surprised.  But  that  does  not 
Burt  her  much. 

■.^*.  **  ,?  ^^^  yi'"S  to  turn  this  music 
hall  raillery  on  Mrs.  Stuyvesant  Fish  and 
Cornelius  Vanderbllt  instead  of  Mrs  Les- 
lie Carter  and  Mrs.  Patrick  CampbelU 
and  to  satirize  recent  entertainments  at 
Jjewport  instead  of  the  newest  play  of 
Clyde  Fitch  on  Broadway.  —.aSs  Russell 
is  made  to  remark  that  Mrs.  Something-

of  society,  they  can  stay  out  all  night  and 
lose  none  of  their  sparkle.

Although  Mr.  and  Mrs.  'Weeden  -Gros- 
smlth  are  pretty  sure  of  dunllcatlng  their 
I^ndon  success  with  "Thc~Nlght  of  the 
Party."  at  the  opening  on  Oct.  6,  of  the 
Prince.S3  theater,  the  Shuberts  are  look- 
ing ahead  and  collecting  plays.  Their 
intention  is  to  form  a  stock  company 
for  farce,  principally  of  the  English  va- 
riety. They  own  the  American  rights  of 
"In  the  Soup,"  the  last  play  that  Ralph 
Lumley.  author  of  "Aunt  Jack"  and 
"Thoroughbred,"  wrote  before  his  death. 
They  have  just  bought  by  cable  a  piece 
called  "There  and  Back,"  by  George  Ar- 
liss,  the  English  actor,  who  came  over 
with  Mrs.  Patrick  CSampbell  last  season 
and  will  stay  to  become  a  member  of 
Blanche  Bates'  company  at  the  Belasco 
theater.  It  was  produced  a  few  months 
ago  by  Charles  Hawtrey.  and  probably 
would  be  saved  by  him  for  America,  but 
that  he  is  overstocked  with  plays  for  us. 
"A  Message  from  Mars"  has  not  been 
acted  out  of  New  York,  so  this  season 
will  be  devoted  to  that,  and  for  next 
year  he  has  "The  Man  From  Blankleys'  " 
and  whatever  he  stages  in  London  In 
his  spring  sea.son.  He  will  sail  Sunday 
to  open   in   Boston. 


London  has  had  some  more  theatrical 
failures.  Kitty  Lotius'  with  "Naughty 
Nancy."  apparently  surprising  no  one. 
but  Sir  Charles  Wyndham's  with  a  new 
Henry  Arthur  Jones  drama  being  unex- 
pected. Miss  Tx)ftu3  took  the  Savoy,  the 
nome  of  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operas, 
while  the  company  from  that  house  went 
on  Its  first  tour  In  all  of  its  twenty-five 
or  thirty  years.  No  praise  has  been  be- 
stowed on  the  new  actress-manager  in 
either  of  the  hyphenated  capacities.  She 
has  long  been  a  favorite  In  the  music 
halls,  in  Christmas  pantomime  and  oc- 
casslonally  In  farce,  as,  for  Instance,  this 
summer  in  Sir  Charles  Wyndham's  r*^ 
vival  of  Sir  Francis  Burnand's  "Betsy." 
But  when  she  appeared  here  at  the 
Cherry  Blossom  Grove  and  in  "In  Gay 
Paree"  she  made  no  stir. 

That  Henry  Arthur  Jones,  with  "The 
Case  of  Rebellious  Susan,"  "The  Dancing 
Girl"  and  many  other  exceptionally  good 
plays  at  his  back,  should  slump  seems  al- 
most Incredible.  Yet  for  several  years  his 
two  plays  a  season  have  been  complete 
failures,  with  the  single  brilliant  excep- 
tion of  "Mrs.  Dane's  Defence."  Charles 
Frohman  was  unfortunate  enough  to  get 
two  of  them,  "The  Lackey's  Carnival" 
and  "The  Princess'  Nose."  Now  Sir 
Charles  Wyndham  Is  the  manager  to  suf- 
fer. "Chance,  the  Idol,"  is  a  drama  about 
Monte  Carlo,  but  Is  said  to  be  about  noth- 
ing else,  and  so  plotless  as  to  became 
quite  hopeless.  However,  Mr.  Jones  Is 
still  in  demand.  Sir  Charles  still  JiaVjiRr 
a  play  of  his  in  hand  to  produce,  and  ?.r- 
thur  Bourchier  having  just  contracted  for 
the  next.  Mr.  Jones  is  on  his  way  to  the 
south  of  France  to  work  on  that  piece 
and  one  that  he  Is  writing  for  Jolvi  Drew 
next  season  and  that  he  will  come  to  Am- 
erica to  produce. 


Mme.  Melba  has  abandoned  her  tour 
through  the  country  to  sing  with  tlie 
Maurice  Grau  Opera  company  after  her 
return  from  Australia  In  February.  Sh? 
will  appear  ten  times  in  New  York  and 
on  the  road  tour.  The  following  season 
Is  also  to  be  spent  by  Mme.  Melba  In  this 
country.  She  Is  to  make  a  long  concert 
tour  In  a  private  car,  vlsiUng  nearly  all 
the  cities  of  the  country. 

Giuseppe  Campanarl  ts  to  be  one  of  the 
soloists  at  the  Worcester  Festival,  tsach's 
Christmas  oratorio  is  to  be  sune  by  the 
chorus   this  year. 

Rlvarde.  who  returned  here  several 
years  ago  to  play  the  violin,  has  since 
that  time  been  studying  In  London.  He  Is 
to  come  here  next  vear. 

Lenora  Jack.son.  the  violinist,  will  re- 
turn In  September  to  Europe  and  remalf. 
there  for  two  years.  She  will  play  In  all 
of  the  principal  cities. 

Clyde    Fitch    will    be    home     within      a 
month  with  four,  and  possibly  five,  of  his 
playa   to   produce   in   quick  succe<5.<»lon— an 
as  vet  unnamed  one  for  Mary  Mannerlng 
"The  Girl  In  the  Cage,"  for  Sandot  Mill!-

Edward  H.  Sothern  and  Cecilia  Loftus 
were  in  the  audience  at  the  St.  James  in 
London  on  the  first  night  of  "If  I  Were 
King,"  and  saw  George  Alexander  and 
Julie  Opp  succeed  In  the  roles  that  they 
had  acted  In  America  In  the  flrst  produc- 
tion of  Justin  Huntley  McCarthy's  drama. 
This  drama  was  written  for  Beetbohm 
Tree,  but  he  ^Id  not  care  for  It,  nor 
could  Mr.  McCarthy  find  a  purchaser 
among  the  Lpndon  actor-managers.  So  he 
Sent  It  to  Mr.  Sothern,  an  Intimate  friend. 
The  succeiis  of  the  poetic  romance  here 
tempted  Mr.  Alexander  to  take  up  the 
Sothern  part,  as  he  has  done  twice  before 
in  the  English  plays  protiuced  Hrst  here 
by  Mr.  Sothern,  once  with  "The  Prisoner 
of  Zenda."  Mr.  Alexander  sent  his  stage 
manager  to  New  York  last  winter  to  sec 
the  nroduction  at  the  Garden  and  had  it 
closely  copied.  He  even  engaged  the  same 
actress  for  one  of  the  leading  parts,  and 
Suzanne  Sheldon  is  as  warmly  praised  In 
London  for  her  woman  of  the  old  Paris 
taverns  as  she  was  here. 

Beerbohm  Tree  has  a^ked  permission  of 
King  Edward  to  change  the  name  of  bis 
theater  from  Her  Majesty's  to  His  Ma- 
jesty's. Disagreeable  people  say  it  is  only 
another  move  In  his  effort  to  get  the 
knighthood  which  he  did  not  receive  .at  the 
coronation.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  for  200 
years  a  place  of  entertainment  has  been 
named  In  honor  of  the  reigning  sovereign. 
The  first  building  was  erected  In  ITOj  by 
Vanbrugh  and  called  the  Queen's  theater, 
or  Opera  house.  Twenty-five  years  later, 
yiO.OX)  was  raised  by  public  subscription 
to  which  George  I  contributed  from  the 
privy  purse,  and  a  house  called  the  King'tt 
theater  was  put  up.  That  was  burnt  to 
the  ground  In  17S9,  and  a  year  later  re- 
built. In  1S18  It  was  reconstructed,  its 
name  being  retained  by  royal  permission 
throughout  the  reign  of  the  four  Georges 
and  William  IV.  When  Queen  Victoria 
ascended  the  throne  the  title  was  changed 
to  Her  Majesty's,  and  has  remained  so, 
although  thr?e  buildings  have  borne  it, 
one  destroyed  by  fire  In  1867,  and  the  one 
In  its  place  being  torn  down  in  1893  to 
make  way  for  the  present  structure, 
opened  by  Mr.  Tree  In  1897,  and  considered 
among  the  finest  theaters  in  England. 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  Phillips,  vicar  of  Oorles- 
ton.  England,  may  be  depended  upon  for 
a  dramatic  sensation  at  not  long  intervaU. 
A  year  ago  he  Invited  Mrs.  James  Bro'N'n 
Potter  down  from  London  to  do  a  special- 
ty between  the  second  prayer  and  the  ser- 
mon at  his  church.  Gowned  in  white  and 
crowned  with  a  large  picture  hat,  she 
posed  gracefully  on  the  altar  steps  and 
recited  "The  Dying  Christian's  Address  to 
His  Soul,"  the  organ  playing  low  music 
and  the  chimes  ringing  overhead.  This 
clergyman's  latest  exploit  Is  to  have  "A 
Runaway  Girl  '  acted  in  a  tent  erected  for 
church  theatricals.  This  company  Is  ru- 
rally amateur,  and  various  musical  farces 
from  the  Gaiety  with  Shakespeare.  At 
Advent,  Christmas  and  in  Lent,  the  rev- 
erend manager  will  revive  miracle  anji 
mystery  plays  of  the  Middle  Ages. 

The  new  Drury  Lane  melodrama,  now 
finished  by  Cecil  Raleigh,  and  to  be  pro- 
duced here  after  its  London  run.  is  in  f3ur 
parts— "before  the  war,  the  beginning  of 
the  war.  the  end  of  the  war  and  after  the 
war  "  No  war  will  be  shown  in  the  play, 
thoiigh.  Some  of  it  is  taken  from  facts.  A 
Boer  commandant  dies  of  heart  di.soase, 
after  coming  unhurt  out  of  the  campaign, 
as  Gen.  I>ucas  Meyer  did.  Another  renl- 
istic  detail  Is  a  young  Afrikander's  edu- 
cation at  Oxford  and  his  departure  to 
fight  for  his  country.  The  son  of  the  lUe 
Gen  Joubert.  who  had  a  university  care-ir 
and  was  called  to  the  English  bar  not  lin.? 
before  the  battle  of  Colenso,  acted  .simi- 
larly. Herbert  Standing.  Mrs.  Cecil  Ra- 
leigh and  Mrs.  John  Wood  are  the  play>  r.s 
best  known  to  us  who  will  be  In  the  cast 
Mrs.  Wood,  who  has  been  oft  the  .itago 
(Several  years,  will  enact  a  strong  woman 
from  a  circus  whom  age  has  reduced  to 
parrot  training. 

Henryk  Slenklewicz.  the  Russian  nowl- 
1st  who  wrote  "Quo  Vadis,"  Is  trying  his 
hand  as  a  dramatist,  and  Sarah  Bern- 
hardt has  agreed  to  produce  his  first  play. 
It  Is  a  dramatization  of  his  "With  Fire 
and  Sword."  He  Is  at  work  on  a  histor- 
ical drama  about  John  Sobieski  and  the 
attack  on  Vienna  by  the  Turks  In  1683.  to 
be  named  "On  the  Plnaclen  of  Fame." 

Wilson  Barrett's  son.  Alfred  Wil.son 
Barrett  Is  writing  a  play  for  his  father, 
with  the  assistance  of  Austin  Fryers. 
Young  Mr.  Barrett  lived  in  New  Zealand 
on  a  farm  until  a  few  months  ago,  wh.Mi 
he  moved  to  London. 


A  new  musical  farce  In  Berlin  has  char- 
acters from  the  play  bobbing  up  in  the 
audience,  just  as  they  used  to  in  the  old 
Casino  burlesques.

THE  VICTORIAN  ORDER. 
The  king  is  determinea  to  popularize 
the  Victorian  order,  which  the  late  Queen 
Victoria  Instituted  a  couple  of  years  be- 
fore her  death,  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
The  Victorian  order  Is  divided  Into  th.ee 
sections— the  oi^lnary,  which  makes  men 
members  or  M.  V.  O.;  the  Knights,  or 
K.  C.  V.  O.,  and  the  Grand  Cross,  or  G.  C. 
V.  O.  When  the  order  was  instituted  the 
queen  Inducted  about  fifty  members  from 
various  departments  of  her  household. 
Her  Indian  secretary  was  made  a  K.  C. 
V  and  her  various  other  secretaries  sec- 
retaries received  a  similar  honor.  Then 
her  majestv  cast  about  her  and  bestowed 
the  decora'tlon  upon  her  Viennese  por- 
trait painter,  her  Italian  marine  painter, 
her  own  special  sculptor  and  a  number 
of  private  tutors  and  hangers-on.  Next 
a  lot  of  provincial  mayors  came  under 
the  sway  of  me  Victorian  order.  Gradual- 
ly It  became  a  sort  of  subterfuge,  an  eva- 
sion on  the  p  '.rt  of  royalty  to  pay  legiti- 
mately for  things  done.  That  Is  if  an  or- 
dinary man  rendered  a  real  service  wh'ch 
required  substantial  and  not  material  re 
muneratlon.  It  was  considered  quite  good 
enough  for  royalty  to  plaster  him  with 
the  Victorian  order  and  so  let  all  accounts 
be  settled.  For  some  time  past  the  mem- 
bers of  this  motley  order  have  been  with- 
out recruits,  and  they  began  to  look  upon 
themselves  as  persons  of  real  distinction 
But  now,  at  the  end  of  the  coronation,  the 
king  has  opened  the  flood  gates  and  a  oe«-- 
fect  torrent  of  G.  C.  V.  Os..  K.  C.  V.  Os. 
and  M  V.  Os.  has  descended  upon  an  in- 
nocent and  toyal  public.  Few  have  es- 
caped it,  though  they  may  have  struggled 
manfully  and  dispalrlngly.  A  perfect  ^rmy 
of  goldsmiths  and  ribbon  makers  mj.st 
have  been  put  at  work  making  the  in- 
signia of  office  for  the  hordes  of  new  V. 
Os  Soon  it  wlU  be  as  bad  as  it  is  in 
France,  where  if  is  now  a  grand  thing 
for  a  man  In  the  professions  to  be  ab'.e 
to  point  to  a  buttonhole  devoid  of  the  fa- 
miliar red  ribbon.  Here,  in  London,  men 
ask  each  other  half-heartedly:  "Have  you 
escaped  It?  "  and  if  the  reply  is  in  the  af- 
firmative, the  congregation  is  as  slnc?re 
as  if  the  person  In  question  had  been  one 
of  those  who  escaned,  from  the  torrent  of 
mud  and  lava  which  destroyed  Martin-

Certain     Higher     Prices 

Must  Soon  Rule  For 

the  Metal. 


Quincy  Mine  Equipme  n 

In  High  State  of 

Efficiency. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Sept.  20.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — One  year  ago  up- 
wards of  5000  tons  of  refined  copper 
were  stacked  up  on  the  wharves  at 
Dollar  Bay  awaiting  shipment.  The 
Buffalo  refinery  of  the  Calumet  & 
Hecla  had  immense  stores  of  copper 
on  hand,  and  the  big  producers  at 
numerous  other  points  were  carrying 
an  undue  quantity  of  metal.  At  pres- 
ent the  smelters  of  this  and  of  all 
other  American  copper  producing  dis- 
tricts are  shipping  their  metal  as  rap- 
idly as  made.  The  end  of  the  season 
of  lake  navigation  will  find  the  local 
wharves  bare  of  copper,  and  there 
promises  to  be  a  resumption  of  the 
all-rail  consignments  noted  during  the 
past  three  winter  seasons.  There  is  no 
question  that  12  cents  per  pound  is  au 
unduly  low  price  for  the  metal,  just 
as  17  cents  was  ^unwarranfedly  high, 
but  the  past  ten  months  of  low  prices 
have  greatly  bettered  the  copper  trade 
by  stimulating  consumption,  checking 
production  in  weak  quarters,  and 
working  the  accumulated  stock  into 
manufactured  articles.  It  is  a  fact, 
not  grasped  by  some  students  of  po- 
litical economy,  that  "hard  times"  are 
the  periods  when  any  great  industry 
is  laying  the  foundation  for  another 
era  of  prosperity.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  there  will  be  no  repetition  of  17- 
cent  copper,  but  It  is  absolutely  cer- 
tain that  higher  prices  must  soon  rule 
for  the  metal.  The  price  of  wheat  the 
world  over  is  made  on  the  Cliicago 
board  of  trade  and  in  Mark  lane,  Lon- 
don, the  price  of  cotton  is  fixed  by  the 
quotations  made  in  New  Orleans,  New 
York  and  Manchester,  by  the  various 
cotton  exchanges,  but  the  price  of  cop- 
per is  not  made  by  the  metal  ex- 
changes of  New  York  and  London. 
The  great  bulk  of  the  copper  cons(jmed 
in  the  United  States  is  sold  privately, 
by  sales  agents  of  *he  producers,  to 
the  various  consumers,  and  the  trans- 
actions on  the  New  York  metal  ex- 
change are  mainly  speculative,  some- 
times following  the  real  market,  and 
sometimes   logging  In    the    rear. 

The  Trimountaln  and  Champion 
mines,  notably  the  latter  are  rich  in 
.silver.  The  Champion  also  has  sev- 
eral small  fisEuri  veins  of  copper 
glance  and  mohawkite,  which  may 
prove  profitable  in  time.  The  largest 
silver  producer  of  the  lake  district  is 
the  Mass  mine,  where  the  white  metal 
is  found  in  such  profusion  that  it  is  a 
considerable  source  of  revenue  to  the 
company. 

The  starting  of  the  Adventure  mill 
this  month  will  settle  a  number  of  dis- 
puted points  regarding  the  average 
richness  of  the  mine.  All  that  can  be 
said  with  certainty  is  that  the  Adven- 
ture is  remarkably  rich  in  spots,  and 
nearly  or  quite  barren  in  others.  The 
average  values  can  be  determined  only 
by  continued  milling  on  a  large  scale. 
The  Adventure  Is  extensively  opened, 
has  a  good  eqipment,  including  a  mod- 
ern mill  of  large  size,  and  enjoys  the 
added  advantage  of  what  the  miners 
call  a  "back"  of  about  300  feet  above 
the  adit  level— that  is,  300  feet  of  ore 
above  a  horizontal  opening  into  the 
mine,  thus  assuring  cheap  mining  costs 
for  several  years  of  work.  The  Adven- 
ture has  been  opened  intelligently  and 
economically,  and  should  give  a  good 
account  of  itself  in  the  test  of  actual 
production. 

The  management  of  the  United  Vedre 
mine,  at  Jerome,  Arizona,  is  drowning 
the  fire  now  burning  with  carbonic  di- 
oxide. The  plan  is  essentially  the  same 
as  first  devi.sed  by  the  Calumet  & 
Htcla,  at  the  time  of  the  second  great 
fire  in  that  mine,  some  fifteen  years 
ago.  Big  steam  boilers  are  used  as 
generators,  and  carbonic  acid  gas  Is 
made  in  them  from  the  action  of  sul- 
phuric acid  on  crushed  limestone,  and 
forced  into  the  mine,  under  the  nat- 
ural pressure  and  gravity,  the  gas  be- 
ing heavier  than  atmospheric  air.  With 
the  mine  openings  carefully  sealed,  this 
gas  will  eventually  drown  the  flames 
as  effectually  as  water,  and  cannot 
ruin  the  mine  openings  as  water  would. 
The  process  is  slow,  but  sure,  and  the 
United  Verde  management  is  showing 
commendable  wisdom  in  taking  this 
bull  by  the  horns,  as  the  flie 
has  been  burning  for  more 
than  two  years,  and  fire  in  a  big  body 
of  rich  sulphide  copper  ore  is  about  as 
bad  as  fire  in  a  coal — even  worse  in 
some  cases.  The  St.  Lawrence  mine 
of  the  Anaconda  company  at  Butte 
has  been  on  fire  for  twelve  years,  al- 
though the  flames  have  been  fought 
stubbornly  every  inch  of  the  w.ay. 
Eventually  some  company  with  un- 
limited capital  and  plenty  of  time  may 
take  this  method  of  securing  copper 
by  opening  a  large  sulphide  ore  body, 
so  as  to  give  good  di^ught,  firing  it  at 
various  points,  and  then  waiting  a  lew 
years  until  the  ore  is  all  roasted.  The 
product  will  be  secured  as  copper 
matte,  thus  combining  mining  and 
smelting  operations  and  making  nature 
do  all  the  work  except  raising  the  fin- 
ished pioduct.  The  idea  is  attractive, 
but  is  commended  only  to  corporatlcns 
not  anxious  for  Immediate  returns. 

Five  yeai^  ago  the  Quincy  mine  be- 
gan a  campaign  of  betterment,  now 
just  completed.  Between  one  and  two 
millions  of  dollars  have  been  expended 
In  the  work.  Some  of  the  Quincy  share- 
holders grumbled  overmuch  about  tho.se 
heavy  expenditures,  but  had  the  money 
not  been  laid  out.  the  Quincy  would 
be  in  a  bad  position  today.  It  is  a 
larjre  mine  and  a  deep  one,  its  bottom 
now  being  but  a  few  hundred  feet  le.ss 
than  a  irl'o  belov  suifa-.n.  measured 
on  the  incline  of  the  lode.  Hois.lins 
from  such  immense  depths  requirea 
machiuery  of  great  power  and  high 
cost.  The  mine  equipment  is  now  in  a 
hi.Th  state  oi"  efficiency  in  every  de- 
partment, and  the  Quincy  is  earning 
handsome  profits,  notwithstaniing  low- 
priced  copper.  Investors  In  copper 
.'haios  might  as  we  1  understand,  and 
the  understanding  will  ease  their  min  !a 
and  help  the  managements,  that  cop- 
per mining  requires  never-enrling  bet- 
terments. The  end  of  the  campaign  (  f 
irjorovcments  can  ke  reached  only 
when    the    life    of    the    mine    can    ha 
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VIM  VIGOR  VITALITY  FOR  MEN 
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measured  by  a  few  years.  A  mine  that 
does  not  put  back  a  considerable  part 
of  its  earnings  from  production  into 
improvements  will  come  to  the  end  cf 
its  rope,  no  matter  how  rich.  A  mine 
may  be  compared  with  a  railroad  or 
factory.  The  prosperous  railroad  of 
twenty  years  ago  that  was  content  with 
merely  replacing  wornout  rolling  stock 
and  rails  without  laying  heavier  steel 
or  securing  larger  cars  and  more  pow^- 
erful  locomotives,  and  which  paid  no 
attention  to  improving  its  roadbed, 
terminals  or  service,  is  now  In  the 
hands  of  a  receiver,  or  part  of  another 
system.  The  same  is  true  of  manu- 
factures. Mining  on  a  large  scale  It;  a 
complex  business,  and  governed  mainly 
by  the  same  rules  that  govern  other 
large  industrial  enterprises.  Wise 
shareholders  will  hold  up  the  hands  of 
their  directors  in  plans  for  betterments. 
Improvements  may  reduce  the  size  of 
possible  dividends  for  the  present,  but 
mean  the  continuation  of  dividends  for 
the  future.  Mining  is  no  longer  a  poor 
man's  business — except  in  prospecting-^ 
and  the  man  or  company  that  goes 
into  mining  without  adequate  capital 
will  fail  as  certainly  as  if  they  ii9.d 
engaged  in  any  other  line  of  busi- 
ness. .

The 
Tale  coachers  have  not  been  able  to 
find  any  good  kickers,  and  fear  that 
thl^  department  will  be  as  weak  as  last 
fall. 

The  two  Andover  guards,  Bouch«" 
and  Kinney,  have  passed  their  exami- 
nations and  are  expected  to  make  a 
strong  bid  for  the  position  vacated  by 
Olcott  at  left  guard.  Indications  are 
that  Bloomer  will  be  tried  in  Perry 
Hale's  place  as  a  plunging  fall  back, 
leaving  Shevlin  and  Hogan  as  the 
leading  candidates  for  tackle.  Gosa 
will,  with  Hamlin,  of  last  year's  team. 


be  tried  at  guard.  Neal,  last  year's 
freshman  captain;  Coffin,  the  former 
Columbian  tackle:  and  Rafferty,  of  the 
eleven  last  fall,  will  have  a  pretty  race 
in  the  flgrht  for  the  two  vacant  posi- 
tions. Rafferty  may  be  tried  behind 
the  line,  where  he  played  two  weeks 
last  fall.  Holt  will  play  center,  and 
Knopf,  the  250-pound  freshman  of  last 
year's  eleven,  will  make  a  fair  substi- 
tute. De  SauHes  will  not  return.  Capt. 
Chadwic.k  and  Wilhemi  will  again  he 
on  hand  for  half  backs.  Weymouth, 
full  back,  will  not  return.

Harvard  has  to  build  up  an  almost 
entirely  new  rush  line.  This  was  the 
problem  that  confronted  the  coaches 
last  fall.  Of  last  year's  line  men  only 
two  remain — Barnard  at  right  guard 
and  Bowditch  at  right  end.  This  leaves 
five  men  to  be  developed  from  the  sub- 
stitutes of  last  year,  and  the  new  men 
who  may  come  in  with  the  entering 
class.  The  tackles  seem  to  be  the 
hardest  to  fill,  for  there  is  practically 
no  one  in  sight  to  take  the  places  of 
Cutts  and  Blagden.  the  matchless  pair 
of  last  year's  team.  It  is  possible  last 
year's  freshmen.  Mills  and  Overson, 
may  develop  'varsity  ability. 

At  guard,  Barnard  will  be  back,  and 
a  man  from  the  substitutes  of  last 
year  probably  will  be  found  for  the 
other  side.  At  center,  Sugden  now  ap- 
pears to  be  the  best  man  available,  as 
neither  Greene  nor  Sargent  will  play 
this  fall.  In  the  back  field  the  pros- 
pects are  bright.  Only  Ristine  at  right 
half  is  missing.

Princeton  is  determined  this  year  to 
avoid  the  evil  of  too  many  coaches. 
I^st  year  the  Tigers  thought  it  would 
be  advantageous  to  have  a  special 
coach  for  every  position,  and  to  deter- 
mine the  general  policy  of  play  at  a 
conference  of  coaches.  A  more  disas- 
trous experiment  could  not  have  l>ecu 
tried.  None  of  the  players  knew  who 
was  in  authority,  and  all  of  the 
coaches  were  giving  different  instruc- 
ticn'*.  As  a  result,  there  was  dissen- 
sion among  both  the  players  and 
coaches,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season 
the  team,  instead  of  working  together 
as  one  man.  was  like  a  house  divided 
against  itself.  This  year  Princeton  will 
have  but  one  coach,  and  he  will  have 
entiiM  charge  of  the  assistant  coaches 
and  Ihe  players.  Garry  Cochran  will 
probably   be  the  man  seletced, 

•  •    • 

Aside  from  all  the  financial  considera- 
tions which  promise  eventual  bank- 
ruptcy for  one  league  or  the  other  if 
present  conditions  are  continued,  the 
national  pastime  itself  will  not  stand 
much  more  war.  While  the  sport  has 
nourished  in  many  cities  this  year,  and 
the  American  league  has  stood  the  test 
best  of  all  because  of  its  remarkably 
close  race,  there  is  an  element  beginn- 
ing to  crop  out  that  will  work  nre- 
jiarable  injury  if  not  checked.  That 
is  the  absolute  freedom  which  many 
of  the  best  players  are  taking  in  the 
matter  of  behavior  and  condition. 
Knowing  well  that  they  can  get  a  con- 
tract for  large  money  with  almost  any 
club,  the  star  players  whose  heads  are 
not  strong  enough  to  teach  them  better 
have  scoffed  at  possible  discipline  this 
year,  and  the  result  has  been  deleter- 
ious to  the  standard  of  their  play.  This 
is  true  of  no  one  club  or  league  more 
than  another.  It  is  the  negeral  ten- 
dency and  is  showing  itself  in  the 
work  of  too  many  of  the  players.  Wise 
heads  among  the  magnates  and  man- 
agers have  noiiced  it  and  commented  on 
the  fact,  and  wise  heads  will  eventually 
have  their  way. 

When  players  like  Mike  Donlin,  just 
out  of  jail  after  a  six  months'  sentence 
for  striking  a  woman,  and  Virgil  Gar- 
vin of  six-shooter  fame,  can  get  con- 
tracts to  sign  in  any  baseball  league, 
it  indicates  desperate  straits  on  the 
part  of  the  club  or  league  which  will 
put  these  players  before  the  public 
which  it  is  trying  to  propitiate. 

To  every  player  belongs  the  right  to 
dispose  of  his  services  and  his  talents 
in  open  market,  but  there  are  couqI- 
tions  which  give  too  great  freedom  to  a 
class  of  men  made  up  of  such  widely 
different  characters  that  some  restric- 
tions are  necessary.  Those  conditions 
exist  today,  and  their  continuance  is  a 
menace  to  the  sport,  which  nothing  but 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  magnates 

on  some  working  basis  can  avert. 

•  •    • 

Tom  Sharkey,  the  ex- marine  and  the 
man  who  gave  Champion  Jim  Jeffries 
the  hardest  battle  in  his  career,  has 
concluded  to  step  down  and  out  of  the 
fighting  game.  Tom  announced  his  re- 
tirement from  the  ring  several  days 
ago,  and  just  when  a  match  between 
him  and  George  Gardner,  the  only  con- 
queror of  Jack  Root,  was  on  the  car- 
pet. Sharkey,  during  his  sojourn  in  the 
ring,  has  had  tilts  with  all  the  men  of 
note,  and  although  not  always  suc- 
cessful, managed  to  lay  away  at  ieast 
$50,000.  He  was  fortunate  in  faliii.g 
into  the  hands  of  Tom  O'Rourke  dur- 
ing the  Horton  law  regime,  and  wiule 
he  earned  considerable  money  for  Tom, 
his  share  was  enough  to  make  him  coin- 
forta'ole  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
Sharkey  came  prominently  before  the 
fighting  world  when  he,  in  connection 
with  Wyatt  Earp  and  others,  rob'oed 
Fitzsimmons  in  their  8-round  fight  in 
San  Francosci.  Tom  was  not  a  clever 
fighter,  but  his  rough  and  ready  style 
of  milling  made  him  a  great  favorite 
with  ring-goers.  His  best  fight  was 
that  against  i'hampion  Jeffries,  in 
w^hich  he  was  beaten  so  badly  he  wa* 
of  no  account  afterward.  Now  thit 
he  has  thrown  up  the  sponge,  it  is 
hoped  a  few  more  of  the  has-beens  will 

do  likewise. 

•  •    • 

The  foul-strike  rule  has  l>een  re- 
sponsible for  the  fact  that  there  are 
only  twenty-five  National  league  bat- 
ters In  the  .300  class  this  year.  It  may 
be  in  a  measure  resnonsible,  but  a 
study  of  the  existing  conditions  will 
reveal  other  things  that  have  a  bear- 
ing on  the  number  of  .300  hitters  being 
less  than  usual.  The  foul-strike  rule 
went  into  effect  last  year,  and  at  the 
end  of  last  season  there  were  only 
twenty-four  .300  hitters  in  the  Na- 
tional league.  In  1900  there  were 
thlrty-ftve  hitters  with  averages  of 
.300  or  better  in  the  National,  so  that 
so  far  the  foul  strike  appears  to  he  to 
blame  for  the  batting  #tump.  But 
one  reason  for  the  condition,  and  one 
that  la  generally  overlooked,  is  the 
fact  that  the  American  league  for  two 
years  has  been  making  big  Inroads  in 
the  batting  strength  of  the  National 
league.        There    would    b«    not    a    few 
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more  .300  hitters  in  the  National 
league,  foul-strike  rule  or  no  foul- 
strike  rule,  if  that  league  still  had  the 
good  stickers  it  had  two  years  agoi, 
and  the  fact  that  it  has  not  is  as  much 
to  blame  for  lack  of  .300  averages  as 
anything  else. 

When  a  league  loses  at  one  fell 
swoop  at  least  a  dozen  good  batters 
one  need  look  no  further  to  account 
for  a  falling  off  in  batting.  Following 
is  a  list  of  players  who  were  in  the  Na- 
tional league  last  year  and  are  now  in 
the  American:  G.  Davis,  Delehan<y, 
Strang,  Green,  McFarland.  Daly, 
Doyle,  Selbach,  Harley,  Padden.  Mc- 
cormick, Warner,  Criger,  Hickman, 
Hartsell.  Flick,  McGuire,  Heidrlck, 
Burkett  and  Wallace.  Of  these  eight 
had  percentages  of  .300  or  better  under 
the  foul-strike  rule  last  year,  and  in 
all  probability  would  have  it  this  year, 
bringing  the  number  of  .300  hitters  this 
year  ui>  to  thirty-three,  which  is 
pretty  close  to  normal.  Furthermore, 
the  American  league  has  in  its  ranks 
such  hitlers  as  Barrett.  Lajoie,  F. 
Jones,  Keister,  Stahl,  Williams,  Free- 
n»an.  L.,  Cross,  Mertcs  and  Collins, 
who  went  with  it  from  the  National 
league  last  year,  still  further  taking 
away  from  the  batting  strength  of  the 
National.  It  only  goes  to  show  that 
the  foul-ctrike  rule  should  not  be  held 
responsible  for  a  falling  off  in  num- 
bers of  .300  batsmen,  but  rather  that 
the  fault  is  due  to  the  National  league 
being  short  of  batsmen  of  .300  per  cent 
caliber  and  who  could  hit  over  .300 
v.ith  or  without  the  rule.  It  also  gies 
to  show  that  the  American  league  is 
the   stronger   batting   organization. 

The  truth  is  that  the  National 
league  is  top  heavy  in  pitching 
strength.  There  is  a  capable  pitcher 
in  the  National  to  every  .300  hitter, 
and  with  this  array  of  pitching  talent 
to  make  trouble  for  the  extensive  ar- 
ray of  batters  below  the  .300  mark  it  is 
little  wonf^er  that  the  batters  are  suf- 
fering. There  are  to  be  found  in  the 
National  league  pitching  ranks,  among 
others,  the  following:  Willis.  Plttlnger, 
Mathewson.  Cronin,  McGinnity.  L. 
Taylor,  J.  Taylor,  Donovan,  Kitson, 
Newton,  Evans,  Hughes.  Fraser, 
White,  Chesbro,  Leever,  Doheny,  Tan- 
nehill.  Philippe,  Phillips,  Hahn.  Poole, 
Menefee  and  O'Neill.  The  strike  be- 
tween pitchers  and  batters  will  en- 
dure so  long  as  baseball  endures,  but 
at  present  in  the  National  league  the 
preponderance  of  strength  in  the  box 
is  noticeable.  What  the  National 
leaiiue  needs  to  do  is  to  dig  up  more 
native  batting  ability  rather  than  the 
presence  of  the  foul-strike  rule  that  is 
handicapping  the  batting  just  now.

It  is  difficult  now  on  any  northern  lake 
to  find  a  family  of  mallards.  The  vari- 
ous groups  have  drawn  together,  forming 
flocks.  That  is  another  proof,  if  any  were 
needed,  that  the  chill  nights  are  on  \ia 
and   winter  is  drawing  steadily   nearer. 

The  mallards  preserve  their  family 
formation  until  the  last  days  of  August. 
The  flocking  begins  when  the  young  one* 
are  large  enough  and  wise  enough  to  re- 
sent maternal  control.  The  birds  get  ac- 
customed to  one  another  before  the 
Southern  migration  and  they  stay  toge- 
ther until  tne  next  season's  mating, 
though  the  chances  are  that  not  more 
than  two-thirds  ot  any  one  flock  will 
survive. 

Either  the  mallard  is  born  wise  or  the 
parent  bird  teaches  is  early  and  effecuve- 
ly.  Men  shooting  now  in  the  rieebeds  of 
the  North  woods  find  the  young  birds  as 
wary  and  almost  as  expert  in  detecting 
lures  Hd  those  of  three  years'  experience. 
The  quickness  with  which  they  learn  that 
man  is  their  enemy  and  the  readiness  of 
their  recognition  of  the  fact  that  a  shot- 
gun is  unhealthful  for  them  are  remark- 
able. 

Let  any  man  go'of  a  September  evening 
to  a  ricebed  that  is  half  a  mile  square 
and  the  sleeping  place  of  a  thousand 
flyers.  Let  him  pull  the  l>oat  well  into 
the  growth  and  then  bend  the  rice  stalks 
over  him  until  he  is  thoroughly  concealed. 
Let  him  sit  there  and  knock  down  a 
dozen  birds  as  they  come  in.  Then  let 
him  go  to  the  same  bed  on  the  following 
evening  and  sit  exni:£tHnt  of  shots. 

Expectation  is  aUihat  he  will  have 
and  all  that  he  will  get,  whereas  the  du.sk 
before  the  marsh  was  resonant  with  sono- 
rous callings,  not  a  sound  will  be  heard 
save  the  whispering  of  the  wind  through 
the  tall  stems,  the  splash  of  some  mus- 
kallonge  prowling  in  four  feet  of  water 
and  the  nervous  cackling  of  rails.  Tlie 
skyline  will  be  blank,  though  twenty-four 
hours  before  It  showed  many  V-shaped 
nnes  of  black  whirling  iiwittly  in  to  rest. 
A  green  wing  or  two  may  shimmer  past 
but  that  win  be  all. 

The  mallards  will  fly  to  their  roosting 
p  ace  all  right,  but  will  not  come  untU 
black  dark  hides  them.  If  the  man  cares 
to  stay  out  under  the  stars  and  fight  the 
Insects,  he  will  hear  them  come,  the  rush 
or  their  wings,  the  splashes  of  their 
breasts  as  they  settle  Into  the  wa ten  and 
a  satisfied  croak  or  two  before  they  com- 
pose themselves  to  sleep,  but  he  will  not 
see  them. 

His  only  chance  to  get  them  then  will 
.u  to  rise  before  daylight,  drift  down  to 
the  wild  rice,  work  his  way  in  softly  and 
kill  them  as  they  flush  and  start  upon 
ti.elr  days  journey  to  the  feeding  fields. 
He  can  do  this  just 'oncc.  If  he  tries  ;t 
over  again  he  will  find  all  the  ducks  gone 
before  daylight  and  theyrwlll  continiie  to 
come  in  after  dark.

Luckily  for  Septeniber  duck  shooting, 
there  are  thousands  of  lakes  in  Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin  an^dl  Michigan  The 
chances  are  that  there  aHe.a  dozen  with- 
in a  radius  of  flv«  fRii^  of  any  north 
woods  camp. 

Mallard  s^jootlng  under  these  conditions, 
ir  a  man  wants  only  enough  to  make 
sport  and  has  no  wtjih  U>  be  a  butcher, 
is  really  rather  a  J,u^uriii|us  form  of  the 
chase  A  half  hour  of  shooting  in  the 
morning,  a  half  hour  In  "the  evening  are 
all  that  the  man  with  the  feun  will  get  and 
that  ought  to  be  eni.»ugh,for  him  unl3ss 
he  is  out  for  a  record.  During  the  mo-.i- 
ing  hours  he  may  lie  about  camp,  smjke, 
eat  and  play  cinch  or  read  and  In  the  af- 
ternoon he  may  get  into  a  boat  with  a 
liisty  guide  at  the  oars  and  troll  for  musk- 
allonge  or  cast  for  re<l-eved  bass. 

Mallards  are  ducks  which  stand  a  good 
deal  of  cold  weather  and  they  are  never 
in  a  hurry  to  start  South.  They  will  re- 
main On  their  native  lakes  through  the 
month  of  September.  Those  in  Canada 
above  Lake  Superior,  may  move  down  a 
few  hundred  miles,  bunching  with  others 
in  L  pper  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  but 
the  big  flight  will  not  start  until  ice  is 
forming  in  the  Northern  waters. 

Long  before  that  time  the  teal  and 
.sprigs  will  have  disappeared.  Indeed  the 
bfcst  of  mallard  shooting  is  had  In  the 
Northwest  when  genuinely  sold  weather 
has  set  in. 

Hunters  have  a  formula  that  It  is  sood 
duck  weather  when  the  wooden  decoys 
turn  over.  That  is  to  .say,  shooting  is  at 
its  best  when  the  temperature  is  low 
enough  to  freeze  the  wave-water  flying 
over  the  decoys,  forming  a  crust  of  ice  a 
half-inch  thick  on  their  backs  and  making 
them  topheavy  so  that  they  turn  belly 
upward. 

The  birds  continue  to  grow  feathers  ?3 
the  year  gets  older  and  when  they  stai-t 
South  they  have  their  full  coat.  Stopping 
dead  in  air  a  mallard  that  Is  coming  on 
at  that  time  means  either  that  the  bird 
must  be  struck  In  the  head  or  that  shot 
01  sufficient  size  to  pierce  the  coat  of  mail 
on  the  breasts  must  be  used. 

Some  shooters  cling  fondly  to  No.  fya  all 
through  a  season,  but  late  4n  October 
these  are  the  men  who  wound  a  lot  of 
birds  and  get  few.  No.  4s  are  small  enough 
at  that  time,  and  2s  are  not  overly  big. 

Just  now  the  mallards  are  tender  and 
their  coats  lack  stiffness.  A  man  should 
be  able  to  brirg  them  down  with  6s,  but  it 
Is  well  to  remember  that  the  mallard  Is 
always  a  wary  campaigner  and  most  ol 
the  shots  had  from  a  blind  or  boat  will  be 
far  ones.  A  large  majority  of  mallirds 
shot  on  the  wing  fall  from  fifty  to  »ix*.y 
yard.s  from  the  marksman. 

It  is  probably  the  most  .scientific  form 
of  duck  shooting  as  the  man  l>ehind  ihe 
gun  must  be  an  excellent  judge  of  dis- 
tance and  pace.  Anybody  ought  to  be 
able  to  hit  a  slow-flying  duck  insldo  of 
forty  yards,  but  after  the  forty-yard 
mark  is  passed  each  additional  yard  adds 
immensely  to  the  difficulties. 

The  shot  lose  momentum  and  are  more 
subject  to  variation  by  air  currents  and  a 
greater  allowance  must  be  made  for  cro.4s- 
Ing  birds,  but  the  ducks  do  not  lose  mo- 
mentum and  the  further  away  they  are 
the  more  lead  It  takes  to  stop  them.  For 
this  reason  the  experienced  mallard  hun- 
ter will  Insist  always  that  both  barrels 
of  his  gun  be   full-choked. 

Cylinder  bores  are  weh  for  snipe,  q.iali 
or  prairie  chicken  and  there  are  some 
guns  of  this  make  which  carry  desperate- 
ly, but  as  a  general  thing  there  is  nothing 
like  the  full  choke  for  reach.  For  size,  the 
10-gauge  outclasses  all   others. 

Of  late  years  sportsmen  have  been  run- 
ning to  .«mall  bore.s.  Some  of  them  have 
guns  made  in  Germany  -syhich  go  as  nar- 
rowly in  diameter  of  mizzle  as  the  24- 
gauge.  They  Imagine  because  they  kill 
an  occasional  far  duclt  with  this  that  it  Is 
an  effective  weapon.'  but  a  man  with  a 
full-choked  10-gauge,  supposing  him  to  be 
competent,  will  shoof^all  around  them  all 
day  long. 

Four  and  a  half  dt-ams'  of  powder  be- 
hind an  ounce  and  a  quat'ter  of  shot  may 
be  expected  to  be  more  fatal  than  two 
drams  behind  thr-quartePs  of  an  ounce, 
particularly  when  £ife4.Jhrough  barr^Jl-'i 
that  ae  Si  Inches  long  affd  heavy  enough 
to  obviate  the  ecoil.  The  24-gauge  has 
it  advantages.  It  Is'^jrewy  and  light  ~.nd 
may  be  handled  swiftly  and  nobod.v  eise 
In  camp  la  going  tb';  batfow  its  owner's 
sPrells.  but  as  a  gamp  ^Hter  it  Is  not  to 
be  commended.  f   ^^*\ 

The  size  of  the  m^ai^jTamtly  has  been 
variously  estimated  Jy  Tarious  observers, 
but  the  general  opinion  is  that  it  runs 
from  six  to  nine  iWmHW-s.  The  ability 
of  the  young  when  hajr ,  grown  to  take 
care  of  themselves  19  ttxiown  by  the  fact 
that  if  the  Iten  beildlled  in  the  season 
the  brood  will  continue  to  feed  and 
grow  aT>d  look  out  for  itself  much  as 
If  It   never   had   a  parent. 

The  flocks  of  maHards  now  pitching 
into  the  wild  rice  n«mt)er  .from  twent.v 
to  flft.v  indiridtials  and  they  will  go 
South  In  groups  of  this  size,  showing 
that  not  more  than  from  three  to  six 
families  join  forces.  Ik  rate  winter,  when 
the  birds  are  on  the  southern  Atlantic 
coast,  they  get  together  In  hnndrcd.s  in 
the  fording  places  fhrou.gh  th'^  day.  but 
each  group  goes  roost  ward  by  itself  at 
night,  minus  such  bnihters  and  sisters . 
as   have   been  slain. 

Their  principal  enemy  while  living 
amid  the  rice  stems  is  undoubtedly  the 
muskallonge.  Thnt  fierce  and  voracious 
fresh  water  .<»hark.  most  savage  of  nil 
the  iiike  family,  accounts  for  many  mal- 
lards In  the  earlv  fall.  When  very  young 
turtles  catch  them,  or  if  they  roost 
along  the  banks  minks,  foxes  and  rac- 
coons  feed   on    them,    but    later   in    their 


growth  when  they  sleep  in  the  rice  they 
nave  practically  only  the  muskallonge 
to  fear. 

Shouting  from  the  wild  rice  has  the 
advantage  tnut  the  shooter  is  provided 
with  a  blind  as  perfect  as  nature  can 
make.  Twenty  yards  in  from  its  edge  it 
rises  above  the  boat  a  good  four  feet, 
and  Uiickly.  It  is  necessary  only  to  bend 
down  some  of  the  stems. 

It  is  green  and  yellow  in  hue  and  his 
clothing  should  approach  those  shades, 
though  a  coat  of  dead  grass  color  is  not 
conspicuous.  A  black  hat  is  pretty  nearly 
as  bad  as  a  white  hat,  one  of  dull  brown 
or  dirty  gray  being  the  proper  tiling.  This 
hat  should  Ue  pulled  down  over  the  eyes 
as  a  duck  will  see  a  man's  face  from  half 
a  mile  away  and  no  duck  has  sharper 
vision  than  the   mallard. 

The  growth  is  so  thick  tht  it  is  almost 
Impossole  to  use  oars,  so  a  paddle  or 
push-pole  is  the  only  thing.  Any  bird 
downed  should  be  retrieved  immediately, 
though  others  may  be  coming  in  fast.  If 
a  man  once  takes  his  eyes  from  the  spot 
where  the  water  flew  up  from  the  impact 
of  the  body,  he  will  never  find  the  duck. 
-  In  fact,  if  a  man  exercises  the  utmost 
care  and  promptness  and  gets  one-half 
of  his  kill  he  may  consider  himself  lucky. 
The  very  best  of  markers,  either  guides  or 
shooters,  will  not  do  better  than  that.  It 
is  some  consolation  to  know  that  the  lost 
girds  are  not  wasted,  'fhey  go  to  make 
the  muskies  bigger  and  gamer. 

It  is  pretty  well  established  In  the  minds 
of  some  of  the  anglers  used  to  North 
Woods  waters  that  crossing  between  the 
species  of  bass  has  been  going  on  for 
some  years.  Formerly,  big-mouthed  Os- 
wego bass  were  of  a  green  color  with  yel- 
low eyes,  and  were  always  an  undoubted 
Oswego.  Now  they  are  often  taken  of  a 
dark  hue,  so  dark  as  to  be  almost  black, 
with  yellow  belly  and  bright  red  eyes. 
Similarly  the  small-mouth,  or  genuine, 
black  bass  is  now  found  with  yellow  eyes. 

In  Squirrel  lake,  Wisconsin,  one  of  the 
Manltowish  lakes,  there  are  now  four 
kinds  of  bass— Oswegos  with  yellow 
eyes.  Oswegos  with  red  eyes,  black  bass 
with  yellow  eyes  and  black  bass  with 
the  olud-tlme  eye  of  fiery  crimson.  The 
fact  that  the  crossing  began  years  ago 
s  established  by  the  size  of  some  indi- 
viduals. The  hybrids  often  run  to  five 
and  a  half  pounds,  and  of  course  it  has 
taken  them  a  long  time  to  grow  so  large. 
It  is  not  uncommon  that  a  hybrid  attains 
to  a  bulk  greater  than  that  of  Its  par- 
ents. 

The  effect  of  the  black  bass  \i|ood  on 
the  Oswegos  is  shown  in  the  greater 
gameness  of  the  crosses.  A  big-mouthed 
bass  with  red  eyes  will  fight  pretty  near- 
ly as  hard  as  a  genuine  black  of  equal 
weight  and  twice  as  long  as  an  untaint- 
ed Oswego  of  the  same  size.  In  fact,  the 
ferocity  and  strength,  activity  and  quick, 
ness  of  the  red-eyed  hybrid  is  such  that 
no  angler  can  tell,  until  the  fish  is  in  the 
boat,  that  he  has  not  been  struggling 
with  the  genuine  black. 

Even  with  a  steel  rod,  the  stlffest, 
strongest  and  most  murderous  bait-cast- 
ing rod  made,  it  is  the  exception  to  land 
a  four-pound  fi.sh  of  this  cross  inside  of 
ten  minutes,  and  the  fights  sometimes 
last  twice  as  long.  The  steel  rod  is  an 
Instrument  which  gives  the  angler  no 
worry  for  fear  of  its  breaking.  VVhen  a 
fish  is  hooked  the  full  strength  of  the 
rod  can  be  given  to  it  from  first  to  last 
and  if  the  fine  be  of  sufficient  strength 
the  whole  force  of  the  rodman's  wrist 
and  arm  can  be  put  into  the  fight  and  a 
steady  drag  maintained  on  the  bass. 

In  Squirrel  lake  a  bar  runs  from  an 
island  near  its  center  to  the  west  shore 
and  the  water  on  this  bar  is  from  four 
to  eight  feet.  It  is  overgrown  with 
weeds  and  In  these  weeds  the  four  kinds 
of  bass  lurk  and  strike  at  smaller  fish 
passing  above  them.  They  appear  to  as- 
sociate indiscriminately  and  In  half  an 
hour  from  an  anchored  boat  a  man  may 
take  all  of  the  kinds  one  after  the  other. 

This  lends  an  element  of  uncertainty 
to  the  catch  that  is  attractive,  although 
any  angler  would  prefer  that  his  catch 
consist  wholly  of  red-eyed  black  basa. 
that  being  the  most  valued  of  the  bass 
tribe. 

In  this  bar  fishing  the  water  is  whipped 
thoroughly  and  repeatedly  for  a  distance 
of  seventy-flvfc  feet,  and  when  no  strikes 
result,  or  all  of  the  bass  in  the  circle 
have  been  taken,  the  anchor  is  pulled 
'ip  and  the  boat's  position  shifted.  This 
is  some  trouble,  but  the  result  pays  for 
it.  On  the  Squirrel  lake  bar  a  man  may 
take  a  dozen  bass  in  an  hour  any  morn- 
ing or  evening  provided  wind  and  sky  be 
right. 

M.  D.  Kimball,  of  Milwaukee,  recently 
had  an  experience  with  red-eyed  bass  In 
Fence  lake,  a  large  body  of  water  in  Vilas 
county.    Wis. 

Comonly  this  bass  will  take  the  troll 
or  cast  bait  as  readily  as  the  large- 
mouthey  variety.  In  Fence  lake,  how- 
ever, Kimball  found  that  all  his  lures 
were  vain.  He  tried  several  kinds  of  bait 
without  success  and  then  turned  to  still 
fishing.  He  used  live  minnows,  but  not 
nothing  until  his  boat  had  moved  a  good 
distance  from  shore.  More  by  accident 
than  design  he  then  ran  out  some  fifty 
feet  of  line.  At  a  great  depth  the  min- 
now was  immediately  taken  and  a  hard 
fight  followed.  The  fish  had  the  weight 
of  the  water  to  assist  It  in  its  struggles 
to  escape  and  the  steel  rod  was  bent 
nearly  into  a  circle  for  fifteen  minutes. 
etaoln??Z  shrdl  cmfwyp  ??  vbgkq.i  xzim 
"I'he  capture  was  a  bass  which  weighed 
more   than    five   pounds. 

For  five  hours  Kimball  sat  In  the  boat 
and  fought  these  big  swimmers.  When 
he  quit  he  had  more  than  twenty  of  them 
to  show  for  his  work.  There  was  not  a 
fish  in  the  number  that  weighed  less  than 
four  pounds  and  some  of  them  ran  near- 
ly to  six.  It  appeared  that  the  big  fel- 
lows on  that  day  had  sought  the  deepest 
part  of  the  lake  and  they  were  not  to  be 
found  In  any  other  section  of  it. 

Generally,  these  bass,  like  others,  are 
taken  near  to  shore  where  they  are  seek- 
ing smaller  fish,  or  else  along  a  bar  not 
more  than  six   feet  under  the  surface. 

In  using  live  minnows  for  small- 
mouthed  batss.  particularly  when  still 
fishing  for  them,  it  is  necessary  to  give 
them  considerable  time  to  mouth  the  bait. 
The  man  who  endeavors  to  sink  In  the 
hook  as  soon  as  the  minnow  is  taken  in- 
variably loses  his  fish.  The  reason  is 
that  the  fish  takes  the  chub  first  by  the 
tall,  runs  with  it  a  few  feet,  holding  it 
gingerly,  then  turns  it  around  and  tries 
to  swallow  it  head  first.  In  this  way 
only  can  the  bass  get  the  hook  so  well 
into  Its  wouth  that  a  catch  Is  practically 
certain.  For  thin  reason  no  form  of  still 
fishing  has  a  much  of  the  element  of 
sport  in  it  as  casting  the  bait  and  reel- 
ing in  with  a  fair  amount  of  speed. 

Once  the  fish  Is  hooked  the  fight  is  the 
same,  and  when  red-eyes  of  a  great  size 
are  snared  in  deep  water  the  angler  is 
in  for  one  of  the  hardest  of  fish  battles. 
Kimball's  fish  fought  hard,  some  of  them 
for  twenty  minutes,  before  they  cmild  be 
brought  to  the  boat,  and  when  his  day's 
sport  was  ended  his  wrist  was  swelled 
and  strained  and  the  muscles  of  his  right 
arme  were  as  sore  as  bolls. 

Among  his  catch  were  many  wall-eyed 
pike  running  to  six  pounds  weight.  He 
did    not    care_   for    them    and    was       not 

8 leased  when  one  of  them  took  the  hook. 
Tdinarily  pike  of  that  size  would  be  well 
worth  taking,  but  are  of  small  value 
when  compared  with  black  bass  giants. 
There  was  much  more  than  a  hundred 
pounds  of  fish  in  the  boat  when  the  ses- 
sion was  over,  fish  of  the  finest  possible 
flavor  and  In  the  best  of  condition. 

Kimball  returned  to  Fence  Lake  on  an- 
other day.  but  was  unaolo  to  approach 
his  previous  performance.  On  ids  lucky 
day  he  seemed  to  have  struck  a  school 
of  them,  as  sometimes  happens.  Then 
the  angler  is  likely  to  have  all  of  the 
work  he  can  stand  not  a  strike  Is  to  be 
had.

The  Wisconsin  Central  management 
has  advanced  the  wages  of  all  shop- 
men from  10  cents  to  20  cents  per  day, 
making  pay  for  skilled  mechanics  $3.20 
a  day.  The  advance  was  voluntary 
on  the  part  of  the  road. 

The  Mason  Contractors'  association 
is  a  newly  formed  New  York  organiz- 
ation which  has  for  its  real  puri>ose 
the  placing  of  its  members  in  position 
to  make  binding  agreements  with 
trade  organizations  of  wage  earners  so 
as  to  regulate  yearly  wage  scales. 

A  national  convention  of  commercial 
telegraphers  began  in  Chicago  yester- 
day (Sept.  7).  The  call  has  been  sent  to 
forty-three  cities  in  the  country,  and  a 
large  attendance  of  delegates  is  ex- 
pected. The  purpose  of  the  convention 
is  to  unite  all  the  local  unions  of  lele- 
grajjhers  recently  formed  into  a  na- 
tional body. 

In  San  Francisco  It  Is  said  the  Bro- 
therhood of  Locomotive  Engineers  will 
on  Jan.  1  next  make  a  formal  demand 
for  an  Increase  of  wages.  The  Brother- 
hood of  Locomotive  Engineers,  it  is 
said.  Is  not  affiliated  in  its  fight  with 
the  We.=tern  Federation  of  General 
Committees,  composed  of  railroad  con- 
ductors and  brakemen. 

The  present  year  will  show  a  very 
large  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  pulp 
that  has  been  manufactured  in  Canada. 
In  fact,  so  great  has  this  falling  off 
been  that  nearly  all  the  large  pulp 
companies  have  definitely  decided  to 
discontinue  manufacturing  pulp  and 
Instal  new  machinery  that  will  enable 
them  to  manufacture  paper. 

The  Big  Four  engineers'  wages  scale 
has  been  settled.  The  new  scale  Is: 
Freight  engineers.  $4  per  100  miles;  old 
rate.  $3.80;  passenger  engineers,  J3.33 
per  100  miles;  old  rate,  $3.25;  special 
runs.  Increase  of  $5  a  month;  yard  en- 
gines. 29  cents  an  hour;  old  rale.  27 
cents;  The  day  was  reduced  from  13 
to  12  hours.  Overtime  is  paid  at  the 
rate  of  35  cents  an  hour  additional. 

One  thousand  miners  struck  at  Job's 
mines,  in  Athens  county.  Ohio,  over  the 
question  of  the  check-off  system.  The 
miners  of  both  the  old  and  new  mines 
at  Job's  went  out.  The  companies 
hav6  heretofore  stood  good  for  the 
check-oft  of  miners  who  were  behind  In 
their  store  bills,  taut  they  refused  to 
continue  to  do  so  longer  and  the  miners 
•went  out.  Job's  Is  the  largest  mine  In 
Ohio. 

The  strike  in  the  J.  G.  Brill  car  works 
In  Philadelphia  has  been  declared  off 
after  thirteen  weeks'  duration.  The 
men  struck  because  twenty-two  men 
had  been  discharged  and  the  employes 
claimed  the  dismissals  were  made  be- 
cause the  men  were  unionists.  More 
than  1200  employes  refused  to  conthiue 
at  work  unless  the  discharged  men 
were  reinstated.  The  strike,  however, 
was  declared  off  without  any  conces- 
sions on  the  part  of  tba  cesinAAv.

The  wage  scales  in  all  branches  of 
the  flint  glass  trade  have  now  been  ad- 
justed, and  were  it  not  for  the  exten- 
sive repairs  being  made  In  a  number  of 
factories,  all  of  them  would  be  in  oper- 
ation. As  it  is.  most  of  them  are 
running  In  full,  and  the  idle  ones  wlU 
resume  before  the  end  of  the  present 
month.  The  four  big  plants  of  the 
Macbeth-Evans  company  will  start  not 
later  than  the  middle  of  next  week. 
The  factories  are  located  at  Elwood, 
Ind.:  Charlerol.  Pa.;  Marion,  Ind.,  and 
on  the  South  Side.  The  ifour  plantn 
give  employment  to  about  800  members 
of  the  American  Flint  Glass  Workers 
union,  or  including  the  other  skilled 
and  unskilled  labor,  about  3500  per- 
sons. 

The  success  of  the  Brotherhood 
Carpenters'  unions  In  Manhattan,  ob- 
taining the  Increased  wage  scale  of 
$4.50  a  day,  has  greatly  pleased  the 
union  members  of  the  craft  In  Kings 
county,  and  It  Is  thought  may  probably 
induce  them  to  ask  a  higher  wage 
scale  than  the  one  prevailing  among 
tUem  when  the  agreement  existing  be- 
tween the  Kings  county  district  of 
the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  and  the  local  boss  carpen- 
ters expires.  This  will  happen  May  1, 
1903.  Should  the  demand  be  maSc 
thirty  days  previous  notice  to  expire 
on  that  date  has  to  be  given  the 
bosses.  A  demand,  If  made,  may  be 
perhaps  for  $4.00  a  day.  The  existing 
scale  which  will  continue  In  force  un- 
til the  first  of  May,  calls  for  a  wage 
scale  of  $3.68  a  day. 

The  opposition  to  the  re-election  of 
Samuel  Gompers  at  the  coming  con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  seems  to  be  growing,  judging 
from  the  reports  from  different  parts 
of  the  country.  The  man  spoken  of  to 
succeed  him  as  head  of  the  labor  move- 
ment of  the  country  i.s  James  Duncan, 
now  first  vice  president.  It  Is  doubtful 
If  Duncan  can  be  prevailed  upon  to 
become  a  candidate,  although  he  could 
doubtless  be  elected  If  he  chose.  Gom- 
pers has  still  many  friends,  but  some 
of  the  national  leaders  believe  that  a 
little  new  blood  will  do  the  movement 
good.  When  a  question  comes  up  for  a 
declison  Gompers  is  accused  of  strad- 
dling, fearful  of  giving  offense  to 
either  party.  Duncan  would  be  the  op- 
posite. He  would  give  a  decision  and 
enforce  it  with  an  Iron  hand.  He 
wouid  probably  be  an  extremist  in  thr^ 
direction. 

Municipal  ownership  and  control  In 
the  great  German  capital  has  made 
great  and  lasting  headway.  The  city 
compels  the  company  to  run  working- 
men's  trains  during  those  hours  when 
the  workers  use  the  lines  most,  and 
on  these  trains  the  rate  of  travel  are 
about  one-half  the  regular  fare.  The 
city  also  compels  the  company  to  •work 
their  employes  only  ten  hours  per  day. 
The  railroads  of  Germany  are  owned 
bj'  the  government.  More  than  500 
trains  a  day  are  run  over  this  street 
railroad.  The  regular  fare  for  a  dis- 
tance of  five  miles  is  2^/t  cents  for  third 
class  ticket.  Berlin  has  a  municipal 
fire  Insurance  that  saves  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  a  year.  She  has 
municipal  telephones  that  cost  from 
$6  to  $18  a  year  to  have  one  in  your 
house.  She  owns  twenty  large  market 
houses  and  eiyoys  a  net  Income  of 
$640,000  a  year  from  them,  Berlin  has 
the   most   perfect  system   of  sewerage 


In  the  world.  Berlin  also  enjoys  mu- 
nicipal gas  and  electric  lighting  planU, 
a  municipal  theater  and  city  pawn 
shop.  She  controls  a  municipal  bank, 
and  In  connection  with  the  natiotua 
government  gives  the  people  life  in- 
surance at  cost. 


TROLLEY  VS.  RAILROADS. 
The  New  York  Central  road  finds  it- 
self involved  in  a  contest  which,  before 
long,  unless  the  signs  of  the  times  fall, 
will  be  a  common  experience  to  most 
railroads  in  the  thickly  populated 
East,  says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  An 
electric  trolley  line  has  been  projected 
between  Buffalo  and  Rochester.  The 
purpose  of  establishing  rates  a  little 
less  than  one-half  those  charged  by 
the  steam  roads  having  been  an- 
nounced, the  Central  road  meets  the 
situation  by  taking  steps  to  Increass 
the  service  between  the  two  points  and 
lowering  its  rates.  The  Central  la 
wise  in  thus  so  promptly  meeting  a 
situation  which  threatens  every  rail- 
road running  in  and  out  of  a  large  city. 
Competing  trolley  lines  are  projected 
to  parallel  most  of  the  suburban  lines 
of  steam  railroads,  and  though  by 
commutation  tickets  the  steam  rail- 
roads are  carrying  passengers  at  six 
mills  a  mile,  they  are  likely  to  meet 
the  competition  of  even  a  lower  rate. 
Steam  railroads,  granting  so  low  a 
commutation  rate,  have  looked  to 
transients  at  the  full  rate  of  2  or  J 
cents  a  mile  to  average  up  the  re- 
ceipts. Thus,  where  the  suburban 
commuter  pays  10  cents  for  his  trip  to 
i  the  city  the  transient  has  paid  50 
cents.  What  makes  the  trolley  com- 
petition feared  is  the  competition  as 
to  transients.  Where  a  steam  railroad 
cl  arises  50  cents  for  a  single  fare  tha 
trolley  charges  10  cents  and  Is  In  a  po- 
sition to  sell  trip  tickets  for  a  much 
lower  sum.  Over  in  New  Jersey  a 
trolley  line  now  under  construction  Is 
pushing  its  way  parallel  to  a  steam 
road  which  is.  in  a  way,  the  pioneer 
of  serious  competition  to  those  rail- 
roads which  empty  Into  New  York 
thousands  and  tens  of  thousands 
every  morning.  At  present  it  is  oper- 
ating ten  miles  of  competing  road. 
but  under  such  conditions  that  Its  In- 
fluence on  the  steam  road  It  parallels 
cannot  be  well  judged.  It  is  promised 
by  the  trolley  authorities  that,  before 
snow  flies,  at  least  twenty  miles  will 
be  In  competing  operation.  The  addi- 
tional ten  miles  will  tell  the  story.. 
And  by  all  trolley  and  steam  road  au- 
thorities the  result  is  being  anxious'.r 
awaited  as  indicative  of  the  place  com- 
peting trolleys  will  hold.  One  thlngr 
may  be  safely  predicted,  and  that  Is 
that  we  are  entering  upon  an  era  of 
low  suburban  rates.

Los  Angeles.  Cal..  Sept.  l-.-Soml  inter- 
esting experiments  in  breeding  buffaloes 
are  being  ca  :ied  on  near  Monterey.  They 
promise  to  s^icceed  In  spite  of  the  failure 
of    similar    experiments    elsewhere. 

Ab<jut  fifteen  years  ago  It  became  ap- 
parent that  the  American  bison,  or  buff- 
alo, as  it  Is  commonly  called,  was  being 
rapidly  exterminated.  In  consequence 
every  state  and  territory  where  the  ani- 
male    were    Indigenous    passed    laws    pro- 


fat  Seeing  that  the  winter  climate  agreed 
with  the  bull,  Mr.  Molera  sent  to  Ne- 
braska for  a  buffalo  cow,  and  he  turned 
her  also  out  on  the  range. 

That  was  In  ISItl.  In  l^it2  fi  fine  bull  calf 
was  born  that  has  grown  to  maturity  and 
is  In  the  best  of  health.  Kncouraged  by 
his  success  Mr.  Molera  obtained  four 
more  cows.  All  of  them  gave  birth  to 
calves  thai  are  now  neuring  2  years  old. 
Some  of  the  cows  have  given  birth  to 
two  calves.  ,,,„.„ 

Including    his    purchases,    Mr     Molera  s 
herd  now  numbers  fourteen.     He  has  not

for"  some  unknown  reason  those  run- 
ring  wild  on  the  govarnmenl  reservations 
failed  to  multiply.  Voung  were  born,  to 
be  sure,  but  the  births  did  not  exceed  the 
deaths   from    natural   causes. 

Since  that  .me  efforts  have  been  made 
in  different  parts  of  the  West  to  protect 
the  few  butialoes  left  so  that  they  could 
breed  and  perpetuate  the  species  In  Colo- 
rado the  exiierlment  has  been  a  failure  on 
account  of  tne  intensely  cold  winters  and 
in  rtah  the  result  has  been  rather  dubi- 
ous, although  the  promoters  of  the  enter- 
prise   think    that    they    are    on    the    right 

It  Is  likely  that  the  failures  so  far  have 
been  due  to  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
habits  of  the  buffalo.  There  is  Uttle  doubt 
that  the  animals  are  naturally  sensitive 
to  changes  of  climate.  In  their  wild  state 
thev  used  to  travel  south  in  the  winter 
an<i  north  in  the  summer,  so  a.s  to  avoid 
extremes  of  heat  and  cold.  In  the  exper- 
iments in  Colorado  and  I'tah  this  re- 
Quirement   was   hardly   complied   with. 

if  the  buffalo-breeding  experiment  is  a 
Buccess  in  California,  the  result  will  be 
largelv  due  to  the  mild  and  e(|uable  cli- 
mate "  The  experiment  in  this  state  has 
been  made  bv  E.steban  J.  Molera,  and 
after  nearly  six  years  of  work  he  is  more 
encouraged  than  ever.  He  has  studied  the 
buffalo  earefullv.  and  In  his  experiment 
has  endeavored  to  keep  as  close  to  na- 
ture as  possiVile.

In  addition  to  his  experiments  with  fuil- 
blooded    buffaloes.    Mr.    Molera    has    abjo 
tried    the   effect   of   crossing    the    buffalo 
with  Crulloway  cows.     The  result  at  first 
was  not  so  encouraging  as  that  with  tne 
full    breeds.      In     the    first    sea.son     four 
calves  were  born,  but  three  of  tuem  died. 
I'ne    fourth,    however,    grew   up   In   good 
health,    and    Mr.    Molera    thinks    that    the 
lo«s  of  the  others  was  due  to  carelessness 
on   the   part   of    the   men    who   cared    foi 
them      Since  then  other  calves  have  been 
born  "and  all  appear  ».o~i>e  In  good  health 
All    of    the    half-breed    calves    were    fe- 
males.     Some    of    these    calves    are    now 
nearly  three  years  old,  and  an  effort  has 
been    made    to   cross    them   again,   ancl    11 
promises  to  succeed.    To  avoid  inbreeding 
Mr    Molera  has  put  the  first  buffalo  bull 
purchased   out   In   Golden   Gate   Park   and 
substituted   for  him  on   his  ranch  a  fam- 
ous buffalo  bull  known  as  Ben  Harrcon. 
The  crossing  with  the  half-breed  Gallo- 
v.-avs  will  produce  animals  thrce-quarter.-i 
buffalo,    and    if    they    prove    strong    and 
harjv.   Mr.   Molera  will  obtain  other  buf- 
falo "bulls    from    different    parts    of    tho 
country  and  conduct  his  experiments  until 
'  he    has    produced    an    animal    firteen-.<!ix- 
teenths    buffalo.      He    thinks    that    when 
that  stige  has  been  reached  he  will  have 
an  almost  di.stinct  breed  of  cattle.

In  fact  have 
fur  almost  as  fine  as  sealskin,  only  thd 
hairs  are  much   longer. 

Mr.  Molera  has  made  a  special  effort  to 
keep  all  hl3  buffaloes  contented.  As  soon 
as  he  detects  any  sign  of  restlessness, 
he  has  the  herd  moved  to  another  ranch. 
The  animals  have  pa.^sed  their  time  be- 
tween Point  Sur  ranch  below  Monterey 
and  Moro  Ojo  ranch,  near  CastrovlUe. 
AH  show  the  need  of  change  at  the  same 
time.  They  are  driven  the  entire  dis- 
tance between  the  two  places.  After  they 
have  made  the  trip  they  are  quiet  and 
contented   for  a   few  months. 

Part  of  the  time  they  are  kept  on  will 
land  and  have  to  get  their  living  off  tne 
natural  vegetation,  and  then  they  are 
kept  In  alfalfa  fields  for  a  few  days.  The 
Idea  hajs  been  to  let  them  do  as  they 
please.  Sheds  are  erected  In  different 
parts  of  the  ranges  which  they  can  occu- 
py if  they  choose,  but  no  effort  Is  mac 
to   house    them.  ,,      ,,  , 

It  Is  to  this  method  that  Mr.  Molera 
thinks  his  success  Is  due  as  much  as  to 
any  thing  else,  becau.se  when  an  animal 
becomes  restless  It  loses  Its  appetite  an-l 
soon   grows   thin. 

"The  obstacles  encountered  In  breeding 
and  cross-breeding  buffaloes  at  the  Poin*' 
Sur  ranch  would  fill  a  book,"  saia  a  man 
connected  with  the  experiment.  "The 
foremost  difflcultv  results  from  the  bull 
buffalo's  disposition,  which  Is  ferocious 
and  vindictive.  The  first  bull  brough'. 
here  was  a  mountain  buffalo,  and  wa.s 
so  docile  that  he  was  led  around  bv  a 
rope  lied  to  his  horns.  The  other  bud 
buffalo,  Ben  Harrison,  Is  of  a  different 
disposition,  though  everywhere  recognized 
as  the  biggest  and  handsomest  buffalo  in 
existence.  ,     ^, 

"No  fence  Is  sufficient  to  restrain  him. 
When  he  arrived  ho  to.ssed  the  fence  posts 
about  like  so  many  tenpins,  and  rolled  in 
barbed  wire  with  glee,  snapping  It  Into 
fragments,  which  ho  bore  around  in  his 
curly  hair,  like  .so  many  bristling  bayon- 
ets, making  him  a  formidable  object  to 
approach.
